Eloveu cU-rg}-, five students, oiid 
about one liuudrcil ttiiUve catecHisU nnil 8oli»ulinaster^ (who 
were occiisioniilly adtlrpssed through an iiiterpreter) were present. 
A3 Tsight have b»cii cxpitcti-d, the Cliargv bore lui exclusively 
missionarj' charactor, luid aimrd at riu.ttng the general staiidanl 
of piety and dcvotedncsn. Writteu (unidst incessant engago- 
raents — tlie day occupind with preaching, and the night with 
travelling — the body oppressed with an eLcrvatiiig cliuinte. 
and the mind with the " eare of all the churcb«3 " — it was n 
wonderful proof of power anil energy, and abounded with wise 
BDggcstions and prudent cautions. A litUe tiinc wonld buve 
^K iinproTed, because it wonld have softened it. The impression 
^B of scenes passinf;! at the moment before tlic oven was too 
^H vivid ; the ftubjects digcuswd were pxtreraely di^Ucnlc ; the 
^M minds dealt with were Tcr}- sensitive; and beace some of the 
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fitatcmeiiUwerG deemed too gtrong, and some or theexprcsBious 
uniatentioDallj gave pnin. AU this, tiowever, irill force ibicH 
idIo notice iu duo season, and u will not be neresstirv to give 
extracts hero. Jt was printed ut the roqueat of Mr. KoblhofF, 
wlio ro60 imiucidifttclj a(t4?r grace was snid at diniier (or ratlicr, 
did Dot Bit down again), niid with folded baiuls, and grcRt 
liimiilicit}', oddrOKsod Uic Bi^liop as tlic rupntHviit^itirc of oM 
pxescnt- He said the misitioiiArieK bad been long groaning 
under the miseries of Cnste, but lind no power to put it down. 
Tbc migsioiiary Ocrick^ had called il "tUc great batki-y of 
Satan." It WHS too eiroiig for tliem. But God bad wnt Utc 
Bisbop to destroy it. In order that his gond iidvice might be 
remembered, be prayt'd tliat the Charge might be printed. 
'Die BiKliop pi-oiniseit coinpliiuice ; nod it npijcarcd as an 
addition to tlie primary Charge, then pa»!fing ttirongh the 
l}toss. 

The Bishop parted tbe next day from his most courteous 
and obli^ug hosts, aud letTing the Itcsidency at Taqjorfi, 
retraced bis step* to Mndrn« ; stopping at Myavoram, a stfltion 
of the Church Jfissioiiary Sociitty ; at Ciiddalore, a station of 
the Propagation Society ; at Porto Novo, a. town rising into . 
impoi-tftiice by its iron-works ; and at I'oiKlichcrrj*, interesting 
from its bi.'<toriraI fiHsociationa. He anivcd stifily at Madras 
on Saturday, February l4lb, ISas, "having sp^it," he says, 
" the bappicKt six moiithti in my life : ao luiicU do I love mis- 
sionary work." 

Ten days were given to Madras ; every iaslant of time being 
occupied with anxious diseussioos. important eoiumittcc meet- 
tngs, tbe completion of bis Chaises in tbe press, an Ordination, 
HemionH, aud tbe iutercbaDgc of viidtH mth tlie Nabob of 
Arcot. The steamer having arriTcd to fi-tcb him, liccmbiirkcd 
early in tbe luuniiiig of February 23rd : — 



' It was very affecting,' lie says, ' U> take leave of the dear 
Arebdeaeon and the clergy on tlie bi>a<^h. Every one had 
gaUiod from his borne at five o'clock, and some had come seven 
miles, to Bay f)ire\vell. I find I have delivered HeveutY-live 
sermone and uddrcHfios during this Visitation of six muoUis ;

of which forty-fire were at Madr«B, ut Uie ten weeks spent in 
that Archdeaconry. The troth i«, I never worked w> hnid — 
UBTer: ainJ ncrcr did so great an cmerpency prwieiit itself. 
To God oiiljr he tlic praise for attendant fiuccess.' 

The steamer touched at Vizagapatani nnd Pooreo. Of the 
foniier the Bishop writes : — 'I scarcely ever aaw so beautiful 
a spot- The town lies ia the boHom of a lovely valley, llimki'd 
by giant rocks, a river or backwater opeuiug between them, 
aud hrcnking or preventing the surf ; a bench smooth as 
IlAmsgatc sands ; a crowded poptihitioii covering the &bore ; 
European soldiery drami up to recotve ^XB ; gans Aring the 
usual Malate. The clinplain resides three miles from canton- 
ments, and we were »oon tliere. ^fr. Clte^ster had heen curate 
of Cripplegate, London ; he knew and had frcqnently heard 
me. The culuutd aliio hud ufteu been an auditor at St. John's ; 
whilst Mrs. General Taylor, where I am most comfortably 
lodged, was reading a long letter from His. Macleane, the 
lady of tlie Itesident at Tanjore, ahont me, as tlie steamer 
cuue in sight. 

'Thus watched and known, bow humhly should I walk, how 
consistently, bow fearfully, how honourably ! God help me. 
I eaimot now meet Sir Frederick Adam as I hoped. But I 
liSTe had an occasion of good here which I could not have 
looked for. A station of three or four hnndred Europeans, two 
sermons, intercourse with the chaplain, testifying for Christ 
where no Bishop haa ever yet been, confinning fifty-seven 
jroang people, euconraging the few pious aud devout Chris- 
tiaos : — all this was done in twenty-four hours. God be 
pleased to bless.' 

The visit to Pooree occupied the enmo period of time, and 
give opportunity for the saiiio services, varied only by an 
examinatioQ of the Temple of ■Tuggernaut, which is clone at 
hand. The Bishop was much moved by the sight. 



•I have visited the valley of death,' he says; 'I have seen 
tbedeiLiif darkucHB. Juggernaut has been trodden with ihesa 
feet, and seen with tliese eyes, after thirty or forty years' 
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hearing and reading about it Oh [ Baehauan, how well do 1 
Temember tlij pious indi^atJOD. when, neiLily thirty yennt 
since, thou didst risit tins foid and liorrible scene. Jfjr Eoul 
is moved witliin mc, even to U-emMing. The dread pagodn itt 
sitaatfid in the vicinity of tliis etavion, cnUed PoorcN!. Never 
did Uie Innguagc of Scripture as to idolatry appear to mc so 
pregnant witli inspiratJou, a« since I have M^en the dire effect* 
essential to heatlion worship. Put out the Uihie : and Greece 
and Rome, will) all tlieir abominntlong, would again fill tha 
world.' 

The steamer then sped on towards Calcutta, and on March 
Snd, the Bisliop was safely sheltered in the Pidace : — 

' Tims ends,' he says, * the first part of my Visitatioa ; wc\ 
months and seven duya : six thouiiaud Rve hundred uiik's; 
eighty senuotis; additions made to my first Charge; a seconii 
Cha^p written, and both carried through the press at Vepery ; 
hcaltli iiitprovffd ; fri<*nd« mndc, I trtisi. for life ; and. nboro all, 
the immensoly difficult task of purifying the native Church. 
Deo eit gloria in aempUemum' 

The first thing taken in hand by the Biehop on bis arriral, 
vas the preparation of two important and coufldeutial letters 
to the venerable Churcli Societies. A fidJ account of all 
that he Imd done was pven, and an urgent appeal made 
to them for help. The state of each soparntc mission was 
described, and the number of labonrers in the field. They 
had been already incrtia^ed in vuriuus vrays, but many mota 
were needed : — 



' jVU that lias hccu done,' he writes, * since the Caxto ([ucstlon 
was atirred. two years since, is a mere commcncemont. The 
present miesiouaries are unable to stand their ground and 
make their way. They must he supported, and that speedily, 
or all must and will assursdly fall Uiwk. I pity Uio.se few 
holy men. I have necessarily done them injury for tlie time. 
The nntires turn upon them all their auger, and inisrepreRent 
their most innoceut actions. All this will pass away, if (he] 
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an etreiigUien^Hl in nuBibem, ami cad make head against tlio 
erilfl which I buve deaouuved, hut nat extermiiintei).' 



Having thus done his |)art In removing pafit evils iind pro- 
viding fi-»r future efficiency in these importnut missioiiB, he 
tatncd Iiis attention la current duties. 

CAlcutta soon oppressed him. "The first week hcru," he 
Bays, ** iuii worn me down. The tenipernturc i» TogfO'i ditinp, 
hot, and suS(>catiug. quite diflereut from tlie etear dry cool 
exhilarating air of Madnut. Then the discoiuposurc of events, 
the pressnre of duties, the perplexity of iiuestioiis, the 
approaching cbouga in the Government, the nuiuher of friends 
gone or going home, my own tveak waveriiif! siukiiig lifarl. a 
faith feeble as the broken rush, love extinct, Wdily puwcr 
prostrate, what we call ' spirits * gone. To Thee only, O Lord, 
con the helpless fly for Biicomir — to Thy Grace only have 
recourse ! Most gladly ought 1 rather to glory in my iulirmi- 
ties that the power of Cliriat may rest upon ute." 

The change of goveiTiinent, spoken of in the above eximct 
troia a letter home, hiid reference to tli<> appronching depnrtare 
ofljonl William Beiitiuck. His h(.-alth luid seriously failed, 
and not having been cfTectually restored by the retreat to the 
Neilgberry hills in the Prc£udeacy of Madrait, an immediate 
Ktum tu England became imperatively necessary. His correK- 
pondcDCc with the Bi&liop hud long iiiuei: resumed its friendly 
tone: nud llio pssl being kept out of uiind, tbey now met 
again witli mutnal pteasm:^. Ou Hareh lUlh. the Bishop 
writes, '• Lord Williiun's departure is deferred for a few days. 
He holds bis In-tt levee on Friday, and Lady William sees 
company on Satunlay. The noble eliaracter of Lord William's 
atlmiuistration appears more and mure. His answers to the 
odiircsse-i of puhlio bodies ore pcrfeelly deli-fhtful. I cuter- 
tata the satnc Dpinion as ever about his ecclesiasticnl pro- 
ceedings, but generally speaking, be is incomparable. The 
good of tlie natives, advaacement by merit, the Bbolition of 
suttees, commerce, tiic press, 6t«ani, moral purity iu his 
family, attendaucv on public worship :^I voriiy hciicvc in all 
iJieac respeoUt, we shaJl never sec bis like again ! Ilail his 
Ijordship bceu educated in Church principles he would havo 
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been nearly perTect. But only Inst Woilncsdny when ttdkiii^ 
on Churt-li nmlters, lie ackiiowlodgcd that lie did not know 
wliiit an ' ArcbdeEwoii ' meniit. Nqf does he know whiit 'u 
Bishop ' meaos I " 



Lord AVillinin bad been for some time incaiwcitated from 
attdnduig divino service — auj prolonged aU«ntioa produdug 
BeriooB a4ta<-ks of giddiness. Tkc foUowing extract has refer- 
ence to this. 

•tfo-doy, Uartk IM, 1835. 

'Last niglit I hnd a most affecting duty. I performed 
divine service for tho first and last time in Govcniment 
House. A dmwing-rooni was fitted with a higli tnble covered 
with crimHon vtolli, settts were nixangud on each side of tlie 
room, all the court was aascmMcd — aides-de-camp, public and 
private secretAi-ips, phy>«icino, — in number ultout twenty. My 
chaplain read tlie evening prayera (we weru both robed), and I 
proaclied from tho vrorda, " Come unto me nil that laboar and are 
heavy laden and I will give you rest" (Matt. xi. 38.) T used 
Swartx'a itweet notes as at Tiutjore. I siioke and told out " the 
whole atorj-," ua Joseph Milner would hare expressed it — ad- 
dressed the consfienci.' — called on (he infidel (such were pre- 
sent) to consider hia ways— invited the superstitious (such 
were proeent) to the simplicity of Chiist— and commended the 
Governor- General luidiiis fikmilyatid guito, to the blessed Jesus 
during tlie voyage. Tliey were afFected to tears. After tho 
prayer at tlie conclusion, T pronounced the beuedietion, and gnve 
it a personal application by going roiuid and laying my hands 
on the head of cnch knci^ling wor8hi]>per, and tlien retiiraiiig 
to my seat and conclnding it. The Governor-General and 
Lady ^Yilliala came up to thank me after service; but they 
were almost unable to speak for tears. Who can tell what 
good may be done ? I suppose it wa8 the most affecting scene 
ever witnresed at the departure of a Govenior-Gcnoml. 

' niy own Boiil 18 subsiding more and more into God. The 
exciteiticut of India ia gone by, the novelty has ceased, I liave 
run iJirough tlie first series of duties, human echemcs and 
hopes are exIiauKted. Now, blessed Jesus I I return to Thee.

The time of Uto OovoniDr-Gviieral's dcpu'tura vita now close 
at baud ; And Uie dny before H. KI. Frigntu C'uraftMi Kiiiled, 
applicatiun vns made to the Bishop to ndministcr tlie Lord's 
Sapper m private at Govcnimpnl IIouHe. He willtn^Iy com- 
plied, and dunvribc-d wlmt piu«t^i.-cl in a letter dntt-d Tui-iwlwy, 
March 17Uj :— 

*I bav« performod the Holcinn service. Nunc vcrc present 
but Lord and I^ndy Wllltnni. After Uie Communion Uiey sat 
dovra Olid talkcfl oyer with me tJie main tilings iiffectini; my 
departmcul. Not a n'ord wau said of tliv sad biiitiiicsii of last 
June. But everytliing in matters of d«tatl vmu conceded to 
Txrn thftt ] could poasibly tvisli. 1 then embraced each of them, 
and bado thcjn liirewell.' 



lie then retired to Tittnghnr for a few dnj-s' respite, and 
th« following are aoiiie of lili ref)o«tions on things pa6t and 
present. 

• TirtAiWDi, MarrJk SOlA. 

' I complete this day the tliird year since my appointment to 
this see. I have just been reading Mr, Grant's letter of 
March :27th, 1833, on that occfl^ton. lam now aittingio my 
beautiful flower-house, with tlie fine morning btui rising, the 
air cool and refreshing, the noble lloogldy on my riglit, and 
tb« gardcnors at work aronnd. I'hc goodness of God over- 
whelms my mind. No temporal sorrows have I but my deare&t 
dflogbter's ill*health and absence. ITnQtunberod men-ios stimu- 
tatxt me to gratitnde. Dear ilenry Martyii'K pagoda study on 
the other Bide of the rivor meets my sight, the echoing voices 
of the poor natives in their dinghies on the ntjcam meet my 
ear, witli the birds wnrbliug praises to Uicir Maker. Every- 
tiling calls on me this day to ginl np the loins of my mind. 
Tiuic glides away likr tlie tide which is before mc. Time, in 
India — time to a Bishop in India — time to one ncnrly fifty 
M:ven years of age — is " short," indeed ! Oh, for grace to 
redeem it! Ou looking buck I see wlmt temptations, n-bat 
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Bcculariiicii. what liurries, what decayH of spiritual feeling, 
what iiiward disensea have giiiiied grounti. I nui truly con* 
fess, " M,v fcpt were Rlmost gone: my sUips luid well nigh 
8Hl)]H'd." One ihiijg I see is, Uie bfliitfit of Imniiliation uid 
disitjipointmeiit. Tlie mfiss of [lerpUxing voxatious dtttiu 
itiuce I relumed from the Soutli is indescribahle. " 1 «ni verily 
set in tlie plagtie, md my soul ia amoug lioas." " this is thy 
hand : and thou, Lord, hast done it." ' 



This witDCSS is true. Wheu the Bishop arrived, he. found 
Calcutta, 80 to speak, surcharged with electricity. Whoever 
touched it felt the shock, lie was troubled on cvory aide— 
troubled about the Archdeaconry, atout his C'hargp, about the 
Church Missiocaiy Society, about the Solcct Vestry of his 
Cathedral. All these will, in their tuni, require acrious notice. 

The Archdeacon Corrie was now absent, having obeyed the 
eall to England, from whence, in due course, he returned as 
Bishop of Mndriii). The duty of official correspondence witli 
the Government, daring the Bishop's nbscDce, which would 
haw fallen to tlie Archdeacon, had been consigned, as was 
usual, to tlie weiiior Prisidcncy Cbnplniu. The Bishop tacitly 
acquiesced in tliis, though he withheld his sanction, Iteing 
titftulDistly purj)ostd to break throngh the sj-stcm of routine 
tvtiich assigned a vacant aruhdeaconry to a senior Presidency 
Chaplain, and uuwilhng, tlierefore, to excite expectations, 
which iu this ease certaiiUy would not be realised. The arch- 
deaconry was now considered vaciutt, and tiiv Kweet«, or bitters, 
of office, had appai-ently excited an appetite for it. Indirect 
appUcfttions having failed. & direct iipplieation for the appoint- 
ment was made to the Bishop by the senior Presidency CbAp* 
lain. This beuig refused courteously, but decidedly, a claim 
was set up ; tJic Govenimcnt wau applied to, and the Court of 
Directors niemoria]i.sed. A petition was also circulated for 
fiigufttures amongst the clergj* ; the aid of the press wns called 
in ; OJid all Calcutta was ngitatvrl by discussion and parly lipirit. 
The Ri&hop wnit«d till the proper time had come, and tlien 
offered the archdeaconry to Mr. Dealtrj-, the chaplain of tlie Old 
Church, CnlouttA, and now Bishop of Madras. lie accepted 
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it, and was installeil in ilio niiliimn of this year. 'Vhe fire tbon 
died out for waut of fuel ; but il left its euil>erH smouldering. 

Tbe trouble nl>out tLe Bishop's Cfau'ge, dow printed Had in 
circulutioD, was caused liy the missionaries tSienoBelres. The 
Bishop, wbcQ addressing the body nsseinbled at Tanjorc, and 
wanting them egaiast the dangers of secularity, pursuit of petty 
objects, and family jobs, had added these words :- — 

' PorUapH not om ill twenty of thoee who come out fW-jin 
Europe in all the Protestant societies, with the best pruiuiso, 
and who go on well far a time, perbcvcro iu the disinterested- 
ness of the true Miiisionnry.' ' 

With this fientenco, three mi&sioaftries belonging to Church 
ftxrietieft in Calcutta thmiglit proper to be offended, and thi'y 
sent iu a long memorial cout»iui:ig a protest. They were 
informed At once that it could not be received; tliat as pr«s- 
hytcre th«y were bound to respect their Bishop's words of 
counsel and caution ; that Oiey were at librrlj to form their 
own opinion ; and that the Bistlioji vau at all times aceessible 
to an oxpresniou of it: — but tliat n ftiirmal prot^'st was iiTegiiliir 
and inadmissible. A frank and full apolog)* camo itistaully 
from one of the missionaries, lie Imd been misled, and 
acknowledged liiB error. The snnic acluiowledgment catnc 
also, though mom tardily, from the two othem. 

But tlie tnattpr did not cud here. The dissenting mis* 
sionaries in Cidcutta deemed tliemseives aggrieved, and they 
now entered the arena, and required an explanation. I'hey 
were invited to the Palace, aud'ossurcd that the statcmenta 
made in tlie Clmrgc bad no peisoual or local applicution. They 
asked for a written exemption for tlicir own body ; but this the 
Bishop declined to give. Ho ndvisod them, however, to let 
the matter drop, and not do anything to fix a charge upoQ 
themselves, which, in truth, ranged over the whole field of 
Uigaions, and waa tlie result of thirty years' experience and 
observation. The dlscnssiou was quite deadly, and appeared 
Batisfoctory at the time ; but, subsequeQtly, " Tklinutes " of 
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w)»t pnsiietl were Aravm up with an evident view to pulilication ; 
and. iu spile of an ufficinl tutiuiatiou Uiat tttey vcre not correct, 
tliey weix.' pubUshuil. Tliia did iiul tend to the proinolioii of Uint 
kiudly fevliDg whidi is alw«}'!i so desirable in nuBsiouaty work. 

But a tiiuclt more important result followed the publicatiuu 
of the Charge, and one which necesgnxily leads to tlic con- 
mderation of ft question in which every Colonial Diocese is 
int«reitted — the rclutiou in which a Bislinp ntniids to the 
Church Mtssiouory Society. This qu<.>»Lion, so fax as tlie 
Disbop of Calcutta wiui concvnicd, looks bnekwards niid 
forwards, but may most properly be introduced here. The 
"Life" of the Bishop would I>c incomplete without it; and 
tk« " happy issue " to which it w«8 brought in tite good 
proTidence of God, mnkos roseirc the less necessary. 

B«forc the establishment of the Indian Bishoprics, the Com* 
niittcfi of the "Church Alissiouary Society for Africa oud the 
East" exercised exclusive control oTcr itll misaionaTies in their 
employ. Their power to select, support, locate, remove, dis- 
miss, were all unquestioned : and in procciiK of time Ihta power 
Lad been delegated partially to corresponding Committees 
abroad. When Bishop Middlcton nrrivwJ in Ciilcutlft in the 
year 1814, he deemed that his Letters Patent took no cog* 
nisnnce of the missionaries, and gave him no control over 
them. Their position, therefore, reiunined unchanged. Tkeyj 
wore treated with personal courtcfty ; but neither saminoned 
his ViBit«tions. nor protected by hi.s licence. 

Bishop Ucbcr's jurisdiction having been enlarged, the mis- 
aionarics were at once placed by hiiu oti the footing of tlie 
other clergy. They oflicitfted under his licence, and thns 
became amenable to bis authority ; but Uie extent and limits 
of the nutiiority, thus interposed, were left undefined. 

Bishop Heber died; Bittliop James died; Bishop Turner 
died ; and the matter was imHettled still. Not oidy was it 
unKcttlcd ; it hud become entangled. 

'I'bc clerical secretary of the Chiireh Missionary Society at 
this epoch woR the piouR and amiable William Jowett : but the 
Uy Hccretary and tlie nding mind was Mr. Diuideson CoatC8. 
Most men of that day will remciubcr his tall, Ihiu figure, his 
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green shade, hia qtijct miLn]i<>r, untiring iiiduatrj. and firm but 
8otuew)ut uatTon mind. Wliilst Mr. Jowett wm writing kiu<l 
And gentle letters, Mr. Coatcs was Rtjiniping upnn the com- 
niittee uf niiuiuf^cuiuat iltv iuipruss of his owti decided rievrs ; 
and the la^ element, piunmount for tiie lime at Iioine, soon 
beciuue predotoinant abmad. licclesiasticnl persons were 
Boperacded — comapoadiup committees re-organised — indo- 
pendent action encotimgod. The cflecl was soon npjuirciit. 
Both the EaHt and West ' vere troiibted, and one of the 6r8t 
tbtDgs the Bishop of Calcutta had to do, when entering on the 
duties of his Diocese, was to allay vxJsUug irritulion. lie did 
not canse — he found it. lliua he wrote to the actinj; Arch* 
deacon of Madras. 

■ CAuevn*, UtrtA %*a, l S3S. 

'For the Clmrch Miiuioaiirjr Society I cherish the most 
affectionate rcgiurd. But it i:^ inipossihle for me to npprove of 
such particular actH of the Committee at home, as may militate 
against the principlus of the Church, or iafxinge the just 
respect due to the clergy. Nor ciui I tliink witli snliKfacLioa 
of B state of tilings In which a Church Committee is unsup- 
potted by the clei^ of tlic Church miiidcut in the place. So 
fnr I am bound to acknowledge Uiat your vompIainLi, di-nr sir, 
are n<)t without cause. I regret that you and your fellow- 
chaphiins Rbnnld liave been removed from Uie Committee, and 
I shall rejoice when the time nuty arrive for your being agaia 
Invitud to take your scat. At the same (irae, I have no 
power to rephiee you ; and the sacred cause of Missions is so 
important, and the merits of the Cboroh Jlissiounry Socic^, 
on tlie whole, so exalted, thnt I would earnestly exhort jou to 
forbcsrance and concilinttuu.' 

And thus to the Archdeacon of Nev South >Vnlcs : — 

' Oueuni, JiJf, 1S33. 

'It seems that Bomo unintentional miituudcrstAndiug han 
arisen between the Corresponding Committee of New SouUi 
Wales, tlie Committee at home, and yourself. But I trust you 
will agree with me that in the ^-ast work of ftlissions, we must 
open our arms wide to all who are in the commuuion of the

Churcb, luui overlook ucgUgeuces, or errors, or oycd con* 
tiidcniblc miatukes. I beg of you the favoor to forgive tay 
omistiioti of att«ntiou, wbicL may have induced & coIdnesK be- 
tweeu you aud the Commitlee, for my soIki and the Uoypel's.' 

The character of the Madras Comwpoiidmg Coinniit4«e, ks 
rcc«itly re-modelled by orders from homo, mny be gatli«r«d 
from a letter written by Archdeacon Corrie, the most aiuiable 
and cbaritaliilo of rocn. It v>-as tbe roKult of personal inter- 
course, aud was written to Mr. UoudcsoQ Coatos himself, in 
February, 1831 :— 

" They appeared to me very little inclined to upliold the 
system of Church Oovcmment to which wc arc pledged. At 
this vef}' lime they refuse a ' title ' for Jloly Orders to Mr. 
Coombes, the student sent up by the former Committee, 
thougb somcwlin.t irrt-giilurly, to Bishop's College, where he has 
purgned his studies dihgeutly, and approved himself botli for 
piety and attainuiouts to the present Bisbup, and 1 may add to 
myself. Yet the Madras Committee, altliuugh he had been two 
years ft Cntechist tinder Mr. Rhcnius ^vith their cordial appro- 
bation, require him to go again as a Cateohist, before tliey will 
^YO him a title. The fact ib, ati far as lean judge, tbc majority, 
though men whom " I lore in tbc truth," have contracted views 
of the Church, and are Kcnipulou.'i rather than aonscicntioug : 
BO afraid of doing evil, that they scarcely dare to do good ; and 
vhen an object spiritually good in their view comes before 
them, they cjiru littlv whether it be nttaiiied by the rules of the 
Church of England, or any other." 

It was not surprising tJint a Committee, thus QODBtituted, 
should act independently of nil ecclefsiasticai authorities ; and 
yet tlieir Missious in tlie SoutJi had been for &omc time in a 
terrible state of confusion. Mr, Hheniim, the most prominent 
nnd induentiid of tlu'ir mist<ionarieH. had pubUcly attacked the 
Church, and that wliilst slill continuing at his post, and retaining 
his hold of the SUhiuoii. His principles and position involved 
nooesaarlly many delicate qiiesliouB touching Ordination, Church 
servioes, and Chureh pnjperty; and this would have seemed 
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above hQ (Iiings to require tJiAt&iendlj- Episcopal Interposition, 
vliich on tfan flpplicfttion of the Propagntion ConunlUee, and ia 
the case of the Caste qnestion, had been attcudcd wiUi sach 
beneficial and dccinivo cfTcrts. Hut no »uch course wii8 pur* 
»at»). Tlie Ooniinittoc nt MikIdis nltnost ignored tli^lr Bi»liop, 
nerer nskeil him to ucept oflice. and perecvcred in independent 
action. Moroovrr, tlic Piircnt Society tacitly endorsed tlieir 
proceedings, and st tbc ond of two years seat oat tbe Rev. 
John Tiirker to be thfir reprcscnUlirc and Sooretaiy. 

Tbc Hishnp had h^n much tj-niibled with all this, but waited 
anil held his peace. On Mr. Tuckers arrival, he wrote once 
and agatD to invite fi'ieiidly coiniuunicntions, aiid hoped for a 
liradiuU recognition of Church principles, on the pitrt of Die 
Cotninittee. and a gradual retnm to hannoniong aetion. Little 
progress, however, was made, and when, as already related, he 
vent down to Madras in 1694, ho was very tuiccrlain as to the 
«oarae he ought to pursue. He found no eneourngement there, 
1o examine into the miiisionK at Tiuncrelly ; and Ihii;, together 
witlt tho lntcne»a of the season, prevented the extension of his 
vi^tation to that plnec. 

rt was on his arrival nt Tanjore, that the pamphlet published 
by Mr. Rbciiius against the Church was first put into bis 
linnds ; and there he learnt fully the sinister effect produced by 
it, and br the pera^inal influence of its author, upon the Church 
principles of sonic of the Tiunevelly catcchists and converts. 
In his Charge, tlierefore, and in the subsequent " Dedication " 
to the A rcbdeacons and clerg^y of the diocese, ho spoke stJ-ongly 
of the erils he fiad dUeoTered, and the necessity laid upon him 
to bear tc«tiniony against them. 



'I discovered,' he says, 'a system at vork in the extreme 
South (where I supposed the missionaries of the Church 
Missionary Society, though the Ecnior was a Ijutberan, were 
continuing to follow oar general doctrine and discipliDe). in 
direct opposition to our Protestant Episcopal Church, by the 
members of which tlicy were sent out — a system so ruinous in 
my judgment to tlie holiness and peace of the new converts, 
as to threaten a aubversion amongst them of Christianity 
itsell'

And flgiiin, irlien cAutioniBg tlie Kuropenn, Knst Indian, and 
native catcchiRts and achoulmastera whom he w&s addressing, 
Ue says ; — 

'Those of you who msy be stationed iu the proviuce of 
TimicvcUj-, be very cautious. Po not enter into conlroverey 
witli other eutcchists and Hclioohuanters. Pursne your own 
duty qiLLetly and humbly. IF auytbiug is sriid to draw you 
ftaidc, make no unaiver, but re])ort it to the misaioniLries. Keep 
close to your own Church, but say nothing of the disorders you 
may sec or hear of. Commit everytMug to God.' 

And a^iuu in the general aocoont of his prooeedingB, be 
said: — 

• I trust I liavc left everj'tliing, ao far as the Missions of the 
lucorponited yuciely «t Vepery, Cu.d<lalore, Tnujure, and 'I'richi- 
nopoly are concerned, in a train of peaceful iniprovement and 
restoration. The other coso farther South, eauie upon tuc by 
surprise, in the neighbourhood of Tanjore and Trichinopoly/ 

These remarks, which, aa referring to the real extent and 
nature of tiie evils at work, vtere atrietly true, elicited a letter 
irom. the Madras Committee, whicli offended the Bishop, and 
nideucd the broach, 'i'lic real point at issue bad rcfercuco to 
the extent and effect of the Bidiop'e licence upon the Church 
missionaries ; and his reasonable wishes on ihia head may be 
expressed in his own words ; — i 

• Let the lay biiRines.'*,' he says, in a letter of February, 
I8f)S, " the Elation, the money, tlie outlays, the buildings, the 
return of missionaries, their outfit, the care of their wives and 
ehihlren, be wiUi the I*ay Patrons, or Uicir delegates, the Com- 
mittee. But surely the approbation of the stations, and the 
8upcriiit«^ndi-Qceof the spiritual duties of the licensed mission- 
aries, must appertain to the Bishop, and his Archdeacon as hia 
representative.' 

And agaiDt id December, 1633 ;— 
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' I s]iaU endeavour in patience to poMess my soiil ; where I 
am wroug, to get right: and where I am riglit, to vniit for God. 
< So G&r as I uadcnttaud tJitugs at prcuviit. the Chiu'cb Alishion- 
UT principle, tmw contended for, extinguiithcs tlic Biidiup'» 
offiee. All I ask for, h Ruperinlemience, control, jiiriwlictioii 
in spiritual tilings orer all i>en>un» lic«n!(«d \>y iiw ait Ordliinry 
to perform spiritual fuuctiuus iu my diocese. Lay ptttronngu 
1 touch not — temporal anthority I lotich not — location of 
mis&ionnries I touch not — removal, dismissal, saspeusion from 
support I toucli iiut. But I asdc for reasoDablo groiuidK to be 
laid before me, when I am called to net by granting a licence, 
just as a Bisliop in England aeks for reasonable grounds when a 
spiritual pursoo is presented to him for a licence. No curate 
can be licensed withont such euquiiy tuid approbatinn. Biich 
is the order of things in England. Kluch more ahould ttome- 
tliiof! resembling this take place in a new diocctte, in planting 
of Dew churches, in the propngntion of that O^spel which it is 
the most special duty of tliu Bishop to superiittciid. 

'And mi to tbe »ceond branch of the (|aesUon — Surely a 
Bishop has claims for that inforuiation un the manner in which 
his spiritual persons or clerks perform their spiritual duliea t 
Surely he must vieit, inspect, inquire, examine, or how is he to 
idmiuistcr confinnatiou— how approve the baptism of converts 
—how watch the cauonical proceeitings of tlie reverend clergy 
— bow Btop error or clieck cuthuiiiaam — how animate and eu- 
cotirage! But I wKit. 

' I have found all tlirongh my minisitry, tbut tilings soon get 
right, if 1 can but keep myself culm anil wait for God. They 
only become Irrt^pnrable when obstinacy, pride, by-emla, world- 
liness, self, and departtirt^a in lieart from Christ lie at the 
bottom of the wound mid fester there. Who ever reached tlie 
croira of glory without bearing the cross which leads to it. 
Not one.' 



These, tiud poijits like these, were urged cnlmly and forcibly 
in many letters ; and much as the Bisliop loved the Society and 
sought to do it good, he steadfastly rcfusM to compromise tlie 
rightit iuhereiit in his oflice, and intrusted to his charge. The 
coiitroveray had already lasted for three years: the atmospheie 
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(lid not dear : (longer becftnie iniinuieiit — dnnger U) Uie 
Society in India, lest on open breach »liould be made witJi ILc 
Biebop — <l«nf;ei- to the Society in Kuglntid, lent its Chuwli 
principlen sliould l>e doubted, and its friends nliotiftted — dtinger 
to the miasiooaries iu tJie fields of labour, lest some should 
forgvt Utat they were Ohurchmcu, and oUicn prove bett«r 
Cbarcbmen than their managers. 

Nor were lliesc dau(ier« imapnary. The withdrawal of tlie 
Bishop from llie Society would tinve been on CHsy solutiou of 
tlic difficulty, so far as he iras concerned; but ttie operatloiiB 
of the Society wonld hftve been paralysed in India. 

With respect to Kiigland. the ominous words of one influen- 
tial friend of the Society, at tlie time, will suffice to prove that 
danger was at hand. lio says. " The main difficulty is with the 
Parent Committee. Upon thoir conduct, on Uus occasion, my 
ovn humble connection witli the Society nill depend ; because 
if they fail to act towards the Bishop as they ouffht. my confi- 
dence, shaken forn loug time, will be withdrawn. The Society 
may continue to consint of ChorchmoD, but it will not be a 
Church of England Society." 

So witli respect to the missionaries, the danger was not 
imsginnry ; for there were many unmistakeable signs to provo 
that they felt the hands of Irfiymen heavy upon tltem, and were 
laclined to seek tlic support and obey the " godly motions " of 
their Bisliop. 



' What ia my duty nnder these circumstances T saj-s tlie 
Bishop. ' It must be — 

' Ist, To wait npon God. 
' 2nd. To submit to His will. 
' 3rd. To go on meekly and wisely. 

' 4th. To bear the reproach of the spiritual Church on tlie 
one hand, and the worldly-minded Church on tbe 
other.' 
And be did endure the i-cproach thus anticipated : —

" For God's sake, and for tlie sake of the poor heathens, do 
not let your love of the Church obstnirt the diffusion of 
Christiiuiity," wrote Mr. Fowell Buxton from England. 
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" I vould reply," snys the Bishop, comtneiiung upon his words. 
" For Qod's sake do uot let jour dread of the Church ohatract 
the diffusloB of CliriMtiiuiitv." No, my hc-urt's doi»irc and praj'«r 
to God is for tlie widest diffusion of Chnfttiiuiitj- and bj- any 
meRDS. But in each Church there must be order, subordina- 
tioQ, tttid dUcipline, or «lse tlte diffusion uf Chriiitiamty is lost^ 
and the coofu^iou and discord of bumaD p&ssioiis sucucods. 
Stitl I love Uie honesty of Foivell Buxton, aiid I sliall set mj-- 
self to watch more my own (ipiril, lest I should by niiy proceed- 
ings obstruct, or even appear to obetruct the dtiTuiiJoa of 
Christianity.' 

The matter hod now become too complicated for settlement 
abroad, and it was consequently referred to friends ut liome. 
Three were selected: Dr. Pearson. Dean of Salisbury, Dr. 
Dealtr}'. Hector of Clnphuu, ami the Rev. J. W. CuuLingliam, 
\'ic8r of Harrow ; and they were placed in communication with 
the Bishop's SOD on the one hand, and tbe Church Missionary 
Soeie^ on the other. .A.fter much serious discussion, and the 
iaterpodtion of n ^m friend, the Society fuiidly conceded the 
point at issue, and suggosted an arrangement, which tlic three 
referees approved. This arrangement was communicated to 
the Bisliop in tlic mooUi of December, 1835. It met with his 
eordiol coDcarrc&ce, and was subsequently embodied by him in 
four mica, which the Society have eter since retained lunoogst 
their published dofuments. They will be found api^nded to 
the auuuol Reports in the accompauyiog form : — 



" These principles were stated in a Tetter from the Society ■ 
to the Bishop of Calcutta, signed by the Bight Honourable the 
Preudent, on December 17, 1835 — in a mnnuer so sntisfuctory 
to the Bishop, that ho embadied Uiem in the four folloMin^^ 
Rules, expressed for the most part in the words of the Society's 
letter: which were, at the Bishop's request, entered upon the 
minutes of tlie Calcutta corresponding committee, as the 
recogoised Rules of tlieir practice : — 

•• ' 1. The Bishop expresses — by granting or withliolding his 
ticencc. in which tlie sphere of the missionary's labour is racu- 
tiouod — bis approbaliou, or otherwise, of that location. 
VOL. a *< 
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"*S. Tbe BifiJiop t)U|>«rintcu<ls tlie misaioaaries afterwards, 
A& tlie otbor clcr]g}', in tlie di&cliorge of their ecclesiastical 
duties. 

" • a. The Bishop receives from those— the Committee and 
SccrcUu->- — who still stand in the relation of Lay-Fntrons to 
the Missionnry, such commuuiciUions respc'ctiiig Lis eccl«sias- 
UcaI dtiticR as may enable tbu Bishop todiKoljor^ that patenial' 
suporiutcudeuc« to the best advantage. — The Archdeacon of 
Ciklcutta or Bi>ni1>ay acting under tlio Bishop's immodiata 
directions when he happens to be abatrnt. 

"'4. If the Bishop or Archdeacon fills, at the reqncst of the 
Society, the offices of Patron, Pi-esident, Vice-Presideut, 
Trcnaurer, Secretary, iic, bo rcciivea, further, all such coiifi- 
denUal iuformatiuii. on all topics, aa the Bi&hops ofilciully 
neither could wish nor properly ask [to receive].' " 

This commiiiiicntioa from the Committee in Kiiglaod. was 
accompanied by u halter from the Earl of Chichester, President 
uf tlie Chavch Mi&sionaiy Society, apologittiii^ for past apparent, 
bat not intentional estrangement, and iuvitinf; the renewal of 
M«ndly and contidenlial intercourse. To this Uie Bishop 
gladly and readily responded, and his feelings were c.\prcsi>ed 
in the letter of ueknowIcdgmeDt bo sent to his three friends. 



'Smuii, /unc 13d, ISSS, 

' I return now to the full tide of affectionate intercourse with 
the Church Missionary Society in all its ramiScationa, which I 
only felt compelled for a time to suspend, becauee my super* 
inteiidenire was rejected. 

' I bavo committed a thousand errors in the manner of doing 
things, Ood Itnoweth. But in evorylliingrelnting to the Society ^ 
there was such careful consultation and deliberaUon, that I fully 1 
expected TTUB only was wanted for my i}riiiciple to be, as it is, 
ftdinitted in its amplest form. 

' I thauk God, my Saviour, that I was enabled to abstain 
from acting, and to remain quiet, calmly enduring; iu my own 
breast everything, and doing nil I could still fur the Church 
liiBsionnry Society, that I might not liiiidf r the Qospel of Ood. 

' I have still to look to your kindneaa to keep an eye over 
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things till Uie toacltinery La& irorked for some time as barmo- 
nioualy as 1 full}- trust il will.' 



The sound of cout«ution was tlius hushed nt AEudt-os, and all 
tlungit were »et right at home ; but meanwhite, ditliculUvK hnd 
arisen in Cdeutta. Time vras. when, nDder th« wise aiid gentle 
muiftgement of ArchdencoQ Come, iio ripple hnd appenred u|>on 
the waters there ; but tJit C'orri;spoiuliu)j Committee. 8«leet«l liy 
lumseif, had hueu content to rej^ister his expericaced dficisioDs, 
and U> carr>' out Iuh prudent counsels. But nil tliLs was now 
eluuiged. Corrie was i^oiic ; nud lucu of hi^jli standing and 
olGoo bad takvii tlioir si-nts in tiic Committee, bringing with 
them all tbnt independent luid self-reliant spirit lenmt at 
the Sadder Boards aiid in the Bccrf tariat. Thvtr motives were 
pare, their conduct diuntereitti-d, nnd tliev neru nominally 
Churchmen ; but they knew htUe iibuut Church principles, and 
forgot lliftt they were norluDga Chui-ch Society. They preferred 
acting without the Bi»bop, to acUng with him. Differeucea 
arose during bis absence on visitation. The clergy on 
tlie Couiiiiiltee were not 8ui>erseded. but overborne. Arch- 
deaeon Dealtry ceased to attend. Comjilicntions m-o^ from 
the determination to erect a Head Seminary in nvowed opposi. 
tion to Bishop's Colloj^c ; and, moreover, the Corre.<ipondiQ^ 
Committee, outstripping the Parent Society which it professed 
to repreitCDl, rfpudiated the nrraugcment just made, so far as 
it respected the ISisbop's lit-ence. 

^Vhcn he arrived in Calcutta, all these fresh difficulties 
had to be met and disentangled. Much forbearance was 
shown, many c-onferences were held, long lett^'rs were written : 
and the renult was so Car good that a dcttpntch prepaj'cd liy 
the Conunitlca for tbe Parent Society, retnonKtmting ngainst 
tbeir supposed concessions, was changed into nit address to 
tlio Hiabop ftoliciting such explanations of his licensing power, 
and such aiiNuraiices toucliing its exercise, as he might be 
pleased to give. These eKplnuations and assurances vere at 
onee given; and they vers in due course tran»mitted home, 
where they commended themselves to the Parent Society, and 
wore admitted an Addenda to Uic rules previously agreed on. 

in soothing the minds and winning ikft 
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confidence of Uie Calcutta Committee, and a firiendly feeling 
was creeping on, when in the early part of 1838, a fresL root of 
bilternes^ Kpruni^ up. A few words will sufilce to explain the 
cause, and conclude the whole subject. 

A missiouarjr in Dcftcou's Orders bat) beon E«nt out from 
home, witli special direrlions to labour in CnloutU, under 
the Bishop's Uccoce, and in due time to apply for Priest's 
Orders. The Colcutt* committee on \\i» urrival, tliHcouraged' 
hig npplteaLion for a Uoenee, mid directed hiiu to go up to 
Burdwiln, and commence bis laboure Uierc. The younpj mis- 
sionai^ disliked this loi-ution, pleaded his home directions, 
tdiowed HOQie tempei', and declined compliance. The com- 
mittee, grieirouKly otTt^udt^d, stniightv.'ay withdrew nil coonten- 
anoe from hint, and lefl him to follow hia own devices. He 
applied to the Sishop ; and as a spiritual person, sent into 
his dioceiie. sought for a hcouce, and for PriufifB Orders. The 
committee upon this were officially applied to. They neither 
objected nor asiientvd: butjuKtilted the course they had pur- 
Hiied, and stood upon their right to jud^o iii(lop<-iidrntly in all 
causes concerning nil pprsnns. The Bishop. luiving satisfied 
himself of the pensouol fitucsK and good diaracter of the con- 
didate. hcensed him to oflit^iute iit ('idcutta, and abortly 
afterwarda ordained hiin Priest, The matter was, of course, 
referred home by the ConiimltCL' ; aud tht'! Pareot Society 
having intimated disapproval of tlie potirae tliey had pursued, 
they at once, and 1o a nmn, resigned. It vras not necessary ; 
for in tlie interval, tlie glad tidings from Krishnagnr had mored 
nil heartH and bowed all wills, and coUBtrained to union aud 
co-operation. They, however, ptTscvcrod in their n-signution. 
A new secretary aud a new committee were immediately 
appointed ; and from tliat niwiueiit to the prcjwnt, no inter- 
ruption has occurred in the harmouiouK and succcssfiil 
working of the Calcutta branch of the Church Misaionary 
Society. Modifications of the Itules and the Addenda, may 
hccomc necessary from time to time, and this will be easily 
accoi»pli»h(-d under the pi*et>cDt wise and able niauageiuent 
of the Society, but the above iinrralivo records the solution 
of the miint difficult of all Missionary queatious, vi/„ : How 
n voluntary Ciiurch Society, may recognise the just claims 
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of th« Bishop, iritliout compromtaing its owu iudependence. 
There were manj htlpors and many liiiiderera whilrt Ihe process 
was going on : — but the problem is safely and satisfactorily solved. 

Tb6 otlier question 'wlucli has been referred to as oaafiiiig 
tauch trouble at this time, was the Select Vestr>'. Much 
obscurity bangii over the origia of the body thus desig- 
Dat«;d, but it Ki>ems lo tiiivv been xomewliut as follows: — - 
The ground ou which St. John's Cbur<rh, then called tlie 
Cathedml, atood. was the gift of a rich natiTC. and wasi rested 
in nine trustees, who»e duty it ^-ns to »ee tlint it vtu» nut 
diverted from its sacred purpose. At &rst. this waa their 
sole duty ; hut being an organised body (a rare tiling in 
Calcutta), various charitable beque&ts were from time to time 
entrusted to them by individuals, or comniitted to their manage- 
mmt hy GfiveninienL Tho iirst nine trustees were unmed ; 
and tliey were direeted and cinpowi-red to Bll up vucauciL-s in 
their own body- Tlu* tliey had failed to do. Their numbers 
fell off: the tru-it more than once died out: «ad the records 
were actually lost. ThuH though the uiune was still retained, 
erery tthsduw of legal ripht had vanished. 

The first stone of the church erected ou this ground was laid 
uD April 6tb, 17SJ, and it was opened for divine service uu June 
24lh, I7$T, tn-o lacs of rupees, or aboat ao.OOOj., hariuii been 
nused, chiefly hy public subscription, and expended on it. 
Two ehnrehwardens and six sidesmen, after the manner of 
England, were tlien appointed, and, with the Vresidcncy 
Cbapbuns, ibcy called tlieinselTea a "Testry." It wn« a mere 
mattvr of convenience, and nothing more was claimed for it at 
the time; for, three days after the church was opened, the 
foUowiug " miuulea " were recorded . — 



"The persons acting an GhurchwardeD»in Calcutta cannot 
be cansidered by tlie law as properly described under tliat 
apccifioation ; hut they must bo considered to act with the con- 
sent of the inhabitants, for whose advantage and good they 
perform the duty." 

lAkt two drops of water drawn together by mutual attrocUou, 
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these two bodies fell into one luioUiojr, and /onned " the select 
vestry," and under Ihst iiniQe adiiuni»tiTvd the chmrilable 
fuiida nnd miuioffod tbfi cliiu-cli. But tvo illegnl bodies cannot, 
hy vuluiitai-y colieHiou. make a legal one ; ftiiJ hcnco the pro- 
tensioiiB put forUi. uid tlie Ruthority cUimed by the Select 
Veatrj, had no real Jounilation. 

Still it liAcl vxiiitvJ for somo time, tbc funds were not mit- 
Dmua(,'od, nnd the only pei'sona, perbBpa. really inconvenienced 
by it, were the niiccesaive Bishops. Dr. Aliddloton, the first 
Bishop, found luuttcnt in tlic etnte dcttcvibed, oud felt tlie tu- 
eonvenience greatly. He bad uo authonly in liis own catliedral. 
He appealed to Ooverameut, and in January. IHltf, Gorem- 
oicut responded to his appeal, and directed all authority in the 
obiiruti. now become tlie cathedral, to be banded over to the 
BisUup. But notliiup; moved in obedience to tbis command ; 
nnd tmoh a Momi vitis raised by public meetings, prirato 
quarrelit, tbu CalcutUi press, ixiid Uic ciiemioi of tliG Church 
and tlie Ri.'^liop, lliat tlic Marquiit of Hastings, tbcB Qovemor- 
General, was dauuted. aiid purrhased peace by a promise to 
apply for aa Act of Parliaiiicnt to rc^fulalu the matter at home. 
The Act was never obtainvil — pcrlinps ncv«r really applied for, 
and the matter alumbi>red, till Bialiop \Vi]>ion rouned and 
grappled vrith iL I''or three years he had bonm quietly the 
incoiivoniences of his poaitloD. He was held responsible for 
all tliftt oocorred in bis cathedral, and yet ho had noiiover, 
to control it. Omtorioa were given, public female singers ' 
engaged, ooIlectiouB made, and serrants diEmissed by an irre- 
xponsiblc body who bad no legitiinnti* antliority, and yet actoci 
independently and witliout his cognisance. He was unwilling 
to Bubmit to this any longer, and began tlie movement by 
requesting a sight of tlie records and dceclK held by the vestry. 
Though there was some hcsita^Lion in complying with tliis 
request, it could n^t in common decency be refiised. The 
documents apphed for were accordingly sent, but, as a 
simultaneous act, the ve^tr^- filled up the placea i-acani in 
their body and istood on the defensive. 

The result of the Cluiinination of ttic documents vai imtne* 
diately made knon-n to the Presidency Chaplains by the 
Bishop : and was follow«d by an oIKcial application to Govern- 
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meiit, iwqn«3ling thiit liis trao pontion in the CAlbcdrft) might 
be aathorilntively dofined. 

'llie sevcnil stcpH wbioh rullowed have lost tlioir interest, 
parUy by kpsv of time, and pniily by Uie transfer of the 
Bi».lioj>'it Milt to ilic new C»tLedrnl of St Paul, which reduced 
Sl Johns once more to the level of an ordiiinry ehnrch. It 
will suffice to sny that by the energetic and decided niensures 
of Sir CharUa ^fetcidfo, wh» hnd tiow supc«;e<l<Hl Lord 
WilliflxQ Bentinck for a short time, as Govemor-Oenerftl, 
all opposition was overcome. The select xe&iry wns dissolved, 
the churitable fonds troQaferred to the Supreme Court, and 
tlic Bishop's authority deGuitivoly cEtahlisbed. The old 
worn-out fabric toiiohed by finn biinds. fell in n oiAment. 
nud tlic new edifice, skilfully coiistnicttd, stood upon ita 
mina. 



The troa1>1e<i vhiehhave been tlius enunifrated and discnsited, 
occurring in the path of duty, broayht their own corapensstions 
with Uiem. and were accompanied by many alleviations. 
Much kindly iittercoiu-se was maintiunftd, ami the Itishnp 
went everywhere, preaching with much acceptance the Gospel 
of the grace of God. Several points, also, of great importance 
to the interests of the Chtirch were accomplished, with only that 
me.Bgnre of difficulty wliicli waits upon every " new thing." 
Amongst these mis the assignment to the Calcutta clcrg>' of 
the right tu perform all Chiti'ch ol1ic<:s within tlieir respective 
dutrictK. In the time of Bt.ilinp .htiuea, dislricta had been 
assigned, Homewhat hastily, tu the different churches, and their 
respectiTC miuii^ters were allowed to baptise and visit the ^ich. 
But all fees of eve it kind were reserved for the two I'residency 
Chaplains, and all marriages and burials were still to be per- 
formed by tliem. The public benrfited t*i a certain extent 
by the change, but still the iKmudnric* of dLslricts were 
scarcely known, and the arrangement had become nearly a dead 
letter. 

Wbnt had been then partially, was dow thoroughly accom- 
plished. The districts were re-amiDged; and, reserving the 
right of the present chaplains, tlie fee went with the senice. 
Thus the pubUc convenience was promoted, disputtn vjtte 
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aToiil«d, and the two greut prizes of tho Indian ecoleai&HticMl 
eetablishmoiit were divided into livu luudcnLe ones. 

* TLeae are the most important eccjeeiftelicftl meftfiores.' Bays 
the Bishop, ' wliich I bAvc heeo able to carry since I arrived in 
Bcugal, for the comfort of tlie Bi&hop, for the brealiing down 
a spirit of oppoaition in the cathedral, for provcntiag tha 
choice of Preaideucy Ciiftpkins by seniority alone, for en- 
coura^ug the other cLnplnins in Calcutta, and for la)-ing the j 
foundation of parochial order, <LiiicipIiiie, and sympathy in the 
Church.* 

An increase ia the number of chaplaias was another measure 
greatly needed, and one upon ^>^llich the Bishop bad eet hi» 
heart. He had alrefidy persuaded the Government to allow the 
missionaries, aud others whose engagements permitted it, to 
perform divine service, with Adequate remuneration, at destitute 
atatjons. But tliis was n temporaty meaitTUre, conceded by 
Lord William lientiiick, discontinued by Sir Charles Rletcalfe, 
rind finally forbidden by tlie Court of Directors. " Wc dis- 
approve," such wore the terms of tlicir despatch of Norember, 
18S3, " of the employment of misRionaries to perform the 
duties of chaplnins iu oiw strvicc ; and we desire tliat you will 
not 80 employ tJiem, unless in cases of absulule ncccitsi^." 

This expedient to provide oceAsioDnlly for the ur^nt wants of 
his diocese having ffulcd, the Bishop devifivd aimther, by 
which, uillioiit increasing the itxpensr- of the e^lnlilishuiunl, the 
number of ehaphuSH might be l&r);ely inorea»ed. This was the 
appointment of a new class of " Assistant Chaplitins." who, 
beginning on a lower salKry, might speedily and surely rise to 
the enjoyment of a higher. The general idcit was hie : but the 
details were arranged and denided on by others : and iu Uicse, 
a serious error was made. The pi-oportiou of ns&istnut to full 
chnplaius was made too great: and the movoment upwards 
was coueequciitly fur too slow. The immediate benefit, how- 
ever, was a considerable increase of chaplains : and when the 
hardship became palpable and obvious, it was to a certain 
extent remedied. The proportion was altered ; and one-lhiiil 
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of tlie whole Domber itrc ncn- full chaplaias, and two-thirds 
only fts&btADt cbapUins. 



But the matter of prime importance wUich characterised this 
basy au<l cvfatful j-car, was Uic arrangonicnt of u Bchomo of 
edacation for the Mnrtiuit^ School. The name hafi aince 
become fumiliar from its u&souiation with th« ten-iblc ri&iDg, 
defence, and relief of Luckiiow ; and iho »cbciue itself wax ver;? 
mnch disicussed some years ago in a fiimous debate on the 
subject of educetiou tu tlic House of Lord». In that debat« 
the Bishop's name was pronuaeutly introduced ; luid tlic part 
ha took in the matter muat naw be considered at soidb length, 
aod with a fev preliininar; obsercfttions. 

The history of "La Martiniirc " (for such is the nanit; of 
the ectabliiihincnt) i», in brief, ft8 follows : — A certain General 
Maxtin, one of tli<< luiUiui adventurers of eurly days, amassed 
an tmmense fortttiK.-, and spent it in "nutuiis liTing." By 
hirth lie was a Frenchman ; and by profci«MOD a Roman 
Catholic. But he knew and cared little abontreH^on; and, 
in rpality, had none. Hi)! last Will gave sad evidence of 
nnforsakcn sin, and utter iguoraooe of " the things that accom- 
pany ."advation." But it showed he had a conHcienge, After various 
bequestfi of a nature to be easily imagined, the whole reaidue 
of his property waa bestowed in charity, which, as he says, all 
religions joined in rocomnioiuling. I'nrt of this residue went 
to his native city of hyons, and part was assigned for tlic ontiro 
maintenance and education of a certain number of children in 
Calcutta. The amount tlius assigned was very Inrge at the time of 
his decease ; nn<l it has been Kince inerea»ud, first by the nccti- 
molations of nearly tliirty years*, and, next, by the deciaion of 
a Court of Law in France; so that, after all preliminary 
tupetiaex had bet^n incurred, and a building ei'ected in Cidciitta 
at a great cost, nearly ftixteen laea of rupees, or about 1(1(1,000^, 
lemain at the present moment intact for the support of the 
institution. The whole was left wiUiyut reserve. All that 
OonerAl Martin desired watt, that the children should be 
apprenticed when their education was compleled, or mmried 
when arrived at a proper age : that every year a small premium 
and mvdul should he awarded, to the "moat deserving oc 
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Tirtuous boy and giri : " Uiat at an annaal public dinner, " a 
toast shoold be driaked in memomndtuu of tbc foiidiitor:" 
llint on each anniversary of bis death n ocnuon tihould be 
preacbed to the children in "tbe churvh" at CalctittA; and 
thnt tbe Institution Hhould benr on its front s suitable 
inscriptioii, and be cnllvd " La Mnrtinii^rc." AU mattcre con- 
nected witb tbc invcatnient of tlie money, and the scheme of 
education, were left entirely to tlie discretion of the Indian 
QoYcrnmcut (uid the Supi-eiiie Court. 

A long time elapsed before anything was done. The funds 
were committed to tlie Supreme Court, as being the official 
guardian of all charitable bequests; but for tliirly years no 
steps irere taken, and no scheme of education devised. This 
delay arose partly fn>m iiidcoiition a» to tlie proper course to 
be pursued, and partly from a rapid and melancholy succession 
of di-flths in the jud{;e8. 

At h^iif^lh, in the year I6ii6, some moreinent was made by 
Sir Charles Grey, irhich woe nfterrards extended and promal- 
t;ated, in lHi2, by 8ir ^Villiam BuBsel. He hud these few- 
guiding poiuta; — 

' Ist. The testator hftTinp appoint, il n rriL-^lnnt govern- 
ment to carry out his Will, h.i i Th-ibr gone far 
to give the inEtilalion a Protestant bias. 

'9nd. By the mention of an annual sermon he had clearly 
no desire to exclude whgion. 

• 3rd. By directingthe children to attend " the Church." in 
Cnlcuttii (there being titcn hot one), he seemed to 
express a willingness to connect the school with the 
Church of Euglaud.' 

The bios of the testator's mind was confessedly slight; but 
it was all one way. and it controlled the first decision of tlie 
Supreme Courts Sir William Russel sanctioned the expendi- 
tare of J7,00(t/. upon the building, vrliich waa to include the 
erection and fitling-iip of a church or chapel for divine service. 
He then dcirrced tiie appointment of the GoTernor-Oeneral, 
the Judges of tht- Supreme Court, the Bishop, the Members of 
Council, and the AdrocAte-General, as e^-officio Governors,

and gave them Authority to elect aamially foar otben, who. 
wlien elected, should have equal nulbority and power with 
thetuselrcK. He dircclvd Uiitt "« clfrsyiimn in Holy Orders" 
shoulil lu'encli tlic luiuiial iiermou ; that twenty girU and thirty 
boys Kbould be mointained. educated, and put out in life ; th&t 
other cliildren sbould be ndmissible on the pfiyiiicnt of a 
certam som ; that a paid eecrctory should he appointed ; and 
thitt all matters tfonucctcd villi tbo «dii«atioi> of cliildren, the 
selectioQ of master and mistress, tiio discipline and intomal 
Eoanagement of the school, altould be left entirely to tbe dis- 
cretion of the govemors. This decretal order was signed 
Vf. O. Rassel, John Franks, and Ednard Ryan: and bears date 
Oct 22nd. im2. 

Wlieu the Bishop arriTed then, at tlie end of October, 1883, 
all Jteemcd in ii fair train for connecting this groat initdtution 
with tlie Clmrch of Eiigtsnd, and enabling it eventually 
to do for In<liH, wliat our public schools buve done for the 
mother country. Tliiti was the iropreitiiion on his mind when 
he accepted his own nomination, and it was confirmed, when 
nhoitly after, the clioice of the four elected governors fell on 
Bev. Dr. UIU, Principal of Bishop's College, and three Church 
laymen; and when the sub-committee appointed to draw ap a 
plan fur tlie ^eucral instnictioD of tha cliildren, comprised 
Sir Kdward Kyan (chief justice, in succeBition to Sir William 
ItiiitHel, deceased), Dr. Mill, and himself. The tiicit under- 
stAndin^, indco<l, was «•> clear and decided as to the status of 
the scbool, that, with the cognisance of the Govemor-Ocneral 
and Chief Justice, the Bishop wrote to England to secure the 
coaditionid services of a clergj-uian of high standing, as head 
master and chaplciin. 

Bnt all this bright prottpcct gradually (aded away. The 
educational controversy arose In Fngland, and was reproduced 
in India ; and tbe Bishop soon found the chai-iot wheels begin 
to drive hearily. He records tlie changes as they occurred 
from time to time, with much anxiety, as follows : — 



' Sfp. eth, 1838. Urged on the GoTemor-Oeneral (Lord Wm. 
Bt-ntiiii'k) that the Martini^re should be placed on tlie basis of 
the Satiouid Chorch, as it was professedly Co be n Christian 
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institution nailer a ChrisU&n trovemment. Mis lordsliip pre- 
ferred thftt a laynuui sboiild be waster, and that the institution 
should bcqtiite open, with no efilnbliBhcd religion. Clirisliiiiiity 
he thinks vU} Bprcud, aiid may be Ic-ft to take cnre of itaelf. 
AH this 1 assigned mj reasons for oppoi^ing.* 

Occasional conversatione of this kind, checked the Bishop, 
and kept him ftxim pressing for & decifiion nhich threatened 
to be uiifavoiu-ablc. Chanf,'ca might liike place, «nd he hoped 
they wuiild be for tlie bcttei-. But, instead of this, they were 
for the worse. The Govcraor-Genera] retired ; Mr. Macraulay 
took his seat as Member of Conncil ; and a Vicar-Apostolic 
arrived from Home. 

Tlie Bishop resumes his notes : — 

'April ^i.th, 1695.— The Mnrtini^ro has taken im stnuige a 
tarn as posxible. T liavo tnlked in private wiUi (Sir Chnrlcs 
Metcalfe) tlie acw OoTemor-Gciiernl. He was inclined to 
nothing being said about religion, and no Cbnrvh hviiig 
preferred: bnt if on^ wna to be preferred, then he said h« 
should choose the Church of England. Sir Edward Itj'an,' 
vhoin I saw aftenvonbi, repeated the same sentiments ; acknow-' 
ledging that hia mind had been gradunlly changed. He also 
snggested tlie appointment of l)r. St. l-^ger, the Vit-nr- Apostolic, 
aa a governor. I ohjetited; and the next morning entj-eated 
him to desist Jroiti the propoKtd. However, the moment the 
meeting of that day in tlie coimcil-rooni was* op.-ned, be pro- 
posed tlic Koman ChUioHc vicar. Mr. Maraiibiy instantly 
supported the nomination, wiib a torreut of words to wliich all 
sccnicd rductnntly to yield. The nomination was curried with 
my single negative vote. Colonel Morrison then proposed the 
Presbyterian chaplain. I conceived this far belter Uiiiu an 
indilfcrcnt or irreligious layman, uiid acqitieaced ; and thus, 
with Dr. Mill, and Mr. C. Prinsep, the four elected governortj 
were made up. The chapel and lecture-room were tlien talkedf 
over ; and Uicy seemed disposed to have only u lecture-room. 

' I have done all in my power to sellle tlie Martinii^re on 
the foundation of the Churcli of Eughmd. But it seems to 
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me, that the spirit at honic against Establishmenta and Bishops 
lias todoeDced our leading men here, and that they have seized 
the present opi>ortuiiily to mHiiifeat it.' 

' Tueariaif, Junf 28rrf, 1885. — Yestcrdny the Martiniire go- 
veroors met. whcD an entire pUio of education was proposed 
bj the secretary, I>i'. G^arden, forming a hind of general 
Chmtiniiitj-, fusing all diflcronc^jt, nud follumng no pariiculur 
Church. I obtained time for consideration. But my heart 
sinlts within me when I see the Govemor-Qeneral, the Judges. 
and Members of Council thus helping to form n Chrintitm 
Institution without any distinctive CbriRliamty. God only can 
lielp u».' 

'June UTith, 18S6. — I had an hoar's audience of tlie GoTenior- 
Gener^. I pspltiltiM mvi^f^lf about tho l^fartinidre. The 
Governor-General ai'knowkd-<€d tlie difliculty. I said tbat 
the needful relief to the Roman Catliolic cbildren might hare 
beeo euity «on<^cd«(l, nliilst tli<^ foundation of the vrholo might 
hare been the dootrinc and diBcipline of our Church. I said 
that such a scheme had hardly ever been proposed before, and 
never had eucccedcd, and iR-vcr could succeed. To t«Ach 
ClinstinnityinUioutcate(!biRmR,furm3,or creeds, VM impossible.' 

'JulyCth, lfl95. — At a private audience Sir Clwrles informed 
me, that the long letter of twelve gheete which 1 have written, 
commenting upon the secretary' 's plan for the Martini&re, was 
being circulated amongst the goTemors.' lie thoaght it quite 
proper h'om me. He saw the difficulty, mid tlit>ught Dr. Garden's 
plan could not be earned. He seemed also to doubt about my 
proposal.' 

'Avff. OlA, 183S. — God be praiiied for n great net of Hia mercy 
yesterday. At the Marliui^ meeting, instead of staudiug 
•lone, aa 1 did when oppoaed lo Dr. St. Leger's election, I 
was supported by the Govern or- General, the Advocate-General, 
Dr. Mill. Rev. Sir. Cburies. and Mr. Thoby Prinsep ; whilst 
oa the other aide there were Sir Edward Ryan, Sir J. P. 
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Onnt, Colonel MoniMu, Mr. Itoss, Dr. St. Leger. and Mr. 
C. rriiiscp. So tliM Uie numbers were six to six ; and if it 
Iiml not b«en for the prewDcc of thn etiid Vicar. Apostolic, we 
Hhoiild bftvo earned the (iHC&Uon. The propotdtJoii of SirE, 
B^-An, Uie Chief Jastice, was. That lliv c(]ii<;iitiou BliuiUd be 
based on the geoenil priuciples ofCliriittiiiuity, but that the 
pet^tilifiritios of no jiarticular Church slioald be tauglit My 
proposition wns — Tliut the «(lucatii>u sbDidd be based dq 
Clirisliftiiily ticcorilUig to tlie doctrine ot the Chm'i:h of Kn^lnud. 
'The (itieaLion was postfioned till Saturdfty the lbti\, when £' 
trust, that hy prayer we may get tJie victory for Cluist and 
truth. This one business has cost ine much anxiety for the 
)a.st two years, and has occupied much of my time for the last 
two months. My circular letter of July, wns fifty folio pages. 
The Presbyterian chaplain, the Rev. Mr. Charles, bchnred 
luinsvlf nobly ; giving lip his own church for mitiv, iit urdur to 
support the cause of Protestantism ! To God only be all 
glory through Jesus Clujst." 

* August nth. My heart is damped by hearing that Mr. 
Macaulay is fully in favour of Sir £. Ryan's motion, and 
strougly against me and tlie Church of England. Oh. this 
cuts me U> the quick ! Cut it is God's will.' 



' Atigiut lath. Through tlie divine merry we have pot throui^h 
the Martinidre business fai' better thou I feared. The whole body 
of thirteen met togftber, and Sir Edward Ryan re-proposed his 
wsolution. I propo8ed,nol now my ori^pnal eounter-rosolution, , 
which would have been of no use, but a scries of resotiitions to ' 
the effect tlmt the dortrines of the Church of England should 
be taken as the standard of wlml was mennt by the "general , 
principles of Christianity." At hist. Sir K. Ryiui virtually 
agreed, by allowing his motion to be guarded by all "the 
ancient ciy^ods us held iu common by the En^li>ih, Scotch, 
Roman, Armenian, and tireek Chm-ches of Christendom." Thus 
error is abut out, and the foundations of the Gospel pruHcrved. 
I am united in n committee, willi Dr. St. Leger and )[r. 
Charles, to draw up a plan of reUgious instruction and a form 
of family worship. To God be the praise ! for man could not 
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have vnroaglit this delivufftiice. May the staac gracious hand 
guide an b\iU. aiid direct us to the choice of fto able, pious, dia- 
i:re«t, und religious master, on whom so much, after all, will 
dejK'nd.' 

The Bishop's mind now turued at once to the difficult task 
impo&ed apuu biiu. of fntuiiii)^, iu coujimutiou with the Vicar- 
AiMsUilic ttJid tJ»« I'rtsbyleriiiu chapliiiu, a cntechisiti ami form 
of worship for use in the school within tli« prescribed limits. 
The comiuiU4-'c met daily iu the Palucu for thiti puriMsc, the 
only other piirsou present b<^iag the Bishop's chttpluu, who 
acted as bocretary. The proceodiiigs necessarily occupied much 
time. Krety step had to be deliberately weti^hed, ever}' hook to 
be circulatod and read. The Vicar- ApostoUc had never read our 
Litiirg}'. Xeilher the Uisliop nor Mr. Ch&rles were familial* 
witli tlie Koman MissiU. A variety of calceltisma had to be 
examined. All minutes of proceedings, when fairly copied, had 
to be sent round for the perui^id and eignaturv of each meinWr. 
Every one felt tlmt n eon-siderahle degree of responsibility 
ngted upou hiniM^lf, Hiid acted accordingly ; but notliing could 
exceed tlio upeuucsti and candoui- which chu-actvrisL-d the j)ro- 
ceedings itii-oiighotit. 

The first [xjiut necfssary to he dGtoniiiiied waa, the funda- 
tnentul trutlis common to the five main divisiouii of Clu'itttcn- 
dom. This was not found eo difficult as was anticipated, since 
il vns not neoc88ar>' to define, but only to njiuounco them. 
Nine important points were, therefore, agreed upon, viz., (1) 
The b«ing of Oud, His unity and perfecUuns. (2) The Holy 
Scriptures of the Old and New Te*tauieiit, a revelation in!<]<irt-d 
by tJie Holy Ohosl. (3j The mystery of the adorable Trinity. 
(4) The deity, iucamatiou. atoDoment. and intercession of our 
IjOnl •Testis Chritit. (&) The faU and corruption of iimn, liJs 
■ecouDtableness and guilt. (G) Snlvation tlirough grace, by tlie 
meritoriouB gacrifice and redemption of Christ. (7) The per* 
sonality and deity of the Holy Ghost, and hie operations and 
grace in the siuiotiricntion of man. (8) The indispensable 
obligation of repentance towards God, faith in Christ, and 
coutinuol prayor for tlie grace of the Holy Kpirit. (9) The 
moral duties which every Chriatian is bound to perform towards 
God, his neighbour, and himself, as they are summed up in 
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the Commandinents, and enlarged upon in other parts of Holy 
Scriptiire — aU based npoii the doctrlaes aVove specified, and 
enforced u Iheir proper fruits. 

Three qnestions of far greater diSicnlty immediately fol- 
lowed :^\VkBt cntccliisiu sliidl bv taught? What Bible itlutll 
be read '! What mode of worsliip sbnll be adopted 1 

1. A complete cat4:cliism vrati impracticable. The Church 
Ciit«cht8m offered more points nf ngrwnifiit tlmii any othcrjJ 
but the Presbyterian olyecled to its definition of Baptism, and! 
the Komaa Catholic to its deftmtioo of tlie Lord's Supper. 
The Presbyteiian disclaimed sponsors, the it^omau Catliohoj 
diHliked tbii enumeration and dcuit-d the divisiou of the Tei 
Commandments- What vna to be done? It was suggca 
that tilt! CntcchiHrn should begin by a aimple definition of 
Baptism as the initiatory sacrament of Christianity ; and that 
the Commandments should et&nd undivided, as pveu in th« 
Book of Exodus. This was agreed to ; but notliing could 
bring about an agreement touching the Lord's Supper ; and 
there was no ftlteraative but omission. 



The cfttcohism began a» follows ; —

"A. Wnt*T: wherein the person ia baptised, in thv name of 
tlie Father, and of the Sou. and of Iht?

*' Q. Whiit is the inward lUid spiritual grace ? 

".-t. A death mito KID, and n new birth unto righteoasnest: 
for, being br nature bom in $>)n and the children of wrath, we 
are hereby mode the children of grace. 
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•' Q. What is required of persons to be baptised ? 

" A. Repentaave.wliereby they forsake sin; and fkith, where- 
by tJiry stedfastly b«lieve the t>romi8es of God made to them 
iu LliNt sucramcnt. 

" Q. Why then nrc infants bskpti8«d. when, by rsaeon of tJicir 
tender Dge. they cannot perform them ? 

'*A. Because they are included in the general commaiid of 
onr Lord TC«pcctin^ th»t sncmmMit, nml nix- bound, uriien they 
come of age, to perfonn tlieobIigatiun» thereby laid upon them. 

The part rclAtlitg to tho Commuidmentii was arranged as 
follows : — 

" Qwgtiojt. You said that you. were bouud to keep Crod's 
Commandmritts : 'I'cll mc wliicU l>c they ? 

" Aniieer. Tho Name which God spake in tlu twentieth 
ohapler of Exodus, waying, 

" (V«r. 2.) ' / aut tkt Lord thi/ Gad, leJto broti^Ut thee out of 
tht land af K^ifpt, out of the lioMe of baniinya. (H.) Thou shalt 
have none other gitiU but me. (4.) Thou »ha{t not make to (/it/- 
KlfaHg sratxH tm<tg>^, nor tfte itkentat of anything that it in 
heaven above, or in the earth beaeath, or i» the mater under the 
earth. (5.) Thou ahatl not boic doten to them, vor worship 
them, &C. &c.' " 

No objeetions were mined witli respect to the Creed or the 
Lord's l^rayer. In these particulars the Catechism followed 
our own. The dmft of Die whole wns made by the Bishop, 
and obtained tlie approval and signatures of the other 
members of the Committee, First catechisms were aUo 
added after the model of Dr. Watts'g, but they presented do 
difficoltf. 

3. The question of the Giblc was next discussed. The choice 
lay between the aiithorised Tersion, and the Ilomish versions 
of Donay and ithciiug : for the Greek and Arniemaii Clmrches 
bftd Tio English TCrgion, and all parties depreeatcd the expe- 
dient of placing a mutilated copy in the hands of tlie children. 
Atmr discussing the matter, it was found necessary to Skd\n\\. 
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both Uie Authorised and the liomi&h rcruon into tlie school ; 
bat in order to prevent confusion, Uie children wheu reading 
Scripture wore to be arrnngcd tu evparatc clasMS according to ^ 
Oivir respective crccdii. "Astliis, however," (thus Hpcoks th«' 
Report of proceedings) " could not be done in family prayers, 
whcu oU the children of all classes, and each sex, as well as the 
Christian lioiisehald, ai'c a»i(«inbted together, we are of opiuion 
that tlie portions of Moly ^ripture directed to he read as a 1 
part of the devutions, should be taken from the Autliorised 
English veruon." 



3. The third (luestlon was now proposed — "What mode of 
worsliip shall be recti mmended ? The discussion of it elicited 
many difficulties, wliiuh oeod not be enumerutvd here. Tbe 
fuiftl resolution was. that on Sunday mornings the ehildren 
should be taken to their respecUte places nf public worship, 
and Uiat a fonu for family or private dcvoLiou only, ahould be ' 
prepared. 

This commenced with the genend eoofession, as in the Bo 
of Common Prayer, folloired by the Lord's Prayer. Tbfll 
Psalms for tlie day, or one of the Lessons, as ordered, were then 
to bfl read at the discretion of the master. The collect f>r Oie 
week WHS tlien to be usvd, with others, wliicb were eniefiUly 
selected — some troui our Hiiglish Liturgy, some from tbt] 
Iloman Ifissid, and some from tlie Armenian Prayera of St. 
Nierses of Claia.'

At littlv haim was done M possible ; but coniproniifle is afWr 
bU a t1umkh-K8 task, and tlius iill parties found it. Th« Vicar- 
ApoMolic Wft-s rprtilled by the General of his Ordt-r (the Josuita), 
and churgi-d with huviitg conceded futidnuientAl principles ia 
the Report, and hurin^^ improperly indulged io socia) tuter- 
conrse with iJie Bishop. The Preftbytcriiin Clinpliiin, Mr. 
(aflcrwanU Dr.) Charlea. was called li> account by liis brutbrtoi 
in Scotland, and bluined as if be liad diverged in some purticu- 
lore froiQ liis principles. And the Uishop met praise which lie 
did not de&irc. and censure vrhieb lie did not deserve. When 
the Cumraittee of Coancil oq Kdtication published their fiimous 
minnte of April lltb, 1839, which proposed a scheme of general 
education for nil purtioH, it wiik supported by an able and 
widely circuIiLted pamphlet written by their secretaiy. In it 
tlie case of La Martiui^rc waa cited, oud tlic conduct of the 
Bishop of CuJcutta highly commended. The debute which 
shortly aflcrvrnrdfi followed in tlie Hotisc of Lords, proved 6tiU 
more conclusively tliat his motJTcs were neither appreciated nor 
understtxid; and ii piiniphlet was written by lii» desire, called 
" La Martini^re," to remove misapprehenttion nnd expliuii his 
viewB and couduct. He did not repent of wbat he had done ; 
but he wiabod tlio circumstances of Uie case to be made known, 
that all interested in the matter might jivrcL-ivi; uudcr what 
pressure he bad acted. 

The school was in due time opened. A succession of ad- 
mirable masters (selected chiefly on the reconimcndatiou of Sir 
Edward Kyan), have presided orer it ; and the Bisliop watched 
its pnigress, at first uilh anxiety, but afterwards witli confidence 
and in teres I. 



A few details of daily life will now be given, in order to 
relieve these long narratives of important business. Tliey arc 
gathered from a tseries of journal-letters written by the Bishop 
to his children at home, which were begun regularly about 
this time, and continued to the close of life. The iniVaiA owe 
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letter wast filled, it was de«]ialclied, and another begun. 
Wherever he went, the uufiniBhed sheet went with him. At 
nny spArc moment the eutry was iiiftd«. Every event waa 
related nt the time, and in the luanner it orcurre<l. His nvholo 
hutiri wmi thuHopcDpd; hie family were mndo sliururs of his 
joys and sorrows; and firfl hundred and twclre folio letters, 
minutely written, gradnnUy ncciimulated, to which this bio- 
graphy will owe iiiii<;h of itt iiitcrt-st uiid ndue. ShouM the 
brief specimens (for they can lie only brief) presented from 
lime to time, excite iii the minds of many readuni a desire for 
more, it \» quite possible that tbcM thuir duHirva umy be grati- 
fied liereaflter. 

The extracts now to be given will commence at tlie time of 
tlie Bishop's arrival in Calcutta from Madras. 



* April i*t. [833.— My first dinner-party since last June was 
given yesterday; thirty-one present; extremely picasnnt. I 
have divided the CidnuttJi nocit'ty into scwn or eiglit dinner- 
pftrticB of about thirty each. Thus I have about two hundred 
on my list: Government Ilonae has at least seven hundred.' 

' April Znrl. — Toolt Baron Hitgel, of Vienna, to the Asiatic 
Society, The works of Providence are indeed wonderful. Soino 
sbell-fish were exquisite, and tlie leaf-insect was exhibited ; 
most extraordinnry ; ail iimeet the aize of a leaf, formed like 
a k-af, with the same divisions as a leaf; a email head and 
legs being, ns it were, added. It lives when leaves live, and 
dii'8 wliDH they die; tlius forming, indeed, a link between 
vegetable and animnl life. Baron Ilugel has been down with 
mc to TittaijUur, in order that he miyhl visit Semmporc; and 
he, with Dr. Marsliman and Mr. Mack, dined with me. Dr. 
Marslimnn seemB declining; but Mr. Mack is a very pleaaiug, 
intelUgent, and able niniu' 

'April 6th. — It is cnriona how Sir Charles Mttealfe ia 
bringing back the old regime. Instead of inviting the native 
gentry with tlie Europeans, he appoints a separate audience, 
and. wearing their turbana, lliey all have to take off their shoes 
before they enter the room.* 

* April lif/i. — 1 have been re-reading tlio letter of advice 
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wkich I seut to the honoured Bishop Turner, in 1&30. It 
will be a constiuit memcato for mc- It was a curious circom- 
stAUce that, two yenra Hilar vmLiiig thut letter, in answer to 
liis eamcet request (or mj advice and cuumwl, I vaa injself 
uuule Bi8ho|t- It iit curious also tlint, in June, 1816, my 
*' Defence of tlie Churcli Missiuuary Society " was cut out by 
th« censors (who thcD supcri]it«u(lud the ludiuu ncvrspnpcrs) 
£rom the proof-aheet of the Ctilciilta Morning Post, on the 
ground that it vas " displeaeiDf; to the See ; " that is, I sup- 
pose, to Bishop MiddletoD, And now Uie author of that 
"Defence" is llishop himself! The editor of the Montiiig 
Poii at that time, called the other day, aud told me thin, 
and gave me a copy of llic " l>ofeni?e." of which two hundred 
and fifty were separately struck off; and this copy is now in 
my desk.' 

'April SOf/i. — I flm bcrtfl for a time «f my chaplain, who has 
just gone down to P«nn.ng, to see my beloved daughter. I nail 
walkiu);; through their four desurted rooms with melancholy 
feeliugn yesterdny moroing, and c(>ul<i only cast myoelf nt tlie 
fcmtstool of tDany for support and guidance. I have been 
reading the corrcspondenrc tetween Knox und Jchh. Knox 
himself is the curiosity — wrong, undoubtedly — but remarkable 
throughout.' 

' May 'illi. — In our eight churches (including the mi»sionaries) 
there were on Easter Paj*, this year, two thousand eight 
hundn-d nn>l ninety -oiio attendants; and seven hundred aud 
eighty -two of thtm were communicants.* 

'June lit. — My poor dear dimghtcr arrived at the tihiSt 
iibout one o'clock ycstcrdny, and landed nt half-past sis. The 
excitement threw her into fftintingfi. which lasted for nn hour. 
The kindness nhe has received from Sir Benjamin and Lady 
Malkin, at Peuaug, is quit© iude&cribable. She hn» been awny 
from Calcutta more than nine montlis. And now miiy my 
soul be emptied and humbled before the liord. May I how to 
His holy will. I need this discipline. All is ordered. Even 
this additional distress of huabtuid und wife passing and 
missing each other at sea — and in all probability very nenr 
Penang— wa-i appointed by our great and all-wise I'hystciaji. 
Oh ! if my soul would but learn the divine lesson ! ' 
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*JtA^ \^th. — This Sunday begiiM wiUi mel&ncboty impres- 
sions ; my ilcar cliild gone on lier way to Englaod ; her 
hnsbimd accompnnviiig her to tlic Simd-ticadtt ; mv liouse 
desorU-d ; grief nnd aiixivty my lot; iiu oiio to comfort me! 
But I tiim mysolf to tlie fomitnin of living waters. The 
broken cisterns cnn hold no nrnter. Tliu eteruiU fountnin of 
joy in Ood.is ever the eamv. Mny nil afflictions indiapoae me 
more nnd more for llie turbid comforts of the creature, and 
quicken more my thirst for the unmixed and vivifyiug streams 
of ever-flowing Imppiness iu tlic Cixator.' 

' Avgittt ) 'Hh. — The newspapers are attacking me for declining 
to preach for the Cape sufferGrs, if a play wag peiformed for 
Diem at the siime limo. My objection wns to be mixed up. in 
this KQiall society, with what I consider a great moral evil — 
the theatre. I tJiiuk it would hare put the Bi^op in a falsa 
position. I knew my rpfiisal wonid make a greiit outciy." 

' A\igu»t 24(A.— A lellcr from the "Society for Promoting 
Christian Knowledge" overwhelmti me with gratitude to Ood. 
The Society votes me a tliitd 5U0(. to giro away, and SOOI. 
a-year iii books for two years ; besides n variety of other 
gi-ants. The kindness with which they treat tne is exti-aor- 
dinary. I see in this a talent committed to me of n high 
order. So uUo the "Propagation Society." Oh! for grace to 
employ, and occupy with these truBls.' 

'CuiNflURAH, Sept. Wth. — I am making another short visit 
to thiB large station. It ie five o'clock in the morniog. most 
glorious and sweet ! The beautiful Dutch church, in the 
view, intersects the nobte ri\er. The sun has not yet risen ; 
the air is of autumnal coolness ; the birds arc just awake; the 
bugle is summoning thfi soldiers; all is mild, sof^, inviting. 
Au cxtraordiuftnr' uouble atlcndB even tliis short movement of 
thirty milea. I coiilil not come here without a (■arriage, three 
horses, and fourteen servants : and if my eliaplain had come 
with lue, half-a-dozen more must have accomimnied him. Une 
Engliith servant would be almost worth them all. It is the. 
ODiversai custom, arising from the climate, the cheapness of* 
labour, the languor and feoblcnegs of the people, aud the 
wretchetl, absurd, and unallemble diatiuctioua of Caste. Tbe 
chaplain at Chinsurah, Mr. Itudd, could not find a aingltt'

' Sept. llth. — It is Iifllf-pflst eight o'duck in the morning. 
I am iu a bholcoli, or cabined hoiit, on my v»y down to 
Cnlcuttit, hnving just Iiuiited nt TittAghiir, aiitl liiKpectvi] ihu 
packing up of my goods. Ader to>dny it ■m-ill no longer be 
mine. After an occupniton of two yearn and H-liiitr. It is melan- 
choly to take a long, and pcrbapit tiuuL fnitwdl of ii sput wLvre 
I have spent many moat pleasant and profitable liours. Indeed 
I owe, under Providence, mncli of my health to thin charming 
retreat. ... As 1 write these lines, it is receding from 
lay view. ... I have lost the last glimpse. The tide has 
eaught the boat, and it is canied along at the rate of ten miles 
an hour.' 

' Calcvtta, Sept, I5(ft, — The three days I spent at Chinsiirah 
remain with a soft and pleasing recollection ou my mind. 
The contrast between that interval of pcjiee, and the hostility 
of Calcutta is indesci ibftble. The moment 1 retunietl. long 
■tiacka in the newspapers about the ai-chileaconry and the 
seleot veslry met my tyca. Then came the hiiny of visits, 
anxious questions of duty, and a mind distracted and thrown 
off its buloucc. Oh ! tlic Grace needful to fill public situa- 
tions n-ith meekness ! God is thns calling me to humiliation ; 
Me ia emptying me, as it vere, from veasel to vessel, wenning 
tne as n child from its mother, checking the tumour of spiritual 
pride, sweetening the Cross. Three years have been hai'dly 
enough to break down my own spirit in India ; but I hope it 
is now breaking.' 

The hour of deliverance was now close at hnud ; and, having 
held an ordination and preached a farewell Bormon, at which 
the Governor-General, the new Commander-in-Chief, Sir Henry 
Fane, til e now -ludge, Sir Beitjamin Molkiu, and tin immenee 
eongregation, were present, be embarked on board the HaUraa* 
pilot vessel ; and Tuesday, October 13th, IN35, found him

The 
damour, misreprescDtntitin, calumny, disunion amongst the 
clergy, inrectireii in iiewA|Mipt^rs, that I am going through, it 
is not easy to conceive. Two things are topics for thank- 
fulness : — llie Govemor-Gen«rftl supports me nobly; and all 
the leading people in the Presidency concur in his appro- 
bation.' 



'I'he Ilattrass was a brig of one hundred and eighty tons. 
plHccd at the disposal of the Bishop by the (government, and 
commanded by Capt^iin Clark, a courteous and experienced 
pilot. The party coii»ttited of the Bishop, his chaplain. 
Dr. Allan Webb, and Mr. Coemiucrer, the young calechiatj 
already menUoued, who was about to be ordained on the 8cen« 
of his future labours in Iho south. It was proponed to close 
the year at Bombay, and to fill up the short inlerTening 
period by a visit to the Syrian churches, nnd Goa, on 
the co&.<)t of Malabar. From Bombay the Visitation would 
stretch over the upper prorincea, and close at Calcutta, about 
April, 1687.

The ooinber of Chiistiana Eeatt«>red ov^r the prorince of 

Travancoro, on the coast of Malabar, has been varioutily eati- 

JOMted from one to three hundred thousand. They attribute 

thoir conversion to the Apostle St. Thomas. IJetice, all Hie 

early converts in the South of India were, and nre still called St 

Thomas's Chri.'<tians. That a holy man of thnt name did visit 

India in times preceding all hietorical record, and that hix 

efforts for the conversion of the natives irerc wonderfully 

snceessful, admits of little doubt ; but tlicrc is no proof 

mOirient to identify him witli tlic ApoHtlc.

lectio Patrum," tells of large bodies of OhristianB witli whom 

he hnd rome in contact, and who had many clerks, and a 

bishop from Persia. In the ninth ecntnry one Mar Thomas, 

■n Armeuian merchant appears tipon the scene, as a protector 

and Wnefiictor, if not an instructor of the Chriiitinus. King 

Alfred, of Brituin. is also eommemoratcd as having, from 

combined motives of a secular and reL-^ous character, sent an 

«tal>a»t?y to the Enst. His ambassadors bore gifts to the 

ahrine of St. Thomas, and returned laden with a rich cargo of 

|iearl9 and spices. 

Bat all these eTcntA, and all these personages, are wen 
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tlirough the mist of Inditiou. luid apj)«ar vague, shadowy, and 
iindegiied. It is not till about tlie year IfiOl Umt ilie mist 
rises; aud, iu tljc vl«nr Vx^ht of histury, ire scv a Awl of Hhips 
bi'loiiging to tlie King of Portugal, and inleut u[ioii cxlendiiig 
hiH Itidiun conqiiestH, uiiohorod olT the const of Mnhibnr. Tlie 
natives, Christtuiia.rcco^tsLDg the tJc of brotherhood, tlocked 
to tb« slioro, iind sent deputies on board to chum protection 
agftin<tt their heathen neif*hboiirs. The intercour&e which 
Iheu took place made kuonn the fad, for tlio first time aod 
beyond all doubt, that there had loDg existed, and existed 
Btill, a body of ludiuii Christiatis uho difffi-cd materially botJi 
io docU'incs and in praoUeo from the CInircb of Gome; 
who oved her no allegiaun;, knew iiotliing of her claims, aad 
idiruuk alike from tbe iiiuigc aiid Uir iidorution of the VirgiQ 
Mary. 

From this period tlioii, the interference of tiie Boman mthtbt. 
Syrian Cliurch mu^l be dated. The agression spruigftoni'^ 
neighbouring city of Goa, which bood becntne tlic head quarters 
of tlie Portuguese. In ljJ5, wIil'u llieir [lower was well esta- 
blished, Albuquerque, first ArchbiKbop of <ioa, hegim to bestir 
hiniMilf. He sent a friar named St. Vincent to try vbat 
conld be done to bring those, whom he neconiiti>d heretics, to 
the obedience of the fattJi. A series of intrigues of aU sorts 
fallowed tlie failure of thi» attempt, and, for a long period, 
peraeculiona on the one ^de were mingled with (liaacnxioas on 
the other. 

At length Don Alcxo de Menezes, the celebrated Archbishop 
of Goa, appviuW upon the scene. The partial succesa which 
had already been obtained by Home, he made complete. He 
showed unwearied palieace and undaunted courage in pursuit 
of his object. He combined the temporul with the spirilual 
power ; and vtat, now the Governor to punish, and now the 
Bishop to persuade. 

Mar Abraham, the Syrian Bisliop, had died iu ld07i and 
Meuczt's succeeded in preventing the landing of n successor 
from Uie Mother Church at Babylon. He him&etf went every- 
where teaching and preaching, confinniog, and enforcing unity. 
By some Churches he wa» received, from others rejected ; 
and he wasolU'ii iu [wmonal tlan{jvr from poptdar commotions. 
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Bat DoUting moved liim from lus purpose. H« gradually 
won over a certain Aro)i(it>acoii George, who in de^iilt of tb« 
BLaliop. bcadiMl the old Cliurcli pnr(>- : uud at Iciigtb. vtntiired 
to isisae «uintiiout)«!t for a General S^xitid, Ui be Iicid in tbo 
Cbarcb of Udiantper or Diamper, on the SOth Juqc, UUO, 
iritb a view to ngre«mcnt upou commou AxLicIeH of Faitli. 
Tbirtyct^tit priests had already been on^Iaincd 1>/ bim ; and 
now on Triuity Sunday he ordained fifty more. A majority of 
two-thirds of the Sj'nod was thus secured; and wlien on tlic 
day appointed a large body of Syrian clergy, and a still larger 
number of deputies from the Churchea, assembled, tbc old 
creed was abjured, and th« new adopted. The proceedings 
of this Synotl. which are on record, show uhat tlip ancient 
Syrian Churches had received by tradition from their faUiera, 
and how nearly it approached to Protestant truth. Thoy 
held no doctrine which absolutely involved transub^tuntiation ; 
they condemned tlie use of images ; tlicy denied purgatory ; 
they knew nothing of anrlcular conftsnion or extreme unctioQ ; 
they allowed the marriage of priestx ; they attacbud no supre- 
macy to St. Peter; tbroc sacraments wore received — Buptism, 
the Eucliarist. and Holy Orders; confirmalion waa unkuowu; 
and ihe Nestorian eiTor concerning the two distinct natures of 
oar Lord wa» held. 

For tliese, the whole body of Itoiuish tencliing was now 
substituted ; and the decree to timt eS'ect wa.i signed first 
by Menezes himself, tben by one hundred and fifty-three 
priests, nnd tlion by about six hundred and sixty deputies from 
TarioRS parlA of the country. The triumph nan complete for 
a time. The Synoil bad done its work ; and tlie history 
of itj* proceed iiit,'8 wns versifit-d, and made tbe subject of a 
chnunt to be sung on great festivals and solemn proces* 
sions. All was thus fixed upon the public mind. IVIoreover, 
frc*b cateehi!>ms were fnimcd, new forma of derotion intro- 
duced, auricular confession enjoined, and the whole country 
pnrcelleil out into parishes; and when iu IBOl. n Jesuit was, 
by iKTmission of tlie IVpi-, coiisccmtod Bisbo]), the work of 
Menezes was finished, and Rome's fetters were rivetted on the 
ancient Syrian Church. 

But Menczes found no successor like minded witfahunBelf: 
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and Uie bigotrj-, ]>ridc, and avarice of the Jesuits ruuied their 
Ckusc. Firet dislike arow ; tlien diaaffectioa ; tlion revolt. 
A tvndcr whh 80011 fouud; and in the jear 1655, Cue iucubufl 
began to be eliakcu off, and old customs to be resumed.^ 
'Whilst Kome retained her hold iu inanjr places, she was 
entu-elj rejected ia otherg; and lionce, without goLug further 
into detail, it ia easy to trace, from what has been soid, lh« 
origin of tliose differences which aiu pfrceplible ot tlie pivs 
day. The luicic-nt Syrimi Clmrch still exist* cverywhoi: 
disclaiming all allegiance to Home, hut leavened eenousl] 
with much of her dootriue, and cuntiuuiug uuhappil}* many 
of her practices. Whilst the Koinish Obureh, still gtaiidiny bjr 
her side, continuntt to teach all her nell-kaowu eiroi-a, aitd 
to exhibit all her idolaLrous tiuperstitians. 

Dr. Buchanan visitt-d tliose Churches in 1800. and ht 
much friendly iutarcvurae with them, as detailed in hta' 
" Chiistian Researchea." lie was fuUowed by Bishop Mid- 
dletoD, in I^IU. Bishop Deber corresponded with tho then 
Mctrtui (or iiiabop), and projected a visit, which was pre- 
vented hy his death iu 18t^3. 'Die incidents connected with 
Bishop Wilson's intercourse, have now to be added; for on 
Kov. lAth, 1B3>'>, he landed at Quilon, and pr«ached his first 
eermou from huka xl. 13, lu. * 

The situation of Quilon upon what le called "The bark- 
water," coii8titnU'» its great peculiarity. This hftckwalcr is 
formed by a succession of long inland lakes, running ]>aratlul 
with the sea for nearly one hundred and fifty miles, for the 
most part Heparate, but in a few spots cuunect«d with it. It is 
the ^cat highway of the country — soDietiuies expaudiug into a 
brtudtli of many milea, soniulimcs conlracting into (-lioiinelK of 
u few feet. The banks are clothed witli eocoa-nats, and studded 
with villages. All tmflic ia by water; and vessels of every

Resident represents the British government; and in his 

'^spocions house. situRbed on tlie backintter, the Bishop was 
kindly receivvil and courtouusty entertained. 

Quiloa vra* but Uie entrance gate to Uic Syrian Churclies, so 
that on the third day, after the Bishop had preached, and held 
B omifinnation and ordination, u morcmcut was made into the 
interior ander tlie giuditnce of Captibiii White, Uie reprcBenta- 

Ilive of Mr. Casainyor. who was ill. Several boats were pro- 
Tided, each roved by twelve or fourteen men. who shortened 
the jnumey and lightened the labour hy a variety of chaunts 
and songs, sometimes on historical subjects, sometimes in praise 
of the Saliih. and sometimes a simple " titti /itti e la." Cnico- 
diles in counUees numhera sank down uilcuUy into deep water 
as the boats approached ; the paddy-bird, kingfialier, and herou 
roM Up in the air wltli a plaintive ci>- ; whilst neMs hanging 
nspended from the branches of the trees, told of tlie gliding 
foQ in tlie jnnglc. Heix; and there stood mitMiralde liut», the 
abodes of loiserable slaves : — for slavery exisU hei-e, and it lias 
its pririleges- Attached to the soil and sold with it, they refuse. 

to! right, to be separated from it; and when of late years a 
misaionury fi'ccd lits lilaves, tJiey all, with oiiu accord, appealed 
to the Itajah against the act as n broach of their privileges, 
and an encroachment on their rights in the soil. 

As the party drew near to Allt-pic, a atilion of the Church 

' Missionary Society, the bell was heard sounding sweetly over 
the waters and culling to evening service. Though weary with 
a journey of aikty milea, the Bishop preached to a congregatiou 
of about tliree hundred native ChristiaiiB, and then at once 
retired to rest. 

The Church missionaries, in tlie province of Travancore, 
were labouring amongst the hcatlien ; but their position ivitli 
respect to the ancient Syrian Chureh was vcrj' dehcate. They 
could not but se« tlie abuses which had crept iu, aud desire to 
currect them ; but a gentle hand and muHtcr mind was ro<iuiute 
for tliis. The reformation of a Church must at all times bo a 
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pruilual. difficult, and thnnkless task ; and the temptation in 
(he present inatance undoubtedly was to drnw coiivcrU from it, 
rather than (o *' sti«n<^hcn tho tltings Omt remained, nhich 
were roiidy to die." Moivovcr. tlic position of the missionaries 
WAB very anomalous ; and every paint of coQtact tlnratcDed 
collUioQ. A large grant of land lia<l Wen mndu liy tlic Itajab 
to Colonel Munro, when Ilt>^idont, to serve for liie orcption anii 
part maintenance of a College, for tlie iostrnction of the young 
Syrian c'ut»iinr!i, or prii-sls. To tlits colK'^o, tlic Clmrcli 
Miftf^ioiinry Society l*i'gfly conti-iLulcd ; nnd tlic Metntn pm- 
miged that nil enndidnt«s for orders should pass ihrmigh it. 
The mnnBgrmfut of the land nppcrtained to tlie Syrians ; iho 
instruction of thv young CiUniiim to the missionnnvs. I L is cosy 
to Bfit hovt differences mif^ht arise, as indeed they had Misen, 
on both these points ; and how requisite it was that the nisdom 
of tltc serpent should he combined with the henulessiicsK of 
the doTe. Unfoi-tuiintcly the reputation of the present Mctran, 
complicfllcd llie whole matter. Hia eharacter was more than 
doubtfid in iniiny respects : hut tliei-e was no proof forthcom- 
ing, no suitJihle tiihnnal, and consequently no remedy. Much of 
thi<i wfl«c known to the Bishop before, and ftonte corrcKpondcnce 
had taken place. The Melrait had written to complain, and the 
J)i»hop had written to advise. But even here cmbajTasHmenta 
arose, for hia letter had not been allowed to reach its destina- 
tion. Now however that he was on the spot, iuformnljon of all 
kinds wns avaiinble. The charges brought ngniiist the Mctran, 
and which touched upon morality and honesty, seemed but too 
true ; yet any fall for interference on the part of the aullioiiiips 
(for which there were precedents) seemed UDdesirable. and 
liable to misconiitructioD. 

The state of the Catanars, or native priests, gave rise also to 
Bcrioua consideration. They had considerable influence over 
the minds of the people, and some of tliem were learned — some 
were pious men. But the. yenernl'tone of reliijiou was low, and 
the ignoranee of many deplorable. The agreement as to the 
College had not been kept, imd hence the standard of learning 
had not been i-aiscd. A fi*c of twenty or thirty rupees, pnid 
to tho Mctmn by every candidate for orders, was a temptation 
to ordain, which in Lis poverty he could not i-cu£t. Mot« were 
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orduneJ tluin the necessities of the CtitLrvk rcquirpd. Henco 
the CataoftTs becftcne poor; for the fesources* of each church, 
sufficient for the maintenanoe of the few properly itttiiched 
to U, vtxe not snffioient for the roauiteiiuucc of thu many, 
sent hy the hoIu will of tho Mutran. The (lunU aviiilnblc 
remaineil the same : the nninbcr to be Kiipported by them, 
inereftscd without limit Even young children were ordained. 
Halt Uie jiupils in tlic college — hoy* of twelve lutd fwurteen 
jeais — wert deaeotiK, nnd br>re the tonsure. 

Hence a. farther evil. The clergy were thrown upon the 
people for support; and a custom had obtained, wJiich, ihougli 
profitable, was not origiimlly Kaiictioticd by their Church : — 
Ti/.. pmyprs for thp dpnd. Th^ir poverty perjietuiited this 
Bumiiih error, ctcq if it did not intruduce iU 

Kor was this the only error resulting from their intcrconne 
with Rome. There were others. But tlien none of them were 
fixed indelibly upon the Church, as by a Council of Trent. 
RufDmuitiou WAH quite possible. There tna uo prctcucc to 
Infallibilily. The riews of the Church on main points were 
soand. The Scriptures, when trnuslated into Uie vulgar tongue, 
were hailed with joy, and read with rcvercncf. Married 
catatiars1ive<l hnppilyniid resjieotrtbly. TXIicrcthc belief of one 
•pproached tranftubstantiation, the belief of another diverged 
from iL There was notltiug to forbid hope, or to eheek 
friendly Church intercourse. If till things were not pitro — 
Utore was nothing to prevent purity. And ou the whole, it 
waa rcsolvetl to pay all respcet to exi^lin^ nnthorities, to 
remove xtamhUng-blooks gently out of the way, and to per- 
suade, if poftsible, to a volnntaiy rorrection of tho abuaen which 
hsd crept in. In cose, by tlio blessing of God, Much a result 
should appear, the Bishop was prepiirrd to raiKp, or endeavour 
to raise, a large fund in the way of ciiddwmcnt, which miglit 
anpersede fce», and render prayers nnd imisscs for the dead 
nnncGCBftary. 

With these views matured, tlie Riehop moved on from 
Allcpic towards hend-quarters. He had been much interested 
in the new peopio iiiid new sceuea surrounding him. The 
town nf .\llepie was very tliiekly peopled ; the men finely hnilt, 
romparativcly fair, and presenting a general appcai'auce of 
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cbeerfulness and iudepcndeuce ; the womeu very iuferior in 
penoUMl niipcumucc, mid but half clotiied. Ilie tone of nior«lii 
vu very low ; Uie tnffia diicfly in timber ; the laugiiage 
MaUyalitn. After a few daya' ftt&y. and the performance of aU 
iteceaaary duties, the Disbop bade far«weU to the Rev. Mr. 
Norton the mis^onar}*, and his land family, and proceeded 
on to Coltayaui. Here was Uia Collefie ; here tiie Metran; 
here Mr. Bayley, the pious and experienced head of iha 
miaaion ; and here, then, the real busluess of the YiBitation 
eoDuncQcod. 



^\*lien tlie raoniing of the 19th Korember dawned, two of the 
ancient Syrian Churches in the imiuediate neighbourhood ot 
the Missiou premiiied were unveiled to tdght, aud afforded an 
opportunity for t^xaminatiou, which had been long desired. A 
glance into the interior of one of them vaa followed liy a 
courteous invitation to enter, spoken in excellent English hy a 
Catanar, wbose name was suhscqueDtly found to be Mnrcini. 
These Syrian churches, both an to their exterior and interior, 
preiH-nted a otrtain degree of similarity with one another, and 
were cotigtmcted ou a thoroughly primitive model. Neither 
tower nor spire were visible ; hut chancel, nave, porch, and 
cloister were to be found in idmost every cose. Over the 
cloisters nt the side, gnUeries ran, which provided homes for 
the resident clergj-. Tlie floor of the interior was Renomlly of 
hardened clay, or paved with etone. No seats were provided ; 
and the idea of pewa had never reached the coast of Malabar. 
A gallery goncrally extended over the western end of the church, 
part oi it partitioned off in rooms. An ardied chancel* raised 
acvcral steps, and much uarruwcr tluui tlic nave or body uf the 
church, oocnpied the easteim end. In it stood the high nllnr, 
more or less devoralod with patntiitgs of a poor kind, and with 
deska on either side. Souictimcs the croRs was seen; never tlte 
crucifix. A lamp Busppndod from Uie rycif was idnnys burning. 
A bell, hung sometimes within the church, and sometin^ea 
without, called tlie pcopk to their derotions. and occasion ally 
mingled witli them. Such was tlie generul nppciuraiicc oi 
ehurchet). which primitive Christianity doubtlesH modelled. Mid 
successive generations had reared. Towers and spires, catlicdrals 
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and abbeys, rose in vrerJtby eountrie&, and Dot amongst tbe 
poor Clmaliaus of MiUabar. 

When the first yisit, jaat referred to, was piiid, some priests 
were preparing to perform Uwir early ra&as. The flour for the 
wafer was mixed, and wEu-mcd into Bubetance io Ibc Kjght of 
all present: the aerv-ice was in Syriac, which none of the people, 
Mid but few uf the CatAnars now understauil : nnd the general 
external forms &nil gestures of tbe Bomish (Jburcfa nppcAred to 
be pretty closely foUowecL 

Krom the second church, coiamonly called " The Big 
Church," which was also visited, a picture of St Thomnfi had 
been removed; "lest," as tbe Cntanars said, "the ignorant 
people nii^ht worship it." The subjects of the small paintings, 
in squares, bohind the altar, were scriptural. This was the 
first introduction to the Syrinn churches. 

After breakfasting with Mr. Bayley and Mr. Peet tlie mis- 
sionaries, and before the commencement of family prayers, 
forty sweet little Syrian girls, elolhed and taught by Mrs. 
Bayley. came gently in, and took their seata upon the floor. 
Two catanars also entered, as to n fMiniliur home. Tlie 
verandah of the honse was crowded with servants. .Ml 
listened with deep interest, whilst tlie Bishop expounded, 
through an intei-preter, the twenty-third Psnlui. 

At ten o'clock, he put on his robes to receive the Metran: 
and soon after that hour a iirocession was seen to leave the 
College, wind through the cultivated paddy-fields in the valley, 
and ascend the hill on which tlie Klission-houee was elevated. 
The palanquin of the Motran, the red nmbrollns of the atten- 
dants, tlie white dresses of the Catnnam, and the flutter of 
a little crowd of liaii|;eni-OD, formed a most picturcatiuc 
gronp. The Bishop awaited his visitor at tlie door. He 
was a good-looking man, about fifty yeary of age, with n 
tendency to stontncss, tbe appearance of wliirh was much in- 
creased by the dress he wore — a cassock of figured lawn over 
crimson aatin, and a tippet of embroidered clotli atiff with 
gold.

Tim CaUiimrs, whn tvccompanied Wm, wmv a long white loose 
dross, over white trousers, with a Bcarf of tli« niaae colour 
tlirowii over head aud sliouldera. Their crowan were Kliaven, 
and Ihej- genernlly Imd long beards. 

The uttuiil tiiti'Dducttons nccoinpanifid the roception of the 
Metmn, and the UHual unmeiuiiiig complimf^iitu of the East 
were followed by armngeuients being made that the Bishop 
shnidd jti-ench on the faUowing Friday and Sunday in two of 
the neiglibouring churches. The hour of one o'clock 
fixed on to return the Metrnn's call, and then with Tei-y Utile 
ceremony, he took hie ]ca\e. 

At one o'clock, all entered their palnnquina and proceeded 
to the College, and wore nt nnce taken up to a librftry fnll of 
Taliuble books, pi'esented by the Church Missionary Society. 
The Meti-an now wor9 a looae undress of criinson, with b 
leathern girdk-, and a curious itkuU-cap. lie was conrt4vous, 
but cinbnn'nssed, and compelled for all niAttcrs of iDformation 
to refer to the attendant Malpan, or college tutor. The con- 
versation turned pnrtly upon their ancient Syrinc tnanuBcripts ; 
and acveml specimens wore exhibited. They were fairly illumi- 
nated, but poK»(!SKed no intriiuuc rulue. Their liturgies were 
Dumcrou'i ; and all mas'si-x. The following extracts were taken 
at the time from one in mottt eideem, and the imnslation 
ig inserted, as showing the form of words used for the 
consecration of the elements at tlic ndministration of the 
Holy Communion. 

Prieit. — By His coming, may He make thia bread tlie quicken- 
ing body, saving body, eolnstial body, and the body of the Lord 
God flud our Saviour Jeans Christ, for iJie remission of sins, 
and life eternal to those who parlake of it. 

People, — Amen.

Ukkt^rs of it. 

PtopU. — Amen. 

Tliis is uot traiiRubstADtintioii, tliotigli it looks like it. All 
tliis luay be, and yet tlie elements retain their nAtuntI inib- 
islauces. 

After nmking tlies* extmcts, luid talking leave of tlitr ^^t'lnul, 
the Etudeuts in the College were examined. About forty were 
prcspDl, of whom tUirty-tivc irtre dcucoiis. They wisvfercd 
well all questions on Scripture hUtory and simple poiiita of 
docliiiiti. The younger classes were passed by, for want of 
tune. 

The next day, Friday, Nov. •iOtii., was net apart for Divine 
service at a place called Puthupalli, ten miles distant, ITie 
church was beautifully situated on tbe river side, with a little 
jetty, « woodtn cross, and a flight of steps. Featooui* of t-rei- 
greens and brilliant little flagabeloltened >i kindly welcome Tbu 
interiur of tbe church was lit by liuudreds of Rinall latnptt fed 
with oil ; but it was intensely hot ; niid when the Bishop found 
that tbe illumination was hiuiply lo do him honour, be re(]ueKt- 
ed that tbe lights might be cxtinguiahed. Hands everywhere 
were Uft«<], and iu a luiuute all the lights were out. Divine 
service tlien conuncuced, and oui* moraing prnyci- was read by 
the missioiinry, in Maluyalim. ^lien it was concluded, the 
Binbop bogan his scnnon : — 



* Peace and Grace be with yo»i ! Passing tbrongli your country, 
I salute you in tbe Lord. In St. John's Qospel, wc read these 
words. " Tiien spake Jesus unto them again, saying, I am tlie 
light of the Torld ; he that foUon-btbiue slioll not walk iu dark- 
bcss, batahallbavctiicliglitoflife." (St. John viii., 1^). These 
Kte tlie words of the Ijord. As before the suu arieeth, all 
is dark ; so is the world without Jesus Clirist. Sin is a state 
of darkness.

The assemhlfld cotiftregatiou liuteued to the address which 
followed this iutroductiuu with deep interest for the holt -hour 
it lasted ; aiul tlicn one and anoLlier came up with tlieir 
salutations of peace. Cue old miui was introduced, who, on 
heing askcdi mid his Dainc was Philiiipus. He van deUghted 
on being renuuded of Philip the EvaugcUst. The Bishop was 
then taken to see the vestry, and the rooma over the cloister in 
which tlie Cataiiars attached to llie church, resided. He 
partook of uiilk and eggs : and then, departed, returuing home 
amidat thundei', ligbtmug, and rain. 

The first Intcrriews with the Metran lind been merely com- 
pHmuntary; but the next day (Saturday) wa^ fixed on for a 
oouference and expoaition of the Bishop's general views. Re 
was attended by his chaplain, the two mijtaiouaries {Mr. Bayley 
interpreting), and the ofUcial assiatant to the Itesident. Tlt« 
JEotrnn waa accompanied by ten or tweKe molpaus and 
eatanars. Ou his arrival, he was ushered into the Biahop's 
privato room, and there informed of the several topics which 
were to be discussed at the conference. This was done in order 
to show him all duo respect ; and he repeatedly expressed his 
gratitude for it. The Dishop addres&ed him with much earnest- 
ness, and urged how important his assent and consent would 
be for tlie good of the Church wliich he represented ; but he 
wavered, shuffled, looked round, seemed to fool the want of 
sapport. aud expressed pleasure when tt was proposed to adjourn 
to the olliLT roi^m where the Catanars were waiting. Notes 
of what pnsMd were taken at the time by the Bishop's chaphun ; 
and when the Metran more thnii ouce seemed to notice the fact 
with uncaaiiiL-tiit, tlm Bi»lii>p told him that every word was being 
pat down us spoken, iind Uiatnn exact copyahould be given him 
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wbentbecottfereoce wasended- This promise was fulfilled ; and 
aoopy of wlmt foUovrs is nt Cottnyatn to this day. 

The Bishop began by ftddressing the Metran and hia clergy 
in these words : — 



Buhojp. — Iloiionrod Brotlier nnd ifctropolitaa, I wish as a 
brother Bishop tn suggest certain points for your consideration, 
and that of your clergy. 

The Metran cxpreBSed his readiness to hear, and bade the 
cl«rf*y come forward. 

Bishop. — The ftQclent Syrinti Church is one of the most 
honoured of Christian clmrolieN. 

Metran. — I know not wliat is meant bj' the words " Ancient 
Church." 

Buhifp. — It is one of the most hononred of Christian 
churches. 

Mttmn. — From the time of the Council of Nice our Church 
boa bec-u conducted u8 wn« tlioii urrangcd. 

Buhop. — T monn that I am oonie here ns a stranger honour- 
ing your Chiu'ch its one of the earliest Chnrches. 

Metran. — You nddrt'ss mc as a brother : I wish to roceive 
yonr counsel us a fiiLlit-r. 

Buhap. — I merely wiRh to tlirow out certain BupgestiunH. 
I hsTO no authority to interfere witli your Church. Aly j!r«t 
suggestion regardH tlic College vrlueh tbt^ British Hesident, and 
tVavimcnre Government estnblished and endowed. 

Mttran. — The properly of the College vms furnished, partly 
by the Besident, pm'tly by the Church Jlissionary Society, and 
partly by onraelres. 

Bithop. — I recommend that thooe who shall bo ordained by 
the Metran, be so only after they have been instmctcd and 
examined, and have obtained certificates of learning and good 
conduct. 

Metran. — There are only a few leaming at the College at 
present. 

Bu/i<>p.^Bot perhaps as many aa can be desired by llie 
Uetrao for the eacred ministry. 
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Metratt, — With regiird lo those m th« CoUego, there will ho 
no (liQicullj- ; but tlicre axe utliera in olber places : tliere is 
the ilitTiciLltr. 

B'uhop.^'rhv Mctran may eead sach to CoUc^. 

Metran. — Uiily n few aro l«nrning in the College : the others 
arc cdiicaKil in tlic ditTei-ent chnrcheo. 

B(«Aojj.^\\'h«i thf a<,'ri:emi-ut bftwccu Coloucl Munro and 
the Uieii Jlctrnn was nindc, it vm understood, Uint only tboH 
should be oritnined, wlia were educated in tlto College. 

Metran. — It wws agreed w. Those that receive certificates 
cau be ordnliicd. 

Bi»hop. — Aud when tbia in put in practice it ndll be seen 
whr-ther tiiero arc not enough for thu Mctriui. 

Mttmn. — There are now serentj cliiircJtes, and there are 
only thirty-five students in the College : and these will not be 
enough. 

Buhop. — But fifty more may be Rdiuitted: uud a Icanicd 
clergy is for your own booour. It ia the deaign of the insti- 
tuUou. It U for the honour of idl. that yon fall iu with and 
8Up])ort it. 

ifetMtt. — It is. 

JUskop. — 1 only supgftfit these things to my brotlier and llie 
catauars: that they support the College, and that he ordains 
tliose only who obtain certificates of their sufficiency. 

Mttran. — The Church shall assemble, and take this toto 
cousideralioD. 

Jiishop. — Yes: and if the Metran finds a young man any- 
where about who is qualified, let Mm send liim to the College, 
and not ordain him at onee. 

Metran. — That is very fiood. 

liithop. — It leaves the Metmo rU power of ordination, aa 
well na of Belection. 

Metran. — It is proper. 

£ishop. — I Bpei^ as a brother : the College and the Church 
mia.'tionaries bare been here for twenty years with no other 
object than the houoiu' Dma proposed to be conferred on tlie 
body of the Syrian Church. 

iietrati, — That the Syrians may become learned and 
reapectuble. 
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Biahcp. — I hope xlial tliu Mclrau will, mitil Oic CbnrcL c«u 
be at^a^uiiblcd. <lo ai< llic Iti-sulciit would wish he aboulil ilo ;

Metran. — It ia bo. I signified my wiltiagncss before. 

BuhOf. — And the Catanars — all — are they cogDiaant of 
ttiig? 

SJeirari. — We will take it into coiiaidenitiwti, mud draw up a 
sUt«meitt. 

Buhop.—'liil tlie matter is considered by the Church, the 
Hetran will net as dovt atated 7 

iT/(rtran.-~-Tbere sludl be no departure from it. 

Bishop. — Is my weakness I now tonch upon a second 
subject. I speak only for the good of your Church. I am a 
child. 

ilitran. — 1 consider j'ou as an elderly father. 

B'uhnp. — I epeak for the good of your Church. 

MttraH, — We listen with uU humility. 

Bishop. — I should suggest that nil tfao lauds, fonds, property, 
beloiiging to your Church, beior; exnmined. an aecount should 
be sent to the Resident, in order that, being looked into, he 
xoight flee that ail was proper and correct. 

Mftran. — W'c will tnie it into considfrntion as a body. 

Bitliop. — In a Church extending ho widely, tliere an: lunda, 
and goods, and property wliich should be exauiined every year, 
to set tJiKt none is nlia^'nuti^d iiiid lost. 

Mftran. — ^""cry goo<i. 

Biahop. — There is danger, I uudcrstand, of some loss 
occurring to the cliurcli vie. were at yestarday — ^PuthupaUi. 

M<tran. — About vhat ? The land ? Oh, yes ; there is a 
dispute. 

Biihop. — You woot the protection oi the Besideot for tMs, 
and such like tilings. 

Metran. — We have frequently apphcd without receiving any 
answer. 

Bithop. — I will speak to the Resident. 



iJisAop.— I go to a third thing. Could anything be dcrised 
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to iucrcase the incomes of the Rer. Catonftre, aD<l to auppoit 
Uiem resp(!i:tjibly. 

ifetraii. — Ccruiii plntts have b«cu adoptiHl heretofore, but 
liavu not btfoii I'uiiiid i«)illiciciit. Wc will coii8uI«r it. 

Buhop. — If there wm Home pennanent endowment, inBten.l 
of niK-ortaiu fees : it -noiitil tciid to Uieir comfort. 

Melran. — II woiili]. 

Bukop. — It would be better for the clergy to be tbnft sup- 
porteJ, th»u by pr«j-en! for thi? dead. 

Melran. — I'ruycrs for tUe dend are according to tlie citstont 
of tlie Church : and it woidd require a meeting of the Cliurcli 
before any altei-atiuu could be adopted. 

Jiiahop. — But voiild it iiot be better for the clergy to be 
olherwiiio supported ? 

MetrMi. — Yea ; Tery tnie : if it oould ba dovised. But we 
cannot come to a decit^iv*? coitcluaion. The fees are according 
to the property of the individunl. 

Biahop.-~-\ only xiiggcKt;. It is for the Motnui to decide. 

MeiraH. — As to n parent whom wo love : so do wc listeD to 
your words. 

Buhop. — I have myself no personal interest in the matter. 

Bi$hop. — I go now to a joitrtk point. I wish to ask bow 
sobools could be spread all over tlie Syrian churches. 

Mttran. — One bcIiooI would be very good for every church : 
hut one school would not be enough for one of our large 
cbiu-ches of ii tbousaud or two Ihonsand families. 

Bishop. — But it would be a beginning. And when your 
clergy ai'e all edncated. as is proposed, tliey will be able to ^J 
inatruct in the several schools. At present the catanurs ^| 
generally, do not know enough. But when they hare all been 
educated, they will know niid bo able to InBtruct others in 
Knghsh, Syriftc, and MnUynlim. 

Metran. — At prenerit there are only tbixty-five Rtudents in 
tbs College. 

B'vthop. — But we would gUdly Iinve fifty there or more if 
necessaiy. If yoa would have schools, we wonld give you 
help iu eHtubliHhing them — the Reiiident, the Church Missionary 
Society, and I, would help you. 
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B'uthop. — I woald mention a Jiftk thing- I would beg th« 
Metran, oa a uiatter of yreat mii>ortanco, to tlmwt tlie cataiiarH 
to expound ami u:tplaut lUv Liu^pvl tu ttio [luuiiU- on Sondfifs 
tn MtOnyitlim. 

Mitran. — It in oiily by the Priests preacliiiig that the people 
know the Gospel. 

BUhop. — After ihe prayers every Siinday, it will he very 
desirable for the Gospel to be explained, 

iltlnui.'—ll is vec)' deairahle : but the clergy are uot 
loamcd euough at pi-eiteut. '^Vhcu tkcy an: able, it shall be 
clone. 

Buhop. — ^Tbe lael tiling I woald suggest is, that the prayera 
should be interpreted : bo that the people might jtiin iu the 
worship of Almighty tlod. 

Metran. — We «ill meet as a body to conaidt'r thia. 

Bishop. — The Syriac was formerly the language of the 
people : but uow they do not nndcrstiutd it. Prayer sliould be 
nuulc in a language they nnderstond. 

Mtiraa. — Oar Berricefi were in the Greek and Latin 
languages, and afWrwards were translated into Syriac. 

(Some discussion here took place between the Metran and 
calanars.) 

Mttran. — ^We Boppose it is about one thousand years since 
tbey wo'e translated : but we have no means of knowing 
exactly. 

B'ukop.~-\t Syriac is now known — keep it by all means. 
But St. Panl says that if prayers arc nttered in im unknown 
tongue, there should be one to interpret, or he that speaketh is 
a borbaxion to others. 

Mitran. — Very good. 

BuAo;*.— If the itrayers were thus rendered into Malayalun, 
you might have from all your rarioiis Lilur^e5,one, of aiodfrutt; 
length, arranged for the udc of those who do not underatand 
Syriac. 
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Metran. — Wc will bik« it into conBidemlion as a body. 

Jiitkop Mdressing the Catanars). — And the Cntanai-s all 
tliink — do Uicy not? — thatif tlicre wore n liUirgj' in Molayalim, 
undfr tliu HutLonty of the Mulrnii, it woulil be a good 
tiling. 

Metran. — They all nssent. 

Bithop, — I hope agiun you will forgive my bolilnesn as a. 
stranger. 

Meiratu — I luu persiuided that wlint you have stated is good 
advice. 

Uithop. — ^^Ve wish to do you good, if you, as • Church, will 
accept our lud. 

Metran. — We coiiHtaDtly pray tJiat we may be thus sup- 
ported. 

Bi$hop. — ^Ve wish tliat the Syriiui Church should shine as a 
bright star in the right hand of t)i« Son of Man : holding fast 
tlie faithful word : — the light of ttie Holy Hpirit, the atoniug 
blood of JcsuB Christ, the purdou of uu through fiuth ia 
Him, nnd Oiv Holy Scriptures an divinely inspired mid 
the fovndiition of nil fnltJi. I have longed to come here for 
three yeiira' past, niid I shall rcpn'sciit to the Governor* 
GciitTul, and tlie lU-sidcut, iiud the Bishop of Madras, what 
hits pasnod, and I KJtull do ull I can to help, if the Mctmii aud 
Church are willing. 

Metran. — We will take it all into consideration. 

SUJiop. — If you think over what I have said, and imn^no 
that it will t«nd to good ; and wihh for aid in carrying out the 
phui, I shall be happy to leave a snm of money. 

Metran. — As iiii*y be most ngrceablc. 

Sithop. — I ahall leave one thousaud rupees out of love, 
uid as a mark of love to the Church of Ikfaluhar, to be 
administered by the Kesidcnt, the Mctmn, uid the Church 
Missionaries. 

Metran. — It will he as initeh ns t«n iliousiuid, coming from 
you. All shall be taken into consideration, but it camiot be 
done in a day. 

Jiithop. — I have 8uggC8l«d notbiiig, you will observe, but 
what ia agreed to by tliv Mvtraii and all here present. 

itf«lrari.*^All shall be duly considered. 
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Bishop. — ^TheD I will send the beads of whftt I have 
suggested for your couBideration. 

ifttran. — Wc would send an answer to-moirow nigbtt before 
joa leave, but it is impossible ; onljf one or two of our distant 
churches hare elcrs>' present. 

BUAo|>. — But the Metmn has autliority to a certain e\t«nt. 
Me(ron. — Yea : but in peculiar matters all roust meet. 
B'wkop. — When waa your Litoxgy formed — when do you 
suppose ? 

Metran. — In t)ie year 8l5. 

BUhop. — Have any additions or interpoladooa been made 
since the Council of Nice ? 

ifeiran. — No ; it has come down us we use it now. 
Malixtn, — We do think that tiomo pmyvrs have beeo altered, 
and others added. 

BMop. — Archbishop Menwes nltoredyonr Liturgies- Which 
pnyerg do you tliink may have bcttn altf'red ? 

Mttrttn. — I cannot positively say. Thcr« are different 
enatoms in different coiintrieit. 

Buhop. — It would be vcr>' good for the Liturgy before it 
is tmnsUtedt to be corrected by the decrees of the Conucil of 
Nice, until you get further information. 

Metran- — OurLiturjjies have been formed by great persons : 
we aio wealc ones, what ran we do? 

BiiiAop.— If, however, tlietjc things shall be determined on, I 
shall be veiy glad to ninkv my donation. I only wish to repeat 
my desire that the agreement origiuiilly made by the Melraii 
and Colonel Mnnro should be serupuloiisly sdlicrcd to in its 
main features. 

ifetran. — Wd nhall nssciiL 

Hixkop. — To-morrow, being Suuday, I will come down and 
be present at divine strvicc : and after your prayers arc over, 
I will, if you jdenae, aildress an exhortntion to Uie people. 
ifttran. — ^AVe shftll be most happy. 



All then rose to go, after Mr. Bayley tlie senior missionary 
bad taken the op])ortiinity of reminding the Metran. and mU 
the catanam then pre^ut. of tlie arriin^'eiiient made by Culoiiel 
Munro a few years befoi-e. It had been tlien agreed that a 
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letter ofa public nutun; should beaddresaed to all the chnrclics 
Big])c<l by Uie Mclran nnd l>y Mr. Bnylfy. wiUi n view of 
cfiriying into i-ffiwt the plnn Colonel Munro had deereed for 
tlie benefit of Oie Syritai Church. Xliis id«ii contemplated the 
Bignatun of all oiliciol letters ou Church afiiairs and to -th« 
churcliGs, by lh« SIctmn wml ill". Bnyley conjointly, and this 
plftii hnd l>f>en nctod on up Ut the peritid of tlie then Metrau's 
denth, and fnr Rotne time afterwards. The Mclran and 
calaiuirs buing n))|>cnl(;d tc l>y Mr. Biiyley for the truth nf tUa 
Btatement, canftrmed it, and said it was so. Each one tliea 
went to his own home. 



Sunday noming called all tojjether again for the performance 
of Divine service. It was according to the Syrian form, and 
wait read part in Malayuliin and part in 8,mnc. At the church- 
yard gntti the Bitihop was received by the Metran and catamirs 
— tJic former begpng to be excused nttendance at the prayers, 
■B he was fatigued by a service he had JDst ended. He 
promised however to be in time for the sermon. The church 
was crowded with one denite m&sf* of people, all standing : 
whilst htuidrodd waited without. The prieat who was abont to 
officiate, robed in the chancel, jmttiug on a cope of crimson and 
yellow ilniuask, which fell in broitd folds, luid had a ahowy, if 
not rich, appearance. The assititing deacons had dresses of the 
Sftme coloui'. but of coi»r«er miiieriiils and nidtr constnictinn. 
Mass was then performed, nud lJiuu<>hit was impot^ible of course 
U> follow the words of the service, yet in externals tliere was 
eridently an approximation to Rome. Tlie wafer was conse- 
crated and elevated ; but tJiere was no proatration or adoration. 
On the contrary, tlie priests and tlie whole congregation joined 
in a chorus, or ruthcr sliout of pntisc,to which the large ehnrch 
bell, hung in thiR cabc within the building, added its loud 
clangor. The noise was deafening: and the Bishop was 
ranch discomposed. In the midst of the service the " Kiss of 
Peace" was sent round. The ofliclatiug priest first took tlie 
liandnt of the nssisting deacon between bis own, raising them to 
his lips and forehead. 'I'he deacon conveyed the kiss in a 
winilivr maimer U) llie i^cnior cnUmar: he to his brethren: 
they to the laity : the laity to one another. And very 
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inieresting it was to watch the Utile ripple thua created in th'e 
ecA at buman beinps. an it passed down the body of tlie clinrrh, 
■nd iiabaided at the extnmitv. 

&ernc« being eodcd; the Metran in his place ; the lights 
cxtingititdicd ; uid all Implied to ttilence : — the Btnliop i^ve 
out his text from the address to the Angel of tlie Cliureli at 
rtulodelphiu (Rt-v. iii. 7, 8). The rrowd wbm too prcat to 
admit of sittini^ down. All stood therefore (hiring the Iioiir 
that the sermon laflled, listening with intentte interest. There 
were alwnt fifteen hundred or tvo llicMiFinnd perKons present, 
bcadcs thf Metrud mid furtj -OQe CutiuiiirH. 

Ulicn the sennon was finiKhiNl. the Motran drew near, and 
thanked the Bishop, saying, " \Miftt yoti have prearhed in 
what we want." He thvii led him by the hand to the church 
door : and tlt« congregation dispersed. 



' I have witnessed,' sayH the Bishop, in his journal-letter, 
* the moat affecting eceue which I ever could have concelYcd 
— two thousand of the ancient Si-rian ClirisLiium crowding to 
hear tlie word of the Gospel in the princijiai chiircli at Cot- 
tayam — the ^tetropolitan and about forty priests and dearona 
being present. After their own sennce, performed in their 
□sunl maimer, I preiiched from Rov. iij. 7, 8, for more tlinn 
an hour, the Rev. Mr. Bayh-y interin-eting. I dwelt on wlint 
the Spirit salth uuto the Chiurh of Philadelphia : fintt, na it 
respects Chriitt who addressed the Church : Kecondly, as it 
reapects the Church itself: tliirdly, an to tJie promise made to 
it. Od thia IbhI head I showed tliem that Christ had set 
before ihvm lui open door by the protection and friendnhip of 
the Kngli^h Church and people. In application 1 callf^d on 
eaeh one present to keep Christ's word, and not deny His 
name, aa to their own HalvatJon. 

'Kever again aliall I behold such n sight! How can I hlcss 
Ood enough for bringing me here at tliia critical time ; for 
under the present Motrwn all has l^een going haek.' 

Before returning home from church a visit was paid to the 
house of Marcus, the catanar before monlioned. He offered 
refreahments. and couvei'acd with much iulelligeocc abutiL the

Berrioe just concluded. When questioned about the Holy 
Skcramcnl, he assci-ted distiuctl;, tb«t after consecration the 
bi-^atl and widc did not loso tlicir iinturol substmices. He did 
not bcliove in transtibstantintion, noitlicr did tho Church. 
They called the elements " The body snd Wood of Christ." 
because Hv did himsetf; »rid in n similar sense to that ia 
which ihiry called Holy Scripture Ibe " Word of Clod." 

The houHe was neatly fiiniished — two ko(bk, a Innip. table. 
and chaii's. His wife shortly ixindc her appcarancct wiUi their 
tbrcu tittle children, Iinving evidently waited, as mi-i;ht liavc 
been the case under nimilar circtimstiuicrs in England. tA 
improve her dre»s »nd put on her ornament;;. She was a 
yoiuift. modest, find pleasing person, mid the children fat and 
shy. The whi>I« tmpressiion innde wo* pleasing. " It is my 
wish," Bnid Mnrcuii, on sbalciog hands and talcing leave, " to be 
a faithful teacher of olhorH. Please pray for me." 



At Ave o'clock on Monday morning, tho boats were once 
more manned, and liaKtening townrds Cochin, a stining town, 
thirty-five miles dislunt, and bnilt iw it were on a atrip of sand 
about three mile« -wide, tho sea before, the backwater behind. 
Mr- Rid&dalo v.-n« missionary here and acting -chaplain, and he 
received the Bishop into his hnusp. Amongst the residents 
were several who remembered the visit paid by Dr. Buchanan, 
in the year 1808 — 7. T!]i\v spoke of him as quiet iu nmnner, 
and somewhat reserved, walking about a great deal, and wearing 
R white cap under his hat. fii&liop Middletou wa» borne in 
mind, and ono gculltniaii present had bewi citijilnycd by him 
to ti'anslnte nevcrnl Syrian works, and amongHt tlirm an 
Apocryphal book cnlle<l " The Infancy of Jesiis ; " but what 
had become of the translation he knew noU 

Deputfttiona from the While and Black Jewa of Cochin 
also called to pay tbt^ir respects to the Bialiop, and to solieit 
ft visit to their respective synnKojjfiies. The origin of these 
people it is Iiard to tratre. The White Jews were evidently- 
the superior cluss, but even they know little of their own 
hiRtory. They claim to have come from Jenis.idem after its 
HJegc and oveiiJirow by Titus. They arc as fair as Kurupcantt, 
but retain the distinctive Jewish countenance. 
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The Blank Jews, on tlie conlrai^', arc very black, aud 
eTidentlf of Diingletl blood aad lower breeding. The white 
and black di> not fraternise. They hold no intercourse in 
common, and worftliip ia different s^-uagoguea. 

The -visit to tliem nas ptiid in the dask of the erpoing ; and 
on landing from the bouts, ttio Bishop wafl received by white 
Jew boil's, bearing iniinvuM! tiambcntix of wax, and nae 
escorted by a crowd of curious lookei-s-on to the syaafiogaa. 
A Tcr; Kingidtir Hcttne presontcd itself within tlie walls ; and, as 
iu a disnoh'ing new, India and her idolatrous children seemed 
to fade iroiu Kiglit. whihit Palestine niid her aiici^mt pcojile 
rome forth distinct and real. The litr^e, clean room was one 
bluze of ii(tht; benches ran along the walls; a giUlery filled 
one end, an altar, protected by n mil, tlie nlher; and in tlie 
midst stood a circular dcak, where a Rabbi 'was chaunling 
the erening prayers. About oue hundred Jews were present. 
They oecttuooally Joined in the cbaunt, but their general 
ilemeonour was careless and irreverent. Long beards hung 
down over dresses of even,' form and coloiu' poeiiliar to the 
Kast, and they seemed to wait with impatient curiosity for the 
conclniuon of the service. The moment tliat the prayers 
ceased, some of the Headmen approached the Bishop, and 
aijked him to address some word of exhortation to the people. 
On the reiteration of the requeat, he rose, and began his 
adthrrss as follows:— 

' Children of the God of Abraham, the God of Isaac, and the 
God of Jacob ; liearkcn. 

'W« believe, as you do, iu the God ofMoses.Darid, Isaiah and 

b Daniel. The prophet leaiaii, says iu oue place, " A virgin shall 
cooceirc and bring forth a son," and in another, " He shall be 
de-tpifted and rejected of men." The prophet Zechai-iali, says, 
" Thy King conteth unto tlieo. meek and having sal\'ation." 
The prophet Daniel says. '.* After three-score and two weeks. 
Messiah shall be cnt off, but not for himself." Xow, we 
Christians say. that all thc6« things have been exactly fullUlcd 
in our I«ord Jesus Christ; that He has come; tliat He has 
proved His missii)n by fidfilhng prnphery, by working miracles, 
by a |tur6 and holy lilV^. Him, llirotigh ignoranco. your 
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faUiont slcn- and lianged on a tre«. You nre &U11 oxpectlng a 
lAnajMitftl M<»t4inli, wiOi cxtcmnl splendotLr and glory ; we sulj 
that the Mjiliest glory of our I^rd is exhibited in His condo-^ 
8c«tiRioD aud humility, in tliat, though He was rich, yet for »iir 
Bakes H« hecunic poor, and humbled Him&clf cvou uuto d«ath 
for u» men niid for our »alvalion. %Ve pmy j'ou to U»ton to thea 
things. Seek for the Spirit of God who spake in times pa 
imto llie fathers by tlic prophets. Pray Ibat your heaxts may 
he opened to understiuKl and believe the evidences of the 
Chrifitian faith, and the Messiahship of the Son of God. 
There is salvation in none other, for there l& nono other 
name given tuider Heaven uinongst men, whereby we can be 
ssTed. . . .' 



Eyes gbinccd fiercely, and lips curled Sflomfully as he 
spoke llicsc words ; aod whisptrs were iutorchauRpd. aa 
if each one wiu* eonfirniing hi* neighbour in unhelief. 
But no outward manifestation of diRpteniiure appeared ; and 
when the discourse was ended, prajcr once more tuoae 
from the deiik, and the " Bishop of Calcutta," (for the words 
were plainly distinguished,) was apparently commended nnto 
God. 

The congregation was then dismissed, hut many lingered. 
They drew aside Uie veil abore the altar ati<l exhibited tiie 
rolls of the Jmvt deposited in silver ca.sc!*. These were of no 
antiquity. They had been eiigi"ossed on parchment and 
obtained from Holland, about seventy years before. Certain 
tablets wpre ttpokcti of, vipoii which the peoidiar pririlegesJ 
granted to them I»y tlie Kings of the country in early days" 
were saxA to be engraved. They pronused to bring tlicm for 
inspection, but failed in the perfonnitnce — niid Rent aomq 
writings profeeaing to he copies, but really unintelligible, on' 
the following day. No satisfactory infonaation of any kind 
could bo cUciteil. The staudiug curiosity is their existence 
and their isolation in Iiuliit. 

The Sjungogue of the Black Jew<t waa then visited. The 
building was inferior, bat similar; and the service waa ooo- 
duiled. So that having looked round and epokou to a few^ 
individuals, and noticed the peculiar physiogncmiy which wi

u murked in the blftck Jew as in the vhite, the Bishop at oneo 
reerossed the strefim and retired to rest. 

On Tuesdny, Nov. 14lli, divliie servIcS^ with n conSrmntion 
for serenty-Bve yoiin^ persons was lielJ^Mn the cliiirch at 
Cochin ; and the litst da^r for the Bishop's erftjun tlietie parts 
bad then an-ired. It was 6et apmi for a htirAM visit to 
several of the Syrian Chorches in the northern part oB^avim- 
eore. and for an intorview if i)Ofisihte witli the secoucOletran. 
This peculiarity of the Church was not Tery clearly made out: 
hat it appeared fi-om the statements at Cottayatn, lb»t in the 
uncertainty, at present, of eomraunication with the l^atriarch of 
Antioch, the Mother Church, it had become ciisioniary for the 
Metran to coosccreto a successor, v.'ho roinained in retirement 
without any powor or jurisdiction till a riieancj' 'wno caused by 
death or AToidance, whoa he at once came forward and nssnnied 
the goreinasce of t]ie Chur<Oi. Tlic Bishtip wati williiig to 
cneoimtcr some latigii* in order to nie«t tliis (tecmid ^[etn«n, to 
pay a poaaing n-isit in the Rnjah of Trnvoncore, and to seo a feir 
more of these intereiiting chorches. But the arrangemeuts fur 
the journey were badly made, the air was sultry. tJic roads wcrv 
a drifting sand, tht^ bridges were broken donn, the route watt 
often lost, no refn^shmeuts were provided, and the ten miles 
spoken of at first, extended to twenty-Bve ; so that though the 
Rajah was visited, and five interesting churches — Tripoonatrn, 
Caranyacliirra, Udiampoor (or Diamperj. Mulliniduraiti, and 
Candadad, examined : yet tlie attendant fatigue njul exposure 
were very preat. All suffered; and the Bi«hop for a short 
time was very nnwelL The rcsidouce of the Kecond ^[vtl'n^ 
could not be reached. 

Some rest was essentml ; and happily it restored the Bishop, 
who met with all his scattered party, and stepped on board 
the Hattratn. lying off Chetwa on tlic const, on the S7th 
November. 189^. 



* I must ponr out my heart,' he says the next day, * ere the 
impression la weakened, now tlint I have completed my visit 
often days to the Syrian Churches. 

'And firat, I owe humble praises to Almighty God, that He 
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liAs granted me to see the two spots I most eAgerly desired, 
but never llioiight I nlioiild be allowed to visit — the ftouthem 
flcenes of Swartz's labours, and the Syriim Churches. I huve 
filtio been pci-mitU'i) to visit them each in the moat critical 
juncture : uud linre, I truitt, bceu enabled iu each to Uy tlic 
fotmdntioii of imporiiuit service. I watt vestei'dav well enough 
to write out my Kernioii ou Rev. iii, 7. K, whieU Bli". Uuyley 
will iuimc(Uatt;lj- truusliilc iulo Malnynlim, aud circulate, when 
]>riiit/'<l, miiiiii^st the two hundred oiid fifty clerp^', nnd one 
hundred tliouBand laity of the Syrian Church. The Uesident 
will, moreover, immedifttely meet the senior missiouarj', and 
Bee the Mctraii, and put thingn in train to meet niy wishes. 
God only knows what events may happen : but never in my 
life, I think, was I pcrmilt^d to render a greater gcrvicc tbtm 
to these dear Syrian Churches. But, hunh my rouI ! lest thou 
rob God of his j^lon,'. 

SVmonf^Ht the general remarks which occur to me whilst 
roQectiup; on Ih^o Churches, one is : That we have here an 
example of ft native ministry in primitive simplicity, living for 
the moBt pait in their churches on about eight or ten rupees 
K mouth (or ten or twelve pounds a-year). their dress white 
linen, their food rice, eg^s, and millc. It was thus Ambrose, 
and Basil, and Austin liv«d, aUowiug for dUIerenccs of cUuiute. 

' AnotJier remark ia, that we have here the primitive use of 
Synods and Elections. Tho Metran hiinst-lf is chosen by the 
clerg}', two or three bfing set apart, and then lots drawn. 
The congregation also approves of the priest before he is set 
over them ; and tJift dencona are nomi»nti?d in the first instance 
by \»y persons. For all great inalter.i. Bishop, priesta, and 
cliicf tuily meet in Synods. 

' Anotlier primitive cuatom is, the number of priests and 
deacons who live at each church. There are generally six or 
derm : and as frMn their iraverty they wu fruqncntly un- 
married, they live upon the fees. This leads to nbuise. 

'Another trait is, the high reverence of the people for the 
saci-ed office. They dislinguish between the bad character of 
tlie present Metran, and his office. This reverence doubUcas 
partjdccfi of superstition. 

' It is a further peculiarity that eacii Melrao or Meti-opolilwi 
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consecrates bis snccossor early, and then disini!i«e<( biiu to iho 
most (lisUint pAil of bis (Itoccsc, to live i-etired iu one of the 
eborchcs, irithoiit HUi>wing liiiu Hie powor of ordinstioa or 
tfae privilege of jurisdictJoti. This is to keeji up tho Apostolical 

* Onc« more. Eccle^Ustical and civil suits are brought 
Iwfore tlie Bi-sliop, wliile critntiinl tnses go before the ruling 
powers, accordiug to St. Puul's directions to the CorLntiiians. 
Tills u, bovrcT«r, giving wfiy in civil uMtt«rit, but the ocvU- 
siastic^ power is complete. 

'Af!ain. This is uow the only Cliurck, no Tar aa I know. 
thst prufis^es to be governed by Lbe decrees of tlic Cuuucil 
of Nice. an<l enforces on her priests at ordiDatioa, obedieucft 
to its CAuant;. 

• As to the Nestorian and Jacobite errors. Uiey seem to know 
nothing aboat them ; though the Liturgies now in ust: unuugsb 
tbein employ oertaiuly the Jacobite terms.' 

Thus this interesting visit to the Syrian Churches ended. 
Thi- purpose?, di-UburatcIy formed, bad been carried out with 
tlie utinoKt kindnctiS aud cautiuii, and thu hope that muoh good 
would result from it was mirely naturiU and reasonable. Uut 
evil iuflueucca viviX! at work, uiid the rvsult was not realised, 
as will appear in the furtti&r progress of this biography. 



The JJattroM is now speeding on her way to Ooa ; the only 
rcmuiuit uf the once widc-i^prcitd douuuioaa of Portugal ia 
India, and tha bead-(|uarters nf Romanism. The IHombay 
Qovemment had officlHlly announced the Bishop's visit, and 
riMlucsted that he might be received with courtesy ; and the 
aatboritiea did eveu more llion thoy were uskod to do — they 
added kindness to courtesy. The Bishop soon landed, was 
carried up the river, and comfortably lodged in Uie Govern- 
meat House. 

But the glory of Goa was departed. Insurrecltoii had parK* 
lyeed the Stat«, and decay had undermiued the Church. 
There was a Govemuient de jacto, but not de jure : and all 
the ecclesiastical establishments were reduced to the lowest 
ebb. The Bishop had even been warned of danger, and 
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dissuAdeil &om the nsit ; but he found, in truth, that " the revo- 
lation " hail rather opciied Gua to hiin. thou closed it ar;unst 
him. lie fijuud nvvt'ss eventvLere, ojid was astonished at th« 
nugtiificcDce of tlie btiildings and the beauty of the sceuery. 
If Ciilcutta is a city of pahices, old Groft is a city of churches ; 
aiid ao time vas lost iu viewing them. The da; selected was 
favourable. It was the festival of St. Francis Xa^ner, and 
the church erected to liifi honour was thrown open, and mag- 
nificentlj adorned. 'I'he priests were ftttired in their most 
gorgeous dresses, the choral music was exquisitely' pcrfoimed, 
and the military display vtas very iinpu«iiig. All the authorities 
wer4> present; and each lady, gracefully enveloped in the lace 
mantilln, sat in her own chair, or knelt on her own little 
squttrc of exclusive carpet. A quiet gallery was appropriated 
to the UUhopv from whence he watched the service with pAJnful 
interest; anil when it was orer pi'oceeded to the examination 
of Ihc building. It was immcuNC in si2C,uud superb iu design; 
but tlic most interesting feature, nud ouc rarely Keen to such 
advantage, was the i;hapel dedicated to 8t. Fmnuis, and eontain- 
ing his body. The ftutheiiUc recorda of bit) life ai-e wonderful. 
Dcsrended fi-om the noblest of tlie land, lie fr»temi«cd with 
the poorest; and, in the prime of life, left nil to promulgate 
the EaitU iu India. He watt the iisat Jesuit uiiHi'ionury. Slirinlc- 
iug from self-iadulgeuce, and courting suffciiii^, ho lived a 
detUcated life, and died a mart^T's death. So for as tlic nitnibcr 
of his converts were concerned, hi« success was marvellous. 
By his own accouut. he baptised ten thousand heathens of the 
province of Travoucoro in a single month, so thai at leiifi^h his 
lips were unable lo pronounce the formula, and liis Lnndit to 
pyrform the office. Theuoe he visited the Straits of Malacea; 
and after ten years' labour in tliose parts, he formed tlie grand 
dc'sigii of entering and evangelising the Chineae Umpire. On 
his way thitlicr, and iu the island of Sancian, as it ia said, he 
met his death, and closed a coiu'se of tmweaned labours and 
entire self-renmieialiuii, unparalleled in the aunals of hia 
Church. Would tliat it had been for the promulgation of u 
purer fiuth t 



In his mortuary chapel, the Bishop now stood, gaxing upon 
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its loftj arches, and admiring its beautiful proportions. The 
wmlls were cortTi-d witli pxquisito Itnlitui ptiiiilings, luid Uie 
cbap«l naa brilliimtljr ilhiininat«<] with wax candles. The tomb 
iUelf no nfurly fills the chapel that b«t tme spectator can pa8a 
round at n tiuv. lis pedestal h formed ot vurivgittcd nuirblee, 
finely wrought and poliHhed. At the lieight of about »ix feet, 
four bruuze Hculpttireii nrc int>erted iu the foiu* aides, depicting 
Tarious Bceuea iu Xftviers Ulo. 

In the first, he is preaching : hi» attiludt^ !s tliat of St. Paul 
At \thcii& ; the audieuce are wrapped in attention, and exhibit 
all the varied expreshioDK of interest, curiosity, and auger. In 
the eecond, crowds of all ages — tlie old nuui leaning on his staff 
— tlie j-ouDg ciiild led by its parent — press forward as eniidi- 
dftt«K for baptiam, whikt fer^-our, reverence, and devotion, por- 
v»de the scene. In tlie Uiird, his marljTdom is portrayed : the 
ftiry of the murderers finely contriisting with the meek patience 
and resignation of the mai-tvr. The fourth compartment exhibits 
a scone of heavenly blcssedneiis, iji which ever>'tliing is sugges* 
tiTe of calm repose and holy joy- llie figures iu each case 
are In hipb relii^f, th« count*niinc<t« full of cxprcs»iou, llie 
altitudea most gi'acefid. Abore are rich ornaments, and sculp- 
tured mcb«s, beautiful both in de&igo and execution. The 
whole is surmoimted, at tlie hei^Iit of about twenty feet, by a 
silver coffin in which the body of tlie saint reposes. Thei-e was 
a time when it was exhibited to the peopl« on this festal day, 
but the exhibition led to tumults, and lia» long since been dis- 
continued. The coffin is now secured by three lockn, the 
diverae keys of which are kept^one by the King of Portngal, 
one by the .Archbishop of Goa. and one by tlie Vicemy ; and 
all must agree ere it con be uncloeed. The utmost skill and 
cunning of the silversmith is lavished upon its exterior ; and 
when each flf*uro, scroll, and flower chti&ed upon the pure and 
glitterinii metal, reflects the light of a hundred tapers, the 
triumph of Italian art is ludccd complete. 

Many of the other chtircheti were also examined. With 
Buohanan's" Christian Researches " in hie hands, the Bistiop 
wandered over the maguiliccnt cathedral, stood upon the ruins 
of the Palace of the Iu<iuixilioii, oudeavourcd to get access to 
the interior of a nnnQeiy on the plea of ago and office, lingered 
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loofj tu the Cburcb of S. CJaetaDo. and finally rested id the 
MuQiiMery of St. Augustine. Tlie following entry was there 
made in his joumal-letl«r. It coureys lus fijrst impi-essions 
vrliilst yet fresb and vivid.

* Here, in the very baildiog where Or. Buchanan iu 1608 
wrote those touchiog memoniuda about Oos, which filled 
England afterwards mlh indignation at the Inriiiisition, I am 
Mtling with mixed feelings of Bdiuiraliun, grief, aiid joy. I »ce 
some effeclB of that emiuent man's labouw. A fow yeaiB »ftcr 
he VTote, the luqulHltiou. by the interference of FIngland, waH 
abolished ; and in ItJdO. the entire building was levelled witli 
th« ground. I hare been walking over the ruins, and it was 
with diffieiilly I wna pulled up the mounds of overgi-own frag- 
ments. I looked round on the vast masses with woudrr rit the 
myeteries of Pi-ovideuce in the overthrow of this monxtrouR 
naurpution. Tlie diingoous wore inacco&siblc, fiiid indeed. th» 
long, lank, vild herbage springing up &U ahout. rendered the 
aeparate (Uvisions of the building indistinct. It eeems to have 
bcoii R qiindmiiglc-, with an interior court mid cloititvrs. It 
adjoined tlie Cathedral and Arehiepii^copal Palace; niid is on 
emblem now, as I hope, of tim fall of the kindred estabtitih- 
laeutti of an Apostate Church iu Kurope. 

' Thi» was, as Dr. Buchannu well expresses it, the City of 
Chnrches. Iu 1500, tliere were one hundred and hfty thousand 
Chnstians in communion with the Church of Rome. Now the 
number of communicaQta in the cathedral and different pariali 
ehnrchea are about two hundred. Aa tlie power of Portugal 
sunk before the Dutch iu IKGO, and was at length fumiliitated 
by tlie British siiprcmncy, Goa gradually lost its induenoe. It 
then became, and was discovered to be uuheallliy. Thus it 
was deserted, and so remning. 

* I have been breakfasting in the cloisters on provisions 
brought by Archdt-ncou Can- of Bombay, who has joined us, 
and Captain Le Meaurcr, who is appointed to command oar 
escort. On either side I had a monk : one held office in the 
piHiYeDt, oud spoke a little Freuch. X told him how X admired 
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St- Austiii, «ii<1 luul vvwl odIt a. few A&ys since stn abridgment 
of ItiA "C'onfeB.sioiiM." I said, we I'rotcHtMiits believe in Jesus 
Christ as SL Austin i]id, thougb ;oii tliinlc wc ftro Athc-iijts. 
No : wc know we urc KinDerH, uud wc liuuilily trust in the 
merits nnd deiilli of tlie Sun of God. " Jv nv suiu piw Jc-siiito, 
mxA ; mais je snis, Jesus. Noq sum Jt^aiiita : »ed ego se<{tior 
Jesum." They SKseuted.' 

The jmblic entvrtuiniaciit given bjr tlie itulhoritics coucladcd 
the day, and affiirded tlie Bishop an opp<irtimi:y af returning 
his HcknowledgmeDta for tliu coiuu-sy with which he hud beeu 
received. 

Friday, December 5tli, was fixed on for leAving Go«, and 
pa>-iii(; a ha^ty visit of seventy tiiiles, to Belgaum, a large and 
iniiK>rtant military station, which the Bishop was imwilliug to 
pass by. The journey was attended with much inconvenience, 
but 00 accident; and on Sunday morning, December Cth, he 
uddreawd nearly one thousand Kui'opean Iroopa in tlie Station 
Church. The change of climate was wonderful, and within the 
walls of the Fort, English flowers and fruit wei-e thriving 
beantifully — a sight rarely, if ever. Been elnewhcre in India. 
The Suaday eervices were followed by a ConGrmatioa and Holy 
Coiumuaion on the llonday, and then, from the dinner table 
of II. M. Ui}ih Reg. all the party entered their palanquins to 
retoTD to the coast, and reinibarlc in the Hattrasi, which was 
lying off Vingorla. In five more days the anchor whs cast 
in the harbour of Dombay, and the Bishop was received by his 
old Mend, Sir Robert Grant, the Governor. He lauded quietly 
Hid early on tlie Sunday morning, aud drove at uiicc to church, 
preachuig from Liikc iv. 1^. The Church of St. Thomua 
(oow the cathedral) presented a rcncrabte and ecclesiastical 
appearance, and the congregation was very large. The Bishop 
ma iuTitcd by Sir Robert and Lady Grant to take up his 
abode with Uivm, and ilic sixteen dnys of bis slay were divided 
between Malabar Point and Parell, the two Guvenuneut 
bouses. He greatly enjoyed tlie familiar intercourse thus 
obtained, but the distance from Comhaj it&elf was considerable 
in either case, aud the efiect was ratlior th»t of a visit to tho 
Qoveruur than to the clerg}'. The intercourse with them. 
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though most friendly, wns cnxuiLl, nnd rather hasty. Here, 
however, andcr the thoughtful niid prudeuC uilmiui»trntJon of 
Sur llobcrt Gnutt, mid the niniiihle niid gentle discipline of 
the Archdeatiin, thei-e were no dispatea to settle, nor irny 
emhitrnuRiing queHtious to discuss. Boiabfty was »t peace, and 
all thut irau doue t«Jidcd to edific«tion. The usual seriuQtis, 
c'oniiriiiiiLion^, school exanunations, public and committee 
meeting!) tuok place. The moniiug ride begau. aud the eveniug 
party closed cuch day. Twice CTery week, tlie Oovemor gave 
a public breakfast (nnch was lus custom), and this enabled each 
one who had the entree, to pay his respi^cU to the Governor, 
and lit the same time leave a card for the Bishop. 

The superior natives al»o gathered much about htm, and had 
tree Bcceas. One day a Greek of high repute in Bombay came 
to pay hia i-espectfl and to beg a blessing. After much eooverse. 
he knelt down, whilst the Uishop laid hia huid^ upon, and 
blessed him. 

Two Pai-sees and a Hindoo also, of great wealth, and speolc- 
ii)(» EwyLish fichiiiriihly. i-uino fm- relitflous converse, and en- 
deavom-ed to identify tlicir fiiitli with his : — 



"There is one. and but one omniscient, omnipresent, and 
omnipotent God." &iiid the Bishop, "Exactly so," waa the 
reply, " that is our religion : that ve believe." " God has 
miidv a revelation of himself to man," added the Bishop. " He 
has: we fully believe it." was the ready assent. "God has 
liimaelf become incarnate in onr nature, and manifested himself 
in the flesh. " " Quite time : he has." Thun these grave men 
claimed agreement with t'hristtans as to tlic unity, revelation, 
and incarnation of God ; and when preRsed upon ttie Kubjeet 
of idolatry, decluri'd that they only worshipped God through 
tlie 6gure of &re, or imagery. To the Biidiop'^ remarks on 
Jesus Christ being the light of tlie world and the only Saviour, 
they Listened in silence. 

One wealtliy Parsee gentleman invited him to visit his honse, 
and he found it fitted witli iJl the couveniencea and luxuriett of 
Europeou life. Valuable paintings, lai^e mirrurs, luxurious 
couches, were in profu»iou in the reception rooms. A wedding 
was going on. It had already lasted t«D days, and was to last

twenty more. BurtDg th« whole tiine, the house was open, the 
feftst spKud, ftiid iooso gftrmciitH itroviddi for each invited 
gn^st, which courtesy and custom required them to wear. The 
little bridegroom was a cimiisy hoy of fourteen years; the 
Utile brid« u pretty gul of too, covered with oruaments. 
The marriage was real ; but the ostAbliBliuient would not be set 
up for some time to come. The whole wns a striking illustra- 
tion of the Scripture parahle. 

A place where the Kyraggics, or rohgious mtndieatita, resort 
in crowds, aud which vna accounted most holy, was also visit«d. 
Au immense tank whs surrounded hy low open biiildingB, 
abooniliug with idols. Huts of mat, scuttensl here and there, 
eholtered such devotees as made the place their home ; whilst 
crowds who paid merely » pasNiiig Ttsit to tlie place, were 
haibiag in the tank or worshipping the farouritc idol. Oiic 
tiuui of peculiar Minctity was pointed out. After travelling alt 
over ludia, and visiting; eveiy sacred shrine, he had settled here 
for life. Attracted hy the Hound of viaitura, he crawled from 
his hut, and i>resiiiited a liideoiiH spectacle. He was quite 
naked, witli tlic exception of a filthy blanket thr«>wn over his 
shoalders, and a rope tied ruuud his loius. His body wait 
covered with white ushcs, and his face smeared wllh cow-dung. 
Blood-shot eyes glittered, as it were, in deep dark c-areros ; 
a long beard aud moustache were twisted up and fixed to his 
chin aod cheeks by cokes of mud; one aim was stiffened by 
loog retention in tlie tianie position ; to the upturned palm of 
the hand was titrd a flower-pot with flowers in full bloom ; 
whilst from each fluger. iii epiraU of five or six inches long, 
buDg down noiU the growth of many yearet. Piide shone 
through all his filth. Joseph Woolff had heen to see this man 
OS he passed through Bombay on one occasion. " Who arc 
you ?" he asked. " I am a God." " You look much more like 
a denl !" was tlic quick responBC. "Begone," said the devotee 
witJi scorn, " take yourself out of my sight." 

Wliilst gaKin); on this piteous Bi>ectacle, a large party of 
worshippCTB entered the quadrangle. " Whence come you ? " 
was enquired. "From Itajpootana," v-ox tlie reply. Such is 
Imlia! so hard the houdsge; so strong the delusion; so 
wearisome the service. 
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Tbe temjile of Elephaiittt was examuivd, «n<l subsequently 
the still mort! fumouH uhvcs uf Karke, Ellora, niid Ajunteh ; t>ut 
these lire too well knuwD tu need (Ivscriptioii, mid when tlie 
DBual porUou uf correspondence lias been introduced, this 
chapter, so full of busy and of varied scenes, must dose.

< * You will find one of tbe works I luive lent you, " Knox' is Cor- 
rei(iK>ndence " intermixed uitli a good deal of doubtful miilter- 
It 'm very lutiTL'sIiuf», clover, ably wrilteu. willi niajiy Tiae 
vnlicisms and remarks upon life and ntanners; but Lbcn-SL-tms 
a Dew school of divinity opened, which I do not like, because it 
is uot scriptural, aud, tliorcfoi-e, can never work well in the 
Jong run. It is all very well with Mr. Knox and Bishop Jebb; 
but what will tJio mass of our clergy do with, a Jastificatiou 
borrowed from Uie Council of Trout, luid set up ug&iufit Lutlier's 
notion, and, ns I verily believe. St. Paul's ? What Is to be suid 
of B Bcheme of Providence which repre&euta error oad idolatry 
aa a guardian and casket for truth — popery, for ezauiplo, tlie 
cAsket and protisition for cv&ugehcal doctrine, and auited better 
than protestantism for a mde age '/ 

'My dear friend, we must bewai'e of tbe danger of new- 
fangled doctrines, however plausibly recommended by the 
association of much truth and piety in their inventors. So iii 
our station in society : we are erer in danger. Calcutta pre* 
KCntfi a sti-ange admixture of good and evil. The scientific 
spirit which paitstB by Christianity in ita philoaophical Kcbcnivs, 
IB afloat. Men are ashamed of the Gospel. The pleasure- 
huKling spirit which Bwallows up all our leisure iu vanity, aud 
would generate in India the thcalrical coutaminalion of Eng- 
land, is also abroad. Pubhc persons, like Lady Malluu and 
yourself, must make your stand. .\ Bishop is allowed of 
course to bo a little particular. But a Judge will have h 
battle to fight.'

' How deeply I fee! your tenderness to my poor sick daughter. 
May it ple&fic God to crown your kindness with the sucvess it 
80 amply deserves. I wish I coiitd be present to hear your 
disca&sions. Two knotty points I threw out some thoughts 
upon. Two more axe now sent mc, I suppose to try my hand 
upon. 

' I am quite of opbioD that there ia a precedin^r, interme- 
diate, and lower state of Lliss for the righteotts. between death 
and tlie resurrection. Instantly upon the soul's entering the 
scpnrnte state-, a, prirate judgment passes upon it, and happiness 
or misery succeeds, llut both of IIr-sc will be consummated 
when the body is reunited to the soul, nnd the entire man 
appeant before Qod at the Kolemu tribmial of the lant day, 
and i» adjudj^cd to the ctcnuii happutcss or woe of both body 
and soul, of which we have an account in S.'>th St. Ikfiiitlicw. 

'What tlie happiuene is. we caunot even conceive — we have 
no positive ideas — we can only remove nil present known and 
onkuown iiiconvetiien<:es, and add all ibat is involved tu absolute 
felicity In the presence and enjoyment of God ; and this w« 
call heaven : as tlie awful coutrary, hell ! But as boUi judg- 
ments depcud on our conduct iu Uiis present state of probation. 
and MH the eternal and tioal state is such as to an'allow up in 
our contemplation all iutermodiate ones, wo Bt^ncndly and 
▼ery properly speak of judgment as following death, and 
heaven or hell directly succeeding. But I suppose purgatory, 
nerita of saints, and induIgenctoH, were hammered out of 
the Scriptural doctrine of the tutermediato stato. 

' Upon the second ijneation, as to degrees of happiness in 
heavcu — there has never been any doubt. It may be answered 
in n word. There are the same degrees of happiness in the 
state of reward, as thei-c are degrees of misery in the state of 
torment. The faithful scr^-iiDt was placed over two, five, or 
leu cities, according as he bad discharged hi.'* previous trust. 
The parables of Uie Talents and Poun^ts settle tliis. In the 
ease of the righteous, all is owing to the grace ruid favour of 
Ood. and all is subordinate to the naerits and death of Christ. 
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But in that Hubordinution llic proportitm of reward is goveroed 
bj the proportion of service. The numoroiis pnssngvs which 
declare we are to he judged according to our workx, inrlndc 
this idea. Tlie AposUt>'s avcuuut of uue Star difTuriug from 
another Star in glory, does the same. As twenty tcskcIb of 
capacity diffcriag one from another, would he all filled if east 
into the se&, and wotild all have tho measure they severally 
could contain, and no more— not because the ocean could 
supply no more, hut because they could not receive it : 80 
the Saints, according to Uicir attainments in (;nice, are like 
different vessels of ditTt-rent cnpatnties, cast into the ocean of 
blies. They nre filled each to tlic very utmost recipiency, and 
admit only cvrtahi mensurcs, not becanse Qud is unable to 
give, but'bceausc they arc unable to contain more. 

' Not only h this so : hut we have reason to think that the 
two states of hnppino8» iiiid misery go on increasing and 
augmenting by whnt we now call liahit and exercise, tlirough 
elemify. Satan, we may imaftine. has been increasing in 
malignity, artifices, hatred of Ood and goodncas ; and Gabriel 
in benevolence, obedience, love of God and holiness, since the 
fall of one, and the confirmation in blisA of the other. Tha: 
joy of the Saints, is, we hiiuw, augmented by the repentance of 
one eimtcr. and tlio luiucry of the lost increased by accing 
Abraham afar off and I.a/anut in his boaom. 

• Rnt 1 elieck myself. We are soon nut of our depUi when 
we try to swim in tiiis iindiscovcrcd and uutracked ocean. 

' Here agaiu the mass of happiness and of miseiy so infinitely 
surpasses in importance all the subordinate questions of their 
degrees, Uiat it ia common and most safe to speak of them — 
the one as a state of unuttereble bliss — the other a slate of 
unutterable miaer)' : everlasting Life, and everlasting Death.'

* Snch is India t Sorrow, separation, grief, exhausted spirita 
and strengtli, unaided solitary effort, with the trying climate 
and anomalous position. But to Tukb, I liim, O Thou 
Saviour of men. All plenitude is iu Thee, all happiness in 
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Thee, all grace, all cousoluUon, all support, all triumph, all 
sauctification in Thee ! Xox &re creatures withdrawn eitcept 
thnt I'liou tnaj'est be dulj known, e»limaic<], loved — and fill 
the vast void. 

*I nm greatly obliged to you for all the iufonuation you 
giT« me, and all the hiats you drop. Rely upou it the rejiorts 
you hear about my extreme Churchmanship are all unfounded. 
I am precisely the game iu my principles and way of goiug on, 
as when I wrote against Archdeacon Thomas in 1818. But 
of course no on« belicvc« tliis. The tax we pay for any 
station of moment is the misrepresentations and prejudices we 
have to cncouut4>r, and trluch arc various as the passions of 
men. It is uecessarj' for me, now I have the care of doctrine 
and discipline, to aland forvrurd in my duty amongst my 
patilors. and bear the consequeni^eit. God must judge between 
the Bishop and hts oatlu of sacred duty to Christ and the 
Church. But I thank you from tlie bottom of my hcai't for 
your kind Bn^gestionH. It is the truest exercise of friendship.

• Ail the tidings you send rae are most welcome. I love to 
see your Imudwriting. I love yonr affection and your dear 
wife's. I love your honesty. I lore your disinterested deter- 
mination to write wliether I can answer or not. Yes, dear 
Brother, my dangers and tcniptatiyus are great indeed. Break 
down I muist, if my frtcudM, like Aaron and Ilur. do not 
nphold me by tlieir prayers. Well do 1 understand the remark 
of Fiinilon, *' I cnunot control Uie diocese of my own heart; 
how then can I manage tiio heiirts of the clergy and flocks 
committed to me ? " Well, we must struggle on. " looking unto 
Jttiu, the author and finislier of our faith." Depend upon it, 
yoaltnow little of the difficulty of tlie Chriatian life inEnghwid, 
compared to what we ilu iu India. Fiuth here has no earthly 
props. She stauds alone amidst the waves.' 
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Decision iwt an Appeal to him as AfetTopolitan, from the 
Arch4«ieon of Colombo, 

'Tlie main points of your appeal appear to be theBS 
two; — 

' First H»» sn Arclidencon the right to perform divme 
nervices in tlie church where his official seat is fixed, in 
preference to eYcrj? other clergj-iuan except the Chaplain, at 
such times as the IBlshop has not expresely direclett. 

* Second. Has the Bishop of MudroE, aa your diocesan, ■ 
right to direct tlial any other clorgj-mnn than the Archdeacon, 
should Rive occitsioiiiil assistance to the Chnplain of the church 
where his »cut is fixed. 

' With regnrd to the first point, T nm decidedly of opinion 
tliat the Archdeacon has not tht- right ; and on the whole, I 
conclude that the venerable Archdeacons, in tlie Indian dio* 
ccses, have not a ri^ht to perform divine services in the church 
where tJieir seat is fixed, iu preference to any other cleryj-inan 
whom the Chaplain umy occnsionnlly ask to render him absisl- 
ancc at such times as the Dis^hop lias nut expressly directed. 

' The second division of the case proposed admit* of a very 
hrief conHideration. 

' Notliiiig can be more clenr Ihun that the Bishop of Madron 
had tlie fiiileat right to permit tlie Chaplain to call in the 

sRsistance of the Kev. Mr. in the cimrL-h where yonr 

official seat is placed. The iniitnut the episcopal power iutcr* 
fercd, all the points of the previous divisiyiis of tJie ce-se became 
unnecessary or iiiapplicnble. It is inherent in the Bishop's 
high oflice. that hi» pastoral, as well as his corrective and 
judicial power CKtcmla over his whole diocese, and tltat no 
]>lace of pnhhc worship can claim to belong to the Churcli 
from which his presence and doctrine are CKcludod. A Bishop 
therefore, in India, (where there are ao beneficeii. no freeholds, 
no vested rights) is surely competent to give permission to 
wh«l*vcr clergyman he plciiscs for nii occasional enlrnncc into 
any pnlpit in his diocese, in agreement witli all the aneient 
and modern ciuionR, decreeA, and nsagea of tlie Cbriatian 
Church.'

* It is with very sorioiis distregs of mind I luive received a 
letter fromtbe junior Ohaplitin of your chni-ch, dated Apiil f>th, 
coinpliiiiiiug of an irn-fjuliir ubsvrvAiice of the riiU.'i I tuok 
tlie libcrtj* of snggesting nine montliR since. 

* Tlie chief thought that occui-s to mc &oni a very long past 
«x]>eri«nc« of lay lirullirou nt huuic, if 1 niiiy venture to iitti- 
mute it. ifl, to avoid tlie itit^rference mid uied<lting of an; Uiird 
iwrsou betwetm yoii. Two brother cler^yuien can Bcaroely fail 
of uudcrstaudiiig one auotlier ; but if relativea or fticnds are 
allowed to count in, witli uhater«r good intentions, mischief ia 
almost Rure to ensue. Uuderytand each oUior. explain to 
each otlier. open rnur iipprebcti&ious to each other ; but shun 
the rcprcsvutalioui) lUid fccEngB whicli any third party may 
uiter]iose, 

' 'riiib is the chief thought tliat occurs to me, on a general 
view of the cases of joint minbters, and without the least know- 
ledge that the slightest occatuon for it exists, or ever has 
existed in j-our own. 

* A subordinate suggestion, if 1 were called upon to make oae. 
wotUd be, tliat wlien any occttsiou of apparent niisunderstsQding 
occurs, you should wnit till it has been fairly and fully ox- 
plained : you should just allow, that is, a wcok or two of calm 
to intcrrene, in order that a friendly coiTespondencc may be 
eslAblishcJ, and pre<-ipitatJou avoided. 

'To attend to little things, whicli full under the rules I 
auggestt^d, trifling aa tliey may be — iiicoiiMdei'able, niicroscopic 
— is a thiid still more subordinate point of wisdom. Little 
things had better be done right, as well as liirf^e things: and, 
if little things are neglected, tliey often swell to large ones. 

' But I uni iisliameil to ofTi-r these rvflvetions to bretUreu of 
sacb piety and standing us those whcmt I now address. I 
would only say, it ia imjiossible for mc. and would be obviously 
improper to attempt again to eut«r into the details of duties 
between my reverend brethren. I cannot, however, nvoid 
HiggesUng to them the prodigious evils that btckeiings and 
vob. II. a 
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misunderstandings create in their large and important flock, the 
certain diminution of their own comfort and useftdness, and the 
fearfnl scandal given to the worldly-minded and unbelieving. 
The Apostle Paul's holy example — his patience and forbear- 
ance, especially to the Corinthian Christians — together with his 
readiness to bear everything for the Gospel's sake, amy well 
be studied by myself and you, my honoured brethren. 

' I am unwilling to intimate to you, which yet I must do 
after this second appeal to me as Bishop, that it will, I fear, 
become my duty to consider, should dis^reements continue, 
how far I can recommend the removal of one of you to a new 
and therefore less irritating sphere of dnty.'

TttE Bishop had intended to make his primary Charge 
nulUce for tlte ArchdcBcourj' of Bombay; but it Inid been 
printed, nnd the official delivery of an address, already well 
koown, waK manifestly inexpedient. Henca the preparation 
of a accoiid (or if the missionary Charge at Tanjore be 
reckooed, a third,) Cliargo became necessary, and. as an adJitiou 
to muliifarioiui duties, it was Attended with much anxiety and 
laboitr. 

TLe clerfjy vere suuimouod for the 88rd December, and on 
that day the Cbarf^o was delivered. 'J'he topics were to a 
considerable extent local, but tlio state of the Syrian Churcbeti 
was dt.'schbed in a graphic and forcible maoner, and a series of 
valuable thoughts verts suggested fur the encom-agement and 
guidance of the clergy. It was aflcrwards piinted at Uicir 
request, 

This duty pci-foniiccl ; immediate preparations were made 
for n long journoy tliroiigh tlie tippor provinces of India. 
It vas of importance to reach the Ilimnlnyah Alonntains, and 
obtain shelter there, before the hot weattier set io, and thiit 
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involved a succe<iNtoa of one hundred mArcheR, and ndiHtaiice of 
fiftecu huuclred miles. llu-oiif-U countries in many pai-tfi uiiseltied, 
imd by DO menD3 snfe. Fruiii iIk* Couuuisaarint stores of tbe 
Oorcmment. elephants, camelii, Iiackeries or country carts, 
nnd tents, with their ntteudauts, were furiiiKlK^d willingly ; bat 
each one of the p«rty lind t(» provide for hiiuself serviuita, 
beai'L'rs, paltuiqtiins, horsea, and all the niauy contrivancea 
wswitial to comfort. n.nd indeed to health, opon n Iodr land 
journey in India. 

The camp was gradually formeil and sent forward, whilet 
tlic Bishop, bidding fai-ewell to Bombay and tlie mi\ny kuul 
friends who had miiiistorcd to liim there, paid a rnpid viiiit to 
tlie great militfiry stations of Poonah nnd Kirkee. Both tlicac 
wre renowned in the history of India. At Ivirkcc, two 
thoiiaiuid British soldiers discomfited a host of thirty thousand 
Malirattait. An isolated and lofty liill risen from the plain, 
forming a inagnitiritnt p<;di»iUil for two tompltis, tbo one orua- 
mentdd with hlark marble, the other glittering with gold. Od 
the parapet of one nf theite, the Peii^hwah sat, and Raw his last 
hopes ^'aui^h with hin hcaten troops. 

These titfttions now formed the head quarters of a mititary 
division; and three Englissh regiments, some artillery, and » 
Iarg(> body of tiative tniop.s, were cantoned there. "I'he nuniher 
of CliriHtians was nearly four thousand, aud two chatilaum 
inini((lcre<l to them. 

Hero llio last day of the old year, and the first of the new, 
were passed, and tlie following were the Bishop's reflections:^

'We arrived at this ancient seat of the Maliratta empire at 
Are o'clock this morning. It is nu immense ciuitoameiit. It 
has been quite fearfully cold. At eight o'clock ycBterday 
morning, the thermometer was 5J*. The fine old Mahnitta 
commander of the thirty horsemen who form my escort, and 
ride peaceably beside ray palaminin, wag « celebnited officer 
nnder the I'eishwah's j;overumeut, and fought most fiercely 
i^ainst the Ku^lish only eighteen ycfli's since. The tremendous 
character of these Mahrallas remains, though they are Hubdued. 
,AIy commander came to be Intioduccd to mc tliis morniug, 
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bnltzeDMl n-iUi gold. He liad « dark jiittinf; coimteitanoojefes 
fierce tiii<l prominent, moustitclio t>ln<^k a» jet, swonl ftlientlieil 
by hu side. This PooDali, ^ilb Aiimetliibad, was (>u« of the 
Bceoes of Uie Acute DegoUntioDs of the Ditkc of WeLUiigton iu 
1803. Kren at [treseut, no Mnbmtta i& allowed to go to 
Bombay witliout special li<>ence.'

Let deep, uniiffected, 
heatiitdt liitiniiity before Ood, silence, dread of iiiiniiui upplitusp, 
a wiilingnes.s to be unknown, a sole reference to the appro- 
batioQ of Ood tlie great linnl Judge, au independence of the 
frown or flutlcry of th« ixdigioiis world, be our eontjtunt aim. 
May all this increaRe in ii.s tJiis new year ; ininien.<t«]y difficult 
u each part of it in.' 



Dinne eerricc was performed at Kirkce tbie day : and five 
hundred soldiers cron-ded tlie inconvenient room ased for a 
church, and heard the Bishop prejich from Romans xii. I. 
Kegimentnl schools and libntrics were then inspected; hos- 
pitalx visited ; luid lb« sick n«infi)rtc<l. A site fyr ii cburch 
was also selected, and plans suggested for the building. An 
evening drire to Dapijorio, u country-house much vnlueil by 
the Cioveruor ut Bonibny, and much deprecated by the 
Government at home, and a small evening puxty. closed the 
second day. 

The third was given to PuoniJi, where a chui-oh stands well» 
and looks hiindsonie. \\'hen lii-at erected it vraa wondered at 
hy Uie natives of Central India. "What," they said, "have 
tlifi English really a religion ! This is the first outward sign 
of it tliat hiis yet reached oar eyes." The BIsIiop preached 
in it to an overflowing congregation. Other sermons followed 
day by day. and the impression made upon all chisscs was very 
Btriking. The cunfirwation followed, uiid put tlie seal to it. 
But what moat delighted the Bishop was the effect produced 
upon the two valuable men, who, at this time, tilled the 
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office of chaplains. lie held e&nteBt converae witii tliem 
on som« tiling whicli lie tliuufjlit miffbt be improved in the 
exercise of their spiriUial functions, and his BfFertionato 
exliortaUouD met mlh a gi-iitefal respouse, and produced u 
lasting ofTcct. 



Meanwhile the camp had be«n pitclied in the neighbour- 
boodf and all was now ready for the march to SlmlHli. On 
Jiuniary 4th, the Bishop, iwcompanied by Archdeacon Can-, 
his chaplain, captain, and doctor (and for a few days hy Si]' 
Joim Awdrj- nud the llev, Mr. Jauksou), coDiuieiiced hi:* patri- 
archal )if«. Two hundred and seventy pcraona accompanied 
bini, and formed n niotloy group of all rnnks nnd cHllinga. 
First cnme the Holdiera, liorse and foot — the fommr as a gitard 
of Itonour, but still calculated to render good scrrice— the latter 
Ail a derenec in a district full of thier«8. The commander of the 
horsemen has been ali-eady described. The men were in Btrict 
accord with him — wild and undisciplined Maliratt&i, full of &re 
and pride, Tliey received British pay, but cacli wore his own 
dress, provided liis own horse, and chose his own weapons. 
The di'C5K wan fiinctful. and computed of mingled colours of 
red. yt^Ilow, blue, and white, witli n timidl tnrbau KUt jaunUly 
upon the Lend : the horse was active, but full of vice, and 
incapable of long- continued service : the weapons consisted of 
a long gun, a spear, several swords, and pistols ad libitttm. 
TI1C8C truoperE served to carry moHsnges aiid prociura 
guides. 

The Sepnys, on the other hand, guarded tlie camp at night. 
Without such precautions in this port of India few could ettcnpo 
Wing pttliig*^^. A naked man, with hair shaved close, mid skin 
dark as the night, would glide beneath the cords, cut an 
opening in the cnnvas, and strip the tent. All would be 
conveyed away so tiilcutly and imperceptibly, that tlie inmates, 
however numerous, would be unconscious of tlie wrong till tlia 
morning Hght revealed it. Nay, inatances were common, of 
the very sheets of tlie bed being taken from audcr the sleeper. 
A tickling fouthcr snMced, witliotit aivnktng, to cause a reatlesa 
movement, and this admited of a pull. Then came a pause; 
after which the process was repeated again and again, till the 
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object was attained. And if from aiiysuddca cnusc the sleeper 
avakeji«i1, unci discovering, attpQiptt-d to soi/« tlie lliicf, a 
greased body, and n xhurp ilnjiger Gxed out«ide the «lbow, 
ensured escap*. A party who ramit across the Bishop's routa 
afforded au iU^^tnltiol^ vf till thiH. Tlicy asked to he uUoweJ to 
piicli their tentg cloite to his pitnrd of Bol<li«r3 for the better 
security. Tliey were willingly allaved to do fio : hut in the 
tnorning there came ii uR'saage to btg for clothes, since 
hnsband, wife, child, mid nurnte, hud b««n robbed of almost all. 

liut besides tl»e troopa thus needed for honour and for safety, 
each iudiridual of the Bishop's parly was provided nilh a 
faU set of bearers (for no relays were to be met with in these 
parte) for carryiug the pnlaaqniii, and running into stations 
for the Sundays : whilst each hnckery, elephant, camel, bullock. 
and pony, had one or more attendanlu, with wives and families 
accompanyiag them. 

Soon all things fell into order. Each person in the encamp- 
ment found Iu8 proper place, and moved on, day by day, 
without friction. Ijong before dawn tlio summons to ariae and 
depart was heard; and if the sleeper hesitated. tJie tttpping 
at his tent-pef^, and the collapge of the canvas covering, 
presaged a catastrophe. A cup of coDee was ready at hia call ; 
his hor^e stood at the tent-door ; one after another joined the 
single file, following the troopers and the gtiidp, and keeping 
close together, lest, from the high jungle on cithor side, a tiger 
should make his spring. Five or six miles were tlina slowly 
passed; and when the sun arosu, the Bishop finished the 
march of ten or twelve miles in his palanquin, and tlie others on 
the gallop. An-ived at the new encampment — a second set of 
teats, fac-simileii of those just left, stood pitched in the eoma 
extei-nal order as on the day before ; whilst the proper occu- 
pant, on enterinR, found Iiie table, chair, book, writing-east, 
and pencil arranged precisely as when sleep had cluai-d his 
eyes on the pre^-ioua night. Ail remained the same, but in 
another scene, and under another sky. 8onie hours after, 
the elepbaniB, camels, and cartit came up, bringing the tents 
and baggage. Then daily food was sought ; followed by the 
morning's quiet, the midday meal, the t^vening BtroU. 

Thus the Bishop marched through this part of India. It 
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will not be necessary to follow him step by sU-p ; but only to 
tUArk points uf iriUTcat tiitd importmicv as Umy ucvurreil. 



Tbc flrst lai'ge station ivnclicd was Alimediiiiggur, iiitcrcst- 
iDg, ns still liliowiug th« brcat'Ii mttdu in its stroitg n-nlU by 
Wellington's great giins. As Colonel WoUctiloy, he toolc both 
fort and tnwii ; »nd from fhenf« wpni niicl fought tlie battle of 
Ae»ayo. Ilniidsomc oantonmeiits for troopB, chiefly artillery ; 
biiii|^ii1ows pleasautly Bituatcd, and brig]it with flawera ; were 
aiT8ngi>^l outride tlio fort. Tho ohnpUin, Rev. J. Goode, waa 
aliKCiit ; but Mr. Jackson had hastened foririird to act on hut 
behalf. Schools, hospitals, libraries were nt once cxainiiied; 
two Hcrmoiis wore preached in the only room iivailablR, oo tlie 
Stimky; and a coiiflmmtinn van held with dinne service nn tlte 
Monday. The i^laimii of tlie Tfmpcraiice Society were also 
8tj"oii^ly nrgtnl. Tlic necessity of tlie case pompelled it in (his, 
and evfry ol3ier military nlation. Spirits, fiery in themselves, 
ami inflftmed stitl more by spices, are so clicap and so easily 
obtained in Iiidtn, tlml the temptation to many proves irre- 
sistible. In vain noble reading-rooms are bnilt, in vain large 
and intnrcxtiiig collections of books nre made : these suffice not 
to stay tlie plngite. The midday sun forbids (for the most 
part.) <'xriTi>ic in the oi>cn air. the long honr« pitsu slowly to the 
i()l{> man, tlic nuthori.sed allowance of RpiritR begets the taste 
anil suggests tbc rcsouixe, and the habit ourc began — the 
noble British soldier soon becomes n wreck. The Temperance 
Society offered itself as a pidliutive or remedy : the Bishop 
generally found Commanding officers anxious to secure his 
recommeodnUon of it to their Iruups: and, henceforth, it was 
ona fiiibject borne in mind during nil his visits. At Ahmed- 
Dujjgur his Appeal was very euccessfijl; and majiy at once 
came fond'arrt and took the recjuired pledge. 

Thus, hnving done his best, dtu'Lug four days, to leave a 
blessing beliind liim ; he passed on, and soon entered the 
lenitorics of the Xizam. 

lie was met by a large body of troops sent to the frontier to 
do liim honour; and was escorted by them to Am-ungabad. 
Ttii.t wa» tho famous city of Aurungzebe, a place of great 
wn and extensive commerce. It n-na esp«cially celebrated 



for the nianiifiicture of rich brociwle, and beetle-wing musUu : 
nud was &evet> miles in circmnfei-eiiee. Uiit th« Bpacc is greatly 
coiilracti'd. and the glory uU depiu'led. Auiidat heaps uf grasa- 
growD ruins, aud fragments of ftillen temiiles. one buitdiug of 
exceeding Itentity reniainn intact. It is the nmiisoleum of whitt) 
loarhlc, erected by Auxmigzobe to the memory of his favourite 
diia<;ht«r. Id its tApcrin^ miuarets, its fitultless domes, its 
noble arches, its exquisite proportions, its rich stu-rouiidiug 
foliage varied with running water, and its omainentnl inlprior, 
it rii-als the Tt^ Mnhal nt Agrn. TIio cnntonmenls of tlie 
Uritish OontingcDt were at some disttinco t'rnm Uic tonm ; and 
here the BUhop was received by Captain I'wemtow and bis 
aminble lady. Tlie nnmbfir of Tlnropeans did not execftd 
thirty. There tnui a tieut church luid burial-ground ; hut no 
chaplain, no diviue service, no observance of tlie SabbBth, nor 
any other Cbristinn ordinance. 



Before RiTine scr\-ice commenced on Suiidny morning an in* 
tercsting circnmstaneo occurred. A little group of natives stood 
-vritliiu the camp, Bcoliinjf pcrmiwsion to join the Clmstion con- 
gregiitioD on its a»ienibling, and n.<;king bnptism for their little 
onen. They recalled the nicmery of tho few in Israel, who bad 
not bowe<l tliv knee to Dual ; for tliough the Hiugle missionary 
station in the prosidency of Bombay (Nassuek) was not far 
distant, and its Chnrch MisHionary (Mr. Farrnr) had recently 
visited Uic ciimp, yet in bis work be bdd found lillle ciicourage- 
jiioiil, ajid made no converts. Whence, then, tins little com- 
pany, consisting of four men, six vomeD, atid Ave children, 
all professing and milling Uicmselves C'hristiiiiis? Th(?y had 
journeyed from tlie South of India, and had been originaEy 
Iloraaii Catholics. Bnt meeting an old Dutch woman from 
Ceylon, she had taught them a more excellent way. They 
separated tlicinsvlves at once from wliat they were coaviuccd 
was unsrrix>tunU and ciTcneous, and now held fast tlie faithful 
word. Two of them were servants to a military cflieer just 
appointed to Aurungnhnd; and being all related, and with a 
coinnton bond of anion, ibcy had refused tu ]>«rt, and had 
jouxneyed in company. Each Sunday tlieir custom was to 
meet and edify one another. They hud an Hiudtistiini prayer* 
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book, and lli« nulure of ita serric^s was singularly well-known. 
Hcwriiig uf tJie Biabopa airival, they sought bftptism for ihoir 
ohildreii. Queatioued on Uie subject of Die Ruchnrist., tliey 
Mud, wiUi much modesty, tli»t whntcvcr chuigo took place at 
coiutecratloii, they tbouglit the clonitDts rotaiiiod their sab- 
Bt«nce of bread and Trine. Inquired of ns to their moAa of 
performing divine service nmongst Uiemselves, they described 
a perfectly correct practice, which left out the Absolution wid 
the Uenediction, as appertaining, tiicy said, t» a miniater. 

The Bishop was dclif^'litt-d when this little group of respect- 
able, well dressed, and well instructed tjhristinns were brought 
to bis tent. He welcomed thejB to chnrch, udmilted them to 
Holy ComniuDion. und btiptised their chiKlnvn. 

About seventy p«niouii were aiisrmbled at the time of divine 
service, as previously ounouncvd : uiuoiigst whom were mingled 
Home Romiui Catliolivs and n few ht^athen. The effects pro- 
duced by the Bisliop's strunp and faitbfid words upon minds 
totally nnuucustomcd to bear the Guspcl, iiiid isolated from all 
Christiau communion, were diverse and curious. Some were 
quite alnnncd at henring idolitLry denounced and ClLn§tiaiiity 
proclaimed : — "^Vhatwill the Nixam say, uben ho hears of it?" 
Suck WAS their uiic-atsy iuquiiy. The old Colonel commandant 
bad no Riicb feni-K. But he hail not heoid a scnnou for twenty 
years, and was perfectly certain Lliat nil the Rishop said (the 
text waa " Walk in love," and tho sermon had been often 
preached in India) wnts directed personally againtit himself; he 
conseiiuently refused to ntlend chiircb iiguin, or to bid tlie 
Bishop farewell. Another oflieer, in authority, but of a differ- 
ent CJiat of uiiud, expressed the uliiiostitstouiKhment. " I came 
out," he said, "as a boy of fifteen. J have been many years 
in India, and have been to&sed hither and thitJier. X have been 
stationed here some years aud Imre not heanl a sermon preached. 
I never beard such words delivered willi such power. I bad no 
iden in my mind of such manly eloquence. 1 cannot express 
my feelings." 

"Whilst the Holy Sncnuneul was administered, it was piduful 
to see the effect of long disuse. Mlien the sentences were read 
and the usual alms solicited, none knew what was wante<l. 
none were prepared ; and though a noble sum was aflerwanls 
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sent, die whispered explanation, made necessary at the time, 
«onld meet with no respotise. 

Tliis totnl forgetfulness of Cliurcli customs and Christian 
duties, was not a, siiigiilar instance. Aiiotlier lun)* be mentioned 
liere, Uiuiigh not occurring at this time or place. The Bishop, 
whilst eontinuing his visitation, had halted, and pitched his 
tcuti nenr tlie open honse of a civilian. He vns nn Englishman 
of high fHinily aud good repute, but far eeparated, by liia 
location, from all Uhristinn associations, and Christian usages. 
By the Ilishop's side at breakfast, liis Bible and s few other 
books, were ntwaya placed ; and, as was his wont, he asked 
permission to have family prayers, when the meal was ended. 
Receiving a tacit, though somewhat wondering asRcnt, he began 
ta read and to expound : but whilst doing no, the hookah iu his 
host's mouth was not withdrawn: the vigorous smoking still 
went on. The Bishop said nothing and took no notice ; but 
when the reading was concluded, and all knelt down for pmyer, 
uid the drawing of tJte smoke and gurgling of tlie wuter still 
eonliiuied, lio was obliged to stop aud sny that tltcy were pray- 
ing to God, aud that such conduct nas itrevcrcut and improper. 
Then, with unfeigned surprise, the hookah was Uid aside, and 
the knees bent. The yoiuig man evidently thought the Bishop 
wag doing some strnitgc t}iiug, in which he had no cnnceni. 
Such is the elfect of a total suspension of Chri»Lian ordinances ! 
Uov important then tlie elTect of a visitation such as this, to 
keep alivf the flickering flauie, and fcod it witli pure oil. 

Wlien thu Bishop li-ft Anrmigabad, he eonieBtly exhorted tlic 
resiitonts to meet encb Snnday in Ood'ti house, to offer up the 
prayers he marked, and read tlie Ronnoiia he provided. lie 
also memorialised the Govemmeut that tui application should 
be made to the Nizam to deftly the expenses of an occasional 
visit from a chaplain to the Christian ofHcers in his employ. 
When thiH was referred, however, to tlic Govcmor-Ocucml, th« 
AQswur was lliat "it would form nn inconvenient precedent." 
" Ah." said the Bishop, when he heard it, " our Government is 
tin-Christian, and anti-Christian still." Aud thus those few 
sheep were left alone in the wilderness- 

Proceeding northwai-da, the fortrosscs of Dowlatabad and 
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Asseerghiir were viitited with woiidfi', and no spot of interest 
wfts ]iaHKet1 iiiiiioliced. The Emperor Anruiigzelje's tomb, at 
Kowsaj*. btautifiU in its simplicity ; tliw Ajutileh Pass, with iu 
niorToUuiis fresco caves : Boorhampoor, ou the riTer Tapte« : 
Ittiairafa, with its terrible jungle, breatlung pestilence, and 
harbouring tigers : MundUiiBar, eiglit (le^9(>8 hotter tbitn nny 
other part of ludiu, with oi%iigeii«8 yiclcUiig fruit of cuucen- 
trntcd 8woetne!(8, and peaa growing elev(>ii feet high : — nil tJiese 
nnd many other fiunous Eipots were visited in pitsaing ; and on 
Saturday moniiuft. Feb. Hlh. aftorlcaviug the cmnp, and mnkiDg 
A ditk run of thirty mile» u-ltli his cha|tliuii, the Bishop entei'ed 
the large frontier military stAtion of ^Ibotr. 

The Presidency of Bombay was now cliaiiged for the Presi- 
dency of BeDgnl. Archdeacon C'aiT returned. The regulations 
of tlie Bervice required that the raplain of the escort should be 
supei'SGded. Many of the Bombay servanta also begfied their 
dismissal. So tlmt a " fresh departure '' hnd to be taken, and 
a cDtintry, mBtiifestly iinpopulnr, to he entered on. I^Iere also 
a lettor from Biahop Currie was received, deprecating any 
furlher progress iu adTnuce, liiiitiog at serious dangers, and 
recommending a return. But if there was an uni^cttlcd country 
before, there waa tlie unhealthy jungle behind, wlierp several of 
the camp followers had niysteriously disappeared, and all Uie 
pArty, except the Bi.shop, bad seriously suQei'ed from repented 
fevers ; there seemed also no reason why n plan deliberately 
arranged and uudertaken should be clinuged : the Bishup was in 
perfect health : he was where he hud proposed lo be, and iit the 
time appointed ; if tlie visit round tliis port of India could not 
be accomplished now, it never could. On the whole, it was 
detemiiiied to ]>ersevere in the original desigu; modifying it 
only so far that by a nipid d&h run, in and out, more tiuiQ 
might be given to the suecvssive Htiitions, and the progrc»« of 
the camp be uninterrupted. The Bishop'it oim comment is as 
follows ; — 



' 'i*ho Bishop of Madras Ims sent me an eam<>st cutrcaly to 
return to Calcutta by Bea from Bombay, nnd not rentiirp the 
Jourticy to Delhi and the lulls. But hr this I lose all the 
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advantage of the last three taoDlb». I tuiTi back upon my 
Htcps before any uleqiiate cause appears. I leave the I'pper 
Pruvinccft to \>c risited &ome other time with increnReil riek and 
iucoavenience. All here, however, wilh whom 1 eousult, so 
fully agree, tfaat I am fiuite at ease inforo conseitntia. and have 
resolved to go on, whatever Providence may appoint for me. I 
am witli God.' 



At Mhow, tliB Bialiop was entertained in the bouse of the 
Rev. J. Bell, tlic chnplmn. Two sermons were preached in 
the church on Sundny. ViHits were rcc(^ivcd ; and hospitals, 
schools, libraries inspected on Monday. I'lie consecralion of 
the church, uiid imotbtr Mcrmou, occupied the Taesday: — tlie 
olTere<l service of a body of Freemasons being willingly tul- 
milted. The (;oiifirnittticin was held on Wednesday moniing : 
aiid io the cvuniug, the Biahop and hia party piiid a short visit 
to Indorc, the residence of tlie Ftolkar of llit; ilay :• — tho term 
llulkar. bein^ a designation, like that of Pharaoh in the ohlun 
time, aad Bignifyiug that the seal upon the muatmd apper- 
tained to one whose family were of " Hoi," h vJIbige in tlic 
Deccan. In the noble house appropriated for the llc»idaacy, 
the Bishop was most ngreeably entertained by Mr. Bax and 
his lady ; and enjoyed las intercourse with hostH bo cheerful, 
abloi and experienced. On the Friday, English service was 
arranged for ii little conipuiiy of eight, and tlie Holy Sacrament 
WM administered to nil kneeling round tlie same table, and 
joining in the p oat-communion. The service was sweetened 
by ita rarity. 

Hnny Holkai- Iield a Durbar to reeeive Uie Bishop with 
due honoTir. A Ultle before Buiiset, the pai-ty proceeded to Uie 
town and palace, on 6vu huge clupliauts, covered with most 
gorgeotiH trappings, which had been sent for Iheni. Swniina 
of Mahrntta cavalry were in atleuduuce, eouimfiadcd by one 
of Holkar's sons. The proccssiou waa charactcrhied by ull 
sorts of frantic demonstration* — the shonts of the people, tlie 
galloping of horses, firing nf pistols, and cloudtt of dust. The 
armed camels formed a striking feature in it. On the back 
of each, a swivel gim in miiunti.'(l. niid when calm, they march 
in ranks. But now, whetiier pai-taking of the excilcnu'nt or 
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firightened at it, they defied alike their riders and ttieir nose' 
bits, Aud were gitUopIng wildly over tlie plain. A gaUoping 
csmel ia n strange »ight. In vftin the rider ptills bnck the 
head and lays it on the hump ; tlie animal t^till piiniue» his 
hendlong, or rather headlesH career. Nothiag brings tiim to 
his Benses but fierce hlowH upon th« uostriU thus brought, 
within the rcnuh of the rider. liong avcnuvs led into the town. 
Wild peacocks were grouped upon the trees, snd hunting leopards 
chained to many of the doors ; the populace poured out into 
Htreets strait and wide, from bouses handsome and well- 
built, by thousands and tens of thousands. At lengtJi the 
I'alHce was reached, nnd at the top of a narrow and somewhat 
shabby staircase, llolkar received his guests, sliook bands, and 
led them to the Durhar. In this case uo scats were pro%-idcd, 
and all wore obliged to sit as best they could. ConversatioD 
was rapid ; and was enlivened, but not interrapted by music 
aud dancing. In about half an hour, all rose to leave. 
Then followed the bedizcnmeut witli flowery wreatlks aronnd 
the head, neck, and wrists; which was smiled at and sub- 
mitted to, as a matter of etiquette. But the Bishop winced 
when llolkar rubbed a whole handful of oily attar over the front 
of his beet dress-coat, and was evidently in deeper when the 
anointing was followed by a shower of rose-water. In vain 
he aflerwai-da rubbed, and was robbed: the visit to llolkar 
cost bim a suit of clothes. The Yizier was more mvrriful to 
bis Buite ; and a little persuasion averted the compliment 
But all alike bore off the wreaths of flowera ; and on arriving 
at the Residency presented auytliing but a clerical appCHrance. 

The next day, bidding farewell to his kind friends, and. 
speaking a word on behalf of the *" I-ord's day," and the " not 
forsaking the abscmbling of them^lves together ;" the Bisliop 
returned to Mbow, Kud after prettching again on the Sunday, 
aud addresmng the nsst^mbled station on Tarioun important 
topics, concluded hia visit on the Monday, ajid rejoined the 
camp, ainid«t a fleri^-e storm tliat permitted uo further move- 
ment for two days. 

The young NawHub of Jowrah, came out to the camp to call 
upon the Bishop and pay bis respects. He was a child of 
about eight years old, and the Bishop gave him Hententiously 
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some good adrice. " My Lord," said llie old prime minister 
Hitting by. "the words you speak are f^arla and diamonds 
droppJDg from yoar moutb." 

After Eteveriil marches, a forced run -waa made for Xeeinucb, 
tlie second larg« station ou this frontier. A gr«at danger wa« 
incurred, and but just eaca|)ed. A band of two buudrcd 
marauderfl bad attacked tbe bazaar at Keemucb tliu dny 
before, carried off eigUt thousand rupees, and after a fierce 
flgbt, left many duad behind tliem. As they rushed from 
Neemucb raaddened witb rage, they iimtied the Uitdiop, unac- 
compauied by any one except his chnplain, by three hours only. 
Tbe ti'oops of the Nawaub bad accompanied him for the first 
half of the journey as being dangerous, but had Ivft bim for 
th« last half aa being sale. Ho was "with God" however; 
and was preserved. 

Tbe course pursued at Xcemuuh and Nussfrcmbod, tlic next 
station nsitcd, did not matorinlly cliA'ur from tliat puntiicd nt 
Mhow, and ucod not be narrated. As the Bishop advanced 
he obtained a better iDait,'ht into the ron! state of mornlta 
amongst tlie Europeans. He did not know alt ; but he knew 
enough to give htm pain ; and to put an edge to Itis dis- 
courses. He endeavoured to raise the tone of religion and 
morality everj^ahere ; and to find employment for those who 
were well-disposod. Old plans of usefulness were revived, 
and ntw ones suggested. The hands of the Chaplains were 
tttreuglhened, and irregularilies checked. At one of tlieae 
distant stations he foim<l llie Chaplain just preparing to read 
prayers for a Presbrterian minister, who had announced his 
arrival and exproeaed a willingness to preach. It was not 
In thi» case the result of nn advanced liberality ; hut sprang 
from ignorance, and an inability to say " No." This was not 
an isolated instance ; and the recurrence of it was checked 1>y 
a general ctrcnlar to the clergy. 

The Deccau. Malwa, nnd Can<lei5h, had now been passed 
ihroujjh, an<I Rajpootaiia was entered on. The countenances 
and general bearing of the natives were entirely changed. All 
irore au air of complete independence. Each chief dwelt in 
bis own castle, leant mi his own arm, and carried his own 
sword. Nothing but England's power kcfit tlic puact;. Many 
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a slronghtild was paused where stores of nrms were kq>t, uud 
long Tovrs of liorsva titooil totbcrcd. Yet iJl professed iuiio- 
c*nc« Mid honesty. One Killedftr, to whose emtle the evening 
walk had led. name out and saluUid tlie Bishop, mid Bccoui> 
pauivd lum back to Uie camp, lioldiug liis liuud. A crowd 
of fotlovrers oame behind, and a bard went before, tunging his 
master's prnises. I'lie KUledai' van bewailing hi» pabt bad 
fortune : " I have bud uo luck in Ufc ; but uon- Uiat I have 
tonched aiid lielil tli«^ Lurd Rahib'» liiuid, I shall be pi'ottper- 
OUB." He was a true Kajpoot ; Btoiit nnd tail, with an 
immeDSe black beard and u)uu(itiicli(>, trained upwards. He 
went, 00 recoiuitiu^ hi& good deeds nnd hi» good repute. 
" Yee," Kaid one of tlie Suirarit, who walked close to tlie 
Bialiop: — "Oh yes; no doubt you ore a very innooettt, and 
a very honest man ; but there nrc many sad rogues about 
these ports, and tJiey give it ii bad rei»ute." " That is exacily 
it," sitid tlic Kilk'dar; " tltere are and rogues about, and 
through theui, I, though a ({uod man, get & bad name. I do 
not deserve it. but nhat can I do ? The outside of the fort 
is not mine." " True;" said the Suwar, " what can yon do ? " 
and then showed bis own private opinion by refusing to admit 
any hoiU into the camp. The bard alone was kept for bin music's 
siUie ; but be caused wcoriiicsa, and was soon dismissed. 

The lungiiiriceiit reniains of Chittorc had been thoroughly 
examined; also Duuaira and Dabhih ; and now AjiiK-rewiu 
visited — a city diiigin{{ to Ibe mountuin sidL-, and thmrlshing 
under British prolection. It is supplied witli most sweet 
water fi'om a noble tank or lake, on Uie banks of which 
a hundred f^hftts, mosques, and eouulry palaces, produce 
a most superb effect. One of tlie lioliL-at spots in India, 
to which Ackbar in the height of hia glorj-, paid tliirleen 
pilgrimages from .\gra. is at Ajmere ; but certain conditions, 
such as putting olT the sho^a. beinr; insisted on, the Bishop 
rcfusi-d to vi«(it it, A singular Jain Temple however : — the 
interior full of lofty slender columns, elaborately wrought, and 
supporliug (graceful arches : — the exterior carvi-d and ennohed 
witli Arabic inficriptions from the Koi-an, inspii'ed admiration, 
though standing in the jitiigle, and falling into ruins. Such 
are the wonders of India when the beateu track is left ! 
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The Bisliop next approached Jj-epore. It was a powerful 

id independent slate, rendered notorioua by a tragedy then 
nire in Indin, but now, alns, onlr too fnmiliftr. One dny the 
R«Bident, whilst in tlie act of mounting his elephant, nfter 
attending the Duxbur, whs cut down, and three severe woigida 
inflicted on him. Before tiie fonl pur[io8e could be aecom* 
phshed however, dclivcninci; vamv. The murderer was seized, 
ftiid the Besideiit, Miijor Alveit, was hidden in a palanquint 
and hurried off by hin citaff; hut one gaitant young cinliau, 
foremost in tlie rewne, who had impnidentlr lin^er^d behind, 
yna surrounded by an iKnoraut and excited mob, and killed. 
Troops from Niiitseerabad were summoned on the inmtftnt; and 
the anger of the British Government hmigUIte adiuk thunder- 
cloud over the city for many niontlis. %vhilHt the matlt-r wus 
investigated. The liftjnlk was but a child, and the Ma-jee, or 
Queen-mother, was supposed to be puillJesR. The Prima 
Minister was the person accused and arrested ; for liow could 
such on attempt be utaile iu the very precincts of the pHloce, 
where he was nuprerae. without his cognisance? And yet the 
inqniry proved him to bi^ imiocr>nt. The whole woa tlie plot 
of an ex-miuistcr to displace antl nun a sucncssfiU rivfd. The 
attack was planned hy him, and the ii!tKA»:<iin hired, in order that 
bis ri^'nl might be imphcated and removed, and he himself 
restored. Siinh ore the means for bringing about a change of 
Ministrra In India 1 

This being satisfactorily proved, it was necessary to reinstate 
the accnaed but innocent Rawul in office : and Uie proseuta- 
tion of the Bishop to the Ma-jee, in Durbar, was deemed a 
fitting occasion. 

On March If^lb, the Bishop and his suite were conducted to 
the 0urbar on elephants and horses. One eighth part of the 
city, full of noble biiildings, was covered by tlie pnlace. which on 
this occasion was thrown open for inspection and refre.thmenl. 
Court after court, and chamber after chamber, were examined. 
All WHM paiiitiii;;, niosaic-work, and marble. One court wait 
devoted to astronomical ohKcrvations, luid wits filled with huge 
erections and transit instruments. In the gardens were 
temples, fonntiuns, and mimmer houses of all descriptions, 
abaded with trees, and gny with flowering shrubs. Inclined 
TOk It. a 
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pl&nea (no stairs) led up firom story to story of the princiiud 
bailditig, till Uie Huinmit was roacbed, aud a view of tlte whole 
city obtained. Even the Knrem was opened for inspection, 
the inuiateit hnving for tlte inoiueut been reinored elsewhere. 
Their rooms were small, bat adorned with talc, stained gluss, 
autt Riding. The usuiil attendants iccompnnied the party, and 
led thcui liuoUy to a garden-house where brealtfoat vrus pre- 
pareil. Tables were spread near a small reservoir of water, 
round which arched cloisters ran. and in which fountains of 
red water played. After breakfast the llishop bcgiui to read 
Hflhcr'H aecount of his visit to Jvepore, and as he i^-nd, each 
pluee was recognised. The palace and scenery were still tlie 
snme; tlie figures in the forefp-ouud only had been changed. 
For now a gi^up o^ women gathered in the cloisters ; and 
whilst the sun glittered on their spangled dresses, the Unkllng 
of little silver hells apoii tlicir feet harmonised u'ith the clear 
voice and sweet notes of a sioging child, and mingled with the 
falling waters of the fountain. The whole constituted a fairy 
scene, widely diverse from past life and its realities ! 

Soun in another npartineut of the Kamo gardeu-bousp, huge 
beiu-dcd men, the lords of Jyepoor, with bwoixI and shield, 
began to assemhle, and were introduced by toms to the 
Bishop. 

'They were,' he says, describing what passed, 'in most 
splendid dresses, each with his round shield, sword, and dagger. 
I begged to look at one of their shields; they made me a 
present of it instantly. I replied that I was a minister of 
pence; end, taking out my Orrek TiKstament, and handing it to 
them, said. " that is my shield." They turned over the sacred 
pages with curiosity and 8uri>rise. I then showed them tliQ 
pictures in one of Heher's Joiu-nals (vol. 2nd), and my little 
book of maps. They wished to see London. I opened the 
" World," and placed my pencil on it I then spread out a map 
of India, and pointed out 'lyepore. I then gave them a sheet 
of paper filled with texts from the New Testament, written in 
HindustAui, but they could not read the character.' 



The Durbar opened about noon. It was held in a large 
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room, liuiig round witli fiilk purdaliH of rich coloars nnd divers 
pslterus. A tliick ciirpct overspread the floor, od which all 
sat croas-lepged and co\en:-<l. 

Tlie Ma-jee, as a female, did Dot «F>p<-ar, but conversed 
tlirougb some tcaaU circular holes iii tii« wall of iteparatioD. 
Her voice was low, but clearlj- heard, as she expresucd lo 
Major Alves her joj at his recovery, fuid her grAtitude to the 
British people for saving her oountry from confusion. Shs 
also, with many complinienlaiy cxpressioDB, coiigrutulated the 
Bishop OQ his safe anival, and bade biiu welcome. 

The Dorbar now began to fill ; for, lieretuforc, it had been 
R private audience. As the Rujpoot chiefs appeared one by 
one, theii' nwiies were called out by the niaster of the cere- 
monies, who greeted each in the sovereign's name with a 
"Maban^ah, salaam!" All were qtlendidly attired. About 
Bfty of the highest runic were seated, and about two hundred 
etood behiud. The Ma-Jee now spoke only to en eunacb; 
whispering compUuients, which were repeated in her name. 
Suddenly a filu of mt^n apjxi'arod, bt^ai'ing larttc tmvs full of 
rich prcscntM of jcwellory, casliuiere shawls, rnrc muslins, nnd 
Indian curiosities. Five were luid before the Bi»hop, tfaree 
before his chaplain, and two befAre the doctor and captain ; 
and it was announced, in addition, that an elephant wuJted the 
Bishop's acceptance at the gate. It need scarcely be mid that 
ejefl sparkle^} somewhat at the sight, and that there would have 
bocD very little difliculty in accepting these offerings of good 
mil on the part of those at whose feet they were laid. But the 
Resident interposed, aud in their names begged to decline the 
gifts. "Such WT4S the castora," he said, " amongst the English. 
The Honourable Company declined all gifts." The Ma-jce was 
hurt; and imtautly replied, with reasoning which seemed 
remarkably cogent to all concerned, that the Bishop was not 
ft servant of the Company, and not, tUerofore. bound by their 
rules ; and that it was an offering to him simply as a holy 
man. Btit the Besident ^aslirin: tray after tray was rcmovod 
out of sight: and tlie elephant never carried a BiKhop ! 

The iuBlallation of tJie Kawul followed. Jewels were ku8- 
pended from bis turban, an unkar, or sharp instrument used to 
drive elepliunta, was placed upon bis shoulder, nnd n sword 
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vns gmled to his side. A long li»t of pi-eeenta made to bim 
were eaumerated ; and he litmself presented in retuni. a nuzzur 
or offering of gold mohui's — reliring from the preseuce nfler 
hnving dono so witli lotv salaams. TLe Durbar then broke up. 
and all retired lo the garden-temples, till Uie selling sua allowed 
of moTements homewards. 

The next day the Giahop was called to see a lioclj- of Tlings 
— those Indian marderers, once hidden in darkneRs, but now 
brought to light. Out of a large body in custody, four were 
called forth, and the Bishop questioned one of tlieui, a mild 
looking aged man. " I have bten a Thug," he said, " for thirty 
Tears. It wns my kisinut — my fate. Hsd I been born a car* 
penter, I shonH have built honses and made tables : but being 
bora a Thug, I robbed and murdered. I had no idea of its being 
wrong, though 1 think so now. It was my profession, and I fol- 
lowed it as soldiers do. Our goddess guides and protects us. 
She tells as when and where to act. Sometimes we kill seventy 
at ft time ; sometimes ten or twenty. The bodies are plundered, 
and then buried. It is a son-owful thing to us when wo happen 
to kill people who have no money. Formerly, we used to 
plunder first, and kill after. Bat we found it more quiet, and 
comfortnlilc, and safe, to kill first, and run the risk of plunder 
I have killed about three hundred men, woiUGii, and cliildreo 
myself. M'omen and children are all the same. If I was set 
free now, I uliould not resume tho practice. I h»\'c done 
with iL" 



Some of the party were anxious to see the process ; and 
when the Bishop had retii'ed. one Thug was asked to exhibit it 
upon another. But their prineiples forbade this. A Hindoo 
serrant therefore was sent for, and consented lo the experiment. 
He sat down on Uie floor, and one of the Thugs «it opposite, 
holding him in conversation. After a while, when he appeared 
intorostcd. his attention wn« directed to the window by some re- 
mark upon the weather. Ife looked up. In au iiistant the Thug 
standing behind him, twisted a eluth tight round iiift niM.-lc, 
threw hiia prostrate on his face, knelt on bis back, and was 
gtrangling him ! E very one prewnt involuntarily nuhed forward 
to the rcticuo : and tlie man arose, shaking himself, and grinning 
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ft veiy ghAStly smile ! He was black in the fttce, and evidently 
lltought tite nmttfir had bei^t airrifid ijuitv fui- eiiuugli. 

Under the tigilance of th« Brtlisb Government, tlic whole of 
tills Htrociuus syatvm. grafled ujioii » religion oiice called 
iunocvul HJuU mural, vma ilyiii}; out. Iluudrcdii ul"rhug&, proved 
goiltj of murder, bit<l been ulrmuly executed. UundrviU more, 
where proof bad fiiiled, wore Iiebl in eustody. The names of 
hundreds mon;, undcttcttd and at large, were accurately known 
and registered. Colonel Sleemun, to whom the suppression 
WM iutnisteil, tiever slex't. Kvc■r^' movement was wMtobcd &iid 
every iiuiipiciuu!> circtuiiKtatice noted. To leave one Thug at 
liberty, was to perpetuate the system; for it had the power of 
self- prod ue lion cvurywhdrCr and one Thug could iiiitjatu 
hundreds. So secret, so stealUiy was the system, that the 
sen-ant waiting upon his Kumpean ma&ter, obedient, gentle, 
coarteous, might be a Thug in disguise. A rising inclination, 
or a call from a coinpaiiion, would bring him to bis master to 
ask for leave of nbttcnce for n while — hia "wife was sick" — or 
his " father was dead ;" any excuse would ser%'e fur the preda* 
tory and murderous excursion. And tUeu when tlic time for 
Lift rettu'u liud arrived, be would appear agniii as obedit-iit, 
gentle, courtooas, as before, with the bluud of hundredti perhaps 
on bis hands nnd heart. Surely the dark places of the eiiith 
are fall of tbe hubitatioos of crudty I The more heatheuifioi is 
knowu, the worse it appears; and tlic louder is the call upon 
Christians to come to the help of tlie Lord against the mighty. 

It is easier to relate these incidents of travel, than to convey 
Bcorret-t impression of tlie powerful inlluonce produced by the 
visits of tlie Bishop to tlieite diolant and isolated spots. The 
daily morning and evening prayers, with expositions of the 
Scriptui-es — the conversation always directed with a view to 
edification— the earnest discourses iu the pulpit or the chair, 
never more tender, aimple, uud iuipres&ive, Ibuu when two or 
three only were gathered together — the suuciion given to the 
performance of divine semce by eome one in every station who 
feared God mid eschewed evil — the suggestions made for the 
continuance of family devotions a^er he bad left — the present 
of books, either his own works or some others calculated tx> 
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inq^MBB ihe mind or raise the lone of piety : — all these were the 
results following csoli visit. Tbu impression in many cases 
may have been transient ; but in many it vas abiding, tmi all 
knew and confessed that tbero lind been n proi>hM amotif'rt iLem. 
When the tone of piety tliroiigliout the land was low , it was 
raised ; when error entered and began to spread, it was checked. 
The silent influence of twenty-hvc yeara of fiorriee such aa 
this, is incalculable. The " day" nlonc can doclaro it. 



After performing divine scrvico both in the Residency st 
Jyepore. and in th*? cantonments, on Sunday March aOth, the 
Bi^ho]) hastened to join the camp, which }iad come up and 
passed OD. The season was advancinj;, the heat was increasing, 
and forced nutrchen were adopted; so that on Sivturday, March 
26th, Delhi was in sight. " .\fler a journey" snyt? tJie Bishop 
"of eighty-nine days, of which fifty-one were, in part, spent at 
the different stations, and tliirty-eight wholly in traveUiog, I 
came this morning within sight of the domes and minarets of 
Delhi. The distant view very much reseiDhled that of Oxford 
from tlie Baiibury road. A near approach, however, dissipated 
the delusion, as it displayed the lofty city witlU, in excellent 
repair, stretching as far &s the eye could reach. We entered 
the fortifications at about seven o'clock nfter fifteen hours dak ; 
Hiicl most uupoHing was llie grandeur of Uie mosques, palaces, 
and mnnKiouK of the ancient uionnrchy of tJie world. The red 
stone of which many of the buildings arc eoufltructed, is very 
beautiful. The wide streets, the ample ba/aars, the shops with 
every kind of elegant wares, the prodigious elephants used for 
all purposes, the numerous native carriages with noble oxen, the 
children bedizened with finery, the vast elevation of the mosques, 
fouutaius and caravanserais for travellers, thp canals full of run- 
ning wat^r raised in Uic midst of tlie streeta; all gave me au 
teipresaion of the magnificenceof a city which was once twenty 
miles square, and counted two millions of inhabilanta. May 
God bless the hundred and thuty Christians, out of the hundred 
and thirty Uiousand llindoos and Mahometans now constituting 
the population." 

But the plan marked out for the Bishop did not contemplate 
any stay at Delhi on this occasion. It was to be visited on the 
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retom jouraejr from the lulls ; and thei-e was ODly a halt qow 
on the Sunday before Easter, and an address to Uie few Chris- 
tiains residing at tiie civil station ionu» raileit without the city 
waiifi. That halt gave rise to the foUowLtif* i-cllcctiooft : —

'It nas on Ibis duy in 1632, that I became Bushop-elect of 
this awfullv responsible See. As I enter on Uik fiflli yenr of 
my SAcred office, I would desire to hinnble mi,-x<.'lf b«foro my 
God and SnWour for hiii uutmiiibt>red meiTiDS. The very fact 
of Imviag pcrfonimd a lund jmimey of twelve hundred miles 
tfaraugh Uic aio«t disturbed notivp proTiiice8> witb changes of 
tflmperfltnw often cxeot-ding J0° within twonty-four hour*, and 
exposure in tenls nnaroidably perilous. 6[)eaks the i^ooduesii of 
God. I have been reading over, as is my annual custom, my 
notes made in 18!)S, and Htibttequeiit yenr», und tliv Consecralion 
Service, in order to affect my mind with these mercies ; and in 
order also to Icuru penitential xonow and shame for my count* 
less defects, sins and provotatipas, and that I may seek for 
more oracr for Ihn short and nnrcrtniu period of remaining 
service, that " Christ may be glorified in ray body" somewhat 
more this yi^ar " whether it be by life or by'death." 

'Publicity, cxtcriml duties, talk, misrepresentation, relianoe 
C»u an wrin of tU-sh, the opinions of men. party spirit, divisions, 
fear of human judgment, eeculftrily. worldly mindedncss, are 
amongBt the evils 1 would most desire to shnn. And I would 
learn retirement, internal duties, silence, reliance on the appro- 
bation of God, frankness. Irutli. integrity, simplicity, spintuali^, 
deadness of heart to the world and the creature. submisMon 
under the cross, union with Christ, preparation for " thatday." 
Amen, Amen.' 



To spend the remainder of Passion Week, Good Friday, and 
Easter, witb the four tliousond Ctirittliaua at Meerut was now 
earnestly desired ; but a heavj- storm of rain on the Sunday 
night mado tlie atlempl perilous. The whole country was 
under water, and the coutcuts of the palanquins, curried 
through the swollen streams on tlie bearers' heads, were 
saturated with water. Meerut, however, was reached at ten 
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o'clock ou Tuesday morniug, aud ibe «xcellcut ChaplniiiR 
were *l once called to confereace. Two line regiments of 
Kiiropeaii Ciivalry, iho 1 1th Pragooiis, noti llie Buffs, IkjskUs 
uifuiitr^' rcgimoiit« aiul n large body of ntitivo tioopi^ were 
stflUoQed ttt Meerut. Their parndo grounds, the bnrmcks coii- 
Slitting of long rons uf bungntons nith Yemudalis, the Bcliools. 
hos|>itu]s, luid hbnu'ivs vtarv moiit cuiupletv. Sir Dnvid 
Xiineoes was lo command, niid the Rev. Mr. Proky niid Mr. 
AVliitiag were chnplnins. A noble cluirrh, with deep gnllerica. 
er«ctud iii 1531, and cousecrated by CUhd)! Hcber iii 16S1, was 
capable of accommodating nearly two tliousitud pcrsou^. The 
Bishop longed to communicate to tliem some " spiritual pft," 
and he spared no labour. The "progi-ainme of the Visitation 
was eoou tuTanged. Dach day the church w»8 opened for 
morning prayers; each dny the Blfthop expounded iJie Holj 
Gospel, with much tendeniess; and each day more tlian two 
liundrcd persons assembled to receive the word at litis mouth. 
On Good Friday and Easter Day, tho whule body of the 
military thronged the spacious church. Such a sight called 
forth all the Bishop's powers. To arrive in time, he had far 
outstripped the camp, and his sermons were all left bcliind j 
but he mndc fresh ones on each occasion, inorv suitable, 
perhaps, because written under present impressions Meeinit 
was full of isickne.S8 and full of sad hearts, and deep sympathy 
liad been aroused for one of tlio chaplains into wlios« house 
death had again and again entered. As three dear children 
were in quick succession carried to their burial, Uie hearts of 
all were moved, and prepared to receiTC the word when the 
Bishop on Kaster Day addressed his crowded audience from 
1 Thesa. Iv. U, 11, and spoke of the" Child of sorrow consoled 
by the fact, tlie benefits, and the prospects of the Kesurrcctiou." 
It was hard to decide which was the most affecting sight: — 
when hundreds were melted into tears in the gn-al eongrefi;a- 
UOD under the power of his appeals; or when, tlie public 
aervicc euded, he went into the house of mourning, and read 
bia sermon onov again to the bereaved and weeping mother !

vaats oil JEastor Day was one hundred and twenty. The 
ereiiing Mrviops, though voluntary as it respected the 
Hltenduucc of Lhe troap», nud though the Bishop did not 
preoob, were hirgvly attended; an<l oa East«r Moiidjiiy aad 
Taeftday tii« iiitcri'^t continued unabated. 

On Wednewhiy the Bishop prcachL^d ia a pretty missionary 
chajKl, huilt by the Begum Samroo, and under the pburf^o of u 
cat^cbivt nninud Itichards. On this occa&ion aeveuly natives 
were baptised and confirmed. 

On Thursdiiy divine service njis celdbrat^^d on occasion of the 
coaMcraliuii of a new buiial-grouud ; and oii Friduy one 
hundred sick soldiers Trerc visited in hoBpital, addresaed 
tetidprly, nnd prayed for. The Ruts schoola of the Dragoons 
and BuH'm wtre also examined. 

Oa Saturday, two honrs were spent amongst the native 
Cbristiatie, and two hours raore in eamost and anxious con- 
ference with lhe chaplHliis — tbc mind of one having been long 
harassed with conscientious scruples 00 various Church 
que«tions. 

Every interval of time between these public duties wa9 filled 
up with receivini; visitors nnd reluming visits: amougst the 
former appe&re<1, to the Bishop's great pleasure, Captain 
Thomas, the son of liis old controversial adversary, Arch- 
deftcon Thomas, of Bath. 

This accumulation of duty proved too much, and when the 
following Sunday morning's sermon had been preached to, if 
possible, a krger andiencc thnn ever, and the Sunday ader- 
nooQ*6 Kennoii to the natives in their Missionary Chapel, the 
Bishop fell ill. 

His iikilful doctor was happily at hand, and by his directions 
every engagement was relinquished, the (by of departure 
postponed, and perfect quiet enjoined. By God's blessing, the 
illueas proved temporary and pasted away, but nothing more 
was done. Nor was it necessary. The desired impresaiou was 
produced, and his labour hud not been iuvuiu in the Lord. The 
prayers with which ev«rythm(; liad been begun, contiimed, and 
ended, seemed to be at once heard and answered. The whole 
tone of religion was raiaed, and its inBucncc seemed to pervade 
all minds. Even in the social intercourse of every day much 
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kindly feeling was elicited ; and the splendid entertainmente 
given by the BufTn aud Dragoons at tlieir respective meB«' 
rooms were rendered subservient to cdiGcutiun by the addresses 
delircrcd. At do ntatiou biUieiio visited, Imd n larger blessing 
been voucJisiifod. 



'I look bock,' tlie Ci&Iiop says himself, 'on tbe &fte«a 
Mccrut days witli poculiar thankfulnesB. from the vast extent 
of tiie popiiktion.tlie tirno faUiugin Paasiouand Easter weeks, 
the nniHiing opportanities for extensive usefulness, and tlie 
tranquillity restorod to the mind of a most aiiuabUs pious, 
sJmple-heaitcd.cbaplain. ■ 

He bad beea too laiicb occupied at Meerut to lum aside to 
any eight. He only mnde what he called " a pilgrimage" to 
Sirdhaiia, On? reBidenee of the Begnm Siimroo. who had died 
about a month befure. Being now restored by rest, he bade 
farewell to bis kind cntertaiuet's, Mr. Oiya, the judge, uid 
Ml'. AVIiiting, tlie rhapln.in. and pressed on to the ciimp at 
Deyrnli Dhoon. He was then on tlie foot of tbe Hiinalnyah 
moiiutains, and on April Ifith. If^.so, tlie very day lixcd in the 
pliiii arranged for him by Ciiptain G»Tden nine months before, 
he ascended them and halted at MuKsoorce, wondering at the 
goodness and mercy which hiid followed him and made Uie 
crooked p]ace:a so straigtit, aud the rough places so Bmooth. 

Mu.ssoorce vrm only a halting-plnce on the way to Simloh, 
and the Bishop was welcomed and entertained by Captain and 
Mrs. Brace, two cherished frientls and companions of bis voyage 
from England. On April S2ud, be writes as follows : — 

' We spend oar days most pleasantly, and, u I 1m^, |aofitr 
ably. How good is Grid, to iaterpose swsen* of ealm an4 
reflection betwoea harried successions of duty. Now we have 
time for thought, prayer, medilation, preparation. Now the 
soul retires into itself, instead of acting perpetually in external 
things. It heals itself as well as others. I am sure when my 
camp came up, and I got re-possession of my Thomas a Kempis, 
one interior sentiment of that n-nimkublc saint-like writer 
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Tecjtlled me to myself mure than ahtindred coDrenati(HU with 
mm ; — " It 19 good for uic, O I-ord, tlmt Tliou bust humbled 
me, that I might htam Thy rigliteousness, and miglit cn»t nway 
nil e-Ulinn and prelum jition of heart. It is protitahle for me 
thtit confusion baUi covered my face, that I might seek Theo for 
my consolation rftthor than men. There is do oae who ciui 
eonsolc me of till who are under the heavens, except Thou, 

Lord my God, the heavenly Physician of souls, who RmitCKt 
and hcalest, bringest down to heii and liftcst up. To Thee 

1 commend myself, and all that relates to me, that I'huu 
maycst chasten me. I^etter is it to be punished here tlinn in e. 
future world." (Lib. iii. c. SO.) I close my letter with a cheer- 
ful humble tnist in my Almighty Saviour. "My life hangs by ft 
thnmd. The HUU which are life to otltera, may be death to 
me. •• Christ is all " to D. C 



There was neither chitplatn nor church when the Bishop 
entered MuASOoree, but he seldom left a place as he foiuid it. 
Divine sernce a-as performed tirice each Sunday at Landour, 
the sanalarinm for nick soldiora; and as soon as the over- 
crowded room grtvc sigtiirioanee to the appeal, he ajinounced 
his intention to build a chnrcb. uid culled a public meetini; to 
make tlie ne'cessarj* arrangcmenLs. The resnlt is thus described 
by himiiclf ; — 

' Very chilly morning ; thermometer 44"; driven in from my 
walk by the wintrj- cold. Yesterday also was cold, with a 
cloudy sky and rain. My poor torrificd &amc, accnatomed for 
fom- years to excesaive heat, is sbrivoUod up with this English 
January weather. But what a blcssiiig such hills are ! There 
were twelve new hoUBes built last season (April to October), 
and there nill be more this. Nor are we without hopes of an 
English-liko country- church being built. I was sitting, about 
eleven o'clock, nith two or three gentlemen who had called, 
amongst whom was Captain Blair, just returned along the 
bills from Simlah, when the two leading persons at Ueerut, 
Hamilton and Hutchinson, came in to talk with me about tlie 
church of which I gave notice on Sunday. We soon wanned. 
Plans, sites, architects, means of supply, were arranged in 
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abuut Iwo hours. I promised oae tttousuiil rupt^s from the 
Church Uuililing Faiul, two hundred rupees from the Christian 
Knoirleilge Souiuty, aud two huiidnrd rupees mj'seLf. Three 
geiitlcinou encb siiWcriKHl two hundred undone hundred. Vt'e 
ordeivd our |Mnies uiid joIuipoDS (oominoidy #o called, but 
properly char^jtulkee ; a fuurde^^ed ctiair, citrnod on two poles 
by mo or uurt: uicu, and usual on th<! hilh)), on the iastant, to 
go and see the tliree or four places pronounced eligible for 
sites. The heavens were cloudy; aiid uu euu lo drcnd. Wa| 
were on the grounds from two to four o'clock, luid selected the 
best spoL Before night Mr. Gateniun, my chnpluin, had 
«](elched an elevation for a cliurch, fiHy feet by twonty-fivc, 
to hold two hunilred pi<ople; uud I had ruiinhed my letter to, 
Mr. WhiUug, the owner of Uie land. On Monthly we hope to ' 
be ready for tJie public meeting. My church-building experi- 
ence at homo comes in, sud enubles me to speak n-ith decision. 
Deo gratiat- 

'May Uh. — We shnll have a ehiu-ch here presently. The 
beautiful plan wb& entirely approved by the Committee here 
on Mondny, as well as by a scieutitic officer at Salinninpore 
to whom it was submitted. The estimate is three thousand 
two huiidn^il ni[)ee!t; and the subi«cn[iUoti!t already mised, 
nniotint to three thousand thre« hundred rui)ceK. .\ lilUe 
hesitation remains about the exact sit«, beciui&e the habitations 
ramble over a apace of four or five miles ; hut wc have two in 
view, and I hope before we leave, on May 16th, to hiy tlie first 
atone' 

'May lOtft. — God be thankeil, I have just returned from 
measiu'iiig out the site for oui uvw elmrch, to be called Cbrist- 
Churcli, which Mr. Proby has given us out of his own garden, 
about one huudred feet by sixty. This will be the first church 
buUt in India after the pallern of an KiifjUsh pariah church. 
It will stand on a mountain like i!ion, " beauLifnl fur situatjon." 
Tlie tower is oighteen foet square, and thirty-five feet high: 
the body of tlie church is fifty-five by twsuly- three.' 

'Monday, May lOi/i. — On Saturday wc laid the foundaUon- 
stone of Christ- Church, Musaooree. The whole Christian 
population poured oat : I suppose four or £ve hundred persons. 
The scene on the gently sloping side of the lull was exquisite :

'tnd tbe entire gronnd around the circuit of the foundalions vss 
crowded. Tlie Hira»lay«hmouiitainanev©rn-itu#&sed8uch nsight 
I began with swme prayers from the seiriee for coufwrcrating 
churches, sligbil^r vnrieil. Then my cbnplnin rea»l P^tahn Ixxxvii. 
Mr. Proby read I{ns!f;ai 1st. : and the whole n&sembly sung the 
hundi-cJth psalm. I made a short address. The senior cirilian, 
Mr. Hutchinson, next read the deed ot gift. Colonel Yoiuig, 
Pohtical Agent (the Kin;* in fnct of the Dhoon) read a cojiy of 
the iuscripUon. AU was now ready, and I descended into the 
deep ciivity in the moTintnin and laid the 8t«ne in the name of 
tlie Falher, the Son. and the Holy Ghost. Tlie Lord's Prayer 
and Benediction closed the Mmco. As ire were departing, 
the band of the Ghonrka regiment struck up the N«lional 
Anthem, which echoing and re-echoing amongHt the mountains. 
was the finest thing I ever ]iear<L Aftorwiirds I entertained 
the Committee at dinner. We snt rlown, twcntj-nne, in ramp 
fashion — each one Rending hin own chair, knircH, forks, pintes, 
and spoons. God be magiiilied ! The whole celebration was 
nniftuc. It will he the first chHrch raided ntnitlst the eternal 
anows of Upper India, and all plnnned, executed, and money 
raised in a single mouth. Nine mouths will finish it.' 

fThis WAS the Bisliop'B Inst public act in this place ; and 
after writing the above lines he commenced his journey, and 
plunged into the sea of mountains intervening between Mus' 
Rooree and Sinilnh. Motliing could be mort-. ;«iihlimt> thim the 
Boeoery. Now one hnge mRK» standing fortli in its naked 
ms^esty of rovk and precipice ; uow a second clotlied in tho 
beauty of the flowering rhododendron; and now a third, 
varied with phmtalionit of the fir and pine. The »utntiiils of 
the whole range presented n contiuunlly chau^ug outline ; 
each deep raTinc, or khud, was a bed of wild flowurn; and 
ever}- httli; patch of soil spared by tlie mountain torrtriit, was 
formed into termces for the grovTtfa of grain, and the edte of a 
native rillagc. Narrow pntha winding round the mouutiiin 
sides, connected these villages together, formed the rout« 
for tra\eJlei-s, and led to each day's rc&ting-plftce. Oft«D 
from the resting-place the goal was in full view, and appa- 
reoUy close at baud ; but such was the projection of the 
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mountain spun, aiid such the depth of the rarmes, that 
generally hour aft«r hour would pass an-ay, nnd ten or twelve 
milott bo pnsKed, ere it was faii'ly reached, and tlie ilay's work 
done. This wna no rout« for elephuiits, caiuebi, pahmquius, 
or oomfortuUe t«nt9 ; and these were accoi-dingly eschonged 
for ^xpttrienced ponies, stout stacks, hill t«nts, aud johnpons. 
The main camp was B«nt round by tlit' lower route ofNahon, 
bU the heavy bsgga^ ; whilst indi&peiiaablc things were car- 
ried on the back of Puharries, or IlUl-iaen, hired for the pur- 
pojw, and accustomed to the duty. Tbey perfectly understood 
the philosophy of a divinoD of labour, and a company of two 
hundred and fifty barely sufficed. The attempt to cross the 
mountains was a serious matter in those dayti, and not free 
from danger. Ko mountains in the world are more precipitous ; 
DO alternations of heat and cold moro trying. Aud there 
woH uo viay of escape. The route once entered. Bishop and 
Puharrie mnst tread the same track, shiver under the same ' 
cold, faint under the eamo heat, and incur the sane i-ifilc. 
No one could succour his nei({hbour. Colonel Young, 'nho 
was well Qcquiuuted ^jth the route, aud gave the Disbop the 
great »(Iviuitti^e of bi« society aud protection, was wont to 
announce beforehand the flangprs of the day. But he never, 
offered help ; kuovring well that to attempt to aid, was to increase 
the peril. One day he forcwamed all that tlic most critical 
part of the journey was to be eneounteriHl ; and reconiraended 
caution. The reason aonn became apparent At one spot, 
the path, meeting;: vith a rock cropping out of the mountain 
side, too hiii-d ix} be cut tlirough, and loo large to bo removed, 
rose over it, steep as tlie roof of a liouse, barely threo feet wide, 
and with an ascent and descent of twenty feet : whilst on one 
Ride the mountain etood up like a perpendicular wall, and on 
the other sunk sheer down, at least thr«e thousand feet, without 
a tree or shrub to break tlie fall. The Colonel alighted, and 
bade Ills mule go on ; she passed safely over ; he followed, 
and walked on, never stopping even to look hack, till he reached 
the nest encampment. " What would have been the use?" 
he said. The Dishop followed In his johnpou. home carefully 
by 1u8 Hill-men ; but it made the breath come short, to see 
his feet Huspended, as Uiey neoessarUy were, over the dizzy 
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faeight. One pony, when it reached the ridge, was seised with 
a sudden panic, nnd stood still, trein1>liQg violeotly. An 
iDStaot more, aiid it woald hare fallen headlong, luid been 
JimImkI to pieces; but its master covered its ejes, and led it 
gantly and siifoly domi, instinct serring better than sight. 

Colonel Young was making bis annual toitr of inspection. 
and his pn'svucc was n >>ingiiliu- advantage to those deeiroua of 
bccoiiitng acquainted with Uie manners and customs of the 
mountaineers. They gathered round liim aC crery villaf^e, and 
he held "culclicn*," liatvniug to conipluintA, diKpcnsing justice, 
ami enforcing moral oUigationit. Thus, their religion, amuse- 
nients, prejudices, oaths, marriages, laws of inheritance, and 
muuiier of aellliiig disputes gradually beeamc familiar, and 
aiTonled data for their iniprovetttent. 

Their religion seemed aiiuple enough. Some few temples 
there were in deep ravines, but tlipse were reserved for great 
occasions. A liltlf henii of Htouen. or any single stonci of unnsuftl 
aixe or sbnpe, adorned with ii few flags, and sprinkled with red 
powder, on the luountviin sido, was the plaee of worship and 
object of adoration. I'hey had none of the varied idolatiy of 
the Hindoo, nor the fierce bigotry of the Mahometans, bat 
they knew no more excellent way. A. species of soothsayer 
was met with w)io pretended to foretell thinfjs to come. He 
put himself into violent and rohintary agitation, and wliat he 
said, whilst brain and intellect were alike confused, was taken 
to be the wor^l of Ood. Witchcraft was also a part of their 
belief, and, as a tent, a waterfall of tremendous height wa.<t used. 
U the accused, on being Uirown down, escaped ahve, she 
was put to death as being guilty of witchcraft: if killed 
by till- fall, she wn.4 pronounced to have been innocent. One 
day lond screams fur justice were heard outride the Bishop's 
tent, and all run oat to leani the cause. An old Hill-woman 
lay prostrate on the ground : her story was that her son. weary 
of keeping her any longer, had accased her of witchcraft : and 
her prayer was that she might be tlirown down the ^vatei-fall to 
prov« her inuoceuce. A bettor way, however, was fou!i<l than 
this. She had dressed herself in oil the finery of the hills: the 
doctor took paper and paint, and as her marked features and 
faulattic head-dress came before the sight of a crowd of natives 
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BSMmbled round, tlieir astonishment nnd delight were tnex- 
preasible. The old Indy rose io a raoment to tlic height of 
popuUi-itr. No more vhs bean] of the afoiisAtioii. Tho Mil 
eamo forn'nrd, nn<l, vith n low SAlrtam, expressed his n^HoIution 
to take her home and keep her. And die left, with a few 
words from tlio Bishop, bidding her keep her tonj^ue Inhich 
had never for one moment stAycd) in subjccUoit. So simple- 
minded were they, that, in connection with this incident, the 
Colonel mentioaed that when he first cainc amongst Ihem, and 
w&e ftbout to pniiiftli some olTeitce, they, knowing that cowa 
wero Mcred animals, and never beaten, prostrated themselves 
on the ground, ent pirnss, and called tJiemstiivefl cows, that 
they hI&o might escape unbeaten. 

I'lieir tnnrriiige cnstonui were very bud. nnd the caase of 
endless strife and uiiaen*. ^Vhen a female married, she married 
tlie whole family; howerer many brothers there might be, 
they all clnimed an equal right in lier. Thin iiiinatiiral usage 
made everything else Qonatural : and in some domestic esta- 
blishmentH one husband would be nursiiig the child, another 
spinning the wool, a Lbird sweeping the floor, whilst the woman 
herself was working in the fields. A still worse eastern was 
perceptible also ; and eitlier as a cause or a eonseqneaee, female 
infanticide prevailed, so tJiat one of the first acts of tlie Culouel 
on eotering n village was to call for all the female children 
and compare them with his list, to see ilitit none had been 
destroyed. TheefTect of this vigilance was good. The number of 
females bod much increased, and now and tlivn n stont villager 
would draw near n-itb n broad smile on his face, and say^ 
*• Colonel, sftliib. I httfe got a wife all to myself." 

The adminislrntion of justice was prompt and primilive. A. 
puiichayut, or native court, accompanied the Colonel in his 
tour. ]t was composed of five old men, chiefs by beredititry 
right, and to it all questions involving old customs or matters 
of fact were referred. Most interesting was it to sec these men 
at the close of diiy, sitting under the shade of a spreading tjee, 
with long white beards, grave faces, and rough bLankets, whilst 
around them sat or stood hundreds of Hill-men. listening to 
the cause in hand or giving tc«limony concerning it. One 
amongst tlic crowd would rise up or press forward, and witli 
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rapid speech and eamesl gesture give bia opinioi]. All were 
ulent whilst lie spoke the truth, but the instimt he orer&tepped 
it or distorted any fact, loud noises Arose ou every band to 
correct or contradict him. When one side was fully heard, the 
other sido replied ; and then the Puncbaj-ut decided and r«- 
purlcd. Au ontJi for conrmuation wuh coiuudtjrcd muoiigst them 
08 an end of Htnfe. A man once came urging a claim against 
another for twvnty-ilve nipcea (a very large sum, for in these 
disputes the lunotiiit seldom exceeds n siiiglc rupee), which he 
aaiA he bad lent bim. The fa<it was ftlreiiuously dvuiod. The 
plaintiff was asked whether he would Kwear to the truth of his 
Btalcmeiit in a certain temple. " No, he would not taku the 
oatli in tliat temple, but he would in another." Now, a false 
oath ill this hu>t toinple only brought a curse upon the land ; 
but u false oath in the other brou<;ht a curge alsa upon the 
pei'son. This looked suspicious; and llie decision was, "With- 
draw the claim, or take the oath." Ha witJidrcw Uic clniui. In 
anotbcr case, four brothers came to complain. They had giTen 
thirteen rupees for it wife, but ahe did net like tUem.aud would 
not complete tbe bargidu which lier father had thus made. 
Tli^ father, for litti part, wished not to eoutitraiu her. " I>et her 
bare her own way," he said. He was bidden to return the 
moiK-y, and be did. The Irothera took it ; three weiv $^^i 
one sttd. 

It is impoestbk to give eacli day a proceedings, though they 
were recorded fully. Before the Colonel, wbo had come to tbe 
limits of bis jurisdiction, took bis leave and returned to Mus> 
Booree, a meeting of the llill-uieu was ^summoned, and the 
Bi»hop addressed thera at some length. Ubi own account ts as 
follows : — 



* I b^ged tbe Colonel to ask them whether tbey would like 
schools to be set up in their chief villages; and whether 
tliey would send their chil<lrcn to them, and countenance the 
masters. They all declared tliey would. I look the names of 
eleren, besides tbe bead-mim, here cidled, the Chouiitroii, and 
wrote them down «» citgiigt-d to welcome my Jiis-tionary 
Schools, if I could set them up. I told tbeiu Uint our 
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ancestors, Iburleen centuries ago, were in a far worse state 
than the raooQtiuneers of the Uimalnynhs. But Alioighty God 
had sent as t«Ai:Ler8, and so we had riaen to our present power. 
I wished Litem to follow our example. 'I'hey clapped tbctr 
bauds with joy, and promised to do all I desired. I Raid I 
should correspond with them through the Colonel, and hoped 
they would ciindidly consider the Chi-istiau reLigion, which was 
the only true light of the world. They Enid they would; hut 
at present they did not know what it was. They had lived like 
th« animals only, hut now they wer« heginning to get on. 

'Ahl what shall I do for this simple, but ignorant and 
unhappy country of the mountains.' 



Tho Bishop and his party now jonmcyed on alone ; and it 
was necessary to huAlen, for supplies began to fail. Several 
petty Rnjolis caniu out to pity eoi»pliiticnt«, as thvir respec- 
tive territories wcra entered; and amongst them one, who 
brou^it, as a present, aouie honey and a nheep. This last 
was pojliculiuiy acceptable, for the small flock which bad 
accompanied the camp from Miissooree was eatc^n np ; and only 
a few ducks and fowls, carried on men's hacks, remained. Tha 
present heiug accepted, howler, u return was ncccasarj-, and 
it was dtfllcult to find nnyLhing suitahle. .At Kmgtli the eij^ht 
of two or three ponds of water in the mountain hollows brought 
the ducks to mind, and having ascertained that tliey would be , 
accounted most precious, since they had seen no such birds' 
before, two ducks and a drake were at onco presented, and 
carried off, loudly voei/erBling. in the arms of tlie First Lord of 
the Treasury and the Chancellor of the Exchequer. They were 
liberated nt the ponds, and tlieir noisy acknowledgments con- 
trasted ludicronaly enough wJtli the silent astonishment of tho 
asaemhled crowds. When the New Zealander stands on the 
ruins of Londou Bridge, and reads that ducks are indigenous 
in the Ilimalayah Moitiitaiiis, may this book live to correct the 
statement and solve the mystery ! 

The rains now set in : and heary storms, with thunder and 
lightning, dia<|uieted the camp. Trenches were required to 
curry off the water- The tents were saturated, and became 
heavy to carry in the day, and dangerous to sl&ep in at night. 
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It was. therefore, until great delight that on June SrA, after 
mucl) discomfort, the whole pttrty straggled into Simlnh, and 
found shelter in n comfortable hume. The journey had 
occupied eighteen days. All siitfoi-cd except tlie Bishop : his 
health and spirits happily remained finn. Three extracts 
from Ilia jouxnal-lcttcrs nill express his grateful feelings : — .

I* We arrived here this morning afwr a march of four hours. 
Judge of my delight, when a packet of sevens-one letters and 
papers were placed on my table ; and this in addition to forty- 
tlire« Mill out to me, on ilm preceding Any, But I am too 
mndi fatigued to enter on them. My spirits also nro ovet- 
whelmed. The impression on a first rending is thankrnluess 
to the God aud Fiitlicr of nil ^ruce, for his gi>odites8 u> the 
most nnworthy of bis creatures. 

■ Satttrdatf, June ith. A calm delightful repose of eight hours 
i& our uicu bungnluw; perfect quiot; no JHbbcriug tongues 
of three or four hundred natives ut hidf-past two o'clock in 

Bthfi morning ; no bugle sounding at ft>iir o'clock ; no exhansting 
march of three or four hours ! When onr camp from bf?low 
baa come up with uiy books, papt^rs, and implcmvuts of busi- 
neas, I hope to sit down for four monthti' diligent work in Uiis 
chanuiug cUinate. But one hundred and fourteen letters 
latber overwhelm mc. I have been at present only able to 
take them, like Hi-s-^kinh, niid spread them before the Lord. 
I have twice done so— expanded tliem ou lay desk — turned 
them over — and prayed for each individual who has written 
tlieu), especially for the sixty-six bretlirea assembled in 
Islington, nlio signed the letter of January 5th. 

' F'tnt Stt-nday after Trinity, June 5//j. Blessed bo this holy 
momt All calm, all inapiiing peace and gratitude. I am sitting 
at six o'clock in the moraing in my room, with its windows 
open all round, and the sun just making its way over the 
eastern hills. There is not a sound to interrupt the moments 
of commmiiou with the Author niid Preserver of my bless- 
ings. But tiomething more is wanting tlian extarnal roposo 
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and opportimitiea— even Thy grace, O Blessed Saviour, 
or Uie Boul cicavus to tlio Just still, nor rises «ver towards 
Tliysolf. Quiclien Thou me According to Thy word ! 

' Three of oui" party we likely to lie cuuliued from ctjurch 
from over-fiitigue upou tliv lourch, oud sleepiag for niue duys 
in damp tents. They have unurt fcvcrb. I owe my own 
exemption, uoder God, to the better tents provided for me, and 
the less fatigue I uudorweiit. 

* But I iTiiist bt'cuk o(T. I hnvc tio l>ouks, uo ro1)«H, no 
&emioii», «ikd Mu waiUng for their comiag up before the time 
for service.' 



Thus Uie re»t nt Simlidi commenced; uiid It continued 
witltoiit any serioua iuterruption for four months. It was a 
pleasant ii^spitc Jioin " the hurdcn tuid heat of the day " both 
iu tt uutucul eiid epiritual fteuse. The weathc-r was for a time 
uuoertaiu: ftiui aud clouds alternately bore rule. The mid-day 
suu was ucLtlier trustworthy nor pleasnnt. The clouds were 
too fauuliar. For day)> togctJicr tlicy enveloped the whole 
station, aud filled tlie house, so that doors would not ahut, uor 
windows open. The siutdl ruing, already mentioned, were 
followed in due course by the great rains; and then couimu- 
ulcatiuu niu( ofteu ditltcult, cuiigregutiouij coidd not aHseinhh^, 
divino acrrieeti were put off, aud duks, never very rapid, were 
delayed. " Great sir," exclaimed an old native woniau, starting 
up from Mteep upou the mouuLiLiua. ivith tlie dak bug by ber 
side : " great sir, be not angry, I am not the d&k, I oiu only 
the express." 

Tiie society upon the lulls this year was very agreeable ; and 
the Bishop did everytliiajj t^ promote kindly fccUug by aouial 
iDterccurse aud small weekly parties. 

There was no chaplain iu cbai'ge of the statioa ; but divine 
service was performed twice each Sunday ui a small room ^vca 
for tlie purpose by Lady W'illiam Bentinck. liera the Itishop 
and hia own chaplain officiated ; aud arranfrcmeDts were soon 
&et oofoot for giving an eccleiiiaiitica] appearance to the buiJdiug 
by the erection of a tower and chunccl, and for promoting the 
oonifurt uf the congregation by tlie iiddition of n clock and bell. 
Prayer-books wer« supplied; singing commenced; and the 
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Snndnys were tlie happiest lUtyB in the week, antt voithy to 
be held in liuitiiig remembrance. 

Bat the Bishop's I«isure was cmplojed chiefly in the prcpa* 
mtinn of n volume of sermons, anH in pnrryinfitlioni tlirongh 
Uic prcsit. They vfore, what thctiUc-pagc professed, " Scnncnis 
pr««cbrd is India;" find by Oieir piihUcation he fulfilled mniiy 
promi»eH miide during Uie course of the Visitfttinn. The 
judfjcs itt Miidraa had joined the Archdeacon and clergy in 
reqaestin); Uie puhlioation of seveml i«!mK>ns prcaehod in that 
Presidency. The authoriliea at Bombay, and at Ceylon had 
done the same. The Bishop hud promised to print the sermons 
preached at the Syrian Churches, and «t JMeerut: and the con- 
gregations at several otiier places also held his pledge. AU 
these were now remembered and fulfilled ; and after hJs rcium 
to Calcntta in May 1837, the volume appeared. The sermons 
were arranged into n series in order to show the " Tendency 
of Christianity ;" but this was scarocly On improvement, for the 
connerling links nere heavy. Each sermon as it stood nionc, 
wM admirable. The first sermon the Bishop ever prenchod 
was introduced into tlic scries, &om the text. " Him that 
eomcth nnto me, I will in no wise cost out," (-John vi. 87) ; and 
when the volnnie vms presented to old Dr. Mar^hman before 
his dcatli, he saiil it was " the best" The foncnJ scrmun for 
Bisli<ip Corrie, tidings of wIiokc death were received before 
the VisitfltioB ended, was also included. The voluiu© was hand* 
somely reprinted tu Eiiftlnnd, and met witli much acceptance. 

In lliese employiuents, and in much important corrcB- 
pondence, the summer at Siudnh passed away ; and ns October 
drew near, the camp was rc-organised at the foot of the hills 
and the Bi&hop prepared to descend and resume his visitation. 
Early in the morning of October 10th, each one of the party 
who had straggled weoiily into Simlftb. on June 3rd, took up 
bis staff, and prepmxd to quit it. Converging at the snme time 
from different points, friend after fiicnd — Colonel Ilnmilton, 
Sir. and Mra. Taylor, Captain and Mrs. Curtis, Mr. EidkcH, 
Captain Simpson, Mr. Wake, and others,— joined the company, 
so that when the boundary of Simluh wna reached, they had 
become " two bands." After having pnrtakon of the coffee and 
r6lre»binent9 kindly provided, every one stood up uncovered on 
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the mountain brow, and the Cishop commeixlod all to Ooii,rOD- 
dcriiig t.huuks for tLc pH«t, hikI cutrontiug gntcv nnd guiduiicv for 
tlie future. Then with a. blessing, n.nd o. cordial fiirewell, Simlah 
and Simlah Erieads dianpi>(.'ured from 8i<>lit. A steep descent 
and a journoy of ten luile^ led to a btiiigiilow wheie tlie heat 
ofthedaywes i>ft!>sed ; and then a further joume; of fifteen 
milts led to the restini^-jtltice of SabbiiChoo. It was [)le8s»nt 
to we a piece of level ground, and to tread upon it. A week 
was spent amongst friends at Sabbathoo. iii order to get accns- 
tomod gradually to the ntmospliere in the plains : and arriuige- 
ments were made that the cliiUreii nf the bills, educated 
ia the Uovemment school there, should be trained to act aa 
sebootmasters, in fulfilment of tlic pledge given by the Bishop. 
The journey was resumed on the 17th, and the route 
led, not directly, but obliquely downwards. The track &tiU 
clung to the mountain i^ide, the scenery continued very gi'and, 
the air fi>It fr^sh and pnre; vhen fiiiddenly th« path sunk out 
of sight, a curtain seemed ti.> be withdrawn on either side, 
and the plains of India lay stretched before the eyes, mtsty 
with heat, and boundless in extent. The Brat feeling was to 
start back and retnrn ; but duty said " Ro forward," and it 
was obeyed, in one half hour nil were enveloped once more 
in the heat of India. The foot of the nionntains is most 
unhealthy : and it waa nccossar)* to remoTc the camp from the 
place where It was pitched, and to hasten on. In two days, 
Roopur on the river Sutlej was reached, and the Bishop was 
welcomed by Captain (now Sir Claude) Wudf, tbu King of the 
country. But this was not accomplished without n terrible 
accident. Tlie roads were most treacherous. They were 
covered witli satid, so that the surface was Bmooth, but beneath, 
all wa.4 rough, rockv, and most dangerous for equestrians. The 
Bishop continued to use his johnpon : but all the rest were 
mounted ; and iu the frcahnesH of the morning the Captain 
and Doctor were tempted to a gallop. Id a moment both 
borsets fell : and their riders wore dashed to the ground. Dr. 
Webb happily was unhurt: but Captain Gillandere, n most 
valuable and excellent man, appai'eotly lay dead. It was a 
terrible moment: but the first apprehensions were not 
reaUied. Conaeiousness returned. The Bishop resigned his 
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convcj-aoce ; nud the Cupiun was bome to u neighbouring 
Rajah's liouHe. He wu «tt«tidctl ■v.it\x tlic greuteitt cure and 
skill; aiid was ere long enabled to resume the command of the 
escort: butsometiorioiis uid Hccrct misrhief lind b^cn vrroughti 
and iu n few nuiittliM be dio<l, deeply rL-grctt«d, ou bis voyage 
to England. 

It waa at Rttdpur tbat Lord William Bcntinclt met Ruiyeet 
8ingb : su tbat the plnci- bad aotav bistoricul iulcrest; but ths 
object of visiting it was to drop down the river Sutlej to 
Lodianab. Subsequtut cTenia liarc made tie territory familiar: 
but it wait thtn little kiionu. Hnge boats, built npouthe lodns, 
were in readiness : and tlie stream bore thein down forty milea 
witliiu ten lioure. Thi« waa the vpry atreaiu (the Iiyi)hftsis) 
which Alexander's soldiers refu««[l to erosti. l^o had pasited 
tbe Indus at Attock — the Jbaluo] (Hyduspes) at Jbelum, whcr« 
be conquered and behaved so nobly to Porus— tlie Cbenab 
(Akesinrs) — and the l<au» (Ilydraoles). But from tlie Sutlej 
he was compelled to turn batrk and retmce his steps. "Whilst 
gliding dowti it, tbo Bishop rose upon tbe deck, and looking 
towards tbe territory of tbe Punjab, then scarcely known, 
exdaimed aloud. — " I taka possession of tliis laud in tbe nanie 
of my Lord and Master, Jesus Christ." It Bcemed little likely 
at the time that we shoiild liave any inheritance to put our 
foot on. But this incident ia surely very remarkable, when 
connected with our speedy possession of tJie whole territory, tbd 
favourable prospects of our missions tliere, and tlie help and 
dcliverancQ Christian Englntid di-ewlrom thence in her extreOM 
flWMSsity. It seems to show how faith has power with God, 
and slill prevails. 

Lodianab waa then the watcb'bouse for Lahore, and the 
fironticr station on our aide tbe river. About one hundred 
Christians resided there, and the Bishop at once began bis 
niiniatralioDS amongst them. The crcclion of a church was 
the ilrst object: and towarda it, liberal contributions were 
madn. A committee was appointed : the sketch of a Golbio 
church to hold one hundred peniuuii was drawn Hud approved: 
a site was selected : and an application made for a grant to 
Government. Christ- Church, Lodianab, was tbe result of 
these efforts: and till a chaplain could be appointed, the 
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Bishop made nrrtmgeineQtft, as in other cases, for n Sunday 
assembling, nnd the n-adiiig of jiriiyers niid a fienaon. On 
the gingle Stinilay assigned to tliw Ktatiou, two services were 
performed, aud confu'iiiatiou vrilh tlic Uoly Sncratiient ttdmia- 
istcrci]. All »'a.s interesting ami impressive. The influence 
of Cuptaiti Wade van. very great, and all for good : and his 
hoiipitnlity nitd kindness were witliout bounds. He hnd chftrge. 
not only of ihe comuiunications with Itimjeet Singh, (who had 
sent to the Bishop, rakecls with his compliment*, tnd for^ 
pot* of swectuieftts. as a mizzm-,) bnt of the tiro ex-King« nt 
Caubul, who aAerwords figured ho prominently in the Aflglinn 
They were now pcnsioiieni on tlie British Govcmincnl^ 



war. 



and lived in a garden-honsc near T.odinnnh. The Bishoj) was 
allowed to risit tliein : but no sort of <;crcmony was permitted, 
and CTCiy one was strictly enjoined to wenr both bats and 
hoots. 

Shah Soojah, who was nftcrwartls conducted by the British 
nmiy to Cnnhul. and placed upon the throne. waK first visited. 
He WHS a Ktout, miiWle-agcd, good-looking nnui^ respectably, 
but not riphly, dresBed. He sat npon tin ottoman: and the 
Bishop on a chair clotte by. After the iisiiiU complimeots, he 
Raid, — " Does yonr lord.ship know the Governor-General ? T 
want to be hronght to hi« notice. Ouo word from him wo-.:]d 
seat me on the throne of my ancestors : and then ttie EngliKh 
and their Government would lisve in me a firm Mend. Vr'ith 
cnly four thousand rupccti I ktely made an nttcinpt myself, 
and it woa very nearly snrcessfiil. My children are asking me 
what Hflrt of a place CRiibul is : and iinlei>« some aid ia gircn, 
they will live uiul dii? without scoiug thoir iiihcritjuicc. 1 wish 
these tilings to be pleaded before tlae Govern "r- General." 

The Bishop assured bim that be would remember aud report 
what he bad naid ; but ur^ed tlmt in his present state, he was 
exempt fi-om many of the troiibles pressing upon kings. 
Would it not he better to remain eontented and peaceful? 
•' True." he rejoined, wilb some shrewdness, " but your lord- 
ship, for instance, fills a high and important post : you can 
do much good ; you bavo mach influence : many depend on 
you: would you wish to retire from all Oiis. and be banished 
Trom the world aiul forgotten ? " 
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The Bishop confessed he should uot. " Neither do I, my 
lord.- 

The other hrother, Slinh Zuinaun. was Wind and fretful. 
His i^ros hiid been put out «'Iu>ii driven from Caubul : and he 
vns now helples-i and hopeless. His coorerse wns chieflj oq 
reU^ous subjects, and the interview wfts brief. 

It WHS from these king* llmt Iliityeet Singh extorted the 
&moas Koh-i-noor which nowgi-aces* tlie rcgnUa of our (iueen : 
and it is at Lodianah tliat sonic of the most mngnificent shawls 
aro mnnufnctHred. The Indios of Knyland htlle know from 
wlint poor mud huts tlicsc coaUj fabrics issue. 

Thrftnch Sirhind and IRaipoomh tJio oftmp now moved 
towards Umballah, tlien « small, now a large Htation, where 
Mr, E<lg«w«rth courteously received tli« Bishop. The usual 
divine a^nnccs were performed in his house on Sunday, 
October aoth. A marriage! was also performed tiere by his 
chaplain. 



Freasinn on towards Knmnul. UiC camp -was pitched for one 
night at Tlianesir, a Tery celebrated plaro in Kasteni story, 
abounding with magniiiccut temples, immense tanks, and very 
holy Brabmiiis. The lattorfound out the Itishop's pundit, and 
taking him from the camp at night, inquired about hix mnstor'a 
" faith and duty" — \Miat were his plans ? AVhal his rcUgiou ? 
Wliat his hnbiut ? ^^^mt his reasons for travelling ? Wlint hie 
tcndilng? The pundit was a CUristinn. a aon of Anund 
Mufiseeli. going down to Calcutta to complete his education at 
Biiihop*a Ciflle^c, and as tine best answer to some of these qucs- 
tioni*, ho went and fetched from tlie tent Dr. Mill's Sanscrit 
work, called the Christa Saiigita. It is scarcely necessary to 
say that this is an epic poem in SwMcrit yerse, containing the 
history of Christianity and tlie eridences on which it rests. It 
is a wonderful proof of genius and leaming, and a most valu- 
able gift and legacy to Jndin. So mueh were these learned 
BruhuiiDs struck with tlie poem, as tlie pundit read it, that 
they continually a-iked for more and mor« ; and it was not till 
day dawned, and the camp began to move, that they releiised 
him, saying, that "The Bishop himself must be an angel;" 
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Bod OiAt " no mere mortal man could liare mittcD stick h 
book." 

Kurnaul was »t tbis time a veiy Urge and important stnUoQ 
under the Bpiritual charge of the It<>v. W. Parish, wlio re- 
ceived the CUhop into liia Louse. Tlic-rc ivrh n large clitirch ; 
and much time and tlioueht were devoted to adding a tower to 
it. No result followed nt th« time, but evcntiinlly tlic tower 
rose, a tall Roman Btructuro, only to hv removed «ltitfwb(!re, 
when KumiLul, as n militiiry Btnlion, was abandoned. The 
church, howe%vr, rs it stood, vas consecrated, and a little 
building was ulso licensed for diriue service, to which some 
interest attached. It was called "the soldieni' meeting-house," 
and was built entirely at the coRt of the noldiers of an Enfilbh 
regiment, by whom, on leaving the station, it ytm huuded orer 
to the chaplain for the use of their Huceesaora. It was a neat 
inclosed bungalow. The miidle part was fitted up for divine 
service, and the exterior verandali vnii partitioned into little 
chambers, where soldiers might mugly " nhut tJic door, and 
pray " to their Father in Rccret, In llie Iiaiida of the chaplain, 
and watched over by him, its tendency wns truly to edification. 
It was named ^jt John's CbApel. 

A flourishing Temperance Society existed at Kumaul, 
patrooisfid and chiefly supported by one excellent officer whose 
history was singulftr. Originally gay and worldly, to say no 
worse, his change of mind, and conversion to God, were very 
marked. He wait in a company where redclcss gambling was 
going on. and on a very larffe stake being proposed, one of the 
players took from hia bosom a small hideous black figrtre, 
intended to represent the devil. He addressed himself to it; 
called it bis best and only friend ; coaxed, pleaded, thi-eatened, 
and prayed for sucRcas in t«rms of fearful biasplipmy. The 
Ciqitain was hojTor-Htnick. lie lefl llie company at once, and 
that night found him prostrate in tears of penitence before 
God. Nor did he join the world again till bis prayers were 
heard, hi* eyes opened, and his soul had found pence. He was 
now a believer in Chribt, audrcndyto every good word and 
work. This temperance society hud originated with him, and he 
■was present when the Bishop addressed the monibcrs with gr*at 
power and effect. Colonel Sale, afterwards so distinguished at 
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Jellalnbad and elsewhere, was also present. He bad joiucd tbe 
aocietj himaelf as an example to the ti'oops. 

Tlie coogregntions on tbe two Sundays ^ven to Kumaul 
were vcrj- Urge, «iid tlic impree^ton was very great. A depu- 
tation of tlie Roman CHthnlica even waited on the Bisbop, to 
tbauk liiiu for his sermous, which tliey bad almost all attended. 
So great, indeed, was the effect, tbat the few alarmists sent 
down an earnest application to Calcutta for a priest " to stay 
the pUgue." 

Upwitrils of a liundrrd soldiers and others were confirmed 
with the usual addresHes ; and the next day two fine men of 
the ICIh Light Infantry, cnme up to the chaplain — "Please 
sir, will you give as our seven duties." 

The next day an Onlination was held, and Annnd Miisgeoh, 
a Brahmin convert of fifteen ycitrs Ktanding, and known to 
Bishop Heber. was adiaitled to Holy Ordera. He had been 
colled to Simlah, and spent some time in familiar intercourse 
there, which had proved liiglily satisfnetory. To hiuiself lliere 
was no objection; bat his wife remained a heathen, and her 
influence was eiiiister. In primitive times no convert was 
admitted to Holy Orders, unlotss lie had won over his whole 
fiunily to the faith of Christ ; and there was much wiMlotn in 
the role. It was not, however, insisted on in tlie present caw* 
but idl due inquiries having been made, Anund Musscch wna 
ordained npon the title of the Church Missionary Society, and 
appointed, with a stipend of eighty rupees a mouth, to labour 
at Kunmul, undvr tliu direction of the chajduiii. He was the 
first native the Bishop had ordained, and the first Bralimin (for 
Abdool Musseeh was a Mahometan), admitted to Holy Orders 
in our Church. The usual questions proposed to the candidate 
were read by tlie Btnliop hiiiiiielf in Hindustani, and Ordination 
was conferred in the same language — though the pronuncia- 
tion of the words was somewhat imperfect. Years past — and 
Uica regret mingled witli the rccoUectiouii of tiiv day. 



On Monday, Kovember I4th, the march was resumed, and the 
camp halted at Paniput, Sumalka, Soniput, Alipore: — places 
fall of traditions, and historical reminiscences, and abounding 
with gome of all descnptions ; and on Kovember Idth ent€r«d 
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DeUii. The impression of ma^ificence. splendour, activity, 
and. alas ! flngmnt icnniorality, nindt* on the minil bj- a former 
hasl.v visit, were abnnrlaiitly ooiifirmed by a longer stny and 
more accurate obscrvHtion. 

Tli« Bishop's Birivftl was notified to Colonel Skinner, who *t 
onco drove down tn the chaplain's lioiise, nud repeated his 
e<anipst request that he might he favoured witli a visit, pre- 
paratory to the coiiRCf^ration of bis church. This Colonel 
SIdnner was n mnii of niuvh celebrity, and the cunimander of 
a &moiiK body of ligbt horse called by his name. His " Life " 
has recently hueit published, and possesBea great inteivst ; 
btit at Dolhi it waa listened to front his own lips. His 
fathnr htdd a command in tlip itahnitta &riiiy. and introduced 
hi& son into il at n very early age. He soon saw hard service, 
and to uHe tiis own words, tvas engaged in fighting every 
momiiif! hfforo brenltfast for months togptlinr. He entered our 
service about the year IROO, and distingnisbed himself greatly 
by his sagacity and porsotial bravery. Ho raised, and com* 
manded a body of Trrc(fu!ftr Cavalry, and was made * fuJl 
Colouel of tlie English army by George the Fourth, who 
himself put his uaiuv at the head of the list, and OTcrruled aJl 
questions of etiiiuette in bi» fnvour. FnU^riiifjinto Delhi with 
a conquering army, twenty years ago, and giizing on its count- 
less domes and minarets, he made a vow t)iat if ever he waa 
able, he would erect nn KogUsh church n-bicJi should roar the 
croHS amongst tliein. The time came when he wiis enabled to 
commence the worlt ; and he persevered, although the cost far 
stiipaflsed the estimate, and hi; lost the bulk of his fortune by 
the failure of Ciilcntta agency bouses. The church rose slowly 
notwitlLsfanding;. Government offered to relieve him, and com- 
plete the work, but be dechncd the offer. His tow might be 
delayed, but must still be kept. Aud now he stood before the 
Bisliop, a tall, stout, dark man. of 6fty-^ix, clod in a military 
dress of blue, silver, and steel, with a heavy helmet on hig 
head, ft broadsword at his side, and a red ribhim on his breast, 
to say that the church was Hutched, aud to beg tliat it uttght 
he connecrnted. His sons were Christians, as he was, but his 
wife remained n Mahometan, lliough, as lie said with t«ar8. 
' a better wife fur more thou thirty years no niaa ever had." 
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The Biithop imtautly drove with lum down to the church. 
It waa a beautiful OFccion buiUUug tit tlic funii of a cross, with 
handsome porticoes at each cxtreuiity ; tliree of Uii^in funiiiiig 
•ntrances with tlij^his or steps -, Uie foiirUi closed iu aiid apiu-o- 
priated for the chancel. The bod; of the building was circular, 
and burniounted by an omauieuted dome, cupi>lii, tutd ci-«»i4. 
The ttoorin^ was morblo, and u t^mpoi-ary desk and pulpit 
served for tlie present occ»sion. The whole effect vi$a very 
chaste and beautiful. The Bishop was delighted, and, miiitirul 
of the founder, called it St. James, and fixed November ^i^ud 
for the coDsecratioD. 

Ou thut day, u large congregation ajsscinblcil, and n very 
striking and impressive sermon, going a good deal into deluil, 
was preached. 

After the cousocralion, the whole European society of Delhi 
met at Colonel Ski]mei''s hospitable ahode, tuid expressed tlitir 
deep gratitude to him. They also rct^uested tite pubUcatiou of 
the Bishop's sermon as comntcmorntiTe of the day. A most 
kindly feeling pen-aded every minrl. 

A conBrmatioD followed, and the Colonel, with his three 
sons, knelt at the altar to dedicate himself, as he had previously 
dedicated his chiircb, to the service of God. Tlie scene was 
very impressive, and the Bihbop's address moved idl to tei\r:i. 
At IhecoDcluKioD, tlie Colooct hiui self attempted to express his 
acknowledgments, but words failed, and ho wept silently whilst 
the Bishop prayed that tlie kiudncHS itbowti to the houKe of his 
Ood might be ruturued sevenfold into his own bosom. Ahis ! 
tliat a church, so heautifii] iu its de^jign, and ho interesting tn 
iu cnrly aniuils, should, befure uiany yearnt had puiucd, have 
been " riddled with balls, £llcd wttli dying men, and made a 
raagftzitic for r^hotand shells ! " 

It will readily ho believed, that on thia occasion, tdl the 
wonders of Delhi were intipecteil, hut only a slate visit to the 
old king, and an attendance at the Jmunia AfuKJecd, can be 
described. 

The visit to the old king of Delhi was arranged by the 
Reiiident, and all matters of etiqaetto were settled hy biiu. 
The- Bishop objected to taking aS bis tihoes, and to having a 
turbiui iihiced upon his head. A pair of overshoes, to be put 
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off at tbe entrance of die king's court, preiicntcd an cnsy &olU' 
tion of the fimt dilemma, and the &ecoDd was not insisted on. 

A long vnulted arch way \eidu to tJie outer court of the paluce. 
Tliiii is the kiaps enlrnnco. Tbe gateway tenniiiatca the 
noblest street in Delhi, down tlie c«ntr« of which, and betw«en 
ftvenueft of trees, a cbannel of bright and sp&rkling water is ever 
flowing. Ou fitftte occnuoiu, the pro«e>i&iou passes down this 
streett huiidi'eds of pigeons circling &round tLe king, until tbe 
entrance gate being opened, they dart through it before him, 
and cleave the vaulted and ethoiog passngo like a rushing 
wind. To train these birds, and make them the instruments 
of enticing the onwary from other flocks, is in Delhi a king's 
amusement, varied by lying kttea, and attempting to cross a 
neighbour's, and to cut its string, 

Thronglt tlie gateway iJius mentinncd, and along the vaulted 
passage, tliv Bishop ami htii party entered the palace. All 
India's splendours are niam>d by dirt and decay, nnd it was 
so here. It was soon iiecessary to leavH the carriages, and 
the way had to be picked through dork passages, and build* 
ings filled with dirt and rubbish, in order to gain the king's 
court. Then all wa« langniflccncG. The door opened upon a 
large quadrangle, in the front of which waa tbe Hall of 
Audience, supported by immunMn s(}uare pillara of white maible, 
inlaid with scrolls nml flowery patterns of comeUan, jnaper,nnd 
other preciouH stones. Purdahs or curtains of all colourB nnd 
designs bung from the crenated arches. Persian iiiKcriptions 
on the walls declared, "If there is a paradise on enrth, it is 
this, it is tbifi." Whilst in the centre stood tlie Peacock 
throne, once a fabric of pure gold and jcwcbi, and valued at a 
million sterhng ; and even now, though but a shadow of what it 
was. yet a brijilit shadow still. Upon it. supported by ctisliions, 
and surrounded by his sons and courtierti, sat the old king — 
worn, fretful, peevish. 

The tiRual ceremonies took place. The nsnial complimenti 
were exchanged. The specified gold mohiir.^ were presented 
and eagerly accepted. Tlte accustomed Lead-(lre!iKe.i, scarfs, 
robes of honour, and garlands of flowers were given in return ; 
— until, any ouy glancing at tha Uishop, would no longer have 
recogoiaed him. A longred robe, wrau^t with gold embroider)'' 
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envolo|)«c) his p«r>OQ. A brilluut &Lawl was nTspt arooziil his 
broftst. Kmeralds luid rubios, mingled wiib strings of pearls, 
encircled bis Duck. Tb« ouly thing which mnrked the Disliop 
was the old square college cap, dclibcratdy vom, and deter- 
miuately retained. Konc of tliu part; could smile at tlie other: 
for all were disguined, after a simiiu- though lc«8 got^oua 
faaliion. Much uf all thin was mere £Iiot : and whutovGr might 
have httn the iiitriu&tv value of the jewels and dreaseB, as well 
as of tlie hor^e and eleplmnta at the gate which for a time called 
the Biabup master. noLliiiig wna carried out of the palace. 
OoTcmmeiit hod paid the gold mobiu-s, and now claimed the 
presents : and in the next coui't, after making salaam s and leav- 
tog the king, the borrowed plume» were alt stripped off, and 
the part; cotered the carrii^es precisely aa they left Uiem. 
The ball itself however, was allowed to remnin. with all ita 
dcconitiuna and its throne anmoved, for a few hours; and 
whilst a sketch was being made of the interior, the king's little 
SODS, or grandiions, princes of the House of Delhi, without a 
particle of clutliiiig, came peeping at the process, or playing 
their childish gamCH in the shade. All tliis in now h tale of the 
past — a pageant tJiat pnsseth by — a dream wheu one anakctli ! 
Oil Friday, the sucred day amongst tJie Mahometans, the 
magiiiiicent Jumtua Musjoed, the largest mo»}ue la Delhi, w&a 
Tinted. It stands in the rery heart of the city, and its lofty 
domes and minarule rise above a thousand others. I'brongh 
the main vnimnoes, reached by Sights of many BtepB,thousanda 
.of Muasulmen were hurrying to and fro, whilst elephants, 
caiueU. horses, carriages, and hnckcriea, each surrounded 
by a few foUoweru gaily clothed, waited in the street below. 
Within the imnienas qutuhwigle., tturronnded by what may 
be called cloisters, on three sides, tlio worshippera were assem- 
bled, joining in the service which wrh going on, for a short 
time, and then retiring — exhibiting some of the oppearanc© of 
devotion, but none of the reality. Now all would ntand erect, 
careless, oud luiconccmed ; now every head would be bent in 
lowly reverence ; anil now at the sacred name all would fall 
prostrate on thu grouud. A number of the dead, wrapped in 
white linen, and laid upon their biera amongKt the li\ang throng, 
waited the fimeral service and interment. After a time the 
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discourse or Kennoa for the dny commenced, and the Bialiop 
drew near to heor. A free pAssAgc was instAnUy and courteously 
mude for Itim and all his paity, nnd they Listened to a Moiilarie 
rendiug in u sonorous uud rcguhitcd voice tho hiiitury of Zacha- 
rias luid ElixabcUi, ns given in the Koran, and expounding the 
meaning *s«nt«nce by sentence. It soou, however, became 
monotonous mid KCurianiue, uud all left. 

Purliig the Bishop's sojourn at DeUii much intei-course took 
pliMC uritb Uie higher class of natives. Many princes, gentry, 
and learned men, called ujiou him, and held iUseuii»ionK of alt 
kinds upon tdl auhjecta. If they got no good, they grutified their 
curiosity, i<howed Uieir courtesy, Rud obtained presents of books. 

And now came the closing Sunday, and the last of these 
most intca-sliug scrvices» willi the udmiuiatraliou of the Lord's 
Supper ; and ou ATonday, Decem1>er 3rd, tlie camp moved on. 
It passed through Chattoh, Jeyt, and Mutti-a. I'he temples at 
Biudrabund. nod the tomb of Ackbor were examined ; and then 
the Bishop entered the carriage seut for him by Sir Charles 
Metcalfe, and drove into Agra. 



Events had marched on daring the Bishop's absence from 
the Presidency, and Sir ChurK-8, who was lef^ temporary 
GoTernor-General of India, was mot again as permanent 
Governor ofAgra. It rejoiced the Bishop to meet so good a 
friend; and three weeks were »pcut happily and profitably in 
liis company. I'he cliureh waa consecraie<l, uud a fuud rniscd 
for adding a tower, spire, mid bell. A soldier's chapel was also 
licensed, m nt Kuruaul. Diviuo sen'icca wi^re celebrated twice 
each Sunday, uud raurntiig tuid evening prayens with the 
OoTcnior nod hia hoiiseliold were duly oil'ere^l and appreciated. 
Tlie general convei'&olion ran much upon ryligiou and ivligioua 
topics; and it may well be hoped that tlie iutercourse of tJieso 
few weeks produced a lasting goo<L effect upou the calm mind of 
the great statesman — for such, iodeed, was Sir Charles Metcalfe. 

The Chui-oh Jlittsiounry prcniisca in the town itself were 
visited with much interest. Here Daniel Corrie, when chap- 
lain, lutd aflt^r him Abdool Musseeh, were wont to sit. reading 
from u veruudab overlooking tlit.' public street, the Hindustani 
ficiipturea. Ostensibly there were but few htiorcrs ; hut in every 
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clos«d venmdab, and beliinil c^-cr;,- jmrdali, ucar ni band, men sat 
listening to the TCords of life ; nnd in many Aaaes the a«c4 thus 
cast upon llie waters was >i8ible after many days. The whola 
MissioD, however, was now nearly eKtiiict. Tlte old Catechiat, 
who was lolling to sec tlic Bkliop, had lingered on toll within 
the la.st few days, and then entered into rest, leaving oone to 
8Ui>ply his place. Better tiroes, however, have since dawned on 
Agra. May uii abuitdant Lurvvst reward tbu labourers who 
lisve entered in ! 

Of tlie fairy Taj Mah&l, the strong-walled Fort, and the 
wiJderness of riuoB stretcbiug for miles nrouiitl, it iiecdn not 
thnl ftn^'tlting be said. The Bis1toj> was now in the beaten 
track of India, and it will he better, with him, to hasten on. 
He had been prevailed on to alay one week beyond his time, 
nud he had now to make it up by rapid jotirney.'i. He began to 
feet less di'ead of the eun. Ho grow tirud of th? monotony of 
the camp. He shrunk from the disturbed nights in the 
paUnqniu. Hence, as far as possible, be resorted to wheeled 
carhAgcs, and rclnyM of horses : by wkit-I] menus, seventy inileH 
Dould b^ ti'aversod in a day, the cainp outstripped, tlio station 
reached, and the Sunday saved. But then it was necessar}' to 
drive all kinds of horses, and to pass over all manner of roads 
—roads no bad, llml Heber, who traversed the same route, 
compares them to a farm-yard lirHt trodden into deep holes, and 
then fix)zeD hard ; and says, that ' ' tliough n buggy can go over 
them, since it can go anywhere, yet they were never meant 
for baggies nor bu^es for them." 

Thus driven by his chaphiin, the Bishop, after leaving Agra, 
pressed on to Allyghur : and after performing all duties there, 
Mid examining the wonderfiU Fort, made for BarcJlly. Eighty 
miles had to be traversed. Klephants and buggies were 
exliaa6t«d by turas, and when at last all traces of a road had 
disappeared, and no mciins of further progress appeared, 
bearers and palnn<]uin!t, tieiit out by an admirable man, a 
Major 8mythc, were discovered under u tope of trees, and bore 
the Bishop to his journey's end. Noticing daunted him in those 
days. Uc liad to makeup for a lost week: and it was made up. 



BoreiUj however mu an important station, and a halt wa4 
vcMu n. « 
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ujHde, kdO tbenew yvtir (1637) veleoined. Tliere was a cWpliiiQ, 
«ii(l in hilt 1ious« divtQ« aerrices were pei-formed. But tbere 
mt!) no eliurch, autl iiumediate Hteps were taken to niiao one. 
An unexpected obstucle, however, nppeMfetl in the peraon of 
the Bi-igailiei- in commnud. Ite Dot oiilj- piis&kv«ly dvcliited 
oontributing, but actively opposed tJio project. He declnred 
tfml it WI18 the duty of GovernmMit to build churches; thut 
ioctWidual iotorfcrcnce was uitcullcd for uiiil uiiwiis« ; tind 
tltKt be was not ouly dctvrmtuvd to kU Ktill himself, bat 
hoped nobody else would move. These argiinieiits were urged 
luiidly and uureacrrcdly ut hin own tnblo, nnd befoiv a large 
pitrty, whom he bad invited to iiiui't the Bishop. With hopes 
nil SAiiffuiiie. uiid plaus inntured, the I>i»liop was not pre- 
pared for such an outbreak — his nerves fiuled — he shed teara 
as the only reply. Ko orte at tli« uioment could interfere, 
liowever poinful tlie scene ; but no boouer had the party left 
tlic dinner table Ibau a flnc old civilian, of fifty years standing, 
(juicily put down hin name for b subscription of one thousand 
rupees. Mujor Suiytbo joined him, and put down his fur tivo 
hundred ; inother gitvo one hundi-ed ; all f^ve sonictliiug. and iu 
two days, four thousand rupees nere raised, a committee formed, 
and an appllcntion forwarded for aid from Govemment. Thus 
were tlic insjiiied words proved Itul — thiil they who " sow in tears, 
shuU reap in joy." There is now n Clirist-Chiirch, Bareilly; 
tJie itisult of thai appeal, which at first looked so unpromising. 



Another rapid run of forty-eight miles througli Furrecdporo 
and Fullchguiige, to Jelklabad, on Janutiry 5th; followed by 
another of eijiial diiitaiKe, vnricd by a passage across the 
mighty Ganges, on January Cth, brougtit the BLshop sitfidy to 
Fultyghur, where he found an excellent ehaploin, a good 
chuivh, and all thin^ in order. Much pleasant intercourse 
took pUcc hero with friends, who were ^nidiiiilly passing doivn. 
the eounlry from Simlnh; the germs of missionary work were 
watched and encouraKed; tlie church and burial 'grounds were 
ooDsecratcd ; divine services wore performed ; tlie Holy Sacra- 
ment and continuation admiuiatered ; — and then the Bisliop 
r^oined the t-amp for a few days* quiet march. The sportanien 
vent out, and provided the t«ble with wild gvcse, aa ou the 
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other side of India it had been proHded u-ith wild peac»cJ<B. 
On Jaouaty Itth, tbc Bisliop entered the large station of 
Cawnpoi-e and rested in the <:h»[>lain*s Louse. Hs ecemed 
himself to be no wunie for the eSorls he had made; b tit all 
Ms company suffered greatly, aud over Home of them the ethuduw 
of death for a time had passed. It requires • certtmi kaow 
lodge of India to understand the effect of these forced mai-ches, 
biuried journeyK, aad constant expoaare. 

Cawnporo was an imnionso station even in 1897. It stretched 
out seven miles iit lengtb, contained tlirc<^ ttiousnud Cliristian 
inhnbitauts, aiid presented, at first sight, almost an English 
aspect To titt«r il was like entering tlie outskirts of London. 
"T. HRrmim, Tailor," and "Thomas Brookes, General Dcalor." 
ov«r the shop doora, were ucw Hghts, aud strange to Indiaa 
eyes. 

It was an anxioua thought with the Bishop how best he 
might move and beueBt tliit^ station. I''or a luug period much 
in it had been adverse to true religion and piety. An 
officer had been in cummand, whose influence nas very great 
ud very iujurioua, A regiment of caraliy had been in can' 
touuieots, as conspicuous for its bravery, as for its immorality. 
These thiuga bad ^one far to Qeutnilis« tht: lubonrs of two 
most excellent chaplains, and bad made tlieir duty diflioult. 
One of them, in fact, had been very recently removed, aud in 
a manner which may serve to sliow the delicacy of a chaplain's 
positiou in India, and tim constant prudence it requires. 

He had long been on bad terms vrith the Coramanding Officer; 
bat lliere had been no positive outbreak. One duy, however, 
be received from him n letter, euquiring ofllcially, on the sup- 
position of a church being built in the station, how many 
persons it should be constructed to hold. The answer should 
have been oRicuU also. But tlte chaplaui forgot himself. Ho 
wrote and said thai the number of attendants in cltwch would 
depend much on the character of those who held authority in 
the station. If they were (iod-fearing, and church- frcfjuenting 
mea; then the cougregation would be larf;e. But if they 
were profane and uugodly men, who despised religion, and 
uegUoted church, then the congregation would be smfdl. This 
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brought a second ofHciitl lett«r from Uw Comuiaoding Officer, 
requiring ii more explicit sUtement: to which the replr was 
that the Chaplain had no other BtRtem(>nt to moke. Tliis cor- 
reapwadcace. hvtom the ink wiia n-ell dry, was aent up to he 
cotutuuiiicated ]ii'ivately to the ]3iahop. Tlie inedsage returned 
Oil tlie iiistaut was — "You are wrung. You have fiitally com- 
□litted yourself. If h coiuptaint is made, you caniiot be 
defended." The complaint was made. Sir Henry Fane, the 
Comnifuider- in -Chief, communicnted ivith tho Bishop on th« 
subject: and the matter went tiiroiigh the regular rnutine. 
Tiio lii&hop did w hat he could, But the result vas Uic tnunph 
of tho ofBcer, uid tlie removal of the chaphun to another 
Rtntion. Great hparl-bumings followed. The chaplain was 
deeply regretted, and by tho»c who were unacquaintttd with the 
oirc u in stall eea, tiic Bishop vnis bluiiiud. One consequence vmx, 
that a single chaplain only now remained to perform the 
dutiea of the extetiaive iitatiou, and thei'6 was no church. 
Happily, however, some changes had takeu place just before 
tlie Bishop arrived. An admira.blG man. Colonel Oglander, 
WHH uow coiniDUudiiig officer : and a uew rej^meut had replaced 
the old. StiB the visit was looked to with apprehension, for 
prejudices were ati-ong, ihe society was scattered, the stream 
was adverse, the station seemed umnanngcablu, and to have 
been gentle and tender as at Meerut, would hare been out of 
place at Cawnpore. The Bishop finally decided on a totaUy 
different course. He dropped suddenly as it were, into tlie 
station on a Saturday night : and on tlio Sunday morning lie 
rose up in tlie pulpit and said all that was in his heart. 
First, he mourned over the " cruel " reniovid of one of their 
exeellciit vhapliiinR. Secondly, he openly denounced tliv irre- 
ligious conduct of tho^e who had been recently removed from 
the fltation. Thirdly, he annouticeil lun purpose of laying the 
foundation stones of tn-o uow churches before lie Icfl. And 
IflBtly.he intimated his resolution of discovering whether tliere 
was "any grace and good feeling inCawupore or not." Notliiug 
less than this, or sotiietbiug like thii!!. rould have produced tlie 
desired effect. As it was, the station was effcetuflljy aroused. 

Jfaving arraiigf^d jill needful plaiLs. found all required 
hclpen. uud issued all necessary circulars, tlic Bisliop loft 
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iiiflUerfl to work th«ir way for a few day^ and set off on a 
nail to I.urlinow — over the route since trodden by Havelock 
and tii:; gnllmtt troops. 

ilaviug tir»t stopped at one of ihe king's summer pnJaces, 
called Dilkooshn, or "Heart's Delight," he was afterwards 
entertaiued by Colonel Ijow« at the Kesidency. From thence 
be viiiited tliu Kiug in st^itc, vna entertained at a sumptuoas 
royal breakfast, mourned over the tmbluBliing licentiousness 
which nil fxuntinution of the palace anveiled, greatly admired 
the extraordijiary beauty of tliv city, stood bcsidu the tomb of 
General Kartin of " La Marliniero," performed divine aervica 
botli in the Residency and cantonments, uxruugcd &o effectually 
for the building, that Clirist-Cliurch, Luckuow, at once arosoi 
and tlicn, after an absence of one week, returned to Iiis great 
work nt Cawnporc. 

All his intttrunientality had worked well : and his church- 
bnttdii)^ plans were prop-eesing satisfactorily. lie turned at 
once, therefore, to tho spirilimt duties of t)i« Visitation. Two 
sermons were preaclied each Sunday. Two large Temperance 
Societies were nddrusfiecl. Three regimental schools and hos- 
pitals were visited. Poor hundred children of the Free School 
were examined. The native orphan asylum was inspected. 
Two numerous confimiationa were held, after divine service, 
on week days. The Holy Sacrament was administered. Four 
burial-grotiuds were consecrated. Twice Lc addressed the 
Native CIiriKtinns in Ilinduatiuii, the sermons having cost him 
two honra a day for a whole week in preparation. Au Ordi* 
nation was licid with the usual ^jreliminariea. A trantdntion 
society for Upper India was formed. Committots of all the 
leading religious societies were attended and strengthened. And 
all this, whilst viwtom were coUiug every morning, and large 
social pftrtiot filled up every evening. The bare enumeration 
will HufBce to show how thoroughly he threw himself into his 
work. But it must bo filled up with the earnestness, and 
power, and prayer so natural to him, and so necessary nlways, 
in order to ^tc an adequate idea of the effect produced. 

Finally, be accomphshed his great object ; and before he left 
the station, the foundation stoneii of two churches were laid. 
The Bishop hiiu»elf gave two thousand rupees ; the Christian 
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Knowledge Society, Bto huudred; Sir Cliai-Ies- Metonlfe, five 
hundred; Sir Henry Fbqc, fire hundred; the siib&criptioE 
]>«I><r shnwe<I »i?v.>n lIiotiRi»tid ; the collections yielded two 
thnusaiid ; the ])rocee(i.'< of the old buildin;* were reokonod at 
two thouHBml five himdrt-d; mid the Cluirrh Building Fund 
WB8 pledged for twelve llioiisand. Altogether, twenty-seven 
thooaand rupees were availnble. This would verj' nearly Kuflice 
to build a single church at one extremity of the RtRtion ; in 
nrhii-h case Oovernment wa? pledged to build a accood church 
nt the other extremilj. The design, tltcrefoiT, wiis ncconi- 
plished; nnd to the ftstonishmcnt of all, Saturday. February 
4th, was fixed upon for Injing the fuuodution irtoucs. On 
tliat dny, accordingly, the troops were paraded, Urge crow-da 
assembled, the Frecntasons aRfti»ted, military miixie gave life 
and animation to tlie scone, and with »oIeraii prayers aud the 
usual cereinonicfi thu found&tioQ atones of Christ-Church and 
St. John's were kid by Mr, Wem^-ss the senior civilian, and 
Colonel Oglander the Brigadier in command. 

The Visitation w«s now ended, and after farewell services on 
the Sunday, the Biehop left with a heart relieved bum care 
and filled with gratitude to God : — 



'"Never did I enter a slation,' he says, 'with- such 
deepoudency, and never did we leave one with such joy. 
Thioo j'Cftrs of irritation between the clergy and the military' 
authorilies had led the Benior ebaplaiii, iu au iU-ouitined hour, 
to write an offensive letter. The chaplain was removed, and 
all was in !i dnme. His large circle of friends were up in 
arms. The design for building chnrchofi (which had been 
takeu up and laid down more than once or twice Rince 1687. 
when nintorlaln were collected,) had been almost abandoned in 
deepair. Well, in three Khort weeks God hiw cleared up the 
8ky. The station is friendly ; they submit to their Iohh ; they 
have come forward nobly to subscribe ; the cngiucer officer has 
worked cordially ; two Gothic designs are detenniiu-d on ; and 
a cnpital coniniittee is appointed with rulea laid down for thoir 
guidance. Yon should have seen the ceremony yesterday of 
laying the first stones. The immense throng of people — all 
th« soldiers drawn out — all the officers — all the gentry — and 
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thnnsAnds of ^ativeH ! It would Imve done yonr heart good. 
A niimpmoa nutsonic lodge ns&isted. The senior Civilian Inid 
the slonc Rt tlie church. *nd Uie Brisadier at tlie eliBpel. I hub 
almost kilK-d with the exertion of addressing, perhaps, tJiree 
thousand people in the njicn nir. 1 contrired, honever, to make 
Ibem hear. To God only be glorj- in Christ Jcsua ! Amfln." 

The Bi&bop'ft doniition to tlie 'butUting of this church may 
bnve heen noticed ; but it i^nnnot he known hovr conetunlly 
Rimilnr donations were given. His charities at this tinio were 
broad-cast orer India. He rejoiced when Uie first heavy 
expenses attendant on bis outfit wid furniture were liquidated, 
because "it would enable hiia to give to India." He gnva 
vilhont stint at every stiition. It is not known vrbcther he 
ever kept an uecount of his chu-ities bimself; but a ft-w ntemo- 
randft made by his ohnpUin show that from the time he left 
Sitnlafa, tliat in, m less than four months, he had given away 
eight tbousnud three hundred rupees ; or, for the time, half his 
ineonte. Thi-ae were merely occnttibunl «iid piweiiig charities, 
and apart from his regular subscriptions to ercry pood work, 
and his Urge benefaciinna to public objects. He delighted in 
tltus hclpini; good duKigns, imd furthoriDg God's ^-ork. 

On Februiiry flth he left Cawnpore, and after spending Ash 
Wednesday with Mr. Rivaz ajid Pr. Madden at Futtehpore, 
imd performing divine Venice there, he joined the crunp. The 
roada were now magnificent— one hundred feet wiile, raised, 
with handsome bridj^ps, and comfortable bungidows for 
trayellers. A thousand miles had been traversed since leaving 
Simlali, and the weather Legnn to be very warm, «o that the 
end of the land route at Allahabnd wfi.4 looked to with some 
eagerness. 



It was reached on Fcib. lUh, and the Bighop was welcomed 
by the Itev. Henry PrntI, the chaplain, mid hospitably enter- 
tained by Sir. and Mrs. Lowilicr. This was the scene of (he 
pilgrim tax ; and the grand nunual fair, or M^la, was just con- 
cluding;. TmnienM crowds of pilgnma still remained, from 
each of uhoni, Uie tax of one rupee, was to be collected. The 
Bishop stood for a long time in the strongly barricaded office. 
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where b; a Chriatiati band tkui tax waa taken, and n cotres- 
lionditig tickrt issued, adtuittiiig tlic 1>curcr to tlie margin of 
ihc SAcrnd Ktrnun. II|»>n Uie prodiioUoii of tlit; ticket, another 
Christian hand stflinpt^d a red Hignet on llic devotee's right 
arm. which Authorised him to buthe, and realise its supposed 
be iiti tildes. The Bishop looked upon the frenzied inultitudo, 
the hideous assemblage of idols, the town of straw huts raised 
on the river banks, the countless flags indirating separate 
Brahniinica] establishments, and the pilgrim, now Khaved, 
bathed, marked, and ponnitF«s, rctiriug from the scene with a 
Uttle vessel of the sarred water to hn carried home — if, indeed, 
be ever reached his honiv. In tlie coutcniplation of all this, 
be says that " hu ivns never »i> alTt^ctcd since, two yciurs before, 
he had stood at Juj^gemant." 

He soon however roused himself to effort. He first sought 
oat tho dispatch of the Home Gov«rume>it in Feb., 1833, abso- 
lutvlj' prohibiting the collection of the tax. He tlien obtained 
one of the tickets uliii'b wua really issued, and is stiU preserved, 
numbered 7t!002, and bearing a stamp and au inscription in 
Sanscrit, Persian, and Knglisli, for the adniiasion of one Jattree, 
at Pilgrim, to tlio attoam. He gathered up all the statistics also, 
casting the balance between profits and loss, and intiuiring from 
the bebtaiithuriti(?s the probable expenditure of human life. And 
upon all this, as a foundation, he rais«d the stipci^structure of a 
K^ong personal appeal to (lie Oovemor-Gcnprnl. He wrote, 
moreover, to the Society for Promoting Christian Knowledge; 
and his strong atatemeats obtained immediate publicity and 
the widest ciroulatioii in Fnglnnd and India. Private loiters 
were also written to Fowell linxton, the Rev. F. Cunningham, 
and other influential and pbilautliropic friends ; and thus he 
did his pari to overthrow the •evil which had been so long and 
BO ably denounced by others. How far his representations may 
have been effectual in India, docs not appear. But before the 
year was ended, the tax whs abolislied. 

The station at Allahabad was v^rj- handsome, the situation 
rery agreeable, the class of residents superior. A chm-ch was 
rising effectUHlly, though amidst some strife and disseusioQ. 
A long stay was not reipiired, Tlic usual services were rendered 
on the one hand, and fully appreciated on the other ; and tboD 
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the Bisliop took bts poHnage in the steam«r, and dropped down 
Uie riyer on his way to Culculta. Two days aftt-rwards he 
heard of the d««tb of Bishop Coriie, of Miulras : — 

' Hon can I describe my fedinf^ ? ' he Sftys. ' X have tliis 
^loming hi'Hrd of the »icknea8 aod death of my honoured 
jtnd beloved brother, Bishop Corric. Oht what will become 
of ludia ! Here X am agnin left alone, with t]irp« dioceses on 
my single bauds. Dearest, dear Corric ! Only one year und a. 
qnarter in his dioocae I Jt was oit the I>th February tliat the 
Umented event took place. Bleftsed man ! he has etitcrrd 
into rest. Never was tliere a more oxalted, m^ek, i^nnsistenC 
Christtaii. No one, not even Bishop lleber, baa liUed a more 
important station in the general propagation of the Grospel in 
India. .All Hindustan loved him. lie inspired universal con- 
fidimce. There was a (fentlenesa of rhaxocter, a qnietnet>s of 
spirit, and n boldnexx in tbe profeKitinii of Cbrii^t which are 
rarely combined. WeU, it is the Lord I His waya are in tlie 
deep, and Iub judf,'mGiit8 past finding out. He can raise up 
instfuiueuts at his pleasure. May he be graciouiUy present 
with his widowed Chtu%b.' 



Mirzapoor, and Cbwniir, the scene of Bishop Corrie's earlier 
labours wore next rUit«d. Four diiys wore given to the wonders 
of Benares, and the interesting labours of the Church Mission- 
aries. Gliaieepnrtr, Buxju, IJinaparc, Monghir. Bhaugul^iore 
and Itainpore Beiiuleitli were succeasirely touched at. " Of nil 
these scenes," Uie Bishop SRye. " Hebcr's deseription is perfect 
and most lively. He was tlien new to them. They met him 
caciy. We come to them with uiiiids satiated with sights, and 
bodies exhausted with beat." 



On Jfareh 13th. tbe steamer worked round and anchored off 
Saugor, at the eutrance of the Ilooghly. On tbe following 
morning, Archdeacon Dcidtry and Dr. Mill came on boiLrd : iu 
the afternoon the Bishop huided, drore round to Government 
House to pay lii» respects to Lord Auckland, the new Guvernor- 
Qouend, und the Mikhcs Eden, luid reached his own home at 
four o'clock, iu hcaltli and safety. 
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And thus ended the louf:[est Visitation, perhnps. on record. 
The outlines of Brititth India had been well nigh traced. The 
confines of Bminah, China, Xliibct. Cftubiil, hnd been nearly 
touched. The GHiigcft, Siillej, Rn»hninpootr«. Cnvory, uiid 
Nerbuddn rivers had been crossed or navigated. Commenced 
on Au|^^t 3.1Lb,lS34, it coiu-luiti^Kwith two infeii'als rendered 
necessaiy by the climftte) on March l4lh, 1S:!7. Two years 
and a half were thus occupied, nud moro tliau tliirteen thousand 
miles traversed by sea and land. 

' I cannot enter upon any one duty this 'first mominf; af\er 
my Hrrivnl in CnlcnUa,' says the Bishop, ' withont humbly 
ofTvring my praises to the gi-ent Giver of all f^ood, for the pre- 
servatjon vouehsafed to his iiuworlhy servant. Thirteen 
thouaaud fire hundred miles hnre been traversi^d, and the 
vrhole diocese of India vi&ited, though nut in all parts; and 
now I return in safety, and 1 «nn tliniikfiilly ndd, in perfect 
health. I feel in truth far better tlii-i morning than when last 
I left Calcutta. Oh ! for internal, spiritual, ecclesiasticHl, 
domestic, pentonnl peace in Christ Jesus, amidst the changes 
and trials which I must, und do, and ought to expect.' 

And now he entered once more upon the duties of Calcntta. 
Lent was far advanced : but he availed himKclf of the last 
Friday evening's Bervice. to preach n most affecting fnnerul 
cermon for Bishop Come. '■ AU India inoums:" — Uins it 
conimciiocd ; " We have lost one of the gentlest, meekest, most 
exalted Christians thut our Church has ever known. Wc have 
been deprived for tlie Gfih time of a chief pnstor of our docks, 
afUr a brief Uioiigh most lionourabli; and useful episcopate. Wo 
have lost him fit the very Instant w ben liis 3)rewnpe was required 
for the snlemn office of consecrating ii brollier bishop, aiid thus 
settling for the first time our Anglican Apostolic Chiu'ch in 
Indin with her appointed pflstora." The largest congrepntion 
ever collected tojjether in Ht. John's Cathedra], listened to these 
and many such-like words, with deep emotion and full assent ; 
and tlie sermon was nftcrwards inserted in the printed volume 
as already mentioned. It was followed by the usual services of 
Passion Week and Easter; by addresses delivered successively 
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in all tlie Calciittfl churches ; by the resumption of the clerical 
coDferencea ; by a conGrmatiou of five hundred young persons ; 
ty & public an<l privftt« ordination ; and by conimitt^^e mvetiiigK 
of tlic Church Builtliiig Fund, the InfAiit Schoolft, and all the 
other rrligious societies in Calcutta. Thua the reins were 
t«k«n np once more, nad n frcah impolse given to every good 
work. 

From the new GoTeroor-Geueral and bis sisters, the I^Iisses 
Eden, the Bishop received every courtesy ; and his return 
traa celebrated by a state dinner ]>arty, which included nil 
the heads of departments in Calcatta. Tho Binhop himself 
also resumed his intercourse nnth society, and nniall friendly 
parties were varied occasionally by lurge otficiul ones. The 
season proved intensely hot. Ml Calcutta was one huge 
T&pour bath, and the Bishop in vain sought refuge in a 
country-house across the river, colled Sbalimnr. In July be 
projected a short missionary tour to fill up a few gups left, in 
the hasty conclusion of bis Vimtation. ChinsuraJi, Bancoorab, 
Burdw-fin and Krishnaghnr (where no religious movement had 
as yet tiUien place) were tlius visited. Extracts from letters 
written by hira at the two laBt-named stations may find here a 
fitting place.

*Wh arrived on Sutnrdny at this higott^^d centre of Hindoo 
idoUtrr — the nity of Krishna. Two pious missionaries of the 
Church Missionary Society, have made a little beginning. I hare 
Tisited their 8cho<il.s, tiiid examined the children in the (loapela, 
emrounded by hundreds of heathen spectators, full of curiosity. 
The children are not Christians, but they replied to my ques- 
tions with A qnicktiess and decision quite dehghtful, so that nil 
the crowd heard the word of the Gospel. Besides the schools, 
the raissionariea have sniull chapels, where lliey confer daily 
irith the [>eDple and preach. Sometimes two or tJiree hundred 
are collected. The " lewd people of the baser sort " nt limes 
disturb, but none dare injure tlicm. They have no adult oon- 
verts as yet. We are doing all we can to encourage Christi- 
Boity and help on this blessed cause.'

'There isaUltlc church here, very neat and appropriate . 
YosttTilky "Kc .tpenl four or five hours at the Misiiiun Housl', 
which is about a mile from the tnvm, I have cxamiiied an 
hundred and fifty native srhnlsrs from tlie villages aroiinil. 
Nothing could be more dchghtfid. Imlced, wlmt I have itecn 
of Mr. and Mth Wcitbrecht {^vc» me tJie liighent improssion of 
their talraits, character, exalted piety, excellent sense, and 
simplicity of heart. I am charmed oiid cdiQed. There is a 
little Cliristitui village, nttnchcd tu tlie Alisition jiremiseH, of 
about eighty Ronls. I viiuted it. A neat row of cottages raised 
a little from the earth, gardens for each family iu fniiit, (Mr. 
Weitbrecht h gordoncr, architect, and eyerytliing,) a fine tank 
before the gluteus, thi-ee rooms iu each cottage, a htUe nice 
furniture, hods, tables, chairs, and writing-desk. A picture of j 
Bobert Hall tidurued one of the mills. I'he men and women 
came out a» we pftRned, and I asked. What is this cliild'a 
□amc ? TLcophilue. And this ? Abraham. And this ? Sarah. 
What a.re your several occupations ? I ain a carpenter. I am 
a tailor. I nm an lIurlxHru. 

' Thus the clciiuliness, comfort, purity, diligence, and honest 
employmentjt of Eufilish villages begin to nppoar. I do not of 
com'se speak too confidently; but if life ia spared, and instead 
of six years Mr. Wcitbrccht continues forty, there is notlilng 
I ahnuld lint hope. I confirmed nine bnptiecd ttdultg yesterday 
— all hopeful, and most of them decided Christians. 

*Tcll my graudchildrcu that an clepbaut here had a disease 
iu his eyes. For three (liiy» he Iiitd btt'ii completely blind. 
His owner, an eDgineer officer, asked my dear Doctor Webb if 
he could do anything to relieve the poor animal. The doctor 
Kftid hi! winild trj- nitrnta of silver, which wiis a remedy com- 
monly apjdied tg similar diseases iu the himian eye. The 
huge animal was ordered to lie down; and at first, on the 
appliimtion of the remedy, raised a most extraordinary roar 
at the acute paiu wliich it occasioned. The effect, however, 
was wonderful. The eye was, in a maimer, restored, and the 
animal could partially sec. The next day when he was 
brought, nnd heard the doctor's voice, he laid down of himself, 
placed his enormous head on one side, cui'led up his trunk. 
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dnv in Ids brcatli just like a man about to eadure on operation, 
gave n sigli of reliof wIpd it was over, and tlieu, by inuik aud 
gestures, evidftntly wislicd to express his gratitude. What 
sagacity I Wmt a lesaon to us of patience I' 

This interesting mi&siotinrv excursion terminated on August 
I8lti, when Oil* BisUop returntid to Calcutta for a season, 
intending to resume it lu Oclobfr. 

Daring the intervftl, he was called to bit] farewell to Dr. 
Mill, who, Iiavinf,' completed Mb term of serrice, and suffered 
mucli in lienltli, was about tu retire from tbe PriucipaUbip of 
his College. The Bishop had alwaj's admired hia superior 
talents, hisi great leamiitg, his prodigioua mcmoty, hia sim- 
plicitjr of character, and consistency of conduct; and was glad 
to have au opportunity of publicly ncknowli-dging the good 
service he had rendered to the Chiireh in Intlin. " I huvc 
been giving, " he says, on Septtruiber Srd, " a dinner of fift|f 
persons to Dr. Mill on his departure, and bare delivered liiiu 
an address from the clergy. Tliia was on Kriday last, and 
most affecting. His pupils present Iiim with, a silver iokatand. 
The Asiatic Society make an address, aud his friends 
found a fellowship at Bishop's College. He sails about tbe 
1st October.' 

The Bishop's fii-st chnpkiti, also, ilie writer of tliis work, 
was compelled to leave India about the same time, from 
repeated and serious attacks <>f illnoHs. Tht- Medical Board 
jbrbadc all further duty, and admitted of uo delay, and the 
Biahop, on resuming hiK Visttatiuu, was compelled to go alone, 
far more serious aud irreixurable loss to tlic- Bi.ihop 

Burred at tlie Bium: time. Sir Benjamin MalkUi, who had 
been promoted from tlie Recordersliip of the Straits, to the 
Supreme Court at Calnitta, Cell a sacrifice to his arduous 
duties and the treacherous climate, in thv very prime of life, 
and full career of useftilness. The Bishop's original aequnint* 
anee with him and his excellent liidy, hud ripeiiod into the 
most sincere friendship, and during his late residence in 
Calcutta, ouo day in each week had been set apart for an 
interchange of Bor.ial visits. He was just the cliaracter the 
Bishop loved — learned, honourable, unassuming, attached to 
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tilt Ghvxvb, regular la all reEgious duties, gciiUo in mnoDer, 
with a touch of humour, a happy Icvoikt, luid a hiLU<Uome 
pereon. 

'Afj facart i« hrolion,*heBa}'s,on hearing of his de«th on 
October Slst. ' The »rumble, pious, leftimed, honoured. Sir B. 
Malkin is iio more. I have an yet received no iinrtiunlarR, but 
the fact is cci'toin. I ut-vcr had »ucU u bluw ixi the way of the 
loss of a friend : — the very man lo wliose wis«, firm, anci 
friendly couiiiiel, together with the sympathy of his most 
excellent lady, I looked forward ou uiy return to Calcutta, to ' 
supply the lo4S of my chaplain and Dr. Mill. And oh ! ih^i 
dear widow, ami fatfaerletui children ! Thank God for his 
reUgiouK character, Lis inward piety (which 1 doubt iiot far 
exceeded what hia modest and silent carriage allowed hiia to 
npenk of), his conataut attendance twice on the Sunday at 
ohurcli, his delight in religious conversation ftnd family prayer. 
Yes, I doubt not he is now in the presence of bis Redeemer, a 
fflorified and Imppy spirit. But we are indeed left desolate. 
Calcutta is desolate ; his family and circle of friends are desolate ; 
the many religious and benevolent institutions he nouritihed, 
are bereaved of one of Uieir purest, ablest, sweetest, and 
most valuable menibera. Oh ! thut I may " hwu- the rod, and 
who hath appointed it." My daughter gone — my son and 
chaplain gone — l>r. Mill gone — my moat intimate friend now 
gone! Blesttdd Jeautt, be Thou aix to me: dauf;hter, son, 
cbapluin, advi.ser, friend! Thou all-sufficient Saviour, whoas 
self- existence, and infinite ftdness for the snpply of tliose that 
trust in. Thee, is declared iu Thy name, " 1 am that I am," — 
be Tuoi' luy refuge." 

When the year 1836 opened, the Bishop had returned from 
Ilia )diort visitation, (dtu-ing which he had suffered a good deal' 
from indisposition), and was residing in Calcutta. The rough 
work of the diocese was done. Tho charaiiterB of the clergy, 
and the wants of the stations, were generally known. The 
Caste qiiestlou was at U-ast quiusccDt, and seventeen miHsioiiarivs 
were labouring in the field whore the Bishop had found but 
two. The Church Missionary discussion caused no funher 
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anxiety. Tho senior presidency chapluin had retired from the 
service. The Governoi-GeiititJ vm in tlie l/]ii>er Pniviiicoii. 
Sir Charles Metcalfe had throwu np the government of Agra, 
lod was retumin^:; home. N'u spei-iul matter caused uneasi- 
ness : DO urg«»t duty pressed. Under such circumstances, 
quot«tioQB from the Bishop's joomal-letters may euperaede 
for the presoiit sit ollirr records, and give variety and interest 
to this period of his Iiiditm life. 



' CALctTTTA. Sfpt. 18:J7. 1 am endeavouring to enter nuuw 
into llie interior of religion, nnd treat ererythiDK in God and 
with God.

'Calcutta, ,/iiH. 2-l(/i. Yon will be surprised to hear that 
I have bccu obli^^cd to give up Shnlimar. The owner was bo 
looEte and exorbitant, that I could iiiidfu nothing of her. Every- 
thing is removed ; all the servants discharged ; tlio boat 
returned ; aud my beautiful rcti'cat, like Juuah's gourd, 
withered. But only conceive tlie kiudiiesa »f Profesaor Withers 
of Bifthop's College. I had ordered my furniture to be re- 
pluL-ed iu my " visitor's room," and Uie rest brought here. But 
no, he will insist on my occupying the Pnncipal's vacant lodge. 
\othingthat I could suy woidd previdll And lo, four charming 
rooms are fitted up with my Shaliumr goods, and ready for me 
as soon &a tlie gout will aJIuw mc to move. Still I am de> 
termiued not to remain there long, hut to move into toy ovm 
*' Prophet's Chamber." Indeed, nothing can exceed Gie pro- 
mising state of tlie College. Everything is studiously done to 
please me. A. spirit of missiouarj' zeal and evnuKflical piety 
is increasing. Tlie native stiidenta ai't- going on iidmirHbty. 
Dr. Mill's visit to Bombay has won all hearts there, and 
restored tlie reputation of the College. Dr. Mill is delighted 
with tho plan uf sending out Mr. Malan ; and the more I 
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think of it, the more I thuik it is likely to be succestsful. It 
p\es as a capital Orienlal scjiolm- full of youth and energy: 
and it leaves unimpaireil Mr. Withers' influence lor good 
orer the whole Society. If God is (iracioasly pleaded to 
bless, all will do. The Church Missionai-ies up t)ie country 
are uppl>*ing for admission for their converts. Two lads are 
coming from llombay. At Mndras, Archdeacon Hai'per has 
arranged that the Vepery Seminary shall work in with the 
College. And all this is owing, under God, to the uniform 
deter miiiatiun I have held of doing all 1 could to bring 
the College into n good state, sod not to abandon it in 
despair.' 

' CALcrTTA, Feb. 1st. — AiiionifBt other hooks. T have been 
reading the "Lost Church Found," wliich proceeds on a very 
good idea, and has taught mo something coDceming Uie firat 
British Churches, the century of Saxon heathenism, and tlie 
re-conversion by Augustine, which is valuable. My " Oxford 
Memorials " delight me. t can never outisfy myself with looking 
over tlic long-known scenes of my youth. 1 hope tJie " London 
Churchce." and the "Cambridge Memorials," 'will be equally 
good. But after all luy new authors, 1 turn back to my old 
commentator, Scott, with a fresh zest. I am now in Ezekicl lu 
my annnal vonrso : and I sit with astonishment at many of his 
grave and deep remarks ; and 1 hope tuni thorn into prayers. 
That book is not yet sufliciently valued. I have now been 
rending him for forty years, and my jiidpnent is Hint he 
surpasses all other commentators by fur; with tlie single excep- 
tion of the incompamblR Jotm Calrin, who, considertug the age 
when he wrote, stands a prodigy of sound interiiretation of 
iuHpircd Scripture, and of rvai Icamijig. Li Npeaking of 
comments, I may say timt notliing has annoyed me more llian 
tfao loss of my own comtiiciits in the shape of stnnons, 
PerhapR five hundred ninnuMn'ipts were purloined by Sir Henry 
I-'ane's servants during my absence on the HiHa in 1636. I 
left, of course, my books, furniture, maps, pictures, everj-thing 
under the care of Sir Henry, when be took my ftimished 
house in September, 1895. My sermons were arranged in 
order on a separate shelf for the Duflry's easier access. On 
return my eye instantlr caueht the contracted row. The 
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loss IS indvscribuljlc, because I luive not the ljni« nor health 
for tJic Inborious iireparation which I made in yaimger life : 
and the twenty-six, just jmblished, hav« narrowed in.r stock of 
suitable discoursca for ludiu yet more. Poaitivoly, I linvc no 
COUTKO ready /or Uiti ensuing Lent, and know not what I Hhall 
do. They were all in short-hand, so they must haTo baam 
stolen mtirely for sale as waste paper.* 

' Bishop's CoiX£OE,i'VI'. iO(A. — Sir Charles Metcalfe arriTOd 
on his way home on Feb. 1st. lie r«tirea bwaase of the 
displeaRnr© expressed by the Court at his liberation of the 
Pruss. He is a troly great man, and much advancing in 
religion. I received him to dinner. We sat down sixty-two. 
The moat perfect order prevailed, and all were delighted with 
Sir Chailes" affability.' 

' Bishop's CoiJjiGi:, Feb. Ibth. — Sir Charles embarked this 
morning at seven o'clock, after thirty-eight years of nnintcr- 
mpt^d r«iudeucc in Indijt, and after occupying, durini; tlio 
whole of that period, a Nucccssion of the highest and most 
eoiifidcntial Mitnaliun.^ — Private Secretnry to Mai-qniit Wclleslcy i 
— Beeiilciit at Clwnliar, at Delhi, at AUntiabad — tlicn in Coaucil 
for seven years, for one year Governor- Oenernl, and for two 
years Qoveraor of Afpu. Puriug this loug period, three things 
have diBtingui.shed him. Fimt, n calm, firm, silent, immove- 
able, and yet tender and meek Iinbit of mind, in which he 
resembled Mouutstewarl Elphiustouc, the celebrated Governor 
of Bombay. Secondly, unbounded liberality in his ho^pilable 
eiitei'lainments, and nets of charily ho large Uint he relirea with 
scarcely any fortune. Thirdly, uuinipeactiud integrity and 
public spirit. 1 le had also shown au incrca.'teil rcuiird to ri-Ii^^ou 
of late years, and has preferred the most faithful and energetic 
miiusters.' 

' CALCim'A, Fcft. aig(. — Itappears that three things grievously 
offended tlie Couit of Directors in Sli- Charles. First, his Press 
law. Secondly, his change of the mint and equaliaatioD of 
the coinage, with the profile of George the Fourtli sabstitutcd 
for the uiuuc of Shah Aulura. Thirdly, a hasty report home 
uf a fearriil decline in the fiiiances, which he had to retract a 
fortnight after, aa a blunder of some hundred kca in the 
accounts bad bt-eu detected. The gentlemen, howeTer, who 
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told me this, seemed to doubt Sir Charles' pradcnce in taking 
offence. anA uriliog home for an explanalioi i. Hud lie just 
qnietlv waited for a yeiir or two, the Court would have recovered 
their cood humour. Nothiug in more commou. it appears, 
than the reproacliea sent out hy the Leadenholl SuviTcigna 
to Ooveraora-General, Councillors, and Commanders-in-Chief, 
oa uU sorts of lopiL's, hoth grave uud trifling. They are 
luughcd at hcrf, untl Uic previous measures qiiietly pursued. 
And tlicu, afWr three or four years, when the final plans are 
rejwrted home, the now Director* generally observe " that, on 
the whole, they approve of Kuch and such u regulation," eontra- 
dictory hb it mny be to their prcvioms orders. 

* fiut, if ttie Court coiiciiitt with the Governor-Oeiicral, then 
the case is different — then tlie firt>t hints are interpreted as 
comuiandii, and the Governor-General tells the Bishop (for 
instance) that such and such a thing is expressly aud abso- 
lutely forbidden, and that tli« recal of tlie allowance made to 
mi&^uiiarie^ is inevitable ! India is adratieitifr rapidly, how- 
ever, under the BriUsh rule, coinplicuted aud ponderous as it 
is. Lord William Itoiitiiicic lii~iit put the lever under the jnass, 
and faiily loosened tlie coherent parts. It wa.'^ a rude concus- 
noa. ; but it has done its work. Lord Auckland ib reaping the 
fruit. Vi'e outy want » rehgicua Churchuiou ut the bead to 
bare all things go right.' 

'Calcutta, March nth. — Last evening I drove with the 
Archdeacon to Mrs. Wilsou's, to lay the first stone of nn addi- 
tional building for the Female Orphan Itefuge. She haa 
obtained land for a Mission chnrch and house from a Brahmin, 
for a quarter of tlie snm any one else could have done. There 
is a currunt imprcKEuoii on tbe people's minds that she is 
a "Holy Woman." "We know," said the Brahmin who 
owned the land, "who you are: you arc a holy womtm : wc 
holy peraoim alwayu like to get ou the btirders of the (ianges 
if we con. Vou do the same. Tliis is very good, You and I 
are growing old, and it is good to be neur tlie sacred river. 
Yes; all right: you .ihall have it" Nor could Mrs. Wilson 
make him distinguish bc-twt-en residing near the Oangee for air, 
exercise, boats, convenience of bathing, receiving provisions, 

&c.. and residing for religjoiis worship, and for the benefit of 
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dying vith itH Kocn-d Hiud in li«r nostrila. TbU confasiau ul' 
ideas cfuinot be avoided.' 

* BcsHOP's CoLum^, March ZSth. A week of such incessant 
litHT>' I think 1 liKve aceircely passed since 1 came to India ; 
partly owing to my Lent Li*cture*, which, hk tlio people so 
much uttend, I take tJio utmost ciure with. Three out of the 
four I haTe written out, and indeed composed anew. Lnst 
Fridnv's, on the Doctrine of HeconciHntioii, took nte an hour 
And a qaai'ter to prcftch : and I copied out into my not«fl 8«tcd- 
teen or eighteen authors. If you had neeu inv in my back 
etudy wiUi tlic foUoit covering the large eunimittcc table ; 
Augustine, CliryROfttom, Poole, Owen. Calvin, Scott, Doddridge, 
ASTiitby, Ilociker, Mi-luDCthou, Beza, Henr>', Burlcitt, Bloom- 
field, Qu6itii«l, BevL-ridge, Simeon, you would baw been 
reminded of old times. In £aot, I never took more ])aius in all 
niy life: and what ia the consequence? What I have always 
found, that in proportion to the paios you take is the blessing 
which follows, because the sermons are better worth attending 
to. You muttt not wondi'r if I coiitiuuc to send out for more 
books. Vou will find a foraiiduUe list coming. But I will tell 
you one Uitng ; 1 have just bought volumes to the Rmomit of a 
thousand rupt-es at the sale of dear Sir B. Mtdkiu's library, and 
I cbosc as many as I conld to spare tlioae left at home. I shall 
ever regret that I was so ill-advised as not to bring out my 
whole hbrary. But never tnind ; no one really values or nses a 
Bbrary unless he collects it himself. So that in truth I am the 
only one who can really Iftke advantage of my own stores. You 
never look at them I know compared with yonr v\m purchases." 

' Bishop's Collkoe, April :>lk. Last cvcuing I attended our 
Asiatic Society, where LicuL Kittoe nindi? h ri'port of his anti- 
quarian researches at Juggernaut and Cultack. Vestiges of 
decayed temples, iascriptionH, curious usages, ilhistrations of 
history {India cannot tmce ariytliing distinctly before u.c. 300), 
and beds of coal. This lost point is astonishing every one. 
Extensive beds of coal interK^rt the entire peuinsular of Hin- 
dustan. Iron also is abuudant. And thuHO arc two grand 
sources of commerce. 

' Dr. Richardsnn. nf Moubnein. dined with me on Satnrdoy. 
AU is going ou well. The church is crowded iu the morning ; 
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a Burmese war is iueviuible ; il Uiird regiment is ordered from 
Madras ; trade floiu'isliiug ; AdicHcaii MiK&ionH active. I heur 
from l/ord Aucklund once n niontli or go. Tlioy wtn- nt Mus- 
BOOreeCliurch on March IHth, which they tenn " beautiful, " and 
BSy was well alteiided. coUHideriii^ the tfarly season.' 

'CAL.CCTTA, Faster Eve. April li.lh. I hare jiiHthad three 
officers of the Q&el nith me, to beg me to [)iitroiii!te u {>Iu^ to 
be got up for llie fauiiue fuad. "No, genUemen," Isaid, "that 
is impossible. Yuu could uot wiab mi' to undo all T have been 
doing my whole life; " and I bowed tUriu out. W)iat a pro- 
found ignorance even of deconun.' 

* J^Iaster Bat, April lath. May we rise to greater newness 
of life with our triumph ant Lord! This is my sixth Easter 
in India. Soon will it be said " liis bi&hopric let ajiotlier tjikti," 
Oh ! to END WEU- I am jealoua over mynelf. (1) I would 
examine my heail. (2) I would search into my fldmiuistration 
of this Ta9t diocese. ('A) I would suspect myself, eepecially oa 
two points — where the natural sGlfishiiess of man blinds hia 
jud^iK'iii of hi)^ own ai:tiou&— aud an to spiritual atr«elions 
where decays of grace bcgia. Lord raise me up with Christ' 

'CAt^trrrA, April l%th. AAer the hurriett of Lent and 
East«r, I am turning my thonplits towards my second visita- 
tion, which ought to have beguu in August, I8.'l7. I propose 
to ddivcr my Charge on Friday, July 0th, and tjien embark for 
the Strait;*. Ten weeks spent there, and in going and returning, ' 
will bring me back to Calcutta the end of November. As I 
baxe nu prospect of a chaplain at present, I take the Arch- 
deacon, with Mi-s. and Miss Dealtry. I suppose I sliall, the 
following winter, push on for Simlnh, so as to descend tho 
Ganges again in the autumn of 1839, three years from my 
last Visitation.

One terrific instance occniretl of u uiMt wliom Uiey 
ltamg]ed, aa they HuppcMied. and buried in tlio »and. nfti-r hiiving 
mooped out, in wanton barbarity, one of his eytn. The victim 
reTTved however, laid his infomiation. and the whole gang was 
discovered. The expentte to Government for Uic itiipiiression 
of the system is :!5.000 mpccs a month. A party of Sepoya 
Boffcrcd for their own injustice. They seized a country bout, 
and i]l8ist<^d on being conveyed gmtuitotisly to Patna. The 
boatmen (Thugs) aiTv<H4.-d to remonstrntc ; plonded tlieir poverty, 
and the Iobs they Elionld sii.stnin. I'he Sepoys, howevMrt 
forced them to proceed, and were all mardcrtid.' 

'CArcirrxA, Juti/ lit. I clow; lo-dny tJie tuxtieth — and enter, 
pleaite God, to-moTTOW the Rixty<fintt year of my age. My ser* 
mon at tlie Caihedml is from Gen. xxxv. 1 , :l. I am, as it were, 
about to go up with Jacob, and build an altar to the Ood that 
appeared to me in the day of my distnrgs, and kept me in the 
way which I went. How important are the denunciations 
of Scripture against the world. worldliDess, sectJarity, the 
name to live when we are dead, the leaving our first love, 
tlic being nf^itbcT cold nor hot, under tbo highest profcasiona 
of knowledge and faith ! These are the dangers I feel, becaoM 
Uiey creep insensibly on the unconscious heart, and becniue 
public life now for forty years has bscn wearing away the gloss 
and bloom of internal piety, and rendering the pcvival of them 
more difficult. Simplicity once gone, how hard to restore t 
Id this view I look upon the trials sent me, as memorials of 
mercy, wamiDg^ voices, contpeneating dispens»ttuDs. needful 
medicines for the soul, the chastiKements of a Heavenly 
Father."

Cliriat is the 
Hkad of the Chnrch. 

'My general rule ia matters of Church discipline 19, to 
do enough ti> secnre the interests of the Chiireb, and tlien to 
embrace as widely bs poGaible the pious and devout of other 
oommunions. Thus I act, whi-u I {cv\ myself called upon 
to decide abstractedly upon (lifTureiit matters, on my own judg- 
ment But when the opinioDB of my Ret. Presbyters in their 
several cbnrchea and districts, take a noinewhat different 
direction from my own, 1 leave them moat fully, as a l^rotestont 
Bishop shouldr to the nnembarroHfted decision of their own 
minds. A Bishop is the centre of Cliristianity to his diocese, 
not by Ofisuming to bring all subordinate questions to one 
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imifonn model of feeling and sentiment, but by conciliatmg all 
hearts, sustaining the main features and life of Chriatianity in 
the comprehensive articles and Liturgy of our Church, and 
upholding our broad defences of disoiptine according to the 
Rtibric and Canons, so far as they are not necessarily modified 
by circumstances.'

On July (!tli, 1836, a most importnnt Cliarge vas delivered 
to the ftSKeiubled clergy in Cnlcutta. It was dedicnted to the 
Bishops of Maditis and Bonilmy, who, before the pubLiciitioQ 
of it, hud arrived iu Uteir rcspocLivo Dioceses; »iid it branched 
OQt into four divimutiit. In the first Uie IJinhop g*ve some 
account of the impression made upon his mind dtiring the 
course ot the primary visitatJou : iu tlie second, ho entered 
into the statistics of the Diocese : in the third, he dwelt upon 
the slAte of !)](■ Missions: and in tlie fourtli, he pointed ont 
the dangers which threatened the Church, witli the corresponding 
duties. 

It vffts the last part which nmde the Charge ro important. 
He comrcived that the k''**^^''* dmigers threatemug the Church 
nroae from the pubUcation of " The Tracts for the Times," 
nud the morement conae<iiient upon audi publication. It will 
have been observed in the last chapter at how early a pttriod 
ho was aroused to this danger: and how he foretold results 
some yenra before they came to paas. " Mark my words," 
he aaid, " if some of these! m^n do not leave our Church and 
join the Apostasy of Kome : " and again — " If no one brother 
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will unite with me, I »\n ready to protest alone against this 
egr«^on& drivelling fatuity." These words were 8pokvu iii tlie 
year 1838. 

This Charge was his protest. * It is to me,' he said, ' a 
matter of surprise and shame, tliat in the nineteenth century 
we should really hnve the fundnuiental position of the whole 
system of Popery virtually reasserted in the bosom of that very 
Chorch, which was reformi'd no dcieruiiuntvly three centuries 
since from this iwlf-snme evil, by the doctrine, and labours, and 
martyrdom, of Craiimrr and hiR nohln fellow 'BiiffcirerEi. 

'AVhat! aro we to haver nil the fond tcnet« which foiTiicrly 
sprang flpom the traditions of men re-introduced, in Iiowcv(jr 
modified a fonn, anioii(!st us ? Arc vre to have a refined tran- 
iHtbtttanliaLioQ — tlie sacraments, and not faith, tlie chief means 
of salvation — a confased and uncertain mixtore of tlie merits 
of Chriat and inherent grace in the matter of justiflfstion — 
remission of siiis and the new creation of Christ Jesus confined, 
or almost confined, to hapti»iu — peipetual doubt of pardon to 
the penitent after tiiftt saorament — the duty and advantage of 
8elf*iuipo8«d austerities, the innocency of prayers for the dead, 
and similar tenets and usages which generate "a npirit of 
bondage " again aBserted amongst us ? .And is tlie pftrnmotint 
aathurily of the inspired Scriptures, aud the du(;triue of tlie 
grace of God in our justiticaljon by the alone merits of Jesus 
Chriat, which reposes on that authoi-ity, to be again wealtened 
and obeoiu'ed by such human supt^radditions ; nnd a now edifice 
of "will-worship," and " voluntar)- humility," ami the "rudi- 
ments of the world," as tho Apostle ttpcjiks, to be erected once 
more in tin* place of the simplv Guspel of » crucified Saviour ? 

' My Unguago is strong, my Reverend Brethren, but I think 
you will agree with me that it is not too strongfortheoncssion. 
Yon shall judge for yoursdvus. I sclcet as a spccimcu of the 
wliolo system, and what forms its basis, so far as I can under- 
stand it from tlie various publicatiuns which have reached me, 
the following passage from the able, learned, ajtd accouiplished 
author of Uie sermon on "Tradition" — for it is not necessaiy 
to disparage in the slightest degree the high endowments of 
the leaders in this new way.' 
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He Oien (j^uotes Professor Kvble's Sermon on Tradition as 
f*»llowS : — 

' " With relntion to the nupremo nnthority of inspired Scrip- 
ture," says the Professor of Poetrj', '* it stands tlitu— Catholic 
UnditioD teaches revealeil truth, Scripture proves it; Scripture 
U the doCDinent of fnith, TriKlilioii tlic iritucss of it ; tlie trite 
creed ia the Catliuliv iiikT|ii\!tjUioii of Scripture, or »cnptiirally 
proved Tradition ; Scripture by itself teaches mediately, and 
proves decisively; Scripture aud Tr&diliou token together are 
the joint nilc of fuith." 

' So tlicn, Tradition h the primary, luid Holy Scripture the 
HMttdary teacher of divine truth ; bo then, we are to senreb 
tb« inspired Word of God, not as the one authoritative, ndeqaats 
rale of faith, but as the docament of what this Tradition 
teaches; wo are to study tlic Scriptures, nut in order to 
ascertain simply God's revealed will, hut to prove Tnuiition by 
ScripUiral urideucc : aiid the Ktaudard of revelation is no longer 
the Biblw uloiic, Uiftt i«, the intipired Word of the F.tenial God , 
in its plain and obvious meaning, bat " Scrii)tur« and Tradition 
taken together are th« joint rule of fwUi." 

'AH this is surely sufficiently alaroiiiiit ; but it bccomca 
incomparably more so, when we leorn with what Intitnde the 
word Tradition is understood. It includes, aa we gather fi'om ■ 
the other repeated stutumeuts of the learned author, " unwritten 
a» well «H written " ti-aditiona, " certain remains or frafjments 
of the troaiiitre of Apostolical doctrines and Church rules ; " 
in other words, nu oral Uw, " independent of, aud distinct from 
the trullm which are directly scriptural; " which Irudittuns iire 
to be received " apart from all Scripture evidence, as traditJonikry 
or common laws ceclosiastical." So that it appears that

MHierefore weaken, 
then, by pushing beyond its due bcuriu^', Uic argnmcnt which 
aU writers of credit in our Church Lad delighted to ucknow- 
ledge ? ' (Chflrge, p. 68.) 



He goes on to assign its proper place, aud give 
weight, to thu tcxtimony from tradition : —

'The t^.'stimony of t^e Apostolical nnd primilire ages to 
the genuitienvss, authenticity, nnd l>ivinc inHpirntion of the 
Caaonicnl Bnoki) of the New 'I'r-stnment. as of the Jewish 
Church to thone of the Old, wlio had called in question ? Or 
who had doubted the inuulculable ituportvjice of the witness 
of tJie universal aiicieiit Church at Um Council of Nice to the 
broad fact of llie faith of the whole Christian world, from the 
days of the Apostles to that hour, in the myaleries of the 
adorable Trinity and of the lucamatioa, a.<i there rehearsed 
and recognised? Or who had called in fiuestion the other 
matters of fact which are strengthened by Christian antiquity 'f 
And ve receiro auch tjixditiou for tltis one reason : because it 
deserrea the naine of ji:»t am> rnorp.a evipenxr. It is 
authentic testimony. It is a part of the niateriuls from which 
even the external evidences of Cliriatlanity itself are derived. 
It foruiahes, the most powerful historical arguniciita iu support 
of oiu faith. It ia amou(,'Bt the pioof* of otir holy reUpou. 

' But erideace ia one Uiing ; the nile of belief another. 
Kot for ODO moment do we, oa any or all these grounds, 
confound the history and evidences of the divinely inspired 
rule of faith, with that Rule itself. Not for one moment do 
we place Tradition on the same level with the all-perfect Word 
of Ood. Not for one inomout do we allow it any ahare iu the 
standard of revealed truth. Scripture and Tradition taken 
together we not, we venture to assert, "tlie joint rule of 
faith ;" but " Holy Scripture contaiuelh all tilings necessary to 
sudvation; no that whatsoever ia not read therein, nor may he 
proved thewby, is not to be required of any man, that it should 
be believed as an article of fuith." And Tradition is so far 
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from IxtiTig of co-ordinntc nuthority, that even tlie T^clesiastacal 
nriters who approach thi? ncnrcst tct them, nnd ai'e read in our 
Cliurchos : which not one of the Fntbers is : " for example of 
life, ajid instnictiou of maiincni ; " ore still, as being udid- 
Kpirod, not t«> be npplu^il to eittabli^h any one doctrine of our 
religion.' (Charge, p. 68.) 

A caution and a protest follows : — 

* Against this whole eytttem, as proc^ediuj^ upon A mobt 
PAI.8E AND PANOEROus miNciPLi':, au(l differing from the 
(;eneriilly received Protestant doctrine, I beg, Reverend 
Brethren, most respeelfiilly to cniition ynn. I enter my eolenin 
protest against the testimony of the Fathers to any nnmber of 
facta, beuig couBtituted a "joint rule of faith." I protest 
against thoir witness to the meaning of oertftin capital series 
of texts on t)ie funilnmental trutliH of the Goiipel being eJititled 
to tho rCTei'ciice only duo to tlic authoritutirc Itcvclatiou itself. 
I proteitt against tJi« Hidutitry ukc iinulc of tliu testimony of 
primitive writers by oar Chureh, as a gnfegiiard ngninBt lieresy. 
and an cxpressiou of her view of the sentie of the Holy 
Scriptures, being pWred on a level with the blesw^d Scriptures 
tbemselves — that is, I protest AflAresT x ukre rci-e of

TLe tendency of the aystem is next pointed out : — 



'You may rely upon it, Kevcrcnd Brctliren, that this "joint 
rule of faitb " will never lonj^ consist with the simplicity of tlic 
Gospel. I xpeuk with fear and apprehension, lest 1 should 
in the least degree overstate the easo. I Buspect not — I repeat, 
I suspect uot — the reverend nnd learned leaders of the least 
intention, or idea, of forwarding the process which 1 think is, 
in fact, going OD. But the plague is begun. A falsb pRnccrpu: 

rs AI15UTTED IN THE BULE OP FAIl'U, AKD IB AI.REAUY AT 
WORK. 

' The whole system, indeed, goes to geaeratc, as I eaunot 
but think, an iuadeqiialo and superstitious religion. The 
mere adiniBsiou of the inspiration luid panunouiit authority of 
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Holy SciiptUTe mil soon become a dead letter; due homilifttioD 
before God. under a rcii8« of the uuutlerftble evil of bid, will 
be leas and less understood ; a conviction of the need of the 
meritorious righteotuuietut of tlie incMrnate Suvionr, as the 
Alone ground of jnstification, Mrill be only faintly inculcated ; 
the operations of the Jloly Ghogt in creating man anew will 
b<t more and more forgotten ; the nature of tlioee good worka 
wbich nrc acceptable to God iu Christ, will be loat sight of ; 
and "another Oospet," framed on the traditions of men, will 
make iray for an apostasy in our own Church, as in that of 
Rome — unless, indeed, the evangelical piety, the reverence for 
Holy Scriptare, the theologicaJ learning, and the forethought 
and fidelity of our divines of difrnified station, and establiahed 
repute, st home, iktebfose bt distinct cautions to pbe^i:kt 
IT— -as they are bediming to iutcrpose, and. ns I bumbly trust, 
they wilt still more deci»iToly do ; and as their signal siiceess 
in tlic iiistnnce of the Ncologiciil theories, n year or two since, 
may well encoumge them to msolve on.* (Charge, p< 70.)

ThuH wan the warniug voice raised in the Indian Church. 
It struck at the root of the cviL The U-nct uu "Bcscrvf in 
comtDimicating Rvligious Knowlcdfie," and the still more 
notorious "Ko. 90." which appeared in March, 1841, were 
not needed. The danger was aecn afar oil, and met oi^oly 
nud dctcrminatvly. Then; were mauy nlannivts M tlie 
time, but tlie Bishop of Cidcittta wa« aiaongHt the first 
Speakers. Surely he was sent tu India " for such & time as 
tliia," imd spoke "a word iu Beasou." it warued the Clcrg>-, 
fenced the Missions, and preserved the unity of the Church. 
Again and again were the Beeds of error wafted across the 
oceau : again aud again did tliey find a littiu({ soil : but tlie 
wntchful hosbaudmau was tiicrc, and they were nercr sulTcixd 
to take root, spiing up, and bring forth, as in England, tlie 
baneful fruit of family diuseasii>ri and individual perversion. 
This biography does not profess to deal in controversy ; but 
it states facts as they occurivd, and unveils opinions without 
reserve ; and whatever differences of opinion may exist as lo 
the pointA at iH.<!ue, all will honour One who. harinj; deep cou- 
violions, feiirlf»&ly and opporttuiely gave utterance to them. 
Had all our fathers in the Church spoken as promptly and as 
earnestly, many of the c%ils of the present day might have 
been averted. 

Th« Charge now tmder consideration was soon aftei' published 
and widely circulated. " I am delighted," said Dr. Spencer, 
the new BiHhop of Mndrna, " that your lordship bae grappled so 
manfully with the incense-breathing IheoristB of Oxford. They 
iLTC good men, nud this midces them the more dangerous. God 
grant that the malaria may not invade India." " It ia the most 
perfect thing I have seen since 1 have been in India." said I>r. 
Charles, Uie Presbyterian chaplain of Calcutta. " I read port 
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of my Charge to two of tb« cliAplHiiiit on a visit her4>," baits Ibe 
Bishop himself. " who arc a\-ow«<l advocates of the new theo* 
logy i &ad you should have 3C«ii Uicir couaicaaDces ! " 



As sooo as Che Chnrge was (i«liv«r^i1, the Bishop enibnrkcd 
in tbe pilot brig, the IJattrasa, which was a^in assigned to 
him by Govemraent, and coiuraaoded by his good friend 
Captain Clark. The Archdeacon and bis fnmily, and Dr. 'Webb 
nccompiinied him. The compauiunship vias jdeosant, but the 
voyage tedious. Thi-ee exlraota mill cuuvf^y an idea of iIa cm- 
ploymeats: — 

'"Uattraat," Jul^ 22nd. 163$. 

' You woulci be delighted to hear some of Archdearon Dealtry'g 
ecnnous. V*c are both now eudcuvouritig to " inoiid our nets," 
after the hurrying Inbour of fishing " fur men," for so long a 
time. Our nets havn got much ntit of order. Oh ! for restoring, 
repairing grace. For myself, I feel iishamcd aud confauiided 
wlien I tliiiik of tlie disorder nitd decay of divine [>riiicipl«« 
witliin luo. The Lord kcop me in his gracious hands, and 
bring me to his heavenly kingdom.' 

'Augtuiiik, issa. 

'I hare been reading with singular pleasure Sitthop Monk's 
"Life of Dr. Bentley." I wonder how I (lOSRed it over when 
it was pubUisUed in 1R:)0. I suppone I waii waiting fur the 
8vo edition. It is really one of tbe moat able, impartial, trust- 
worthy, pieces of literorj* biography which I bttvc read. Bishop 
Monk roust be a prodiftj- of learning. He writes beflutifully, 
snd bis equanimity of judgment is admimble. Aud never had 
a scholar so fine a subject to treat. Bcntlcy ivn.s a man indned, 
with all his faults. What ciu-rgy ! What deep imd acfiurale 
le4imiug ! What vivacity of wit! What courage! What sagacity [ 
(Pray send me out my set of the Boyle and Bentley controversy 
■bout Pl>»l oris, if it is not come out.) What digcoverieB did he 
make t His diagram was a wonderful hit. Then his Epistle to 
Will; his Boyle's Lectures; PhileleuUienis ; hisHomcB; his 
Terence ; his collections for Homer, all firat-ratc. As the 
Master of a college he was a sad tyrant, I admit ; but what 
fortitude aud resourees did he display ! And he died after all 
in his nest, in spite of Boyle, Miller, Coldbatch, Bishop of Ely, 
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House of Lords, Court of King's Bench. I Inughed qnite 
heartily when sitting alone and rending the romantic «tory, at 
the old hero's tougli and indomitable spirit. The worst port 
ol his chariict4>r is thu ivniit of Cliri&tinn [itctv and humilitv, 
which cannot hut )ower a clergyman, and that clergyninn n 
professor of divinity.' 

• I have been returning gratx>fiil thanks to our Redeemer for 
his answer to our prayers on Friday la.st. On tliat morning I 
coniui<;udcd our slup to the divine mercy, entrcatiug faToomlile 
winds, nnd hegjjiiig that the judgment of the cajitain might be 
guided what to do ; for our stores were falling short, and it 
tsecmcd almost nccttssary to relum upon our track— Ihe wind 
wa.s no directly and obstinately advei'se. Not an hour had 
passed afterwards, when the wind changed, we ran by the island 
of Junk Ceylou, and instead of puttiiiR liack, we have be«a 
going on steudily for two days. Surely a more remarkable, and 
u it were tangible, answer to prayer has seldom occurred to 
me in the whole coarse of iny life. Accordingly I have com- 
posed and delivered a sermon to day on Ps. UC. 1, '2. Subject, 
" AfTcctiouate gmtitude to God, thu duty of those who have 
been delivered in answer to prayer." The divisions were. 
Firot : A slat« of distress supposed. Secondly: Delivemnco 
in answer to prayer commemorated. Thirdly : Resolutions of 
grateful love- Applicnlion : The happinett o^ region, which 
works chiefly by grntilude to God, the fountain of good: Tho 
miterii of Bin, which consists of iagratjtudu and neglect of God, 
the only source of joy.' 



Without dwelling at length upon the details of this second visi* 
talioa.a short account of what occurred, as station after station 
WW visited, will serve ss an interesting supplement to the firiit 

At Ponang tho Bishop found in the new Itecorder, Sir 
William Norris, nn excellent friend ; but the loss of Sir Benjamin 
M&lkiiL weighed hcanlyupon his spirits. The Jlattrass earned 
down toihvitilandtlieiirst ucwsof his death, nod the grief was uni- 
versal. In the Charge recently delivered in Caicatta, the Bishop 
had publicly home testimony to his worth ; and he attempted 
to read tfae e&truct whcu addrcsung the congregation on the tirat 
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Siuiclfiy morning. But the whole audience vere in tears, aTid 
his own feelings were bo OTcrpowercd tliat lie was obliged to 
call the Arclid«iioon up into the puljnt to liiiisli the quotation. 

At Malacca, lie found the Dutch church, which bad been 
reeigned to him, fitted up with atl suitable conveniences. A 
refiding-desk was provided, tlio ptilpit vas removed, the 
Communion table enclosed, a vestry bnilt. and new pevg 
erected so a« to increase the accommodation. Porch and 
belfrj- were nUo added, and everything was prepared for liim. 
Moreover, niiotJ]t>r of the ini.4!«ionHrics connected with the 
Chino&e College and the Iiondon MisKionary Society, a Mr. 
EvKDB, appliiid to him for admission into Holy Orders. The 
dectsiion in his case was postponed, ai* it had been in the ease 
of Mr. HufiheH, till the Society had been communicated with, 
sad had bidden him "Ood-spccd." From that quarter there 
was DO didicuUy. But it it* sad to record, lliat when all 
hindrances were removed, aud the way made plain for the 
reception of these two excellent men. and the fulfilment of their 
oonscicntious dcsirfs, they both died of cliolerii witliin a very 
short period of each olhtir. The Itishop refers to tliis melan- 
choly bereavement on January flth, 1811 : — " Conceive my dig- 
tress at receiving a letter from the Governor of Singapore, dated 
December 7th, conveying tlio melancholy account of the death 
of botli Mr. HngheA and Mr. Evans by cholera — the lirftt on 
November iCtth, tlie .second after inttrriug Iiia friend, on 
November 2t^th. No pHrticuhiry. Each seems to have been 
seized imexpts-t^^dly, and to have died within four hours ! Omy 
Saviour! how nnsenrchable are thj' judgments. Two of the 
best men in India cut off in the prime of life and health, and 
jojit at Oic moment when plans of u»ef«hiesB were opening hefore 
them. Nevcrsince T have been in India has the Chureh suffered 
a greater loos. For theniHelve!! tlie ehange was blesRcd, hut for 
sarriTors, aUs ! the blow is most severe. Still, it u tliL- Lord, 
let Him do what neemeth him good." 



At Singapore he found the church, which had cost him so 
mncb care and pains on hi* former visit, completed and ready 
for consecration. But it was claimed by a portion of the 
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Eubschbent wlici were not members of the Cburch of Euglaud, 
u) ttcir owu properly ; and a protwt ftgninst its coi)se<'Ta- 
tion obtained iiixteea siguatures. and was presented to him. 
Ho iiCYor bitd u hiirdcr tu»k, than to arrange this matter 
of ootumoD boiiesty. But he dealt very gently «-iUi it. Tbu 
Governor vaa firm, and the result good. A public tnceting 
was held to consider the matter, at vhioh the nhole case was 
BO clearly e&plaiued, that the protest was withdravm, and the 
petition for consecration signed by fifty-one persons. All 
were eoQciliated. One opponent offered to oollcct money for 
RD organ : a second undertook to raise a tower; the Archdeacon 
gave a bell ; the Re&tdent a clock. " I never saw a whole com- 
munity come round ao well," Bays the Bishop. " To God be the 
praise ! " 

Moulmeia was found i^rsatly increased in population, and im- 
proved in religions matters under the zealous chaplain. The 
Bi&hop now saw Dr. Judson. the cckbrated missionary to the 
Karens, who explained his former backwardness on the plea of 
indisposition. He describes him as " a most lovely person — 
eonntcDance mild, intelligent, penetrating — fine forehead — 
aqailine noBO — gentlemanly uddrctifi — dark complexion— man- 
ner of speaking slow — voice musical." They talked for an 
hour, and the Bishop was much struck with hia spirituality, 
humility, and " r^tiredDess of mind ; " and this iuipres&ion waa 
confirnied by a subsequent interview iu Calcutta, whither Dr. 
Judaou went for liis health's auko some months after, and was 
most kinilly wolcouied. 

" Nerer was I more eordhdly received than here," the Bishop 
a^a, when leaving; "and may the effect of what has been 
done, be powerful through the grace of the PaiMAiiy teaciibb, 
the Lord and giver of Life." 



Chittagong was now visited. This was a new station to 
the Bishop, and tlie fallow ground had to be broken up. 
Situated on the coast of Arracan, tbe novelty of cverj-Uiing, and 
the exquisite beauty of the ticenery chnrmnd him. But there 
was no church, uo divine service, no Sunday observance, no 
charitable institutions, no exliibitioo of Christianity. Ad 
CH»aaioual viait of the chaplain from Dacca, afforded the only 
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mcnas of gruc«. Plans were at occe set oq foot to remedy all 
tliui. A |>iil>Iic iMCcUng wiift called, «n<l It was (lvt«nniiicd to 
erect a churoh. Sisteon hundred ruppcs were oontribiited on 
the spot. The Biitliop gavtt fire hundred for himself, and five 
hundred from tlio <'hri8tiiin Knowledge Society. An aitplica- 
tion to Government, nnd n grant from the Chnrch Building 
Fund, completed t]ie five thousand rupees reti^uired ; nnd u in 
so uuuiy other caries, u church was rearec] in Chittagong. 

A lionxe in the immediate neighbourhood, frequented bj the 
eelfibratcd Sir AVilliAm Jonpa, was \-isited with much interest. 
It stood upon the summit of a hill commrnidiag a magnificent 
view of the sea on one aide, and the mountain range upon the 
oUii-r, and rtas called Jaflierbad. His Btuiljr wa6 pointed out, 
but nil van falling into niiiis. 

Tlie various religions semces connected with the Visitation 
were thoroughly appreciated. Not a soul was absent on any 
occasion. " Nvvcr was tlu^rc a station," says the Uishop, " which 
needed a visitation more; and never one where we succeeded 
more completely in tJie great endii in view. Our boat waa Hr. 
H. T. Itaikes, son of the excellent Chancellor of Chester." 

On November aist lie left Chittagong. and on the 23rd 
arrived safely in Calcutta. " I hare hardly yet tuiued round," 
be says, on (entering the I'nlnco, " but grotitudv for tliv divine 
mercy should swell in my heart, when I consider four ntonttis 
of absence witliout any one calamity." 



Thus closed the yenr \8iiS. 
ushered in the year IftHO : — 



The following reflections 



• Jan. la*, 1880.— New Year's Day. I have been delivering 
my Ebcn-Kzer sermon, first composed twenty-five years' since. 
May that God who has helped us hitherto, help ns also hence- 
forth, and even to the end. We ent#r n new year, ignorant of 
what a day may produce, but Ic-aving cverytliing in the hands 
of infinite wisdom, love, and power. If we are but found 
growing in grace, and preparing more aud more for heaven, 
nothing con come amiss to VB. To live will be Christ, and to 
die gain. Oh I for a higher aim, for brighter faith, for more 
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tender love to souls, for more dedication of lieart to my Divine 
ftnd eompas8ioDat« Redeemer. Christ is ull. I would Jaiu 
et&nd willt iny loins (^ed, and my lamp burning, waiting for 
my Lord, my Master, my Love !' 

Vr'ars and rumours of wars inai-ked Iht commencement of tlie 
year IblJU ; but tbe Hltention of Uie reader must be Lmited to 
matters in wliicfa the Bishop himself was concerned. On 
January 201b be was c-beereil by the arrival of Inn new domestic 
chaplain, the Bev. John Henry Pratt, Fellow of Caius Cotleget 
Cambi-idge, aud aaa of hia old tutor and dear friend, the Rer. 
Josiali Pratt. No vacAnoy in the list of Bongal chaplains bad 
occurred, and bence liis appointment lud been bo long delayed. 

■ It was September lib, 1837,' writes tbe Bishop, * when I 
toolc leave of my first chaplain : and it was January 20th, l^Ad. 
when 1 obtained a successor. Thank God for support during 
the long privation. The prospect of relief is most oonsoliag : 
but I must name no earthly friend " Koab ; saying this same 
ahnll comfort me." ' 

Bishop's College next engnged his attention, and clniiDed his 
aid. Dr. Withera, who presided over it, was fteised with fever, 
and compelled instantly to go to sea: aud, aftf-r a short 
interval, Professor Malau's eyesight entirely failed, so that be 
ttl^o left f(.ir England. In the emergency Ute Btsliop stepped 
forward, nnd once more assumed the office of a college tutor 
and Vice- Principal. He gave tliree Divinity Lectures to the 
itudeuts, Afteeti in iiunibcr, every week, and Mr. Pmtt took tbe 
remaining work. It was n great addition to his labour; but it 
seemed to recal pleasantly bis earUer days, aud to increase bis 
interest in the College. l"he Society for tbe Propagation of the 
Gospel were not ungrnteful for the serriee rendered. "I 
cannot conclude," says the Secretary, tbe Kev. A. M. Campbell, 
writing in May, 1B39. "without once more expressing the 
universal feeling of gratitude for your lordship's unprece- 
dented kindness in taking charge of the College during the 
lamented absence of the Professors. We earnestly pray tliat 
their health may be restored, and that you may not suffer from 
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jour exerdoas." And again, in June, when announcing the 
appointroent of Uie iiev. Mr. Street as the new Professor, he 
says, " We deroutly pray that the speedy nrrival of Uiis pro- 
misijig young man may rclicrc your loiJsliip from tlie heavy 
l<Mu) of itnxiety an<i labour wliicli you have b««n kind (.-iioiigh 
to sustain on our account. It tteems nlinoat idle to talk of 
thanks lu connection with such hemces ; but I wish you had 
wiloitsscii the fecliuf; uiiuiLfi'stfd at Oxfonl when I informed the 
public meeting that, during the interregnum occti:«ioiicd by the 
sickness of Sir. Withers and Mr. Malan, the duties of Principal 
.and Professor had been discharged by the tlishoi) of Calcutta." 

The Lent Lecture^s foUowcd. The subjoet selected for this 
year was " The Lord's I'myer," The lectures were entirely 
new; for the former series, as already mentioned, had been 
stolen ; and the Bishop said tliat he found Km old pastoral 
feelings at St. Jolin's, IJt^dford Kow, revive under their con- 
tinuous composition and delivery. The attendance, in point 
of numbers, exceeded any former occasion. Every part of the 
church was crowded ; and numbers of the fix-st civihans, and 
their Indies, were scntod in the aisles. "ToOod be nil the glory," 
says the Bishop, " and may His grace penetrate many hearts." 



And now tlie gi-eat idea of building a catliedral in Calcutta 
entered his uiind. The erection of two new churches bad 
heeu for some time in contemplation; one from tlic Evangelical 
Fund at the disposal of the olirj^y luid managers of tlio "Old 
Church," for the Missions ; and one on tlie proprietary plan 
for the increasing population at Chowringhce. The first was 
in due time earned into effect ; Uie other fell through, and in 
its stead it was proposctl to enlarge and improve St. John's 
Calhedral. This pleased the Bishop, and he wanuly encouraged 
Uie thought. A plan was selected, and tlie nccestiary funds were 
Cortheoming.wlieti objections suddenly uro^, aixl new ideas were 
suggested, which may be best related in tlie Bishop's own worda 
to his children at home.

The ^Ulitaiy Bonn] hns declsred 
against it. The CouucU oakvi] mo for u belter phin, snd inti- 
mated tlieu* wvUingnesfl io tnake a large grunt. 'J'he idi-a of 
tke Cbowhiighee Cbureb is given up. W. Wilb«Hbrce Bird 
has long waut«d me to build a church on the Aluidaii or 
Esplanade. TUe iiicreaaing popidalion deiiuuidM iiicrijaaed 
ftccomiaodation. What say you? What will GovemmcBt 
grant? How mucb the Church UuitdiniiT p'uiid ? Huw much 
the ClirisUan Knowledge Society ? ilow niuclt frieud]} in 
India? How much Khnll I give mj'&clf? How much can I 
hope to raise? We sbtd) see. The coincidi'iices ar^ curious, 
Bud enoouraging, to say Die len^t. It would bp a noble design. 
^\^lat an honour to bnild a church for Christ our Lord in some 
measui'c con'osponding with onr eecular palaces, nnd marking 
oar estimate of Christianity. Dixhop Middleton's heart was Bet 
on tliia twenty yeare since, under Lord Hastings' GoTemmeot 
The Lord alone cnu dispoi^e tlic willti of m(.^n, and grant tbe 
blessed gucccss. Surtum eorda ! ' 

The idea grew, and the plan so«med so promising, tlint he 
f<>U justified in mnking » publiir iknuitunccmcnt of hit^ intention 
at the hi»t of his Lent Lcctnri<!i, when nearly twelve hundred 
of the ilite of Calcutta were present. 

" I Uiought," he said, " I should never have such a favour- 
able opportunity again ; nnd tliat, to express a firm pariiose 
on my piirt was one step towards Buccess amidst the timid, 
vaciiiating, shiftiug population of India." 

The extracts from his journal -letterB, whilst resident tliia 
year in Calc:uttii, will have au ulmuet t- xcluslve bearing upon 
this one topic, which nattu-ally occupied liia luiud. 



' April tird. I have hfid a long intenriew with the Oovemor 
of Bengal, Cokuitd Moriisoii, about my new chiircb ; very 
kind and obliging. He wa» good enough to compliment me on 
my public letters, which he said he had had tlie curiosity to 
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reed from tie day of my first arrival. He is ■warmly in fiivour 
of my cburch. 1 never did meet wtL a governor in a kiudier 
and more obliffiiig U'oipcr : nor eita I be UmiikfiU enough to 
Almighty Uod for liis ^ooduess.' 

' April 'iliC. May tbe calm of the Sabbatli pervade all our 
minds. I have been walking on the roof of my honse for a 
few minutes, and contenipluUug the Kite of my iut^uded 
Cathedral, and the vast surrounding populalion. Oh ! if Uiat 
^orions buUdicg sboald ever rise to tlie Lononr of my God 
and Sariour. It will be tlic firat Protestant Cathedral ever 
erected in Uiis laud of idolatrj" and superatilion. Of cohthc I 
must expect great dtfficultieii, oppoaitiooH, delays. But if Ood 
aocepta tbe design, and is pleased to prosper it — all is well. 
God pTint that many may be " born there."' 1 intend it for 
natives aa well asii^tirop^iuis.' 

* Friday, May 3rd. Tbe grant for my site passed Council 
on Wednesday, and is going up for confirmation to Lord 
Auckland.' 

' Tuie$day, Jnue itk. Last crening at five o'clock, just before 
my foriy-Ktxtli clertcid meeting, came in I<ord Auckland's 
answer to my applinition for n site. He cieasts rr moat hand- 
somely. We returned solemn thanks in our little synod to 
Alniighty Qod. On March Idtb, the suggestion was made. On 
Jmie 3rd, t)ie land i» grouted. Gral'tax Tien in ictnpitcnium .' ' 

' t'riday, June \Mh. My proposals are printed, and in a few 
days five hnndred copies will be diffused throughout the length 
and breadtb of India. I wish yoa could have seen ine on Wednes- 
day evening, taking pogseesiotv of the groiiud made over to me. 
It was June 1 2th — a day much to be remembered, as I trust, for 
India. I wrote in the morniiigto the Ouvcruor of Bengal. Colonel 
Morrison, and begged him not to resign me to tlie Military 
Board, but to put me at once in poRAesaion of my ground, and 
let me mark it ont the same evening. He did so. He wrote 
a note from Council to Colonel Miu-leud. Atoix o'clock in the 
•vcning of that day, you would bavc seen me standing on tlie 
grornid — about one thousand feet by six hundred — and have 
beard Colonel Maclcod telling me " My Lord, it is all yours. 
Choose whatever part you prefer for your cathcdrul." I seemed 
to m5rseJf lilce Moees snrreyingfromMomitPiagab the promised 
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land. I 6{{tircd to myself my benatiral spire, rising up two 
himilrf^il utid twenty Aret—the fine de«pl,v-buttl-esfi«(l gothic 
niiTc. clinncpl, and transepts, mnrking tlie mnasive gmndeur of 
the Cliristian religion — the magnificent oT^i^ti sounding out, 
"Thou art tlic King of Glory, O Clirisl" — my native Pres- 
byters, in their snow-white veslureB. n'alkiufj duwii llie aisles 
—the Christian ncophytfs responding in Ibe choir— and Jesdb 
lick Howled "cil his the Ijiml of nil. 

' But — hu$h my fooli-Oi heart ! AW future things are with thy 
God and Savionr, who oft abaiiefi human projects, and daslies 
tliein to picccB liku a potter's vessel, (iod'a will be done. I 
have eallL-d the ciitlicdiml St. Paul's, to denote the doctxine 
which I trnst will ever be prodnimed by it-i ministers, and the 
example of tenderness and fidelily which they will ever cxliibit. 
I have fixed <Tane It^th for Usuing my proposals, because it ii 
tlie anniversary of my leaving England, and completes my 
seventU year : and because it is the nnniversary of the victory 
of Waterloo, emblematical, I hope, of the Bpiritiinl victory of 
Christ in my cathedral. The next step is to see and pet the plans 
drawn and arranged, 1 wish I was an architect. But I am noL* 

'July 5f/i. The meeting of my architects to-day was most 
important. The building camiut cost Ices than four lacs 
(10,000/,). I fear; and then I i*h;ill want two more for endow- 
mem. I shall never live to see it complete; but my sueeessor 
will bless the day when Uod put it into ray heart, I stand 
OTcrwhelmcd at the cUvino goodness and condcsceusion ; and 
one tiling I am perfectly persuaded of, iJiat a greater blessing 
will repose upon my ohiidren and their families, by my devoting 
the revenues of my See to Christ, tliiui by any Kcllisli greedi- 
ness to advance them by robbing God, which the natural man 
would desire. Amen.' 

' Jntij I'Mh. 1 am be|:;imiing to save every nipoe for my 
Missionary Oatliedral and endowment fund — the most glorious 
design formed for India's civilisution and ChristiHoity since 
the erection of the tliree Bishoprics; if the Lord vouchsafe to 
bless. My subscriptions are coming in beyond my expectation. 
We have very nearly thirty thousand rupees already promised.' 

*Auffu$t 2itk. I am now biwy preparing to resume my Visita- 
tion. We wait for the cessation of tlie rains to open our ground 
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for th« fonnilations of the Cat})edi'Rl. The working drawings 
are nearly rendy. 

• SepUmbcr !>th. It is astonishing how the Cathedral project 
Is favoured. At our monthly comraittee on Tuestlaj, we fouucl 
we bad one luindrcd iind (ifty-tlir«c tliousand rupees sub&cribed 
altogether for the four yenVK from 1H39 to 1843 ; and nearly 
sixty tboitsnnd of them actually paid into the Bank. Aly 
boildiiig i;oiumitt(.-« (Oi^Ioncl Muclcuil, Major Forbes, and 
Captain Fitzgerald) have entered nn their ofticc. My finance 
committee (Archdeacon Dcaltry, Mr. C. K. Robinson, Mr. Pratt, 
OJtd Mr. Mulloy) have done Uie &nme. Everything will go on 
in esse of my death without interruption, pleaitc Qod: niid if 
the grand design should be taken up liberally at home, with 
rapidity. But with (iod is favour, gmct-, success; uvcrjthing 
is what He ix pleased to make it.' 

' Wedtugday, October 9th. On '['acsday, at five p.m., our first 
stone of St. Panl's Catliedral was laid. I will send you a copy of 
the prayurs used, which I ultervd from the consecratJou service, 
snd from those adopted by liishop Mi(Idl<-ton on laying the first 
stone of Bishop's College, on December I5th. ISjO. I will also 
send the address I delivered. I wish I conid send you an 
impression of the mckni; — tbe crowd, the number of gentry, 
the clet^', tbe natives, the whole field covered with people and 
carriages ! Uut I eauuot.' 



All these preliminary stops having been saecMsfully taken, 
and the necessary appeuU sent home, the workprogresBed, and 
the reader's attention may be drawn for a time to other matters ; 
especially to one, occmring at this time — tlie awakening at 
Krishnaghur. 

One day, at the close of the year 1 838, a native, of courteouB 
iiddress and line bearing, atood at the gate of the Bishop's 
Palace, the hearer of a message to him from tlie missionaiieH 
ofKrishnaghur. The message was eimilarto the one spoken to 
St. Paul in vision, when the mail of Macedonia stood by his 
bedside, saying, *' Come over, and help us." It conwyt-d liiHitgs 
of a great and general inovcment amongst the natives towards 
Christiatiity. Twelve hundred inquirers had already appeared, 
and ojnongst them were many anxious candidates for baptism. 
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There w^re but two miKsioDoriea oq the spat, and adTice and 
help were urgently rrciiiircd. Tho relations of the Bishop 
witlt the Church ^[i»Biolln^y Committoe iit Uie time were t«LiU 
dvlicAt« ; H(> that he h«titt«tcd to go down. But he received 
the meSRenger most gladly, prewnted a donation in momj to 
meet tliu pruscDt nccciHtity, oud forwurdcd n paper of inquiries, 
which, nii)i«-<;rc<l, would enable hiiu tojudge l>etU>rof the rfiilily 
of the work. 

Afli^r a littlo time, Archdeacon Dealtrr and the Rer. K. M. 
Biuicijvc were sent down to Krishiiaghur, mid wcn> met there 
bj tho Ror. Mr. Wcitbn>clit from Burrlwui, luid Rev. Mr. 
Snndys! from Mirzapore. Their report was veiy striking. Fifty- 
two villages were in motion ; and tlie inquirers (including tlieir 
funulieii} nuiubvrod tliroc thousand. It hus already hvvu ^hown 
how idolatry, as a system, had been underoiined by the mis- 
sionaries; and now the inquirers after trutli were enmt>8t and, 
aincere. The whole population of tUt: district uuntljvri-d about '■ 
twelve thousand, and it seemed as if, menus being promptly 
provided, tliny might all he won to Chriflt. Immediate steps, 
therefore, were taken consequent on this report, to strengUien 
tile brethren ; and letters were written home, which produced 
a gn-at cflcct, and raised high the hopea of ili« &ionds of 
Missions. 



This was not the only cheering prospect at the time. The 
Uev. Mr. Sandys. Church miasionary at Mii'zapore. had 
received an invitation to come and open Uje "new doctiine " at 
a phtce called Tanga ; and at Balasette, a spot just occupied, it 
was making rapid and unexpected progress. 

The I'ropagatinn Society's missions also soemcd inspired with 
new life. The Bishop, in F'ebraary, was c«Hed to the baptism 
of one hundred and tJiirty-fivo native converts at Bwripore; 
and bad continned sixty wiir> Imd been previously baptised. And 
now the Hev. Mr. Oriberg came to announce a message from & 
Tillage of one hundred familit s, requesting to be taken under 
instruction. 

" Wluit is all this ? ■■ said the Bishop. " WTiat is God about 
to do for us in India ? Thousands nf souls seem to be making 
their way up from the shad<ivr of death to the £air light ocf 
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Christ ; or rather, as we hope, ar« about to be translated from 
the kiugdoin of darkDesn into tbii kingdom of God's dear Son." 

He haatetied, tliercforc, to on« of these scenes of Ixbour ; and 
M Moa as the aenaon allowed, left Calcutln in the river ateatner 
the Experiment, and made KrlKhnagliiir the first lialting-place 
in his Visitfltiou. '■ lutu iby hands." he siiys, ou Uic eve of Ui« 
departure, *' I comiiiciid my ttjiirit, my body, my soul, niy 
diooose, my flocks with their pastorH. my all. O Tliou blessed 
Jesns, keep. I pray Thee, me and mine. Preserve, sanctify. 
Mad enlarge Thy Church. Prosper the preseut design of 
building a principal church to Thy name in this meti-opolifl of 
Christian India. Make tliis Visitation a source of gpiritua] 
blessings indeed ! Ouide tlie Archdeacon in his duties during 
my absence. Bless nil the Rev. Clergy, Civil ai>d MititHry 
serrantM, East Indian community, merchants and otliers. 
Pardon also, O my God, tlie unnumbered sins and transgres- 
sions coinmilt^-d during Uie period of my superintending tliiti 
porLloD of Thy Chtindi. Pardon especially sins of omission." 

He wa.H accompanied by tlic Ilev. John H. Pratt and Doctor 
M'ebb ; and proposed, by the upward river ronte, to reach 
Idnssooree and Simlnh hcfore the next hot wiuion, retuniiug to 
Calcutta about February, IHll. 

KoWi however, he is in Krishnaghar. That mission had 
*Uready assumed a diatinc^t form. The maehincry had been set 
ap. and a winriuvring had tiiken place. The i^ircle comprised 
seTenly-two villages, and in each of these there were a certain 
Dumber of iiK)iiLrers. Se\eii hundred hud been baptised, and 
some thonaands were receiving instruction. A mingling of 
motives was diitcemible. There bad been a defective harvest, 
» borrowing of money to pay the rents, and a looking to the 
misaiouarica for hel^ ; but still the spirit of iui^uiry was 
genuine and sincere. The Diahop went from station to station 
examining, preachint;, encouraging, confirming. He visited 
Krisbnaghur, Solo, Uuttenpoor, Anunda Bass, and Itanobunda ; 
and said he could hardly sleep from a^tatJon, joy, and luixiety 
to direct everything aright. He describes the baptJuai of one 
hundred and fifty converts at Anunda Bom aa foUow« : — 
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'Never did I feel tbe 1>eauty of oar BnplUmal and Confir- 
mation Services so much as Uiia morning: the prayer of 
tbanl^&givtnfi of the llrst, the laying on of huids and suppli- 
«atioQB of the second. It was the sign and bcaI and first day 
ia the eyp of others of the new birth by wntcr and the Spirit. 
It was the descent of the sanrtifying grace of the Moly Gbost. 

' We Iicj^iui Willi exoiuiiiiiig the oimdidiites for Captism. 
" Are you Biimers ? " " Yes, we are." *' How do you hope to 
obtjiin forgiveness?" "By the suerificc of Christ." "What 
wnH that sa^.Tifice?" " AVe were ^iitncra, nud Clirist died in 
our stead." " How is your heart to be changed ? " " By the 
Holy Ghost." " Will yoii renounce all idolatry, feasts, poojahs. 
and caste?" "Yes; we renouuce lliem all." "Will you 
renounce tlie world, the flefth. and Uie devil?" "Yes." "Will 
you suffer for Christ's sake?" "Yes." "Will you forgive 
injuries ? " " Yes." In a word I weut over all the branches 
of Christianity with the candidatea, and finding from Mr. Deerr 
that tliey had for a year or more been under instruction mod 
walking consistently. I begged him to read the Ba)>tiKmfd 
service. When we came to tiie questions, 1 paused to tell them 
of the seriousness of the engagement, and I aaked the whole 
congregation of the bnptJsed, if tliey would be witnesEes and 
God-parents t<3 these candidates. They shouted out that they 
would. The sight was most touching — one hundi-ed and lifty 
souls about to enter the Christian Churob.find tlie whole of 
the Christian village sljindtng sponsors for them ! Uaptigmnas 
then nduiiniatered ; and I stood in the midst, and received 
them into the ark of Clirisfa Church. You cannot imagine the 
intelligent, anxious eyes of the assembly as this was going on.' 



At Itnnobiiuda. two htmdred and fifty were bnpti^ied in the 
gauio nianner: mid tliese Additions to the Cliurch, raised the 
whole number to above one thouRiind. 

The foundations of the requisite missionary buildings were 
next hud, a Mib-comniittee was a|tpointe(l, the four missionaries 
now oD the field were counselled and encouraged : and Uun, 
on Nov. Ist, the Bishop weut ou his way rejoicing. " A good 
and great work is evideuUy Roiug on," he says. " But to 
oppose this, there is cause to fear. — 1. Temporal motives.

AXD WHO WUEAT." 

A certnin inensure of re-action followed, ns it alwuys does : 
for in tlic spiritniil as in tlie nnturnl world, the Mus^nm fur 
exccedn the fruit. It |>rovti(l so nt KiislmiigUur. Thv gittlic-riitg 
did »ot equiU tlic i)romi8C : yut ii ^rst work lind bccu wrought. 
A tiuo Church was gnthered out of the world of heathenism : 
snd it still Htand<> like n city Rct upon an hill. 

Piirsuiijy hi* journey, the Bishop ptiKsod tlirouglt Berhampore 
and stopped at Moorshednhad, where he wft» most agreeably 
cntcrtnincd by Mr. Elliott, of Uie Civil Service, and breakfasted 
with the Niziuu in gn.*nt state. I-'ruui Ihcucv he visited Ueuuleab, 
Patna, Gyah, nud Hnzc«nibi«|{h. At the latter jilace, which 
was a new station, he epeiit bis Advent Sunilay. The church 
was little besides four walls. There was no roof, ito tli^or, no 
windows, no doors, no communioa taWe. But he determined 
to perfiinii divine Bcr\-icc in it. A ttu-paultn was Htrft^^hcd over 
the mftem of Uio roof; matii served for mndows and doors; 
loose bricks funned u communion table ; the gcjitry brought 
their own chnint »nd cai)]et((. 'J Iiii» bo rcbukod, intentionally, 
the dilatorincss of tlio executive ofliccrs. They had been two 
years trifiiiig with tbt building : he kft Uiein with a pledge 
that all should be finislied in two iiioutlis. 

Thenoe he passed on, preftchingand perfonning all tbo usual 
ECrrices at Ghazecpore, Jaunporc, snd Ueiinres. From tlie 
latter place he sent do^vii to Krishnnghur, the sum of three 
thousand mpecs, the result of collections mndo for the Miei^ion. 
" I'ho hinguor," he says, " with which I revisit old placea — and 
all are now old to me— is abuiulaiitly conipuusatod for by tlie 
greater calmness and leisure for spirttuiU duties, ruid tlie 
better acquaintance with my dioccsu wliioh I am acquiring: 
and my dear Mr. Pmii enjoys the covolty." 



Christinnx Day was spent at Allahabad : and then the river 
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wna IcU, aud Uie liuid marcli began. His former plan was 
aomewliat changed : lie had now a strong little pliaiiton, which 
he foimd "an amazing comfort:" and instead of atarttng at 
foni' u'cluok in the uioming, he started at seven. For burse! 
exercise he had bis old white " ghoout," or hill-poney : but at 
first it was too cold for him to ride. Mr. Pratt was his 
compaiiiou. Dr. Webh with his wife, rliild, and nurse, had' 
their own palanquin carriage. Captain Hay, a most gentle- 
manly officer, coinmnnded the cwuip, which, with the escort, 
exceeded two hundred soule, and was accompanied by a Hock . 
of sheep and goats. 

Thns journeying, he reached Cawnpore, on Jan. -Ith, 1810 : 
and thanks to the iiidc futigable, iitiiet, and nblu inauiigcment of 
Colonel Oglandcr, who had euperintended all the works, kept 
all the accounts, and trauHinittcd every month all minutes of 
procecdtiige in Committee, both churches were completed and 
ready for consecration. " Kotlnng con be more beautiful," he 
Kaj-a, " than Chri.st- Church. It is one hundred and thirty-four 
feet, by aoventy-scvcn — tower one hiuidred feet— style Gothic, 
pinnacles and corner towers in admirable proportion; the pulpit 
of fine mahognny, wna made in Calcutta, and co»t fifteen hundred 
nipeea. The whole edifice is simple, appropriate, ecclesiastical. 
The expense is thirty-two thousand four hundred rupees : and 
the balance of two hundred and acvcnty rupeca due to the 
architpct, will be easily made np. 

*' But this," he adds, " is only one of God's mercies which I 
have to record at the commencement of the new year. S. The 
Governor- GcDcrul is in excellent huuunu-. S. The majority 
of the Council favourable to religion, i. The Church Mis* 
aionary Committee tninquillised. 5. The Pre»idency Chaplain 
gone home. B. The Catliedral begun. 7. The Krishnnghur 
awakenings. 8. Bishop's College harmonious. 0. Mr. Pratt 
a Gi'st-rate helper. 10. Health continued, and strength 
to preach tliree or four times each week. 11. Children and 
grand-children doing well. Vi. Islington. 13. Marlborough. 
Oh 1 for gratitude, watchfulness, humility." 



TTaving consecrated the rhnrches of Chriat-Chnrch and St. 
John's at Cawnpore, he passed on to Lncknow, and from thence 
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to Bareillj*. In both thene places, the churcliea he had fonncled, 
Wing fioished, were consecrated; the one on Jao. 17Ui ; the 
oUier on Feb. 12th. '* The Lucknow Church." he writes to his 
«x-cbaplaiii, "is a complete success. It is quite a bijou : cost 
fire thousand four hundred rupees : and holds one hundred 
people. Uow yon would rejoice to see your plans coriied out 
so capitally ! This is beautiful." 

At Meerut, where he ariiTed on Feb. SSnd : he met Lord 
Jocelyn and General Klphiiistone. names of historical interest 
uid sad reminiscence : " both fresh from Englaud, and Lord 
Jocelyn baming \o f^oto China." The services in the church 
were extremeljr iutereatlng : and the crowded coDgregiitions 
eouBisted mainly of soldiers returned from the hrst prosperous 
campaign in AO'ghanistun nnd Cnubu). 

All had hitherto been peace : but he was now mingled up 
with the din and the accompaniments of war. The appetfanee 
of the Affghan prisoners interested liim much. They were 
^apposed by many to be the remnants of the lost tribes of 
Israel. Tliey bore oomraonly the names of Jncob, Joseph, 
Abraham, and such like. And he recodified tlie Jewish 
physiognomy. " The state pritfoner I %iiuted at Meerut," he 
says. " was a Jew every inch of him : the prolonged nose 
gracefully bent don-nwords ; the eye, tlie look, the whole face, 
seeuied to proclaim a descendant of Abraham. I have drawn 
up a prayer for a general thauksgiTing." 

After a ehort visit to Delhi, the camp moved on to Almorah 
OS the mountains. This place he had not befoi-e visited. He 
describes it as less picturesque than Mussooree or Simlah, but 
rendered sublime by rugged rocks nnd the snowy range. After 
staying a week, and laying the foundation -stone of another hill* 
church, he stretched across the mountains, accompanied by his 
kind friends Mr. Lushington. and Mr. Ballen. The fatigue 
waa " almoHt too much " for his strength, but be arrived in 
safety at Mtissooreo on April 94th, and rested for three weeks. 



Mu>i8oorc« was vastly enlarged. One large hotel waa built, 
and anotlter waa being built ; the houses were multiplied, and 
the number of residents exceeded six hundred. The church 
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vriis fiiiUhed nnd looked beantiful ; And was in due coarse con> 
secrated. Till May lltUhe was in con»Uuit iDtercourse mth 
friends, weU-lcnowii. from all parts of India; and then he 
passed on, by tlie lower route through Nahun, to SlmUli, 
having completed his journey of two lltousaud ilirco hundred 
miles from Calcutta. 'I'Le following were hig rcflecliona : — 



' SuttAiT. May ai«t. We are now BetUed in our Sinihdi Lonse. 
I inhabit Lord Auckland's rooms ; each door being proWded, 
besides locks, witli wooden fastenings at top and bottom, tliat 
no one might intrude into the council chamber. I riac at 6ve, 
give two hourti for riding, batLuDg, and <lovotion ; breakfast and 
prayers at niao ; work till two ; repose till four ; give an hour 
to my moonshce ; ride at six and call upon tho sick ; dine at 
batf-past ttcvcn ; pmyera at bulf-pnst eight; retirement from 
nine to half-past ton; bed seren hours. Thank God I sleep 
well genemlly, nnd take food with appetitu, mid use regular 
exercise. But T fcut a sciisiblo dccUno of strcngtii, as it is 
natural I should; and anxious cores weigh upon my spirits. 
I think I was never designed for a bishop, I want more pru- 
dence, 6ru]iics», mmiflgcmcut of niAiiktnd, diiscrctioD, culmness, 
and general knowledge. I am n poor crfntiire ; and my soul 
fades and withers under the secnlarity and publi^^ity of mjr 
station. 1 feul it does. 1 wmit more to gather up my feet 
into my bed like Jacob, a.nd prepni'e for my being summoned 
into eternity and give up Uie ghast. B<;fore thia reaches you, 
I shall have entered, if I live as long, my sixty-third year, when 
the constitution commonly breaks down in n mumcut, particu* 
larly in this country. If I reach heaven, it will be as the 
"least of nil i^ainLs:" a monument of grace and undeserved 
mercy. God be merciful to me a sinner." , 

The temporary dcprussion maiiifest in this letter — the resuU 
doublleas of over fatigue, aoon pnEMt^td away, and the nojoum at 
SimUh was characterised by incessant activity, and kindly 
hospitality. He composed twenty-five new sermons, and 
preached more thiia forty. He wrote five hundred and six 
letters on matters of all kinds, directed to all quarters. He 
collected thirteen hundi-ed rupees for the repairs and enhirge- 
locnt of the chm-ch. ilc recatabliahed a uativc disi^nsorj-. 
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He |fl»7« " dozens of little quiet cheerful dinner iiarties." And 
thuA tlic fotii- tiionllis of rL'tin.iiiivut lit Hiiiilali paitsed nway, aiid 
the linu fur restuniiiig liis Viaitfttiuu ouce more drew ii«ar. 

00 Oct, aand he siiys, " Wc had a clionuing cougrt- jpition 
Inat night, nt mir coiichiiling Weduesdny eveuing lecture. X 
preAched from Hebrews xiit. 90, 31, ' The God of Pence, &<^' 

1 made Uie st^nnun on Um precediug eveuing, lint I had com- 
posed ODC OD the sumv tuxl, forty years siucc; and I reiucuilia' 
that when I came dovn from tlie piiljiit Mr. Cecil said to me 
'Well, brother, I see we are hooping the Burae bairel. It im 
Bouud, brother ; it conliuus every tliiiit;.' He meant thai the 
doctiine was exactly his on-o, ntul ciiibmc«d every bmneh of 
trutli. What a blessscd thing to hnve been Itept for forty years 
iu the narrow path, and to be prenehing now precisely the saina 
truth, wit]) thu same amplitude ns I vios uistritclcd to do nhca 
first setting out.' 

" Sinduh ! To Ihfic I now bid adieu. It is Monday inomin'j, 
Oct. 20th, dnrk, cold, piercing. To God Almighty, the Father, 
Son, (uid blessed Spirit, he tlie care of the sonis of this station 
cofnmitted. And to (he enuie divine Saviour be our bodioa, 
Mmto, «nd joiimcycDinmittcd also. ^VmcQ." 

"Witli tills devout aspiration the Bishop commenced his 
return to Cah-uttn. l\v pnst^cd through yabhatJioo, I.odiiinah, 
Kurnanl, Paiiiput, Delhi, and Allyghur. as before. At the lost 
elation, he conHccriiled what he calls " one of the prettiest 
little clnirvlies in liidin; (.ircciiin, with tower mid dpire, built 
since 1H3B, chiefly by Mr. Thornton's efforts." " I hope," ho 
adds, "that I Khali not leave a Hinglte Htalion without its church, 
when I arrive (if 1 ever arrive) nt Calcutta." 



He stayed for ten days at Agra, and wns rpceivod by Ilia 
Hon. Mr. Robertson. tJie governor. Tlie Orjdinn ScIujoIs at 
Secundra gr<'MtIy interested him. Three hinidred ehildreii, 
Kseued from the famine of IfiaS, were sheltered Uicre, and 
freed from the coiitauinialion of Hiiulooism. Unptised nnd 
ifisbucted in childhood, lIicj- were to leoi'n different trades, 
and be prepared for a useful life. The Bishop prenehi^d ti> 
them iu the long arched crypt of an old Mahometan tomb 
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vhicli formed part of th«ir prcinises, and lie left the sermon to 
1>« printed ss the first fhiits of the Agra Orphan PresB. 

Thu nitBHionary .pr«mittes also were again occupied; Rnd 
from A wide circU round, llic cliildren of the schools wero 
eallvd in to ko cximiined. "A» Uieyall sat in little companies,'' 
he iiiud, " covering the compound, it was like the five tbotisand 
whom our Lord urdered to sit by ftfiies on the graas." 

One night before the company retired, the eonversation at 
Qovenimeiit House happened to turn on the t^poll^ss puiiLy of 
tlio Taj Muhal vtheii viewed hy mouiiliglit. The Goveruor at 
ODoe ordered h'm carriage, and drove the Biatiop and Mr. 
Thomason to Be« it. The moou slione brilUautly. and the 
effect was magical ; hut it could not bng engross the BiaLop's 
mind, nor drive out doily duties. 

'AsIwtM wulking up aud down the grounds, aim-in-nnn 
with the Governor and Mr. 'rhomaBon,' he snyn. 'I turned 
the conversation to onr destitution of chaplainit, aiid inquired 
whether an additional Caratea Society miglkt not be fonned for 
all India, giving titles to youths educated at Bishop's College, 
and ordained by the several Bishops ? This society would 
have tlie East Indian population pai-ticularly in view. We 
never can have chaplains enoufjh for them, and they are 
increasing most rapidly. Of course, the plan must be well 
digested and wisely begun.' 

This proved the germ of the "Calcutta additional Clergy 
Society." 

Having performed more than the usaal services, and laid the 
foundation stones of two clmrches — one at Secondra. for the 
orphans, to be called St. John's ; and one at the Civil Station, 
to be cnllod St. Paid 's, ho U-fl Agrn. ou December 8lb, and 
directed his course to Gwalior, Jhan&i, Saugor, and Jubbulpoor. 
These were in the ancient territories of Scindiab, a uauie go 
well known in the earlier auaals of India ; and in all of iJiem 
bodies of Europeans were located. The journey was quite out 
of the common track, and the country presented an entirely 
new charncter. It was rich in productions, studded with 
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gardens, edoroed with saperli U-ees, and raried witli liilla, 
and wntfir-eourses. The Bisliop was fitted by all the native 
authorities »s bo pnssod througii Dholpoor, Antree, and r>utl«ah. 
Now a nuzr-ar of sweetmeats arrived, on which the whole camp 
rennled ; now dinner whs providi-d fur iiim in a lurge tent, 
wbcrc the viands to be eaten were covered with gold and silver 
leaf; now a magnificent procession of elephnnts came forth to 
meet him ; and now a natiye durbar (second only to the one 
at Jyepore) was held to do him honour. " Pomps and Tanities 
eurround as," he sajs, " but all presents ore declined." 

At Gwalior a little company of nineteen Cliristiiins waa 
gathered together for divine service on Sunday, December l4th : 
and on Monday morning he writes : — 

' Alt my party have gone out ; and I am seated atone in tlie 
balcony of the ancient Patncc of Gwalior, trliich overlookti the 
town. Oh! when will Gwalior be the Lord's. When will its 
fort be turned into a Missionary College I When will the hum 
which now fills my ears from the crowded bazaars and Ettreets 
of this vaBt Dative town, be exchanged fur hymns of praise to 
Christ ! It SHALL be doxe in Clod's good time.' 

On arriving at Jhanai, on December 30th. he aaj-a, " I 
have made a sermon for the twenty-eight Christians in this 
wilderness of a place. We made a coUectioo for the Agra 
orphans. Sovt'n were at the Holy Sacrament. We oft«n 
hear snd accounts, after leaving small RtatJons, of the open 
vices in which some of thfi chief persons arc living. And what 
can be expected when there is no chnjilnlii, no church, no 
Sabbnth, no public worship. Tlie stAte of lodia cute mc to the 
heart, and I can do so very little ! God only can help. His 
Spirit can raise up iuHtruments, and surely sonietliing is 
prepajing," 

Saugor was a large and important station, and he stayed 
there for twelve days. Continuous Htrife had cxisU^d for a 
year, which all his letters and remonstrances had failed to 
allay. His very first act was to bring t<»getlier the chap- 
lain, and all parties concerned, and to propose immediate 
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reconciliation, niid a burying of all past discord. Haring suc- 
ceeded in this, every day vma ftilly occupied. Twelve public 
ftcrvjccs were pcrfortiicd iu iJic tvrelrc days — seven in church» 
and five cUeuIicro. Futidtt were altto raiited to imju'ove tlia 
cburcli; and an impulse given in (be right dii'ection to all 
religious aud beuevoleiil deaigus. 

Id Jubbulpoor nmcb evil wns at work. Miuds were poisoned 
witJi sceptici-sni, and ohariu;ter.4 debased by imiuoralily. Tbe 
Bishop basti-ncd there, uud did what be could to stay tbe 
p1a};uo. " HtiiTy, hurry, hurry !" be snys, " as usual. Achuivh 
was founded tins ailernoon in presence of the whole station. 
Couftrmntion followed, iiiid Kome hnptifeuis. Alas! the people 
put on Uieirbust appvitriuicc whvu tlic Bishop is with them, but 
relapse again aftenvartU. Oh ! what a creature is man ! \Vhat 
a place, India ! WJiat a condition ai-a tiic ecattered Christians 
in ! O Lord Jeitux, look with pity upon us." 

The camp now turned back, and a jonmey of two 
hundi-cd and forty niilest, upon a magniRcent road, brought 
them to Allnliabud once more. Two thuuKund eix hundred 
niilea had beeu travcrxvd since leiiving Simlub ; and tliough 
the Eiidiop had auffcrftd ft good deal fmin fatigue and variety of 
temperntiire, ypt his heall}] still stocd firm. Having ordained 
tbe Bev. Hr. Perkinn at .Mkhubatl, diverged frum the usual 
route to visit the Church Mieitioiiary .stntion at Qorruckporc, 
imd eftlled agaiu at KrishnAghm-, be nrnved safely at Calcuttn, 
on April 3rd, 1811. 

' May God be for ever praised and magnified,' he saya, 'for 
all biK goodness and mercy during n year and a lialf. I have 
atteuded chui-cU once more, though I took no duty. It will 
require a few rla;-a for my mind to calm down to regular 
occupations. Oh ! for grace, wisdom, power, victory over self, 
real spirituality, meekness, preparation for suffering.' 

H« was soon caught in the current of Calcutta business ; but 
two matters of anxiety from different quarters piiessed most 
heavily upon him : ouc was connected with the new professor 
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of Bishop's College ; tlie other wiUi Mrs. Wilson of tbo Ori)lian 
Bcfiige at /XiigLirpftra. 

The notification of Professor Street's appointment to Bishop's 
Co)li>gc lias be«n alrcudy mentioned. lie ri-iK^hcil India during 
the Visitation, and at once entered uiion bis dnties. la due 
time, tho Bi&liop made his acqaniDtuuce, uid thiiH describes 
what nppcarc-d to he his mingled clmructur; — " Professor Street 
is about thirty yenrs of nge, ripe scholnr, iron coustitution, fine 
licaltli, nclive, enterprising, zciUoiis for missions, prodigal of 
hiif Eti-ungth, rides twenty uiilct) of u tiioming in the suo, 
suuiners good, no grcnb tiilkvr: m short, he would liave been 
a capital professor, if he had not been imbued for Beven years 
— steeped — in Tractariauism." 

It was not llie intention of the Society for Uie Propsgalion 
of the Gospel at tliat time to hare sent out a man of extreme 
Tiovs. Indeed, a proponed i:uccCH»or to Dr. iklill (Mr., afler- 
wardft Archilcavoa Manning, so well known from hi» high 
taimita and subsequent ])ervermon), had been withdrawn, solely 
and entirely, because, as the Secretary iufornied tlie Bishop. 
"he va3 an avowed Oxford Tract man," But in appoiutin^^ 
Mr. Street, they overlooked or disrogftrded an ominous testj- 
mooial from Mr. Newman, of Oriel, in Ihe following terms : — 

"He is a gentleman, and n niati of serious inind, and sound 
dodriuol views. — J. H. Newman." 



These " sound doctriiiul views " were tenaciously held, openly 
avowed, and widely j>romiil gated. They were diametrically 
opposed to all that the Bislio]), as Vi»jitor of the College, 
was teaching and preaching. Great embarra-senient for nuuiy 
ye*r» was tlio necesHary result. At first the Bishop hopetl 
Against hope, and used every conciliiitory means at his com- 
mand, to preser^-e unity, and prevent mischief. "When these 
fiuied, lie spoke words of wanimg. On May find, he preached 
his own Onlinrttion Semion. The subject was "The sufllcienry 
of Holy Scripture as the Kule of Faith ; " aud it contained 
these words : — " I have already answered in part the nppeiila 
made to m« troax every port of the Diocese, and I may say 
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India, in varioas discoursea delivered in tlie progress of my 
Visitation. I seise the first opportunity on my returo to the 
metropoU* to liA up, as I rid now doing, my warning voice on 
Uiis OfCMAton of ft BoleiTin onlioKtion. UpoD one point of 
detail I tbiiik I should be wrong in witltliotding from you nov 
my int«nlion. It is my design to institute in my futura 
cxnmiiintion for Holy Orders, a more minitt« enquiry than 
formerly, a-s to the sentiments of each candidate on the subjeet 
of the safficiency and completeDess of Holy Scripture ns laid 
down in our sixth article, and on the great fundamental 
doctrines of our faith immediately connected with it. And 
I shall require, also, of tfaoee who are traimng for catechists 
such prerions assurances, at least six months before they offer 
t3iem»elve« fur tli<i work, as may satisfy me on tluii vital point." 

Bishop's College, and all India lioard these, and many such* 
like words, for the sermon was printed and widely circulated. 



This wonung having failed to produce the desired effect in 
India, a strong remoDstmuce was vntten home ; and it was 
recommended that the Society, without casting any dur upon 
their Professor, or in any way injiiriiig his prospects, should 
withdraw him from the College. In earher days tliis remon- 
strance would have produced the desired effect; and the recal 
of the Professor (for which there was a precedent) would have 
restored harmony. But, instead of tlii», a laeusure of compro- 
mise vas resolved on. The Bishop wan informed, in courteous 
terms, that the Society was sensible of its obligations to him, 
and convinced of the impossibility of working the College 
effectively so long as tliere was a want of confidence in tlie 
mind of the Diocesan. When, therefore, he prononnced any 
decision condemnatory of the Professor's conduct or doctrine, 
they should be prepared to meet it by a corresponding rcso* 
lation on their pait. They hoped, howex-er, that such nn 
alteration would take place aa would render any furtlier steps 
unnecesBaiy. 

This was throwing upon the Bishop a responsibility he did 
not chooM to take. To recommend, as Visitor of a College, the 
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mthdrawal of a professor, wbs a very different thing from con- 
demning, us Bishop of a diocese, Uie conduct and doctrine of 
a presbyter. lu hi» officiiil ctinrnctcr, »s Visitor, he bad r«mun* 
st7atc<I with th« Socicly, luid recommended a certiiin course ; 
hat, since tlicy did not think proper to ndopt it, he felt freed 
from all responsibility. His conscience was relieved : and, 
though he grieved doilv over vhat he saw, yet he took no 
farther steps, till called upon to confirm in person, some ycurs 
lifter, what he had affirmed in bis official letters at this time. 

The other anxious matter which met the Bisbop dd bis 
arrival at Calcutta, had reference to tliat excellent lady, Mrs. 
Wilson, who hnd done so much for the promotion of female 
edacation in the East. Notliing could be more ndniirable than 
the course hitherto pursued. Bat she had left Calcutta to tjtkc 
charge of a Jarffc asylum for female orphans at Augurpara, 
about fourteen miles distant. This involved Ion;; and serioun 
deprivation of the means of grace. She was comparativelj- 
isolated. She fell in witli the Plyniouth Brethren. Their 
books were studied day and ni(;ht to the excluelon of all otiiera. 
No one knew what was working in her mind till tlie mix- 
chief was done. Then, vrith the promptitude and decision, 
which was her characteristic, and which is so valuable in a 
good causo, Bhe determinately renounced her allegiance to 
the Church of England. The refusal of the Church Mis- 
nODAr; Society to adopt her plana, and supply her wiili a 
miBrionarx, was the spark which fired tho train ; and a letter 
to the Archdeacon gave publicity, for the first time, to hei' 
piu-posc. The effect upon the Bishop's miud is beat given in 
his own wonht : — " Alas ! Mrs. Wilson of Augurjtara is deter- 
mined to secede from the Church and joiu the Pljmouth 
Brethren. You start! But it is too tiue. I determined 
iDatontly I heard it to go down with tho Archdeacon and 
Mr. Pratt, and see what on iaterview would do under God's 
bles»ng. We conversed with her for two or three hours, witli- 
out tlte least effect. Yesterday I recapituluted die converxa- 
tion in an affectionate K-tter; and offered to pay for the 
support of a missionary at her station if ttie Church Mis- 
aioiiar}' Society would not. All was in vain. W'e must now 
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enJ«aTonr to ssts tbe Mission uid orplinns if vm can : for tiiis 
is only Uiv be({iuniu^ of the fall. My comforL is to cAst luyself 
«Hi my Lord Cbmt, luid submit to His righteous vill in this 
sharp affli« lion. IIcrA|)ORtAsy is like a standard- bearer fainliDg: 
and all aggravated br the opposite errors of the Tractariaiw. 
Kever was I in such a plauge ! Nerer I But now faith mart 
baT« her triumph — ?aitb in the power oud grace of Christ— 
iaitli in Ilia love and wisdom." 



Leaving these anxious maltfrs, we may learn what was 
passing in Culculta at the time hj extracts, as ubuaI, from Lia 
joumal-lett«rs. 

' April Gth. — I met Lord Auckland, lie looked full three 
years and a half older than when I last saw him : as onqnes- 
tiouably his Lordship must think 1 did. All at Gdvcmmeiit 
House were very courteous. 1 have mounted mj ghoont again, 
and met a member of ooancil tins morning in my ride. Ho 
seemed to say tlint Government was about to undi'rtalcc some 
UDfavotirable measures. From nine o'clock till two my house 
was filled with visitors. Mouy of tliem were clergy, including 
Ur. Boswell and Mr. Street. I linvc fixed tbe Churcb Mis- 
Bionary Committee for Monday, tbe Catliedral Committee for 
\Vednefiday, tlic Ordiimtiou for May 2tii]. Engagements to 
diunor I decline.' 

'AprilHlh. Kvcry moment is ofcuplcd. IhftTcbeeu fire days 
in Calcutla, and four times to my new Cnthedral. i ride round 
the scaffolding and frnraework of the building every morning 
on my ghoont (as Ndicmiah, on his bea«t, around the desola- 
tions of Jerusalem) niid watrli tim progress maluug, and the 
different views the Cathedral will preficnt. The ami will uut 
allow mc to visit it whilst Uic men are at work.' 

' Jiastcr Monday, Ajtril 10(A, Yestcrdnv we celebrated OUT 
Easter. The Govcmor-Ocncra] and his family not present ; 
neither were tlicy last Snndny. nor Good t'ridny. The collec- 
tion WHS only one thousand and £fty rupees instead of five or 
six thousand, when Lord William and Sir Charles were present. 
Tlio Governor- General '8 non-attendant-e encourages tbe judgea, 
members of council, commander-in-chief, and higher civilimia 
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ti> absent Uiemwlves. Wo Lnd only about five liuntlrcd iu 
church. All Calcutta is mftd nfler the world. French fl&yi 
are scted at Qoreniment House, a new tlieatre is bnUt, two 
Sunday papers desecnite the Lord's duv ; all ia rushing bac-lc- 
wards as to morality nnd r«ligion with a. refluent tide. I must 
see what I cun do. But the Lord Christ aiid his Spint can 
alone nwokeii a torpid world hke that of ludio. Wc must wait 
and pray." 

'Mapnath. Last night tattended, with the cloi^, the cnter- 
tuinnient |riv«D iti Guv^'ntinent House, on the Queen's birlliday, 
and made the usual cumplimeutiuy address. I bL-^^gi-d the 
OoTeroor-Genevnl to assure ber Majesty of the loyalty 
of tlic Uishop «ud CL«r(;y, and of tlicir coiitiuiu^d 
prayers to Ahui^hty Ood for every blessuig on her person, 
family, and Government. There was an immense crowd. 
Dost Mfttiommed sat on the Hame sofh with Mi&s Kden. lie 
is a tall, fltout-buill, athletic person, of a certain age, not so 
very iiitelligeot — wny-wom — his dress simple, an immenso 
turban, and flowing robe." 

^July'ind. Blessed be thy name, O God, for having pre- 
served me throuf^h auuther year of my pUgriiuage. May I 
enter upon n new course. May I treasure up tlie few reinaining 
years of life upon earth as pri'cious opportuniticBfor Thy glory 
io heathen India. 1 think this inusl be my last birthday. I 
onter on my sixty'fourth year. 'J'his is the tenth birthday I 
have spent whilst absent from my uitti%-e oouotry." 

' Aiiguiit 2\*t. How could yon oinit mentioQiu(( in your letter 
Lho glorious Charge of the Bishop of Chester (J. B. Sumner). 
It is tlic " Record," of June 7th that coutains it. Oh, how the 
dear biidiop grasps the tmditioiiist quL'stion. and crushes the 
serpent's head ! I nm now quite ashamed of my poor Ordina- 
tion sermon. I could siiarcoly go an with reading the Charge 
for joy and gratitude. It is anuble testimony.' 

Avi0H«i SS/ft. This poor Mrs. Wilson ! Though she has 
submitted to necessity, and the whole statiou of Augiirpara is 
ntode over to the Church Jlisiiiouiiry Society, yet she has 
wrinen me a stninge letter, full of accusations of my worldli- 
Dess (so easy an aecusstiou!) and wanting mo to have tea- 
parties, instead of giving dinners. Conceive of the Judges of

' A ttguit Qllh. I am very busy, first, with the old set of rules 
for the clergy which Lord WiUinm Bentinck OTcreet io 1834. 
I think now I shall bring them to bear. Secondly, with a 
prospectus for my (.'alcuttu Dioccsnn Additional Clergy Society ; 
a glorioas project, now npcniog.Knd Ttttd. Thirdly, with rules 
for the missionaricH, as to Proselytism, or rather Xon-Pro- 
selytism. Fourthly, a Import of my New Cathedral.' 

• September ItL I wish you could see our happy manage 
just DOW. Mr. T,pnpolt and bin wife nre recovered, nnd appeu 
in cbapcl, at the breakfast table, aiid at dinner also. Their 
convcnitttion is so simple &nd edifying, it docs mc good. It 
reminds me of Swartz. I foci (is Obcd-edom did, when the 
ark was under his roof. We sit in tlie verandah for an hour 
between dinner and prayore, and talk of the Kingdom of God. 
Make mnch of them in Eogland. I can fancy them entering 
Bflmsbury Park, or Hudderafield Vicarage, and telling you 
how old 1 look, how feeble I am, how grey; and yet how well 
for my years, and how cheerful, and able to get through a 
world of business.' 

'September Ttk. We have formed our additional Clergy 
Socie^, resembling your " Additional Curates," and " Pastoral 
Aid," Societies. 1 drew up a statement aa to the wants of the 
diocese. Wo want ninety on our establishment, we hare only 
forty-one ; we want sixty in the fields of labour, we have only 
twenty-nine. We propose that half the stipend of a clergyman 
should be paid by local sabscriptious. Stipen<t not less than 
three hundred rupees a montii, or three hundred and MXty 
pounds a year. The commiitee is to consist of (he Dishop, 
Archdeacon, Calcutta chapluins, Bishop's College professors, 
and three Caloutta laymen. I cannot but think that, if Ood 
blesses, it will be a glorious tiling for the diocese. It will, of 
course, be a long time getting into play, bucauso wo hare to 
train and prepare the men. We showed the prospectus to the 
QoTemor-Greneral this morning, for we shall want bis eoo- 
correnee iai military stadous.' 



As the cold setson approached, a sliort tour nns projected to 
a few stations hitherto unviBited ; and the Bisliop, hariag pub- 
lished R licport of his Cathedral, in which he cDtered into 
details concerning the stnto of the works, the «tylo of ai-chi- 
tecUire, the cstimntes, the amount contritiuted, the sums 
ivqairod, tJic spiritiml objects la view, nnd the probable course 
of things when the coniieci-fttion ahould hare taken place: left 
Calcutta OD October 6th. Having itpent a short time at 
Barroclipore, Burdwdti, and Chiusurah, he embarked iu th« 
Exjienment steamer, and went round to Dauca, proceeding 
from thence to the hitherto unTisited Btationii of Sythet and 
Chirra Poonjee. His ovfu descriptiona will give the best idea 
of these two places. 



' Sylhet. Sundaif Morning, November 7th. Here I am, blessed 
be God, witti my aenaoDS on my table, and two volumes of the 
Life of William WUberforce, taken down from the library, 
which I dipped into with dotight last evening. It is three 
years since I read it last. What exquisite piety ! What con- 
nfiteacy ! What walking with Ood! Ob! may bis sous not 
dishonour such a fatlier. I don't like the .Archdeacon's tone of 
divinity. 

' 1 addressed pretty strongly a party of sixteen here, in family 
prayers, lust night: and am now thinking what sermon I can 
best select for a station where a chaplain has not boon for a 
gingle day for three years, and where I shall preach only once. 
I think St. John v. Sti, will give me as much scope as anj-, 
" These things 1 say that ye might be saved." May the Lord 
help nic I 

*Mr. Sealey's house, in which I am, is perched, like a bird's 
nest, on the top of n little hill, pcrhai)» one hundred and twenty 
feel high. But, as it is a cone, the whole circuit of the plains, 
covered with verdaDt and thick vegetation, stretches around to 
the horizon with its green mantle. The contrast with the heatti 
and musr|uitoes of tlie steamer is inexpressible' 

' Chuuia Poonjee. — We are four tliousaiid feet above the 
plains. The thermometer in the garden at six o'clock in the 
morning is 5C°: in tlio house, uid with a fire, at eight o'clock 
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it is 67^ A wild kind of journey of fuurleGu hours brougliL 
us hero. Wo went fifUton mile* iu a corcrwl bout from 
Chuttitck ; Ui<tn inouiitc<l olephiuits ; Uion I f^at iuto a tonjon 
witli ])t>iirer», mid Mr. Frntt I'ode on a puncy. Tlie place is 
very bleak ; imd tlirtugb duiibly and trebly clothed, aiid silting 
liy a fire, I am not wftrm. I have now viKited all the hlUs but 
Darjeeling. Chirra Poonjee is not much freqaent«d, for the 
water is bad, aud the climate a perpetual rain. The distance 
from Culcuttn is only tbreo btimU'ed aaid sixty uiilea, but the 
accefts 13 difficult. Sometimes more good is done in these 
(lesohite places than in much larger cues. At Chuttack 
(Mr. Inglis") we Lad a family of seven, and utAtiy were in tears 
during the service. Three were confirmod, anA the whole 
seveo pftrtook of the Holy Sftcramciit. 

' We are on the south-eastern frontiers of our wonderful 
Simpire. The IliU people ore from Thibet aud Cbiua. They 
Xftise rude altait; on th« tops of mountains, and oSTor goate in 
eacnfioe. Wo hnd Divine .service on Fiidny; congregation 
only fifteen; but so attentive, it was delightful to observe 
thcio. On Sunday there were two services. Had Holy Com- 
munion.' 

' Tiusday, November IQtk. — We are now on our way to 
Calcutta, which I understniid is getting worxo and worse under 
present influences. The theatre is triumphing in eome new 
London actresses. Boxes are adverti-scd for the half year. 
The dissipation and vice iu oar comparatively petty popolation 
is iucrt'dible. I sec a string of meetings for tho mccs for two 
months, n-ith all the consequent dining, betting, and ruin. We 
liave two Sunday newspapers to help on Satan's work. Jesus, 
Master, have mercy on us ! ' 



' I'ArirwIay, November ISth. — I shall have preached fourteen 
tuoes in five weeks. Oh ! that gx-ace, as a heavenly dew, may 
descend. Our friends seemed to think they could not tlo ('uou(;h 
for us. Sheep, poulti'y, potatoes, cohIs, ftervants, all were 
placed at oiir disposal ; and tliis morning tliu caplain of our 
ateamiT has shown mc the following note — 

* " I Jiave the plensare to ecnd you teu Ihousimd urnngvs : one 
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thousand of which, p»t up in biukct«, please to present to 
the Lord Bishop with my respectfiil complimeDta. Of the 
remainder, praj keep as mouy us you like, and distribute the 
rest ntnoDgHt the crew of the steamer. — Geo. Inglu." 

' And here are the ten baskets, with ouc humlred sweet 
lascioas oraug<f8 in each. They sre fiuer than the Portugal. 
They grow wild on the hills. 

' Ilttvin}; gireo my booksellers at Calcutta orders to scdcI me 
the Traetftrian controversy publications, I have now in my 
cabin raliier more tlian I can manage— twenty -one new works, 
of which eight arc rery considerable volumes. It is impossible 
to digest so much theology ! * 

' OrF BABBtsAOL, Novembcr 29ni, Our risit here has been 
most affecting mid interesting, from tlie reception into the 
Protestant faith and Church of four Romau CHtholicR, and 
their subsequent cooBmiation and communion. My Second 
VisitatioD, began July loth, 1^36, is now, November 2 Ord, 16-11, 
through God's mercy, closed. The third is to commence n&itt 
August, should life and health be continued. I am more and 
more convinced of the immense intportance of this practice of 
our Church. It is tbe awakening of the Diocese, clorgj-, and 
flocks." 

Advent Sunday was spent in C&lcntta — which was soon 
thoroughly and rudely awakened from its drcain of dissipation. 
Jjis own journals will convey the best idea of what passed in the 
interval between his arrival, and the commencement of his 
Third ViaiUtion. 



'Friday. Decemher IQlh, 1841. Never wa-s anything equal to 
the conatematiou tlimugbout India at ibo trugcdy in Caubul. 
The acrouiita of Monday were rather more ehconng. But 
that a general insurrection haa taken place, and ia as yet 
unquelled, is ci-rtaiu. Lord Auckli&nd, and thi- Council, wen: 
Hitting till iKtar midnight on Friday, and Lord Auckland and 
Miss Kdcn were walking by moonlight afterwards on the roof 
of Government House to calm their minds, till one in tbu 
moniitig. The Burmese war, or the Nepaulese, were nothing 
VOL. u. o 
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to thiH. May OoJ, in Uic sliaking of Hue nations, bring on the 
Kingdom of Cbrint. And oh ! that Governments would honour 
Qod, depend on Him, and not boast of 8elf-]>ower I * 

'JoHtiarg StA, 1812. There is an ovtrwhelming report Urni 
our army in Cftubul has cnpitulnted. Lord AiickUmd is thin, 
lovr, and dejected. He told nie a fortnight back thitt he 
thoroughly disliked my proposed new Cathedral CDtsblislimitnt. 
But thcw.' things ore temporary. Ood'» vrLll b« done. The 
Lord Christ wiU settle his Church in Hindustan in !ipit« of 
QovGniora-OenernJ, Members of Couniiil, play-housca, re-unions, 
Sunday pii]>crs, auil horatt-raees.' 

' January Hind. The appalling tidings of the murder of Sir 
W. 11. Macnaghtcn has BUcd all Calcuttn with fear and 

nstonishmeiit. I nift and at the AsinUfl Society in 

the evening. They were thunderstrudt — never anything like 
it had occurred iu India ! Oh 1 may God give our eounlry 
and oui' rulers hearts to feel, and eyes to see. I bare known 
Sir William MacUBghtcn well for eight or ten years, and he haa 
often and often heard me preach. I wrot« to him thrc« times 
lately — the last time to congratulata him on a promotion he will 
nev«r, alas I now enter on — the governorship of Bombay, Sir 
A. Biinies I alsw kuow in 1838. Such is worldly glory!' 

'Januar!/ '-iOtk. I have been delivering r thnnksgiring 
Bormoa on the dear Queen's safety, and al»a to BUHtain the 
broken hearts of our frieiuls under the appalling news from 
Caubul. The Governor- General was present, and the t-wo 
ladies. The Governor-General has never heard above two or 
three scrmonii from me: the last was July yth, 1S3T. "Wc arc 
nil disortnsolut*, for there i» rcaKou to believe that treaclieiy 
may follow our brave fellows aa tliey retire." 

'February lllh. I saw the Govcraor- General and MisSf 
Udeii this morning. The Convention had been signed and 
violated, and scarcely one out of the Sve thousand four hundred 
Boldiers were expected to have escaped. The ladies and 
children were said to have retiumed to Caubul. Nej/oliatlon, 
iuBtead of aetivc measures. Lnd ruined everytliiug. 'WhenJ 
Bumes was murdered, there were not sixty riot<?rs : now. th« 
are sixty tliousand iiiHiiigents. Kven a month after the 
outburttt, all might have been saved by a spirited and bold 
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determiuation ; bat uow all is lost. A prodiun&tioii was issued 
Uat uiglit, orileiiug five uew regimeuUi to be ruised.' 

' March &rd. Ou Tuesday the new Governor-General, Loi-d 
Ellenborougb, arri%'cd amidst the thundering of cannon. I was 
Attending at tbe time a meeting to address Lord Auckland, 
which tvRS most crowded, uQanimous, and «nthiisiAEtic. I pro* 
poncd tko Address, niid »uid I i^hould hnrv abstained from 
attending a meeting of thnt nature, as n miuister of religion, 
but for tlic caiuuitics of Afghanistan. These determined me 
to ntUtiid, tiviiU if I hud stood idoiiu. Our (juvcniur-Gi.TnL'rul 
vaa entitled, not only to common obedience and loyalty, but to 
sympatliy and love. I said tliat I differed from him on tnauy 
pointc, but tliat was no rcft^ou why I xhonld nol testify my 
esteem for his siuivity of choracLer, impartiality, love for the 
natives, and nenerai jihiliuilliropy. 1 afterwards called at 
Govemiaeiit House, but did not see Lord LUenborough. He 
is deserihed an being just the opposite of Lord Auckland. We 
all tremble for tlie .\rk of Ood.' 

'Saturday, March VZtlt. I have accompanied Lord Auckland 
to the ship. At hatf-paat sis in the morning the gentry all 
assembled at Government House. The new Governor-General 
irss there in full dress. Tho Misses Eden went off first in 
carriages, with tolerable self-possession. In about half-an-hour 
Lord Auckland descended the splendid flight of steps, conducted 
by the Governor-General, who after reachinn the lower step, 
took his leave. Lord Auckland, the members of council. 
ju^es, and myself, then walked leisurely through tlie superb 
files of troop.t, pr(tcode<l by tlie four hundred Hpleiidid servants 
of the establishment in their scarlet attire, to the ghat at Uie 
river side. Tears filled his eyes, when he finally shook linnds 
with IIS. An immense crowd, including almost all the gcntiy 
of Calcutta, remained till the steamer got under way. It was 
on the grounds of his suavity, kindness, iin partiality, modesty 
of carriage, punctuality, extraordinnry diligence in business, 
and general talents for government — especially in things 
relating to flnanee, arts, and comniGrcc, that I attended the meet- 
ing for erecting a statue to him; though as to reUgion, abiiti- 
nenev from injurious public nniusements, imliffL-rvnce to the 
Church and piety, bia administration was the reverse of good. 
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God Inows, bow«vei*, whether ve m».y not have a worse, even 
in theite respects.* 

' May 'iith. Lord Douro irrites out that thf I)rKE has been 
better in health lately than for fifteen years past; and has lost 
tliose Attacks which used to rotum periodieiJIy for muny years. 
M'hen the AfTghan liuHineNs was discussed in Council at home, 
he uried out " lic^deero ttie ladies, or your disgrace will resound 
from one end of Europe to the other." Lord EUenborough is 
now Ht AlliiliHhad. Mr. I^ratt hears from his College that he 
must resign his Fellowship, or retorn. He meas& to reaign, 
this mail. It is a noble instance of disinterestedness, con* 
sidering the uncertainty of my life, and the permanent provision 
which a Cains Fellowship affords. He gives himself up to India 
^ihere to live and there to die. I have long made the same 
resolve, Deo favent?.* 

* JhIii 9ni. I struck off a new sermon again last evening 
after tea, that is, after nine o'clock, as I have done three times. 
1 find I can write a new Mnnon as ({uickly as 1 can make my- 
gelf master nf an old one. I mn now tuniing eamoKtly to the 
prcparulion of my Charge, which may God aid me in." 

' August l&th. I have been working very hard at my poor 
Charge, and bave completed the fonrth ti-anscripl. Bat, alas, 
1 find on reading it. that I mu»t cut out thirty pages to reduce 
it to an hoar and three-quarters iu delivery. Augu£t 24th is 
the appointed day.' 

' Augmt aScrf. I turn now to thee.'Oh, my Saviour ! before I 
close my eyes this eve. Grant me sleep to restore my body 
and mind ; and grant me grace, wisdom, tenderness, and ftdcUty 
to-morrow. It is thy work, O Lord.'

'IeUII crave more advice and admonition on the part of 
such old friends as yourself. It is very hard work to struggle 
np the hill of difRculty, even an respecta one's own KalvntioD. 
But when wo have to draw up with us clergy, societies. 
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committeeB, floeks, the ttBort is increased. But God vill hrlp. 
There are f«w thinga I aut more nfraid of thftn being made a 
sort of 8talkinf*-hor^e for ev)ui(;«licul battles. The idea, t]iat 
because I hold Eucb and such doctrines, aud cutrntuio such 
and each gcDtimeDts. and wns brought up in Httch a circle of 
interior and devoted rrionds, all India u, of eoune, to le eon- 
rerfctt; cannot but be hatcfiil to the Lord, who lovctli only 
the contrite in hi-iirt. luid "scattcrcth the prond in the 
imaginstioii of their hearlii." But nil is finding its levdL 
The bloom of novelty is blown off. I am forced to stand the 
same nteady, unbendinj; Churcliinuii now, Unit 1 hud done for 
thirty-five years at home. I am forced lo adopt the general 
piinciplcK of Clitirch Order in my partifular province, with 
fearless xuperioiity to the momentary' prejudices uf friends or 
of opponenU. Of coarse, this is not popular, oa it was never 
intended to be ; for, " if I please men, I am not the servant of 
Christ." But it awaits the last gruat daj'.'

■SiHun. ,/•I)^ 1840. 

* I have a selection here irom all the upper provinces of 
India to impregnate with the seed of grace ; and send back to 
their respective posts to illuminate and save Uie Hindoo world. 
We have about two hundred gentry, just as at your watering* 
places. But don't be sanguine aboat Uio good actually doing. 
It is very feeble, inconsistent, mixed willi unture'8 corruptions 
ud decays. Still snmetliing ia moving, through God's grace — 
for nothing vidll do in India but grace. Semi-Popery won't 
Mve — suspcrsliliou won't 8«ve — all the Fathers won't save — 
Oxford tract-men won't save — churches won't tJavc — Cutbcdrals 
won't save — Christ only, by hia blood and atonement, and by 
the rirtue of His Spirit, can save ruined man. And this 
power of grace is generally exerted most where the munns 
ore nsed with most humihty, and man is trampled under foot.*

Oil I for daily viHiinttons of gmce; for * reviving iigain in our 
boiidngo ; for the iiuion of seal and lore to Chnsl, with dis- 
cretion, wisdom, and real sjiiritual pnid«iie«. I havo liad a 
Tery cucounigiug Idler from the lJislio]> of Loudon (Ulomfield). 
He snys, he (|[ute agrees with me in my views of the Tracta- 
rians ; thoufjb. as pood h pvor minfflcd with evil, he conceives 
that they may have brought soine points into sjUutary notice 
which had been forgotten. Mo adds, " You hardly stand in need 
of counsel, for your prciee«dingR in Ttidin appow to me to have 
been marked throughout with gri-iit practical nnsdom and sotind 
judgmenti as wcU as by that ardent zeal for the glory of Ood 
and the cauftft of your Savii>ur, which has distinguished the 
vholc of your ministerial career."

I hod no time for much deli- 
beration. If I had not plunged in, the Catliedrol would ncrer 
have been built. 

• I will not spoil it, except as the climate compels. The 
cliuiat« forbids the use of stone except a^ facings — or rather 
tlie enormous expense of procuring stone forbids. The 
climate forbids large clustered pillars and low side aisles, and 
requires everything to be open. free, and lofty for ventila- 
tion. The cliuiAtc demands punkahs, and perhaps, Venetian 
blinds. Having to build a parish church primarily, and 
make it a CaUiL^dral. I am compelled to make my choir long, 
ttud this curtails or rather aboUshee iny oaTe for n century.

Ko; it will be the business of 
yeflTH and youia. But the plain, primiiry lessons of rcpcntanco 
towards trod, and faith towards our Lord Jesus Christ, are 
obvious and all-iinportant. These are to be sooglit for ia 
earnest, £en-«nt, humble prayer. Then come in the other means 
of^raeeiSUch as reading Holy Scripture, availing yourself of th« 
blessed rest and vorship of tlie I lord's day, religious conference 
with more experienced ChriHiiaDs, and, lastly, tlic Holy Sacra- 
ment. In this system of means, my beloved, Gon will db 
rou»D. It is His appointed method. Two snarea of the devil 
arc especially to he giiiurded against by persons awnkuniiig to 
religion late in life after an early, but abused and m^lected 
Christian education. The one is dwelling upon abstract diffi- 
coltieti — difficulttct) which appeal- such to corrupted reason, 
but which are merely trials of our humility, and a part of 
our probation. The other is tlio mistaking &a iiit«llectaBl 
acquaintance with the theory of the Gospel for the obedience 
of faith. Mere knowledge puffeth up. Barren, moonlight 
knowledge is quite ditTcrcat from the warm, holy. dttyUgLt 
knowledge of the Holy Ghost. And consider what a wonder it 
will be if you are received by your heavenly Father, after years 
of profoeatum, proud coHtcmj't, trijlivg with conKunce. Ciui 
you expect God to hear you all in a moment, when you 
have been refusing to hear him for forty years? And yet be 
not discouraged. He wilt hciir, but in His own time and way. 
Bemdmber the exquiiiite parable of the Prodigal Son. Think 
of Uie Father's pity, promptitude, mercy. So soon bb he saw 
the yoathr " a grtat way off," he ran, and fell on his neck and 
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loBSed him. There, tlicrc 'ut the tumiiig point, directly after 
the resolution wiw fonned — "I will arise and go to my 
father." "

'You will be probably convening at my beloved son's when 
these lines rcuob the shores of Knglaud. Hfore than seven 
long and most important and swiftly gliding years have passed 
since I last met you in person iu January, IK32, in tbe same 
study where you arc now assetubliag. But little did I think 
tliat I sliuuld ever have tbe honour and liJippiness to lay befont 
you so glorious a design for the spiritual good of India, as I 
now wiab to propose. 

'I had long been waiting for a favourable moment to give 
consistency and etabihty to our missionary efforts. The oppor- 
tunity has arisen unexpectedly. I was celled on urgently to 
erect a large church in the vexy heart of our Christian 
population. 

' J immediately resolved to amplify the design, and build a 
Protestant Cathedral Church for the Bishop, with endowments 
for five or six misBioiiarlcs, so as to open a new focus of light 
and grace, and give pttrmanence to tbe blessed cause in the 
sigbt of the idolatrous busts of Uindooism at Calcutta. 

• For twenty-five years tliis Protestant diocese has wanted a 
principal church. I calculate that six lacs or 6O,000l. will suiboe. 
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Two lao!^ nill provido eDdowments for five or tax prebends to 
prRRob tJi« Gogp»l, bold conferences with leAnied natJT«8»| 
deliver lectures on Uie evidences, lisit the sick, read in baznaiSij 
penetrate the stirroiuiditig viUagos, train up a scbool of the 
prophets, cntoehisc Cfttechumons, assist the ehnpbtins in 
Sunday and daily duties. Sec. 1 propose throwing open these i 
prcbeiidK to Icaniiog, tatonts, docp t^vaagclical piety, and 
adaptation for mit4»ionnry work in European, Indo-Briton, and 
native youth. The foiu: other lavs I destine for th*; baildingH 
thcniMclvcs, which, though sinnll and inodost, Itko Cnut4»^bury ia 
ilic sixth cent^iry midcr Aiiguistino imd his ToHowers, must yef! 
be of some magnitade. Xot a foot of room will be vasted, nor 
a single rupee. No foolish pretence of ainplilude or omameiit 
will be allowed. The building Ih for tlie Lord, and not for 
man. If David can only oall«ct the money and prepare the 
materiftlg ; Solomon will be rnJsed up hereafter, in my sac* 
cessoT, to complete the sacred plan. 

'My honoured brethren will judge whctlier tliis plan com- 
raends itself to IhGin. an it does to me ; and if it does, they will 
aid mv in their several circuits. A little- from each of their 
wide pariithea would 8oon fill my cofTcrs. 

' And now, bretliren, I commend myself to your prayers, and 
love, and sympathy, (iod has made me a wonder unto many 
and to myself; but in my sixty-second year I cannot look for 
prolonged capacity for public duty. Way I be found with my 
lamp burtiiug. aud my loins girded, Ihst when my Lord 
Cometh, I may open to him immediately. There is nothing 
worth lixTng for but Christ, and He ia indeed worth living for, 
and worth dyin;; for too. Nothin;; but the atonement of 
Christ for justification — nothing but tlie Spirit and Eanctifying 
grace of Chiist for ubcdience to tlie will of God — nothing but 
the power of Cbri.tt for victfiry over every enemy — nothing but 
the blessed example nf Christ for the pattern of lovely and 
meek holioess — noUiing hut the mercy of Christ for the hope of 
everlasting life at lamt. 

• As I grow older, my religion ia much more simple. None 
but Christ. None but Clirlst. I am weary of novelties in 
doctrine, morals, diHcipliur, Chun-h-order. I am of the old 
school of RtMuaine (whom I remember as a boy in I70S — A), 
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N«flflon, Cecil, Foster, RabiiLtoii, Venn (the elder, whom 1 once 
and once only, saw), and above uU, Tbonias Scotl and Joseph. 
Milner. 

*I pray mj jouager brethren to diatrust all the plausible 
theories and OTer-statemcnte aud exaggerations of the day. 
1 liavc Been such rise and expire Like the " cracktiug of tboma 
undur a pot," twenty timee. Neologism is infidelity under 
another aamc. Traditionism ia 8«mi-popery, witb its usurpa- 
Uon of the place of Almighty G-od speaking in his inspired 
Scriptures to nuui. Claims of miracles, voiceB, prophecies, 
are a mere "Rmokc in the nostrils, aud a buniing all tbe 
day." Excessive statements or dogmatical dctnils on what is 
termed the personal reign (the personal advent, tiie whole 
Church has ever believed in) of our Lord is a dciluaioD of the 
great and subtle enemy. However, Bome of these errors are 
leas pemiciou!) than the controversies which I can remember 
on aaper-Cftlvinigm aud ArmiuiaiiiKm iu tlie du}-a of Wesley. 
Toplady, and Br. Hawker. But my beloved brethren will 
forgire an oUI man, who ia porlmps, too cautions, sometimes, 
afier all he haa nitnessGd during a long lifie.'

But I would 
affectionately Hubmit to you whether oommtimon mth oar 
Chiirch, iinperfi'ct as it in, is not more for the ^lor^' n( Christ 
and iiie furtliernnco tt! tliu Goepri, thHti an undecided stale of 
mind — which, if tmiversal, would throw evi^ryihing into doubt 
and coufusinii mtd enthuiuHHui and disorder.

The Bishop's Charge was delivered to the assembled clergy 
in the presence of a large congregation on Wednesday, Aagiut 
Sdth. It was of the same imconipromi»ing cliaract^r as the 
former, but took a wider range. The supremacy of Holy Scrip- 
tare as the sole rule of F&iUi, had been before asserted : tlie 
wbole system of Tmctaa-iamsm, as teaching " another Gofipel," 
was DOW condf'mncd. After linring laid open the stfili&tiea of 
the diocese, and exliorted the clergy to obtain a firm grasp of 
vital truth, to love and honour the Chiurch, to bv diligent pastors 
and habitual students, lie oiitc-rtt upon the cojitiovertfd qucBtioo, 
and discuasca it at (zreat Ivngth. A few extracts may serve to 
hhow tlie line of argument ; but the Charge itself must be read, 
if any true idea would be obtained of its clear reasoning and 
masculine vigour. 

He IS dcfcudiog the supremacy of the Holy Scriptures, and 
MjB : — 

' We arc chargod with throwing open the Scriptures to every 
wild exposition, and laying waste all Church polity and 
order by this assertion of Un; supn-uincy of the Bible. By no 
means. We protv*>t, at all times, and on all occasions, against 
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«nthii8iii8tic abases of Uie Srriptai^«, and n-ild rejection of due 
ece1esifi»ticAl order. 

' Whfn wc spcuk of the Bible, wo uiidcretaud the Bible 
iioundly interpreted ; just bk when we fipeak of any importaot 
buiniui work, a Churter of Privileges, or on Act of PurliameDt, 
or the Inst Will of u jtarent, we jntoiiil these documents souDdlj 
interpreled, anil in tlieir real meaning. When we refer to the 
Holy Bible, we mean, of course, the Bible in its own genuine, 
unsophiiiticated, proper sense. Aud we assert, that it has such 
a sense, tiiid was not dedgued to mock by ambi)juiticB an; 
hunihio and attentive etudciit. usiog the due means for under- 
standing it. We inciui the Bible subjected — piously luid 
cautiouHly subjected — to the laws of tlie languages in which 
it ia written — the Dible studied, as in the onBe of other books, 
in its own matter, and accordliif; to its own principlea gathered 
from its own statements — the Bible meditated upon, with 
fervent prayer to Uie Holy Spirit, on acconnt of its divine 
niyRterics, and our own naturiU bhnduess to spiritual tilings — 
the Bible illuEtrated and commented upon by llie fathers of 
the rrimitive Church, and the lenrned and devout writcni of 
every period, and opened and expounded in each piossiii^ age, 
by tlie duly-autliorised ministers of Christ — the Bible, in a 
word, explained, in the present day, just as the works of the 
writers of any remote age are, by those who are coiupeleut to 
interpret them. And we assert, that the Bible, llius used, may 
be understood, and is understood, in all main points, like other 
bookR, according to the talents, diligence, hiiiuility, and other 
advantages of each reader. Here is no pretence for entliusiasm. 
nor rejection of Church Order. But the question is, which 
fihall be uppermo-st, God or man ? Shall nil tliia fi-aniework of 
mi-ans be constitntly subjected to the Scripture itself; or the 
Scripture bt- siihji'cted to tliiK framework of means? Shall 
we teach the Gospel as it Uc« in tlie inspired Word, and in the 
very laugnage of the Holy Ghost, or tlie Bible as remodelled 
in the lajiguage of the falhei-a of the first four centuries ? 
Shall man impose a sense on Scripture with a controlling 
power, or receive n sense from Scripture with simple and child- 
like docility? Shall the Church take the first place, tlic 
Scripture being thrust down to the second, as ii couhnaatioo 
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of its teaching — or the Bible retain its sublime and proper 
supremacy, aa the iufalliblt: untl inspired Word of God, ami 
sole Rale of oiir Fuilb ? ' 



lie is Allowing how Tractarianiuu msimilateswitliRoDuiaisiai 
aoA saj*8 :— 

' The two systema proceed oitwardA by many of lite name 
rtept. Bcginuiiig with Tmditiou, they go on to Juati6«ition 
by iiiliLSfd righteousucss, tlio aiithority of the Fathers, the 
Cntliolic ChurcJi the interpreter of Scripture, sitlviitioii by the 
tiie Sacraments not by faith, the sacnBco of tlic Eucharist, 
absolution, sin after baptism almost irrcmii^isiMc, apoHtoticnl 
Hncceasion And episcopacy of the enseuce of tlie Church, prayern 
for the dead uud iuvucatiuu of aaitits, the uae of the crucifix, 
extreme luictiou, celibacy of the clergy, the iufulUbility of 
Generul Couimils, the power of the keys, tlie independence of 
the Churcli upon the Slale. Here the steps are traceable in 
each, though iLey are carried out in the Roman doctrine to the 
grenu-r IcngUi ; and one point our autliors hnve not rs yot 
conceded — the supremacy of the Pope ; though his primacy, 
as a matter of positive and not divine institution, Lt rather 
fitroured. 

' The asnimilation is evident, also, tn tJie manntr in ivh'teh 
the tvw «y«(«m» are defended. OoP Tmet-writerB, like the 
Jesuits, possessed of fine talents, learned, masters of style, 
practised in debate, constantly resort to distinctions when in 
danger of being confuted, expUun away every particular 
expressiuii, appeal to the sound parts of their tenets, elude, 
omit, escape, multiply imperfect quotations; and at last com- 
plain, as the Jesuits have done for three centuries, that they 
are not understood by their opponents. Kvorybody under- 
stands them except tberaselves. Thcolo^ans of every Church, 
every school of diTinity, every country, ox'cry colour of 
sentiment, crory section, every party liavc tlie same view of 
the Qintter of fact, that such and snch are their tenets; yet 
still they tliemselTee complain of misreprcKeututions; and 
appeal to curtain sentences which may eORily be found in their 
ambij^oua writings, in support of their declaration. 
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' Tkc calmneat of their manner, and the tone of piety which 
rutu through their w ritin^w, form a further pwrt of tlwir syftleni, 
H» thvy (lid that of tlie JefluiU before (hem. But it ifl naelftas 
to Ki>enk of tlieir mauiier of defendiu)^ tlitniHehps. afler the 
iucrciUble ulU'uipt uf the Niiiotietb Tntct. wbicli krouglit 
dowa upon tlieu) tiie merited disapprobation of their respected 
dtocesflu, the disavowal of the Heads of Ibo Colleges at 
Oxford, aud Uie contempt or pit}' of every Protestant divine. 
}{ot)iing so dishonourable to a clergymau — the word is strong, 
but. in my judgment, not too Btrong — Ltie oceurred in our 
Church since the time when the blessed Iteformatioa exempted 
ua for ever, us we lioped, from tbese Popish en'ors.* 

He is describiifg, wha.t niRy be enlled, the fable of the fly and 
the spider; and Bays: — 

* In a word, the scope of tliese writers for the last eight or 
nine years has been to write down the licformntion and the 
Churcli of England, and to write up Popery and the Church 
of Home. And what la the consequence? — A falling away to 
Popery amongst our clergy and laily, which has begun, and 
which will and must go on, till the evil be efficiently checked. 

' And what u the attitude of that subtle Church of Rome 
her«clf at thi» moment towards ihcsa wrilerfl She under- 
stands tlicm, if they do not understand themselves. There 
she sitB OH her sCTen-hilled seat, watching her opporlunilicB ; 
herself unchanged and unchangeable, since Trent has matured 
and finistiod off, and conBigned to indelible tablets all her 
corrupliouB— there ebe sits, smiling and rejoicing in the 
odvftnccB making towwds her by her most formidable oppo- 
nent, the Reformed Chui-ch of England — dissimulating, denying, 
explaining away, cqaivocflting, concealing her raoat obnoxious 
tenets, retiring for a moment if an cxploMou threatenH, then 
returning to the assault when a calm ia rcatored.' 

Words of woniing follow :— 



' Some of you in the retirement of your stations have beard 
Uttlo beyond distant mmours of tliese controversies; and, 
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perhapB. r«n have thought, as lovers of peace often do, that 
too miich iin[>ortaace baa been (i^vea to them. This is not 
Uie case. The danger has been, and ia, imminent. And if the 
gturdians of truth ure silent at such a time, the; betray Uieir 
trusL Our Troctarinns aak for nothing better tbau to be kft 
UDdisturbed to caiTy on their designs. 

• If any of you. iny reverend brethren, were at first induced, 
ns yon ensily might be, to list(>n to Uie more moderate of these 
aathora, and mther to favour some of their tenets, I entreat 
yoa, Rii a fnthcr, iiity I I'lijoin yon ilk n bishop and metropoUtao, 
to be on your guard. K<>ep at the greatest diBt*nc«. 1 pray yoa, 
in your tieveral »t»tionH, luid especially your missions, from the 
whole syisteiii us ii syBk-ni. It will draw you imperceptibly into 
the Tortcx. Hemeiuber tlie wealtnea? of otir converts' judg- 
ments, and Uieir strong tendency to sujterKtition. You may not 
perceive all the mischiefs, but they nre not the less real. 1 
forewarn yoii of them. With respect to the deacons, catechiats, 
and students of divinity in the diocese of CalciittH, I have 
stilted the course which I Khali cndtiaTonr invarinbliy to pursue. 
The reverend presbyters also, knowing tlicir Bii^hop's mind, will 
1 am snre weigh bis coaufici ; and net, as fur ns they conscien- 
tiously can, aceordingly. In the other diocesee, my rij^ht rcvc- 
rcud and hoDoured brother bishops will issue their own direc- 
tion!). But, on the other hand, if there are some of my reverend 
brethren, who hare conceived a just alarm at these dootiines 
generally, and from tlie beginning, tliey have in my judgment 
acted wisely. J partake of tJicir fcelin^it. I would only eutreat 
them to be extremely cautioott of ernug on tlie opposite side. 
In India our Church has yet to take root. Nothing is settled. 
Be consistent therefore : let no man have any evil thing to say 
of you. Go straight forward as sound and cuhgUtened 
Churchmen.' 

The whole is sumuted up as follows : — 



'The moment the spell in burst, men will stand amazed, (hat 
in a day like the present, and in the fairest of all the ProtcKtant 
Churches, a regular system, I had almost said, coKSPutAcr, to 
biing back Popery, should be tolerated for a moment, Tu have 
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worked back Trom light into darkness, will appe«r, whst it 
really- in, )>ort«iitoiis. The de«p maveraent which has bct-ii 
excited will take, as we trust, a higher course, tmd lead ad 
awakened Uhiircli to i¥cof!Dii«e and embmce the real substance 
of vital religion. The modern linbcl will tlic-n nisb to it« full ; 
and with it the New Testament Babylon itself will iitak, as «re 
hope, to rise no more, and the gloi7 of the latter day come in.' 

This Charge was much enlai^cd by ndditiuiiH made when it 
was delivered at Madias, Colombo, I'filamcotta, and Bombay. 
Appendices were also added on various important points, both 
docUinal and practical. So that when finally published iu 1844), 
botli in India and England, it had swelled to n pamphlet of a 
hundred and fifly pages, and took n prominent place in the 
controversy then being carried on. 

The Visitation of which it was the precursor, was not a 
common one. The Act of Piirliamf?nt constituting the new 
Indian Dioceses had conteraplnted a visit by the Metropolitan, 
OS such, every five years; but it was doubtful for a time whether 
effect would be givan to tliis intention. The Indian Ooveni- 
mcut absolutely refused to provide tlic necessary means ; and 
the Home Oovcrnmcnt hinted at withholding the allowance 
usual on eucU occasions " unless strong grounds could be shown 
for til e necessity of it." The objections urged were twofold: 
first, that the vi.sit of the Metropolitan was unreasonable " except \ 
on particular emergencies;" and secondly, tltat though " antho- 
riscd by the Letters Patent, ho was not compelled to make it." 
The answer to which on the part of the llishop was, first, that 
he felt bonnd in conscience to perform ttm duty assigned to 
liim by law; secondly, that if the provision fell into disuse, it 
could not witliout gri-at diiSculty h<! restored ; thirdly, that the 
novelty of tlie wliole Kpiscopato in India required supervision 
and union ; fourthly, that personal reasons made it desirable; 
and iiftbly, that it would involve but little expense and require 
but httlo time — one month at each Prosideucy being deemed 
sufficient. 

The Bishop knowing the importance of preoedenta In India, 
pressed these reasons ; and, supported Ktrongly by tho Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, he prevailed. In October, 1&(I, he had 
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what he calls "excellent tidings " fix>iii I^odenhaU Street. 
They were thus expressed. " It will he HatisfiiL-tury Lo j-onr 
Lonisliip to know that jotir repeated and forcibk representA- 
tioQs of the paucttv of chapliuns have titti'ach_>d llm iitti<iitiiin 
due to theui, aiid that tlie Court h&ve resolved io coiupktu the 
establiahment to the full munber wbicli vmit prospoctivcl^ fixed, 
viz., fifty-oue ; and to make due proviiiion for the length of 
time wliich usually elapses before vacancies ore suppliet], by 
allotting twelve asfliatuut chnpluins for appoiiilnient, in uuticipa- 
tion of vacancies, wbiL-h it may be hoped will thus li« HiippUud 
at the momeui of tlto occurreuco. Thi^unaugeiueutiK ufBciulIy 
announced to the Oovemmeut of India, by tlie present mail : 
which also conveys our answer to the question regardinfj your 
Lordship's QniuqueuuiiU Vi»;itJitious to Madras luid Bombay, 
and wldcb answer your Lordship will find to be generally in 
accordance willi tl»e view you have taken of the subject" 

' How can I be thunkful enough to Alouglity God,' the 
Bishop reniurks upon this, ' fur his repeated goodness ! >V'tiat 
ble.t.iiiit^ doei« Le vouch«iifft! Everything is griuitcd me on© 
after anotlier. The Court's avknowIed|^ieiit of my nictropo- 
litical duties, is very important. If the Act in obtained for my 
visit home, uud the due payment of the income usaigucd me in 
the Letters Pntont, anotlier step will be gained,' 



Here also he was partially succesaful. An Act of Parlia- 
ment was parsed, itt bis instance, not only enabling him, but 
the Biidiops of Madma and Bombay also, to go home, on cert^uu 
eouditions and vertaiu tdlowauees, for a period uf eighteen 
months. Pi'ovision was also made for the removal of the 
Bishop of Mndras to CidcutUi, with adequate remiiiiemtiou, 
during the absence of Uie raetiopalitan. Tluswas a great boon 
to tlie Indian Episcopate. 

The other appUcutiou, however, failed, and seven hundred 
poonds per annum was still deducted Jrom tlie sitlary legally 
allotted to him. by some iuexplicflhle quibble in t]io manner of 
exchange, and the meaning of the word " cun'ent rupee." 

The Visitation therefore now eomiaeiicing, though the third 
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ordinary, -svas the first Mctropoliticiil one ; nnd no jmas were 
spared to iiciulvr it iisrfiil. Uuitv of artion iu all tlie dioceses 
wfts tnnnifefttlv a point of great imporLauce, end to promote it, n 
long luiuute vras preparod, with forty-two topics for disnission 
lUld nri'Aipge Ilk tilt, embracing not only common EcclcHinstical 
matters, such as the erection and coiiEccration of churcli<;fi, tlio 
relation between the clcrgj' and tlie militarj', the question of 
morrin^s, fees, dec. : but unity of doctrine, vigilance in 
checking error, dealings n-ith misaonary committees, corre* 
apondeuoe with Govominciit, flpp«Als, the prci>ArAtion of n 
body of canons for India. Ac. The inecrtion of « few of the 
points as they Btaud in the " Minnte " will serve to prove the 
immense importance of such questions to the welfwre of th© 
Indian Chui'ch. 



'fH. In the native Chnwhea, Caste to be clearly and irre- 
vocably renounced before b«pti§ui : and a fortiori before any 
Dative is appointed a catechist or schooluiftster. 

'SQ. The aiiflsionaries to be Beparatetl as much as possible 
(Vom secular aflnii's. Mission villages of lientlien, belonging 
to the Tanjore Mission, which render the jnissionarj- a sort of 
collector or magistrate, should be sold : and the prodace 
invested na the Bishop may appvoYe. Mission villages of 
Christian convei-ts ore most desirable, not being property. 

' S7. The office of MelrnpoUtlin is now in India, and this 
first Visitation is mther to feel the ground. It should seem 
however from tlie sti-ong terms of the iiibibiUon contained in ^^ 
the Letters Patent, that the ordinary visitation of the Dioeesaa^H 
sliould not be fixed at the same time, nor a Charge delivered 
by him. One inconvenience of concurrent visitations would 
be the occitsion taken of foolish and absurd comparison of 
sentimonts and mcftaures which, published in newspapers, kc, 
could not but do harm. 

* 93. The Metropohtrtn in of opinion and Bubinila it (o his 
brotlier Bishops for their considerntJon, tliat it is n matter of 
common honesty in a missionary if he chauges his sentiments 
on tnHtcrial points, or his manner of teaching, in n way which 
is known to be contrary to tlie views of the society by whom 
he is Bent out (as for inelance. as to what is known as 
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Tnctanani^m in the case of the Chtirch Missioniu-y Society), to 
resign his counectionwith the Society at once, witli tlie Eisliop'a 
ApprobAtion, instcfld of eudfui^riQ(; the psAce of the Mission. 

'•')U. That the three Bishops should be diligently collecting 
matertiils for a Code of ludian Canons, ns niattei's occur. 

*87. Tlie method of selecting Chaplains, their number, nnd 
the power of ediicnting and appointing a ccrtnin proportioD of 
them in this country, urc amoogst the tiiBt topica to be 
considered. 

' 39. Tlie Afetropolitiui siiggeBts th«t b brotherly intcrconw* 
by letters and intercessory prayers between the nine Oriental 
Bishopff of oar Church — viz., Ciilcutt«, Madriu, Bombtj, 
Ceylon (when appointed), AuKlrnliii, 'IVsniauln, New Zealand, 
JeniHalem and Uibraltar (as on the way to India and Jerusalem), 
should be thought of.' 

On the evening of A»i{lnsl S-ltli, after having enUtrtained a 
party of tifty-four clergy and students at tlie Palace, llie BiKliop 
embarked iu the sailing yacht Julia, Captain Tiugate, with 
Mr. Pratt and Dr. Goodeve for hia companiona, and dropped 
down tlie river, bound first for the RtrniL') of Malacca. The 
steamer Diana whk Kent ilowu al^r a time to quicken bin move- 
ments iu those nan-ow sens : and having viHitcd aa iu former 
yearn Kloulniein, Penang, Malacca, and Kingnpore, he stretched 
aerosn to Madras, and landed on tlie S-Srd November. Tho 
HnrquiB of TweedaJc was the Governor, l>r. Spencer the 
Bishop, the Rev. H. Harper the Archdeacon, Itev. J. Tucker 
the Secretary of tlie Church Missionary Society: — vitb all 
these he was in immediate communifntion. Many anxious 
UBtters hftd to be discussed, many dif^cult questions i>ettled, 
many wounds healed. lie stayed twenty davB, delivered hia 
Char]ge, preached nmny tiroes, performed a modified course of 
duty, and then depaited for Ceylon. 



'Never,' he saj-s, 'had t n more difficuU series of duties la 
diBChnrge fiuice 1 cnme to India. The office of Metropolitan 
is indeed, more important Uian I could have conceived." 

The Bi&liop of Madras vrab himBetf on visitation, and the 
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lihip Julia (Laving luiidud tliu Metropolitan at Negapatnm, 
OD the cofist) carried him on )ii& v!»y to TriDcomalee. 

Fi-oiii N'egapatam, the Joiiniey to Tatijore was performed by 
land, and ou Duccinbcr ITtli, tbc fiUliop of CalcnUa found 
]iiiiit>t.'lf onci: more received into the sune tlcKidoucy (tliongli 
alng ! death had entered it, aiid changed the EcsindeU) as in 
former yeai-s. 

To Hoimftte these missiops, and confirm as MetropoUtan, 
the decision bo hud piisst^d ns Binhop, was his great object. 
He foand the Mission nnich strongthencil ; but Casto wns notJ 
destro3'cd. Bishop Curriv deult gently witli it; and Dishopi 
Speacor had to learn, its evils. The present visit, thereibre, 
vfls not ill-timed ; for Hoven years hitd vcnkeni^d the iinpres* 
sion made by the former one in 18.16. The venerable Kohllioff 
sUU Biunived, in his eighty-firet year; uud the native priest, 
Nj-tma-pragasen, in hiu nincty<third. TbL- native Christians 
flocked in crowds to church from Tanjorc and all tho snr- 
Touuding villages, and were startled by the determined and 
uncompromising condemnation of Caste to which they listened. 
" On its being honestly and irrevocably aboliebed," said the 
Bishop, " the life of these missions dcpcnde." On Christmas 
I>ay, services were held for both Eiuvpeatis and natives, and 
four hnndred native commouieniits assembled round the Lord'aj 
table. No conlinnation was administered, nor any coufer«ii«a' 
held, because of an UDvillingnesx to interfere in any way with 
the fmictions of tho Diocesan. A miniature of Swartz was pre- 
sented to the liifibop , and be took awny one of his inimitable 
letters written to young Kohlhoff, then a kd, ns follows : — 



" Nw. 1780.' — Dear John. I have sent joo ten pairs of 
stockings by Thinappen. I hope yon have received tliem. 
Hereby I incloHe a letter from your fatlier; he wondereth thi 
you have nut acknowledged the receipt of the biscuits. VestoT'^ 
day wc meditated ou Philippians ui. 8. VTlittt an excellent 
Christian vras Paul ! Now he exhorteth us to be his followers 
in renouncing all and choosing Christ : that by him (1) we may 
be justified, for we luivc no rightttonsncss of our own, though 
sin we have indeed ; (2) be sanctilicil nod made conformable 
th of Jesns and tlie mind that was in Him ; (S) b« 
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glorified ftnd enter into the joy of our Lord. May tlio blessed 
Spirit lead un to that f^fTectiiiU saving knowledge of Christ. 
" I Mtt your utfectionate friend. C. F. Swabtz." 



A liRMty TiFut wa<i nlso paid t^i Tnchinnpoly; and, aftar five 
nights travelling:, ^nii ninr tiiiu-H iireaahing in mxteen days, the 
Bufaop returned to Ncgapatatn, and, dnding hia ship ready, 
sailed for Triucotnitlci-. Hero, " being almottt vrorn out," he 
restfd for six days, and wns refreshed by the intercourse and 
friendship of his brother of Madras. 

On January fttli the whole party eaibarked at Trincoraalee, and, 
baviog narrowly escaped sliipwreck, arrived safely at Colombo. 
Here the Charge was aj^iiin delivered, and a clause introduced 
interdicting the clergy from coffee plantations and specolations. 
The several Ktntioiis having been duly visited, the vessel's head 
was turned towards Tutocorin. from whein"i? the imnthfm 
mi!«.siona of Tinnevelly, Pnlamrotta, and Nazareth (uot hitherto 
t-iMited) were accessible. But wind and veathcr forbade ; and 
nft^r ma<-h difficulty, a laiiding wa.t efTeoted at a desolate spot 
called Poovera, about twenty-five mileg from Cape Comorin. 
No food, no fihelter, no means of communication presented 
thcm^dvcs for some time. At length a Boman CatJiohc prit'*it 
appeared, and a very slender knowledge of Latin enabled him 
to provide the party with food and hearers. At each halting- 
place a friend appeared in the shape of a missionary of tlie 
London Society ; and nt li^itgtli, after great fatigue, Palamcotta 
vfas reached in the night of the 29th January. 1843. Seven 
missionaries were at bund to welcome the Bishop. He at once 
pronounced the "Peace" enjoined by Christ, and tlien knelt 
down to return tlianka for the pre.ierTation and guidance 
vouchsafed. 

Most iatereatini:; services commcDcud the next morning. At 
dnwn of day one huiulred catechists and schoolmaster!* delivered 
to him a poetical comiiosition in Tnmiil, congratulating him on 
his safe arrival, and on the joy cnn&ed by'tho sight of "his 
nohle faue." 

Rlienins'a Umh tvM visited, on which nppear tlio words, 
eiipmved at his reqiieat, " My judgment is willi the Tionl. and 
my work with my God." Th«« words, tmd the tender fcehngn 
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excited by the visit, were referred to by the Bishop when 
(leliverini; liis Charge to twelve uuKioiurice of both the Church 
Societies next day. Station aft«r Btatton was ili«u vk)t«d : 
MiBsionsry ftfter miflsioniiry conferred nith. " There ure 
glorious beginniDgs here," he said; "and it is dr-Iightfol to 
talk irilh tiuch cBho, well-cducttted, pious, dvrotcd, ecuisibU 
men, who know whnt tht!y are about. I have writtvu to the 
BiKliop of Mndrag to expresa my wonder at these blessed 
miiuioRB, aiul to »ay that there must be twenty-four more mia- 
sionariuH Kciit oat — tnelvc from each Society; for now Uio 
herrcst languishes for want of reapers. What ia England 
about with her drivelling coiitroTersics, whiUt India is in 
vain stretching out her biuids to God." Ue went about every- 
where prcuebing — now iu liiuKhcd, iiow in uuiiiuiihcd ciiurches 
—now in t«nU, and now in the open air ; bat he beld that his 
chief work lay witli the nuHHionaries thomselres ; and when, on 
the bi)sl diiy of hiM viKit, he fuuiid ten surrounding him, he 
nude them a farewell address, condcnsisg tlic advice lie had 
preriouHty, and occasionally given them. In the erening, after 
I>iviiio Service and a sermon by Mr. Pratt, they presented a 
touching and beautiful addn-Ks, acknowledging the Bishop's 
ktlidiieivs and eiilreating his prayers. 

Ho turned uow to tJie Syrian Churches; and a journey of 
fourteen hours from Trlvimdrum, broagbt him 6ntt to QiiUoa 
and ttience to Cottaynni. Tliu rniidvi- will not have forgotten 
what passed at the previous visit. But he haK now to learn that 
all the measures then snggestcd for tlie improveineDt of thut 
ancient Church :— for the eittenBion of eduention, tlie eleva- 
tion of the clergy, the eradiciition of error, had beeu absolutely 
rejected. Kven tJie very donation left by the Biohop, which 
WHS a kind of first-fruits of au cudowraeut for the Churclii 
WVA treated as a bribe, and refuKed. The moment he had 
retired, the bow retained to its tiHual bent. The Metran was 
again in the nacendonti and the Church had Kunk too loir to 
desire or to compel a refommtioTi. So far hud this gone, that a 
covenant wa<( entered into, to forbid all fiirtbi-r intercourse with 
the missionaries, and to withdraw all deacons from tlie College. 
Wliat sioiater influence mi^hl have been ni work, did not 
appear. One unworthy clergyman, n Chaplain of tlie Company, 
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had travelled tlirotigh the country telling the people that 
crncifixfs, nnd prayers fi>r the dead, aiid nil tlie siipurHUtions 
U'nnit from nunio, were right; nnd tlint tliL- iiiiHKluiiaricK luid 
Uicir doctrines were ftll wrong : but lits visit had been short nnd 
fae hnd been forbidden to repeat it. It needed not this to 
anvcil tJiG matter. Further uuiiuaiutaucc witJi the Metrnu and 
tho loading nivii hnd iluveluped dt^cp-seuted evilN, luid uxpluined 
the diglMle for any change. And tlie only course nppnrcntjy 
left open was, t^ set up an open Mission. This coarse hod 
be«n acconlingl/ adopted by the niiitsioniu-ics, and Boiictioned 
by tlic Uinhop of Mndras ; under whose licence they were all 
now actinf;. A great change was Uiuk produced. Hand- 
some churches were iu the coiu^c of bret:tioii. TJie property 
attached to the CoUt'g'.-, which had been jointly IichI, was now 
divided. The old buildings hftd been left for the Syrians, and 
new ones, already containing seventy pupils, had been raised 
for the missionariea. Primary schools were mnltiplying cm idl 
hands, and aboutsevcn hundred children were under instiiiction. 
So that ther« was f^ootl promise for the future. But it was Btill 
miugleil with regret It was pleasant to see the Ugbt shining 
in a dark place : but it would hnY« been pleaaanter to have 
said of tliat ancient Church. " thou hast the clew of thy youth." 
lliis regret, however, vias uumtn<;led with fM>lf •reproach. Our 
Church bad *' done wliat she could." She had held out the right 
hand of fellowship to the Syrian Church, and been refused : 
and she could do uo more. " I quit« concur," said the Bishop of 
Calcutta iu his Charge, refening to these uuittcrs, " with your 
cxceUent Bishop in all tliat he has douo. I entirely approve of 
the principle on which he has recommended yoii to carry on 
your miiisioDH : viz.— absolute non-interference with the Syrian 
Churcli, as a Churcli, at present. These ancient Christians 
must now seek us, not wo them. We. nought them for twenty 
years, and the separation watt iit their instance, not ours. Aa 
to individual lay persona, our schools and churcliea cannot but 
be open to rII. and our clergy will use their discretiou as to 
admitting such as may desire it to our corniimnion on proper 
evidencea. Ko <]uestion is likely to arise as to presbyters 
under present cireuinstances. DoubtlcsK their ordinatitms are 
valid, OS are those of the Church of Bouie : EDd if any 
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indinctual presbyter should be conTinc«d of the superstitions, 
idolatries, uid sinfulnegs of Uie Syrian commnnion us it now in. 
And deliberate!}' wigh to enter our piiro rrformod AtigUcnn 
Cburch, it will he for j-our diocc-«in to determine whiit quftli* 
Bcations as to doctrine, morals nnd learning, whnt title for 
mitiiitetuincL', aiiiI whnt, conditinns as to his sphere of diilVt he 
will ry^qiiiro. For the rest, no idtcmpt nt wijUiiog lihe 
pposelytism must be Uiouglit of ei^er ns to cleJgy or Initj*." 

At Cottnyam hctcii inisaioiiarics were asecniblcd to receive 
the Bisliop'n eliM-ge. Divine service wtw celebnited: Holy 
Sucmment administered: the new College examined: — and 
thfn lie passed on through Allepie to Cochin; and on February 
irUi i-iiib(Lrkcd for Boiubiiy. 

The voyage whs long and wenr^*, nnd he did not arrive till 
the IStb March. 

" Hm-n,-, prcKSure, confusion:" such ia tlie first entry in tlie 
journnl at Bombnv- "The Binhop is nn 'angel' — so sweet, 
huraWe, and spiritunlly-minded :" such is tlie secoad entry. 
The Cliarfic vtiut once ognin delivered : a controTeray waa 
settled about the erection of HMeiiuinat to the troops who fell in 
Affghaiiistau: au addrtJ^B wh» tlHlirered on laying the founds- 
tion stone of a college in meiiiorv of Sir Robert Grant: mach 
plensnnt intercourse was held wiili the Governor, Sir C^eorg«i 
Arthur : nil the plnces endeared by fi>nner recollections were 
revisited : nnd tlien on April drd tlie Bishop once more 
embarked, and after calling at Ooa on hin nay, reading through a 
volume of 8i. Attjipixt-iin', nnd suffering from an attack of goat, 
he r^aehed Calcutta in safety on Saturday, May 12th. 

Thus ended a journey by land and water of eight thousand 
seven hundred miles. On Sunday he preached a tlianksgiving ^ 
ttennon from raalm Ixxi, 14, Ifl ; nnd on Monday he writes; — 



'I have not vet been nMe to compose my mind. The 
change is so great. But oh \ may God give me wisdom and 
undorsljtnding to go in and oat before thia so great people ; 
and especially to t>tnnd lirm ami unmoved in defence of the 
Oospel. r have preached eighty sermons during my absence.' 
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Jourtiftl- letters will, as usual, describe the coui-se of events 
tin Calcutta till the Visltattou was nsutued. 



' Jitno Itt, 1813, ily gout is gone. I have bought a riding- 
ane, to replace my old ghooat. He is a Hue fellow, tn'O 
mouths fi\>m Kngland, gentle, and sure-footed. I gave a 
hundred auti lifty rupees for m^ ghooDt, but this ]<Jugli»L horsu 
cost me fourteen hundred. He goos on capitntly, and the 
oxercise does me a world of good. All the Affgh^u heroes are 
<«Uu)g on me — Majur Litwreuce, Major Pottingur, Cni^tutu 
Bura. Tlwy are ull going home. Lord Elleid>orough in 
exiieuled in three or four weeks, and most persous conceive he 
Trill resiRii.' 

f * Jiili/ \(\th. Oil Mondiiy the thirtyeighth meeting of our 
Cathedral Committee went off chiurmingly. Wc are fusing now 
the walls of the towt-r. We have funds for a year or more from 
this tiiue. XUeu our way will, I c&pcct, be darit and boggy : 
vast supjilieft required, luid everythiug slnndiiig still ! A grand 
effort will he required to raise suhsrriptiouH. But 1 may 
be called away long; before this, (jod will then provide friends 
id helpem, and His will. His glory, His providence, His 
grace, do all ! On Tuesday we had our meeting of the 
Additional Clergj' Society. It appears that we have received 
About twenty -five thousand rupees; and our firiit clcrg}-innn is 
now at work at Bhauf^iJpoor. 0<iil be pleased to hle»s. Lord 
EUeuborough has retiinied to Barraekpore. where Sir. >V. \V. 
Bird weut to meet him. The next day be resumed his seat in 
council, and appointed Mr. Bli'd Governor of Beiigid. His 
plans will depend on tidings from home.

' July iXitk. The other morning, in my curly drive I met 

Captain Greeno at my Cathcdrnl. He wa.i wiJking up aud 

down in the vault which is being built for me under tlie 

k-Commonion table. It will bo about thirty feet by eifjhteen, 

land six feet high. Tho descent is simply by steps from a 

^large moveable slab witliin the Communion precinct, I could 

liot but think, as I joined Captain Oreeae, and walked up and

Thirty wore present : ladies as u-ell us gentlemen. Very good* 
tempered, but ' 

* August lltk. I have not been weU. Ihavenot thestrength 
nor gpiritg I had. I hare not preached for some time, and 
I doubt whether I shall eier be mj-self again. Can I womler 
that nature decays at the age of sixty -six ? Ouf:;ht 1 not rather 
to woiidt:r that I have been ]>reBerved in liealtli for eleven years 
since I sailed from Lngland ? Perhaiis a period of silence and 
infinnity may be allotted me, or I may be carried off like my 
belorci] friend, Mr. ^^utt, in a moment Oh t for Christ to 
ahine fully with all hi3 glory on my aonl. Oh I to «nd vtQ. 
!Bles};ed Jcaiis, Savinin*, Lord, have mercy upon me. Knable 
lae to Htuud raliuuUy for thy truth. \V«uii mc Irom all nub- 
liiimry tilings, and nttrnct me towards heavenly.' 

' Augmt 19tA. I have now four of niy elergy under eminiry 
or ceuaitre: one for a contemptuous " minute," one for ordering 
a crucifix, one for preaching trruiAubstantiation, and one for a 
report filled with tractariaaigm. Kvery case that is brought 
before me I enquire into.' 

' SepUmbtr Idth, I have receiyel the first tventy copies of 
my Charge printed, and have scut tliem round to the clergy of 
Calcutta.' 

' Septemher Hiitk. I hare been holding my twenty-seventh 
ordination, and deli<^hted linve I been in finding four pupils < 
Bishop's Colleije fr«c from TracCarianism. I'lils is tlie effect,'' 
under God'a blessing, of the Professor being made perfectly 
aware of my sentiments, nud honom-ubly abataiuiug from incul- 
cating tbesa errora on tlie studenta, and al.so of the youths 
having right principles.* 

' October 7t/i. On Tuesday I held my general confirmatiffli : 
a larger comparative number than ever. The attention was 
great, and many of the young people in tears. I pursued my 
usual course.' 

' October iftk. I have been preaching my farewell acnnon : — 
" I tuko you to record tbia day that I am pm-e from tlie blood 
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of all men, for I htv« cot shunned to declare unto yoa all 
the coudmI of God." ' (Acls xx. 26, 27.) 

' Octoberiyth. Steamer: bound for Ghamepoor, NowItiltnU 
hurt a fuiiniglit »f exclusion and calm, for self- recollection, 
penitfince, and prayer. I hare the utmost need of these 
exercises. I stem to have been drifted uway from my 
mooriiigii, and carried out by tlie winds lUid tide. O blessed 
Jesufi ! be Thou my heavenly pilot. Bring back my shattered 
bark iutu safe water, aud guide uie to my desired haven. 

' Our course is now upwards as usual, and involves a retreat 
to the Hilis from April Uth to October ISth, 1814, U' the 
Irfird will. To Him bo our lives and detiths devoted," 

Thus was the Visitation resumed. The rccmrenoe of it may 
App«ar fi«qaent. but the Bishop merely followed the analogy 
of the Engliiih dioceses, anil the directions of his Letters 
Patent, to viHit every three years. It was inuoh more neces- 
BAry tb&n iu Kuglnad ; for ludia is a buid of change. The 
civiljnns arc idways nsing in position; tlie military are always 
moving front station to station; the chaplains are always 
changing their spheres of duty: hence, though the ministra- 
ItoDM may be the same, the parties minietered uuto are often 
very different; and a Visitation is as useful or necessary every 
third year as it was the first. 

The Bishop was now in the Flat, a large flat-bottomed and 
convcQicnt vessel, towed by a river steamer, through the Siinder- 
bunds, and upwards towards GhaMepore. He had fourteen 
fellow- passengers, and was accompanied by Mr. IValt, Captaia 
Phiipotts (sou of tho Bisliop of Exeter), and Dr. Bell. The 
interval was occupied in cleutiug off the arrears of corres- 
pondence, and in reading " Scotfa Commcut," " Wilberforce's 
lafc," " Felix NelT," " Garbetfs Lectures," " St. Augustine," 
" The Zurich Letters," and " Cecil's Remains." 



At GLaxecpoore he left the river, and abode in tents. "We 
now once again," he says, " resemble Abratiaiu and laaac, who 
thus dwelt on their way to a city which hath fouudatious whose 
builder and maker is God, Mny we consider ourselves more 
Had more as stitmg'ei's and pilgrims."

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Journeying thus, he pnsscd throi^!li Gon-ackpoor, Benares, 
AHahnbnd niid Futtelipvor. At tbu latter place he paused, and 
dosed the j«ar.

'But pmtitude for unspeakable benefits should also break 
out amidst the tears of sorrow. In fact, thesu beueBts are 
heightened by the unwortlilneas of tlie recipient— as thd 
monntaiiiH appear loftier, the loweT tlie valleys from which 
they oi'c beheld. The past y^'ar has bcvn filled up with 
incrdcs to my family, my public functions, ray body, my 
80ul, my clcrgj", my every relation ; especially is continued 
grace and help the cause of praise. And so is tlie name 
of JcBUH, tlie blessed GoH[iel, the Holy Spu-it, tlie honour 
of working for God, the defeat of error, the triumph of truth, 
Bome measure of health and strength, and the kindness of 
friends.

'We came up here yesterday, fourteen miles, by one of 
those strange, winding, pi-ccipitoiis roads, common to nil 
mountainous countries. Tlie nir is keen and penctrnting. 
The spot is 011c of those beautiful scenes witli wbirli thci 
Himalaynb.s abound. Its peculiarity is nn enclosure of rocks, 
two thousand feet above tlie spot itself, and covered with 
hanging woods, protcclinp. as it were, with their gianl foniis 
the peaceful lake, or " Thai," below. Around this lake UiQ 
gently an beginning to erect tJieir houses, as at Simtah and 
Mu88ooreo. The whole is like the " Happy A' alley " of 
Rasselas. We halt here, on our way to Almorali, longer than 
we should otherwise do, because of the movement of troops. 
A site for n cluirch has been choaon ; and to lay the foundation 
is my special business here, Boasts of prey, tigers, Icopanls, 
&c., abound so fearfully, that there is no stirring out without 
goidea, armed with guns and speai-s.' 

Tlie visit to this spot was, howeror, evidently prematurt'. 
The sensoQ vos far too early. Not a single Lurupean wa.s iit 
residence. The Bishop was compelled ta take shelter in a 
uiscrabto, half- fin is lied, and totally uiifuniisticd house. Ha 
caught ft bad cold, and was taken vei-y ill ; and after moving to 
AUnorah, kept hia bed for some days. It was not till the ftth 
March that ho wns able to eonsccmte tlie little chnrch at .\lmo- 
riih, deHijnied on his former visit. lie then passed on to Morn- 
babad, Shalijchaupoor, and Mcerut; halted for Passiuu Wct^k 
and Easter ; aud then proceeded to IVymh Dhoon, 1 .andoiir, 
and SIu3soorec. Want of tents for tlie hill route dtlayed him 
till May Uth; and it was not till Juuc 1st Ihut he arrived at 
Simtaii.

' Blessed be my God and Saviour for bringing me once 
more, after four years, and after a journey of seven months, 
to this station, and to the same comfortikblc house which I 
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ocxupicd in 1640. May God iissist me tluring the four or five 
montlis of repose. I want to print a volume for mv diocesa 
after eight years — experimental — nnti-tractarian — simple*^ 
ccclesiufitical — ludisu — affoctionfttc — finnt. It is clearly "now 
or never" willi u poor, hurried, ovei'n-helmed BitUiop like 
mj-Beir. Lord, revive Thy work in the midst of tlic days. As 
nutiire sinks, may gnce wnx stronger nnd stronger.' 



The prcpftmtion of the volume thus referred to, formed tlie 
main employment during tliia year'* retirement at Siml&li. 
During Uie previous Lent be had delivered in CalcuttA a. 
course of lectures on the Epistle to the Colossiana. Tbesft 
formed the bnsi-s of tlie work. They vrere enriched, sub- 
divided, and preached again at Simlah ; and finally appeared 
in an Expository form, with Ute . more controversial parts 
arranged in the form of notes. It was a labour of love, and 
hia last Berions work: clear, strong, pointed, and admiraMy 
adapted to tlio circumsttincGB of the times, and the state of 
India. It embraced the whole range of divinity — the Deity of 
Christ, the supremacy of Scripture, justificatioQ by faitli, 
sancttfication b}' tlie Spirit, holy biiptii^m, regeneration, 
tradition, Romanism, Trnctarianism, Judaism. On all these, 
and mauy uthc^r impurtittit points of doctrine and displptine, 
the Bishop's matured upitiioim were expressed. The wurk was 
published in small 8vo, nod has gone through seveml ediUoos. 
It wilt ever be accounted a valuable contribution to Uie sound 
divinity of the Church. 

But this was not all which occupied bis time. A new churcli 
was nece!)!<ary. The original Nmall building, given by Lady 
William Bentiuck, had been mure than uuco eulurged, and 
was atill inadequate. Hence a committee was formed, a new 
aite found, and a HubKcription commenced. Complete success 
crowned the attempt. No less than twelve thousand rupees 
were raised, and nn application to Government produced fiva 
tliousand more. On September 9tb the foundation atone of a 
large and handsome church ivaa laid in the presence of Sir 
Hugh Gough, tho Commander-in-Chief, and the Hun. Mr. 
Brskine, the sub -commissioner. On that occasion the Bisbop 
'cd a Elriking address, which was afterwards printed. 
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Simlah vas very full : the Bishop found nianj- friends, and 
«njo>-©d much pleaaaiit intercourse with them. The society of Sir 
Hugh and Lady Gough, Sir littiry oiid Lndy Smith, and nuioy 
other di»ttngiiii>hetl individual!] he fully Appreciated. General 
Veuturft was iilso there, endcavotuing to collect the properly 
he had nccumulAted by moiiy years' service under Itunjcet 
Singh. 

Amongst the rest was one aged civilian, named Gorton, who 
had for some time resigned tht; Company's service and retired 
to the hilU. The Bishop hnd known him in former years, and 
uow naturally rvHumcd his viHits. The result of anv of tlujii 
may hn beat t^dd in liia own words.

' Ob, most blessed and eternal God, who hattt all htarts in 
Thioe hauds, and tunivKt them as the rivcr» of water whitberso- 
©Tcr Tliou wilt. T humbly priiisw Tlioe for having inclined the 
heart of Tliy servant, Mr. Gorton (an Thou didst that of Mr. 
Thomas Kutt). to aid in the endowment of the New Cnthednil 
in CalcatUi. To Thy great nnmc be the praise in tliy 
Church by Christ Jesus for this iiiiinite goodness : and may 
every mercy bind me more closely to the purity of Thy 
blessed Gospel, and excite me to form all the plana fur this 
xacred edifice itiid iti* endowmcntx, with n morv dirci-t and 
aingte aim at the salvation of India, and the advancement of 
Thy gloiy/ 



' Would you believe it,* he writes, ' I hare ten thousand 
rupees ^ven oie by Mr. Gorton of Siiulali, for my CBtbedi-al I 
It was only last August tlint Mr. Niitt made me a like gift, 
together with tbree hundred volumes of books. Then in 
January, tbe Dean and Chapter of Windsor presented me with 
the "George the Third window," of stHiued glass, which cost 
five thouiMuid pounds. And now on June loth, 18-1-1, Mr. 
Qorlon repents Mr. Natt's munificence. He ie a retired 
civilian, who was iu IH.'Iti doubting whether he KhntUd go home 
or not. He came out iu 17 W, and is a bachelor. He hoa 
^ven twenty thousand rupees to the Church Missionary's 
Kotghur Mission, and a subscription of a thousand rupeea 
a year during his life. He had given me one thousand rupees 
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in 1840. His health is now f«3t declining ; he has nearly losi 
his sight by caUiraft: and never leaves his hoaae. Well, I 
cwllird on him without the least idea in the wltolo world of vhat 
W1M in his mind. I rend nud expounded thi* tliirty-fourtk 
p^nlnt — for he is a good deal depressed in spirit — and mado a 
prayer. When Mr. l*ratl and 1 nise from our knees, hig eyeit 
were running down with tear*, and he said to mc, " Bishop, 
your Ivtter iiboat your Cathedral has been read to nie, and I 
mean to give you tta thousand rupM» as that oilier gentleman 
has done." " Oh," I replied. " is it possible !" — and I fell on 
hig neck luid kissed his cold and shiivclU-d fnce. " Yes." hv 
said, "and I shiUl present two thousuud ru^wes to the Simlali 
Churx-h." 

' So there are twehe thousand rnpeea in one Tiwt ! But it 
ifi of tlitt txtrd: and of Him, and through Htm, and to Him 
are all things ia heaven and earth! Such are the firuits of 
ChrisLiitoity.' 

It may be added that this Eamc gentleman gave to tlie 
Bishop bf-fore he leftSimkh. ton thousand rupees more fur the 
Additional Clergy Society. Upon this the Bishop comments 
ns follows >— 

' It will f^ve the Society an amazing lift. I see the London 
papers have told you about mj haring given a similar ninouut 
to the same Society, It is indeed trao that I gave ten tlionsiuid 
rupees two years since. Blessed be God I for who am I, and 
what ifi my Father's house that 1 should be permitted thas to 
aid the caUHc of Christ ! What India gives mc, that I pour out 
again with Joy, its the clouds return iu isbowers what they draw 
up from the earth." 

Uis Inst words before leaving Simlah ore as follows : —

' Blessed be God, I ecc Innd. 'iily thirty-fourth Lecture on 
the Coloseians is being copied out for tbc press, mid the " Con- 
clusion," Lecture thirty-five, i» sketched. I deliver it, please 
God, on Wednesday. Aliiy lie order and bless. 
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* I in«y almost «aj- tlmt for four moQths I have been Aniag 
noUiing else, dreuming of nothing else, breaUiing iioltiing else, 
but tJietic Lccturen. Not a single sermon did 1 compoxe for 
Sundays, but all my n^niliiig. thinking, prayini;, were «eDt«red 
Id Ibis one givat work. 1 had my ciurent duties of course, 
and sixty-nine letters hnre I written to my Archdeacon DeiUliy 
a]ou«, Biace I left Calcutta. I trust and believe a great bk-sifing 
has Ml1eii<Ic-d the dvlivfry of the l.ceturcs. Twenty SiimlHys 
have I tliiiR pnsped in tlie fnll ministerial Bow of heart. This 
season, and the two of IWlO and 1><10, have been the only ones 
when a course of pastoral labourit in preucbitig tli« cvorlaeting 
Gospel baa been afiortled me. I hav« delighted in them. I 
could resign uiy Bishopric any moment willi joy and retire to n 
cooDtry town in England, if my duty would allow.' 

On October 17 th the Biahop lefl Sinilah — to return no more. 

His route led through Sabbathoo and Lodiauah as usual, 

' totmxtHi yowmbtr SeK. 

' We have been particularly ipiiet here. A good mau's bouse 
is a lefugo. Wu bmtkfiist at nine, and dine nt mix. I have 
eleared off all my letters — four to Singapore to settle a grand 
quarrel— eighteen to divere persons yesterday — fifty in all, tltig 
week. So we get on. The " Aliuute " about tho completion of 
the Ciitliednd, and die constitution of tlio prebends, weiglis 
much upon my mind. God will help.' 

'Lodianah ond its few dn.yit have pnRRed like a dream. Wa 
are now marching (seventy miles) for Umballah. I gent off fonr 
or five sheets with my thoutfhts about the " Minute." Xext 
mouth, if life is* spai-ed me, 1 hope to draw up an Improved 
on«. On Friday 1 confirmed nineteen young persons ; on 
S«turday I consecrated the colours of the 2nd European Regi- 
ment ; I have preached six sermons in eight thiys. 

' From the new Govcmor-Oeaer&l, Ix>rd Hardinge, I hava 
A charming letter in answer to mine, placing fifteen hundred 
rupees nl my disposal for chanty, and promising me all aid.' 
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* I h&ve been very poorlf with a &Ught fever aiid influenza, 
arisiog, I fancy, from the fatigue of my jounicy on roads por- 
fectly fi-iglitful, and cLangvs of u-mpeniture nlmoxt im-oticeiv- 
able. I aliivcrcd U»t niglit bo extremely, that my teeth invol- 
nntftrily ufaaltered. My feet vere void as a stone, my li^iid 
burning. 1 am blotter tu-duy, uud was Kble just to attend 
oharch and pri'iich litis morning. In ISilB there was at this 
place a congregntion of ftfteen in Mr. Ed^worth's house : now 
there are three tliousatid souls in tlie station. Uuriiaul church 
and its tower are deserted, and the materiala brought here, a 
difttance of iifty-flre miles. The chureh is about to b« creeled, 
aiid meauuhile a nobis bHrmck-room h used for Divine service. 
More than one thousand were present this moroiog wrapt ia 
deep attentioB.* 



Alas ! The symptoms here enuuicr&ted were the commence* 
meat of an iUoess which brought the Bishop to tbe borders of 
the grave, and coEnpolltid a resort to Dnglaiid. The tidings of 
it were in due course communicated by hi^ chaplHin, tbe Bev. 
J. U. Pratt. It appears Umt on the Sunday morning, already 
mentioned, the Bishop had preached a most impressive sermon; 
but he WHS evidently unwell, and wae forbidden by his medical 
attendant to leave the bouse af^niu. The next morning he 
appeared no worse ; but, about noon, his bervont came running 
to Mr. PraltV tent, which was pitched close by, and, saying that 
Iiis master was very ill. Feeling very cold, he had stepped out 
into the verandah, and then into tlie sun to warm himself. 
After walking for a little wbilu he rrtnrncd to his room, threw 
himself upon the bed. and sent f^r Mr. Pratt. The doctor was 
immediately summoned, and aU proper remedies employed. 
But, after the alleniationa of a day or two, fever de\ eloped itself, 
delirium came on, and fits of excitement wei-e followed by such 
extreme exhaustion that death seemed tu be «taiidiu(; at the 
door. Further medical advice was called in, and Dr. DempatL-r 
rendered his valuable aid. The danger betrame, liowever, more 
and more imminent, and all remedies seemed powerless to a^-ert 
it. 7"he notes taken by Mr. Pratt under such circumstances 
will be deeply interesting. He says: — 
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"I^ov, SSrd. — I began to get more anxious this evening ; for, 
althongli in some respects the Bishop appeared to be better, 
yet there were Bjnnptoraa which my own experience of fever 
showed me were hail. He seems to be tcearing out. Strength 
seems to be fnilinjj. Oh ! I.onl, tliou Ootl of Uic Kpirits of till 
iletih, prepare him for bis Inst great clmnge. Mny he shino 
like a bright Light m he declines, and cast his beams upon 
us alt! 

** Nov.Hith. — The Bishop had a bad night. He dreamt much, 
and seemed, by bis wandering tidk, to be liviiig putit life ot«f 
again. la the morning bo had no fever; but every symptom 
seeaied to portend a constitution wont out. I felt anxious ha 
iihuuld laiow that he vas in danger. AVhen I wcut to him in 
the morning, he toid me of liia drennis, and said he had heea 
for two hours trying to make an expontion of the twenty-third 
Psalm. He said. ' My dear friend, please to pray with me;' 
and he then enjoyed the recital of several hymns. 

" After church I went to him again. He was sitting up at 
the table with his eyes closed. 1 went in softly. He opened 
his eyes, and held out his band. I found him confused about 
the moruing and evening Ber>-ices. He had ' Cecil's UemaiiiM* 
open before him at the chapter on ' A miaister'a encoiivagin({ 
animadversion ou himself; ' and said, in n wnuderiug and 
faltering manner, ' I am trying lo eorrcrt and test certain 
things.' I felt deeply moved; and, desiring to comfort bim, 
repeated a few texts of Scripturo and proponed prayer. ' It 
will bo a grent comfort to me,' he ?aid. 

" Having to preach soon, I left him. ^^*hile in my tent, the 
Bisbop told his ser^'aiit« to open all the windows, and actually 
ivaihcd out ioto the vcnindiiJi. Thedoctur, on being informed, 
ran up, and brought him in ; and he promised to do so no 
more. Directly he was left, however, he did it again ; nrid 
'when boUi the doctor iviid myttclf niii up, we found (oo surely 
that bin mind was gone. I could not now leave him, and there- 
fore gave lip preaching. Many good tilings he said wlii]»t I 
remained with him, but in a confused bewildered manner. 
Dr. Dempster came three times to-day, for all were deeply 
anxious. Atler his last visit, I went uito the next room to hear 
their opinion ; and, on my return, I found tbe Bishop out iu 
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the veraiidah for tlte tliird time. Afier tlua, the glass doors 
were stint and fAstcned. lie remembered notliing of ail tltU 
the next day." 

letters were now written to ofErial perBona all round to 
inforiQ tliem of the BiRlio;>'a imminent danger, and a third 
medirat man. Dr. Heiulenton, of the 3rd Dragoons, was 
calkd in. 

An immediate change of air vras now recommended; and he 
Tnu removed from the Rev. Mr. AVhiting's hous^, lo Captain 
Simpsou'n. where two large rooms were placed ut hia disposal ; 
the t«nt8 of his mute being pitched in the eompnund. From 
thnt diiy lie began slowly lo mend. The illness had developed 
itself as au tutt^niiitteiit fever, caught, doubtless, in the jungle 
on descending from Simlah, and il was treated accordingly. 

Mr, Pratt's narrative continues : — 

"The Bishop seems now fullj' aware of hia danger. He 
lud he was very glnd ho had paid nil tlie money for his 
CatliL'drnl, luid thnt liis accounts were clear; adding, 'I know, 
mj denrest friend, tliat my life hangs by a thread. I know 
what fever ia ; at least, in otliers. Things may look well, tmd 
jniprovcment may ta.kc place; but a change suddenly comes, 
and tlio patient slips, as it wore, out of hfe," ' I am more fiiliy 
persuaded than ever llmt Christ in the only hope of salvation. 
Ili.'i atoning hloof!, his justifying righteousness, and sancti- 
firation by his Spirit arc my great siibjocta.' And then, ia 
reference to tlie controversy which had lately so much engaged 
his attention, ho added — ' The Tractarian fiystem is eating out 
nil the \ntnlity of tlie Oospel ; it is iiU stuff.' Shortly after, he 
added, * r never had much "joy in believing; " that was never 
in me. It \i&n been n-ith me more a aettled conviction, and a 
liearty reception, of ibc Gospel." 

"He then referred towhat be bad gone through in India, and 
the wonderful health he had had. ' 1 bless God for what he 
haa enabled me to do; and I should be ungrateful if I did 
not ; but aa to looking at my works as done in the sight of Ood, 
they am nothing, they are miserable. If I recover, I must do 
less. Up to the present time, I feel that I have been guided 
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by circumstnnces. No one will accuse me of ceasing to work 
BOODer tbaa I have be«ti obUg«<I ; and, reaJljr, I know not how 
hitherto 1 could bav« done less. Howovcr, here is a grand 
warning. If 1 recover, I must Lencelbrtli only superintend th9 
diocese as a fnther.' " 



But the narrative must now be ehortened, to give place to 
his own Joumul. His letters to his children bad never ceased. 
Each day he seized some moment to commune mlh tliem — 
and often when lie had no power to guide bis pen aright : — 

' I am still very far fi-om well. A fcveiish tendency hangs 
about me. At times I seem belter, and then iigain vorse. 
Dr. Bell has culled in the oldest snrgeon in the station. 
Dr. I>enipster, and they are duiug as they think best. And 
now let me adorv the Divine gooduess and nitircy in tlius 
chostoaing me. I needed a pause ; a lime of retirement, 
Uiou^bt, repose. All at Sinilah was one drive. Then the 
month of travelling has been a mouth of huiTy, of course. 
Now I am pulled up. 1 am now taught more of myself, more 
of my own heart's infinite evils, more of my defective motives. 
I am now living an interior life like private meu. 1 am culled 
to the meditatiuQ of Christ, of death, of heaven, of eternity. 
I meditate on the mcs and designs of afflictions, which we all 
admit iu theory, but are so slow to bow tu in practice. Now, 
aho, tlie Holy Spirit mid the Holy Scriptiu-es are infiuitoly 
precious, instructiTe, consoling.*

'O Lord, blessed bu Tliy wise and gracious name, that 
Thou dost not at once cast me away from Thy presence, nor 
take, as I hnvc too much deserved, Thy Holy Spirit from 
me; but doet pkase to ohastec me, that I may not prore a 
caat-a-way. 

' The last day was tolerable ; and I foolishly thought, 
*' Surely tlic bitl*nie»i) of death is past ! " Bui, no. A very 
trying, weary, sleepless night of twelve hoius was tlie spool id 
mudicine, that Thou, oiy All-wise Physictau, didst see needful 
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for me. I tossed about, like a wild bull in a act — as to the 
iocajiftcity of escape, but not as to tbe rude rcsistAiicc of the 
indiguaut animul. Now 1 nm wi^nk as water. I do not doubt 
for a moment the "strong rock," the "rock of salration"— 
bat this is just precisely tbo wnj that persons of the lictu-tiest 
{mme slip away from life. 

'Tbe London Mail came in Kovember2Ist, bat I have no 
power to rciul the letters with any care. 

' Wrdneiday, Si^vfrnUr i7lJi. Tlinnk God, the docU>r>i con- 
Bider me to be going on as well as they could expect. I have 
had no ferer Bince Monday. The first paruxj'^m of what they 
cfill iiit«nnittcut fever, cuniv on Inai Friduy, tlie second on 
SuiKliiy. Siicli is tlie medical account. Tbe interior history 
of Qod's designs is quite auotber thing. My own UQpr«ssioD 
is, and always has been, ttiat I am in imminent peril of life; 
and may at any moment fuint off into the grave. My mind, 
thank God, is calm and eomposed. I can make no cSoTta, 
but I sink into the arms of Ciii'lst, as one of the ffrtalest of 
sinners. I have nothing to plead — nothing to bnng of my 
own. I am hateful in my own eyes ; and ali my hope for time 
and eternity is in the infinite preciousneiis of a Saviour's 
blood. 

' Friday, November HOth. I am still living to praise my God. 
The non>rccarrencc of fevor since Sunday ia considered 
favourable : but I don't appear to get strength. My sleep is 
petttu-bed with dreams. I have no power to think, or speak : 
and the least thing would bring back disease. It is now 
evident from the doctors' account, that on Sunday I w&s in ft 
most alanning state. It was then that the thinl doctor was 
called in. Tlie diuigrr of relapse is still great. My mind is 
calm and conipoaed. I roly on the Almighty grace and infinite 
atonement of tbe Lord Christ. I humbly pray for more 
stinctifying grace from the Holy Spirit. I wish to have no will 
but God's. 1 have arrangi^d all my temporal tiffairs — signed 
two new codicik lo my Will — appointed six C'nthedral Criiods. 
—•paid oflf the two Lacs of rupees subscribed to tJie Catttedral — 
made a Ust of the promises of money to churches, &c. : and 
thus have 1 set my hou.so in order. 

'Advent Sunday, Drcemhcr isi. This is my thirteenth 
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AdT«iit spent in India. Bishop Mid(U«ton was, in God's 
mystcrioius will, only p«niiitted l»> spend eight such. This day 
week I WAS in a most ilangcrous state (as I have tciticc been 
told) ; to-d«y, by God's inercj, I have been considcr^^ 
conviilcscent. Still I lun so weak, I can hardly hold my pen. 
T.iwt ttvciiin^ I fuh better mid moi-c collected; and was abk to 
sp^-nd two honi-» in r«ading, meditation, and prayer. But I 
cannot rise. I itink. Kink, idnk. I lie at the bottom of the 
mount groaning, and crying for visitations of gracb. I want 
to gi^t nearer to Cbrixt; U> be swallowed up in Him ; and to 
ha.ve DO will but His, that He may be magnified in ray body, 
whether by life or death. .Mro I sigh and pray Uiat I may 
know my dispensxtlon and yivld to it, na }[r. Cecil used 
to say. 

'1. One thing is dear: this is the first fever I have been 
visited witli in India. 

'3. It is in tilt.' eye of the whule of India; for I am stopped 
eleven }iundred miles from Calcutta. 

'3. A relapse is the tiketiest thing in the world, and would 
assuredly, humanly Kpi'akiug, be fatal — as my doctor confesses. 

' 4. I have every kind of merciful alleviation : excellent 
diwtore, (Bell. Dempster, Henderson) : an excellent chaplain. 
(Pratt), who loves and waits on me as h son. 1 have no pain 
like Job or Hezekiak. I sleep, though with dreams. I have 
on appetite for my food. Wlint ^liall I render tmto the 
Lord! 

'S. The time i» full of instruction. It is on my return to 
Calcutta, tlmt I may go there (d.v.) in the fulness of tlie 
blessing of the Gospel of ChriBt, emptied of self, tender- 
hearted, deail to everything but Christ, ready to put off my 
tabernacle, and endeavour that after my decease my clergy and 
flocks may tare the tnith still in remembrance. Perhaps God 
may du mure by me when thus cut down to the root, than 
when prospering iu leaves and braaches>in sermons, addrcaaeB^ 
publications and letters. 

* G. I have done, as it were, my laborious work : and set my 
house in order: foorteflO hnndred sermons, three charges, two 
published discourses, a volume of KcrmoD*, tlio Colo««ian 
Lectures, the Cathedral endowment rai»ed to three lues and a 
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half and sufBcieot to support &ix Cftnoas, one C&iiou's house 
provided, my '' Minute " nearly rewly to go home through Mr, 
Pratt> iiQinonsc cxtrtions. tlic tirolre Ciuiong fixed on and 
nominated, nn Agra nLsliopric propwied, n. body of sub-assistaal 
BiUire ChaplaiaH recommcaded by me* saiictioued by the 
OoTPiTior-Gcricral, uud wiit Imnit for appr»>v<il, ft (Ci**»t Nativ« 
Bchool projected in contiertiuti with the Ciitliedrul, the addi- 
lioiuil Clcrgj' Society well sUirlcd, Ac. Whut onn thy scrvont, 

honi ! Buy more ? For who is hej niid whiit is bis fnthir'u 
house, tliat Thou ^houldtst tlum Uea» hiin : for it is of Thine 
own we give Thee. But I pause— ^ly Itead in coufwied. 

* Tiu$dfag, December Ard. This is the ninU) d^y without 
fever. Blessed he God ! The doctors now aim nt keeping me 
(juiet till I recorer my strength, and am Ju the liiune slate as 
before the ntt*u;k ou Saturday, November 16Ui. This thoy 
hope to see in ten or twelve days from this time. Theu tliey 
pro]>o&e to start me off for Culcutta. May Uod order, direct, 
bless, and suictlfy. 

' Wedaesdaff, December Wth. On Thursday, December 5th, 

1 was allowed te go out for an airing for the first time. I had 
not left my room (except when changing houses} since Sunday, 
Novenibei* 17th — Kighteen days. 1 niii still very weak, and my 
reacling luid iiiudjuilious iiro feeble. But my mind i» I hope 
serene In fiiLtb, pemleucc, liopc, and love. I dwell much on 
the Divine goodneso in eha.Hteuing me ; and eiunestly pray for 
the Icfison to bo deeply eiigt-aveu, as by a pen of iron and the 
point of a diiuuond, on Uie tablet of my heart. I compare my 
light sioknesa with Hezekiah's, Job's, Baxter's, Robert Hall's, 
Cecil's, or our Mr. Fisher's, and bless my Ood and Sa%'iour. 
Last Sunday week, the 21tb, Mr. Pratt now lulls me, be gave 
me over: and ou December £th, I was convalescent and nblu 
to go out for on airinf^. " ClesH the Lord, O my sonl. nnd all 
that is within me bless His Holy name." Still I shall never 
he so strong as I was : and the least cold will turn to fever. 
So that there is but a step between Life and Death. 

' Dtcemher Ibtk. 1 ara still very weak, and affected with eveiy 
change of weather. I rL-turncd thanks at church yesterday for 
having been restored to a ^tatu of convalescence, though I n-as 
jxoi able to be prebeut. The doctors talk of starting me off. 
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^teen miles, to Shaliabad on my mj to Kuroaul to-morrow. 
From Kuruaul we proceed to Mr. Metcalfe's comfortsble 
house ut Dullii. Tburo the qucstiou will be detenniaed 
whether I am to l>e allowed to pursue my Visitation by Agni ; 
or whether I embark on the Ganges at Meemt Ghnt, and 
drop down to Allahabad, abandoning ever}'t]iing. God*8 mil 
be done. I feel that I have not a day that I can call my 
own. 1 am just iu that state in which ko many iii India slip 
out of life, nobody knows how. Christ is my AU- I humbly 
trust and hope I hare a desire to depart and he with Him, 
which ia " fai- hi-ticr." ' 

Accordinfjiy, on December 1 7th, the first march was made, 
and every precaution was tukcu to prevent the bud effect of the 
exposure in tvuts. Straw was laid npon the grass floor, with 
matting and carpets ; a stove was used ; and wherever a 
bangolow w«s available it was resorted Ux But tlie bodily 
frame was essentially weakened, and suHceptibIc of every cliaiige 
of temperature. On January ItJth iiiflninmatlon of the lunga 
took place, and the Bishop was unable to move till the SOth ; 
and when he arrived at Allyghur on the 23rd, the path of duty 
was made plain and his plana for the future fixed. Thus he 
relates the matter :^ 



' AixYOBDit, January SSrd, 1849. ^Sliat Bccncs bare I passed 
through I Wbai visilationu of augmented siekness! ^VhBt 
discipline of my heavenly Father ! \Vhat a total change of 
plans and duties I The sentence is now imperatively pronounced 
that I cannot safely remain in Calcutta on my return, but must 
go to sua; that I must not wntt to be ill again, but take the 
present warning. Deliberating upon this, I deteimiiied to go 
home for eighteen mouths ou furlough, agreeable to the Act of 
August 13, 1843. 

' I have now, my beloved children, the most exquisite plcafiure 
in looking forward to Bt-e you idl once more in Hesh^a pleaaure, 
purer and of a higher kind, and more unalloyed, than if I hud 
come borne two years sin<:e to gratify my natural feelings 
merely. Now doty coiumauds, and love obeys. 1 have writtea 
to the authorities both here and at home. My passage I hava

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secured, in U)« 10th May 8t«ftiDCr, from Colcatta to Suez. 
Thus all is ill tnun, Dtw favent«.* 

The lUkDction of the Home Authoiitiea thus sought was 
Mfidil]' and instantly granted. It was thas oourtfonsly ex- 
pnoaed:—

'To THE GoVRBNDR-GhSEBAI,, 

' I. Wg join wiUi you in the expression of doep regret that tliu 
Lord BUliop of CnloutU Hhould be compelk'd to solicit a 
furlough for the r«cov«r}' of his health ; and will only add 
our earnest hope thnt his visit to this cotuitry may be pro- 
ductive of soch hcneBt, as nil! enahle him ut the t.-&|>iration 
of tb« proposed period of absence, to resume his important 
functions in India. 

*3. The only point for our conaideration, has reference to the 
permission graiitixl to the Rev, J. H. Pratt, to accompauy 
the Bishop, in his capacity of domestie chaplain. 

* 8. Under the peculiar ciK-umstances of the rase, we approve 
of yoiir hftvinK allowed Mr. Pratt to anticipate the period 
whoii h« would have been entitled to fuHongb under the 
regulations, nnd we shall accordingly is^ue to him in this 
conntr>' the stipulated furlough alloirances from the date of 
hia ileparture from India.' 

Tht Bushop now rapidly passed down the countiy — tenderly 
VUlehed by Mr. Pratt— skilfully treated by Dr. Bell— and 
iKMqtitably ent*i-trtined by sympathising fiicndR. All indispeu- 
sable duties he was able to discharge. He strengthened the 
Propagation Misuon, under Mr. Perkins, at Cawnpore, by 
ordaining an admirablo asBisiant. lie held many small private 
ConBrmationti. Ho signed tlic consecration deeds of several 
churches. He culled tlic clergy to conference as he passed 
near their sUitiona. He coRimiRgloQcd his chaplain to visit, and 
report tlie state of the missions. Thus he eSectually com* 
pleted hift third Vi»tation. 

On his way do»vn he had made all arrangements for his con- 
jl^gddenarture, and secured his passage in the steamer ; 
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and as if to set Lis seal to tlie energy whicli Imd character- 
ised his Epigcopftte for tJiirl#en ycara, he now fixed days for a 
ConfiniiAtion atit) two Ordinattons in Calcutta, aiid net him- 
soU* la the preparation of n. fonrth charge for a Visitation to 
be begun before Iiii^ dcpiu-turc for Kogland, and completed on 
his returiL. 

He arrived in CalcuttA ou Saturday evening, April SCtb, and 
met Colonel Forbes at tltc Catbcdnil, which had dow recei%'ed 
the gilded arrow, niae feet long, on the smotnit of the spire — 
"a pledge" he said, " of the arrow of the Lord's deliverance 
for India, and of ileesiah's doctrines being like arrows, sharp 
in the hearts of tJio Kiiig's eucniiea, do that the people may fall 
under il in peuilence, fuith, and allegiance." On the spot, he 
offered liumble thanks ; and dedicated the Cathedral, the archi- 
i«ct, and himsolf to jVlmigbty God. The ejcamination of the 
^«andidatc8, and the Ordinations followed. Two hundred young 
persons were eonfimied. Affectionate addressea were presented 
to him, both from the clergy oad laity of Calcutta; and he was 
reqnestod to «it in England for a miu'bia bust to bo placed in 
the Ciithcdral library. 

His fourth Vi-sitation was hnlden : a last letter was n-ritten 
tn his cbildreu. announcing liis dcpnrturo, and laying upon 
them a solvmii cliargv not to attempt vitlier by word or deed 
to influence his mind, or perRiiade him to relinquish his con- 
scientious purpose of returning to India : and then on May 
8rd, aeconipanivd by his chaplain, he embarked on the 
PrcfW»or steamer for England via the Ked Sea. 

He had been in India neaily thirteen years, and every 
power of body and mind had been ronsecrated to God'a service 
there. Fourteen hundred lime^ had he borne witness pubhcly 
to ChriBt. His Buhsiauoe had been laid upon the altar of 
snerilice. He had done much to gire tlic extenaion of tlie 
Kpiscopate a right bias, and tbrcu Uiubops were now in the 
field. The control of the Metropolitan was recognised. His 
relation witli the Govemnient was far better understood. 
Nothing of OD ecclesiastical Gharact«r was done without his 
aogniaauce and approval. Mis rccujnmL-iidations were acted 
upon witli respect to the chaplains, both as to appoinlnientft 

and removals. 

mi 
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T1l« number of tho clergy aUo was greatly increased. In 
1896, the whole number was Rixtj-nine: it irua now oaie 
handrcd and his. Fifty-oiiu claiploius were uctuiiUy ou the field 
of labour : u fcvr yi-iirs biu:k tlicitj wer« only twenty-four. 

The toutsions in hio dioceHe were full of life. The Dumber 
of BtatioDS was twi'Uty-thrcu; the NuUti; Cbri»tiaD& numbered 
six thousand ; tlie coiiimtinicants nearly two tliousaDd ; tlie 
children in schoola above four thousand. 

A 8i>u'it of Church Uuildiiig had bccu thoroughly aroused. 
Upwards of fifty tliousand rupees bad beeu dispeused by the 
Church lluilding l''uud. and this had elicited from Govem- 
meut and privato banevoloDee, at least three lacs of rupees, and 
bad led to the erection of thirty-five churches. 

The cathedi'al was rining like the topstone of the archi pro> 
paring by its erection and endowment, to hold the ground 
gained by the Church from heatbeniBm. . 

The AddilioDal Clerg)- Society was supplying men to preach 
the truth, and poiutbig to a pcnuoncnt miuistxy. 

T]i« Caatc question va& removed irom dekateable to firm 
ground. 

All over India tlie Lord's Day was observed, and little com- 
panies Assembled in ahuost every station for divine service. 

But if the extension of the Churuh had beeu a great object 
witli him, its purity had been n still greater. He had been 
" instant tu reason and out of soasou " to promote this ; and 
hod " contended carnostly for the faith once doUvered lo tlte 
Saints.*' Many evils bad thus been nipped in tlie bud, and 
many errors kept within bounds : so that whilst England was 
losing HouK! of her choicest and ablest sons, not an instance 
was known in India of a single pervert. 



Doubtless he hod been a man much spoken against. Ho 
had gone through " evil report and good report," and had been 
accused of man/ tilings: but he had lived them oil down, and 
luKiiuperffctioutt weighed nothing against tho genuineness of 
hia character. Kven bia exercise of discipline iu the dioeette 
bad made no pertuoucDt enemieH. So that on« of the rety 
last entries in his Journal, before ho left India, was, "Strifb 
" everywhere haBceased, and all is loYe." 
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Tho usual portion of Correspouilence will coDclad« the 
chapter.

' But 1 object on priiioipio (nnlcBS. indeed, she eoald support 
herself — then it would be open to her to act as she pleased). 
AVithout a husband, or brother, onder one of our great Socie- 
ties, what can a single lady be, but a n-findering star? Human 
naturo is too feeble. Kven our (jrontlcmen, without Societies 
to rale them, are anmanagenble and uaeless. I imagine the 
beloved Persis, TrjT>hena and Trj'phoaa, Jtdia, Nereus, and 
his sister, and otliera who " labonred ranch in the I^rd," 
remained in their own neiphbonrhoods and families, and that 
no unmiuried female would have thought of a voyage of 
fourteen tliousnud ntilot to find out a acene of duty.

and, although the inconveniences were greater then than now, 
nothing occurred to call for special notice. In the prospect of 
his nrriTal iu England, lie wrote irom Aden as follows :—

Direct Thy servant bow to proceed jji puttinf,' 
forward his vni'iouii designs ; and vouchsafe such success as may 
x«cm fit to 'I'hy divine Mnjesty, And, then, take Thou aJl the 
glorv' ; and may man and tlie creaturi; be nothing before Thee ! 

' And «8 to my aonl, be pleased la reiiesh it with " the river " 
which "miiketb glad the city of God." ilny "mutual faith" 
be mutually animating and reviving ! Klay I get up, ns it ncrc, 
the tone nnd Imbit of my mind, and rise higher iu habitaal 
holiness and derotiou ! And m»y I go back to ray diocese 
reuovRtud and strengthened in tlie diHiic lit?, to die ia and 
ninidat my oyrn flock 1 Tlie Lord'a will be done. Amen.' 

All his iramctlinte fainily, and many of bis fnendsi were 
anxiously a'n-aiting. in tbo Islv of Wight, the arrival of the 
Great Liverpool steamer, from Suez ; and the instant it was 
announced on June 24tli, his two sons hastened im board. He 
stood to receive tbem at the giiugwny ou the lower deck — worn, 
jude, thin, the hollow fycH buried in the brows, the kuiros feeble, 
the ner%'cs Hhakeu, iiiid tliL> whole frame agitated. He embraced 
tbem tenderly, and then " lifted up bis voice nnd wept." 

The Te&sel held on it« way ; mid on the evening of Thm-s- 
flay, the 35th June, he was once more surrounded by his 
loving family, and sheltered in his home at Islington. To 
pass the summer quietly in England, to scb a few old friends, 
and then to retire to the coatiuvnt for tlie wlntei' — such 
was hi.i wise resolve. But to resolve is one tiling, and to 
perform auotlier. Friends instantly Hocked nrouud him. He

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himself names, iu ft (laily journnl, wbicb lie now bcgau to kec|i 
(since bis joui'n&l-lett^rs 1ih<1 necessarily ceased), ihc Bishop of 
Lonilou, Itic Bialiop of Wiuchctitoi- (from vrhoia he gained inacli 
voluaklu iiifunimtiuii), Duiui Pcatsou, Sir Tkoiuua Acliuiil, Lord 
Olenctg, Uit! Arclibishop of Armagh, Rev. J. W. Ctinuinghom, 
Rev. Mr. Vnugbaii of llaiTow, Mr. Ambrose Moore, Lord 
hexloy, Dr. Chapman the rn^'w' Bishop of Colombo (who knelt 
to receive his bles&ing), Mr. Melville of the ludia House, Mr. 
Cnltley, Mr. \V. ^Vilbcrforce Bird. Lord llarrowby, Lftdy Grtjy, 
Lndy Frances Cole. Dr. Steiokopff, Pasteur F. Monwil, Mcrli 
cVAubigne, Rev. S. C. Willis, Rev. Mr. Tyler of St. Giles', 
Rev. Mr. "WatkinB (eiglity-ono years old), Uev. Mr. Burgoss. 
liev. KiTiest Hawkins. Sir R. H. lugUs, Rev. H. Venn, Rev. 
\C. Braudniui. A <U-putution from tlie Chui'ch Missionary 
Society, with Lord Chichester at its head, wuited ou him. The 
Ai'chbishop of C'nnterbiiry infonno<l liini that the Propngatiou 
Society were prepsved with an address, to he |)resemeil ou any 
day be- might iippoint. Tbu inhabitants of leliogUfn cou- 
ynitiilntcd him on tils Maft; return ; niid Uic students of the 
Church Missiouflr>- College followed the oxnniple. AU tbis 
occupied the first fortnight. Then other duties beckoned, and 
be obeyed. Three poiute of importance pressed upon bis fttt«B- 
tlou : — the Clinrter of Incorporation for his Cathedral, the esta- 
blishment of ft Bishopric at Agra, and tlie appoiiitmmit of » cksa 
of uncovcnaiitird chaplains for ludin. The last of theae hstlbceu 
approved in India, and only wanted the saiictioti of tlio Court 
of Directors ; hut tlie t^vo former appertained to Government, 
mid botli were supposed to require the nutliority of mi Act of 
I'arliaraciit. Sumo steps in advance, therefore, were deeoud 
cxpcdieut before the Mluistcrs separated, and the sosuou 
closed. Hence frci^uent visits to Cannon Row and Lt^adcidiall 
Street, and constant commuuieations witli the l-^t^idcut. 
Chairman, and Secretaries. He "^vas received hy all official 
persons with the titinost cum-tesy, and was invited by the East 
India Cotupniiy to one of then* sumptuous entertaimnenls. 
Thougli unable to attend, his health was proposed, and the 
Cbairnmu, Sii- llemy Willock, stud, '" he was an instance of 
the impulse oue single man of energy could give to Christianity; 
and that whilst others went out to India to collect fortunes, and 
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Uien retire, tLe Bislioij had devoted nil Uis foi-liinc. after 
pH>-iug liis o^ipeii&es, Lo the guod of ludia, and especiallj- the 
trectioa of tlie C'atlieJral." 

The proposed Address from tlie Society for the l*i*opftgatioQ 
of the (jospel, &i'8l called liim Ijefore tlie pulilic. It wa» nu 
iiiiport&ut occosLou (<jv luaiutaiuiiit,' Uic cniuc- of ti'utli. uu<l 
repeating in England wlinl he biul »&ii\ iii Iiidiu. Vet from the 
statement already nude icspoctiDg Bishop's College (mid made 
thcu, only lis iiitrodiictory to nlwt is to be uniTnted now, 
uid iiec«8$tu'y for itti elucldatioD), it must be cvidvut that the 
duty to be disL-hiu-gcd was both delicate luid diilicult. Courtesy 
required cuurtesy. Abgctit persoDs wem neceNsarily implicated. 
The Sociciy it:5elf WHK niucli divided. Its frioDds nanted hia 
sufTrAgc: iis opponcutu lus protest. Ho LIuiscIf wiahcd tu do 
good And not hariu ; (ind the gi'fttitudc be felt for ttiudnc-gs 
shown by the Society to bii> diocese aod to himself, mingled 
with n diJHue to promote what appeared to bu its highest 
interests. Ml these couaide rations weighed mach upou liis 
mind, ODd troubled him. He might hare contented himself 
with ft mere complimentary " Reply " to h, compliiuentai)* 
'* Addiess ; " hut ho felt tliat it would be losing a great occaeiou 
of usefubieas. And hence he set himself si'riously to work, lUid 
vras rently on the appointed day, July S3rd. 

The Bi.sliop WHS accompimied by his sou and son -iu -lav, 
nud ou arvi^ing at the ^society's house iu I'all-^^all was most 
courleoKBly received by Dr. Strmley, Biahop of Norwich, with 
the oflicialB. and conducted to the board-room, -whepe tb« 
Arehbisliop of Cautcrhury (liowlcy). Bishop of London 
(BIomtleM), Bishop of Itochester -(Murray), uud about one 
hundred dignitniies of tlie Church, and laymen of high repute, 
vere assembled, and welcomed hiui with ulIectioDate cordiality. 



Tlie business of the day was openwl by the Biffhop of 

Loiiduu, who addressed hiui in tlw imine and on belialf of the 

8oei«ty. He expressed the pl«agiu-c they felt in welcoming 

hiiii home once more : how a sad presentiment liad pcrvHded 

all luinds when he left them in the year 1832 : how highly his 

tbiru-eu yeai'D of ser%-ic& had b&en valued: how deliglited they 

were to see him again : how fully the plan for erecting hb 

1^ 
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Catliedral was apiirecinttil : &iid how lie wistieil it t» be 
vleiuly imderstciod tUat the Ui&bop q{ Calcutta po&ecsscd tkcu- 
fulleet confitteuce, and that lus viours and fecUugs barmouised 
with their ova. 

\ll this was q^uile unexpected, and perhnpH uupremedilRted. 
It wta inixaedtHtely followed ]>y the reftdiog of tlie Address by 
the Secretary, When he had entieil, the Iti&lioii drew out hU 
Keply. Being iu m»imi>cri]it, and of considerable length, its 
bulky appeui-ftiice Kconted to crenU: a scnsutiou ; and all was 
liQshed to silence when in n voice sometvljut fc&ble, he began 
to read it. Ho tendered his best Uianks for the Address, and 
uckuowludged uitb g]-atitiidL' tlie goodness of God iu leugtheuiug 
Ills period uf Kerviec. He spoke of tlic uuiforui kloduess he 
hiid received from tlie Arehbimhop, nud thanked him for bis 
Biipport. Me siiiii Unit the Society's Misaiony, uud eHpeciully 
Bishop's College, had been nlwrnys very near his heart. He 
rt-fcrrcd to the libcrnl grtuit made for his new Cathedral, 
dettiih'd liiu plniiM proposed fur iU fiiliuv uiniitigeuiviit, and 
dwelt hopefully upon the benring it would buve en NatJre 
Jhliiisiuns. Thcii, leiiving these pleasing remini^ceuces and 
liopcs, ho viniiuoratvd tlic difficulties of Iiis portion, aud the 
liinny tilings wanting before the Gospel could have " h-ee 
course and be glorified." From a gcnertti detieriptioii of 
these, he descended to pariaculare, and dwelt upon the dangers 
with which lie <junccive(l the Church was tlu-eatene<1 in the 
present day. 

The iiiten'iit of his auditors had never ^thickened ; but now 
eYery head was bent, and eveiy ear liichiicd, all dona the long 
table stietchiiig before the Chuii-nuui. 

The Bir^hnp himself wivs neeeMsarily sented, in consideration 
of his weak Ht&te of liealtb, so that his voice sciu'cely reached 
tJie lower piul of tbc roum. In order to I'cutcdy this, it waa 
BOggosted to him at thi^ niomeiit that hat seat alioiild be raised- 
He assented : and when it higher cushion had h^n brought, be 
resumed his reply, and begged penni^on to open hi»n'hulcuund, 
aud speak honestly ai> became hiui. He proposed to give only 
hitt omi vientt : und not iit any way to involve or embitrraE« 
the Society. He refen-ed to the few, but zealous clergy in bis 
Bioccse, who were imbued with tlic new views of Tractarianisni, 
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nn<l irho consequently had done, and were doing, iiicidculable 
iniiichief in their sorenil spheres of duty, " I respect, indi- 
i-idu«]ly," he snid, " the tuleiits, leiii-Ding, activity, and uminWe 
chai-BClcr of ihoKC, ns well ns of nil my clergj-. There arc no 
porsonftl disagreements whntever. They perfectly know my 
opinions hk botli putilirly and privately expressed. No chnnge 
for the better appears tu huvc tiUfCU place iii the minds of the 
clergy once possesHod ■with the i;xtieiiie views, distorted and 
exlMvagant as th*r are, of tliis uystem. Tliey havo yielded, 
huleeil, as I Iielieve, conscientionsly to my authority, to a 
ceitftiii extent: but the iiegntiw influence goes on, and the 
nighty void tliiis lelt, I will not attempt to fntlioin. Amongst 
other coneequeiices of this, yonr Missions in and around 
Calcutta liave unquestionably been injnrpil. A blight — a 
temporary cue only — mara tlio harvest." He tliou concluded 
by otToring various snggcBtions for the future — nil weighty — 
nil savouring of vitnl nnd life-giring truth : — and summed up 
I>j •asaring His Grace, that in carrying these ont, or furthering 
in any way tlio great objects of the Society, liis serrices, so far 
as health vroidd permit, might be commanded. 

A dead sileuce fo]l(j«ed. Many yeiirs have since elapsed, but 
no one wlio was prcacnt will for'^ct the effect produced : — an effect 
the more decided pt-i-hnps bocmisc all outward manifestation of 
it was suppressed. No thanks were tendered, no objertions made. 
IfouQ attempted to deprecate the sentimental expressed : none 
to request their publication. After a pause, the Archbushop 
i*se; and ■with his gentle voice pronounced the benediction, 
aiid dismissed the assembly. Then all were at once mingled 
togetltcr: and courteous gi'eclings introduced common topics 
of thscoursc. 



Of course tlio transnctions of the day got wind, and preat 
•' flcarchings of heait" followeil. Some louilly called for tlic 
pubUcation of the reply ; some strongly deprecated jt. The 
decision was referred to the Archbishop, nnd. after some delay, 
his Grace requested the Bishop to prepare it for publication, 
ami dii'cctcd both Address nud Reply to be iaserted in the forth- 
coming Report of the Society. His Grace's letter was as 
follows : — 
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"I hare tftmsinitted to Mr. Hawkins the copy of yoar Lordship's 
reply to the AddresB of the Society for the Propagation of Uie 
Gospel, in order to its being printed, if there is no objection 
on your part, with the Hepoitof tlie proceedings of the Society, 
which is on tJie point of cominR out. Tlie printer nrill. of 
course, be directed to send the proof sheets to yom* Lordship." 



The Bishop complied ivilh this ri^qucst, and tlic dociunents 
appeared accordingly. It •will not be necessary to pursue the 
subject much further. The Bishop had reason to expect that 
tltc cLuuges be deemed necessary would he effected, and tht- 
Society socmcd ready to act on hit) advice. H« attended at the 
Board Bovoral times ; and the East India Committee of the 
Society met at his houee. In the following year two important 
qnestdons, bearing on the subject, were submitted to him cate- 
gorically, in order t^ form a basis for decided action. One 
question was : — Whether anytlung unfavourable to the cause of 
Missions had appeared in any of tlio professors of Bifhop's 
College ? To which bis reply was : — " There bad," The second 
question, touching upon tlie remedy to be applied, met with a 
reply equally short and equttUy decided. But no result followed : 
nad on the pica that a cose had beau submitted to Counsel to 
leani whetlicr tlie Society could legally necal a professor, un- 
ti'ied and uncondemned by his Bishop, no further steps were 
takea. The time for action had long passed, and the Bishop 
had been in India again for four years, before the " Opinion " 
nn tlic case which had been submitted to Couusel, met his eye, 
and taught liim the full extent of his own powers. But if 
other Bishops of Calcutta ever wish to know how far their 
powers extend over the x^rof^ssors of Bishop's College, let thtuu 
call for tlie cafte submitted to Sir Fitzroy Kelly and Mr. Turner, 
on March 30th. 1846. and the opiuion founded on it. 

Before the subject Is dismissed, it uiny be stated generally, 
however, that on his return tn Tndin, Uie Bishop foimd thiugs 
much in the same state as he left tliom ; and for sonio timiO he 
oontinaed his correspondenre with the Society as usual. But 
in the year IROO, he writes iis follows: "Noticing a gradual 
decay of that confidence wbicli the principles of the Societ3' 
involve, and which for ten years and more had been extended 
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b} me, I have noi felt encouraged to write for the last tvro 
yews. My coirespondenee has accordingly dropped, or nearl;" 
80, of itself." 



Justioe to Uie Biitliop's Pon»i»t«ncj' of ohuiuitcr has compelled 
the inti'oduclion of tliese raatters, as well as of those already nur- 
rated ill connection with the Church Missiouari' Society. The 
iiuportuucc of both tluse grvnt Societies was fully ftppreciated; 
and ihi!^ wei-e justly rcgiirdt-d hy him as the glory of tlie 
Cboreti in tliesn latter days. But as iii tlie one easo. when 
Evftngelical truth was not eniliingered, he contended earnestly 
for Church order ; so in the other wheu Church order was not 
endangered, he contcn<Icd earnestly for Evftngclical truth. The 
combinalion of the two — the combination of KTftngelical trutli 
Bnd Church order, was nlwuys deemed by him au object of 
jirimary importance. 

But the terrible Jiiiigle fever ! waK it really eradicated from 
tlie Byntem, or wan it to be roused to fresh lifu by tlieao auxietiea 
nnd exei-tions ? Ainu ! tliis qiie»tion, proposed by many aiixioun 
friends, was soon answered. On -Iiily aKth the Bishop went 
down to Cheltenham on a nHitto hiii liighly esteemed KiRter-in- 
law, Jfrs. Grcavt's (now with God), hoping for rest and refrciih- 
ment in her society, wlieii the fever returned witli syiiiptoius 
scftwely recognised at first by English doctors, and very 
alarming to anrronnding friends. Indian expcricnpo, however, 
waa speedily called in ; and after an nuxiuua interval the Bibbop 
Mice more returned to Iidiugtori. His own reflcctiouH nppoAr 
hi hisjoumnJ: — 

' Augttat Sth, 1845. Ebeu-Eser. Hitherto the Lord hath 
helped mo f I left Cheltenham at ten o'clock yesterday mora* 
ing. nnd reached Islington at «ix in the evening, much fatigued, 
but 'ftitliout fever. I slept well, and am this morning pi-o- 
Qouuccd free from fever — bchig the third day. Blessed he the 
niime of my heavenly Fatlior! The reflections whirh tieem"to 
me on the new aiid unexpected return nf my UmtmllaJi fevor, 
ai-e (1) reliance on God alone for India and it^ interests. (3) A 
check to rising confidence and apparent success. (3) Simplicity 
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of aim aud of dei>eDd«Di.-«. <4) The spirit of KzrAaad Nelicmiah 
in ecclMiasticftl business. (.1) Grfttitmle to God for what he haa 
already wrought, Ac, Ac/ 

Health gntdually r«tiirQed. and be began to enjoy inter- 
i^ounie ivith friends, tuid to engage in public biuiineu. On bis 
applicatiou, tliv Lord Mayor of Loudou allowed the us« of tli« 
Egyptian Hall for tlie exhibition of a juRgtiificect organ built 
by Messrs. Gray for Iho Cathedral at Calcutta. The admission 
was by tickots, and the profits went towaids the tucreose of Uic 
Crttliedral Fund. 

A few days were at this time spent at Addington Park iii 
most ngroenhle interoourso with Dr. Howley, the AivbhiKhop 
of CiHiterbury. His joiuninl notes it thns; — 

' Was moat kindly and affectionately received by tlie vener- 
able Archbishop, now in hi.s eightieth year. He is beneroleiioe 
itself. The fiODversatioQ was uiost plcasaut. May it please 
The«, oh ! my Snviour, to direct, guide, prosper, and l)lcas I 
To Thee only would 1 look up : on Thee depend." 

Imporlaut die'CUt^sions on the three Indian topics are thus 
refen-ed to. The Ai'chhishop was interested in them all; glad 
to advise ; rt^ady to Utlp. The iiitereom'SG seemed pleasant to 
his Grace also ; for when writing to tlie Bishop aftonvards about 
Homcthiughe Iiad forgotten, lie says, "1 am not likely to forget 
tJic ph'asuri' which we nil have dciived from your LojtUhip'H 
Tisit to this place." 

" Thus mmvifully," is the Bishop's comment, " God helps me 
on. To Him be nil tJie glorj-." 

After Addingtoii Park, he paid a visit to Hnddersficld. in 
Yoritahirc, where his sou-in-hiw ims Vicai- : — 

* Sept \Oth. 1843. — May God bless my entrance into this 
Tftst place, and my intercourse witli my children here. I hare 
been too much in the external world of late ; joui-neys, hurries, 
and too much buaiuess t May I now enter the internal aonc- 
tuar>' of religion." 
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'Sfpt. IGlA. — Iliavf ticen rending, after All intfrval of eighteen 
years, the ftccoiint of my denr wife, who died Mny lOtli, 1897. 
coDtiunfid in a letter I titoU to my dnught«r at the time, a»il 
to which I hnve had no accesij diu'iug uy thirteen ycai's of 
absence. I could scarcely bciir the pciiisiil. Throe times wnx 
I compelled to tny it down from exceHRive Umvs. Still I mnstt 
rend it again before I Icnve XuildemBelil.' 



He now corrected the proof xhcvls for a second edition of hie 
"Lectures on tlie Colossians," and had much ploasaiit intor- 
tauric with friends. The "EUand So<'iety," originally formed 
in Hiiddersfield eighty years hnclt by the Rev. Henry Venn and 
other worthies of tiiat day, and f^r a time transforred to EUand 
(whence the name), had now returned to its birth-place; and, on 
one of their days of meeting, the Heinbers presented him witli 
iin njfectionate aildrefiK, which was read by Archdeacon Musgrave, 
as chairman for the day. ile w^as so much affected by it, aa to be 
incapable of reply ; but tlie Addresa itself was carefuUy preseiTsd 
to the day of ]us death, nud found marked amongst his papers. 
" 'I'hcKUaiid Society mot ht're,"Jiesny»t," for discussion — Arcli- 
deaeon Mu«grave, Reverends Bull. Knight, (iratrix, Redhead, 
Tripp. Sinclair, Crogtliwnite,JIeek.!laigh, Hope. Bateman. &c. 
I was much edified and comforted." And again, in a letu-r after 
his return to Iiidiii : " rrrscut my ti'iidercet loye to the Ellnnd 
Society, my introduction to which I consider one of the many 
hlt'ssiiigs of my vi.sit home. I trust 1 shall continue to liavc 
iJieir prayers. The prayers I collected in England are lihe o 
corering cloud distilling showcra of blessings on me in the heat 
of India. Yes; 1 i-emeiuber the dear Ai-chdeacon and the 
clerg>- present ; to all of whom, and more especially to Arch- 
ilemcon Musgrave, my love," 

A rctroispect of hia own miuiatiy follows : — 

' HcDDEitSFiKLD, Seyfemfter 2Ia(, IBlfi. — I enter this day, by 
God'a infinite mercy, on the forty-fifth year of my ministry. I 
have been reading over the three serrices for Deacons, Pricatfi. 
and bishops in our Ordinn]. 

' I have the greatest need for iiumilijltion before Christ my 
^Aviour on looking back almost half it century. Oh ! cleanse 
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Thou mc from my faults- Ciwt me not away from Thy pre- 
Bence. Take not Thy Holy Spirit from me. Create in me r 
cleui lieitrt.

' II. And siirply I haye the greateBt cause for giutitudk to 
Christ (1) for upholding, pardoning, recovering grace ; (2) for all 
ibo blessin;;8 of his prorideoce and mercy at CbohhAm, Oxford, 
Worton.

long ; (11) ftud for all the Divine mercies.

and from nil beKetting Iniquities, and froui tho 
opponents of India'K Holvation). 
■ 8. '■ And Thou aaitlst I will sm-ely do thee good" (Thon 
hast proraiBcd lo givo thy servants "grace and 
glory," and to withliold no good thiug from them ; 
Mid idso that *' thy word" spoken bv thy ministers 
shall not return unto th^e void). Amen. jVmen.' 



Again the fever suddenly i*etumed. The malaria evidently 
remained in the syatem, and the slightest cause developed it. 
Each attack, however, was slighter than the preceding, and this, 
Iiapiiily. proved to be the laaL >\Tica recovered, the Bishop 
went to Hiu'rogftte, and spent some time tliere quietly and 
pleasantly. From thenee he visited Durham, Sherbnni- House, 
Ripon, and Bishopsthorpe : entertained most courteously by 
the present Archbi»hop of Canterbury, then Prebendary of 
Durham, by the Kuv. Dr. Fabcr, Master of Sherburn- hospital, 
by Dr. Longley, then Bishop of Ripon. and by Dr. Vernon Har- 
court, late ^Vrchbishop of York. 

At this latter place he stayed some days, much interested by 
converse with the Archbishop, "a superb old gentleman, tall, 
stout, wiUi a most vigorous healthy eountennnce, a little Innic from 
liaving strained a tendon of his right ancle," who had entered his 
ninetieth year. Amongst other distinguished company, he met 
there William Wordsi^orth. But the poet sat silent, and all 
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were disftppoiiited. "Let mc tryto draw liiiu out," snid th* 
Bishop, nnd taking a $eat beside hini, he began U> talk nboiit 
India, and tlie varied scenes tbrough wbicli he liad po-ssed. 
Wordawortli inclined iiia ear, aiid Uie lieavy look jMiKsed nway. 
But tlieir minds n-ere cast in diiTerent moulds. The conTenui- 
tion did not flow, nnd the uttcaipt did iiot succeed. 



AViUi defuia nnd difjuitarie* of the C'liurcli h« hiul better 
ftaccees. The eroction of his Cnthedinl hnd given grcnt interest 
to Ms iuspection of the noble buildings t-'ntrusted to them, ami 
be vail anxious to ubtniti tliolr uilvivo nn tu the best cousii, 
tution for his own proposed Chapter nt Cntcuttft. Hie iuter- 
cuur^ with tbem was pleaRftnt and rheeifnl, and ndded to 
couKtunt chfiLige of scene, proved beneficial both to bodr and ' 
mind. Health seemed to return, and dutien were gmduallj' 
resnnied. Hiw first public nppeal on belnjf of the Society for 
tlie Proptigatiou of the GosjJel in t'oi-eigu I'arts was made in 
Huddernficld ; nud, sftugiiiue of the iuiprorcmvut he had recom- 
mended, lii< H])okc htrougly in it» fnvotii*. The B4^'Coiid appeal 
was made at York, and fow who were preeont vnll forget his 
allusion to William Wilberforce, and his animated charge to the 
then Arcli(U'ncoii of York, who was pi-eaettt, to tread in lus 
father's steps. 

He begftu, also, to collect on Lehnlf of his Cathedral Fund, 
And on his return, to London urns ao Ihr restored as to he nhte 
to presH on viRorouHly his Tndiiui projects. 

Hib correRpundeuce, however, with influential personages in 
this behalf, the aid rendered him by the Archbishop, the 
frequent interview.s with the I'resident of the Board of Control 
and tlie Chairman of the Court of Dirpctnra, were all in ytan. 
At first his hopes of success had been saugnine ; for none who 
thought upon his long acrrice, looked upon his worn couji- 
tenance, or listened to lib earnest wordK, could find the heart 
to discourage or refuse him. But time piused on, dii&cultiea 
won soggefited, precedents were wanting, delay was intei'posed, 
and finally uU his plans were frustintcd. The uncovenanted 
Chaplains were not appointed, the Agm Bishopric was not 
instituted, the Chai-ter of Incorporation was not granted. Such 
was (he will of God; such the answer lo hig prayer that he 
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might linve jiittt tlie meusiu'e of success '' Unit might »«em fit 
to die Divine Majesty." 



Tlic opening of the ycac 164t) found Itiiii in iHliugtou. On 
tlic 5th of •JiiniiiU'y a. cnrringo drove up, and Lord Kotcnlfe was 
anuonaced. Ue rnter^d witJi liie same stout fcHitio an usiml. 
btit with aa enfeebled step, aud a face swiitJiiKl in DanneJ. For 
u mumcut, old liim-s sct^incd to hiivc i-cturued, for tbero sat 
the Govomor-Gpncrft], and thtre the Bisiiop, witli his first 
ChaploiB — the persons the same, tliotigh the scene was changed. 
But it was ouly for & moment that reiuiuiiiceuce's displAced 
realities. Th« Bishop had fcecii niised from the grave: the 
Ooveruor-Gcueiiil wes sinking into it. ite spoke quite calmly 
of his state. The springs of life were diying up. and he had 
110 liope of its proloQgatioJi. The past was like " a tale thut 
in told," or a "di-eamwlieii oueawaketh." The vision of Indiii 
bearing teottmuiiy tu Iiih high iutegiity, of Jamuiira grateful 
for its restored tiuuijuillity, of Conntla bending uudci his firm 
baud and fixed jnniiow ; the ii]iprob»tioi) of lus Sovereign ; tlio 
respect of his country; the title ennobling Lift nutiie: — all 
Ukcse WRre vnn).shing away an death drew nigh, and the realities 
of tlie eternal irorld iven: becoming distinct and vivid. Tlit 
Bishop spoke earnestly uf -Jesus (.'lu-ist, aud of "the things tliat 
aecompany salvation:" and Lord Metcalfe responded humbly 
and reverently. All then knelt in prayer: the benediction was 
given : mid they parted to meet no more on eoi-th. 

The next day he wrote witli iiometliingof his old impukive 
energy to the Archbishop, sngge.stiny n Pnstonil letter from His 
tirace condeniiiatory of doctrines and practices tending to 
Popery: adding tliat "it was generally tliought tlmt the 
Bishops had not been decisive eugugh ; and that Chtist 
hououi'od It bold and open eonfession of his name." The 
Archbishop replied immediately and kindly. lie said tlint he 
had had sucli u Pastoral letter iti his luind for some time past: 
but ihiugii were not yet ripe for it. 

On tlie follou'iiij^ day the Annual Cleiical Meeting, to which 
reference bus more tban once been made, was held in Islington. 
The Bishop had been accustomed fur some years to wi-ite a 
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letter fi-om Inilia, whicJi was rend at the mucUug ; bat now lie 
WII8 ijireaeiit liiui&elf. His uwii account is as follows : — 

' It 13 nbout uiueteea or twenty jeara hiacc 1 liv^uu tliis 
iiUDuul meeting for pra^ei' and conference; iui<l il is fuiirtcvii 
yean mwt; I last met the breUir<au. iu Jununn-. lH'-ii. WhAt. 
meixies have I received ! What sius, alas ! hiive I comuiittcd f 
Wbat lai'ge iiieasui'es of gi-noe I need ! Lord supply me out of 
the riches of tlij- gloi-y iu Christ Jesua. 

' 8':)0 p.m. BlutiStid be Ood for this inonit cbeeritig nnd holy 
meeting. The nuiubi-r assembled wns one liiindrcd and thirty- 
tlirev, nil uf one heart nnd u»« luiiid. Thu subject was "The 
pi*c»ent position nnd prospects uf I>rot«stnnt Missions." Chan- 
cellor Ratkes and Mr. Venn spoke witli the greatest eflect for 
ttbout an hour each. Mr. J. W. Catiningham, Mr. Biclterstvth, 
and Mr. Brandrani made most e.xccllent prayers. At about two 
o'clock I retired. Mtiy God grant that the impression way 
long couUime on every heart.* 

He wan now able to nccept a renewed invitntioit to dinner sent 
by the East India Company, nnd to respond when his henlth 
WR8 proposed. After dwelling upon several religious topics, 
he availed himsell' of the opportunity of beaiing glad testiniooy 
lo their beneficent and just ndc iu India. 

Several chRplntncies wei-o placed at hiu disposal ; lUid lie 
lind the opportunity of seeing and couwmng with all (.'haplains 
who were appoLulcd, before Uicy left England. Ho prized thiti 
greatly, for iii> point was nearer his heart tliau tlie selection of 
^t men to serve tlie Church of Chrint in India. 

For Hixty-one Sundays he had becu silent. Oa tlie 
i^th Febru)\r}- thi» loug silence was broken ; and be began 
Ilia pulpit rainistrntiona by preaching from Psalm Ixxi. 1 4 — 19, 
in the parish church at Isliugtuu. 

On the 1 ] til lie was presented at Coiu't by Lord Ripon, with 
whom he afterwards dinod in ]irivat<,-, atnl laid nouiv interesting 
conversation concerning tlie Cathedral and the eaiatnuDiou 
pbtte. which it was hoped Her Majesty would pres«Dt as an 
offering to it. 
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Those Lopes wvi-i; suou ni'tcrwiu'tls rvaliscd ; oud hut uwu 
a4!coimt is as follows : — 

' Ou We<liie8dRy, Moi'uli I'Jtli, I wns Lououred witli a privalc 
audieDOu by Uie Quees. and bubinittud the pious of tlic 
Cathedral, wiUt n potitioo thnt Hor MajOKty would give the 
oomiQuiiiou pln.te. 

' I was luti'oduced also to Sir llobert Peel, who inquired how 
my deaigns for India n-ere proceeding, aud wished me heartily 
success. 

'Her Mu-jcsty, Prince .Ubcit, and Hir Hobcrt Peel much 
ndmired tlie viewd of the Cnthedrnl. 

' I was also introduced to the Duke, who Huid he wbb 
in better health than he had bei-u tor tncuty yennt. Lord 
IDUcuburougk al»o was very kiud to uae. 

' For all thvsc mcrcit-s, blessed be Tliy holy name, Loril.' 

.Vn enti-y in liis Journal foUowiny tJiis intervkw, prcscuts lUi 
interesting contraBt : — 

*MarcA nth. Went to No. 31, Milk Street, where, in 1702, 
I was an apprentice. I visited the warehouse, counting-house, 
purloin-, kitvlicu, bctlroom — where "I passed with luy stuff 
uver Jonhiu" id my boyhood. Huiuiliution — Tlinnkggiving— 
Joy!' 

A strange eight to a Calcutta eye is noticed at this tiuio :— 

"Teaterdty, when I rose, about six o'clock. I saw the whole 
Borfftce of tJie groiuid covered wilii &now ; the brancliea of ail 
the tree» were decked with this white mantle.* 



The success of the petition (customnry in all such cases) to 
Her MajcHty is thus rc-ccn*ded : — 

' The Bishop of Oxford has wriWen iiic word, that Her 
Alfyeity will give the commumon plate. Deo hius I ' 

As soon ns the weather [wruiittcd, ho b«gan to tmrel, iu 
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rc»pu>isu to iiiui; invitatioiis he liad i-eceived. His object 
WHS to ingpire iiiunisl uu Indtuu &u1)ject3 ; aud to obtaiu con* 
U'il)utionB, now urguatly uccdeil, for tUc completion of his 
C'at1tcdvn3. Clitirclicii were opened for him wherever he went, 
Aud public )nt-cliiigM lioltl. One of the lirHt of these meetings 
was at Islington, concerning which he says. " the extreme love ofJ 
tiiG people was rcmarhablc." He tbu» risitcd AValthuuistow, 
Clifton, Bnstol, Orletou, Stafford; and, subsequvutlv, maii;^ 
other places. 

Ou April 23i-d he received a, cfu'd for Uie dinner given to^ 
KcL- Mnjeetys Ministers at the Mnn&iou House. Two hundred 
of the nobility and gentry were present, witli moat of the 
CBbiiiot Miiiister». Sir Kobtrt Peel wiis Uiere. with Ixprdaj 
Itipoii iind Mohou of the India Board, and Lord Dalliousie,. 
soon afterwarila Oovernor-Oeneral of India. The Bisbop sat 
next but one to Sir Ilobeit Peel, and tlius describes the part 
he wan colled to take :^ 

'AlUr iho " Iteidth of the ijiicen," Ac., hitd been given, 
" The Cburch «iid the LSishopB uf St. David's ttii<l Calcutta." 
\tSL% proposed, to my great surprise. AVhilst the Bishop of 
St. David's was speaking, I ankcd 8ir Itobcrt Peel whether 1 
shoutd B&y auythiug. Ho said " Yes." But lindiug that the 
Bisho]) of St. David's had replied for both of us. 1 ftt>ked Sir 
Kobei't again whether 1 slioiild Hpetik. He ugain replied in 
the ufllrmative.' 

A pretty long address was the eonseqiieaco, in which he 
referred to the recent victories gulued in India, the re-establi&h- 
ment of ireace, and the gi-Rtitude due to God. lie exprcBsed 
an earnest hope that the exteuBion of oiur teiritory would lead 
to an extenHton of Chrititianity, and to the division of the 
imwicldy Dio'ccse of Calcutta. Ho suggested that the fouuda- 
tiou of the Bishopric of Agi-a at this cmis, woidd he a fitting 
token of thanksgiving tn God : and then commended India, 
and tlie cause of Christ, to the prayers aud Kympathy of all 
present. 



J I believe <iod helpctl me,' h*; uayti, 'for I Viiu> perfectly 
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calm and sclf-posmtssed. I tisked Sir Robert aftemrards 
wbetber he approved of what 1 had said. He nnsn'pred 
wariuly, thut hu did, and that it would be well received. I 
begged Liiu tliett M'heti hi^ tiirit oame to ^pt^idc, to lu^surc tlic 
coiDpuny tlmt what I had asked for would be granted, and the 
Dew Dishopric of Agrn founded, tie lKU({lied, utid said, " No, 
im : th« East India Com[)aDy must do that. " May this my 
appcul be tuiswprcd by success being grouted hy llim wbo 
alone can grant it — Thk Ijokd Ciuust.' 

Tbe May mettings were now at linod, and he bad consented 
to preach tlie annual sermon at St. Bride's, before the friends 
of tli« Church Missiouary Society. For a few days previous 
quiet and preparatiuu be retired to Beckeiibaui Itvctory ; and 
on bin return home wrote as follows : — 

' Haturdai/, Mui/^tid. I have returned tliis morning from 
Buckouiuun, having Imd tlueu luiijiterrupttd (biya fur writing 
zoy anniversary sennoii. I am much exhausted by ov«r-nppIi> 
cation in preparing it. May it please Thee. O Lord, to assist 
Thy aervaut in correcting what is anmn, aJid in delivering it 
with uji humble coutrite LicUvvui); heart; simply relying on 
Thy grace and Holy Spirit for auy, the least blessing at the 
Church and afterwards. Amen.' 



Tbia prayer was htyard and abundantly answered. Few 
Anniversary Sermons of this excellent Society have be«u 
attended with a larger blessing, and none before or since, have 
met with so hbcral a response. The text itself— "They 
overcame by the blood of the Lamb," (Rev. xii. 11) — at once 
lUTCsted attention, imd the sermuu rivetted it. His demeanour 
in the pulpit was calm anil grave : hi» dchvery animated 
and impreSEive : ami when in the middle of the discourse be 
paused and asked for a glasa of water, appealing to his 
andience to "foi^vethe infirmities of uu old man," many a 
heart was touched, iind many an eve fdled with tears. It is 
unnecessary to dwtdl uj)od the discourse itaelf. since it was not 
only ptdvlishcd in tlie .A.nnuiil Kepurt, but printed at the time 
by the Society, and widely circulated. It sealed the testimony 
deHvcrvd twenty-nine years before.

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' It tooh me,' he bavs, ' eighty-flve minatea in the delivetj ; 
and tlie hcttt u-ns so iutensc that I tliought I gkould hare 
broken down more tbaii once. The Committee are printing 
the sennoi) fur iniiitvdiutc puhlicatioii. Deo soli per JesotUj 
Clinstiim sit glorin ! I linvc now done wiUi public duties, and' 
shBl) turn mystilf to prepHration for re-emburking oo August 
SOtb, for dear India. Aineu.' 

He had howcrer many other colla to meeL He. attended 
the Anniversary Sermon before the Society for the Propagation 
of the Gospel, in St. Paul'a Cathedral. He eays, " The aer\-ice 
was sublime. Most of the older Bialiopa knev me and were 
very friendly — Murray of Rochester, Copleston of Llandaff, 
liaye of Lincoln, Bothcl of Bangor. I had to make ui 
AddrcBs in tliv vvening." 

He dined with the GoM-tmitha* Company, who had ^rea' 
one liundrcd guineas to his CHthedral Ftmd ; and n-ith tho 
Ihfcrolmnt Tailora' and Mercers' Compfiny, whom he wished to 
intcretit in the same cause. 

Ho had muofa pleasant intercom-se with Sir Bobert Hexry 
IngliH, and told him he ropented of the approbation he had 
({ivun to the Act of Koman CathoUc Kmancipatiou in 18211, 
because be " considered tJint the Roman C&ltiotics had violated 
all the oaths and promises then made." 

' Sir R. H. IngliR,' he addK, ' went on Tuesday last to Sir 
liobert Peel in the House of Commousi sat down with Itim on 
the Trt-asury bench, aritl showed him a Delhi Gaxctte rfqairiiig 
mor« olmploius, wiUi a Bishop for Agrn. Sir lUibert Pec) of 
bin own accord said, " It would be a fitting testimony of our 
gratitude to Almi(;hty God, and the new Bishop might have 
the territorioa of the Sutlej under his jurisdiction." Sir B, 
H. Inglis then nsked him If be should put the (luesUon Ut him 
[mblicly in the I louse, as Premier. He, and Oie Chancellor of 
the Kxohequcr, who sat at his side, both said — "No. no : it 
would put up the backs of tlte East India Directors.'* ' 

On Aaccnsion Day, he dined witli tlic Arcbbishop, and met j 
about twenty-two Bishops. "Koihiug," he saytt, "could Irtl 
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more grave and iHrcoming. "the dinner wits the nsual one given 
on Stato ovoutioiis. After coffee, the Uishop of London read 
the lifttt Report of tlie Colonial Bishop's Fund. It vks moat 
cncouriigiiig; nine 8c«a crccte*!, and several more determined on. 
Mfty Ood bli-Sit. Pniyora were rend in ohniK'l Wfore dinner: 
the Communion Service for tlie ditv being nil lliat wag nncd." 

He raentioiiH tJiat on May 24th, Dr. M«rsh had Rent him two 
texts. " I will keep thee in all Ihe way tbi»t thuu goest, and 
will not leave thee till I have done all which I liAve «]>okctt 
to thee of;" this, he saya, is 'for my eiicourtigemenf "Be 
thou fuitliful unto death : " this is ' for my direction.' 

On June 8nd, be was at Winchester: — " Being at Archd<>acoo 
Hoare's." he says. "I have preached, for the fir«ttimeiu my life, 
in one of our ancient and niatrnificent catliedrals — collection 78/. 
AtloDcheon afterwai'dsmori! than fifty wure present, half of them 
eUrgy, to whom I trii.st Llio merman may have hefin uiterul. Tli4-i-e 
IS nn nnsettledness and agitittion in the minds of the younger 
clergy. O Lord ! have mercy on me. and oa tlic Church, and 
eaabto mc to bear my testimony aright to the Ooitpet." 

On Jnnc LJtb, he nnya, " I have pit^ached tliifl morning in 
one of the very largest churches in London — St, Andrew's, 
Holbom, in which parish I was minister of Si. -Jolui's from 
1808 to 1824. Yesterday I had a dehfthtfiil evening with 
Bishop Gobftt of Jeni»alem, Mr. Pratt, and my two sons. Wa 
prayed together. Xhe Bishop nsked me to preach his Conse- 
cration sermon, which I shall be happy to do if in my power." 

He was also engaged to preach the annual sermon for the 
RadcUffe InHrmary at Oxford. Preparatory to this, he went 
down to Worton, and spent « few ihiys in tliat quiet spot 
endeared to him by so many aBSoeiations. Some extracts from 
his joumol will follow : — 



' WoBTOS, Jnne IWA. I have been preaching once again in 
Lower Worton Church. Here 1 came as curate forty-three 
years 8inc«. Dlcssed 1)e Thy name, O my tender-hearted 
Saviomr 1 for another Kahbnth in this ntost peiicefitl spot.' 

'WAonAM College, OxFoiin,,/iiii»^ 2.'1(A. Ti)Thee,OLonI,he 
the glon' and the praise, for I'hy asatstAnce and goodness to Thy

Slay it tend to promote Thy glory and tic good of 
Botits. Praised be Thy niune for Oxford — for llie kindness of 
the Vicc-chuncellor nnd MrE. Symons — fur ossistanco in fiaish-

with which it B«oins to hnve been received — for tlie T«ry con-> 
sidorable aamber of devotud yuuth uow here. I was penuodtd 
at unce to commit the sermon to the press.' 

'FAasnAuCAaTLK,BiaHOPOpWiscUEBTEB's,Jiii/ff 4(/i. Thank 
God I have pntaf^hcd the Fumham Ordioation sertuoQ as 1 
promist-d. It VOLS in the Palace Chapel. There were about 
thirty ciindldntes. I have also completed the sketch of the 
Consecration sermon fi»r to-morrow.' 

'Clapiiam, July ith. I have dov gone through the foiir 
difficult public duties of my readenee in England. (I), The 
"Reply" of July aSrd. 1815. (i). Tho Church Missionuy 
Sermon. (3), The Oxford liadcliffic Sermon, {i). The Jew- 
salem CoasccraUou Sermon of this monsliig. Of this last I 
had extremely short notiou, and it involved a variety of matters 
of disput«. 1 took all tliu puius 1 could, working upon the 
aubetance of a sernion begun in I81li, and prcadicd twenty 
seven times. It took an hour in the delivery. The Archbisliop 
and Bishops of London and Lichfield were preeent. The 
service was most solemnly conducted. It lasted lliree hours 
and a half, and as the heat was ex.ce8sive, I,was overcome witli 
weariness. The body of tliu L-hapi-I wns crowded with gentlo- 
men, and the gnllery and .^rL-hlnshop's pew with Indies.' 

'Hampstf^ai', Jtdff ^th. At one o'clock yesterday, I attended 
the Society for Promoting ClirLstiiui Knowledge. Tbe Arch- 
bishop and the Cishop of London were present. I tliauked 
the Society most aiucerely for their pft of 50001. towards the 
Cftthodral, and their undertaking to print an ijnproved edition 
of tho HinduatAiii Prayer Book. I mentioned Her l^lajesty's 
gift of communion plate, the Rev. Mr Craig's (of Ijeamington) 
gift of the kcteru cugic, Mr. T. Natt's gift of 7ftO/. for a 
Canon's residence, and the grant of HQOl. from tltc University of ' 
Oxford. I also went through the geueml estimates. All was 
received and repli<;d to in the kiudi'sl manner posMihle.' 

'FuLUAM Pai.acKj Juljf liOi. On Sunday hut, I preached my 
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fortieth senaon aince February dtli. IL was at Christ •Choreti, 
Spitalfi«Ms — the parish of my birtli. There was ait imiueuite 
conip'cgatioD, and dcop iitleuUoii. 

*I was stnick wilh the fleeting tenure of life, us I Bat here Id 
Bishop Porteus'a libriiry, with the portraits of Kidley, Sherlock, 
Lowth, nnd otliers nround inc. The collection is complete. 
The land OD which the Palace stands was given to the Bishop 
of London, a.l>. 60:).' 

'CuoBDAM, (/«Jy ]6t/i. I have oucu more been permitted to 
pnpftch in Mr. Cecil's pulpit nt Chobhani, after forty -five years 
fimm my first coming here in IBOl, an curate, llles&ed be 
Ood for what he has done in tliis pimah by Mr. Cecil oad the 
two Jcrramn. 

' A little leisure Alls me vith confusion and sliome, a.s I 
meditate on my ovru heart Every evil in ready to rise up. 
The fiuivy, memory, inmgiiiutioii, are Sa.taii'» tiork^^hop in 
advanced life. O Lord! cleanse tlie Uioughts of my heart hy 
the inspiration of thy Holy Spirit. Grant mt that purity of 
heart wluch prepares for seeing Thee.' 

'Briohton, Rt.t. H. V. Elliott's, July if 1(A. Another Sun- 
day's mercies. There were a thousand people in Church on 
Sunday morning. Collectiou for the Cathedral, 791., dnce 
made up to lOlil. Attention deep and solemn. 1 have been 
reading here tranquilly and pleasantly a volume of Ilervcy'a 
Letters, discovered sixty years after liis death, and published in 
1611, full of that tliorough devotcdiiess of hoiirt, deadnesg to 
all earthly thin^, nud longings aftf^r grace nnd holiness, which 
clmracterised the leaders of tlie revival iu our Church. He 
writes in 1709 to Mr. Wesley and Wliitfield and a Mr. Kindine 
to dissimdv from itinunitiuj* and leaving tlie Church. Oh that 
the spirit of Hervey might pervade our younger clergy and 
mj-Mlf. To wulk with Ood ia the only spring of happiness and 
asefulne)«s. 

• Twenty were at breakfast this morning, and amongst tliem 
I>r. Wordsworth, late of Harrow. 1 visited St. Mary's Hall, 
for educating one hundred daughters of the poorer clergy — 
admirable— coat 20,000/.' 



From Brighton he complied with the earnest invitation of 
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the Bialiop of Exct«r, with whose son, as *n officer of escort, 
lie had iKen very fheudly tu Tiidix, and visited him at Binhop- 
stoke. ht» villi^ near Tun|un>-. 

On Julj ^ 1th tie preacbe<l in the Cathedral at Kseter, a 
serrattD which was afterwarda printed. " 1 preached," he says, 
" more strongly and clearly than at Winchester. I'he Catbe- 
dnl was crammed. The Bishop tliaokcd me expressly for the 
discourse without any qualilicatioo. A public meeting was after- 
wards hald. Had IWl. contributed for the Calcutta Culticdral." 

AAer visiting J. Garrntt, F.sq., at Bisliop's Court, ToKiuav, 
and Sir T. D. Acland, when; he pTViicli(.-il in tlic private chapel, 
and in«t a distiiipiished and plcARant pArty, he loft Devonshiw, 
and returned to Islington : — but not to rest Huddentfield wan 
again visited, and Manchester, Hull, Ri]Kni, ShcflWld: nt oU 
wliieh plnoes he preuched, inspiring great interest and making 
largo colleetiuns.

He went over the new Houses of Purlimncnt ntWwtminster, 
conducted by Sir Charles Barry. He visited Wesminster 
Abbey, which bo Lad not seen for fifty yeara. He made r 
bDrriei) journey to Cambridge, nud preached in l^fessor 
SchoUlield'a churth, which was crowded with University men 
of aU nuks. Viunoiu bcneTolent institutions in London were 
TJsited; anionf^t tliem the Jew'H Society in Palestine Place, 
and Bcthnal Green with its chiirchcti. Ou August S-'ith he 
took leave of the Church Mistiionary Coiiiinittec at SidiHbnrjr 
Square. Sixty gentlfini'n wpvp pi-esent, and I.,ord Calthorpe 
presided. The Ruv. H. Veuii, thL- lloiiororj- Sccrctui'y, read an 
adnitmble itddress : and after his reply, tlic BiiJiop of Oxford 
bade him farewell in a speech " subdued, affectionate, dignified, 
and full of heart." 

Kow came in the Qitken's mnguificent present for his 
Cathedral. It conaisted of ten pieces of tiilvor plate, richly 
gilded, and bearing suitable uiscriptionH. Harlug deposited 
these carefully in a case, be bore them with hiui to ludiu, with 
luiiiiixcd pleasure, and feelings of (^'ateftil loyalty. 

On Tliuraday, August S7t!i, accompanied by his two sons, 
be pud A fiiri^wcll visit to the Archbishop at Addin{!lon Park, 
meeting many distin|,niisbed guests, and spending two vciy 
plvasuut davH. 

The prominent features of his visit to England have been 
thns noticed: but it has been impossible to describe all the 
social intercourse with his old friends, and all Uie Communion 
of Saints, which constituted its great charm. These may be 
readily supposed, and must b« supplied by the Unaginalion of 
the reader. 

His passage to Liilia had been already secured iu n fine 
Bailing vessel, called The Prince of Wales, for he dreaded the 
fatigue and e^iposure still attendant upou the overland route.

Viewed after a laptte of years, there is snrely Hometlilng of 
the Kelf-devotion of an earlier and better day, in ttiis second 
departure from liis country, his kindred, and bis father's 
houitc. The romance of India had loog since pa8»i>d away. 
He knew the aftUctione which awaited him. He had felt tlie 
strife of tongues. The sun had aniitteu him. Life was nmning. 
The communion of the Church at home, the Bjnupathy of 
IrientU, the love of children — all had to be relincjuislied.

He called his 
ohnplnin to his side ; nni) stedfiLstly set Ins face towards 
Itidin, not countiug Iiih " lifa dcior tmto liim»clf, so that he 
iiii^lit linisli Lis courKC with joy, aiul tlio uitiiietiy liu hiul 
received of the Ixird iFeauii, to testify the tiospel of tlie grace 
Ood." Xot a word wiia said to disKiindL' him. Tlic chai'ge 
tuilemnly Inid upon hift chilili-i>ii before he left Jiidin wiik 
strictly kept ; and whatever had been their hopes, their grief 
was silent. They felt that they should see his ime no more ! 



The second voyage to India, now conuuenoed, will he euf- 
fieiontly deserilcd in a letter written ty the Bishop when it was 
about to terminate.

'We are now in sight of the pilot vessel, and I niuat just 
give you the geueral feelings I have of Uie voyage. The UlUe

The wor^t meeting is the Trinitarian Bible 
Society : for the Congregational Union was a mere angry oat* 
burst af^ninst the Church. 

' In th«fic book-topies you will mako largo ftllowanoes for con- 
fusion of brain, nniformity of employment, and the want of 
intercUa&go of scene. What could I do n-ith myself £roiu six 
o'clock iu the morning to ten in the eveniug, daily, for fo«r- 
ifinn weeks, with no fiuuily, no iiewspeperB, no calls, no vjaita ! 
Badly, therefore, as 1 read evurj-tluDg, still I would bless God 
for the merciea granted to nie a» to hooka : aliqtiul h/rrfhlt. 

' }Iay I watch now against constitutional in&rmities and 
tendencies. 

' May I mortify tlie whole body of sin. 

' May I be wise to rule in the house of God with St. Faol's 
discretion and holy prudonce. 

' Lord give what Thou commondest; and command what 
Thou wilt.' 
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He Uncled on Mondny morning, December Hth. and, accom- 
jiBiiied by the Archdtacon, Colonel Forbos. Dr. \\'obb, and 
Mr. Pmtt, drove round at once to his CBthcdiiU. He found 
Uierv na u^scmbly of all die clergy iu and aronnd Calcutta, luid 
^on«e oflered up with them a prayer of " OinuksgiTing to 
God." The first rien* of Hie CutJicdral delighted him, though 
the progress had Bcorcely kept pace with his anlicipiilions. He 
considered llie whole edifice, thus far, "a grand suecesa," lie 
*aa received and entertained for a few days by the Archdeacon, 
and finally ent^rod the Paluce and resumed lus long-suspended 
duties on iM'iday, Dectniber 16th, IBiC. 

The reader will not expect siioh incnsRiiiit Inboiirs. and 
dccidud uctiou in the tiuit: tu couie ae have been duHtribed iu 
tlie time past. The Si^^hop himself felt that it could not be. 
" I muMt po softly," he said. " I must take in sail." And so he 
did. But still the gradual lessening of effort, the contentment 
with daily duties, aad the general euperintendenoe of tlte 
Church, were varied by many novel incidents and vigorous 
movemeuts ; ho tlmt, with chastened expectatioua, tlie sunset 
will be found tlie pleasante&C part of the day. 



At first all was confusion. On the Sunday after Christmas 
he says, " Oh ! blessed calm I How gracious is the institution 
of the Lord's £>ay I Yesterday, from ten till three o'clovk, I 
ira8 cugnged incciiiuintly witliout a moment's interaiiHsion, 
talking, consulting, and receiviiig the clerg)'. To-morruw I 
shall hare to begin ogaiu. But, icteijected, ia the repose of 
SuiKbiy ; and, as I do not preach to-day, I have only to lorn to 
Thee, my God and Saviour, for comfort and grace. I am not 
yet 8«ttle<l. I have not yet possession of the state of things. 
Furniture, books, correspondence old and new, are not yet 
arranged. I tliiuk wiUi much teudt-meBS of Islington and 
Huddersfield, and the many placog where 1 have eojounicd 
during my uauicai. visit home." 

He had written to the Governor- GeneraJ, Lord Hardinge. 
ou bis arrival, and soon received from him the following 
loiter :— 
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" I have hsd great pleasure in receiving your letter, which 
usarcs me of ;our cordinl congrutuUtioua ; and 1 vulnc such 
expressions Tery highly as procee<htig from n jircloto whose 
good opiuiou we all renpet-'t luid venerate. I luii tnilv rejoiced 
that your Lordship returns to Ihe country which jon have 
n<Iopl«d, in good health. 

" Since we separatt-d, I have risited many of the qnarters 
which had llie benefit of your presence, and I find, througliont 
tlie wliole Chrtstiau coinmuiuty, one pi-vMiiliug BentimcDt of 
affectionate attachment towards you, and a grvnt diMtirc to huvc 
you ouce more sraongst them. 

" I am on my way to Ltdiorc, hftviag concluded a new agree- 
ment with tliat Government, hy which the little Mahiu-ujah 
is to he under Bntish protection for tlie next eight years ; 
onr garrison remuiuiug in Lahore; and the ctnl, a.s well as 
military admiuUtnitioQ of the country being under the guidaiico 
of our British Resident, a most able officer, excellent miui, and 
good Cliristiau." 

The BUhop was delighted with this " charming 1ett«r ; " nod 
he was equally pleased to find that Sir Frederick Ctirrie, " u 
first-rale ma.n and excellent Christiftn." was about to enter 
Council. He augured well for India from these things. 

Hix joni'nal-lettera tu his cliildreQ were now i-cxumcd ; and, 
whilst lie remains in Calcutta, extractH hum theui will carry on 
the narrative a& before. 



' January Mth, 1817. — The chimes of Vulliamy's clock in 
the Cathedral are beginning to delight all Calcutta. The in- 
scription on tlic great bell, " Its sound is gone out into nil 
lands," iu to be gilded. This, witli the gilded arrow " of the 
Lord's deliverance " will, I hope, prove an augury and pledge 
of the salvation of India.' 

'JattiuxTff IGth. — Archdeacon Dcaltry is going up the country 
forayeai'. Hia healtli is matcriidly impnirtM], and he would 
certainly b« driven home if he did not take this tour. It ie a 
gvuft loss to us in Calcutta.' 
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* JaftwiTy 33n2. — ^AVho slioulJ call on mc tliis mortiiiig bat 
Sir Hiury Smith, the hero of Aliwal ! He wns its Rtmplc and 
entertainitig as ever. He escxped unhurt himself tlirough 
God's goudaess. His dvspatcli nus Etruck off in tho middle of 
the firttt night after the engiigeuient. Ou the iii^ht of tba 
eDgAgemeiit itself, he fell faat ludeep witli fati^e. On the next 
he awoke about tvfclve o'clock, nnd stai-ted from his iron bed 
to write. He theu called all his officers that iUey laight sag* 
gesi any correctJoue, or add any names. About twenty worda 
were altered.' 

* i/aiiiwrt/ 88(fc.— I have had a mfkncholy day al Bishop's 
College. I Lad not visitod it for Uiree years. Nothing could 
exceed the pcrsonnl kiiidneas and respect of the Principal and 
Pftifessors. The tmiUlings are iu exccUcut order. Ikly visitor's 
room wait ready. The number of students grvat«r than ever. 
But when I came to examine tJie youth in divinity, their i^o- 
ranee was deplorable. They seemed to have no love to Christ 
and their mi^touary work. The commoueat questious puzulcd 
them. I mftde an address, and adverted to three matters which 
had been reported to me. First, that two students had called on 
Dr.Cnrcw, the Popish Archbishop, and one of tlicm had kissed 
the ring ou htii finder, which is the conimon token of allegiance. 
Secondly, that another youth hiwl declared he was ready to go 
and join the Komanists. Thirdly, that the heiid mistresa of 
the Military Orphan A&ylum had professed herself a nuu.

' Ffbrwiry "Jth. — I have had more general depression, inapti* 
todo to cope with my duties, and disturbance of health (with- 
out positive iUnesB) during tlie last eight weeks than I ever 
remember. But all is wkli, ; for God is Love.* 

' ffbruari/ aO(fc. — Last evening I dchvcrcd ray first Lent 
Lecture. The subject of the <-ourse this year is. The nature 
and importance of habituid peuiteucc of heart before God : — 
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not to the exclusion of joy and peace, but »3 asiwciated with 
tliem, nnd the m^iuis of prcpftring for them. There vero six 
hundred nnd juxty-scTwi present." 

' March 'drd. I hate just returned irom my morning drive. 
Tlic triumphal rec«ptio» of the troops, and of tlie Sikli puns is 
preparing. A temporary nrch is reun-d, wiOi the words Aliwnl, 
Moodkee. Sobmon, and Fcrozesfaur, on the four sides. Tha 
lielda of the Esplanade are crowded with nativea: and at ono 
exttVEoity of it stand two hundred and fi%-two Sikh guns. 
Elephants and cniiieli^ are crowding in. I had the ulmost 
difficulty in getting through the di:u»i.- crowd.' 

* April 14iA. I called on Sir Frodurick Currie, and he 
accompanied me to the CatbedrFil, where Sir H. Maddock, 
Mr. Millctt, Mr, Cameron, and Sir J. I'. Grant, met us. The 
8talU, communion raiU and table, ea^le, and pews, were all 
put np in a temporary manner. Ever\*ihinf; tieemeil to bo- 
excellently well. God's name be praised 1 In a few months 
all will 1m completed. Oh 1 that the spiritual building may 
rise to the glory of Chnst. and tlie salvation of tlie heathen.' 

' May UniL In June next. I hold my general confirmation. 
Wrestle for mc. Oh my cliildren I in prayer, that God may 
guide, ttanctify and prosper mc in all my arduous work. I 
daily pray for you all. Eternity I Oh, Eternity ! Wbat art 
tiiou '! How near! How ahsorbiug! I cim only contemplate 
it in and through Christ. Then I uan leave m,iF-8cU bolli body 
and KOul : for I know that He is " able to keep that which I 
have committed unto liiiu against that day." ' 

• May Vdth. To my siuimac nnd delight, " Bishop Corric'a 
Liffi" enrae In on Tuesday. It is a marvellous work. The 
interior soul of a Christiau of the highest grade was never 
more exqmsjtely portrayed. There is not a page which has 
not some of tin? " gold of Ophix.*' The biographer has done 
little more than arrange the inimitable series of letters and 
journals. So far it is defective. It will not be generally read. 
But to the pious mind, which ciui appreciate spiritual religion, 
it will he a treasure. It humbles m<! in tlie dust. I felt just 
as I did in reading "Venn's Life," nnd " Henry Martyn." At 
what n low chb my t'-hrititiiiiiily has been for tlm fifteen years 
of my Indian life - '

The slips of matting can-ied the eye along two hundred and 
tlurty-ont! feci from the west door, to the steps of tJic Com- 
munion railing. Tlie Governor sat in his nmgmtieeiit ehair, 
which Colonel Forbes doclarcH is a more classical one tlian tlie 
Queen's in the House of Lords. The bell tolled for the Gntl 
time, 'i'he nhole appennuicc csce«dod the expectations of all 
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present. Tbos far, tbank Ood. it is well that no fftilur« liis 
token place. Now for the humble heart, and the spirituBl 
ends.' 

' October 8nf, Sutvlay. Oh ! Lord Jesus. Thou art the 
light of my blinded mind. Shine inwai'dly by Thy Spirit. 
Dispel my durkacsii nf soul. Feed uc at Thy blessed tabid 
as " with nuirrow iind f«tiieitn." Preserve nic in patience and 
equanimity tliis week, when the Conaecration is designed to be 
performed and tlie sennou preached. May all be doue in 
contrition of spirit, and with a single eye to Thy glory.' 



Tb« day at length nrrived when the object of 80 many 
anxioos CRJtfs, so many wiiitinf! years, ho many bright antici* 
patioDSi 80 many liberal couti'ibutions, so many euriiKitt 
prayers, was to be attained, and St. Paul's Catbedral dedicated 
to the serrice of Christ and His Chureli. Eight years had 
clapHcd since Die first stone was laid on October 8th, 1839. 
Tlie estimated cost then watt -10,000^ ; and the real expcudituro 
was found now t^i be nearly RO,i](ml. The lengtli of the whole 
building was two hundred and forty-eight feet ; the width 
eighty'three feet; the length of the tmnaepbt across the 
lantL-ni tower one hundred and Mxteen feet, tlic height of the 
spire from tlie ground two hundred and six feet : and it stood 
upon n precinct of seven acres, surrounded with a dwarf wall 
anii iron pdisadcs. It was designed to answer a tlircefold 
purpose— First, it was to be n Parish Church for a large 
district of Calcutta. Secondly, it was to be serred by a body 
of clergy, wlio under the desij^nation of a Dean and Chapter, 
were to bear a Ilfissionnry character and carry out Missionary 
ohjecta. Thirdly, it was to be the Catliedral of the Mctropo- 
Utioal See of Calcutta ; the Bishop's seat being tiausferred to 
it, and aU Episcopal functions performed in it. Ftir tJie com- 
mencement of the second of these designs a large Endowment 
Fund, amounting to nearly ao,000(. had been raised, and for 
the completion of it, a similar amount was still retjuired. The 
annual income thus accruing would have sufficed for the main- 
tenance of six MistiioURry Canons, who. with the addition of 
tlie Archilencon and six Honoiury Ctuions, would have con- 
stituted the Dean and Chnpler of the Cathetlral. But the 
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TailQi-e iu obtuioiug tlie Act of Incorpomtiou fruatiraled IbU 
ynxt of the design ; uud tliv funds were eventunily dis- 
pose<I of in 11 way wbicli will te told m itn proper pUce. For 
thig faihii'G, nml the disappointment consequent upon it, the 
Bishop waa ia do vriiy responsible. He liad done vfLhI ho 
could. Rut the reluctance of Uie £ti9t Isdin Compnny wa» 
Uotto be orercome. The " better times," for which he waited, 
are yet future. 

On the whole, nbout 73,000^. was raised. Of this amount, 
the Bishop hmieelf ((uve QOfiOOl., or two lacs of rupees — one 
for the buildiug, and the otlier for the eiidownieut. The 
Honournble Eust luditi Compnny appointed two iidditionaL 
chaplains, gave the site, ntid conb'ibutcd l-'iOOOI. towards the 
building ; bein;^ careful tii diting so, to avoid »ny counectiou with 
its avowed and tvell-untlerstoed missiotiiiry character. The 
subscriptions raised in IiuHii, including the benefaction from 
Mr. Gorton, which has been idi-esdy mcutioucd, amouuted to 
13,001.)/, The subscripttoQS in Eogland, originntiug nith tha 
AfL'hbiKhop of Cnnterbnry, who called a meeting in Lambeth 
rahicc and headed tholist with 200(.,and including nenrly? 000/, 
ruisedby the Bishop himself wheu iu Englnad.reBcbed 1C,000I. 
The Univci-sitj- of Oxford <!ontnbiiLed.100f. innitmey.andaClOi.in 
books for the Culhednil libniry. Tha lucorporalecl Society for 
the Propagation of the Gospul made a grant of nearly bQQOU 
for the fouudntion of u native Cftuonry. The venerable Society 
for rroraoling Christian ICnowIedge presented oOOOl. in fiva 
annuftl payments, and a superb Bible and rmyer-book. Mr. 
Thomas Natt, of London, gave lOQOl. and 7^0/. for a Canou's 
house. 

But besides these diiect contributions, various offerings were 
made to the Cathedral. The superb set of communion plate 
offered by Queen Victeriu has been uh'cady mentioned. Her 
Majesty aliio Hanctioiied the ufTeniig of a large stained glass 
window by th« Dean and Chapter of >Viijdst)r. The subject 
was " The Cnicifixion," after ii design by Wcbi ; aud the tone 
of colouring was quiijt and subdued. It was executed at a cost 
of '1000!., aud was originally intended as a present from King 
Geoige the Third to St. George's Chapel, Windsor. I'rom some 
cause unknown, it had never been completedi nor erected in th« 
rot- It. V 
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I>Uce designed ; and it was now, on the Bishoi)'Et appUcatioD, 
tnmbferred to CulcutU, and placed ia tli« east window of the 
CatJjedriil. The British and Foreign Bible Society graut«d 
twelve beautifuUjr bouud quaito Bibles. Tho Rev, Mr. 
Cnug of Leainiiigton, prcscuted a brazen eagle for the leo- 
teni, Rod Caplam Kiltoe a handsome stone font, wrought! 
{rem his own deiti^n, aud iii^asuriog eight feet equurc iit the* 
base. Mr. Llewellyn of Calcutta, procured to be made in Italy 
H large alabaster model of the Catltedral, and prcscuttd it to 
the Bishop, who eventually dciK>$it«<:t it iu the picture (jiiUery 
of the Bodleian Ijbi-ary iit Oxford. 

All these details, and an accurate statcnicul of accounts, 
were ptihUslivd iii a " FinuL I'cpoi-t," druuii up by tlie Bishop 
himgclf, and widely cii'culated both in India and England. It 
contained also the Seriuou pre&clied at tlie Consecratiuu, au 
account of the ceremonial obeerved, etchings of the exterior 
and interioi- of the building, and important original documents 
connected with the Bishop's designs and the Government 
grantj. 

Power had been retained to transfer, in case of need, to the 
Building Fund some part of the BIsliop'x own boncfactiou to 
the Kndownient Fund : and, with the partial application of this 
resource, no debt of any kind reuiaiucd : so that tlie Offertoiy 
collection made on the couHecration day, amounting to $001., 
iras bestowed upon the Culuutta Additional Clergy Society. 
It is rarely that eo ^eut n scheme sees so happy a t^nnina* 
tion ! The Bishop always attrihut^d it miunly to the gratuit 
and moat alle assistance of Colonel Forbes, who superintended^ 
the work with a seal and perseveraucc ahiiost uneiiualk-d, for 
dght yeai-s. " His services," say* the Bishop, " fully met all 
our waraiest desires, and auiimsaed tUl the highest anticipa- 
tions we bad formed." 



And now the Consecration Day 1ms dawned. The whole i 
iBciowded, every seat occupied, every aisle filled. For the fiiat^ 
time the voice of prayer and praise ascends. Then nil is hushed, 
and the venerable Bishop's voice is heard repeating as hia text, 
the sublime words of inspiration : — " Will God in very deed 
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dwell with men on the em-tli ? Behold the heaven aod the licmven 
of heavens cannot contain Thee, how much less this house 
which I have built" (3 Chron. vi. 18). The discourse founded 
ou theee words lasted for mi hour ; nnd then forty Indian 
clergy, with twenty students of di\-inity, and eighty of the laity 
knelt before the Lords tabic aud pai-toob of His Supper. Tho 
ftervice, which had commenced at hnlf-pitst tcu, was not ended 
till half-X)ast three. Then followed the aasembling at tlie 
Palace, and all the kind congi-ntulaiions and addresses inci- 
dental to such oet'aaiuus. The Bishop had horuo up well 
through all the excilenieut aud fatigue ; but. about uine o'clock, 
exhaustion became apparent, and, at the suggestion of bU 
medical adviser, be left the company and retired to rest. He had 
felt poorly for two days ; he had uot slept for two nights ; aud 
now he was laid aside : — " i am a prisoner of the Lord," he saya 
next day ; " as Jacob halted on his thigh at Penuel, so it was at 
the coneccrattou of my Cathedral. Cut how merciful that X 
nas just able to go th.rough the duUeH of the day ! And now 
Qod has kid sie low, to chasten and bumblo me, to empty me 
of self, to make my religion moro real, to allm-e mc and bring 
me into the wildcrucBs, and there ' speak comfortably to mc,' to 
prepare me for my last remove, to quicken me In prayer, faith, 
reugnution, love." 

His illnesit did not Ust long. On October ISth he recalled 
the eventa of llie day, and n-rote as follows : — 



* You will want me to giro you ii further account of tha con- 
BecratJou. It was a wonderful sight for IndiK. As I drove to 
the Cathedral at ten o'clock, the whole space around it was 
filled with carriages of all descriptions in the most picturesque 
groape. The clergy and laity were waiting my arrival, enr- 
rouDded with multitudes of spectators. I made my way through 
them with verger and pastoral ei&S; and then proceeded up 
the middle aisle to the communion rails. The peUtion for 
consecration vrns then rend. I assented ; and tlien the pro- 
ceesion began, repeatiug as usual the tweiity-fourtli Psalm. 
The olkei foruu having been gone through, the maruiug 
eerv'tce commenced, tlie organ leading aupexbly in the chaunta. 
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Colonel Forbes n-as sitting iiear me. I turned to bim and 
soid, " How beautifully the voice is heard." When I ascended 
tbe pulpit, tbcre vi-ns aU around me a sea of heads reaching to 
the doorway and outer steps. At the cominiiiiion, the Ihirtj*- 
five clergy kneeling al the rnilK, itiid the five luiuiat^hng within, 
presented to my mind iin ovcm-hclniing ^ght. We retired at 
Imlf-pf.st three o'clock, praising and blessing ftod for all we 
had heard nnd seen. The dinner Hnbsequcntlj went off ndiuii'- 
ably ircU. The Governor, Members of Ccvincil, Secre- 
Inrirs, Clergy, &c., were full of lundiiess niiil love. Can I 
wonder tliat tlio Lord sent me n " thorn in the flesli," a " mes- 
seoger of Satan to buffet me." No : I rejoice iu his chastcuiug 
hand.' 



On December 12th, the Ooveraor-GeMeral, Viscount Hnr* 
diitge, atlt-nded the Cnlhedral in state, accompaiued by oU his 
staff, bavinj^ iirrivcd in Ciilciitta at n lute hour the preceding 
evening. " Immcdi uttly wfter service he culled, and came 
niniiitig up to ine," Kays the Bishop, "just as freely as Lord 
William Bcntinck used to do. I took his hand affection alelr 
in loth mtne, and Buid, 'How different, luy Lord, arc your 
cireanwtancea now from those of December laih, 1840. You 
have been absent from Calcutta more than two years, and no 
such important period has passed since the time of Clive, Wei- 
lesley, and Lord Hastings.' 

' " I can coufidently assure you," said tlie Govenior-Genend, 
" of what, aa a man of peace tind love, will give you pleasure, 
that the trnnquillity of India h safe for many years to come.' 
But a soldier's victories ore attended with pain and grief at 
the loss of humaii life. Your nchievement in building so 
beautiful a CuthedraJ, my dear Bishop, has immortalised your 
name, and left no regi-et at the manner of accomplishing it." 

' I replied. It is to God alone T Immhly give the glory ; and 
then, us the instrument, to tlie unexampled skill and devotion 
of Colonel Forbes. 

' " Oh," he rejoined, " T was delighted with it, hotti as to its 
exterior and interior. It far exceeded my cxpeetntions. 1

shftll infwnu lier Slajesty of it. The noble piclnrc of the Cru- 
cifixion wuft Ler gift I anderetaocl, aii^ it has n fine effect. You 
ii-(uit«il some hind did you not. for echools ? 1 shall be most 
Jiappy to grant you some. Your attack of gout is nothing. It 
i» a sign of n vigorous coQstitutiou. Bishop Bannngtoa had 
the gout at eighty; aud you are looking the picture of health." 
Hp then rose nnd turned to the -whole length portrait of th« 
Duke of WelliuKton on the wall, and afterwards stood for « 
minule (Htxing on the '* WaUrloo Banquet," and pointed to 
himself and mitny of hiii old friends. Ho then took IcavD, 
eayiug tliat he should nttend the Cnthedral on Christmas Gay. 
Ho is of tlie middle size, a Ana head, hair quite grey, eye full 
and very vlvaciout;, fiiir complexion, much sunburnt, epeeks 
quick and good-temperedly.' 

The iutarcourse with Lord Hanlinge, for the rcnmiiider of 
his *it*y, WAS very pleafltmt to the Bishop. He dined nt Govern- 
ment Hou8« on Christmas Eve, and had much interesting 
eonversatioD. Soon after no aide-de-camp wns sent to QbJt 
whether cards of iiiviution should bo issued to the Bishop and 
clergy for the great ball to be given to Lady DaUiouaio on her 
Rnival. The BiBhop said "Xo," hut he felt the attention. 
Though unable to attend the public meetiDg called to do 
honour to the departing Governor-Ocncrul, he wrote a letter 
giving his suffrage and his subecriptioa towards an equestrian 
statue. Uo thought Lord Hardingc ranked nmongst our best 
Govemors-GonenU" for experience, talent, wisdom, coucogc, 
moderation itiid success combined with a regard to roli^ouaiid 
llie worship of God : " and ho regi'cttod his departure. 

Though suffering from the failure of a Calcutta bank, 
and threatened with heavier liabilities, ha still ventured to 
engage a house at Cossipore near Calcutta, to which he might 
occasionally retire for air and rest. He called it Bisliopstoke, 
and took much delight in the grounds by the river side. 

His journal-letters may be now resumed. 



'Calcdtta, Janmry 13(/i. Wc linre come to Calcutta to dJnc 
with the fifth Governor- General whom I have known — Loi-d 
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W. C Bentinck, Lord AadcUnd, Lord EUeii1)oroiigb> Lord 
Hardinge, and now Lord Dalhotme. Inde«d. the short ndminis- 
tnitions of Lord Metcalfe and Mr. AV. W. Bird, raise the 
number of these temporttr; kings to seven in fifteen years.. 
May the Christian faith be the foundation of the new goTem-- 
ment' 

' January Idlh. I have been delivering a sermon from " Be 
kiudlj' niTectioncd one to another with hrotherly love, in honour 
preferring one another" (Rota, xii, 10). The late and the 
present Governor- General were botli prpsent, and sat in the 
two chairs provided for Lord and Lady Balhoiisio in the 
Qovomor-Ocneral's atall. It i* tlio first time, I believe, since 
England pnther foot in India, that two Governors- General 
appeared together in church.' 

* Jtmitary SUnd. Yesterday I attended Lord Palhonsie's first 
levee. He sent me most kindly, n note, saying I hIiouM have 
the entree. And accordingly the Members of Council, Com- 
mander of the division, and myself were admitted beforehand, 
and took our stations in a semi-circle on one hand of the 
GoTernor-GeneraJ, whilst his staff was ranged on the other. 
Four or five hundred presentations took pinee, after the manner 
of St. James'. Lord Dalhoueie said he had no idea the society 
of Calcutta was so large. I was myself rather glad t« see so 
many of my old frit^iula, and lo make mniiy new ones. Lady 
Dalhoiisic will I suppose hold a drawing-room; and then nil 
will fall into its ordinary course.' 

' March I7tk. 1 took the .Vrchdeacoii, who lias returned to 
Calcutta, to introduce him to Lord and Lady Dalhonsie. Lord 
D. does not look well. I had a great many mntters to lay 
before him. Nothing could exceed his kindness, and readiness 
to do all I propose. He is far more disposed to build churches 
than Lord Hnrdinge, who had a strange idea that in military 
stations, however large, it was not worth while to erect any, 
because it was possible the troopa might hereafter bo diflTereotly 
posted. Jly answer is — that if your atations induce yoa to 
build barracks, storehouses, huspitaiN, and long rows of bangn- 
lows, then you may at least erect at the same time a "boose of 
prayer." ' 
' March iOih. Yesterday the mail came in. Tho death 
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of Dr. Howlej", Arclibisliop of CaDtcrbuiy, whom, I Imve 
known for tliii-ty-six years, deeply affects mo. I wrote above 
tbp Uiie of the letter which commanicatod the intelligence, these 
words : — " I hope tbo Biahop of Cheater (Dr. J. B. Sumner) 
Trill succeed. No appointment could be bo good." The Court 
of Directors hnvo given ua six more cbaplains, making fifty- 
nine ; rtnd. with the usual supernamernrios. sixty-fiTe. This i* 
an iminenBe boon." 

' Ecuiter -Day, April With. I have been enabled to preach my 
sixteenth Easter s«-raon. Oh ! for a Resurrection blessing. 
On Good Friday cToning I was go exhausted with my hoar's 
sermon (concluding tlic series of Leutlcetutca on tlic Tempta- 
tion), that I totally forgot to give tlie Benediction. We have 
Deed to pray for our bodies, as well bs our eoula." 

' May and. I have finished reading the incomparable Mac- 
laurin, and made progress in Hooker's liftb book on Confirma- 
tion and the Lord's Supper. Lord Campbell's first volume I 
have gone through. It is capital in its way, pretty fair towards 
men of all parties, but wanting perlinps iu a juat standard of 
religion and moralfl. It is too K-iiiciitto the Pnpist*. Dcat noble 
Cranmer, and all the Reformers arc mangled and tmmplcd on 
in a terrible manner. Lord Brougham's " Statosmen of the 
time of George III." is beautiful. 'I'he style splendid, vigorous, 
ore r whelming. I never saw Burke, Fox, or Pitt in so bright 
a light before — Burfco especially. BeloTed Wilberforce is also 
well sketched out. Poor George tlie Fourth is held up to utter 
eontcmpt, and with a fiercencHO which bctrnys itself ; whilst 
his luwyer-hko defence of the profligate Queen Caroline, is a 
disgrace to tho writer. 

' These boohs I take up, for half an hour at a time, in the 
languor and Imbocility of April and May afternoone ; that is, 
between the close of my siesta at three o'clock and my drive 
out at six.' 

' Afay ^th. I have had an audience of the Governor-General. 
There is a kindness and friendliness in him which is mofit 
attractive. The Court of Direetora have sent out a fierce 
letter prohibiting any uiorc churches being built. Biich is still 
the anti- Christianity of tliese worldly-wise merchants. The 
Governor- General snys we most build large school-rooms. And 
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my aotioD is to ndd a little ccclcsiastteol eppe»rai)ce to tbem. 
Thatik Cod I liitrc got injr Cathedral' ' 

' Strnda;/ May Ttb. It is Beveti o'clock in tlie eveniug, and I 
am sitting exliannted in my Temndati, incapable of anything 
mental ur b^xljlr. I Imvo l>eon dragged iwicc to chnrcli^ 
" faiDt yet pimaing," and preached once from 1 PeUr. 
ii., 1 9 — 25. Oh ! thou good Shepherd and Tlishop of souls, do 
thou be pleased to bless H to the salvation of ninny. And do 
ThoQ be the Bishop of my soul — my inspector — my goardlan 
— my overaecr^my watchful gracious protector. 3Iay thia be 
my comfort, as an under shepherd, that Xhou, the great end 
good Shepherd, art the liishop and Ittiler of soi^ls in thy 
Church; 

'Jul}/ lOr/i. Sir T. F.Buxtfln's *' liifo," which has just com* 
in, haa rouaed me, T hope, to an earnest desire to imitate hie 
most exalted character, What a delightful example does be 
hold ont : — the interior of his soul all devotedness, his eamest- 
nesw never reUxinj?. hie Rrowth in the knowledge of Christ 
manifest, his acut« manly eloquence sapported by faith and 
prayer irresistible. I nm inightity taken by the work. His 
lett«ra are. moai ndmirahle ; but Wis deep ptety, his reference 
of everything to Oocl in fervent prayer, his singleness of par- 
pose are most deticr\'ing of imitation. His tender affection for 
his family is very touchuig. I CAunot help thiuking the hook 
will do great good in the highest sense.' 

'/«?!/ Q8(/i. I waa very poorly on Sunday, Monday, and 
Tuesday. Dr. \Vi:bb snys it is the cliills and heats of tlie rainy 
BCAHon, and inevitable. He want£ me to leave Bengal after 
October, atul proceed to the milder winter of Madras. Bombay. 
and Ceylon. I have.tlierefore, spoken to the Governor-General, 
and sent in the usual public letter. My plan is to hold a Con- 
firmation oil November S^th, an Ordination on St, Andrew's 
day, November Stith ; a Visitntion on December Mh ; tlien to 
embark on December Btli, nniTe at Madra.s, December 13th, 
and stay twenty-one days; arrive at Colombo, January Pth, 18 i8, 
and stay twenty-one days ; arrive at Bombay. Febniary Stli, 
and Btay twenty-one dnys ; arrive ngain at Calcutta, Mai'ch I'Jih. 
I am very old, very peevish, very fractious, very touchy ; uid 
though I strive against these infirmities, yet they pervade my 
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conversation and letters, T fear, more than 1 am aware of. 
Forgive me. Tlify Aro the oUl man's sins tini enttrea. Dt. 
Webb ia not sorry to se« n towcli of gonl as a safety Talve. I 
have my great dmv with four stflves. to be carried about the 
house — a lumd-cnrriiige to be drawn about the grounds — my 
ilnnnol shot: to enable me to wallt from room to room.' 

It is siugiilur to hear of the "great chnir," the "baud 
carriage," and the "fliinnel shoe." in connection with a con- 
templated jdiu'ney by land and sea of five thoii»and niiU'i'. 
But the mind mastered the body now. as in times |in.<it; and 
the plan proposed for a fifth Visitation was, in tlio good Pro* 
Tidcncc of God, effectually curried out. The Confmnation 
and Ordination were held iis proposed ; and on November 3rd 
the Bishop delivered liis fifth general, and second Jlctro* 
political cliarge. The consideration of it n'ill belong to a new 
chapter, and mcanwhiU- the present one will be concluded as 
before by a few extracts from his Correspondence.

' 8. In stations where there are no resident chnplaina the 
Bishop requests the favour of some pious lay member of our 
Church to read a portion of the pritycrs, and such a sermou as 
theDishop approves, to the Christian flock. 

* A. This is a case of necessity, and ceases when a chaplain 
resides. 

' b. At Lucknow it appears that the chaplain gives one full 
service in the cantonment Church every Sunday. No lay 
gcutlcmau con, therefore, have tlie least right to perform any 
services tlicrc. The Christian flock can edify themselves 
during Uie hours before and after Divine service iu private 
devotions and meditations.

TiiR Clinrge viUi wlii«li the Bishop coiiimencei] his second 
Metropolitical and flftli general Vlsttatiou was iuferior to uooe 
of its predeccssot-B. He culled it hi.i "djring Charge; " nnil it 
was written under the impression tlmt it vould be ho. Firm- 
ness and dpciHiun arc luiuglcd with ^rentlciiess and Rfliection. 
The style is ciimple ; aud tlie things hroiight out of the treasury 
are both new and old. He first dwelt upon the pe«aliar dati«s 
appertaining to the clergy in the stirriDi; times in which tliey 
lived; and Lheu entered upon the encouraging statistics of tba 
Diocese, and events of recent occnrrenco in India. Ho spoke 
of tlie Cathkdbax: of its completion: its daily prayers : the 
extent of its design ; its bearing npon Missions : — 

'An Indian Cathedral,' he snid. 'must be for future gene- 
rations. It will then be seen to hsTe given a HrATTS to 
Cliristianity in a vast Heathen and AlaboiDCtui population. 
It htts at present no charter of incorporation, no canons, no 
dean, no chapter. We have, however, two CatUedral mis- 
sionary clergy preparing for tlieir holy labours. I trust tlie 
time will como when its cauonries shall be established and 
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thrown open without distinction to nil our Dioceses, for such 
AS by their tulcnte, {general Uaniing, and the acquisition of tha 
B«iigftle«, shall be found qualiQed for discharging the required 
diiCies. I rejoice to tliink tlint in some future period nu lodaiui 
Bishop m&j preside ovei* an Indinu Clinptci*, and admiiiittcr 
Divine officea to a crowd of Indian convcrtg in tliis first 
Froteatant Cathedral of our Eastern poKNessious.' 

The promising condition of the Missions everywhere was 
then pointed oat : and various topics were suRffested as fraught 
with good promise for India; especially the order emanating 
from the lute Governor-General, Lord Hardinge, prohibiting 
the Qontinuance of public works upon the Lord's Day. 

From these important matters he turns for a moment to 
himself, ami describes the senBible effect of inereaaing years 
upon his mental and bodily powers : — 

' As time has been passing on, I can moHt unfeignedly say 
that I shrink muro and more from tiin trials and t«mptatious, 
md from the responBibility also, of the heavy charge com- 
mitted to me. Increasing ago has disabled me from performing 
wilJi regularity many of the active duties which I formerly 
delighted to engage in. My powers of body and miud bt-gin 
to fail. I fi'ol also mure and more the extreme dilHculty uf 
maintaining t\ii> true siiiritof the Oospel, and holding; that Just 
medium between reniiBsness and particularity which that 
Oospel breuLbes. I see liow little can be done by mere authority, 
and how entirely success depends on the Diviue grace and 
mercy. I am persuaded that the secret spring of blessedness 
in a Diocese is in the Bishop and clergy living near to God, 
and acting under the impression of "the powers of the world 
to come." The early ycain of uiy episcopacy I see to have 
been mingied, in a large measure, with human motivoe. And I 
con only beg of you to cast yourselves, whilst I endeavour to 
do the same, on the mighty grace of the Holy Oho!*l, to a^itist 
118 in the better disehargA of onr several ministries, for the fen 
remaining days of our connection with each other. That graco 
I know is most conspicuously magnified in man's infirmity.

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" W'hen I am weak" — vould I desire to uiy with the great j 
Apostle of tlie Geotites — " Uien am I strong." * 

Three controTcrtoil iopicx he tlien proceeds to dwell upon at 
Bome length, and with great force. The Church, The Lord's 
Supper, and Ilolj Baptism. 

As touching the CnvRcn, he says : — 

' WhatCTcr « visible Church can do, ours has doni: for ns. 
But tliere is one thing which she cannot do, and yet which shu 
Bopposes in all her Mioisters — she cannot infuse tub ufb op 
OoD ixTO THE sniii, she cannot give that spiritual perception 
and love to Christ and the peculiar truths of his gl<>riou» 
Gospel, on which all real efficiency depends. God keeps 
these his choicest blessings in his own bands. There is 
something higher tlian any forms god reacL. No Church oa 
give Hfc. 

' We must be most careful, not to use ambi^oue language, 
as if our own Church was the CifURCH, and there was no 
other ; or as if men might be saved by it in a sort of corporate 
capacity, whilst others are left to the uncovenanted mercies of 
God; 

As touching tlie I,ord'8 Supper, he says : — 

• To npply terms to the Holy Communion as if it were a 
sacrifice for the sins of the quick and dead ; as if there was a 
supcrliuman change of the elements of broad and wino, tliough 
we avoid the use of the term Traniiubstantiation ; ais if it were 
valid by the mere opua oprralam. and tliere was scarcely any 
union and communion with Christ but by this menus, is to 
deceive fatally the houIs of our heai-era.' 

Ab teaching Holy Bapljam, he quotes Archbishop Craamer 
and Bishop Latimer:- — 

' Archbishop Cranmer says, " In Baptism those that coma 
feigncdly, and those that come uafeiguedly, both be washed 
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with tlic Suvramcntnl witter, but both h« not washed with tho 
Hol^ Ghoat, And clothed with Ciimt." " Simon Mngim," snys 
Bishop Lfttimer, "cRine oatof t]ie witter as great n blackamoor 
us ho went iu.'" 

An<l after arguing nt some length that itt efficacy is not 
absolute, but coaditioual, he go«s ou to sny :— 

*Ii has always appeared to me that (he only safe courae is, 
not to argue forwanla hut backwardi), uot to suppose that 
external privileges and the reception of the Sucrament will 
prore our individual poaaession, at nny subaequcnt moment, of 
the grace und blessings it repreaenla and seals, which they 
wUl not, and cuiinot do ; but to argue back huiubly and 
cautiously from tbe present actual state of our hearta and 
affections before (rod, to the Sacrament, which is tbc sign and 
pledge of tJictn. Let us first asccrtftin by the Scriptural marks 
laid dovm by Hi. John and otJier inspired writers, tbat we are 
really "bom of God and lore God," and then wo may infer 
with holy joy and ^atitudc, thnt wc poKsoss all the blessings 
which the Church and hm' Ordinances have pronounced. 
Sslratioo depends on our pei'sonol fiutii. not on the reception 
of the SacramcDts.* 



The Charge concluded by pointing out, what he did not 
" consider it safe to omit from any Cliarge," the real nature of 
the Gospel, and those pociilinr doctriiu-s involved iu it, which 
mco in general nre " so reluctant to embrace." 

Certain ad<litioiiH rendered necCKSary by local circumstances 
were made at Bombay, Ceylon, and Madras, and the Charge, 
wlien printed, waa dedicated to the Bishops of those Dioceses. 
A second andiuipi'ovcd adaptation of the "I'rayer for the High 
Court of Piirlinmcnt " to the circumstances of India, was added 
as an Appeudiic. The alteration was but sli;;ht, and was sane* 
tioncd, so far as posHiblo. by the Archbishop. The first clause 
rau a» follovr» ; the rcinainder was as in the Prayer Book : — 



' MmI gracious God, we humbly beseech Thee, as for the 
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Empire in general, so especially for the Higli Court of Parlia- 
ment, under our moBt rcli<noua and gracious Qaeen assembled; 
for British Indin, for the tiovernor-Genei-iU, the Governors, 
the Supreme Courts of Juilicatitrc, tlic Couiicib, aiiil all wbo 
arc ciitrust<;ii witli any authority- therein : Thai TItou,' iic. 

After tlie delivery of the Charge, and the nsaal cctertain* 
mcitl {■ivcn to the clergy, thu Bishup nt once emburkcd in the 
pilot brig Taroy, Ca[>tftin Uaud, aiid proceeded to aea, vitL a 
fiiir wiml: bound first for Bombuy. Mr, Pralt accompanied 
biiu ; and artt-r u pk-asnat Toyagc Uicy r^'acLcd the dirsirvd 
haven on December .Ith, 1848. Dr. Carr, tJic excellent 
Bisliop, and Mr. Pigott, were noon at th« sliip's side, luid in 
a few hours hi; was occupyiug the same comfortable suite of 
rooms as in ^March, 1643- 

liOrd Fulltland, the Goveimor of Bombay, welcomed him 
very kindly, and Dr. Carr and the Clergy presented him with 
on aiTcctiouate Address. He said he was "a good deal whirled 
about," and had "no Doctor Webb to look after him : " but 
WAS still able to perforin all required duties, to deliver his 
Charge, and preach as usual. Tbe " dear Bialiop Carr," ho 
remarks, on leaving, "Is goodneaa itself. He has been thirty- 
three years in India : longer than any of hia Clergy." 

The brig Tavay having been previously dispntehed, he 
hastened to overtake her in a small steamer ou December lOUi, 
and met with what nearly proved a very daugeroua accident. 
Walking after the captain on the lower deck and not perceiving 
an open hatchway, be was precipitated dowo it. Had he faUea 
on his head tlic shock might liave been fatal. "As I waa 
walking boldly on," be says, describing what took place, "it 
Vas on my feet I fell, ajid T am only now suffwing fmm a 
livid bniixc all down the thigh. God be praised for 8arety. I 
must learn not only to look to my guide, but also to the road 
on which I am walking." 

After a short stay at Cottayam and Allepie, be arrived nt 
Colombo in Ceylon, on 3!itli December. Here for the first 
lime, he found a Bishop, and was " orciwhelmed with kindness." 
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There were mnny looal matters fall of embarraesmcnt, but be 
doclined catei-ing into them: confiuiDg himself to his tluties as 
Metropolitan. Oa the last day of the year he write* : — " 1 hava 
been, preachiug in Ibo Cathedral before tlic Governor, Lord 
Torriugton, and a v«ry large nudience. My voice ruther 
recovers itftelf. Thus ends the year 1846, crowned with 
mereiea." 

On Janatuy dtti, 1840, he delivered his Chnrge: and the 
Bishop of Colombo pre tic bed tho Visitfttloa surmon. On 
Sunday. JuiuiLry Ttli, hv i)rciu:hcd again, bidding the con- 
gregation farewell; and in tlip evening describes himself as 
sitting ciUmly in the buuutifuL grounds Kurrouiidiug the house, 
** mcditnting on Die pait, tli« present, and the future of ths 
Visitation." 

On Monday he Bailed for Madras : and arrived on Febni- 
tuy 1st. There were one hundred aud sixty-three letters 
and papers awaiting him, and he was at once immersed in 
bii£)ne«8. No llisbup was in Madi'as. Bishop Spcneer, after 
long struggling with the climate, had been compelled to leave; 
and anxious matters of all kinds bad nccuniulnted. Sir Henry 
Pottingcr the Governor, sent an aide-de-carap to see him. 
safely acTO!>s the surf, and when hutded, received hiiu nitli 
courtesy, and treated bim with confidence. He found a homo 
with Archdeacon Sburtlaud, whom he had long known, and 
much esteemed. The Itev. Mr. Raglond had succeeded 
ilr. Tucker as Secreim-y to the Church Missionary Society. 
Mr. £vans and Mr. Aluo<:k were at tJie Catliediitl, Mr. Imgard 
ai Vepery, Mr. Ktcliards at Black Town, Mr. Syuioiids at St. 
Thoin6, Mr. Powell at the Mount : — " These," be says, " are all 
good men and true : so that X almost think Madras surpasses 
Calcutta, though that is well off." He entered at once into 
the duties required of bun; pri.>EJded at the anniversaries of 
the various religious Societies, dehvered nine si-ruions and 
addresses in fourteen days, held an Ordination, repeated hii 
Chorge^and then at once broke down. What might bave been 
done with impunity in former days, proved now too much for 
his strength. He was attacked with low fever, and even whilst 
begging for r short respite iu ordc-r to Hdniiuister Confirnmtioa 
to some hundreds of yoong persons, all prepared and longing 
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to receive it at his li«nds, was hurried on boArd the ves»el and 
seDt to soft. Ilift medical adviiera w«re Tight in ontieipaling 
good effects ft'om tiie s^a tir. His recovery was rapid : and 
when he arrived iu Calcutta ou March Had, Dr. Webb said be 
v/OA loi>kuig " very well." 

With his rc&idcncc in Calcutta for avbile, the extracts from 
his jourual-lettora will b« resumed. 

' CALcriTA, March, 1849. Let me say a fev words on 
afflictiun. 

* 1. The benefit of a great affliction must come ftrom the 
eame hand that sent it. Afiliotiuiis in themsolves harden and 
drive from Ood, as in the case of tliv ungodly : but iu the caso 
of the righteous tliey draw us to G(>d aitd unite us witli him. 

* 2. This efTect will be gradnal, secret, between God and the 
Koul ; and not loquacious aud prominenL 

'3. It must be sought for in earueat prayer, nud by the 
Grace of the Holy Sj>ii-it. 

' 4. The PhuIjus are tlie afflicted soul's cordial, guido, ood 
model, 

' fi. A new covcnaDt ahoiiM In; mndo with God, and written 
out in secret, and kept -unseen by all but God. 

' 8. There is no need to look out for any special and tangible 
reason for the Divine chastisement. It is Qod's discipline 
with fill his children, and mottt wtUi tlioso vrliom he most 
loves. 

* 7. A public atatiuD, though honoorable and useful, is yet 
lik« the pinnacle iu our Lord's teniptiition, from which Satoa 
trien to persuade us to throw ourselves down— to be presump- 
tuous, to make a figure, to aim at display. 

* 8. A mighty affliction is like the purifier's furnace ; to 
purge Hway tlie dross that we may come out as gold ; but to 
come out as gold, iu God's estimate and In nuin'M, ai« quite 
diSereut tbinf^s. 

' D. Foolisih books and foolish reading should be renounced, 
and a check put upon all gvuend reading, Ivst it swallow up 
too much of the thoughts. 

* 10. Dulios of all kinds must still be aetively pursued. 
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* 11. The sensible impression of the afflicUon will fad« by 
lapse of time, but the sanctified effect will remain to tJie ond 
ofUfe. 

'IS. Cecil's or Adiuu's Thoughts, are excellent hoolts for 
nifliction. 

* 13. Backsliding in hrart from God Ik more or less, alas I 
too common witli us all : — nfflictionti nre bitter medicines 
designed to deplete the soul of the world and sin. 

* 14. Meditate on etemitj — that will Kwailow up time. 

* 15. Rctdisc the ngonicR of Gethnemane and the C'rosa. 

' 1 6. Fix A time for public thanksgiving and receiving the 
Supper of the Lord. 

' 17, "\Vrit<; to wise friends for advice.' 

' March I2th. A gentlemnn has brought me n letter from 
Uie Dishop of Exeter, who says " no difftTcncc of Bcntiment on 
points even of grave importmice can impair 1113- regard for you. 
May it pli-asc God Ihiil we meet hereafter in a world where 
there will be no difference of opinion, no rjuestion who is right, 
no doubt what is truth : but where wo shall know even as also 
we are known." Is not this kind ? I have a still better letter 
from tlio Uii^hop of Oxford in nnswer to niiuo, forwai-ding the 
" Final Report " of tlie Cathedral. He at once applied for an 
audience of the Queen, and when he had read my letter and 
exhibited Uie engravings, "tb<! livelieBllaterest was expressed," 
he nys, " in all tlint I v/na doing, and the moftt eamest desire 
that all my plans for the good of India might prosper." "I 
trust," the Ui»hop says, " tiiiit from tliv other end of the eartli 
yon will eometiuics think of the son of jom old friend, 
labouring under a burden here at home, the weight of which 
you can appreciate, on whom rcst:^ the Mctropulitical Episcopate 
of India, and aid hini by your t^fff-ctuiil prayers to God." * 

'March l^th. Mr. Macaulay'a history gninsonme as 1 read, 
with the one very serious exceptiuu of u want of consistent 
and gruvc moral and religioua prinoiple. PliiloMophical 
UberHlism will never have God's blessing. But what a marvel- 
lous writer! What memory! What power of description! 
What nice delineatioa of character ! Ilis account of Uie death 
of Charlea 11, — his sketch of the Jesuits — his estimate of Bur- 
net> are capittd. Bni all fades before his masterly developmeut 
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of the cbuBcter, talents, uut nevs of 'William. I nerer ctesrl^ 
understood tlio groaods of the Rerolation before. And the 
cooduct of 5I»ry — how sirect, when she firet learnt her fatnn 
position n» Qurcn I I iJmost forgot to mention tb« iacom- 
Itnnilrlc opening U}) of Irinh affairs in the second Toluue. I 
don't wonder Lbat twenlr-fire tboosand copies vere sold off 
(u wc arc tuld burc) iu fvur or five duys.' 

* March 'HiirtL We have been to inspect Mr. Wilherforce 
Bird's late house iu the Chowriugbee Koad, which I am advised 
to make the Bishop's ralac«, instead of the oue wliidi tltey 
baTO iohahited here for eighteen years. The advantagea are, 
its immediate vicinity to the Cathedral — a more airy attuatioa 
—and grouxtd near which uill suit for ficbools and MisKionaries' 
buoseB. The disadvantages are, the moving of an old man after 
llKteeD years, the inferiority in appearance, and the accommo- 
dation not being bo great. The deiugn is merely in emhrfo. 
With God are the Issues of small as veil as great concenu. 
If it be tlis wiU, and for IXis glory, and the good of my suo- 
easaor, it mil take p1&c«. Otherwise 1 would not wish it to 
BUccMd for n moment. I am looking daily, I hope, fur "b 
bouM Dot made with liouds, eternal in the heavens." '

TIi« new arreDgemcnt tlms referred to tvas, aft<r some delay, 
accomplished, and the old Palace exchanged for Uie new one. 
No riek was incurred by Government. The Bishop took bU 
iLat upon himself. Oovcruiui-ut piircliAHcd the new house; 
tlie old one was sold. The difference in vahib (fur the old one 
was the larger, and much more ratuable) was to go towartls the 
enlargement and improvcoicnt of (ho new building. In the 
result, tlii; niahop expended far luure than the " difference " 
amounted to; and he retained the old Palace iu Lis own hands. 
The moment that the unseat of the Oovecumcatwua esiprvsaed, 
)if wrote to the builder, who waa charged with the alten^tiona 
and iiuprovumenis, as follows : — "April ii5th. Now is the time. 
From April 25tb to IJecember aath arc eight mouths. You 
niUHt have all fini&hed by the latter day. Let not the sun go 
down before you have made a beginning." This characteristic 
note, which nas sent at hix o'clock iu the morninf;, eUciled a 
comspoudiug answer the same evening, as follows : — " Agree-

able to yoai orders, both men and miiteriuls wore sent to 
tho new Palace, and Uie work was cominciic«d witbin a few 
hours after I receired your Ijordtiluxi'H favour of tliis dajr.^ 
C. Macuttosu." 

'March iUU The war is oter. and tiie Fmijaub is annexed. 
It will be placed under Sir Henry Lawrence, & must ndutiruble 
luid pious niHn, with K. Tburittou, ^[)lcleod, Montgomery, 
pMtrscm, and other men under him — all «ble, and well- 
diapoaed. Surely I shall soon have n Bishop of Agra! fur 
gfaaphina will bo phuitt-d all on-r the ut-wly ucqiuied ter- 
ritories with tlie ariiij uud civilinus. Oh! thftt Oud would 
turn lintish India to llinii>clf, on the footing of these hia 
" uiaxvellouii loving kiudnett&es." I must do what I can to 
help on tliU uitghty change- I wuul ludui, as with the heart 
of one man, hand joiuiug in hand, to enter into covenant with 
God iu Chri»t Jesus.' 



He did bis heat to carry out the idea thus exjircssed in his 
journal- letter, by [jrvaohiiig twro thnukKgiviug ticruions on the 
victory of Guzerat and the congequont peace. 

Lord DulhouHic was absent witli the camp at Ferozepore ; 
and, in his "general order" anuouucing the successful termi- 
nation of tho war, he sniil : — " \\')ule tlius congratulating tho 
army and British NuhjecLs iti India on the tiiuniphaut success 
which lias bfuu acbiovi^d, tlie Govuriior-tieneral desires humbly 
to ackuowUdge the Himd by which alone victory is gircil. 
He has, aoctirdingly, intiinnted to the Lord Bishop his wish 
that on the first Sunday iu May, thiinkt<|^i\'ings shall be offcrud 
to Almighty God for tlie successful termination of the war lo. 
which we have been engaged, and for the restoration to the 
people of the blesaiugs of peace." 

The result of this waa a Circular addressed to all the clergy 
in the diocese, coiitaiuiDg an nrrang^emeDt for morning and 
eveuiag services, and u form of tbuuksgivingto be used iu all 
churches on tlie sixth of May. The Bishop himself preached 
in the Cathedi*! from Psalm cvii. -19 ; and both tliis, and the 
discourae preached for the tictory of Guuerat, ou "the deliver- 
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ance Toochsafed to King Asa," vere printed And circulated] 
throagbout India. The sennons -n-ere admirable and the effect 
good. "The s«cond of these sermons," he eaj-s, "has led tne 
to meditate much oq llio love of Uod. \VhBt proofs liitTc 
I bad of this 'darling attribute.' as Bishop Home calls it. daily 
in ProTideDce and Orace. I low has God led and fed me all 
Ufo long! TIow has he blessed mo, and my children, and my 
grnndcbildrcn ! Whut honour hhs he put upon my hoar}- hairs i 
by my hous«hald's walking in tbe war of righteoiiKneHs! And 
looking hack upou the fort.vcight years of my ministry, bow 
can I bicits God enough for Chobhnm, Oxford, 'Worton, Su 
John's, Islington, and Calcutta! May my few remaining day* 
be FiOVK to my cTer-blessted Ood in Christ Jesus. I feel qnite 
relieved now tliut tlivit« Etermons are doue. I fully renolro to 
firiut no more." 



A question now aro&e which from small beginnings became 
great, and dcmaada con&ideration. It bad been customary in 
India to apply to th« Chaplain at each stnlion when permission 
was required to erect a Mnral Tablet in the churcli, or a 
mouumcut iu the oborchyard ; and ou sach permission being 
grniit«d, a form of applicatiou lo the Registrar in Calcutta wosi 
signed, and a fee of tlfty rupees paid. This iisago was now 
resisted simultnneoualy at AUuhiihud and Mhow; and the 
matter bciug talccn up by Crovcrnnicnt grew into formidable 
dimensions. The atatu8 of tlie Cluiplnin, the custody of the 
chureh and churchyard, the rolidity of ecclesiastical law in 
India, the authority inherent in the Bishop's office; and 
recognised in his Letters IVtent, which assigned to him " all 
functiona peculiur and appropriated to the ofHcc of Bishop:" — 
all these queatloua were raised ; all these rights were doubted, 
and in some meaaurc (It-iiied. 

This roused the ftj>trit of the aged Bishop, and be came fortli, 
OS in former times, to defend tlic rights of tlie Church. " I bsTO 
been writing," he says, " a long letter to the Governor, in reply 
to one addressed to mo cutting up all my powers as Bishop 
root and branch. I must for conscience' sake, for rvUgion's 
sake, and for tbe sake of my successors, weak and ohi as 1 am, 
iimiutiiiu the inherent rights of my oflicv. Jf I fail in my 
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r«nionsti'&ncc, T must appi^al home." And again, a week after, 
he says, " O Lord ! from whom all blessing proceeds, Touch- 
safe to prosper the loii{^ and Euixiuue remonstrance which Thjr 
scrraDt has now ])rtfp«ti;d for the Oovcrunient. Whatever the 
result, may Tlij" aervaut rejoice in it as Thy wux. Such is 
the Hspii-ation with nhii^h I Bdnt off this momin;^ the third 
co]>y with my ovrii hand of my letter about my spiritual duties. 
1 was &ix Iiour3 at work yesterday, and two this nn^miug. I ani 
q^nite worn out," 

The c'OTreepoodenee was carried on with the Govemor- 
Geuerul, who was absent; but the local authorities iu Calcutta 
with whom the Bishop commuuicated personally, deemed it 
altogether a (lueHtion of law, which inuet be decided at home. 
Tbe Bishop was quite prepared for this, but it was not 
eventuolty found necessary. The dlscassion ended in souie- 
thing like the following arrangement, bo far as the practical 
part of the matter was concerned : — That in iiccordniico with 
the Bishop's inherent rights, and in siihordination to big 
authority, the chargi* of the church was to be considered as 
vested in the Chaplain for the time being ; to whom also appcr- 
lajaed the control over the erection of Mural Tahleta. The 
form of application for pennissioa to erect them, was to be the 
aame as heretofore, but tlie process was to be simplifled. The 
fee of fifty rupees was also to be paid, but not either to 
Re^straror Chaplain. Three quarters of it was to go towards 
the pnyuient of church expenses, and one quarter was to bo 
placed in the hands of the Chaplain for chantitblo purposes. 

The general control over the churuhyttrd wns to be exercised 
as heretofore, by the Cliaplnin, and the liey of the entrance 
gat4; was to be kept by him. But he was not to be at liberty 
to i;ivc or withhold it at his ploaiture. It was always to be 
giren wtien npplied for, for purposes of interment; and no fee 
ill acy case was to be demanded for the erection of moniiuienta 
or tombstones. In places where the whole of the ground was 
already consecrated, more gronnd (unconsecrnted) was to be 
added ; and iu places where the ground was not yet conse- 
crated, some portion was to be reserved for the use q{ 
Roman CathoUcs and others dissenting from the Church of 
Kogland. 
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The difficulty c«nnectDii with these practical nwtt^ra was. 
thaa got orer. Hut the validity of Ecclesiastical Lnvr. and the 
admlitsion of tlin Ui»lio[i's iuh«rvnt rights was a different and 
much vititr qiiCKtiou. The OoTcrnmeat fur a time repudiated, 
what the Bishop strenoously churned. Tbey were lucliDed to 
dcDj' that cither Lpiscojial authoritv or Ecclesiastical Law were 
hiadiiig upon any ponoDx but Uk- cliTgy : he Bss«rted that in 
tpirUttal matters they were binding upon all alike. His words 
wero Yery modarato, but very clear, as expressed in a letter to 
QoTemment, d«t«d May 2nd, 1&49. — 

' The Bishop and olerf!!}' are doubtless the proper and only 
direct objects of tlic euckaiastical laws, as tlicy all come out 
under tlie aolemn and exjiress bond of them. Not so the laity 
and Ooveniment, who are merely concerned in them occasion* 
al]y aud inciiicntiilly : — the Goierumoiil. as they are enjoined 
iu the Letters Patent to be oidiui; and aitsitstiiig to the Binhop 
ill the discharge of hia functions — the laity generally, wheal 
they are pleastd to ajiply for tlie Bishop'ti Bpirituul aud eccle- 
wasdciil help. They thcu of course conform for the moment 
to those terms which are necessary according to the eoclceias* 
tical lawg, for the exercise of the Bishop's juriadietion in 
grantiug the indulgences aud privileges liought for.' 

The result, however, of the whole matter was that the] 
Goveniment. who bad raised the qticsUou, dropped iL From 
the Council Cliamber he received the following letter, duted 
May ISlh, 1649 -- 



*' I ftm desired to acknowledge yonr Lordship's letter, doted 
Hay 2nd ; and, iu r«ply, to state tliat the President in Cooncil 
bad no intention, hy the obKerrationn convoyed in the con- 
cluding paragraph of my letter, daU^d March Slth, to guf^gegt 
any restriction to the exercise of your Lordship's spiritaol 
function*. With this assurance on the part of the Govem- 
mcnt, h'm Hortonr in Council doubts not that your Lord- 
ship will be satts&ed." 

" Ulesfted be Cirod," says the Disbop on the receipt of this 
letter, " who baa all hearts in hie hands ! The Goverimieut 
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liBTC yielded the two grand points — Miiral Tftblet*. and the 
Ecclesiastical Laws ; " and id bis reply he stated that he should 
«ODtiuue to act lu all respects as lie hud hltlierto doiie. 

" I need scftwel/ repeat," he says, " what I stated in my 
letter of May 2ad, that it is myinteution to esereise my proper 
fuactious OS presciibed in the Letlers pAtent, and follun-cd by 
all my predccesisors, luitjl tbo due Kcclesiastical authorities at 
liome should see 6t. in solemn form, to revoke or modify the 
correctional nnd spiritual jurisdiction entrusted to me. I hare 
only to add, that, as evciytbing is now satisfactorily settled, I 
bare thought it proper to direct that copii^s of this corr(^s- 
pondence should bo sent to the Suffrngnn Bishops for thou 
guidance; and aiso tn the Archbishop of Canterbury." 

SUcneo gave consent : the mutter ended : and the jonrual- 
lettere may be again resnmi'd.

'.Urtj/ l'2(/j. — Called on Sir Charles Napier, the Commander- 
in-Chief. He is thin, aud pallid, with a very prominent 
aquiliuc nose, and a h>nf; shaggy beard. Very little passed- 
He said he should go up the country as soon as he had 
inspected l>uni-£>um and Barrackpore. His aide-de-camp 
said that their party of sis had but forty-one packages alto* 
getlier. Sir Cliarlea responded, when I referred to his recog- 
nition of Divine Providence in the after-dinner speech ho made 
in Englaml before he left: "Yes;" be said. " upoa Divine 
Providence we must tntet in small things as well as great." He 
thought the waves in the Punjaub must still be rullled altor the 
storm. 

'When I met him afterwards at dinner, his beard was adjusted 
noder his cravat. He talked well ; said that be bad heard at 
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Aden of the battle of Qnzerat, und bitterly repented his ec 
out. Tlie Duko was quite ptrcinptory ou tbc subject — Eitht 
jtm inii«t ^o or I. Tbe Duke's heiilth and powers of coiad he 
conHidered us clear and Tigoroua as ever. 'Jlie fipecch mfld« 
by bim at the India House was delivered vitJi beMtHtioQ and 
'without niodulatiun, but was manly and conyinciug.* 

' Btstiop's CoLLEoE, May -Zatk. — I have come over here to 
my tower-room. Nothing can be more beautiful than this 
place; the foliage so rich; the river so wide; the lawn so 
verdnnt; the cbapel so exqiiiaite ; the whole edifice &o noble. 
But it wKotii " the river of the water of life " flowing from the 
throne of God and the Lamb ; and this is tho main defect. 1 
have nothing pei-sonally to complain of, nor have I had for 
several jeais. Jfr. Street and Mr. Weidvmann (now second 
Professor) are most tmlj kind and respeetfid. My complaint 
13 not this. I had all the students asKembled in the diQiog- 
room yesterday, and made them an uddrcSi) of forty minotca ;^ 
and this morning I am to address thoni again after chap<'l. I 
nsked Mr. Stroet what was meant by a young native sitting oa< 
a bench outside the chapel door. *' He is doing penance," was ■ 
the reply.' 

* Jmie Srd. — I have been nblo to preach at the Cathedral. 
But two things are pei-fecllyclear to me : that my voiM is gone, 
and my kcarint) affected. Thus the cai-thly "hoase of this 
tabernacle " is being di.sNolved. The "three warnings " only 
lack one, my itirfht. This at present remains good.* 

'CosaiPORE, June Sth. — Sir WiUiam and Lady Gomm were at 
morning prayers yesterday «t tlie Cathedral, luid I djowed 
them over it. He oalled afterwardd, and they both dined with 
mc in the evciiing. He is a very amiable and pleasiu({ pcnton. 
Five days after biB commission had been signed, the panic 
about Chillinnwallah throw all England into terrors, and Six 
Charles Napier wqr hnn-icd off, and arrived in India beforo 
Sir William Oonmi. The Duke wrote to him to apolc^ise 
most amply for the unexpected change. Sit William takes it 
extrem^'ly well, and says the Duke was perfectly right.' 

'June 30lA. — I think Mr, G-oode's book incomparable. I 
have read also with attention the whole Report of tha- 
Propagation Society for 1«48. It strike* me Uiat prodipoM 1 
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good must be doing on the whole. There msy he some for- 
nifllity and High-Churchisin ; but the framo-work is set up. 
Look at the Bishop of Capetoira for exflmpU. What energy ! 
What enterprise 1 'VS'bat zeal fur souls ! And tlicu the cnlii'e 
number of Society's Mietttionariefl, four hundred iitid thirteen — 
prodigions indeed ! ' 

'New Palace, Calcutta, September isl. This is the first 
dftv T hiLTo come oT«r to study, nnd writv, und ini'diLnte. I stt 
in the third story. The prospect is exqniaite. The Cathedral 
adjoins the compound, Die esplanade stretches uooLstructed to 
the south nod south-east, the air is delicious. We shall not 
come to live hero most liitdy till our return from Visitation ; 
for wo start again, plenso God, on September 2lst. Now I 
desire to dedicate this new abode to Thy glory, Lord ! 
May every snooeeding Bishop live and preach Thy Gospel 
more and more clearly ; may every room have its altar of 
prayer and praise ; and may this change be for the comfort and 
usefulness of Thy serraul's successors, and the glory of Thy 
great and holy name.' 



On September Slst, as thus proposed, the Visitation was 
resumed: and in the nsunl accommodation-boat the Bishop 
Mcendvcl the rivur to Altnhitbad, and then dropped down, 
slopping at the vnriotu) Ktiitioim mid pcrforiniti^ tltc rvtiuirvd 
daties. With these stntionK and duties tJie reader is now 
fumitiar, so that it will bu HufTicient to state that the journey 
was performed in ein'oty, and Calcuttn rej^aiued on Jaiiunr^' 
93nd, 1050. A few important events however retjuire notice. 
The penod uf this Visititliun was marked by the nnival of 
Dr. Kay, the new Principal of Bishop's College : by the 
appointment of Archdeacon Dealtry. whilst in England for 
health, to the Si?e of Madras, void by the resignation of Bishop 
Spencer : and by the immediate nomination of Mr. Pratt to 
the vacant Archdeaconry of Calcutta, The Bishop rejoiced 
at being able thus to mark his sense of the unwearied and 
valuable services rendered by Mr. Pratt to himself and India 
for the space of ten years. The new Archdeacon found also 
at Bhngiilpore, iu the diuigbtcr of George Brown, Esq., of 
the Civil Service, one to ehare bis happy prospects, to 
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promote Ilia domeatic happiness, and to wnJk with him its 
an heir " of the grwe of life." 

On the Bieliop's arrirftl in Calcutta, be took up his 
abode in the New PaUce. The joonial-letter will tell the 
liarticulors : — 



' Febnutrtf intt. 18S0. I came in hers to brenlcfiisl this mo rn* 
iog. atid had family prayors for the first time Lit the new cbupel, 
when we daToted it ttud ourselves to God our Saviour.' 

' Februarif Itk, I found the nearueas of the Cathedral most j 
convenient this morntng. You might have seen me walking 
frona in; houae, well-wrapped up, at ft quarter to seven, and 
returning in tlie warmth of the early aun At a quarter to eight. 
I like also the chimes, which even my dull ears can follow out 
distinctly, and which guide my servaots day &nd Dight. The 
accommodatioa will fully answc^r my cxpcctHtiotis when the 
three new rooms are habitable. The only regret 1 have is the 
money I hare expended, and tlie trouble of getting habituated 
to a new state of thiogs.* 

' Febninrtf i'ind. I have been dreadfully hurried since noy 
return: and the Lent Lecturer, preached ia the Old Church ^ 
this year, give mc a great deal of work. The subject iB, " The 
Cliristian armour." Odo iucidcnt last evening waa very 
affecting to mo. The Bishop's College students and catechiate 
have been used to sit about tlie ConimunioD rails, and often 
became mingled aud coufusetl with the congregation. Lost 
night, whom »1ioiiId I ai,>e humbly 9ittJng amongst them, but 
the new Prin^L-ipal, Dr. Kay. I pressed him to take a seat in a 
pew, but he declined. There he rcmiiincd like a father with) 
his children. In a proud ariHtocrntie city liko Calcutta, this 
was a bold, but most commendable innovation, like everything 
else be does: and it eudeant him to hia pupils prodigiously.' 

' March 3rd. In the beginuiug of March I always endeavour 
to took back with humble thaukfulnei<H to Mitrch 17S6, when 
the infinite mercy of Christ lirst touched my heart, and led me 
to serious thonghtfnlness about my suul. Different saints are 
brought into the fold in different ways. Many gradually and 
imperceptibly, as my late dearest wife; oth<T« by alarming 
sickness ; others by the preaching of the Word ; and many

like mrsetf, by some brief admoDitioQ addressed in common 
conTersatioD, and brought homo to the conscieDce by the Spirit 
of God. But I hftTQ never cominittod the gr^ftt error of 
rtating my evidences for heaven on the supposed dnte of Ihia 
impresMon. No. I tJiank God -with adoi-ing gi-ntitude £ox 
UiHt call : but my evidences of Adoption muHt he sought for, 
in the bHbittul penitenfe, fiiith, love, «nd obedience of my heart 
BJid life. Chriet must be to me "all in rII:" my " wisdom, 
righteousness, sunctification, and redemption." May He so b« 
to rnc to my dying hour ! Alas ! What am I in his sight us to 
myself. I enter the fifty-fifth year, lower and deeper I hope in 
self-abasement tlian in any one that has preceded it. I quite 
iLgree with d<*nr Mr. Simeon, "that no hitninn eye can ever 
detect tlie infinite dopriivity of the heart, nor any person fjrm 
the least conjecture of what we have been mid nre." ' 

'iV/arcfc 19(A. I mot F-ord and Ijidy DalhouKie at oar 
Deputy- Governor's last week. Both have recovered tlieir 
health. Lord Dalhounie chatted pleasantly witli me before 
and after dinucr. I attaolfcd liim for not answeriug my 
private letters. "How tiiigreleful you are," ho said, "I 
answered all except when you sent me your Clmrge, when I 
thought you were the person lo teach, aud not 1." ' 

'March 15(A. There is nothing like a hirge dinner par^ 
for getting ft new house finished. I had not given one for 
seven years; that is. since October, 1643, when I entertained 
Lord Auckland. I thcrt:fore engnged Lord and Lady Dalhousie 
for the only tiny they could spare before going up the country. 
We snt down nt eight o'clock, thtrty-foar in compaoy, and 
broke up before ten. All went off well: and Lord Dttlliouaie 
told me afterwai'ds he had never spent a more pleasant evening. 
There is the end, as well as the beginning, of my large parties 
for this year.' 

' March 20lh. My Cathedral missionary, Mr. Davis, has 
been twice in the BaicAars, preaching the "glorious Guspel ;'* 
so that his tliree divisions of missionary labour have bcpin : 
1. Study with his Pundit. !i. The Allypore school, ft. Bazaar 
preiicliiug : and all within fourteen mouths from bis first 
arrival.' 

' March 9SiA. I am delighted with reading the " Life of 
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Bishop Shirley." He w*» Irulj a 6r«t-ntte person, so sensible, 
erainble, and diligent Hlii r«inark» on the "Trinitariiui Bible 
Society," and " Inringhni," are incomparable. I lenmed one 
imporUut lettsoii from Iiis mo»t ju»l fear at niv ap{>oiiitinent in 
1H.13, Uiat my " impetuosity of character " wonid endanger my 
usi-fuluess, I pray still that I may be enabled to guard 
•gaiikst it Tlic Biabop'a opposition to TractariaDism is 
noble, and hia rieirs of its poison original. Ilia piety, sweet- 
ness, influence, and tact are vunderful.' 

* ^prij 1st. I have fluisbcd my Lent Lectures. Sketches 
of them bare appeared in the " Cbriatian lutelligeuccr." It 
has been a great effort for me altogether. My voice was 
stronger whilst delivering tlie last two, than wbea I begun. 
The numbers attending 1 do not kaow; for they do not 
count numbers in the Old Church : but on Good Friday 
evening the church was crnmtiied from end to end, and many 
were sitting on henclies in the verandah oatside.' 

'Apr^ lath. The reading of Dr. Chalmers has succeeded to 
Bishop Shirley. I hnvo finished with wonder and ndiniratioa 
tlie first volume. A great maii he was — raised up to do a 
great work. No one. perhaps, has done more. The dis- 
closures of his inmost soul in his Journal ore the most touch- 
ing I erer read." 

' April 1 9th, The .\ct for the establishment of Liberty of Con • 
science here, pa^ed on April 1 1th. Tbis will be as memorable 
a day aa December 4th, 18S0, when Lord William Benlinck 
abolished the rite of Suttee. Now, the Hindoo or Mahometan, 
who may embrace the Christian faitb, will no longer forfeit his 
inheritance. Be will stand, as to civil rights, exactly where 
be did before. This, wilh the ni-w plan of education proposed 
by Mr. Thoma-son, is a grand step in the right direction. 
On Wednesday lo^t I had a few friends to dinner. >Ve sat 
in onr new western vcrandnh, witli the moon, five days old, 
beaming upon us, and retired iit eight to Mrs. Prntfs drawing- 
room, who always gives vs a hymn at evening pniyera. L was 
in my own room before nine-' 

'Apr'tl SOffc. The removal of dear Bicltcrsteth, in his sixty- 
fourth year, muoli affects me. He is a remarkable instance 
how lofe and ddigence, with very moderate leaniing, and no 



conspicuous talents, carry it npajnrt more brilliaDt parts. 
Evcrvbody venerated his sincerity ami Lendenic-ss of lieart. 
His use&iInesR, by his early praclieal writings, continued for 
llurtj or forty years, and will long continue. And he lias now 
safely liu)d(.-d in the luavonly Oanaan, leaving a aweet favour 
of Christ behind him. Mr. Cecil used to eay, that it is not by 
incu of great powers God did his work, but by men of holy 
love. Some exrrptioiis there arc, iu St. Augu&tine, Luther, 
Calvin, Jewell, Hooker, Cecil, who were raiaod up for special 
work and rough times; but generally, the quiet, iudefttti);able, 
boly minister Bccumpliuhes most jioad.' 

'Jtine II tk. Expei-imenis ere about fo be made of an elt'ctiic 
telegraph. Thia will shorten, by eoven days, onr news from 
Engloiid. and bring it down from thirty-five days, to twenty- 
eight. How wonderful compared with the four, five, or six 
ntoiitlis of 1P32! A committee is also appoinU'd to pn-piiro 
a plan for a one anna poRtage, similar to your one. penny 
poatnge, which has so admirably succeeded. Our railroad is 
also to begin at Howrali, iitid niii to Burdwan.' 

'/iin« 12th. I am arranging for the resumption of my 
"ViBitation in tlie autumn ; and have sent in my public letter to 
Government. I propose to divide it into two parts, beginuiu^ 
in August with Archdotcon I'rittt as ray acting chnplaln ; and 
ending it in February vAtk my new domestic chapbuu, tlifl 
ReT. J. Bloomfield.' 

' JuJy ZtkI. My nineteenth birthday wnce I left England in 
1682. Surely I mui a wonder unto many, as well as to myself 1 
Surely I have to bless God, who has permitted lue to enter 
riystvtnly-third yefir. Cnlviii dit-d in his fifty-lifih, l>oddridge 
in his fiftictli, Baxter in hi.i fifty- seventh, Bishop Itjdcr in his 
fifly-eighth, Bishop Middleton in his fifty-fourth, Heber in 
bis forty-third, Bickcrstcib in his sixty-fourth. li\nierefore. 
uu I, u cumberer of the ground, so long spared ? I ilare not, 
cannot t*ll you. nor any human being, tlic real sense of unpro- 
filiibleiieBs 1 have — or oufjlit to have. Oh! that I may end 
well! May my sun set witliout a cloud 1 May I go on con- 
sifit^ntly, humbly, tenderly 1 May I leave the morrow with 
God t May 1 improve the few days which remain, to the 
Divine honour! May grace be vouchsafed to me for dying

hoara! Ob! for joy. fttiih. lore, hop«, resigDatioii, hcaveo. 
Cbritit is "alt aiid in nil." I bave no other trust — none. Uis 
atoning blood, and Holy Spirit, are all I want for etecnit;.' 

In tliis Rpirit he prepared for bia usaal ConBrmntiona and 
Ordination ; and tfaea, on August 3th. 1800, he enibnrked in tb« 
Dammida su-nmer on his route to Ditoca. lie waa soon on 
entirel; new ground ; for, after four days' stay at Daces, 
and the pcrforroanco of a bnay ronnd of duties, he entered 
Asaam, and miide for tlie station of Gowbatti. Ascending the 
Brahiaai'tilra river, the vast rangt-s of ntountainE, nbicb divide 
Assam from Tbibci on the north, and from tli« Barman 
Empiro on the aoutli, 8oon cnme in sight. The rains were bill 
slight, nnd the temperature was agreeable ; so that the change 
from Calcutta at its bad season was very a<1vanlag«ous. 
"We reached Gonlpara." saj-B the Bishop, "on Tne&day, 
AugiiBt :<!Oth. The view was very pleasbig. Ita brilliant 
-revdare, iU banging woods, the background of dim mouutaiua, 
the trKtiqiiil rivi-i- smooth as a lake, quite enchanted us. Wa 
dotennhicd to stay the night, that we mieht mount the lull 
vilh the aid of elephnnts, nnd give dirine service to the 
few scattered gentry. But no one came to welcome and iuTtt* 
UB on shore. A kind of clowniEb negligence (which I never 
befors met nitli) and indifTereitce. left us to ourselves, and we 
hnd no opportunity of landing. Such is this vild pbice. One 
passenger, a lieutenant, has joined ns, being ordered up the 
hiils beyond Gowhatti, to quiet the restless native ti-ibcs." 

Gowhatti was reached on the S3rd, and the whole poputatton 
irere delighted with the visit, and warm in their welcome. The 
Bishop, having determined to Ktny over thive Sundays, all 
duties were syiiteniHtically arranged with Mr. Bland, the 
chaplain, niid io due course saliafactorily porformed. A hnnd- 
•onie church, recently erected, waa consiycrntcd, eooArinatioB 
adminiBtetpd, and tievpral sernionB prenched. At the Holy 
Siwrnment tfapre were but twelve communioaDls; but the 
whole congregatiou begged permission to be present during 
the administration. " Perhapfl this may be a step onwards," 
said the Bishop. 



They next touched at 'Xcrpore (the city of blood) and then 
puaiwd up to Dibrogtiur. " It came into our posseesioa." he 
sava, "iu 183S; and a Cftplain Uordou, the devout Kesident, 
began iiiKtuntly to buiUl a churcli, and t'oiuid a Mission. 
Colonel WhiNiler, so well known and highly esteemed, eub- 
scribcd five hundred rupees a mouth to aSi^ist the K«v. Mr. 
Hoebertiu in HU])[>ordiig it. Gordon iiiid Ha-bcrlin have both 
fallen in early life, and in the inid»t of luicfulucss; aud the 
Missions here and at Dacca are paralyKed. The Church Mis- 
sionary Society hare adopted three out of the seven mission- 
arics, but hare not tahen up tlie Mission for want of those fuudu 
which rich, but BeliiKh, Eui^huid might so eaaily !tn])ply." 

The arrival of the Bt«amer at Dihroghur caused an immense 
seosation. No one had ever seen the like. Thousands of 
natives came flocking down each hour to the river-side, 
" making poojah " to the engines ; and the native pilots, wUeu 
called to take charge of the vessel, and guide her through the 
ititrieaoies of the channel, prostrated tbemBekes, in ttim, 
before they took the helm. 

Greatly to the honour of the few Christian n-sidcuts — 
amongst TCbom the Bishop mentions Captains Vetch mid Rcid, 
with u Mr. Shurlock. the son of the very gt^uUemun at Farnliam, 
Hants, who received and eulerlained him when in the year 
1601 he went to receive Priest's orders — a very handsome 
diurch was b^inf! erected. The architect was Captain Keid. 
He had never built k church before, but took the plan from an 
engraving in the Illuttrated London Nettt, and for eight 
thoiiKiiiid nipeoK, had so iicnrly complct<;d the etructure, that 
the Bisliop was able tu perform diriiie service in it. 



Diverging f^om the upward track, and following a winding 
Btrcam for lliirty miles, the steamer reached and anchored off 
Seih Saugor, a remote spnt, but getting into note by the verj- 
succeasfui cultivation of the tea plant. A congregatiuii of 
nineteen, including some pious Airii-ricun missionmcs who 
had been located here for nine years, nnd had gathered both 
convertfi and schools, was Mscnibled for divine service, mid the 
Bishop preuohed. This was the extreme point of the Vistt»tion, 
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and the at«ain«r'ft head was now turned homewardit. Each 
BUtiou was agata visited in passing: Mymenting, BurrisHul, 
Culiiviili, bad ft " word in season ; " and Calcutta was regnluei] 
on the SUth September. 

'la Uiirty-six days,' says the Bishop, 'I have preaclied 
eighteen times. The good seed sown in these ViKitntionB is of 
the ]ast importance. I am satisfied a Bishop does ootiiing 
more useful. The tone of religion is raised, tudiridnals are 
touched. The Gospel in betttir understood. The clergy are 
roused. But I bIibM bo glad of rest now, after a journey of 
two tliousaud miles, and eight stations, with about a thousand 
Christians Altogether. Most of these have never been visited 
before. Besides preaching, I have held four Confinimlious, 
have consecrated one church and cemetery, and opened two 
otli^rs. ]!)lit:!U-I]z6r I Uitlierto the Lordbath helped us. Fine 
weather, a fA7oumble entrance amongst the people, grace 
sufficient, good health, our beloved Church strengthened, 
Tractarianism denounced, Christ nlone exalted, many eoula, 
I hope, blessed for ever:— theae h&Te been the cb&rauteristicK 
of ttoB ViftitatJon.' 



In Calcutta he found liis new domestic Chaplain, the 
Rev. J. Bloomfield. ** His ai-rivid will form au era," says the 
Bishop: "ii fi-esb stArtlng-poat in life." But whilst rejoicing 
in this new helper, he was thtrnderstrucb by the receipt of a 
letter from the Bishop of London, bearing the following 
direction : — " The Lord Bishop of Calcutta, Sar&wai:. Borneo : 
care of the Rev. Mr. Church at Singapore." 

The object was to request him to visit the island of Borneo, 
which being included in none of the Enstem dioceses, fell under 
the jurisdiction of the Bishop of London; and when there to 
consecnitc the new church recently erccti'd by Sir Jitmes 
Brooke, the Rnja)i of Surawnk. A voyage of fourteen weeks, 
and a journey of four thousand miles, was thus Buggested, by 
the Htioltft of ft pen, to a Itishop in his seventy-tliirJ year I For 
A moment his heart sunk withiu bim, but he had never y«t 
decbned the call of duty, and his courage soon rc^'ived. He 
od with the Government, and no obstacle pri-oontlng 
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fittelf, he resolved to go. " On the wLolc," he »«ys, *' I believe 
it to be my duly ; nnd my concern is only to ' die dnily,' leaving 

[lesulta witlt Kovereign fHitlifulneBS, love, and power." The 
Arclidcncon and Mrs. Pratt readily and willingly accompanied 
liim. The reader uved uot be told the histoiy of Rnjiili 

|£roolce, of his seltlement at Borneo, and of the bright hopes 

[once attactiint; to that beautiful isIaQd of tlie Gfaiaese Arclii- 

Ipelago. Thebe hopes have been somewhat dimmed ; and tbnj' 
est DOW rather on the progress and stability of the Church, 

'than on the aid and proteotioii of the State. Dtit nt ttie time, 
they were surrounded with Bomelhing of tlie halo of romaace. 

[Bod Labuao and SarAwak had become household words. 

The Bishop no doubt folt the influence of this, and since the 

.next part of his Visitation admitted of expansion, he resolved 

Ito include Borneo in it. Accordingly, on Kovciiiber lUh, he 
set Buil in the Tavoy Pilot Brig. Captain Runsom, bound for 
Chittftgong, Akyab, Moulmein, Penang, Malacca, SingApore,

Sermons, discosslons, addresses, family prayers, conferences, 
coufiruiations, coueecrations at the various stations above 
enamernted — with the ahernalious of culina and Btorms at sea, 
may be passed over : and it will suffice to say that the vessel 
anchored in aafety off Singapore on January Itth, IS^l. Only 
B Bhort stay there wajit contempUted, butewbarraKsmeuts arose 
from Uie absence of the liemcsis steamer, which was to 
hate taken on the party to Borneo, and from some uncertainty 
about the movements of Itnjuh Brooke. A large etetioier, the 
ia, was at Singapore; but there was no acconimo- 

Son for passengers, and unless the Bishop himself assumed 
the rcspon»ibility, his own little brig, the Tavcy, had no 
orders to proceed beyond Singapore. The arrival, however, of 
a larger man-of-war, the Atnason, soon put all to rights. 
Captain Barker, who was in command, had run in to Siogapore 
in order to meet the Bishop, and to afford his young midslup> 
men and ship boys, tlic opportunity of Coufu'matiou ; and in 

u exercise of his authority, as senior officer, he directed the 
StmirttmiM to comply with the Bishop's wishes and take the 
Tacoy in tow — thus at once hastening the royage to Borneo, 
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uid continuing the accommodatioii. A violent g&le, howerer, 
fhiatrnted tlie arrangement, broke the towing liaws^rs, and 
compelled both vessels to run for shelter to th« nearest bsj. 
It WHS tli«Q agi-eed tliat tlie Dishop and his partv ftbould be 
taken oa board the Seininxmit. though tlie defective accommo- 
dation bid previously forbidden the idea. When this ma 
efTected, the %'es8el sped on her va.j to Borneo again&t ibe 
monsoon, and throagb an adverse and stormy sea, and aiTived 
at tbe mouth of the SaHIw«Ic river on the 18tb January. Hera 
tliey remnined healing about for fifteen hours, receiving neitlier 
letters, messengers, nor pilot. They tlicn pushed on cautiously, 
and found on arriviug at Sarawak, that Sir James Brooke, 
be ill); ill with fever, and not expocting them, bad left in tbe 
Nemetis tbe night before ! The Uev. Mr. Macdongal, bowerer, 
who was then at the head of the Miastoo, and aftcrwmrdu 
became Bishop of I^bunn, receiTed them most ^adly. 



'A splendid region is tliis Borneo,' writes tlio Bishop, after 
landing. ' It in the Inrgcst i.f land in the world, nbounding with 
rivers and harbours, and tbe richest productions of every kind. 
In 1S20 it was Yibited by the Portu>[uese, and mised by com- 
merce to a etute of unexampled prosperity. But it was ttubae- 
quently reduced to a Btate of niia«ry by the Malays Bettllng on 
the const, engaging in piratical enterprises Bud enslaving Uia 
aborigines. Sir J. Brooke, smitten with admiration at tbe 
capabilities of the island, arrivee, in the year 1838, on a viatt 
of enquiry. He hiidti Mudo Hassim. the Chief of Sarfiwak. 
unable to subdue tlie Dyaks, who bad risen in rebellion against . 
tlicir oppressors. Sir James is about to q>iit the country, nhen 
Mudo IlaEEim, ill order to retain liis invaluable services, makes 
ov«r to him a large ti'act of laud. The grant isconfirmed by tha 
Sultan of Borneo. Sir James tlicn builds bouses of wood and 
mud, calls on tha Britiidi Oovcniment to aid him in suppress- 
ing piracy, nnd witli tbe help of Admiral Cochrane and Captains 
Keppel and Miindy. accouipHshri* his object. The China sea 
from Singapore to hi-uni: is thus thrown open to Jj^aropeao 
enteTprise. The inland of Labuau, which is about three hun- 
dred miles from SarAwak, is made over to Her Majesty's 
Ooverunieut. Sir James is naminaled iiret govemorr and 
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Baruwak remains aa bis private estate. This generous English- 
[buui devotes his tine, fortuce, lif^altli, body and sool, te tlie 
«re of the people. He juiua lh« cotumeucement of a 
^Christiau missioa to his other designs; hut until he can pro- 
duce a general eecurity of pereoa and property, the Borneo 
I Mission Commiltee ' eunfiue tlieniselves to the Bonding out a 
Missionsry, and building a Church, a dwelling-house, and a 

I school. Sir James is Eeiidiug young Mr. Brereton ' and Mr. 
l(C«t, to rcsidQ at Salcarnin, the former centre of piracy. He 
places one hundred thoustind souls under their charfie. He 
bw moreover jubt giveu a glebe of forty acres to the Sarawak 
Church. 1 ftbk then, was there ever a more inviting Beld for 
usefuhiess Kiuce the Ascension of our Lord ? If Enslsud 
L answer not to the duties of such an opening, it will reflect io- 
^P deliblo disgrace upon her Christian character. The statesman 
^ is aa much interested as the Christian. And the mi&siou will 
lay the foumlation of tlist faith towards God, uhicb will assist 
the progress of civilisation and sanctify its benelita.' 



The Semiravtia could only remain a few days at Dorneo ; 
but as much edification was condensed into that short period 
as possible. Pleasant and profitable intercourse of all kinds 
took pliicc. A little company of sixteen assembled each day 
for social converse and family prayors. Divine servico was 
oelebralcd iu Mr. Macdougal'shonse, with a congregation of 
fifty-five. The church, though not quite covered in, was con- 
secrated amidst an immense assemblage of Chinese, Malays, 
^and Bynks from nil parts of the island. It vas built of iron* 
wood and the palm-tree, and was a handsome etructure. 
" Never," said the Bishop, " did I feci Hueh delight in coiisg* 
enting a chnrch. The site of it, two years ago. was covered 
with-lliiok jungle: and SHruwnk itself, ten Years ago, was 
desolated by pirates. The ivholc is next to miraculous ; and 
if the KrangelicHl spirit govern tlic misftion. nod strong heroio 

IXDen can ho sent fortli. full of fnith and lore, glorious thiags 
may be anticipated in future yenrs." 

' Kill* imiiAjriixI to lli« Bociely fui tb« Pro;UL);«tii>n of th» GeqiML 
t Thii pntujinng y"iaa gcdUgiuatii a lua of Ui« IUt. C D. OTtaMO, RmUt of 
Litilo MaOTiiiiUeu, I^urfalk, vho «u odb of th« culuvt >nil miort devot4d fiisnda of 
th* Bonito HiuioB, died in the midM cf hi> e>r»r of uafulMM and gilUnt^r. 
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Hnving thus ftc«ompli&hcd bis object, the Bishop embarked 
in the Strntramis. oD Jnnu&rj SSrd. Hod arnvcd at Singnpore 
OD llie 23tli, " exhaiiHt^-d nnii jmle as ashes." Sir James Brookd 
though still ill, *i once naitcd on hitn. "We bad a good deal 
of chat," says the Bishop. " There is evident sweetDfss, and 
yet firmness in his countenance. He mn^ have great qnalities 
to have done what he hn». Languid in dtBpoBilioQ, I under- 
stand he is, till aroused : but tlieu full of energy. H« baa 
great tact in the manageinent of the natives, and a beneficial 
influence over thctn, acquired by luitdneiui, disinterestedness, 
courage and decifiion. The very smell of war awahcns his 
whole BOol, and he fights liko a true hero as he is; but nfter 
a Tii-tory. lie sinks back into siieoce, meditation, theories, 
meta|ihy»ic8. 

" When he dined with the Queen at Windsor in 1S47, Her 
Majesty asked him how he could govern so many thousand] 
people without troops. He Boid, iu reply, that he laonagedi 
the natives easily enough : but that the four or five EugHiili he 
had with him, gave him much more trouble. The Queen 
lauglied heartily, and replied ' I understand that.' " 

From Singapore the Bishop set gail ou January SOth ; and 
calling St all the stations before vigited in order that they 
might hare a double bunefit, and then making a long fatiguing 
journey of fifty miles from Pooroe ou the coast, to Kuttock iu 
the interior, which wa» "more than old seventy- three could 
well bear," he arrived safely at Calcutta on the llth March. 



* Jehovah Jireh f ' he says, ' The Lord will provide I 
Surely goodness and nu-rcy Lave followed me all through tliis 
Visittttion, Kind friends have appeared at every station, 
thirty-five scnuoiiR have been delivered, Borneo has for the 
first time buen rcacbi'd by a Bishop, fiva thousand «»« hundred 
milett have been traversed, my own health with Arehd«aocn 
and Mrs. Pratl'a preserved, the clergj- stirred up. love peace 
truth zeal promoted, the Cliurch upheld, ten Coufirinutious 
administt-red. three churches and cemeteries consecrated, 
congregations of three thousand two hundred people addressed, < 
and one hundred and fifty letters wrtltcQ.' 
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With such words the Hishop entered once more on tbe 
duties of Calcutta : and bia Journal-letters vill tell, as before, 
Ihe naJTfttive of events in the year 1851. 



'March 38rt/. I lie by on Sundays dnriug Lent, that I may 
see how I get on with my Friday evening Lectures on the 
Fifty-lirst P»alui. Whut pruise niid gratitude do I owe to the 
Lord Jesus for bringing me back again to Calcultn! Muj- it 
be for some great Bpiritual good to souls ! I am trying to 
search oat my spirit and laaru the apMial duty of out aoe in 
such a world as this Indian Diocese is. Prayer, faith, 
hutniliatioD, love, joy, peace, hope of a glorious reanrrection, 
mortality evrallowed up of hft\ Such are ray desires.' 

'March 81»(. Mr. BloomfieUl preached such n masterly 
sermoD yesterday that I am quite in spirits about him. But I 
fear for his health.' 

'April loth. I reeoived n Sydney newspaper yesterday 
giving a renlly wonderful account of a " Board of Church of 
England Missions fur Anstralia, and the western islands of the 
Pacific." wliit:h was formed by the six Bishops of Sydney, 
Adelaide, Melbourne, Tasmania, New Zoaland, and Newcastle 
(which dioceses were all parts of Calcutta when I came out, 
and uutil 1830). There was good speaking, good feeling, and 
good resolutions. Why cannot we have a meeting of our 
five Bishop)), and fonn a Board in India? For six reasons. 
1. The Court of Directors. 2. The distance of our dioceses. 
9. The aimdl number of our Chri.stians. 4, Their floating 
changing chm'ncter. 5. The heat of the climate, ft. And 
chiefly, tlie want of a cominaudiug mind tn the aged and 
Tom-out Metropolitan.' 

* April nth. Onr April north-westers have begun. Wo 
have been rpfreshed by three raiu-stonns last week. The 
thermometer instantly fell 10°: uud my new little garden at the 
Palace looks vivid and gay: iKty^v, ifiCkavy 8*. . . .' 

'April 'iinA. I was astounded tins morning by an alarming 
account from Dr. Kuy, that Professor Street was seized with 
Icrer, the result of a cold caught by crossing the river as he 
went to Gcon-Knli for Palm Sunday serrjceB. Dr. Kay con- 
siders him to he iu a dangerous stal«, and that, even if he is 
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•pftr«d, he will be s«n1 immedlntely to Eoglaoi]. How sodden! 
I hftVA b«en pnij-ing for liim morning aiid cveniiig since I 
heard ofiL' 

' April 2ilk. 1 Inily rejoice to say tliat Profensor Street is 
bett«r. He said to a }'out]g CMtecliiat }'«Bterdiiy " Be of good 
coarAge ; go up, and poseeas the land in tbe length of it, Aod 
in the breadth of it :" and to Dr. Km/, who asked him if he 
felt peace, " Whom have I in heaven but Thee, and lljere is 
none upon earth I desire in comparison of Thee." I'here is, 
however fever still, and the depletion is awful, ^\1|at lesaona 
aro tliese I Eternity presses upon us on all hiinds.' 

*April 86tA. At half-past eleven. Dr. Kay wrote aa follows: — 
" May I solicit your prayers on hehalf of our dear friend ? A 
change has come over him. I fear he will not last long." I 
received this at half-pnst two (for we are five miles on the other 
side the river], and Pratt and I determined at onee to go over 
to the College. We arrived before five o'clock. The three 
doQtora were there, and reported s possibility of recovery: hut 
that the medicines had not touched the diseatte. flo wished 
to see nie, and we immediately went up. His appearance was 
deathlike, aud though from the spastnodic action of the throat, 
be oould not speak, yet his intellect was clear. I simply 
directed htm to the bleeding TiKinb, and his one offerin):; for 
sin, in ft few strong words: and then made a short prayer to 
the same effect — mentioning the righteousuesa of Christ alone 
for justification, and the inlluenoes of the Holy Spirit for 
snnctification. I then kiased him, pronounced the beiicdictiou, 
and retired.' 



As the Bishop, after thus affectionately ministering to him, 
wa« retiring, the dying man raised himself in his bed, and with 
an effort which taxed all his powers, said " God bless your 
Lordship." This proved the Inst interview. The disease 
prevailed over all tlie powera of life, and all the resources of 
medicine. The Bishop weut again the following day, but a 
change had taken place, and lie was not permitt«rd to see hira. 
With some anxious friends, however, who were gathered io an 
adjoining room, he held commanion, reading Psalm 180th, and 
imying for the departing sool. 
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Professor Street died od April 29th, and was interred on 
tlic following eT^niDg in tlio beautifid little chnpel of Bishop's 
College. Tlie Bisliop rend the fiineml semee, and a. Urge 
a&sembly gathered to show respect to bis memory. 

The <-xlriict& from the journal, iiit«rnipted bj this sad event, 
mny be now resumed. 

' May IfllA.^:— The first fruits of our Cathedral Mission have 
itppcttred. One of the boys in the school, the son of a high 
Coolin Brahniiii, Bevcnteen years old, has for some month* 
been couviuced of the tnilh of Chriatiaoity. nnd he whb baptised 
in the CstHedral last Siindny by the narae of "Paul." A 
second Ud has also declared himfttlf. and, after a due interval, 
he will be admitted luto the visible Church. He has somo pro- 
perly, which the new Lex hci will secure to him. The family 
would carry him off if they dared. Tlicy have already charged 
him before the sheriff with a pretended debt of five tliousnnd 
rupees, for whieh Archdeacon Pratt and Mr. Davis have been 
obliged to become bail. The ttcliool is rcdiu'cd from mere fright 
ID conseqaence of these things, but will soon recover. Indian 
heathenism in tho nineteenlh century can no more etop the 
ffork of Chrislianity than the Itomnn heatheniam of the Brst.' 

' May 9fl(A. — I am negotiating for a couutry-hoiise at Serara- 
pore; fine air; overhangs the river; accessible by water; 
opposite Bairackpore ; seventeen miles from the Palace ; good 
rowd. Dr. Webb insists on my having some place out of town, 
and I thought, by living on the spot, I might encourn)^ and 
help the newly-sppointed chaplain. I dined with John Marsh- 
man last night, and found him veiy friendly. He is full of 
inforaiation, was brought up in India, and knows cverj'body,' 

' June Srt/. — Last night the formal resigimtion of tlie dear 
Bishop of Bombay (Dr. C&rr) came in, and my acceptance must 
be given before the vacancy can be declared and acted on. 
Moy God direct Lord Broughton's choice.' 

' June Ard. — 1 biiptiseil Mr. Davis's second convert this 
momin;* at the Cathedral. Uis name is John. Blessed be 
Ood for this great mercy.' 



The very next day the Bishop was attacked with (tn illnoBS 
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vhioh assamed a most serious form, and finally became chroDic, 
Tendering him linble to dangerous seizures at any moment, uid 
requiring occaeiotial surgical relief to tlie end of bis life. Be- 
ferriDg to tbts, he auys, 

' My dear Saviour knows and ordem all. My times are in 
his bands. I trust, nay, I am pcrsuadvd that lie will give msj 
grace ti> meet whatever lie may see good to appoint. All th< 
days of my appointed time, I hope to wait, till mycliauge coma. 
Pratt and Boswcll visit and pray with me. I endeavoor, as 
much m» extreme weakness will allow, to miHlilate on tlie pro- 
spects, and joy9, and rest, and holiness of heaven. My only 
reliance is in th« atoninf^ blood of luy great High Piiesit — mind 
that, luy children ! Christ, and Christ only is my bopo. If I 
look to myself I see nothing but imperfection, nn, defilement, 
instDcerity. worldliness, pnde, rebellion, guilt. It is only as Ij 
look out of myself to Christ, that I have a single ray of light. 
All I have ^rrittcn and said ngainst Popcr}- and TrDctarisDiBm 
I stand to. Nnt n sentiment do I rotraet. Witli my dying 
breulh do I proclaim the fatal seduction of what is called the 
Sacramental system. The only point in the controrersy which 
I regret, and have regretted from the bcguiuiog, is deai- Mr. 
Oorham's tlieorj- of prevenient graco in the case of iniimts. 
This will never stand.' 

Again, on June SSnd, ho writes, ' I am weakness itself, and 
can hardly command mind cnongh to scrawl these lines. But 
Dr. Webb prononnces me weu.. Of course this is a respite 
only at my time of life, and so I regard it. But I do not the 
less " love tlie Lord because He hath heard my voice and my 
supplication." 

' But I cannot write. My soul is swallowed up in wonder 
andpraiso; and Dr. Webb Hays I do not know the twentietli. 
part of the mercy God hatti bestowed on me.* 

Tlwtts a longtimebefore he regained his accustomed strength, 
and then the time had come round which required him to pre- 
pare for ihe delivery of another Charge ; for Mich is the extent) 
of the I>ioGese of Calcutta, that, before one visitation is ended, 
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[l)i« tlir«e y^ara which ronder anoUier necessar; have very 
nearly expired. 

It woa. Iiowovcr, deemed inexpedient that, in tUc critical 

s(»l« of the Bisliop's licuIUi, lie shouUl «ucomiter tbe risks mid 

[fatigue of a luuy knd journey to the Upper Provinces ; and he 

jresolved thnt. nftcr the prL-poi'atioii aiid delivery of his Charge, 

[he would reiimtn (jiiictly nt Calcutta or Scrampore, and give a 

'commission to the Arcluleacon to visit tlic Upper Provinces in 

his stead. This arrau<<mnent wuh in due time earned out; and, 

ou the l&t October, the clcrfO' iu """1 around Calcutta were 

assembled to listen to his Sixth Charge. Before, however, it is 

introduced to the nolice of the reader, a smiUl portion of the 

Correspoodenoe of 1643 — 01 wilt be interposed.

written Word to deterniiue that tbe aiiis of the righteous will 
not be remembered at the Judgment Day. It Is enough that 
(1) tlie fruit of tlifir faith will bo produced ; (3) their fitiid nntl 
complete justification tie pronounced ; (.')) and the origin of 
their blesscdoeBe be referred to their being " the children " of 
their Father, ettlled to nu iuhcritnncc "prepared for them

' Our state in India is cerlainljr, through God's mercy, on 
Uie imjattTing hand. We hava more «haplaiDs and more 
minaooaries, and a brighter prospect of snccesn. Xotlung, 
hoirever, of a striking and wide-spread work of grace is at 
prtunt apparent: but Uic preparatory steps have been, and 
arelieing taken, which may lead at any monieDt to an outburst 
of glory in cfcry part of the East, and tbe rapid conTcrsioo of 
aouts to Christ. 

* The movftoent follies Hr« confined to very few, and are 
mnch modified and restrained where tliey are theoretically 
held. At tlio KDiiie lime, the tondency of liunino nuture is 
so Btrong, Aud so insiiiious towards forms and tlio authority of 
man. that it ut impossible to he too watchful against it 

' Nor are the opposite errors less agreeable under certoia 
circumstaiice», to our fallen hearts. The SadOncce is some- 
times more Keductlve than the Pharisee Both arc amongst 
the abortions of human pride utii] solf-nghtcousness; and they 
arv to bu met by that holy and uuttoubting fuitTi which wa 
place ill the full inspirnlicin of the Scriptures, and by the 
blessed, interior, expi^rini^utAl efficacy of the truth of those 
Scnj>lurcs in our ofrn hearts. Truth slumps huliDcsa i error, 
rebidlion and evei-y evil work. And that error is more fatal 
which is hiiilt on some great truth. All the heresies in th« 
world have been ouiti^ to ilic taking of unconnected texts, 
and making thcui speak n'halever the critic pleased. And 
no one error is ever solitary, aft Mr.' Cecil said, it is nlwnys 
attended by n thousand others. We Imvc. therefore, as uiueh 
to watch against Ncological fancies, metaphyaical subtli'tieB, 
Kcoptical doubts on the entire inspiration of the Holy Word, 
(ind n rlictoricftl sort of religion, as we have agnin.st what i« 
termed tlie Sacramental system. The remetiy or prevciitiTfl 
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of botli is the experience of CbrisVa grace, i&ilj gathered from 
liociriues v,-l-11 distiiiguitthcil niid applied as they Ho in the 
Dirine Book, and precepts and wamiiigs derouUy received and 
obeyed. The moment tlic heart breaks off from Christ, Satan 
comes in wit)) a BiLlc under liis nnn — as Bishop Hall tiays — 
and dcludfft us by some plausible error. 

' A'lm will observe tliat in speaking of the inspiration of the 
Sc'riptui-ea, I bavc used the stroiigest language. It is a vital 
poiDt. If the Bible is not the perfect, unadulterated, adequate 
Revelation uf God's will, we have no chart to direct surely our 
course. Xbe Tractarian system springs from a distrust of the 
sufficiency of Holy Scripture. Fathers, Church decrees, 
canons of Popish ajmods, the abominations of Trent— even 
the Protestant officea of our owa Church, and the writings 
of our commentators — all these arc called in to supply the 
deficiency of tlie Inspired Word. 

■ Still, dear brethi-e», let us "look up." and lift up our headB, 
for the day of our redemption draweth nigb. The worst state 
of a Church is a dead calm. Better these evils and tumitlte 
kDown, than concealed.'

The plain spcoliiiig, which had now become 
habitual to him, is very manifest, and breaks through the 
resffrre common on such occasions, Names are mentionedt 
books are deoouoced, and systoms condemned witJiout reserve: 
and he seemed more Uibti ever resolved that the last not^s of 
the tiumpet should give no nncertain sound. " l>on't tinker 
it:" he said to his son, wlicn an edition was called for in 
Eiigtniid : "don't leave out jdniii wonls audi as 'shulHe.* 
The only real word to be altered is pardon {or jxrton," 

After the delivery of the Charge, the Clergy were invited. 
not to dinner as usual, but to breakfast, nl tlic Palace, on the 
following morning. All met in the Chapel at nine o'clock, and 
after the devotional sen-ices were ended, they had " a most 
loving, comfortable breakfast." Both sermon and Charge wore 
printed " by rc([uest," and in an hour the Archdencun 
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set off on bia VisitatioD, and the Ckrgy retired each one to Lis 
Own lioiiie.

' Ja«««ri/ 2J (/t. I have been exceedingly interested witli n 
cbaiice book I buui^ht yesterday — "Lord DiidU-y'a Letters." 
Tlie Totume was published ui 1841, but had not altrncted my 
notice. There are seventy-nine letters, nlinosi equal to Cicero's, 
Scvigiie'B, or Cowper's. They run from Ihm to l&ai,witb 
Kucli hrillinnt skctcltes of home polices, pcroons, and booki;, 
and such masterly and original deKcriptions of Home and the 
other chief cities of Italy, Germany, France, and Switzerland, 
thill I have been churmed. Tbu lively iiiipre.s.«ioti^ of the 
events of tliese eighteen years, aa the facta occurred, and by a 
laau of first-rate talents, are to an old fellow like lue, who 
remembera from the lirttt outburst of the French devolution in 
1781), to the last of 18-lR aud 185L, a source of the highest 
gratification.' 

' Janiiiiry iOtk. I am thinking of the fifty-third chapter of 
Isaiah for the Lent Lectures this year, which are to be held in 
St. John's Church. It is an easy eubject : and yet a most rich 
and important one. ilny the Ijord, if it seemcLh to him good, 
preserve mo to fulfil this duty once more* 

* Fi^hruary ith. The Governor- General haa an-ivcd in 
Calcutta, and I had my fii-sl audience yesterday, ile is iu 
&ut health, and very kind. He granted oil I asked, aud will 
write home in favour of the Agra Bishopric. He thinks there 
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will be ])«> Bnrinesc war ; expeoU tbejr will submit : g«ts on 
rery -well with the Court ol' Directors : will not let them 
beliATo uucirilly: liAS writtcu homo n atringeot Minute to 
enforce the boilcUug of marc cburchfts : wants lift}' thousand 
troops in the PunJAub, and ten Chnpluins.' 

' SF-nAMPORE. Febrtuijy l!0(A. I have bnd U-n frieuds to 
breakfast with me this momiag. By thin meane I tun able to 
keep up a little hospitality. 1 have be«D Uytng out my little 
eoiuiiouiid. The Agricultural Society hare giv«D rae an 
hundred and fifty flowering shrubs, uud by lattice work of 
bamboo against the walls, I shall after th« rains, Lave au. 
omamentftl kind of look. The larger garden at the PaUce liaa 
wondL'rfiilly succeeded, and is iiiuvvraally admired.' 

' Fet/rtKiry iH^tJt. Bedroom ! For u»y gracious Sariour hna 
again in bis mercy and loving kindness Itud bis band upon me: 
blesaed be His nnmo! On the day before yesterday, aAtf 
breakfast, I felt a nhivering come upon me; the aame as at 
Umballab in l&4d. I ktn:vi what it was at onoc, and went to 
bed instantly. Dr. Wchb was with me in a few minutes, 
though my band shook m I could scarcely write to him 
inteUigibly. I Iiad the cold fit of a fever: and the hot fit 
soon came on. All the evening I was dplirioua. Strong 
remedies were administcrGd, and about midnight I came to 
myself. The moment the case admitted of it, qnimae was 
administered, and to day I am free from fever.' 

' March 'ird. ^^y progress towards recovery has been very 
slow : but what then ? This is a part of ibe heavenly chaa- 
tisement, and slinll I not rejoice to lie in my Saviour's arms 7 
NMiat am I that I should look for miracles 1 

' An astounding cvt-nt ba» liappcued — the sudden death of 
Mr. Weitbrechtl Yes. It is too true. U« preached on 
Sunday evening for Mr, Boawcll, and on Monday March Ist. 
at 10 A.M., be was a Ufel<^'HS corpse. Chokra was the disease, 
which JesQS acnt as a messenger to call him to liiniself. He 
had come up to attend a Church MisBionary Conference. A 
presentiment of death was upon him. On "Wednesday last be 
preached an adniirable sermon to the missionaries ^m the 
wonU. "Be thou faithful uiilo death, and I will give thee a 
crown of life." He said he thought he was near to Canaan. 
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On Sunilfty his text was " BehoM I come qaicklj' : even so, 
eome. Lord Jefta%." Mr. Bosvcli snys it va& each * sublime 
and heiLvpnly discourse that it made bim long to be with Jesus 
Itimself. Hfi was not well when he went to church : a.nd on 
his return he was seized with this rajsterious disease. Dr. 
Webb was willt him iLlinost all night — biit in vnin. Ood's time 
WAS come. We hare lost in him one of our best missionaries. 
I loaked on liitn. niid Leupolt as our Erst men. They resemble 
Swarti, Henry iMartyn, Bishop Corric — such aweetneas, suoh 
capital sense, such talent, and Huch indefaljgabic toil. Willi a 
mind well stored, with loug experience iu India, with iiiflucnco 
widely sprend, h« combined tfue spii-ltimlily and deej) lova 
to the Saviour. There was ft brigbtaess. a hiJo of holiness 
around hiu, which is iuduecribable. He wiia only tifty years 
old. God's will be done. Amen.' 

' March ZOth. — I liad an unexpected bleftsinfi oa Friday. I 
had beea turoiug iu my mind for some days whether 1 should 
write to a gentlemnn iu Calcutta who is well disposed, and ask 
him to help our labouring " Additional Clergj- Society." At 
lost I thought I would call. I did so. And. wbea I had stated 
my case, he replied. " rrovideucc has sent you. I had been 
intending to make a donation to that Institution ; but you must 
promise me not to disclose my Dame to any human being; not 
eren to your chaplain." I promised. He then intimtited that 
next month he would send me three thoiuaud rupees in bank- 
notes. I quite started with j<»y.' 

' /I;<rii 7lh, — A most melancholy and distressing event hap- 
pened on Saturday afternoon. Profcasor Weidematin was 
drowned by the boat iu which he was returning from Ifowrah 
to Bishop's College being in one moment upset. The sudden- 
neiiB and Tiolence of tlie nortli-wesler was almost unprecedented. 
Wcidtimann was generally very cautious, quiet, prudent, aud 
never ventured on the river in dangerous or tlireittenJng 
weather. The nalive boatmen warned him of a coming atorm ; 
but lie thought he couUl safely make his way by keeping close 

the bnnks of Uie i-iver, He was mistaken. The wind raised 

tthich dust cloud, and, with a vtolcDCC scarcely ever remem- 

jcred, the boat was overset. He received Home blow on tlie 

head, and rose twice ; but the boatmen saw him aiuk at Inst. 
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Timy e&CBi)ed by cUagtog to the boat. The sad tidings came 
to me in & note from Dr. Ku; od Suuday niomiiig. Wu all 
clung to the hope tlint he might have struggled to the shore ; 
hut, after two dnys, the body woe found, and at six oVlook last 
night 1 rend oror him tlie last Dolemnscrriee. Ue was a good'J 
man and tnic. I hare endenvoured to console the weeping 
widow Mill] friends. Such ii Oiiog has ncTcr boforc happened 
in my lime to any clergj'man.' 

' Aprit 10th. — I have finished the last of my I^nt Lectaros, 
thank God. X do not think I shall ondertaku another coarse 
CTcn if I live ; but I may have a few copies of Uiis struck off j 
for wy diocese.' 

The iotontion thus signified was in duo time carried out. 
In the following August, a small volume containing this series 
of Lectures, sumowbat altered, under tlie title of " Thk Cirrat . 
AxoMiMiiNT,"' 1V119 iiiibliftlied, and circululcd by Linweir, ns 
"The SUent Preacher," throughout India. " I am doing tt nt 
once," he said, " or I should never do it at all. There will bo 
nothing new. It is only a digest of Vitrioga, Micbnclis Uio 
Good, Cidvin, Scott, Henry, Uames, HamUeton, Gill, Poll 
Synopais, Berthier. Poole. vVdatn Clai-ke, Venn, Diodnti, Siraoon, 
the two Lontha. Daill^. Pye Smith, Ac. ; and, curious to say, I 
hate my notes of Dr. Blarney's I^ectures on this portion of 
Isainh taken down in March 1601." 



• Ajnil aB(7i. — Rangoou and Miirtabnn were taken on the .1th 
and Ifttli. ETery one's mind ia full of it. I'urther dcspatchea 
are daily and hourly expected. Tho electric telegmph haa 
buen no BTiccesafuI that the Governor- General has prestenteil 
Dr. O'Shauglinessy, the head of tJie enterprise, with 30,000 
rupees, and a free passnge home to lay his plans before tbe 
Court of Directors. Thi» ia one of the best (hinga tbe 
Govern or-Genernl has don«. When Calcutta, Madras, and 
Bombay arc united by this mysterious intcrconimuuication, . 
the wliolfi aspect of things in India will be clumgcd.' 

' Noi'umher lOlA- — 1 was tho first person in India to ride 
on the Seronipore railway. On Thursday llr. Hunt look 
mo in a trucl*, impelled by CooUes, for a couple of miles.

' December Itt, — TIic Bishop of Victoria Brrived tlm morning. 
He impressed mo atonco with love: such a mild, gentle coun- 
teiunce. This morning 1 introduced him to all my dergy, uid 
he made iiii ud'Iress of twentj-five minutes. After the close of 
the meeting, he arrauged Lis plans for ^nsitiiig tiie Propagation 
Society and Church Missionary Htationa. Ho will confirm for 
mc atBurdwon, Krinhnnghur, and Barripore. This wilt reliere 
me fi-oiii ili«se (to me) huziu'dous juurncyti. Ho luures dd the 
Srd of .Imiuai'y. I have invited two jiai'tics to muct hiin at 
breokfftst.' 

'December 6f/i.—" Uncle Tom's Cabin" I Iiave read and 
wtpt over. The geniua, ta,leiit at description, ohoice of aceaes, 
oontroets, ore all admirable. The religion is not clear; the 
conversHtions are enthusiaBttc ; the character of Cassy ought 
to have been suppressed.' 

'Janaafy la(, 1858. How many mercies have followed me in 
1852. (1) Hefllth; (3) Recovery; (-3) Comfort of my tro 
fiuuilies at home ; (4] Seventy-eight sermona ; (15) Two Ordina- 
tions ; (6) Peace and love amongst all the clergy; (7) Arriral of 
four holy and able chaplains ; (S) Vestry and soctt'tics going on 
well. Bless the Lord. O ciy soul, and all that is within me, 
bless his holy name 1 Oh, to be ready I To end well! Uy 
motto for ier.3 is—" This year thou tihaU die." ' 

' Januarrf 7th. The dear Bishop of Victoria wa« present at 
my hundred and twenty-second cluneal meeting. There were 
thirty-three prcsi^nt — the largest number we have «vcr had. 
He gave us a charming farewell address. His visit to the 
Go>'emor-Geiieral boa been very satisfactory. He sailed yester* 
day, having highly gratifivd us all.* 

ITie Bishop of Victoria, himself describes tlie impression 
made upon his own mind by this visit, in a letter dated 
Jan. fttli, 18.'»3. The following is an extract; it was addressed 
to the Rev. Daniel Wilson, at Islington : — 



" Three days ago at Calcutta I took leave of your honoured 
father, and mj dear and rererent! friend, the Bishop of Calcutta. 
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Even nov I Teel nlmost sad at not bavlng formally bultlea bim^ 
farewell. Jie gave me a fallicriy kias, aaiil a fvw kind words 
witJt nn nfFpctiunnti? itiii] full ht-art. nnd was soon out of the 
rnoni luid ill his pririile sttuly. I ih'-inglit I Blioald see Uim 
again : but bis dinplain told lue tliiit his puiu nt parting made 
him iinnilliiig t^) have a more formal lenve-takiog. 

" And non- liotv can I expresa tite full feelings of my heart 
in tlte remembrance of my month's Tisit to him I How deacrilje 
liis ricJi flow of wisdom — his powerful oxpositiona of Scripture 
— his affvclionaUi love — bis euerg}' — and bis glorioaa auticijm- 
tiona of dying in India at liis post ! It is one or the mo«t i 
nohli', u& well as one of ilie most affecttDg spectaclfs I have 
ever n-itnesRed, to Hee an aged inau like him, voliuitanl}- sepa- 
rated in bia last years from his beloved family (and my presence 
wbeu he read bis last letters from liis children enabled me to 
perceive how greatly he loved them), and waiting for his 
Hommoiis in humble faitti and love. I nercr before saw him. 
I Bhonld imagine that he is getting feeble in body, bat be re- 
tains a wonderful amonnt of mental energy and rigour, anil 
trita up many hours iu tlie day to his desk, n-adiug or writing. 
The roice fiiiU bim moat, so thiit he docs not now preach so 
often, hut giveH most powerful expoaitions at morning and 
eTcniiig family devotions. Il has been a great privilege and 
event in my life to visit India, nn<l enjoy intercourse with th* 
Teocrable Bishop of Calcutta." 

The jonrmJ-letters will again carry on the uarrativo. 



' February 9lh. I preach my Lent Lectures this year ai the 
CalhedniJ, at early morning prayers (seven o'clock), for several 
reasons. First, crowded churches in the evening, now too 
much fatigiic me. Secondly, my own congregation is entitled to 
lectures. Thirdly, the Cathedral is the Bishop's proper place. 
Fourthly, many can come to early service who have no health 
for evening service. Fifthly, it is but a trial. Sixthly, the 
other cburcht'S will be set at Uberty to begin their own lectures. 

' X have chosen the seven Kpistlea of our Lord to the Seven 
Churches of Asia, as Uic subjecL' 

'Seoami'ose, March lilii. There is a new superiDtcndent of 
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the gardens at Barrackpore Park. lie comes over and looks 
At my flovors. The roof of all my liot-liouses is on the level 
of my rl rawing- room, where I live wlien here, anil study, I 
walk out, tlicrcforo, coiitinuully, morning niid vveiiiiig, and 
watch the gloriotis hneft of the flowertt in their pota. Tlie roiifs 
ftre ttnt of coai'He, with n low parapet nnll on each Mite. Oq 
these pnrupctM lire nil tbu Quest flowcriiigftbrul>s India produces. 
Think o( five tlioiismid five hundred apeciea of flowers in our 
Indian Hortua alone, and each full of exquisite grace I My 
knowledge of Butauy is nothing. Still I have in it a uew field 
of wonder and adorntiou opened to me.' 

His love of flowent was the solace of his old age: and a 
walk rouod Uie ^'i\rden witlk the Mnlee (or native ^rdcner) a 
few steps behind liitn, aniiwering bU qucstionn and deli^'hted 
witli his notice, was the general tenuinaliou of lua morning 
drivi', and sometimes its substitute. He bought botanical 
hooks of all kinds, and bin grounds were well supplied with 
the ehoicest pl&nte. A bouquet of flowers was brought each 
morning, and placed on bis study table "When the flowers of 
which it was composed were more choice than usual, the 
Malee was sent for after dinner, and the Bishop, pen in hand, 
would point out each flower in succesgion, and a^^k its name. 
The botanical Latin name n-as always given : but ttU'ange 
liberties were taken with it. After mnny vain repetitions, the 
Bishop, throwing himiielf back in his chair, and laughing 
heartily, would appeal to hia guests, "liMiatdoes he say? What 
does h« mean ? " 'NVhitst the man with folded hands and 
glancing eyes aeenied to wonder at his riinster's mirth or ignor- 
ance. At length the name of each flower in the nosegay was 
written down as near the sound as could be, with the date 
affixed ; and n whoU book was crentually filled with these 
memoranda of tlie " Ri.Oiop and the Kulec."

The Governor- General was very 
courteous, and told me iii li joke that I vraa the " Grand Inqui> 
fiitor," olhulUig to my strictures on tlic Guvcrnmciit plan of 
educntioi).' 

' Jiilif SO(/t. I hnd an nudieucc of the GoTemor-General 
yesterdiiy. It is true that his letter decided the miuistry. It 
waa to the Duka of Ai-fiylo. who asked him about putting off 
the Indian qnestion. The Governor- General replied " Do 
wliBl you will with India. Sweep away the Governor-Oencml 
if you Uh«. Uut i>on't i>obtponi(."' 

*Auguit Gth. I have been running through the two volumea 
of Lord John Rimsell's " Life of Fox." It is a first-rate book 
of itskitid — quite superior to tlic"McinoirBof Thoii)H» Moore," 
which ai<c a dictgraee to Lord John. The interest Fox'a Ufo 
lias awakened, in quite tlirilling. I have always been fond of 
l>emostliene8, Pericles, Cicero, Cliatliam, Pitt, Fox, and all 
groat orators, I remember buying in Decembor, 17fiS, tli« 
Morning Chronicle, and almotit getting by heart Fox'» wonder* 
ful speech. To rcuti, thirruforc, his interior ItiHlorj', bis letters,' 
the Hecret ncgotintions, George the Third's notes, tlie progress 
of Uie peace uf lit^^t, the coalition, the India Bill, the Rejjeiioy 
quostion — al) thiH was so fresh, tlint I confess it gratified mo 
not a little. Lord John has done his duty well, honestly, 
candidly, and witli gi'i'nt judgment. The w<jrk is awkwardly 
made up. The moral of it is mournful. Such a diitplay of 
chicane, craft, deprarity uf private character, and absence of 
sll reference to religion, is quite disgusUug. Bad aspablio! 
men may be now, they ai-e infinitely better than they wer«| 
seventy yeHxa ago.' 

'August ii7lh. 1 am busy in changing my house at Scrampore. 
The owners (HabooB) would not repair it, I am going into a, 
larger and much better dwelling.* 



Tn tlie month of October the Bialmp's Rldest grandBon, 
Daniel Frederick WilHon (with his wife), arrived in Calootlk. 
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He Vft8 gUtdly receiretl, •dniitl^d into Holy Oilers, nnd during 
the short period of his risit, Rltaclied to tlie Catliedral. 

At tlie commencemeut of the year 18154, a short visit wos 
pud to the tnissiouary stntionK of Krishnngliur (iiid Biii-'lwiVn ; 
but the more lengthened Visitfttioii was i-cservcd for the 
itutumu. when with Mr. niid Mih. Bloomflehl as his compaiiionn, 
the Bialiop nsccaJed tho river to Allaliahad ns in forinei- 
times. Henj lie staj'td a week, pcrfoniiing tliB cuatoraary 
duties, and holding an Ordinntion for three missioniiry cnn* 
didatcfl, one of whom was Daond Singh of Umritsir, who 
littd Dinintftiaud n steady Chrititiau character for ninu years. 
Th«n dropping down the river cjuictly, ho pcrfoniicil without 
fatigne tlie duties of each successive station, and having "set 
iu order the things tiiatwere wanting." he arrived in Calcutta 
at th« close of the year 180J. His journal -letters will tell tha 
history of 1865. 



' Calcdtta, January 25I/(, 1853. Who slioiild come in 
yesterday about noon, hut Dr. Macdougnl of Bonieo, now the 
Bishop-elect of linbnnn. He Innded \(iAi evening with wife 
and child. He luid only received Sir George Grey's notice of 
his appointment : and hits eoiuo hero with the unticipation of 
being coiis<»f?riitcil by iny Siiffragnii Bisliops and myself. 
Many thing?, however, must be cleared up before I con net : 
and some months probably nmst cIh])sc.' 

' January UTtlt. Mrs. Ell<*rton has Informed me that Dr. 
Jackeon, with whom she has lived eight years, is going home,' 
as Boou as ho can settle her in a eoiufortable residence— 
" Would 1 take her in ? '■ "Yes: nnd rejoice to doit:" was 
uiy reply. When the Archdeacon hasenibarked, ahe will come 
and see what accommodation I can give her.* The Bloom- 
fields have four rooms. If Mrs. Ellorton comes, it will be like 
tlic Ami lit Obcd-Edum's, a bleSBing to my honsc and family, 
my guests and clorg)-.' 

' Januanj SWA. Bishoji Carr was perfectly right, I think,

* Ffbrmr^ bth. On Saturday the Eaat Indian Railway waft, 
publicly inaugurated by tlie Governor- General , Alcorci 
wttli flowers, formed a corered way from the Gliiit to au 
onuunented steauior: and other alcoves led np to tlie station- 
Uouso. At uiuv o'clock the GovcrQor-Ocuvrul arrived, and I 
read a prayer, )» tiiy chorch robes, before the trains started. 
Mi. Fisher, who was acting as Archdeacon, and Sir. Bloom- 
fleld, in their surplices, read some portionn of Holy Scriptura. 
Twenty-four carriages then carried six or scTcn hundred 
gentlemen to BurdnAii, a distance of mixty-scrcn luilcK in tliree 
hours. There a breakfast was prepared; and a namber of 
excellent speeches were afterwards delivered. I reached 
home by hnlf-pa^t seven, after ctcveu houni of great heat and 
fatigue.' 

* Fthraary 7lb. The hundred and fortieth clerical meeting 
was held to-day. There were twenty-seven present, lly 
exhottatioQ in Cliapel, before brvAkfast, was on tho "Cbristiau 
Bacc :" and after breakfuet I aftked Dr. Macdongal to address 
the Clergy, and give an account of the Sariwak MissioD.' 

' Febniary 23rif . Vcslcrdny I received a telegraphic despatch 
from Madras. It was as foUovfS : — 

'"The Bifthop of Madras has retnmed in safctyto the Hills 
and would be glad if the Bishop of Calcutta would come and 
spend three months of the hot weather with him. An answer 
is requested." 

'My anawer is : — 

V Prepare to come here in October to assist in consecrating 
the Bishop of Labuau. I cannot go to you." 

' Kow to write by the Ddk, I could not bare heard and 
replied under twenty-eight days : as it is, it has taken twelve 
hours. What changes uj-e taking place in IniUa ! This isahnost'; 
mirauulous! 

'Dr. Mactlougal has gone hack to Sarriwak.nnd it is arranged 
tlmt lie shall return for Cunscienition in October, if all he well 
and right,' 

' March 31«f. Mrs. Ellcrtou came to reside with me on the 
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27Ui. She enters her eighty-fourth yettr on May 30th. She 
is very chatty and pleasaut, auil panctual in coming to meals. 
Many uReful renmrks full from h«r in GoaTersatioD. She has 
« turn for humour, and tells a.nec(lotcs of former times. There 
is a savour of downright piety and simplicity of heart in rU 
nhc says. Her fnculties Kre perfvct. Site loves nuthority and 
obedicDoe. She jolccs with w* ; and calls mc " Twice ef vcn " 
(77). I keep fourbearers for her exclusive use. We sit round 
our tca-tablo at a Uttlc before eight — Mrs. Ellcrton, Mr. and 
Mm. Bloomfield, Mr. and MrK. Yiiti'j mysc-lf, Mi\rgarct(ti school 
girl, n'fiiting on Mrs. KUerton). and Andrew, my writer; and 
then I expound briefly, have a hymn read, and close the day 
with prayer." 

The picture thus drawn of the family gronp is Burcly very 
interesting, and has Romethiiig in it of primitive Riinplicity. 

The arrangement by which Mrs. EUcrton waK received into 
the Palace, proved permanent. Her only relatives being 
absent, and her little jiroperty settled on them by will, she 
spent her last days there in peace. Their intercourse was 
very pleasaut, though chequered with frequent and serious 
attacks of ill iicss. When she was well, the Di^hop would gu 
and sit in Iior room sftcr dinner for couvereatiou. When ill, 
he would visit her twice each day^ or oftcner, for reading and 
prayer. She Burvived the Bishop just three weeks. 

'April 12tft. My last journey certainly did me good, as I 
hope it may have done spiritual good to my clergy and their 
floclts. My next plans lie thus, Deo volfnte. In October, my 
Charge, Ordination, Coiifinnntion, Consecration. Tlien from 
November to February the Visitatiun down the Sti-aits, all by 
Blcamcra — no sailing — no dtih travelling. It will be five yeais 
since 1 visited the Straits, and it will be my first visit to 
Burmah. But the heavenly visit and transfer may come first." 

' October nth. I have nearly n-ritlcu out a rough long-band 
copy of my poor Charge. I hopo to bring it within fifly 
luinutus. wliich in short for me.' 

'Octo&cr l^tJi. Things are moving on. The Bishop-eleet of 
Labuan arrived last week; Bishop SmitJi O'ictoria) on the 
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10th; Bishop and Mrs. Dealtcy (Madnis) are expected to- 
morrow. Dr. Macdougal, villi bis buoj-ant epmtf, fine hcaltli. 
And romsntic ze&l, is very much liked. All the gentry are 
asking Mm to dinner. I have promised hint the ORertorx on 
Thursday, and u sermon on the ^^Ih, for the benefit of bia 
SarAwak MiEsioD.' 

• October I6tk. Yesterdiiy and to-day have almost overset 
mc, I bnve been in o whirl. I have three Bisbops iu my 
honse. I have not been able to look at my Charge. A party 
of forty are invited to breakfast on Friday, and on Saturday 
and Monday an buudred tt]id twenty uiore. This moniitig 
we wnt out two huudrcd letters of Juvitatiou to all the gentry 
to aUend tlie Consecration . It is the first time such a ser- 
vice has taken pWo out of England, since the Reformation. 
We fi-ar a crush. Rut I endeavour to keep nil in a caliu, 
boly, noitiug spirit. It is difficult amidftt &o much onavoidable 
diatractiou.' 

' Mtmdaif, October SHud. The Conkrcbjltiox took place witli 
wonderful success on Tlinredny. Bishops Dcnltry and Binilh 
only just arrived in time. Dealtry preached a glorious Ht-rmon, 
which will bo printed. The Cathedral was crowded. Hundreds 
oranimed tlicnisolvos into every comer ; but hundreds could 
get 110 admiasion. The sight of the two assistant Bishops 
conducting the Bishop-elect in his rochet &vm tlte distant 
vestry, and presenting him to me. was most affecting; and 
when, having returned ta robe himself, he kneeled nt the 
CouuQUuion rails, the congregation seemed overwheloied. The 
presence of three Bisliops in the heart of Heathen India, 
setting apai-t a Missionary Bishop for the immense field of 
Borneo, was an event almost miraculous. Bishops Deidtry 
and Smith preached yesterday at tlie Catlicditil, and the " Old 
Church." But 1 have fallen aick: and was unable to be pre- 
sent at my t>reakfA.st this morning. How I shall get ou to- 
morrow with my Charge, I knoiv not. But I am in God's 
hands, and have only to commit myself to Him in humble 
penitaooe, faith, and prayer.' 

' TStewday, October Zfird, I have had a great deliverance fr«in 
my fears. I thought " I shall never be well enough to hold my 
Visitation and deliver my Chaise." But I Iwre held it ; and 
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with the help of niy Chaplain, and leaving out some parU, tlte 
Charge did net t&kc much moro than an hour. Thus nn 
Wisiety of four yeaxs, oiul u close appUcalioD oi &!x tnontlis i» 
tefminntcd. But I was not fit for tbo duty, as you will easily 
judge when you re«(I the Charge.' 

This Charge will iDtrodiioe ns usual n new chapter. The 
Correspondeuco which interveucs, and which in this case will 
run beyond the proper date, ehowit a pen as vigorous, and a 
mind as clear &a ever.

' S. I have now ouly to stale, that you bj-c hereby required 
to abstain from all the cuatomb and habits to which the vener- 
able Archdeacon, knowing my minil, objected so properly. 

'8. You ai-o not to turn your back on the people when 
reciting the creeds. You arc to preach in your black gown, and 
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not in yoar smitlicc. Vou have an organ and singers who chaunt 
the Te Deum, &v., and stiig a I'solm or bymo between tlie 
Litany and the Comninniou service — you will direct them to 
»iiig a Psalm or hynm between the Comiuunion service aud tkc 
sermon also. You are not to use the pi*ayer for the Church 
Militant except when the blessed Commuuion is admiabtered.

• 0. But I talie the higher ground — my authority hs Bishop, 
to rcguUlo what usages way be retained, and what omitted iu 
the elimat* of India : keeping to the practice for an hundred 
and fifty yenrs at home, as nearly us possible, and to that of loy 
episcopacy for nearly twenty ycaia.'

I ucYcr read 
four Volumes of such »tufl — niyslical, pantlieistic, subject to no 
law, no creed, no Church ; subversive of all doctrine, all nalioiml 
piety, all intelligible exposition of Scripture. luspinition is 
virtually given up.

• lliese rules being obsei-ved, such weekly mootiilgs resemble 
cottage lectures iu our large Kngli&b parishes, and ai-e ap- 
proved by our Bishops. 

' The objection from one peraou being n Baptist, aud olhei^ 
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not attoDcliiig cliiu'cli is of uo weiglit. Nothin;; caa tend to con- 
ciliate their minds, tiud bring them baclc to our Protestant 
Apostolicul Cburcli so mucU aa the kindliness and charity you 
would thus show Uieui. Repulsiou never does good : ftltractiou. 
always. These weekly iiiceljiigs would benefit youi- own soul, 
draw out your love to Christ and bis ehefip. and accustom to an 
easy and iutelli'^iblc cxpomtion of the Gospel joui* habits of 
thought and iiic-ditatioii .'

' I have the honour of acknowledging the letter of Govem- 
meiit enclosing a despatch from the Honourable the Courl 
of Directors regarding a muniBceul bequest of the late Mr. 
Mackenzie for the crcctiou, repaii', and endowment of churches 
in India, and requesting me to otatc uLnt would ap])earto me 
the best mode of applying the be<jiiest. 

' 3. I would iirKt submit, that as the heignctit is designed for 
the whole of India, subject to the East India Company, tlio 
entire aum should be divided among the three dioceses iii pro- 
portion to their extent. For instance, one half of the 80,000 
rupees to Calcutta, onc*third to Madras, nnd one-sixth to 
Bombay. 

• 6. With regard to the sum (40,000 rupees) time allotted to 
the diocese of Calcutta. I observe that there is a verj" proper 
limit assigned— that it ahonld be apjiropriated to such places 
and objects as would uot in ordinary cases receive assistance 
from the public revenues. 

• 0. This will direct the distribution to the nnraerons Bniall 
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stations where there iiro no resident chaplflius. Churches axs 
proridfid l)y the Honourable Comrfliiy for all the stations where 
okaplaiiis are located, and only for theiu. 

' 7. The mode of appropriating the money to these small 
stations might, pertiajis, best be ariaiiged by the Triisteos of 
the " Church Building Fund for India." 

' 10. The "beiitieat speaks not only of the erection of churches, 
I>ut also of repairs and endowments. 

'11. As to "endowments," I fear the whole earn is too 
limited for sDch a design. But there is one church where 
the "repairs " are not borne by Uie Government, and which 
thwcfore would come within the Umitntion laid down by the 
Honourable Court. The Cathedral of St. Puul's, Calcutta, is 
I'epaired by the vestry and the gcutiy attondiug Divlue wor»hip- 
There is a small fund, which has been raised by subscription, 
but which is utterly inadequate for the end iu liew. Any 
portion of the 40,000 rupees which your lordship should judge 
right to give would fall under one of the main heads specified 
in the bequest, and not violate the condition of the Uonourablo 
Company's letter.'

The union of siugiilAr attainuouts of joy and 
spirituality, with comprehensiveness of judgment, and sound* 
ness of decision on moral questions, is quite unequalled. I-'roni 
his extreme warmth of feeling, you would expect liiin to break 
down on practical questions — but uo, uotliing so wonderful as 
his insight into difbcultieii whether in Hcripture or in his 
ministry. Mr. Cecil knew him well, and used to tell me of bis 
manners and way of going on. There was no escaping him 
— ho meols au old and determined opponent, and takes him by 
the arm with all the afTectiou of a brother, nuil talks to him 
about Christ and eternity. His preaching was Tory unequal ; 
for he would sometimes go exhuusttd into the pulpit, after two 
hours eager coiwersation in private. I remember Mr. J. 
Pearson mentioned to mo what you notice In his life,' that his 
joy at the Approach of deiiUi, delayed for a time, that to him, 
wished for event.

another placed iu Calcutta. 

' Thev seem eutitlcd, therefore, to tho hope of ndvuiM- 
mciit n-ithiii some fair nnd modemte period. 

* Nor do I doubt that our Honourable Masters wtU <;lieor>

Tub Charge which the Bittliop delivereil ou October 83rd, 
IftSS, was HIS LAST. It was based upon the a^Idresa of St. 
Paul at Miletus to the elders of tlio Church at Kpheaua. All 
the parts of that address were carefully expounded and appUed 
to the condition of the Church, am) tho charKclL-rs of the 
clergy in tho present day. Xhia was foltowod by honourable 
iDtioD of Colonel I'orbes, the architect of the Cathedral, of 
. Weitbrecht, the Church Missionary, and Mr. D. Jones, the 
Propagatioti ^Mistiiouary' — all of whom ha<l departed to their 
rest Tho recent Minute of Government for making " grants 
in aid " for the promotion of education, after tlio plan of 
the Privy Council at home, was discussed iiiid ajiprovcd. The 
progress of Missions and the stntistica of the diocese, with 
other incidental topics of interest, were introduced. All was 
gcutlc, quiet, and Biihduetl ; anil the last worda ever addressed 
by him to the HHScniblcd ctvrgj were aa follows: — ■ 
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* And now, brethren, I most uffectionatelj eomnuRd yoa to 
Ood and to the m>rd of Ui» grace. Tbis is a guiirdianship 
under wliich wo mny ccmforlablj leave eiich oth^r. Tlie 
inlmntanc* of lUe Sa\nti in tight is before us. The more we 
study tlie Word of Ood'a grace, tlie better shall we be prepared 
for that unspeakable blessedness — an inheritance inrorruptihU 
and undfjiUd, and ukiek /adeth not awat/, us all eatiblj' poa- 
ge«fiions do, and must — an iDhenlative purdiaMd Jor the Church 
of Olid by Ilia otcn blood, to wliicli repentanee toicardt God 
and /uitJi towards our Lord Jeatit ChrUl, arc tlio means of 
conducting ns — An inhoritance for which tluy only who ore 
ianct^fitd and prepared will be admitted. 

' The time wtU come on eartb when the dearest friends must 
be torn one from another : but we look forward to a state where 
nothing filiull HOparate ub, nothlug give occasion to the words 
which St. Paul simke, and which were abore all ^ierous to his 
flock, tkut they ekotdd sri- hmfnce no more f but whent a blessed 
reunion with those, whom we have loved here below in Christ, 
will etTMce every preceding sonow and trouble, aud idl the pnst 
will be swallowed up in the eternal fruition, and joy, and holi- 
nesii, and mutual love and tritneport, of seeing Jesus oar 
Master aa He in, uiid being with Him fur ever aud ever.' 

The whole spirit and tone of the Charge was what it pro- 
fessed to be, paternal and affectionate; and it bore the same 
relation to the preceding ones, that the i-alm and tranquil 
evening docs to the early dawn and sultry day. Tho Charch in 
India iiliould ask for the rr^'publication of these seven (or if the 
Miesionary Charge at Tanjore, and the local Charge at Bombay 
he added— these nine) Charges. No topic of interest was 
omitwd in Uivm. No labour was ever spared. The statistics 
are most valuable, and the UEtrrative of events most important 
Whilst they hear testimony to the Bishop's faithfulness as a 
ruler in the house of Ood, »o do tliey fumiab materials for ft 
history of the Church in India. Collected into a small volume, 
they would prove a valuable deposit for the one, and a. liistiug 
memorial of tlie other. 

Wli«n the Charge had be«n delivered, and tbc usual duties 
performed, th« Bishop and his Chaplain embarked on the 
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Tenasaerim, a large armed steamer, ptiri)oe(ing to Yisit Chit* 
tagong, AUyiib, Rwngwoii, IVoinc, Tliynt-niow, Moulniein, 
Petiang. Siugft[)ore, Fuint-de-Galle, and MiLilras. It will not 
be Leco86ftr_y to follow him over pround already trodden, but the 
lust Dtinuese wai' had brought large uccessious of territory to 
Briiish India, and these will re<]uire notic«. A whole district 
had been ftnnoiced, important plHo«8 ircrc occupied. Urge 
military cantonments were fixed on, a new town (to be called 
*' Dalbousie ") waa in contciuplatioD,thc magntliceat Irrawaddj 
WHS commanded, coinniercu was rftpully dovelopiug itself, four 
European and tliirtcen nnti%'e regiments kept tlie peace, and 
every thing betokened at tlie time u permanent and profitable 
occupation of the aiincxi-d provinces. To thc«c the Bishop's 
conrse wait directed, in the hope that h« might be emihled to 
give tbings a right bias and a strung inipulxe. Lord Dalhousie, 
also, wag exp<.'ctvd for n final visit «re he resigned tliat authority 
which ha had held witii st> firm a hand, and so clear a bead — 
but with aueli short preSfience I 

After stopping ut Akyuh, and performing all re<iuired duties 
there, the ni>h<ip puithcd on fur Rangoon, pnrt of the newly 
acquired territory, and sittmted on a navigable river forming 
part of the network of the Irrawaddy. He arrived on November 
1 'lilt and was most kindly received by the CominissiuiKT, It] ajor 
Phayre, the Brigadier, Colonel Russel, and the Chaplain, Mr. 
Bull. There was much to bedone — chaplains to settle, churcbea 
to huild. sites to choose, sermons to preach, hospitals and 
schools to Tiait. Old times seemed to have returned, and the 
approach of the Governor-General etimnlated him to have all 
his requests in readiness. Lord Dalhousie landed on November 
20Lh, and fixed the next day to nee the Dishop. Ihe result 
may be test told in his own words : — 

'Hie Lordship has granted evei'ytliing I asked. First. three 
cburehesi to cost thirty-five thousand rupees each, in the cait- 
touments. Secondly, one church in the town. Thirdly, an order 
to the Executive Engineer to begin them at once. Foorthly, 
burial- grounds to be set apart and consecrated. Fifthly, all 
1 asked for Akyab also wna granted. Blessed then, be Thou, 
O God ! for these fresh and undeserved mercies. I never had 
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ft larger budget nt request* to nmlce, and I obtuncd tliem nil. 
The GoTcrnor-tlfneriU asked me ui dine witli him to-morrow. 
Ue emlMirbs for England from CalcntU on tiie Ist Miurch.' 

On tlic morning of the very next day, Uie foundation stone 
of the cliuroh in the town was laid. The Bishop made a long 
aildres!) uu the occasion, and called the church" St. A-iidrew's," 
in reverence and gratitude for " Andrevr, Marquis DaUiousie." 
In tlie erening he held pleasant intercoiu-Be with his Lordship. 
Large parties were no longer desired by him. for his voteo was 
feeble, and his hearing dnll ; but ii smalt party like this, vhen, 
aa he aays, "Lord Dnlhoasic chatted with all freedom and 
kindnc«is,"he tlioroughly enjoyed. The talk was of Sebastopol 
■nd tJie J>uke. Our commanders vcre freely criticised, 
mill their errors, as pointed out at home, openly condemned. 
" Veteran soldiers should have been sent to storm the Redan ; 
and not raw recruits." " Keserves ought to hare been in hand 
to ensure, or to complotc success," Had the Duke been 
alive, the Kussian var would DCTer have taken place, nor 
wotdd the Russian army erer hare crossed the Pruth. The 
Emperor of Jtussia had a most profound awe for Wellington. 
When one of the Grand Dakes, his son, came orer to Kogland 
some time back, he had orders to call first ui>on the Duke, 
and tender his respects; but the Duke eamc up at once from 
Walmer CastJe in his green uniform, as a ItuBsian Field 
Marshal, to anticipate him. 

In auoh raey converse as this, the evening passed away, 
and the Bishop retired at nine o'clock. The next day the 
Qovcnior-tieneral and Lady Susuu Ramsay, his daughter, 
embarked for Calcutta; but the Bishop's dutit's were not 
completed, and he remained. Ho Htuke<l out the ground for 
anotlicr church, preached several times, held confirmations. 
re-Tisit4'd hospitals and schools. He went also to IvaDendine 
in the Jungle, to sec the American missionaries labouring 
amongst the Karens, and found there twelve thousand cod* 
verts, with four thousand catechumens. The converts not only 
miuntained themselves, but cultivated tlie hind, and were be- 
coming rich. All this excited deep interest.

He then cmbttrkcdoii nuoUier steamer callinl Hiq Nerbuddak, 
tin<l went four liriiidrud luili-s up tlic Irriiwaddv, pnaslng 
Donabew and Prome, to Thyat-moo, the most advanced 
European ttiitton on our side the river. Here ho nrrivetl 
on Satiirdaj, the Isl December, nud was received by Brigadier 
Lane into a most priinitlre aliode. It conHiflted of n few up* 
right wooden posts and beamB supporting a house of matting 
— the roof matting, tiie floor matting, tlie widla matting, tlie 
partitions matting— through all which the mtlier chilly vriiiil 
had free and full clrL-ulation. " It is far worse tlmu n t4.-nt," 
be said. On tbu Huiulay, divine services were performed. 
On Monday the site of the new church was selected, tlio 
ground fitaked out, and the adjacent cemetery consecrated. 
The militan,- oiBcors gathered round him when tlie ecmce 
was ended, and begged him to conseerate the old groniid, in 
which many of their comrades who lind fallen in battle, Uy at 
Text. He hesitated, lest he should give offence to the Roman 
Cntholics, many of whom had beeu interred there. Finally, 
however, he consented to walk through tlie ground, hlcBsiug, 
or consecrating, as he passed, the graves of tlie Protestants. 

Tbc model farm, estabhshed by the Governor- General, 
attracted his notice. Fire hundred sheep, purchased at two 
nipres. or about four Bhillings a bead, had increaRed an hun- 
dred-fold ill ft single year. Seven hundred bullocks ond sixty 
elephants did the farm work. The object was to breed stock 
for native farms, and to give an impulKe to an improved species 
of agriculture. 

He waa tJien iovited to visit the frontier line. It was about 
ten miles from Thynt-moo, and four miles from Meariay, the 
cztruine stutioii on the opposite shore ; and was marked by a 
lofty pillnr. The atenmer bore the party up the river to the 
nearest Inndtng-iilace ; and till then pushed through thick 
jungle, for about a raile, to the pillar of demarkatiuu. It stood 
before them, built of brick or stone, and wilL a flagstaff on the 
summit. Three steps constituted the basement. The Bishop 
ascended them, and looking towards the Burmese side, he 
ft«id. " We bless Tht-e and praise Thee, O Lord, for the peace 
and t]-an<]uiUity granted U> tliis land, and wc pray that tli© 
light of Thy Blessed Gospel may be diffused throughout it." 
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The doxologj ins then given out, aud all present united in 
smging it. 

'Thus," Mj-a the BisLop, 'I dedicated Burmnh by faith, to 
Christ our Lonl ; ns T did Iho Putijaub, when on luy wnj to 
Lodionali in 1U36 or 1840. May the pnyer be answered.' 

The ofTicer* of the Xntive Itegiments entertuned him at 
dinner. He din«d fil»o nt the mess of Her M^esty's QOtb 
Regiment, liong coiifereaceR also were hrld as to the pro- 
priety of buililing tli» new churcb of iron or brick ; tht- decision 
being in favour of iron. In due time the fonndntion was laid 
by tlie Hiehop. the troops being nil p«r«dcd. nnd thongjuids of 
natirva asseuibled. 

Alt this, witli sermons and conftrmntious, wore him out, 
and be " waft quite glad to escape on board his steamer." " I 
leave lliis beautiful slation," icere hit: parting vordg; " mity 
the Lard Jesus be pleased to estAblish His own words in many 
keoi-ts." 

Speeding on to Huzadali, the steamer gronnded on n sand- 
bank, und remuiued &xed for tvro days. Divine servtce had 
been announced, and the oongregntion bad in due time 
assembled ; but no steamer and no Bishop nppoared. " Some 
accident has happened," they said, "or he wonid certainly 
have been hero at the appointed time.'* " See," says the 
Biehop. commenting upon their words, " tlie advantage of ft 
good character for punctuality." 

Rence bo passed on to Amherst and Moulmein ; and, falling 
into the usual track, performed the usual duties. The 9ilh 
December found him again in Culcuttii, nut very well, but 
waiting for the Peninsular ntid Oiieiital Company's steamer 
Bengal to take him as a ])n»scngcr to Alndras. On his arrival 
there he was welcomed by Binliop Dealtry, his old friend, aud 
Lord Harris, the new (iovcrnor. J lis stay was Umitvd hy 
ttbe steamer to twenty-fonr hours. So that he could not do 
mueh. At a pubUc evening meeting he renewed his frieud- 
fthip with all the elergy and a large body of the influential 



Ui^. At ft mornmg breakfaBt the next day the Govenior 
and all the autliorittcs wv-rc iiivitvd to meet him. On both 
oc«AeioD8 he Dindc a(ldr«»Kes. After Hie second. Bishop 
Denltr)- sniil to him, ' Novr, my Lord, you need do no 
more. You havo (lclivi;rcd your 'cluirgc' luKt cvuuiug and this 
I morning." 

" So gooil is God," adds the Bishop, "so wonderful nre hig 
jdcalings. KothJag taocc tlitin this was or could bo rcquii'cd 
|<»f the 5I«troj)olitaii with such an admirable Bishop in the 
[IHoceae. I cannot hlese God ouough for my two BufFragans." 






The *hsenc« of the Bishop of Colombo from Ceylon, in 
[consequence of ill-health, made a visit to that island expe- 
Edient ; and, on January 30th, he was on his vny tliither. Bat 
lie was now a^ain deprived of the ecrvicve of hts cbtiplain, for 
the llcr. J. Bluoniftolil had fouud it ncci^ssary to tuxonipnny 
his wife and family to Etifcluud. For tluH part of the visitation 
therefore the Binhop naa ha{ipy to i^ccurc the aid of Mr. 

(Tarlcton, hiB " cunito at Seraiopori!." He arrived at Ceylon 
on the first of I'Vbntnry, and was received gladly by Arch- 
deacon Mattbiiu and the clergy. Purposing to stay four 
SaySt he was detained, by thv delay of ths mail steamer 
from England, for I'if^htoen. This time was divided between 
Colombo and Point-de-Galle, and fully occupied. He wng 
much struck with the gcnenil pruf^ess of things, and greatly 
adniirc-d tliv new Cutliedral and College, reared by tiie 
libt^rality and Inboui-s of Bishop Chapman, ile found, hovr- 

IBver, that daily prayers iu the Cathedral were gradually Buper- 
Beiiing prayers in the family. This did not please him, and 
be resolved lo have a abort exposition and pmyer, "in his 
own way," each day during his short stay. ICrery Sunday 
also he preached ; and, on one occasion, having selected for 
biii subject the "pearl of great price," he covered hi» table 
with books on the subject of the pearl fishery* in tlie Gulf of 

IHannar ; and thtts, u« in former times, discoursed upon. Ist, 
The Pcm'l; Uiidly. The Search; 3rdly, The Purchase; in a 
XDunner familiar a-iid very interesting to a Ceylon auditory. 

He was delighted also to welcome Lord and Lady Canning, 
rwho touched at Point- de-Galle on their way to Calcutta; and 
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then gtretoliing ooroHS tlie Hay of Bengal, ho oft«n traversed, 
h« visiUil Singapore, Malticca, and Penanf*: bat liAinng uow. 
for tlie first time, do vesutl at bis own conunBiid. lie did not 
reach Calcutta liinisetf till the 17ib April. 

Surely no one con read even this sket«li of tbe BisUop'fi 
Inst Visitation without astonishment at his vigour, decision, 
and succesB. He irns 8eveutj<eiglit years' old, and compassedj 
about irith infirmities. Yet lie travelled thousands of miles,' 
penetrated new countries, shrunk from no laboun, and, wltilst 
Ood gave health, asod it all to bis glory I 

The return to Calcutta brings forward ouce moro Lib 
journal-letters. 



' April iHrd. — I had my first audience of the new GoTemor* 
General ou Monday. He was kindness itself; and Lsdy 
Canning is the Bwectest of ladiex. When I Imil done- my 
business with the Crovcmor- General, I rang the Httle bell I had 
villi me ill my cahtnet-box (for I now always go with all my 
popcra in a box), and he smiled at finding I brought cverylliing 
with me. In the evening I took Lady Canning in to dinner, 
luid had much pleasant converHition about the dear Q.ueon and 
the royal children. She gare me Catrd's aenuon, preached 
before tlie Qiieen, whidi I read both witli pleasure and dia- 
pleunre. It is a Seoteh Rermon, and annnd at bottom; but 
all ia put, not simply and evangelically, bnt abstractedly. 
There being no light of Christ shining in the disconrcc, I fear 
it will do Uttle good. 

' I have been deep in Thiers' HiBtory 1809—10. He enp- 
passes Aiison. He ia striking, elegant, lahorinns, lucid ; and 
as fair to Tiik Duke as ]H>rlittp» a Frenchman can be. Napo- 
leon he eondcmna without re8erv«. His aeconnt of the Battle 
of Boaaco is superb ; Slassena graphically dettcribed ; Torres 
Vedraa minutely pictured; stylo beauUful. 

* On board the steamer also, as it hrouglit me to Calcutta, I 
found Mac«alay*8 third aad fourth volumes. I wag atclcing 
tuually at the breakfast table if any of the paascngers from 
England had seen it, when Mr. Parkes, our Consul at Sium, 
said his wife wooJd lend it me with pleasure. 1 was overjaywl. 
I lent him my " Thiers," and "The Quarterly," instantly, and 
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gare him my UHle Tolume on " The Atonement" I pat aside 
all books, and, in four davii, bad read tbrough tbe sixteen 
houdred pages. My admiratiou is increased. The fanlts are 
still HlHriiig. Tlier^ is (1) a sceptical uusolUod mind ; (2) irre- 
Terence in quoting ticripture ; m] a morality too loose and 
vorldly ; (i) unfairness to tbe Church of England ; (C) luiiguiigc 
too pORitiYo and sweeping. Eut, on the whole, it is a moKt 
important addition to our knowkdge of James, WilUiun, and 
their times. The style is purely English. There is no more 
finery, no balanoo of sentences like Gibbon, no ttHToclcd aim at 
oloquenne. Then there is an engngiiig. faKciuating, and almost 
romantic Btorv, told with a cai-elessncss nt timfS which 
miu'lcs th« rapid penman full of hia suljeut. Next, the 
light tlirowii on the theory of our Constitution in to me very 
instructive. The fine development of the great statesman 
William is chormiDg. The characters, minute and graphical, 
of tbe great men of the day. are excellent, And the new facts 
crown thejust praises of these woudorful volumes.* 

* May nth. — Last evening Mrs. Etlerlon and I went to see 
tlie Misses Suter at their normal school fur providtng and 
training teachers for tlie females of India. 'I'hcy arc now in a 
temporary home near Mr. Sandy's at Calcutta. The inslitn- 
tioii llonrishes under tbeae dear Indies. Niuetccn females arc 
being educated. Three have gone out to respectable native 
gentlemen's families, two of whom have admittnnce into the 
Zenana. Miss Sophy Suter marries my Mr. Torleton; and T 
have agi-eed to let her and her husband live with me till he 
obtains his chaplaincy. My spirits and strength are low ; my 
digestion weak.; my sleep full of dreams.' 

* June 2nd. — 1 am deep in Elliott's " Warhurton Lectures." 
The style is rather obscure, but the plan very good. The 
"Christian Obscrrcr " for April has an excellent ai-ticle against 
the fripperies of (iodwin. The "Quarterly" and "Edinburgh" 
ore capital. The " Life of Wardlaw " is very heavy, I can't get 
on with it. I have written to Mr. Mangles and Sir P. Melville 
about my npplicationg for chaplaincies — with thanks for eight 
good meu arrived, and three more expected. Bishop Dealtry is 
to be here the end of October to spend five mouths in visiting for 
me the U pper Provtnoes. It is twelve years since my lost visit.' 
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'June nth. On Thiirsdnj I bad the wonderful yooxig 
Editor of the " Friend of Indin," to breakfast, witb &Ir. Iiun|] 
the great railway niai), and Mr. Wyli?, who is one of tliosej 
noble, kiiid-beartei], thorouglily good men, of whom there rure 
so few ill the world. On Friday I had a rery difTvrcnt 
breakfast party— Dr. and Mrs. Duff. I bad not seen bim for 
Bum« yeurs. Ho is indeed a marked uinn iu liis f^eiieration— 
like Dr, Cbaloiere. But be has worn himself out at ibe age 
of forty-eight. Still he is as well here as in Eof^land. He 
visits his mfiguificeiit schools, aud has built a school-Louse at 
an expense of eighty thousRod rupees. A lady in I'JDgland 
baa sent him sixteen thousand rupees to build a church. I 
hare finished Elliott's " Warburton Lectures." with great 
approbation ou the whole. His scheme is at least consistent 
and compreheuaive. I look on two points as clear, almost to 
demonstration — the meaning of the term Antichrist — and the 
year-day theory.' 

' ScrtAMFORE. Juljf IGih. At length after sixteen months 
residence at the I'lUacc, Mrs. Ellerton has accompanied mc to 
this place. I hnre fitted up spare rooms for her and her little 
maid, and very happy she s(>eins. She has not been at 
Serampore for fifty years! 8he made me take her to Henrj 
Mflttyn's Pagoda. She remembers the neighbourhood, and 
Gharetty Gbat and House, in Sir Eyre Coote's time (1783). 
At the distance of seventy-four years she recalls evervUiing. 
The ancient Governor of Chinsurah, witb his fat Duu-b wife, 
is full in her mind. When she visited him witli her first 
husband (she nag then sixteen), the old Dutchman cried out— 
" Oh, if you would find me such a nice little wife, I vrould 
give you ten ihousmxl rupees 1 " 

' Mr. and Mrs. Tarleton have joined us after their marriage 
and rustication. I am at Uie middle of " Dr. Kitto's Life," a 
motit marvellous liXu of u dctif mnu attaining the elevation of 
n literary L-h»racti.-r. He was with Groves, tb* Dentist, 
Preacher, MiRsionary. Plymouth Brotlier, Baptist. Ac., whom 
I saw here twenty years since, and who disturbed the minds of 
some unstable professors. I have hts " Pictorial Bible," but 
have not much consulted it. I disliked the title.' 

' July •iOik. 1 have beeo preaching, and shall probably print 
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my " Thanksgiving Sermon," on the pence with Husmb. I was 
&nxious to pour out my whole mind as in whnt the Govfirnmcnt 
stioulil do hew us a mnrk of thnnhsgiving to Almiplity God. 
The Governor- G«nftml iwid I.ndy Cnnning weroiit tlio Cnlhcdral. 
On leaving, the Gov«ntor-Q«ueral said to bis ntde-de-camp 
" The Bishop has given ua plenty to do." ' ' 

' Barrackpobe, <4ujru«M7tA. I came over hero to preach, 
after five years abseuce, far the " Additional Clergy Society." 
Colonel Wheeler piit an hundred rupees into the collecliou, und 
a few dnys ngo lie gnve k thousand rupees to the Malta College 
eolleetion. He IR nn excellent man. I am reading Bliiiit's three 
first Centuries. It is a cnpital book in itH way ; and shows a 
inostacut« mind. I heard one of the Lectures at Cambridge 
in 1S46. 

*Mr. Tyng, Dr. Milner's succenRor at Now York, has sent me 
a kind letter und one of hiK works. American aftairs seem to 
be verj- alarming. But tlie American Missionaries are full of 
life in India and Pegu. 

*I have finished " Alison's" last volume, and my indignation 
is kindled st bis absurd and wicked condeumatiou of Wilher* 
ftffCfl. Aod yet I like the instruction he conveys. Much is 
new tu ine ; and tlie doeunieuLt he has dug up are aiitlientic 
aud valuable.' 

* August QTtth. — I am in correspondence with Or, Ollffo, the 
Vicar Apostolic. He is ft true Italian prif^ut. He called some 
time ago. I a-a-s very civil of coumc ; but did not i-eturn the call. 
However, I sent hiio a copy of my " Prince of Peace " sermon. 
He returned it the next day, with some warmth, as having 
given him personal offence by ascribing corruption of doctrine 
and morals to the greater part of Christendom. I replied off- 
hand that I had no intention of offending him individually.

WbcUicr I .slmU send liiin 
OooiLti's inconipiirnble "Divine Rule" I do Dot know; or 
whetlier I shall let him drop.' 

' October tth. — I bare been led to begin the serenth an<3 
oighih volumes of I^rd John HiiBseU'B "Life of llioniasl 
Moore." It is very atnusiug, and lets the eye penetrate into 
the recesses of the world's life. And what a Tnptd, heartless^J 
irreligiouft life t I am contraatiog it with the " Life of Venn "j 
of Hudderaficld.- 

' Oelober ilh. I met the other (lay Prescott's '* Histories." 
I am delighted. His style i» simple, pare, and ntlructave ; his 
research unwearied; Lis aelection of topics full of tact. I 
wish he nas a Cbristinn man :— but he is nearly as good as 
BobortsoD and Tytler.' 

' October 3Sni. I nin half tlirough Milman's sixth volome. 
He is as industrioun and prying a.<i Prescott; and has 
ererylhing — except Dean MJlncr! He ha.s done the great' 
Wicktiffu justice. John Huss is brought out nobly. jiDneas 
Sylvius (afterwards Piug TI.), is exposed in his vileness. 
Indeed Dean Milman excels in describing the private characlerv. 
of the Popes, which ure ufttu o compound of every vice. Hial 
nxth volume wUI do immense good as against Popery: but he 
sadly fails in Rpiritiinl and evnngclicAl riews, as all the 
Ecclesiastical historiuus do : — except Milncr.' 

'October 29M. Oq Sunday I was very poorly; but this 
momlag I had all my Calcutta clergy and their wives, to 
brealcfast, to meet Itishop Dealtr>\ who has arrived. There 
were forty-six present. Dr. Dealtry expounded in chapel the 
13dth Psalm: and after breakfast, addressed our friends 
excellently for half an hour. "We then sang "We thauk Thee 
Lord for this our food," &c., and the Doxology: and the whole 
house was filled with the resounding notes of nearly fifty 
voices, like Mary's ointment, tho odour of which filled all the 
house where our Ijord and his disciples were assembled. My 
" Tlioiights of Peace," which I read each uoming in common 
witli you, my childn^n, were mislaid, but have been recovered. 
I read this morning " Number 300." ' 
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'NoremhtT ttk. 1 liaire received twenty-five copies of Arch- 
deacon IViitt's " Eclectic Notes." I go througli two or tliree pages 
CTcry day for devotiouul reading. The; deliglit and cdtf; me.' 

'Novcmberltk. I haveread straight through."Dred." Itisad- 
mirttble; equal I tliink to "Uncle Tom." I look apon "Dred's" 
character as a lioe ooDcepUon of the fanaticism engendered by 
Scripture phrases in an oppressed and powerful mind.' 

'November 2bth. Hurried, hurried with the dear Arch- 
deacon Pratt's arrival, and tho transfer of three years' arrears 
irom dearest Fisher : with service tlirice a day with poor Mrs. 
KUerton: and with current diiiieB. The Archdeacon is full of 
love, nud is putting his shouId«rs to the wheel with all his 
heart He preached on Sunday at the Cathedral after an 
interval of t}ir<!« years, Biahi^p Denltry is gone on his Visita- 
tion of the Upper Provincea for me, on ono side of India ; and 
Biabop Harding is going on the other.' 

' Veeember Stk. I have begun the delicioua " Life of J. 
Haldaue Stewart," my friend of fifty-two years ! There hate 
been few such men ! ' 

* Dectmber IDth, We have settled a noble series of Bnishings 
for the Cathedral. There are to be four porches to the side 
dooESt a pent roof over the Hat one, the eastern window is to 
be defended by an outer covering, and a handsome screen 
to be phiced behind the Communion Tabic. Fot all this our 
repairing fund must i;uflice. 1 give to it what economy nnd 
(pvtug up other objects wUl enable mo to do : and Uiu.s after 
twenty years, this Oriental Cathedral, which gives the first 
status to our Church in India, will I trust be finished, whiUt 
the grand spiritual ends are made more prominent than ever. 
Then if my enduwmcut fund is settled wisely, I shall indeed 
be ready to sing my JSunc dmHti».' 



It is thus ho speaks of a donation of twelve thousand rupees. 
These last repairs and improvements of his Cathedral, 
including a raised and pointed roof, "light, strong, nnd not 
oxpeneive,' to use the words of the Engineer officer, were 
esUmated at twenty thousand rupees. Towards this amount 
he resolved to give himself twelve tliousand rupees, though Le 
had but tlirec tliousand at ihe lime to give. Finding on 
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ent|aiiy, however, that cheques, signed during liis lifetime, 
would he viilid ofter liis deadi, he sent the Archdcritfon all ihe 
monoy ho hiid, and added nine signed rhcqnes for one tfaoiisnnd 
rupees each, in order to euKiire the pnymeut of bis bt'nefaclion 
nud to prevent the necessity of a codicil to his Will, 'Whitst 
the&e sheets were passing Uirough the prcsif, thu *ugi>r!?itcd 
itnpi'ovcmenta were completed : nnd n view of tlie CiithedrnJ in 
coniieclion with the liishop's Palace, arriTtsl from India in 
lime to be eiigrnvcii for th'iH work. Th« Arclideacnii. who 
kindly sent it, rcpoi-ts tlifit the change h»R called forth " iini- 
TersRl expri^ssions of aitproval in Calcutta." And surely all 
the helpers nud well-wishers in England will reciprocate the 
feeling, when tliL'y look upon a print which charms the eye, 
and aatisGes the taste, and upon which photography has 
aflixi-d the fttauip of truth. 



Thus the year 1650 drew towards tta close. It hud bcca 
chequered with many nttarka of illness more or less severe, 
though not requiring specific eiiumemlion : hut had been 
characterised on the whole by great encrgj- and succes*. Frooi 
the jouTDal-extracta juat given it will be aceu how fresh and 
healthy was tiia mind, and how he kept np with hU the current 
literature of the day. His criticism from India was oftentimes 
the iirst announcement to hi» children of the piihlicatiou of 
some work in England. Hib love of home and country nev^r 
faded. His interest in what was going on never ceased. Mo 
one cnt the leaves of the Quarterly and Kdinhiu'gb, of Dlaclc- 
wood's Miigozine, and the Christian Obserrer, villi more eager- 
ness than he did : no one ev«r rejoiced more over good articles, 
or mourned more onr bad. It was not iudiflercnce to English 
assucintioiig thnt niado liim cleave to India, fur his recollections 
were as \'ivtd, hi.') friends as dear, his family affections as strong 
as ever. But his great and ofttimea expressed deKire was to 
END WELL : and wlicrc should a Bishop end his course so well as 
in his own diotM^sc ? Where rest so calmly as in hi.* own 
Cathedral? This conviction and det^rminatiun renio%'ed all 
nncerttiinty from his mind. He felt that he wna in his proper 
place, and doing his proper work : and hence he wnitcd God's 
time for deliverance, and gratefully recognised Ood's mi^rcic*. 
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But with the opening of tlie yenr 18.^7 tho nnrratire mntit 
he resumed. Oue of the ottucks to which he was uow 
rrcquciiUf subject, hail protitratcd liim towards the close of 
the year, and kept him from church nnd duty. 

" I haTc just crawled out of ImmI," ho says, rufcrring to it on 
December 17th, "for »« hour or two. I am in St. Peter's 
Epistles, in my aanual journey through the Bihte, to he 
finished, if God pleiisca, ou December 3I«t. Very, very 
iofltructive are these Epistle!), commeuiling, as they do, (1) 
precious faith, (2) preeious promises, (3) precious Ji^st's. Msy 
I bare more of the first, that I mny lav hold more fii'mly of 
the second, in order to attain tlirough all eternity the fruition 
of the tliird." 



He nss recovering Jrom this nttnck, nnd was nblc to go out, 
when a terrible acciilcnt happened to him, intelligence of which 
MTaa conveyed to his family by Archdeacon Pratt, who vns now 
happily agiiin domesticated ttt Llie PulHce. The Bishop was wftlking 
liloQc- iu the verandah of the Pitlace, when, looking at his watch, 
he found that it was fuor o'clock. This was his dinner hour; 
and urged by his habiLs of punctuality, he auddeijy and hastily 
turned round to enter the room, uud thus came into vtuU-nt 
collision with a sun-ehade, or woodou Rcreen, fixed to the wall 
glO divert the rays of the sun without excluding tlio air. The 
3ck brought him to the ground, ami he fpll violently upon 
the right hip. Hi» chief Sirdar, a f«iUiful old acrvaut, entering 
the room »t the uionic-ut, riLslied to his help, miHt'd hint up, and 
witli ossistAnce led him down stairs. Not feeling much pain, 
he sat down to dinner aa usual, with Mr, and Mrs. Lcupolc, who 
were on n visit. In tlie middle of dinner, however, h« turned 
faint and pddy, and was home in a chair to bed. An accurate 
examination at first was impossible ; but the next day, under 
the action of chloroform. Dr. Webb discovered that the great 
trochanter, or upper part of tlie iliigh hone waa fractured in 
the socket: the botie itself also was displaced. 'With [p-c^t 
skill this was replaced : splints and bnndages were applied : and 
then nature, assisted, was left to work. Permanent lameness 
WAS not anticipated, but the effects of conBneinent to the bed, 
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und a conUDQimce in one posture, were macli dreaded. Even 
bere, however, Ood shoved morox, and by His blcMing 
apnn t)ic iDcnns employed, the danger wnA averted. The 
fracture closed, the wuunds hcnlcd. the latoeneHS gradiuiUy 
pMsed away, and the measure of health previousi)' enjoyed was 
regained. It was n wonderful cure for one nearly entering his 
eightteUi yeur, tind showed vftfst constitutionai vipoar. The 
state of his mind whilst thus lying helpless, is portrayed in hie 
own letters. Soino hnve thought him wanting in tendeme&a: 
ca» they re-ad thn toiichtng expressions he makes UBO of. and 
see how bin abiding still in India was tfae result of self-control 
and msKU-ry over his own will, withont arriving at a very 
dift'vm-iit conclusion ? 

' On the whole," lie Baya, ' I believe I am doing well. I was 
abU to pray a good deal in the night, and to cast myself 
simply npon Christ, just as I am. Sina come vrith awe to my 
remembrance— secret sins — siiiB of the heart The glory of 
that God I have so often provoked strikes mc through and 
through ! 

*I consider his great mercies. I contrast the comforts and 
alleviations of my case with thoiie of others. I liava kind 
fricuils : good servants ; nice house, h«d, and every relief of 
an external kind ; spared to the age of seventy-eight; twenty* 
five years residence in India ; five tliousand seven hundred aai 
aixty-five sermons preached from It^Ol. and two tJiousRiid twe 
hundred and twenty-thrive of them in India ; my will aigned • 
public accounts nil straight; no debts; finishing of the Cathedral 
settled ; clergy aU love 1 

' One thing I could have wished for, if it had been God's will ; 
that 1 might hare died in the midst of my belovetl family; that 
Eliza and Lticy might have closed my Gves, and Daniel and 
JosiaJi comforted me in my djring moments. I should have 
loved to have urged ray grandcbildren to stand fast and be 
decided for tiik Lohd ! But wc xlmll eoon meet in heaven, 
never to part again, if we are indeed bom of God. and led by 
the Spirit of Christ.' 



To the earnest request of his children, called forth by this 
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event, that he would retire from his B«ene of Inbonr. rctnni 
home, and rest in the bosom of his fninily, his reply in due 
course was lu follows:— 



'Your letters, my "heloved oneg. contiaceil me, hj lh« 
•buntTant love wiUi yrliich they arc filled, of the deep impres- 
sion which the nt^count of my fractured limb made on rou. But 
it is ((one by. I walk, though not as 6riii1y, yet as really u 
eyer. Your teaj-e, however, are dcur to a fatlier's heart, 
especially yours, my awe«t Eliza t They ivill be returned into 
your own bosom. Your passionate wishes lliat I should «t 
once come home, would be all disappointed if I complied. 
Ko; I hope to leave my bones in India whenever God may call 
me from this miserable world to the blessedness of being for 
ever with him in henvcn/ 

The gradual progress towards the recovery thus annoanced 
is given in his previous joumal-U'tters. , 

' c/anw<iri|f l8(, 1857. A happy new year to all iny beloved 
ones, in that true circumcision of the Spii-it which we this day 
pray for. TJionk God, I am somewhat better. The wind 
couch is a great relief. 1 slept somewhat, and can move my 
limb, and nm free from pain. I finished tfao glorious book of 
the Revelations last night, and am beginning with Genenis to- 
day: the "seed of the Woman" (Gen. ii.) is thus connected 
with " th« bright and mnrtiiug star." (Rev. xxiL) ' 

* January 5rti. Blessed be God, last night, the eleventh 
mnte the accidcut. I was enabled really to close my eyes in 
sleep. The refreshment, from contrast, was most lively. Tha 
first time I awoke, I could not believe I had been sleeping.

Dr. Webb told me as 
ve came from church, that at one time he thought 1 should uevcr 
have entered tt ngitin ; nor, iudeed, tlmt my life would have 
hecn prefterred. May gratitude Etnd love fill my whole heart I ' 

' March Mlh. Last Sunday I preached at Soramporc, after a 
silencL* of tliirtcea Suadays. Tcaterduy I confirmed one hundred 
and ninety young persons in tlie CatlietlraL I addressed theni 
for half-an-lioor from the pulpit ; and then, by walking to and fro 
within the Communion raiU, I was much exhauated, and ray 
lame limb wearied. 

* I have offered my domestic Chaplaincy to the Kcv. 
Mr. AValtcrs, and he bos accepted it. I have resolved never to 
let any of my privileges remain ia abeyance ia this new aud 
anomalous diocese.' 



His attention was sei-ionsly directed at this time to the state 
of hie " Cathedral Endowment Fund." The originul design 
Iiad contemplated a body of Canons, partly honorary, partly 
misiiionnry, to whom this fund was to be cutiiisted, aud by 
whom the interest of it was to be dispensed. But the f&ilnre 
to obtain a churtoT had thrown the whole burden upon the 
£iiihop and Arohdeiicoii, and they were unable to bear it in 
addition to all their other duties. Tliey found by an experieaee 
of ten years, tlmt it was impossible to obtaiu mt-n of sufficient 
envrgy and ability in India : that il was i>cina)ly iin|ioKHible to 
obtain aeouUnuous supply of such men from England : that the 
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iliHiculty of miiiug special funds annually for the support of 
the necesRarv fifliools, schoolmasters, antl catc^tii^ts, was very 
great ; and that the inability to provide un outlit wheD the 
nisHionniy wfts fomiiiR into the Md of labour, or n pension 
when he was retiring from it, cuustitutod a scriuus druwbitck : 
ao that on the whole a change iii the "DcclamLioa of TruHb" 
which hfid been appended to the lii^hop'si Will, and would have 
proved legally binding on his succesaor:), was deemed tmpera- 
tive. Arrmig«ii)viits were accordingly made witli the repre- 
sentntives of tlje " Incorporated Society for the PropaKation of 
the Gospel," aiid the " Church MisKiuuary Society," to transfer 
to them the inaiiugement of the funds, 'i'be capital, araouu^g 
to about three laca of rupees, or tliirty thousand pounds, oould 
not be touched : this, thot'efotcrumained vested in the Bishop 
and Archdeacon of Calcutta for the tiuie being. But the interest 
acc-niitig from it, year by yoar, could be diA-ided at ihc Bishop's 
pleasure. He accordingly returned to the Incorporated Society 
what they had su generously bestowed. They had consented to 
maintain a "Canon" for hia Cathedral; he now rcjiolvcd to 
mniut^n a "Miaaionary" on their establishment. This is 
expluiued in the following letter to Dr. Kay, who, as the 
PriDcipal of Bishop's College, represented the Society in India. 



* CiwoTTi, July iitd, 18S7. 

' Having found it imprncticable to carry on au iudepeudent 
Mission in connexion with the Cathedral, from various causes, 
I Imve resolved to carry out the purpose I had in view in 
rairing the " Eudowmont Fund for Missions," by employing 
the agency of the two great Missionary Societies already in 
operation in Calcutta, ae in other j>urts. 

' The " Society for the Piopagation of the Gospel " sub- 
Bcribed towards the Eudowmont Fund on in first formation, 
for the support of n " native Canon." I alu>gel]ier failed 
in obtaining a Charter for the foundation of a Chapter, 
and therefore have no Canonries. Aa the nearest approxi- 
mation to this, I wish to devote a portion of the interest of 
the fund for a native missionary of your Society, labouring 
in Calcutta ; and am glad to know tliat there is one, Uie Rev. 
Hurry Hur Sandel, who is eli^ble for tliis appointment. His 
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8^rc{^te moDtbl.T salar; of one handnd and fifty rupees ^dll 
be i>iud hy the Triist«cs ia bulf-ycarly in stal incuts. 

* A further sum of &O7 rupees a month I propow to s«t np«rt 
for a "Header of daily morning prayers at the Cathedml," and 
slidll be glad to know wl)etli«r jou c«u propose Kuy euiduiat* 
for this appoiotmont.* 



Xlie (oUowiug reply wsa received from Dr. Kay :— 

'Jtlfind, 1S57. 

•' I return my best acknowledgments on the part of the 
"Propagation Society" for tlic coastdcnitiou »1iowd to the 
Society in yoiir Lordsliip'R r«cciit nrrungements for Uikitig one 
of its native miseionnries upon the '* Cathedml eadowment 
Fund." I have every reanoD to think that )Ir. Snudel has 
been labouring vritli great stcadiiiCKs and conaciciiliousnoss. 

* I feel much coiilidcucc in reeomm ending a fttudent of the 
College, &[r. Bell, for the work of " Catliedral Reader," and 
beliere that I shall bo actiug rightly, if X advise the Society 
to sdopt him us itn HKHiNtrint in the HinduxtaQ Mi^sioa. He 
is fairly rend in bath Urdu and PerKinn. 

' I shall hare much plt> osuire in suucliug home a copy of your 
Lordship's letter.' 

Kr. Bell wtts accordingly received as a candidate by the 
Bishop, and in due time ordained, and placed i^rtiaUy, as to 
his Balury, on "the Cathedral Fund;" and this oiraDgemeut 
remained unaltered at the Bitihop'g death. 

The reniftinder of the interest of the fund was placed at the 
disposal of the " Church Missionary Society;" oad the accom- 
panying reKolution of the Parent Committee in London shows 
the terms on wliich they accepted the trust : — " Resolved, tliat 
the Committee oj'e prepared thankfully to accept the manage- 
ment of such purt of the ' Cuthtdral Endowment Fund 
MissioD,' as the IMshop aod Archdeacon of Calentta rany 
transfer to tJicm, provided thnt so lung us the Society has 
such mttnagemeat, the missionaries shall in ull n>8pects ba 
upon the some footing as to their appointment, control, and 
removal, as the other inisaiouaries of the society." 
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A separate account was ncvonlingly opened with the Bank 
of Bengal, entitled, the "Soint Pflnr« Cfttlwdral Church 
Misaiou account," to nlitch this part of tlie fund was ti-iuis- 
ferred. The Bbliup uiid Arclidcftcuu were Iruatvcs, as before; 
and Uiey paid over suirh pM-t of the intercut as wiw required, to 
the Church Mih^ouut^ Suetety, on the nnderstiuKling that the 
money was to be laid out solely ou thu sulurics of the Mia- 
sioiiaries, and providing them mth dwelhn^» ; that they vere 
to be called " Cathedral )lissionaries," aa bein^; suppiu-ted by 
the fund ; that thf y were to be employed in Cftlcuttn : but in all 
other rc-epccts U> be considered and treated as misaiouarictt iu 
the Society's employment. 

This arrangement vm signed by the Bishop, and duly 
carried out to his great satisfaction, aud thu composure 
of his mind ; and it is dwelt upon with some particulimty, 
lieeaase of the public (character of the Trust oommitted to 
him, aud of his scnipolouB exactuess in all pecuuiary traus- 
aottoos. 

About tliia titne also another matter of importaDce engaged 
his attention. Hearing from the Rev. Henry Venn, with 
whom he held constant and most friendly iutcrcoorvo, that a 
plan had been <lcvtHed for relieving tlic Bishop of Janintca from 
part of the labours of his dioeese, he at once attempted to adapt 
the precedent thus set. to hu own cage. It simply inrolTed the 
ftppointmeat of u coadjutor, nud the assignoient to hira of p«rt 
of the Bishop's anlary. Thus tlie Bishop was not ftiipcRtedcd, 
nor tlie diocese neglected. Tliis exactly coincided with his 
own desires. He had no irish to leave his pout, and yet ho felt 
personally inadeijuate to the perforniaucc of its active duties. 
He proposed, therefore, tliat 1500/. per annum should be de- 
ducted from his own salsry, and assigned to Archdeacon Pratt 
as a coadjutor Bi&liop. Ho himsell' would continue to reside at 
Cnlcuttii, vJKiting Madras, Bombay, Ceylun, the Straits, aud as 
ftr north as Allahabad, when occasiou required ; whilst his 
coadjutor Bishop would reside at Agra, and have charge of 
tlie Upper Trovinccs and the Punjaub. The experience of one 
Bishop would thus combine with the activity of the other, and 
both wouid work, without any extra cost, for the welfare of the 
diocese. 
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H« «ameAtly pressed this scheme, nnd wrote man; lettci*. 
mail aftt'r tuuil> to vtiriouH influentul persons, eiitreRting Oieir 
co-operstjon ; but it was deemed liable to miBcoii8tnirtiou. and 
was cerlaiiiljf «»(;omitii8iti;d with difficulties. The authority of 

>tli« Qui>on in Indin wna not the samo as in a crown eolooy, 
like Jamaica. A Ccmdjutdi- would naturally expect to succeed 
bis Friucipal, and could not easily be overlooked. When « 

' vacancy, therefore, really occunvd, tljv Minister iu office: at the 
time would find hiiuKelf virtually despoiled of his patronage. 
The plan finally cumc to nought, and passed nwaj, leaving 
DO gi-eat cntisu for pcminncnt regret For the time, tlioagli 
as yet unforeseen, vm close at hand, vhen all Viftitations 
□eceflsarily ceased; and wheu the KynipaUiies. prarcrs, and 
exfaorbitions of » Bishop of eighty yeara, were more valuable 
than nl) Uie activity and energy of a younger man. 
The Indian Mutiny had begun ! 



This terrible event, inviting narration nt least, if not dia* 
oussion, must not however be alloved to turn aside tlie course 
of thia biography. When first the iDteiligence arrived, the 
Bishop felt, as all old Indians did, bewildered and incredulous. 
It was a thing unknown, unheard of, difficult to bv bvlicved, 
impossible U> be realised, iirxt Roon his sympathies were 
roused, and his lioart touched. Valued friends, whom be had 
known anil loved, wore rut down in idl pnrta of India. His 
own clergy ond mtsHionftries were falling — Mr. Jennings, the 
chaplain of Delhi ; Mr. Hubbard, the Propagation mifuionary ; 
Mr. Saiidys, the son of his ChurtOi Missionary friend — 
wer« amongst the first %'ictims. " Tliu»," he said, eoui' 
: ueniorHtiug theiu, " tlie uohle army of martyrs is being 
increased." 80011 the danger drew near. The ooaspiracy was 
inntiin^d amongst three native regiments, and on Sunday 
moruiug, June IJUi, nil Bnvrackpore and Serampore were to 
have been given np to murder and rapine. The plot was just 
diHCOvcrcd in time; and on Suturday night a Highland 
re^ment entered the cantomnenta from Chiusunih. Theii- 
goUaut bearing, and a battery of guns, prevented the outbreak ; 
and the mutiuevrs gave up tlit-ir arms. At tJie very moment 
^e diBarmameut waa taking place on odo eldo the river, th« 
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Bishop, all uocodkcJouk, wus preachiog at ihe little church at 
Somniporc, from Ui« words of SoriptuTB, " Peter was kept iu 
the prison, but pr&yer was tii»de witlioiit ceasing unto God 
for iiim," AcUi xU. 5. The iiiimiiiencc of the danger, even 
when known, produced no persiniul rilRnii. Sume of liis guests 
betook themselvea to Calctitta; but he remained unmoved 
for anotlier fortnight. "I have my servants about me," was 
his only replj to all remonstrances. 

But when a conspiracy was imagined or detected in Calcutta 
itself, when the King of Oude was arrested and confined in 
Fort Williaiii, wheu the native gentry at Serampore took 
i-cfnge each uigbt within the walls of the college, when the 
feattrol of the Ruth Jattra waa at hand and a gathering of 
eighty thousaod Mahometans antieijiatcd, he took tlie advice 
seriously tendered, and returned to the seat of OovcrumcQt 

' I am advised,' he Bayn, writing to Archdeacon Pratt, oii 
June aOtJi, ' not to stay here over Tuesday, whcu the ordinary 
crowds of tlie Rutli Jattra will be in a atate of dangerous ex- 
citement by the admixture of the mutineers. T have the fullest 
confidence that bU will he put down under God's good provi- 
dence, and also that a new plan of govcrunicnt iu India will b« 
adopted, as it respects (1) tlie Mahonietans, (2) the Hindoos, 
(3) the native army, (-1) tlie proper avowal of our Christianity. 
It is B crisis, but not a catastrophe.* 



He now aet himself to enlarge the sermon just referred to, 
and to point out in it the duty which seemed to him to be 
required by the present crisis — tlic duty of '* United FitArmt 
AS TUE iiKiL'GE OF A DisTiii;sKiti> Chhrch." In tlie scnuou, 
which WAS preached in Caleuttn, and afterwards printed and 
widely circulated, he dwelt upou tJie occaeion for such prayers, 
the character of the prayers, and the temporal and spiritaol 
blessings which might be expected as their retvlt. Being 
anxious neitlier to exaggerate, nor lessen unduly the suiround- 
lag perils, he had collected information with great care and 
caution. For this purpose he had an interview with the 
Governor -General, and called on Sir Patrick Grant, General 
Lowe, Dr. DuiF and others. His great object was " to express 
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sympnthy, and err by excess rktlicr tlian defect in weeling tbe^ 
iaer«dil>lo Mcun-ences of tbo pasaing luomeiit." His end vm 
answered, wid his RUggestion of Unitkd Piuyer met mih 
a rcspouse from every trae ChristiaD heart. It vfta the 
call of one ju8t eiiU-riiig liis otgfatieUi yeni*. 

' Calcittta, ifufy Snd, IBftT. Is tt poAsible ? I'lare I, r 
weak «r^fttnre, bcfn preserved to enter my xsaiintrTu year ! 
Well, it in tlie Lord, l^t him do nhnt 8e«meth him good. Bi 
ttiiuk only of last DecwoiWr, Krhen, all in a momeut, T fractured' 
my thi;;li, aiid was for three moiiUis bulging t>i-twL'cu life and 
death ! The chief public daty I hnre performed since ^aiid for 
which perhuptt I have been in part preserved) is this " Refage ' 
sermon, And now I beliere I b»TB done. Tottering limbstl 
exlutusted strengtli, giddy head, stomach pa«t work, nuking 
from disturbed slc«p at the " voice of the bird," and fecbl« 
appetite, are warnings more than enough to remind me that 
" man goeth to hin long home, nnd Uie mourners go about the 
streets." I vut4>r honwcr on thiu year with gratitude, humilia- 
tion, faith, hope, love, anticipntions of heaven ! ' 

All Calcutta was now crowded with fugitivtis from the Up[ 
Provinces, and large funds were raised (the Bishop ghuUy' 
joining] to meet their immediate necessilieB. The press bad 
been put under restraint. A special Council bad been held at 
Qovernment House, and despatches Bent to Madras for gnns, 
tents, nnd reinforcements. When ])reaching himself on a public 
occasion at Barrackpore, General Ucarscy had surroiuided tha 
church wtlli a guard of soldiers, as a precnationary measare<L 
EuniiHu-H of nil kinds were afloat. Men's hearts were almc 
everywhere failing Ihcm for fear. 

" At this critical moment," iwyit the Bishop, '* we akb all 
PA6SBKGF.BS ToaHTUER tn X BiHKiKo sHn>:" luid hc applied to 
the Governor-General for a day of Humiliation, and invited all 
the miuistcrs and miasionarics of every name and deDomioa- 
(ion in Calcutta to meet and unite with him iu prayer. 

The Goremor- General declined aeooding to his request in 
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nny official snd authoritative mannor; but left htm at liberty 
to parsu« bis own course in hie own way. Prompt actioD fol- 
lowed. Motice of H specifi) sermon in tJie Cathedral on Friday, 
July mth, wns givpti, and Oivino sen'ice was fix^d at nn hour 
when all public functionaries and mrrcantile men could atteud. 
Proper Psatms and LcBSoita wore aleo selected nnd printed ; 
end C'Vory chnpl«tn tJirougbout India recciTod a. ropy, and was 
rtcommentitd to use it. " It is all illegal I know," says the 
Bishop, " but I trust it will be piutavd over and forgireu ; and 
Unit tli« extraordinary circumatatices of the insurrection will 
waiTUJit my taking these unusaal steps." 



Tbc8« uut!ce.t bcin^ issued, tlie tneetiuii; for united prayer 
was held. Thirty>fivG n.tsenibled at the Pulnce. The Bixhop 
began, and Dr. Buff. "ili. Herdmeu, aud Mr. Sandys in sue- 
cession followed. Porlione of Holy Scripture were inlcrposcd. 
Psaliu STtti ; 2 Cbroniclos sx. 1 — 19 ; and Pjtalui .Idlb were 
read, and then all rose to sing :

Slight refrcsliments were handed round, and then every one 
went to Ilia own home. " A true spirit of prayer and hiirailia- 
ticin seemed to prevail : *' Buch was the Bishop's comment on 
the meeting. 

He now sot himself to prepare for his " Humiliation sermon ; " 
and, wliilst doing go. the clouds grow dnrkcr and darker. Sir 
Henry Wheeler wns killed, and the horrible massacre nt Cawn • 
pore consummated. Luc-know was besirgcil, and Sir Henry 
rrence dciwl. Di^tbaudc^ Sepoys were prowlinfj about every 
■■where, and none could tell "whereuuto all this would grow." It 
was truly a time to bumble tbc soul before God; uud to this, 
in default of public authority, the Bishop called all India in a 
noble sermon preached on July HUh. from the words, " Art 
Thou not fjom everlasting, O Lord my Ood, mine Holy one ? 
We shall not die, O Lord: Thou hast ordained them forjudg- 
mont: and, O mighty God, thou hast estabUshed them for 
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coirrctioD." (Hab. i. IS.) There vas encoaragetaent as well asi 
liuniiltution in these words, atiJ sucli was tbc object proposed^ 
b^ the sermon founded on them. Strength was f^ranted 
equal to the day. I'he words s]>okcii were siicli as an Emahj 
or JoDab might address to a land over which Gotl's judg-1 
meDt was imixfiidiDg ; whiUt, At Uie same time, thfy conveyed 
eucouragement anil inspire<l hope. The sJus most prevalentJ 
io India were pointed out : — the close connection with 
idolatry, the accumiilutiiif^ gnilt resnltiog from it, the opium 
traffic, the recogniuon of caste, the neglect of the Lord'i 
Day, the prcYaleace of liceDUoosoess, the deadly sJoinber 
infldehtj, and the shortcomings of " the sanctuary ." 

Many groonda of hope were then suggested, if Ood's people 
should be brought to humble themfielves before liim, and to 
put nwny the i-vil of their duirigs : and the whole address con- 
cluded with the following striking appeal to " all sorts and 
conditions of men " : — 



' But I hasten to conclude. 

' Is it poiMiibie that any professed Christian can harden him- 
self uf^uiuat the grnciuus ilcaigns of the everlasting Qodt the 
Holy Oae, now that liis judgments are in the earth; and 
not only in the earth, but in our neighbourhood, in our 
houses, our faniilicH, amongst our brethren, our relaUrea, our 
children '/ 

' Did any ever harden himself against Ood and prosper ? 
Did Pharaoh? Did the King of Assyria? Did Xebuchad- 
uczKar, or Bflshazziu-, or Ht-rod A-o'ippa? Did the geueration 
of Israel which rejected their Messiah, and whose descendants 
eontinning in their forefathers* unbelief, hare been yrandering 
for eighteen centuries orer the face of the earth ? 

' No, sinner, when God contends, he will overcome. 

* To-day then, I pray you. hear His voice, and h<trden not 
your huarts ; yield to His merciful designs, I beseech you, in 
your afflictions. 

' Scomer. bow before the Creator o^ (A« cr</« o^*Ae earth. 

' Vain Reasoner, prostrate yourself before the wisdom of 
Ood in his revealed Word. 
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' Solf-con&dent boaster, hutuble yourself Dudcr the mcrcifuJ 
hand of the Lord Christ. 

' False religionist, tremble before the Omoiscient Jehovah, 
who searches the hoart. 

' DeRd Mid sleepy professor, nwake from thy fatal slwrnber ; 
the sun is up ; the true light now sliiuctb. 

* Captive of Sntim nnd of thy lusts, brenk from thy ohaius ; 
liberty is proclaimed iu .Tesus Christ. 

' Procrtifitinutiiig worldling, remember that at Buch an hoar 
its you think not, the Sou of Man cometh: to-morrow is not 
yours. 

' Evangelical fonlrovorsialiBt. examine the real amount of 
your svlf-knowledge, humility, and love. Examine how iJur 
jou practically believe in Christ and obey Ilim. 

' Intellectual listener anil approver of tho Gospel, linger no 
longer in a critical hearing uf truth, but seek for holy affections 
and a new heart. 

* Humble enquirer, fear not; Christ will not break "the 
bruised reed." 

' Sincere Christians, renew your coTenant with yoor God on 
the footing of our ttubUme text. Do all in your power to pro- 
mot* Ht'Mu.iATiox, REPENTANCE. AND uoPE in your owii hcarts, 
and in nil around you. If ladin turns a deaf ear to the voice 
of mercy, she is doomed. 

' Hnsten, then, by earnest and united prayer, the promised 
hour, when the mountain of the Lord's house shall be esta- 
blished in the top of tho muuntiuiis, and shall be exalted above 
the hills; niid all nationn nhall flow unto it. 

* Vr'hen the Jen-s shall acknowledge their Divine Messiah ; 
and witli India and Chiuu, and the remotest islands of the sea, 
shall worship tlie £%'£Ri.A6'nNQ God in Christ, as their own 
and THEtB H01.V Onk. 

' When all national and individual suneriiigs and sorrows, 

OBDAINED FOR JtrUGUKNT, and ESTAOI.ISUED FOB COaRECTION, 

shall have ceased. 

' When men shall bent their swords iuto plougbsliares 
their spears into pruning hooks ; when nation shall not 
up sword Etgainst nation, aeitliei' shall they learn wur any 
more. 
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' Finall.T. when bofe itself ahall give place to ftvition ; 
and Christ Die Lord, witli tltc Fntltcr nnd the Hoi; Spirit, the 
One nnd only God of SmIvaUoii, slinll be known, kdorcd, and 
glorified throughout Uie «nrtli ! Amen.' 

Tlii.f wiiit iSic. last Mrmon, Hiid tbes<> the last words publidj 
nddreAEtcd to India by the Bishiip. The flnnae burnt brigliUj' 
—then flickered— and went out Wlxen printed, it was dedi- 
cftted to Ixird Canning, and accompanied by a short PastonL^f 
Address, conveying the ussnrance that the day was so seriousl^H 
and devoutly observed that the act of Humiliation b«fore Ood 
might well be oontddered National. 

* We mnst wait, howcrer,' li« says, 'Ood's time for our 
deliverance. His providential dealings are far nbovc out of 
otir sight. But wc may be humbly assured tliat lie will over- 
rule at length all tlit-iio dttrk and tiiipniiillclpd visitatioDS of His 
chaetening hand, to the nititnntc furtlicrnnce of that blessed 
Gospel of salvation, which can alnne lay the firm and lasting 
foundations of loynl and cheerful obedtcnceto lawful aatboritj. 
in all classes of soeiety in India or elsewhere. Satan now 
i-eigns, and works upon the idoktrous and superstitious minds, 
of an iguitrnut and bigutcd populution, to bring forth fruit unto 1 
death. Bat the same grmre which lias made Britain what ahe 
is, can Rtihdue tlie hearts of Hindnos and MAhometans, and 
turn tltL-m as one man unto the Lord Christ, whose atoning 
blood and sanctifying Spirit con bring tlic blessing of pardon, 
niid iiifnsc new and holy alTections into tlie minds and habit 
of tlie fierce rebeU and uubelievera who arc now rngingj 
around us. 

' To the grace and mercy of the Father, Uic Son, oiid tlie 
Holy Ghost, three persons and one God. the only true God 
and Saviour, I commend you all ; begging the benefit of your, 
fervent prayers for myself and India.' 

The ftiTival of Lord Elgin. Sir Colin Campbell, and Captain 
PecL excited tlie Bishop's lively attention at this time. He 
saw Ihcm all, and was invited by Cnplain Peel to visit big noble 
vessel, tlie Stian/tOH. This invitatiou he at once accepted; 
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and went on boitrd, accompanied by tbe ArchdoACon and his 
CbaplaJD. Captain Pe«I received hiin on the quarter-deck, and 
the inomctil tic set foot on it, tlic band struck up its Uveliest 
notes of welcome. The officers were tlien introduced, and 
amongst Uiem the jounp; midshipman, witli the Victoru Cross 
upon bis breast, who Lad bound up his captain's wounded 
arm, tmdcr a heavy fire, at the siege of Sebastopol. T'he 
sight of the sixtj'-eight pounders, constituting the Shaniioji'g 
armament, excited great interest ; and, whilst the Dishup was 
viewing them with wonder, the shrill sound of the whistle 
CAllcd the four hundred men comprising the n&Ta] brigade, and 
preparing for actire serrice in India, npon ileck. Each man 
passed before the Bishop, cap in hand, and a "noble body of 
men," ho said, " they were." He addressed a {ew words to 
thein, recommending religion as the "one thitij^ needful,'' 
and cocouraging them to go fortli and do tlieir part in the 
deliverance of India. An allusion in his address to their 
gallant captain aroused their enthutiiagm ; and, at tlte close, 
three spontimeous and henrty cheers were given " for the 
Bishop." He returned to Calcutta delighted witli the visit. 

Now also, when the time seemed passed, a day of public 
nationnl humiliation, in complinnpe with a numcronsly sign^ 
memorial, was proclaimed by thn Govenimcnt : and the 4th 
October fixed for its observance. The Bi»hop glndly prepared 
the propi^'f forms : but lie wiut too ill on tlie nppointt'd day to 
take any public part in the services. Keferriug to his illness 
bo says : — " Perhaps this altsck is the last blessed sumiaoos to 
my Master's presence. At nit cvr^nts it is sent to humble, 
empty, sanctify, to clear my heart from creature love, and make 
more room for Chrirt as the Lord of conscience and the spring 
of joy. I know thu Lord's main design. It is to bring me baoJt 
to himself: to humble : to empty me of selfishness and pride : 
to make mc feel tlie sins of a long life more deeply : to open to 
mc the ' chambers of iuiagery ' in the recesses of tlie heart : 
to makf! inc morn dependent upon Christ: to heighten my view 
of the praisft and glory of Hift grace whereby I nni " accepted in 
the beloved.' Clmst most now be ' all in all ' to my soul in 
his atonement and by His Spirit; entire silence before God is 
my duty aa to the manner and time of ray departore hence. 
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And I tnoftt be prepared for licavcn'ii holiucss, comptnr^ 
cmploftneuU, und joy, liy uicreuung Kwiotifictttioii." 

On September SOlli, b« says, "I am sgitin the Lord's 
priisoDer. 3Iy nlUck will not yield to trettineot, and what 
coum« it may take is with God. the only vt'ue, the AJmiglity. 
whose iioiue is Love; and that is enough itud more tliftu 
enough for a dinner likv mo. May I he sanctified id the 
fomnce of the great Rvfiner and PuriRicr of sih«r. This is 
the auniTcrsnry of my Ontinntion as Deacon in IPOl. nt 
Famham Castle, where the beloved Charles Sunuicr has now 
been Bishop for thirty years. "^Tiat a nicix-y fc> the Church! 
All the clergy in my own diocese, excejit pei-hapit one, have 
been born within the period of my ministry. I have been 
reading oter the three services for Deacon, Priest and Bishop. 
Humiliation, sorron*, and repentance, uungle with gratitude, 
praise, and adoration." 

' October ith. This is the day proclaimed for special prayer 
and humiliation. It ia my iifth silent Sunday : nor nm 1 now 
permitted to attend church, though I bo very mnch desired it. 
It is qoile clear upon the whole that I nm losing ground erery 
week as to my poor mortal frnRie. I hare been reading the 
Eleventh Chapter of St. John tliis morning with Soott's Notes. 
There Christ says, " I am the Resurrection and the Life ; haj 
that belicvetli in me though hr were dead yet shall he hve,4 
and whosoever liveth and believcth in mc shall never die : " — 
that is enough. His weeping at the grave of Lnzania assurea 
mc of liis fitt: Mis hemg tht- Resurrection and the Life 
awiures mc of His power. To keep ncax Christ in submission, 
dependence, Ioto : — this is my duty, interest, happiness, 
Jehovah Jireh. Amen.' 



To stay, if posalhlc, the progi-ess of His malady, a trip to 
sea was recomweuded: and on October SOtli he embarked on 
the Frottcu Gordon steamer, accompanied by Dr. Webb, 
bound for the Sand-heads. " Perhaps," he says, " it may 
plcnse God to make the trip conducive to my general health : 
but I do not expect much. The old building may be patched 
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up a litUe, 1)ut it is worn ont. The ord«r of nnture Bxes its 
■pecdy (lissolutioD, nnd tke purposes of the 'only wise Qod ' 
mil direct llie tiaic hikI tlie way." 



Soon niter stnrting, the Francit Gordon wiw recalled by 
telegraph to attend upon the Sanspareil, a tioble screw three- 
decker, of seventy-two guns, twelve of them sixty-eight 
pounders, Captftin Astley Cooper Key: — the largest man-of-war 
which hnd ever veutured up the Hoogbly, and anchored off 
Calcutta. Her forioidable appearance and treiucndouu guns 
hnd done much to «heer the timid and daunt llie niutinoiu : 
and she was now on her way to China. \Vhikt the two vessels 
were anchored side by side on Saturday evening, the Chaplain 
of the Sangpare'd came on hoard the Francia Gordon, and 
begged the Bishop to visit and address his men on Sunday 
rnoruing. He consented, and baviug breakfasted with Cuptnin 
Key, Divine service wbb performed on the quarter deck. One 
who was present cieBcribea the accne as never to be forgotten. 
The venerable old Bishop, so ft;eble that be was obliged to be 
boasted upon deck, and so frail that he seemed unequal to the 
duty, addreftflpd the men when prayers were ended, for aome 
time. lie sat in his chair, wore no robes, took no text: but 
dwelt upon four points. The first was, we have all kouIs to be 
saved. The second, we are all sinners and are lost unless we 
find a Saviour. 'I'he third, our great concern ia at once and 
withont delay, to renounce oar sins snd to believe in Chrigt 
with u true and Uvety faith. The fourth, the Holy Spirit can 
nloae rcgencmte and change our hearts and enable ns to 
believe, and walk in the way of God's commandments fi-om a 
principle of love ; and tlte gi'ace of this Holy Spirit must be 
sought in earnest prayer. The day was very sultry; there was 
not a hrenth of air ; and llie Bishop was much exhanated. 
But he spoke with great earnestness and power: and thus this 
gallant Captain and his ship's company heard what may be 
called his last words. He returned to Calcutta, apponrt'd 
in the Cathedral, held an Ordination, t-xpounded in the pilot 
vessel: but theso were the last words spoken in the "great 
congregation." and thpy rnntAined the substance of what he had 
been teaching and preaching for fifty-six years.

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Called btck once tind agtLiii, the steftmer n«ver re-ached 
sea, and tbe Bishop derived no bcnefiL He relamed to 
Ctilcuttn to licar of the relief of Liicknow ty Sir Colin Camp- 
bell, and of tlio denth of the renowned unl liuncnt«d llAvelock : 
end tb«n. when the wonther grew cold, tnd the dtgeage still 
remained, be nas recommended to IcaTe Calcutt« for a timetJ 
and establish hiiiiw:tr in what wm called the " Iteceiving' 
Ship." a vessel of four hRndi*ed tons, craising about the Sand- 
hcads, wilhiti a range of veven luilt-s, to receive on bonrd pilots 
who hiivtt Wun in charge of vtMvU to and from Calcutta. The 
plan was not tiuusuul : and tli« vessel was providud with a 
skilful Burgeon, a goml table, nnd comfortable Bccommudatiou 
for invaliila to whom lica-nir was desirable. This expedient, 
or a trip to Singnporo was d^cmeil exKcntial. "I rid dis- 
iuclioed to either of tlieae courses," ttaid the Bishop. " At tb« 
age of eighty it seems cowardly and fooU»li to be going about. 
hiuUng after health. It in moru bocomiug in a Christian' 
Biftfaop to resign hitnaeU' to tbe I^ord's will, and die in his 
nest; and there w no place for comfort to be compared with, 
home. But I inuNt do what ia right, and itot foUoir my own i 
wiU." 

Accordingly, after Kome Little delay, he prepared for his 
departure. During the iuteniU, and a little before and after, 
he wrote a fow Itttcrs to old friouds— kind, gentle letters th^J 
were, breathing piety and humility. The first, to bis old ftieud' 
the Rev. John William CunnLDghani. is dated Xov. iiOtb. 



'A letter fallen as it were from the nkies, frora my old and 
dear friend, arouses all my torpid feelings ; and to wi-ite to yon 
I am resolved, whatever clt«o I neglect. I am myself fa&t 
slidinif off the platform into the dark abyes on either side ; but 
not wiLltout a Divine hand beiiring me through the gloomy 
valley of the shadow ofdeatli, and hope gilding the scene oo 
the further shore. Whetlier 1 have " Christian's " or " Hope- 
ful's" experience at the departing hour, 1 trust tbe bright] 
messengers will be waiting for me, as ministering spirits, andj 
under Oud's appointnieiit, to waft my spirit to the bosom of ' 
Hiin, " whom, not having seen, I Love ; in whom, though now 
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I s«e him not, b«li«ving, I r«joice." I cannot qnite finish the 
text I have niwaya talten very low f^und. It is generally 
safer than the higher. Well, the truth is, I hnre now had 
pressing upon me the native disenBe of diurrhcen for three 
montlts, or more ; and in my eightieth yenr, mind and hodjr are 
off«t€, iiicapnblG of thoaght and iiction, only floating down the 
fitrentn. I hare not preached at the Cathedral since July iJlth 
— the very sermon on " humiliation and hope," which I desired 
nay son to send to you. Slill God is with me, and I cheerfully 
fiink into TliR paternal amiK ! 

' I om much gratified with tho " Christian Observer." Yoa 
liave cvideDtly raised its tone. Ood only be praised I 

• Farewell, hel.tved brother. The Lord bless you and yours, 
and also duar Fraucis.' 

The next letter is la Mrs. Pearson, the widow of his carlieat 
frieDd. the lute Dean of SaUsbury ; end is dated Nov. itiih. 



' I cannot allow your sweet favour jnst reeeived. to remain a 
single post, witliout assuring you of the extreme pleoKUTO which 
the account of my old and endi^nrcd friend's last days aiforded 
mc. It was, indeed, a ChriaLian'K end; and must be a source 
of inexhaustible comfort to ynu and your family during the 
remainder of your struggle through tliis troubled lift' tu another 
and a better. 

'How rieh and endless are the mercies of God in the 
atoning sncritice of our Lord Jeens Christ to ux. niiKenible 
sinners that we are — rebels — traitors in arms against His 
Sovereign Majesty, and deserving notliiiig but His just wrath. 
The more docs His grace sbine forth conspicuouvly, in turning 
us from darkness into light, and from the power of Satan 
unto Oud ; and the more is Hih npholding and recovering 
mercy di»j)lnycd in restoring our souls, and leadiug os back 
into the puths of righteousness for His name's sAkc. 

' Oh I tu END WELL, as my beloved friend hna indeed done, 
I shtill not lie long after him. Tii my cightietli yeiir the eeedl 
of death are fast maturing, and a long weakening indiaposition 
is laying me so prostrate, mind and body, lliat even this hasty 
note ia an effort almost beyond my strength. May I follow

I beg your prayers, that I mAy bold ont to tUc cad, and not 
from any fear of deslb, full away from Him.' 

The third is an extract from a letter to Dr. SUinkopff, dat«d 
November S5th. 

*1 ha*e your Icttor of May llth before me, and write 
line of aGTectionnte reiiicmbrKnc«, now tliat you have recovered 
your henltJi, nnd rpsiiinod your ministerial duties. One thirigJ 
I must mention to yuu, and tbat is, tbe Iiuiuiliiitiiig conriction' 
in my iniud that you vniilly OTcrrivte tlie usefulness you thtnlt 
I baTO been Hw nieantt of doing. Alaa! alas! yoa do not 
know my heart — the pride, tlie corrupt motives, the onrroir* 
UfiSB, tbc htdf-hi,'iu-U:du«S8, the selfishness, the Laodicean Inhe- 
wnrmneaa thore. 1 have no life but in CliriHt, S8 my " vrisdom, 
righleousueES, saiictilJvution, and r^deDiption" — my "all in 
all." I Bin in my eightieth year, and my strength has beenl 
decaying for the last three or four months. I am much 
emaciated. Sucli is God's gentle metliod of letting me down 
into tlif- vnllpy at present. To Him I commit the unknown 
to-morrow, where I ought to repose it. What times are passing 
over India ! ^Miat a blessing that the Bible Society is at 
work, and ready with its abundant fund<:. Surely tbc Lord 
liBB some great things in hand in permitting this nwful insur* 
notion I I lis eternal kingdom irill be attended with tliu con- 
TolBion of thv ukilious, ag we have reason to believe.' 

The fourth i» to the Bishop of Madras, dated Decem- 
ber &th. 



' Tou will hare heard how impossible it is for me to coma 
Madras, ev«u privately, and as on iuvahd. Such is Ood'l 
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u-ill, to wliicli it is, I hcipc, my desire, as I am sure it is my 
duty, to hovf with filial trust and joy. Dr. Webl's advice now 
drives me to tli« S^nd-licads, in order to avoid the bitter cold 
in Decemlier. What the rc«uU of tliia flight may be is with 
God; but at my extrtmo age, I don't expect mucli. No; I 
hope I am looking for a city of hubitatiou whose builder aud 
mftker is God.' 

Tho lasb ia of the same date to Dr. Mardiug, Bishop of 
Bombay. 

' I fear I mant say I cannot hope to see Bombay this winter. 
But to one in his eightieth year, all ia gracious and merciful 
OD the part of my ndornble (iod and Saviour. The wonder 
is that in my twoiLty-tiixlh year uf residence I am sd well. 
Indeed, God's blessings are inniiinerable. My cup runneth 
over. The burden and shame of my heart is sin, imlwclliiig 
sin, corruption of motives, the dregs of a long life at the 
bcttora of the cup, defiling tlie memory and im^inntion. The 
>tt)ng blood, liowever, and the sanctifying grace of my 
lorablo Saviour are my hope, my trust, my joy, my sure con- 
fidonc«. I am still in the epistle to the Romans (chap. vii. 14, 
to chap. Yiii. 4). My anxiety and prayer is, us good Father 
Scott used to say, -ruAr I mat E.vn w»:ix ; and that Christ 
may be magiiififl in my body both in life and death, (iod, 
be merciful (through a propitiation) to me the sinner : this, 
I hope, will be my Inst prayer. I beg the benefit of your 
pntrer», and tliosc of all your clergy, for my departing spirit^ 
whenever God may call me to that " house not made with 
hands, eternal in the lieavenH." ' 

He now prepared to leave Calcutta for a time, and in the 
narrative which follows, the words must be all his own, for they 
lUK becoming "precious." 



' Dfcerrther 9tk. SFy luggage is all going off to the Nubia, 
vhich takes me to the " Keceiving vessel." I dislike leaving 
my home, and distrust the remedial virtues of tho Sand-heads. 
But I am in God's blessed hands for Ufe or for death, and at 
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my igfi T say with David, " Oh t that I had winga like a dare. 
for tlien would I floe awiiy, Mid be »t rest-" 

' I shall still write on in my journal-IdtUr, whicli is nam- 
bered " fl? S," and seud il as oii|»ortuiuty may offer : and your 
lettcn will reach me in like niauacr. 

' And DOW to ibe Ood of IVuco I command yoa all and 
mys«lf. Hy tim^s are ia His hands : that ia enough for a poor 
guilty uDwortliy sinner. I probably may iiuTer finish number 
" 219." Bot to nake la heaTcu, aud aee Jesus as hr ii — what 
inconceivable bltas ! ' 

' Deeemhtr VHh. I hope to b? placed tliis erctiing on the 
** Receiving Ship." I have a large cabia allotted to me in the 
tJtthi»i and (he surgeon bas been very kitid. I am now 
ipproaclitng my '* Patruos " at the- Sand-heads, not knowin!; tha 
things thut may befall me there. Ijnt Ood knows, and that is 
eoouf^h. My concern is to lie passive in his hands, waiting for 
tlie Master, wIUi my loins girded and my lamp burning, that 
wbvn He comelli, I may open to Uim iniiucdidt4>Ir. The evils 
of the lieart are my burden aud my grief.* 

' liri^ "Guide." Caitais Rassom. Dectmbtr Htk. The 
thermometer in my cabin was Tfi" at five o'clock ibis morning. 
In Calcutta it would be S6^, so tliut the deliTemnoe 6-oui tha 
bitter cold is complete. The air al»o is frcidi and exhilarating. 
I have the largest cabin I think T ever bud. It is about 
twenty-two fvct by fourteen. The brig ia of four hundred tons, 
and the accommodation corresponds. Il is too early to judge 
what benefit 1 may derive ; but I have every external help and 
comfort. It ia, however, quite clear to me, tlint whilst my 
eoonplaint is unabated, my general strength, and all the vital 
powers, are more aiid more enfeebled. I am sensible of this in 
a thousand ways, aud to my fdi-wise and all-gracious Saviour 
J endeavour to commit myself and all that appertaiiu to me for 
time and for eternity.' 

'December l&lh. Nothing can exceed the kind attentions of 
my old friend Captain llansom. Everytliing is dona to consult 
my accommodation as to food, and every kind of convenienee; 
but as yet my comphiiiit, so far as I can j ndge, is not abated. 
'Vht. doctor agrees with T>i. Webb, that il is better not to go 
nedicincs, but to hope that the fine mild sea air, and

night air. After brcakfnst I linve my desk oa the cuddy 
tflLle. and begin my morniug reading— Hebrew Bible. Hindua- 
tAni Testament, Virgil, Horace, Woreley's *" Luther," itc This 
Utter I have fiiiistied, under Itie disadvautage of having read 
the second Tuliinie f'li'st. It in an admimblv work, Lutlter'a 
fine noble character is not half uuderatood. The depth of hi« 
convictions of sin accompanied iiim through life, and rendered 
Christ, simply Christ in his juHtifyiiig righteousness, hia grand 
theme. Herv lay the aecr^t of bis Huccess. and his profound 
{leraoniil religion. Then the aslouishing comhinntion of natural 
talents, learning, musical command of Germany, pluyfiil 
humoar, and espeti ally common fiESSE, with iiiUiniitt.^ ktionUdge 
of Scripture, '(uiiUlii.-d him for thft rough ci^nirse work he hud to 
perform against the Pope in all his formidable array. His 
faults were, (1) a great error in judgment in dii'pentiitig with 
the bigamy of the Landgrave;' i^) Oonaubstnntiution — he held 
with our famous Archdeacon, tbdt both the pious and the 
wicked equally eat the body of Christ; (3> depreciation of 
Episcopacy and Church order — Erastiuusmi {•!} denial of the 
obligation of tho CbriMtitui Sabbath; (&) occasional excess of 
viobnt invective; and perhapa some others. Unt these are 
mere spots iu the sun, compared with his indescribable 
excclluncioa.' 

' Deeemhtr \Hih. By the Inst parcel I have just received 
tlie Bishop of Llandaff's <Dr. Ollipant) Charge. It Rsuiiilts 
most boldly Jowclt, Parker, Maurice, and all the pretended 
SpirituA lists, tia they call themselve<% — because they make their 
moral seiifiatious, and not inspired Scripture, tlie t;lnn<!ard of 
truth. Bui his chief atliick is on Mr. Williams of Ijimpeter. 
Thiii Mr. WUliania obtained Mr. Muir's prixc of fiOOl., offered 
through me, to the University of Cambridge, in 1h45, How 
the judges could ever have awarded the prize to such a book 
I cauuot understnnd. The Oxford priEe, given, by the same 
Mr. Huir, was aa equal monster of error and secret infidelity, 
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and yet gained tiie pruce. Ho*r different tlie result of Dr. 
Bucbtinui's proceeding* in 1B06 or 180B ! They roused all 
Euglftud to u seme of its duty to prostrate India. The best 
pitpers I bave read on oar present circtiniatancL's in India, ore 
thoM by Mr. V«iiu, and the Bishop of Oxford iu bia> lipeecU 
tt Chester. If I luid ktaUh.Kkieh I hart act. I Bhotdd atUtnpt\ 
lomelhinif before I put of thU tabernacle. God's will be done.* 

• Dcccml^cr 93r<?. This is the anniversary of God's wonderful 
dclivcnuica of me from the effects of the fritctured hip-bone in 
1 856. Surely goodness and mercy have followed mo during 
the interval, though for the last four or fire months i hftTS 
been brought lov indeed. My complaint has exhausted me in 
body And mind, and left me no power of thonght 1 am scarcely 
capable of nioying about ; nty nights are digturb«d, aud noir 
there is an access of ferer : ao that I am on the narrow ed^ of 
existence. I have deriT«d at present no benefit fi-om the fine 
sea Dtir, moderate tcmporature, extsellcnt food, large cabin, und 
kind HtteiitJons of Captain Ransom and all on board. But 
I still may have some improved health, if the L>ord will ; for 
into Ilia hnnds I cost myself as the only vise God my Saviour. 
Probably this will be my last !elt«r, aud 1 wi&h to mak« a 
tbank-offering to the God of my mercies : &o that I have 
ordered the Agra Bank to send you 801. to he divided betvreen 
you. This will, I hope, be a maik of my gratitude to God.' 

' ChrUtvuu Day. The Captain eays the bag is making up. 
he wants my letter. X have been very, very pooily — worse 
^th&n ever. Indeed my residence at the Sand-heads for a 
fortuiglit baa been unfavourable. So it bos pleaeed Ood. 
Many umiiy mercies do I look upon during the past year. 
One is the failare of the Coadjutorship. Had it succeeded, 
Pratt would have been for these six months at Lahore and 
Agra> Now he is in Calcutta, aud a more officitiut hi-lper thau 
rer. Another mercy seems to be the failure of the Charter I 

lired for my Catliedral, and the transfer of my three lacs 
to the Church Missionary and Propagation Societies. Now 
uulo Him thai in able to kvcp ua from falling, and to present 
us faultless before Hia presence with exceedingjoy. To the 
only wise God our Saviour, be glory and majesty, dominion aud 
power, both now and ever. AmoB.' 
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' Saturdiiy, Decfmber '2Gth. About nine o'clock last niglit 
tbe ste&uei' passed us, and took my " Number 973 " od to 
London : so that th^ Captain's waruicg at diDiier was \evy 
opportune. But I was ill able to finisli it, and istill kss able 
un I this uiuriiing to begin " Number 274." 3Iy complaint 
Jms so increased, that 1 got vci*y little sleep at night. My 
stomncli alao i-efuseB the medicinos prescribed.Rnd my appetite 
is les.fl active and natural than it wai;. The result ig wliut I 
cannot describe — exhaustion, inanition, flesh fulling awiiy, 
ctotlit'it Kiuiging loose about me, no strength to think or walk, 
or snpport myeelf tfbeu 1 move : the head aUo gi\*cg way, and 
I seem as if I uiigbt Tall at every ittep. Of course this is an 
inralid's report of hiiuseLf. 

' But I have every mercy granted that tho Lord sees good 
for me: and alloviations of varions kinds are Touelisafed. 
And I kiiow that " He that spared not His own Son. bnt 
delivered Him up for us all, will, with Him, freely give us oil 
tilings." Oh! for auticiputions of HcHv<;n. I was reading 
tlie fourth and Qfth chaptei's of Kcvel^tions last night, (I liaro 
truvt-llvd 90 fur since Jaauary 1st, at about eight pages of 
Scott u day,) and the rapturous praises of God and of tlie 
Lamb, and the songs ceasing not day nor night of tlie 
Seraphim and Angelic Host, fill me with lunging to he 
admitted to Uicii' company, " and to be made meet to be partaker 
of the inheritance of the saiuta in light," In this world tlitry 
are in darkness : but then in light.' 

* December 2filh. 1 am now led to think it beat for mc to 
return to Calcutta at the first moment. I have tried the 
Sand-heads for sixteen days with no benefit, but rather witH 
increased disease. I hnvo no moans of communication with 
I>r. Webb. I beliere I should have gone on till my time in 
January was completed; but fever came on, with hands 
burning hot. and a perpetual cough, and I thought then Uint I 
hud better return to Calcutta: and this moruing, a vessel 
callvd the Uarhing^r, pussiog by, I was received by the Captain 
with every kinduess. He actually gave up his own cabin to 
me, having uuue other suitable. My obligation to him is 
extreme. The cabin is perfectly 6tted up for comfort and 
convenience, the bed is $ofb and excellent — in &ct it is a Mjou.' 
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* " Harbinger," Tutsda% Tiectmhrr 2!lfA. I came an board Rt 
B«reu u'clock jeslcriiny moruirigiEUid sooa after lay down lu Uic 
Cttptaia'a luxurious cnbiii, linving first prepared ■ telegraphic 
nuHsaga to be seul ulTlo Arclidtfacon Pmtt from Saugor.' 

' Calcutta. W(dn(»das, December xmh. Now \>y God's 
goodnesa I have beeu bnjuglit under Dr. Welib once more. 
CertAinly 1 should hav« sunk had I continued on the Receiving 
Ship. At three o'clock, the Captain and Mr. WaltoM found 
me fiilleu out of bed in mv slvup. No bone was brok«u. I 
have Imd two or tliree fullx since. ^Vckb tliinks me very ill, 
vith a new diaeaite. There is fever with a bad cough, nod 
some affection of the left side requiring a blister.' 

' TAurtcZoy, Decenher 81»(, 18ft7. This luoroing at eight 
o'clock Dr. Webb pronounced my placid pulse uinrti better. 
I would not for n momeut vluuig« auy cue uf the Divine 
dealings with me * 

A few trembling and nttintelh^ble words foUoved, reapecttag 
an entry made by him iu Scott's Bible : and tfie above 
perngrai'h was cloHcd by the uacriptiou of praise and adoration — 
" Blessed be God the Fnther, the Son, imd the Holy Spirit, 
the God of snlvntjon, now and for ever. .\men." 

The pen inis then laid down, and tlie letter left onfinisfaed.— 



Long b«{ore it rcachrd the hantU of those for whom it wa 
intended, tlio tlectrit; telegraph hnd fljisbed across both land 
and ses, »eTen words of mournful import, which, mingled >titli] 
aocoDnts of rcbuU overthrown, and victories gained, sufficed 
fill many hearts ivitli grief and many eyes with tears. It sail 
that " The Bibhoi- ov Calcutta died JAxuAnr asD." 

No further iuldligcnce arrived for many dA}-^ : and full 
confirmation of the sud tidings was not obtalneil till Febraai^r 
I4tl], which WHS tlie day fiKed for funeral und commemorative 
serviceH iu IslJugton. Ou tliat dny the Paritih Church was 
bung in Mack, the bells rang muffled peals, the faiuilj 
weru wH8cinbl<;d, >ind immense congregations elitd in mourning 
garb came tngt^ther to listen tu three admirable and ofiiecting 
sermons preached by the Bishop of Winchester, the Bev. 
Henr^- Venn, and the Hev. John Hambleton. These sermons. 
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which bore in turn upon the Episcopal, Misgiontry, and 
MiuiBtciiiU character of th« Ucccascil Prclnte were full of 
interesting details, and were siibseqiiciitly ])riiitcd. 

In due time, all further particulars, »o anxioiiftly expected, 
arrived. They had heeu collected by Archdeacon I'ratt, partlj 
from notes made by the Bcv. Mr. >V alters, whoa, as chaplain, 
he accompniiied the Bishop to tlie Sand-hcofls; partly i'rom 
reminiscences by Dr. Webb; and portly from his own personal 
observation and intercourse. They furnish the data upon 
irLivb the foUowiug uarrutive its founded. 

It nppfiarg that for a fow days after reaching the Receiving 
Ship, tlie ]}ihhap ntUipd and gained stren^h ; eo Uiot he walked 
the deck, and mounted the ship's ladder without iiiconveitiencc. 
He read much, and wri>Wi letters. All on board were assembh'd 
regularly for evening prayers at five o'eloclc, and on the second 
lesson for the day he made tdways many striking expository 
remarks, und many strong appeuls to conscience. On the 
Sundays also, and on Christmas Pay, he joinod in divine 
service, and spoke briefly from appropiiute texts. The iiO' 
provement, however, had bccu rather apparent than real. 
He was getting weaker, and on December a*th, when ad- 
dressing the officers present, he told them tbey would hcox his 
voice no mure. 

Attacked with fi^ver, and feeling very ill, he held a consulta- 
tion with the Captain and others, and resolved to return at once 
to Culcolta. On the Suiidiu- night he fell out of his cot, though 
the vessel was at anchor, and the sea caltu. The Captain 
heard him, and ran at once to his auccour. Ho bad result 
followed : nor could lie himself a^^coiint for iL His only 
remoik to Im (JhapUin was, " 1 wonder how it happened." 



On Monday a steamer appeared in aight, but not being (he 
one expected, the Bishop was asked whether he would avail 
himself of the opfiortunity, or wmit. "I am in your hands, 
Captain," he replied, " I leave the decision with you." The 
steamer was signalled for, and proved to be the Harbinper 
from Madras. The Bishop and his Chaplain were kindly 
received at once, and sped on their way to Calcutta. He was 
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very wtek ; '* I feel lilce a log on the irater," w«s liis Gxprc&siai), 
" I ciui Dcitlier reud nor tliiiik." 

About thrie« u'tilock, the ti>i«8«1 anchored off the Gh&t; an<l 
ibe Uiiilioi), in a very helplexK Ktate, was lowered dovru the side, 
and lioritti quickly to tbv riilacc. 

He mu thenceforth under the care of Archdeacon Pratt and 
Dr. Webb, and Uis materials of tlie siibBcqiiGnt nitrrative are 
derived from their nccounts. Seven lett^i's had beou written 
to Uie Archdeacon during bin absence, and ihe last, dat«d Dec. 
S6th, ended m» foUowa :— 

' I am surrounded with undeserved alleviations. Ood is very 
good. I know that nil is under His infinitely wise guidaoce. I 
have nothing to do but 

" Ta |ir«iM bin for all UiOl i* put, 
And Uiut kim tot all UmI'ii to moir,'* 

' But my powers of body and mind fail me, there is no col- 
lection of OioiigtitH, iio power of mfd)t»tion. I seem to be 
waiting for the instant coming of the Lord, for whom I long, to 
whom alone I loiik for pardon and grace, and on whom onlt I 
rely for time and eternity.' 



His return had been emxioiisly expected, and it was bop^d 
that tlie beiielit derived from the change would yet appear; but 
God appointed otherwise. The end was at hand. 

Ho looked very worn on his firrivftl. Dr. Webb pronounced 
him seriously ill, and recognised in the symptoms an attack of 
puricarditis of a rheuoiatic or gouty character, which would prove 
mortal. The probable sent of tlic (lUtHso was inontioned to 
Lim; and his attention was called to in attack of n siinUarj 
cUoiitctcr iu tiuie past. But he did not n.'collect it, and said' 
with one of hia peeiiliur Idults and gestures, " I don't believe, 
doctor, I have had anything the matter with my heart in 
my life." 

" I fc*-!," was his expression afterwards, " its if I could sli] 
out of life at any moment." " That feeling is instinctive/' wg 
the reply. "It indicates a real truth. The heart is embarrat 
in its movements, and death may take place at any time." 
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A blister was a])))Ued, and ia the moruing lie was bett&r. 
Xni so often bnd be men eveu from tlie gat4:a of death, that 
liopc was not abaodoneJ. 

After breakfast he asked tho ArchdcMon to prny with him, 
bat a fit of coiigliing so viotent and continuous came on, that 
he was obliged to defer it ; and in the course of tljc uioroiuff 
Hetit for his Chaplain to rcsd t}ic Bible, which, ha said, he 
wished "to get iuto his heart." 



The Alst was a qaiel day. He (teemed more corafortoblei 
nnd gave the Archdeacon some letters to read. But nftcr a 
liUle coaversatioii he turned weaiily away from tlje subject. 
He was recommended to iieek re&tin sleep; but before attempt- 
ing it he called for prayer, and the expression " none but 
Chnst " haviug been used, he streU^hed out hix feeble amis 
and with deep emotion exclaimed, " Ah ! tliat in «U I want ; uud 
all I have." In Uie afternoon he »nt for tomv sliurl time iii the 
Tcrandali, conversing quietly with Mr*. Prntt on a rariety 
of Kuhjectii. In tlie eveuiug he remembered tlutt it was the 
last day of the year, uud bcgge<l his Chaplain tu read his 
portion of Scott'e comment — the lost four chapters of the Book 
of Ri'vclfttions. 

This night he had no sleep; and the mediciue pven to 
indaco it having failed, he remained in a dreamy half-wandering 
mood for a while, iteoming diHiucUned to npeak. On «fi.-ing liis 
medical nttciidnnt, however, he roused himself, and expressed 
deep gratitude to God who had so ordered events that the old 
chronic disease, t.o which be had b*>en subject, mid which was 
BO mnch to be dreaded, had not appeared. He eat up and 
wrote an order for twu hundred rupees oa a donation lo the 
doctor's Native Hospital : but found it a painful effort, ile 
struck his hand upon his chest, and exclaimed, " These old 
cnstle walls are tumbling down." He then added, " 1 tliink 
last night I was in ' the valley.' doctor : tlie valley of tlie shadow 
of death : and I think so still," Then, after a pause, " I 
wonder if my Master has any more work for mo to do here. 
Ahj doctor, you cannot tell me that." He then related a 
strange dream he had had: — " I thought I was going to preach 
«nce again ; and with more than usual diiiiuulty I mounted to 
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the pnlpit ; but, wlien amvcd at the top of the stairs. I fouad 
it was cut off, nnd I could not get id. There ims more of it ; 
but my nieaiory is gone — gone," 

He exprcnsetl n wish this day that all hooks und letters 
shnidd be kopt from biin, and that the servant!^ Kht^iild bnvi 
ordftrg accot-dingly. Tlie Archdeacon was sarprised ; for al 
htuiness comniuuicaUoiia Imd beeu piirpoiiely withheld. But 
the matter was expluined by his turoiRf; round and tnkinj^ fromJ 
the bedside " Liringatone's travels," which the bookneUer hod* 
Bent, and the servants delivered. "I oiunot read this book," 
he said, " but it is a first-rate book, by a first-rate niau." He 
had eTidently been gtajacing over, and trying to read it in his 
old way ; and had found the cfiort too great 

It was the first day of the new year, and he called upon his 
Chaplain to read throe chnptcrs of tlie Boole of Genesis. After 
listening to the account of the Creation, nnd the Fall of nitin, 
he said. "The difficulties raised and felt by some as to tb«i 
account given of the Creation are nothing to ine. Dut I wi$h! 
to be dtipply humbled by a view of the fallen state of man." " I 
thimk yoii," lie udded, holding out big hand, " for having read ;i 
it bns been refresliing to mo." They parted — and met no more.] 

Whilfit the Archdeacon wait atti'iiding morning service at the 
Cathedral, the Bishop ecut & httle paper across to him -wilh 
these words written on it: — "January 1, 185?. Bishop's Kew 
Year's offering, SOO rupees. X>. C." After service was oyct, 
it was explained to liim tbat it hml not been usual to administer 
t]ie Holy Conmnmion in the Cathedral at the Feast of tlie 
Circumcision ; and that his alms therefore had not been needed. 
" Give it then," be said, " as you see best, in whole or in por- 
tions ; it is my offering to any object you may choose." 

In the afternoon, when the doctor called for the second time, 
there was " more of tlic itbiidow gHlJit^ring round liim." He 
felt distressed at the failure of memory and loss of power. 
He asked for the date of tlic new year. Looking at his watch, 
he let it fall, broke the glassi, and stopped the action of 
the repeater : tins troubled him a good deal. He ahoned a 
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rcluctncce to ha\o anything done for him which he had been 
ACcii8toTne<1 (o do for himsolf: unci, when a cup of tea vas 
bold to his nionth, h« refused to drink. The sense of his own 
extreme wenkness seemefl to agitate him ; «nd. nben the 
doctor expressed sympathy, and said he would send for some 
pomegranates to quench hU tliirst, he suid, " You don't think 
I care about UiirBt." 



The Tory last wordu wrItteD by his dying hand w«rc ft«ni in 
by a servfint to the Archdeacon's room about half-pn»t seven 
o'clock this evening. I le had evidently intended to make the 
asnal daily entry in his private note-book; for the words, 
faintly written on a new pngc, arc a» foUowa : — " Prid. Jan. 1, 
1858;" but, finding probably tlie book too beav^-, or his weak< 
nesa too great, he took a sliL-ct of pnpcr from tlie tabic by his 
(tide, and wi'ote the words of which a fac-simile is aoDexed. It 
will be perceived that n part, be it one word, or more, is unin- 
teUi[^ible ; but the most prubable rendering is this :■ — 

" No. 17. 13i3hop*8 private notes. Jan. 1st. Friday evening, 
7^ p.m. All going on well ; but I am dead almost. D. C. 
(Daniel Calcutta). Firm in hope." 

These wonls were parlinlly, but not completely torn from the 
sheet. Probably, even for this, his strength sufllceJ not; and 
he aent it as it was into the Arcbdcaoou's room to be entered 
in the book. 

The jVrchdcncoii at onoe went to liim ; and, abont the same 
time, the doctor arrived for the third tIsU. He talked to 
tlie latter on his large family and private affairs, and prospceta 
of retirement. " Ah ! t«u children : well, God blec^a yon, God 
bless you alL" These were the last woi-ds the doctor beard 
him speak. 

Couvereation on religious subject* followed with the Arch- 
deacon. The Bishop said be hud been pondering on those 
gti>rious chapters in tlio Epistle to tlie Hcbrevrs which he had 
lately read and expounded at family prayers ; and which, it 
appears, had not only deeply impressed bis own mind, but the 
minds of all who heard his glowiug exposition. Some of the 
topics then dw«lt up.m were repeated in order to save hia 
mind the fatigue of thought and recollection : and sleep wait 
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recommfiiitlcd. But be vas restless mid Klco]il«es ; nnd.nbont 
hftlf-past tc?n. 8*nt forthe Arch^pucon, and resnme<l the conver- 
utioD. It lasted for an hour. Sereral times the Bishop smd, 
" Good ni{:ht," thca callcil him buck, Mid begun to converse 
ngftin. "I thonght I should juBt like to see yon before yoa 
went to bed. Therefore I seut for you. You (loii*t seem much 
iDtercetcd iu tliosi: English letters which I K-iit you to read." 
"lodecd I was," onid the Archdeacon, "hut, when I relunicil 
them, you were too weiu-y to talk much." " They were n great 
delight to inc. How graphic Josiah's dcscriptioD of his visit 
to the dear ArcliUshop, was it not ? " 

Convcrsntion then turned upon the Archhisliop ; and on the 
plans recently devised for obtaining a condJator-Bishop; and 
he alluded to wlmt he had snid about it in hi* IiiKt letter home. 
Tliroiigh the whole conversation he spoke with diHiculty (ind 
bositfltion, m if something was in his mouth. But his mind 
was clear and cloudless. Little did the Archdeacon, thut ttu9 
firiend of nineteen ycaD*' stunding, renliso tlm fact that he wiw 
then talking to a dying mftn, and that this was the last (licki>nag 
of the light of former days. He was nboiit to leave once more, 
wheOi in a marked and einpliatic tnanner, the Bishop said, 
" My love to you;" and gitvc him his linnd to kiss; adding, 
" My love to Mrs. Pratt also, ten tlionsRnd times heaped up." 
■' We all love you, my Lord," was tlie reply, " and pity you 
in yoar weakness ; but rejoice iu yonr firm faith." "Ah! I 
am like old father Scott," he said ; and added msny humiliating 
remarks about himself, showing that the broken heart and 
contrite spirit was the sacrifice be was oQeriiig to God. lie 
was reminded how much Divine grace bad done for him; and 
that " the blood of Christ cleans4>tli from all sin." He seemed 
to take the comfort: but, referring to former convcrriatioRS in 
which be had strongly deprecated the readiness with which 
some take tlint text without the context, he snid, "Ah ! ye«: 

but remember it is for those who ' walk in tlie light. There 

is no perfection," eaid the Archdeacon, "on this side the grave. 
You have walked ' in the light,' and may claim tlie promise." 



He then with diflicuUy opened the desk at bis side, and 
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tuiide th« Archdeacon read the last paragraph of Ms kttcr to 
hjg uhildrvn at home. He remuidud him that Mondfty next 
was the duy uppuiuted for ttie vestry meeting. " I fenr I 
cADDot be there," he said, " but you nill manage it all for ine, 
will you not?" He wis asked, "Do yon feol any pain ? " 
" None wliat«\er," nas the reply. Occnsionally his moiiUi was 
moistened wnth an orange as it got parched ; and Gonie of I>r, 
Webb's pomegr&DaicH wt-ro thi- last tilings tendered to him. 
"Now you bad better go:" he sail), as the night drewon,"! 
only tliought i should like to ttx you once ugiiiu before you 
retired." He was asked to Hcnd u itiiiumons at any time 
during the ni|;ht if he wanted anything, and was then 
recommended to coniposc himself to sleep. " Sleep," he 
replied, " I a« asi.rf.p ai-rkady. I am tai-kiso is mt sleep." 
Bemiu'kable words \ Death in his case was fell without being 
realised. It was the " sleep or death." 



As the Archdeacon was rising early in the rooming to visit 
the sick room, a servant came running to call tiiui. Through 
the night, it appeared, the I!i.shop had been somewhat restless 
OS aforetiiuc. At half-past five in the morning he had bis 
UHual cup of li-n: and the bearer, at his wish, combed the 
few thin white hairs which were to hint " a crown of glory." 
He then lay down again, and seemed to fall iuto a dose. 
His old and faithful Sirdar, the man who had assisted him 
when fallen in the verandah the year before, sat with the 
other servants, just inside the door, waiting and watching. 
As time passed on, they were all struck with tb« unusual 
fitillrics); — not asouiid was heard, not a movement made — 
nil was silent and motionleHs. At length they became Dright- 
eued, and one rou for help. The Archdeacon harried to 
the room, nod found the Bishop Ij'ing calm, and ap- 
ponntly noeoDseious. l>oubtful whether what he &aw was 
life or death, and unwilling to ntter a disturbing word, he 
Instantly Icnelt down, and offered up the prayer appointed 
for a departing soid — " W««h it in the blood of tliat im- 
maculate Lamb tliat was slain to tntce uway the sins of 
the world, that wbntpvcr defitenieuts it may have contracted 
in the midst of this miserable and naughty world, llm>ugti 
vou a. ■ < 
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Uie lusts of Uio fic«h or Uie viles of Satan, being purged 
ftwny, it xQAj be presented pure and witlioat spot bcfo 
Tliee," 

Th«n rising from hia knees, ho Ussed tbo pnle c.o\3 clieeV, 
and sought for any lingering signB of life. Bnt none Appeared. 
W'itliuut a struggle, or a Kigli, the kouI liad left its e»t-UiIy 
tcDement: and in tlut hour tbo Uastcr had fulfilled tbe oft 
repeaU'J prnrtr ihi»t Iiis ftorrimt might '* Esn weli.." 

Soon n tittle group of iiiouruerB Htuud around the Ufel«ss body. 
It lay upon a coucli In Uii: study where so mnuy hours had bee 
passed, eurroundvil by buoks and pa|)«r8 ; tliu eyes closed, tbe 
feulurcs cfthn, tite hunda gently <;rotr)$«d uj>ou the breaaL On a 
table by his side stood tlie desk so lately opened by b is tre mbliog 
bauds. Tbero also lay the brokea wutoh, the unftnisbed k-tter, 
and the oft-rcud fiiblc. It was n Kigbt inexpressibly affecting 
to tliose lovitig friends, and sent them at once to the throne of 
grace, and the God of all comfort. Thnnksgivingsmingtrd with 
their prayers. They thanked God for having taken to llinmelf 
the soul of tbe departed in such perfect peace, and prayed Ibat 
Uiey might follow hiiu ae he had followed Christ. Then rising 
from tbeir knees, they vent to duty. 

The Governor-General wob at once informed of the Bishop's 
dcatli : and on the same day an extraordinary Gazette apiwaicd^ 
coniaiuing the following tribute from Iuh own pen : — 



DEATH OP BISnop WILSON.

Punerals in India tnkc place commouty and of necessity 
without delay : and a iitoming's death roquireH an evening's 
burial. But in the present case it was resoked, with certain 
precautions, to postpone the iiitonnent for two days. It 

9k place accordingly on the 4th Jauuar>': and tbe foUowiDg 
is the account as tnlcen chteOy from one of the Calcutta 
Jouruals : — 



"The mortal remains of thisvenerahle prelato were consigned 
lo tlieir last resting-plaoe at St. Paul's Cnthedral, which was in 
dct'pmonrniug.on Monday evetiiug last. At aboulu quarter a rt«r 
four p.ni., the coffin, which was of maliogany, coTered with silk 
velvet, and suitably adorned, was removed from the Bishop's 
Palace to the Cathedral, It was placed on a large bier, 
borae by twelre English sailors, picked men of good Tvputo, 
from H. M. 3. JloUtpur. then tying in tlic river ; and was 
followed by the Govern or- General, the Lieutenant-Governor, 
the lilemhors of Council, the Judges of the Supreme Coort, 
the seoretarifttt, many civil and miUtary officers, almost all 
the clermy and missionaries, and a large concourse of people 
of all classes, male and female. lu this order the solemn pro* 
cession arrived at tl»e gate of tbe Cathedral, where it was 
preceded by the Iteverend Mossn,. Moule and Btimey, the 
fonuei' reading a portion of the burial service till they entered 
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U>« church, when Uiu rest of the serrice iras gone through l>j 
both of tlie olergytnou liborc luiined. Thu dt^lefol peale of the 
organ at thv conoluhioii of the fl«i*vic6 luliUul to the solomni 
of tike occasion, and tliuu^b tho Cathedral wns crowded 
Eufibcatiou, the quiet maintained throughout vas adioiroblc. 
Every one Tied with eacli otLer to have a last parting look nt 
the place when; the Tcncrable divine's remains were laid, and 
eveiy one seemed impressed with deep sorrow for tho luaa 
they liuil Eustaiticd. Thv coflin is liiiil immcdiHtelr under Uie 
Communion TiibUt, in a viiiilt conntmcted fur tlio purpose. The^^ 
twlls of atl the Established Churches sounded their solemid^| 
knoll from three o'clock to the hour of burial. Thus ended 
the cMrircr of Ujia pious and faithful s«rvanl of Christ. Otcf- 
whelmcd vitk the care of his flock, be spared neither health 
nor comfort at the advanced age of eighty to watch over their 
lipirittial intcreitts, even to the last moment of his existence. 
His charitable diBposition and kindness of heart will crer be 
remembered witb feeUngs of deep and lasting Rratttude. tHn 
end was peace ! AVell may he have said wiLh SU Paul — ' 
hare fouglit a good iight, I liave fininlied my course, I hai 
kept the faith. Henceforth there is laid up for me a crown of 
righteousness which the Lord, the righteovK Judge, shall give 
me ill that day.' " 



The organs of public opinion, differing on all other points, 
agreed in payingtribute to the worth of the departed, aud doing 
honour to his memory'. 

The following extiants from the Bengal ITurkarH, The 
Friend of India, and the Chrixlian JnleUige«c€r, may be 
quoted as spccimenft of many others, and nil] be read with 
interest': — 



"The grave has closed over what was mortal of Daniel 
Wilson, Bishop of Calcutta. II© died in India at the age of 
eighty, a mre occurrence to a Kuropean. He made India his 
home, uad for its bcuclit were all his princely liberalities 
bestowed. He was one of the last links of a past age. \ hoy 
when the first French Revolution broke oat, he lived to see 
wondrous changes in the world. He was the associate of 
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\Vi1b«rforce and Clarkson in the aboUtion of slavenr, and » 
warm advocate of ihe rigbtcoiu measure of Catholic einon* 
cipation. Ho was un earnest ChrisUnji, witliout bciug a bigot. 
He vos devoted to the (liii<.'liarKC of bi» duties, possessed a 
rare zeal, gi'eat libernhtv of iiUDd, n profuKV c)ini-ity, and an 
energy and Tigour which have left their mark apon his time. 
His mind wn.4 highly cultivated, and he was u great reader to 
the last. His knowledge of French literature was very exten- 
sive, particularly, as may be supposed, that of a theological 
character. His Henuons were mnst«rly both in matter and 
dchvcr}'. Hv mudi; canitt&nt Visitations over his vaat diocese, 
until driven home by Bickoess in 18-15, for eighteen months. 
After hLi return, his ViBitationg were rpsunied, and his activo 
life was coutinuetl until witliin the Inst few years. His health 
tor many months past had been failing. He had paid a visit 
to the Sand-h^ds lately, in tht hop« of gninin^j strength, but 
he returned more feeble tlian before, on Tuesday last. During 
the lost few days of his life he was getting gradually worse, 
and considering his advanced age and uiiinDitieB, liis death 
coiUd scarcely be said to excite surprise. This event took 
place on the morning of Saturday, the 2ud of Jaaaary. 
Btit though he has departed in peace and in a ripe old ngei 
he cannot but leavti to the many who loved and reverenced liia 
cliniacter, a seuse of loSH and sorrowing." — Bengal Hurkaru. 

" Amidst the sorrow which cannot but be felt at the removal 
of one Ro gifted, so faithful, and so eminent ns a Chi-istiao, an 
wag Daniel Wilso:(, and the mnuy rvflections which fill tha 
mind in contcmplatuig the solemn iivent, perhaps the moat 
prominent feeling is tliat of thankfulness, tliat our revered 
Bishop vras taken away before the wreck of his noble powers, 
iuteUcctual and physical, and the decay of bis eminent gifts 
und graces of a spiritual character, had become apparent, as 
from his advanced age must soon undoubtedly have been the 
case. Thus was hia removal, in tins, and perhaps other respects, 
a gracious instance of "the righteous " being taken away " from 
the evil to come." What man of Clod shall be found fit to take 
np the pastoral staff fallen from the hnad of the dcpai-ted ? " — 
ChrUliaH Intelligeaccr. 
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" The Church of England in India. wh«n Bishop Wilson 
■urrived, had few chRpliiiiis, few churches, imperfect organi- 
sation, and no influence beyond that which had been gained by 
Hoher, Corrie, Martyn, and a fsw more ia a comparatively 
uan'ovr circle. He saw the whi>lc uapect of tLiogs changed, and 
the energy of the ChrtstiftQ citiuiQanity expanding with tho 
increase of the diocese. His preachiug in all parts of India, 
contributions to religious purpoees, the example of his zeal, 
his firmness in resisting doctrinal error, his growing catholicity 
of spirit, and hi« private influMice, conenrred powtrfully with 
oUier CAUsett, to strengtlien tJie KngliKti Charch, to raise tltu 
tone of pablic sautinwut, and to attract to India tlic attention 
of uuuiy who Ritvi-r had Uiouglit of lier before. We do 
oot pur|)utie to sketch minutely hiit public or his privata 
character, but nunc who knew BiHliop "NViltson can have over- 
looked the steadfastness of lu8 fricudshiits, the wamitli of his 
piety, the cleamcsK of lus vicwK, the ke<rime!)s of liia sagacity, 
tlie power of liix memory, and the uudiniininhed vigour of 
hia uudcrtstunding to the close. His acquaintance witli many 
of the best men of bygone years hnd given hiui n fund of 
interesting knowledge, and hJB extensive experience of life 
enabled him to discern the characters of men witli remarktibly 
quick penetmtion. There have been many who have mistaki>n 
both his character and m^timer ; many who ha%'e been uoHhle 
to appreciate his sterling excellencies and the difficulties of 
his po&itiou ; many who have been offended by his preiiching. 
But bis poweie were as undoubted as his zeal ; and Krtglniid 
vill cherish his memory. Many such she has given to India 
for other luuds of public service, and recent intelUgeuce has 
shown the promptitude of oiir countrymen to demand for them 
justice and rewards. Bat 'peace hath her victories no less 
renowned than war,' and we doubt not tlmt the finished coursa 
of tltiit veneritble scrviint of God will strike a chord in tbd 
heartofEngland.and kindle into life the latent energies of many 
who will emulate bis faith and holiuess." — Friend of iRdia, 



Nor WAS America wanting in ht-r tribute : — 

" The news baa just reached us that ihu venerublu and 
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apostolic Vishop Wilson biui beuit calleil to liia ri;st. We bave 
long regarded him ns one of tlie great lights of the Church 
here bflow. We ought to be derontly thmikful t«) God that he 
hua bu«u p«iiuitt«d to 8t«j so long, nud. nuw tbut he is taken 
away, it iaour priTilcgu to mourn hid lottti, and tnul llint a (;r««t 
mau is fiiUen in Israel. Upoa whom will his mautle fall ? 
Where shnll we lcx)k for another in whom there is such a 
omnhmation of everything we might wish to aee in a ChriHtikti 
Bishop? He had t&leats of a high order, extensive leamiiig, 
and a hot; zeal. As a preacher of the Gospel, I presaoie hs 
liatl no auperiora, and but few equals. May the Lonl send 
forth unoUu-r like-minded, and with equal ^fts, to tnke hi» 
place! When mich men are taken away, it is a great comfort 
to feci t)jat all tItiugM arc tn the haud:i uf an Almighty and 
fiTer-preswut Saviour. ' Let not jour hearts be troubled,* ift 
Uie lan^^aga of this Saviour to his Church at this tirae," — 
liecord, March 2tJ(A. Letttr/rom Amtrica, signed " Amtnca." 

The Bishop of (fadras preached a funeral sermon, which 
he repeated in Calcutta on the 20Lh February, 1858, when 
called to the temporary charge uf the vacant diocese. He 
bears the following cloqaeut testimony to the deceased:^ 



" I heliare, as r clear, aimple, and forcible expounder of the 
Word of Ood, nud an aiubiuiaador to enforce its clniwa upon the 
bearU and cQUSoiences of men, he has hardly left an equal iu 
the Church of Christ, and hig popularity neTer waned. To 
within A shoi't period of bis death bis natural powers wer« 
unabated, aud the Bnme attractive influence attended his 
ministry to the last ; and in the sermons he has left behind 
him, published a very short time before liia death, there Ib the 
Buna- ]>uwcr and N-igour as formerly, if not more so \ (to that 
'he betn^ dead yet spoakcth.' 

" I scartwly think it would be modest in mc to speak of him 
ia the diecimrge of his Episcopal fuuclions. It would be the 
less onimadvei-ting ou tb<! (jrirater, the pupil on the master. 
I would only observe that I believe, as an authoritative and 
public teacher, he was eeldom if ever excelled : aa u ruler and 
Governor in the Church be was blessed with a high order of 
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administYiiUre tiilent, ami hns done more to enlarge and cod- 
solidate Uie Chorch in Indiullian nil bis predecessors, luitl that 
his luoml qunlificntioiis were audi «s to commend themaelvea 
to the imitAtitii] of aimistcrs and peopk. I could Lardly itdd, , 
mare, I could not say losti. 

"Most of the volualory societicfi for the promotion of truth 
which ar« now at irork tlironghoat this voiuitry, liuvc viUicr 
been raised tbrough liis uDbnimded generosity and energy, or 
hod an Impulse givcu to tbein wluch has raised tb(.-m to the , 
efficiency which they posftette. The Cliii|ilftin!i nnd Missioiinrics 
have been more th*n doultled through bis exertions ; and Ike 
Ctiuruhes iJirouRbout the Bengal rreBideiicy multiplied at li*aiit 
tea-fold under hin wntcbful care, zeal, and iKneToleoce. But 
his great work. anJ lliat on which his heart was fully bent, and 
which he believed vould give a etntus to relipon in this country 
which itnereryet posseoaed, was the new Cathedml iu Calcutta, 
To that buildiug he devoted from his own resuni-ces at least 
two lacs and a quarter of rupees, and labour and trouble more 
than can be conrt-ired. I believe that his heart wna single in 
iriiat he did, and that God will not wipe out Utia love and 
enlarged liberality for I^Iia House and the services thereof. 

" In a word, his life has been Kptiit iu liuuouring God by 
manifc'sting the influence of Christian priucipk-a in his own 
conduct and experience, and by urging the minUtera of rcli^on 
and all Christian people to spread tho blcggings of the Gospel 
to every creature under heaven. For this end all tliat God 
gave him both of mind and ho^y, of spiritual (;ifts and graces, 
of worldly substance, luid influence of position, have been con- 
secrated to tlie service of his God and Saviour : mid I believe 
no living man has been iu God's mercy more sncoesaful in their 
applieation. Ue has been prc-eminenlly a btcsung to India." 



Tfa« Archilencon of Calcutta, also, mid most of the chaplains 
throughout India, following his example, preached funeral 
sermons on the occasion, 

IniUvidual ietitimouiea, also, were not wanting, and two brief 
extracts may he admitted from public lett«;r« wrillvu by Dr. Duff 
and Kir. Wylte. Both being members of the Free Church of 
Scotland, their testiuiouy i& at least impartial. Dr. Duff says: — 
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" It IB not for me to attempt to deliiicnto ttc cliarnct«r and 
labours of euch a man. And yet X shdiiM be fnJR« to my own 
coiirietions, and a traitor to the gi*eat cause of the commnuion, 
anil brotberliood of Bitints, were I to faun over iii hUcuvc the 
dcparttirL- from amongst ii* of s«c}» n ' tnni^tcr tii larnol.' \Mieii 
he itrrivocl here a quarter of a cenlnrv ago, he wrh in Die very 
zenitJi of hia powcra of active usefuhiess ; and certainly few 
men have fcoilotl inoro, or lo more good purpose. Naturally 
endowed witli great energies of mind and body — energies, in 
his case, hnppilj* sanctified and cousecrated exclusively to the 
promolioD of God's glory, — he kept all around bim id a stats 
of constant friction and glow. About hi« manner of sp««ch 
and action thoro were some peculiaritios, and even eeoentriri- 
ties, which might have proved fatal to the cndit and inHurnce 
of a more ordinary man ; but in him^ like tho somewhat 
correspcoiding (inalities in Rowland Hill, they served only to 
impart a certiiin Hpicy zest to all his appearances, alike public 
and private, '\\1ule fondly and conscieattously attached to tbe 
government and di»apllne of his own Church, he had a large 
catholic heart, which engerly embraced and sympathised with 
whatever waH really gocnl, holy, or excellent in tlic mcmbcrsliip 
of any other. 

" Kfsideii his jtcr^'ice.t in the cau^e of Clinst generally, those 
which he rendered to the cause of Missions must ever be 
conspicuous. I'be eTangelisatioa of the world at Im'ge, and of 
India in particular, was ever iippennost in his heart as a 
subject of prayer and exhortation. Under tliis head. perbnpH, 
his most notable acliieTcmcnt was ttic autboritative repudiation 
and cjrction of the Cnstc ayatoin from tlie Native Churches of 
Soiitliern India. His task was all tho more difTicuU from 
its having been tolerated in modifled fonns by Swartz and 
his associates, and treated and connived at as a civil rather 
than a religious institution by the gentle Heber mid hia 
snccessors in tho Indian Episcopate. But the principle of 
Caste being eWland heathenish to the very core, and entering 
into the vt-ry cssrnce of Hindooism, did not fait, however 
guarded and fenced, gi-adually to issue in intolerable practical 
abuses. With tlu'se Bishop Wilson was called upon, at im 
early period of his career, oiiidallj to grapple ; oud it rvdounds 
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to his eternal credit thni liQ did bo in a Josiah-Uke st^le. 
ilhvinf; fairly niniit«re<l the snbjcct, and Batisfied himBelf of itfl 
utterly snti-CIiristiaii cbarai:ter. lie propoged no mere balf- 
meaaurco — ao lucreljr modifying limitary regalalioos. No ! liis 
firm Mid rcttolute dccrc« was, tlmt the aystem must be extir- 
pnteil, root and braueli, from tlie uieinber&lii|> of the Native 
Churches, or the memhcra of ihe Natire Churclips most be 
ejected from tlieir bnsum, uDtil they heartily abjured mid tlutig 
oat the evil thing from among them.. This decree swept 
throagh the ChurvheH like the blast of a hurricane tliroii^h »n 
andent forest. All that WHS crazy with ago, or gnawi-d imo 
cankers, or crusted with the moss of rottenness, fell before it. 
IJnt the cause of truth and righteoiisnpKS was all the hettt-r for 
the clennince. Ajid the future nons and daughtem of Indin's 
•xpm-gated Churches will rise up to bk>S8 tlie memory of Bishop 
WiUon." 

Mr. Wylic snys : — 



" Aa an expositor of Soriptnrc, I never met hiii ciinal. 
In private life, I Bra sure thiit few men ever shone raorc. 
It was a great cujoymeut to be with lain alone, and to listen 
to the constant 6ow of viedom in practical observations on 
things past and present, intermingled with racy and faniiUar 
anecdotes of great men long departed, by which you eeemedto 
be introducud into th«ir veiy company and fritind»bip. . . 
His active mind was continually gathering np fresh materials. j 
lie always luul his Bible, his hynin-book, some classical 
author, aome of the beat periodicaU, some old stondanl writer, 
and at least one new publication at hand, for daily reading ; 
and I do not think there was a man in all India of equal4 
industry, even when he was within six weeks of his end, and'] 
was in hia eightieth year. ... lu his last hours, he spoke to ' 
Archdeacon I'ratt in terms of the most affecting humility Kud 
iH)lf-coudt;m nation ; ultt-rly renouncing every vain hvpe, and 
casting himself pro&trato before the cross of Christ. The 
Archdeacon reminded him of tlie assurance, tliat ' the blood of 
Jesus Christ cleauseth fi-oni all sin ; ' but be Instantly saiil, 
■ Ah I but, my dear irieud, wc hiivu tnllcod oi tbal before. You 
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miutt i&kc it viik the coDfezt, — it is for those who are " wnlkiiig 
in llie light!'" Ami jartly did Mr. Pratt comfort him with 
the t«sLiiuoiiy, tliftt he bail so 8triv«u to vuik." 

It mxd acai'ccly be iiddcd, that Bishop's College, and the 
mrioas ooinmitlvvs of religions ftocielies in Calcutta, were 
prompt iu recording the losa they had siiBtuined by tho Bishop's 
dcuth ; mid these stutiiufiuts were fully cudoreud by the pai'ent 
societies at home. 

The Uriliah and Foreign Bible Society, after recording in n 
" Minnte " the purticnliirB of his connection with them fur almoiit 
fifty years, concluded thus: — 

" The Committee hnve much satisfaction in pkcing on 
record this tribute to tlie memory of one of the Society's 
oldest and most valtied fn«nds. While tlicy tbuiik Ood for his 
long and hononrahle life, they ako reflect with grntitude on its 
traiHiuil happy close; for tltey are told 'that he expired 
without patu uud in perfect peace, in a profoundly humble 
view of biiiiitclf, and in full reliance on the mercy of Ood in 
Christ his Savioiu".' " 

A similar testimony was home, and with still greater wai-mth 
of affection, by the Church Missionary Society. Tbey also 
passed a Bpeoial "Minute" on the occasion, in which the 
following passage occurs; — " The Society records the deiitli of 
the Bishop of Cidcutta witJi mingled fceUngs of de«p sorrow st 
the loss of one of their oldest nnd most valued friends and 
patrons, and of praise and thanksgiving to Ood that the 
benefit of las uhle, zealous, and ino»t effective wid has been 
continued to the Society for mote than fifly-foor years, nnd 
tliiit he has entered into his rest in the fuluess of years and of 
the grace which is in Christ Jesus." 

After tracing the valuable services rendered by the deceased 
in the defence of the Society in England, the active furtlicrflnce 
of its objects in ludia.and tho mutual confidence which cxiiiled 
to the verj- last, they conclude by saying,— "In the review of 
such a lengthened blessing as the Society has enjoyed in the 
patronage of Bishop Wilson, the Committee would humbly 
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ascribe all the glory tu tlic grcKt HcrcI of tlio CliQrch, aad 
canicstljr supplicate Uie same grtce to bo given to tlic successor 
who may be Rppouited to so responsible a post of labour and 
nutlioritjr." 

Tlie Tenernble Society for Promoting Christian Knowlec 
in their Annual Report refer to the CTent as follows :— 

" Since the pablication of tlic last Annual Report, it hu 
pleased tied to tnke to HiniKt^lf the venemhlo BitiUop of 
C&IcuttH. lie had long be^o a member of Uic Board, preyiously 
to his elevation to the Bishopric of Catciitta. The Society 
had boon in frequent oorrcBpondence with thisi encellont and 
energetic IVelate from that year up to a short time before his 
decvttsv." 

The Archileacon's account of Ills deatli, and the Gorcmor- 
QiincriU'H, "jii»t tribute" to his mentor; are then recorded, 
and the Society expresses its sense of the loss sustained bjr 
that event. 



The lucorpomied Society for the Propagation of the Clospi 
in Foreign Piurts, noticing the event in their Anoaol Bcpor^] 
Bay: — 

" Tlic most conspicuous figure has dissppeared from the 
Tu^ltn Misnton-fieH. Tlie Bishop of Calcutta, and Melro< 
politsn of all India, after a long hfe of fiiithful serrice, haf-1 
been summoned to his rest. With respect to bis character, 
and the estimation in wttiuh he was uuivontally held in 
India, the Society ha» great t<&tisfaction in putting on record 
the judgment of iliose who had the best opportunities of 
Ttnowiug him : — 

"At a meeting of the Council of Bishop's College, on 
Jannary I5th. 1868, the following Minute was agreed to : — 

'• Before proceeding vritJi the routine of business, Uie Council 
desire to record an expression of their great respect for their 
late Visitor and Dtoceaan, who died on the second instant. 

" Of his un[>easing zeal for the spiritual welfare of all whoi 
have resided in tliis College, and of bis anxiety thnt the 
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istitutton sboaM ftoiuisli in wliotcvcr lenAa lu tlio glorjr 
[of Uod and the good of maa, none who hare knova him cut 

ibt. 

"As a more special proof of tbe interest kc took in the 
CoUcgc, it ninj be mentioned : — 

1. That in 1^86, and Bomc subsoqiieiit years, lie nmin- 
Ptatncd 8CVCQ students here from the Begum Sumroo'^ Fund. 

" 2. That in 1837, he visited the College evfry week, renting 

[-the ndjaceut house at Shiilimnh for thut purpose ; and iu tlie 

followiug years, 163H and lH3fl, when the Collugo was left 

'without any resident ProfcSHor or Tutor, hv aiid liis Chapliiia 

(the present ArcbdcuRon) resided in College two or three dny s 

a week, and took lectures. 

' 9. That he made over to tlic College Foundation, for the 
««t«bIiH}iinent of a native Fellowelup. a sum of lUUU/., which 
been plained at his absolute disposal by the late Rev. John 
ffttt, of Lt)i]di>n. 
" Although, of late years, the growing infirmities of age, and 
repeated attacks of illness made his visits t» tlic College less 
frequeut; and the Catliedral scheme, to which he so muni- 
ficcDtly coutrihuted, naturally occupied the largest share of bis 
attention, the Council have always been well assured of the 
coiitiiiuaucc of his good-will to them and the CoUege ; as one 
proof of which, they may refer to tbe mi.-«suge that accompanied 
the donation of two thousand rupees, made in 185:1-4 : — ' I send 
it for any little ptirpoge in College that may remiud you of me 
when I am goue.' 

"Besides joining most cordially in the sentiments of tho 
aboTe Minute, the IVincipa) fcelx tliat he should be very 
deficient in his daty if he did not here place on record his deep 
sense of the paternal kindness ho has received from the late 
Visitor, from the time of hia first arrival in Tnclin." 



"When Bishop Cotton, the successor whom Ood was pleased 
to appoint to take up the staff fallen from Di»hop Wilson's 
hands, first touched at Ceylon on liis way to his new Diocese, 
he was met with mingled congratulations and regrets. The 
address which he received from the Clergy of that islaodj 
said. — 
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" On the excellence of yoar predecessor, whom it has pleased 
Qod to remove from nnioag us, sAer a life as remarkmble in 
such a climAte, for its prolonged duration, as for its iitiirearicd 
derution to tlte service of his lieavenly Master, RUtl in blciising 
to the Church nt Urge, thig is neither the time nor place to 
dwell. Hi» memory will long be cherished by ns. He RtiU 
Urea among us by his good works, and has left in liis charactecj 
and example a rich iuheritance to all timo. which those wh( 
follow hiin, if they may not be able to surpass, will tbanlcfuUj 
both rovereDGC and omulata." 

Besides these ofTcotionate tribntes to hi.<t memory, it was 
deemed right tliat Kome lasting incinorial shaald be raised : 
ftnd in India Bt«)>8 wcro iiniuvdiiitdy tjikoii for plnciiig hU 
portrait in the Town Hall of (7alciilta,i and for foandiug f>)Ur 
Bcholar&liip!) iu the High School. Soon aft«rwards tlie idea 
of a Nativi; rastoriitc Fund wfis suggcstLtl by llie Rev. Mr. 
French of Agra : the object being to raise funds in comincniora- 
tion of Bishop Wilson, for the support of a NatiTe Ministry 
in connection with Church of England Missions. The Ai-ch* 
deacon who had suggested tJie first object, warmly patronised 
the srcond nlKo whcii proposed. Both are of gi'eat importanct 
to the interests of India, and deserving of tlio support of all^ 
to whom the name of Bishop \Vilson is dear. 

In Knglniid also a subscription has been opoiied, and n sita^ 
purchased for the erection of a Momorial Church in Islington, 
which sbnll be free to all. Mid xerve to prove the truth of 
tliv inspired word : — that " the righteous shall be held in ever- 
lasting remembrance." 



Extracts from the Bishop's lost 'Vr'ill and Testament will 
fitly conclude this chapter. It is a striking docamcnt, and 
in perfect harmony with all tliat has been aaid in this Biography.

"Tias 18 TiiB LAST Wir.L AND Testauent of me, the Bight 
Itever«nd Patlier in God, Daniel Wilson Doctor of Divinity, 
by Divine penniitsion Lord Bishop of CalcuttA, and Metropo- 
litan of lodia. I desire lirst huoibljr to commend my aoul to 
tliat most grociom Father of merci«8, who hitth. as I humbly 
trust, eared me, and called me with an holy calling, not according 
to my works, but according to Itis owu purpose and grace 
which was ^ven me in Chriat Jesus hefora the world began, 
niid I desire and hopo at thp day of judgment to be found in 
Christ, not having mine own righleousiiess, whii-h is of the law, 
hut that which is through tlie faitlt of Christ, the riffltlcouenvss 
which is of God \>y faith. I renounce nil the fi-uiLt of holi- 
ness and tjood works which I have in any measure produced,

Liturgy, and Homihes thereof; and secondly, I commend my 
body to the Almighty hands of my gracious Sarioar, in humble 
hope of a joyful resurrection to eternal life. N'oxt, I appoint 
as executors to act in the execution of my Will in England or 
elsewhere, except in India, my dear son, the Reverend Daniel 
Wilson, Vicar of Islington, In the county of Middlesex ; my 
son-in-Uw, the Reverend .losiah Bateman, late Vicar of llud- 
dcrslicld. in the county of York; and John Symes, Esquire, 
of Feachurch Street, London, Sohcitor. And I appoint as 
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executora of my will in Indin, nnd not eUcwLure, the Iteverend 
Johu H«iiry l^att, M.A., aud uow Arclidescon of Calcutta ; 
Robert MoUoy, of Calcutta, Esquire j and Allan Webb, of the 
Bengal Medici Service, at [ireBentreaidentiti Ciilcutl4i,E»r]uire. 
I Aceire thnt if I dio in India my body may be interred in tlie 
VKuk which hag been erected under th« uommuniou table of 
Saint Paul's Cathedral, Calcuttn, bat if I die iu Engluud then 
that my body may be interred in my own family vault in 
Isliuglou Church, where my Into most beloved wife, now with 
God, is interred; and I direct that my funeiiU be as private 
as poHsible, and tluit u. plaiii mm-ul tablet, without ornaiuent, 
be placed on the waHs of the communion tdbl« in Snint Paul's 
CaLliedral, and in Bishop's College Chapel at Calcutta, and 
in the Church of Saiut Mar>''», Isliii('toa, bimply recording mj 
nnmo, time uf birth, and period that I wua Vicar of Islington 
and llishop of Cnhrntta, and date of dnath, and noihing more, 
and that under this iuHcripliou the following words be engraven , 
*' '0 Q*ot, Uao-tffjri fioi ry hfiopr^if," (Luke xvlii., 13.') 

After various bequests of a prirnle chAract^r. he leav««4 
to the Bishop of Calcutta and the Archdeacon of Calcutta for 
tlie time being, uU his boulcM dejiosited in the Cathedral and the 
Palace, and numbering more than eight Uionsaiid, for the uso , 
of St. Paul's Cathedial for ever ; and also the large clock anc 
iDkstand presented to him by the Farishloucrs of Islington. 

Also to his successors. Bishops of Calcutta, he bequeaths 
his iron chest, silver plate, plated ware, lijien, china, glass, 
household furniture, carriages, and robea of ofBce, to be uaed 
at pleasure and handed down tn succession.

The render of Ibis biograpliy is now set free : but before 
tlie writer lays down liio pen, a few remarks U|kiii some of the 
cliief points in tlie BIsbop'a cliaract«r may be expected. It is 
no eliglit onloal tliroHgU wliit-h Ibat character has Imii to 
pass. The pubHc actions, private JoiltiiaIs, familiar letters, 
and personal habits of a life prolongf(3 tliroagli eighty years, 
have been thrown into the crucible, and tried so as by fire. 
Nothiug but real gold could abide the test. 

1. Mark the cneriji/ of his character. This ran tliroHgh 
CTBiy plmse of life. St. Edmuud's Hull, Chobliam, Oxford, 
Wortoti, St. .Tohn'a, Islington, India ; alt were scenes ou which 
it was displayed. To translate and re-translate all Cicero's 
Ei>isllca in order to acquire n good Latin style : — to keep a 
journiil and correspond for yeara in Latin willi familial' friends, 
in order to retun and improve that stylo :— to act as a pioneer 
through England, Ireland, and the adjacent isles, in order to 
arouBc a miAtiionRry spirit and plant assnciatiouD io fruitful 
soils : — to move reluctant parishioners and iuducc thein, as one 
tQAn, to lay a rate and build three churches : — to enter Burmah 
at the age of seventy -eight, live in homes made of mats, found 
churches in Christ's honour, and take spiritual possession of 
the whole country in God's name : — all lliege are surely yinx^U 
of tLc untiring enei:^ which characterised liim through life. 
lie weaiied others : but wae never weaiy himself. 
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9. Mark the aimplicihf of hit aim. Men said he vas 
ambitious and loved power. But if bo : il was only as a moftiig 
to an end. The great oud and object of life with hini, wbs to 
save tb« soul)i of men: and to this, time, talents, iafluence, 
and property v«rc all devoted. " Vfe may err in ftdmiDi8t«riiig 
the diocese," he vi&s wont to say, "but we cannot err in 
preaching the Gospel." " I have made ten thooaaod mistakes; 
but I have preached fire tliousiiud sermons." lliit motto 
through life might have been — " If tliat by any menng I may 
RaTC SMiue." 

8. Mark his dttp pi«ty. Rt\i0on waa c«>vcr laid anide, 
never forgotten. It was his comfort, hi» fiolace, his delight, his 
joy ! It was entwined about his heart, and wrought into tlie 
very fabric of fai« nature. It constituted hia atreiigth. By it 
he upheld every one in his honae. 

4. Mark his epirit of prayer. F.vcrytlitng waa referred to 
God, and made matter of prayer. Meet him upon hnninesA — 
prayer began the discussion, and followed the decision. Call 
upon him iu flicknesa, his first and last word was — " My dear 
friend, please pray with me." Latterly it occupied almost balf 
his day. He prayed in the Cathcdml, prayed in his private 
chamber, prayed at the domestic altar, prayed with the sick 
inmate, prayed with the confidential" fiiend, prayed when tlic 
sun was setting, and prayed when the hour of rest arrived. In 
the decline of life he wag not able to kneel down: bnt bowed 
himself upon the table with folded handti and uplifted eyes. 

Kisiiig from prayer one eveoLug oRct having rca<) Epliet-ians 
4ih: he said to a lady present, "Obi my dear child, if we 
could but live more in the spirit of Ephcsians 4th. we should 
be much happier. I am quite overwhelmeil when I think of 
what the true tendency of the OoB|)«t is, and of what we ought 
to be." 

" See what n poor creature T am," he Mttd on entering the 
break fast- room one morning, " and pity me. I fell aalcop last 
night At my prayers." 



0. Mark his studu o/ScripUirt. It may be doubted whether 

9Wt 
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mxy one ever rend more of Uie simple Word of God than he did. 
''Tell mft how much time you giTO to the Bible: and I will 
t«11 7011 what you An &% a Christian : " vmA a remark he oilcn 
ronde to others, anil one %'ery applicable to bimsolf. His Bible 
was read tlirough every jeor. " The more irc read it," be used 
to »ny, " the more nc may. It is certain tlmt we shall never; 
exhaust it." In private, he always read it with Scott's Notes, ' 
whom he reverenced as a commentator, and loved us a friend. 
" Thom»8 Se^t waa a wonderful mnii," he would say, " oa 1 
wonderful in his way as Milton or Burke. He overcame greatJ 
difiicuUii-a, and lived down great unpopularity. Why, he iti 
At first quite hooted In London for his loug sermons. It ased 
to take him nearly fifty minuteH (o get tlirough his first head — 
80 copious was his mind — so full of matter. And then he 
woiilil have to hnrry over his second and his third. When 
half-way through bis great Commentary, funds failed on tlie 
one hand, and subscribers claimed the fulfilment of his 
en{;agemeut on tlie other, &o that he described himself aa. 
' something like nn ass with a heavy load on his back, in a 
miry l«u« : he could neither go backwards nor forwards.* " 

He never passed a copy of this Commentary,- however old 
the edition, without buying it. H'm lore for books was well 
known, and he seldom returned home from his morning drive 
wiUiout fiudiug a little bazaar eHtttbliah«iI at his gates. Thither 
the various books puroliased at book-solee, so frequent in 
Calcutta, were brought and ttpread before him. He could 
not paaa without examining tlie contents of the stalls: ami 
if an old copy of " Scott " appeared, it was at ouc« boaght, and 
0ven away. 

Uia huhituftl study of a Commentary did not, however, make 
his own exposition of Scripture timid. On the contrary, he 
was bold, indupcndcnt. and most impressive : mingling clear 
explanations witli strong appeals to conscience. A yoang child 
would sit motionless before him gazing on his countenance am] 
listening to his words ; whilst the most experienced Chiietian 
would be receiving instruction and godly edifying. 



fl. Mark his moral eonroffe. In this respect the luiod con- 
trolled and conunandcd the body. Wlien, halting on hts first 
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visitntinii between BombRv niid the Himntiiyalifi, lie received 
from Bishop Corrie a letter irarniug him of danger, aiid 
«Dtronting him to rvturu : he pnu&ed, reflected, took counsel, 
«»w no rcn) <.-aii«i- for alnrni ; nnd tlieu cnlmly aud courageously 
pereevered lu bis journey. 

Who Ifut he, or uuv Uke-miudcd, would have linked his little 
Pilot Bri({ to a great steamer, and faced the Monsoon in the 
China Seas, iu order to cairy out bis purpose of reftching 
Borneo ? 

Who but he would have ventured to gnipp^e with the Caste 
question in tlie way whieb has been described? The evil wns 
admitted ; the uioral coui-age wna exhibited iii apfilyiug the 
remedy. 

Compai'e his handling oF TrsctArianism nitb the modified 
and timid distipprobittiDu it met with at ibu bauds of others. 
He gave utterance to his own deep conrictjons, and openly 
denounced it as "anotbur goBpel." To stand in the gap tJiua 
fearlessl^v. as a rallving point for otbeiK, dumands, and mani- 
fests high moral coiirnge. 



7. Mai'k bitt iintm9ig induttry. It served him inetcnd of 
originnUty and genius. It made him leai-ned, powerfnl. useful, 
infiueuliiil. N'o labour daunted him when some important 
work was in liaad. Ills charges were written over five oi' six 
times — Iiis Church •Missiunnry ecnnon nine times — each time 
removing some defect or adding some beauty. His sermon iu 
Ceylon on tlie " Penrl of (.treat Price" has Wen mentioned. 
He was eeveuty-cight y^ars old— bis desk wax full of aennons 
— any one might hare been preached witlioiit labour to himself 
and wiUi profit to the hciirers. But he is in tlie neighbour- 
hood of the pearl fishery, Uic subject will be interesting, atten- 
tion may be arrested and good done. Hence, on tlic Saturday, 
his table is covered with books ; nnd, on llie Sunday, every 
description is lively, every alltisiou correct. IIJs industry m-ver 
failfd. When action did not so much re<]uire it, study had 
it. No man in India rend half so much as lii? did; aud his 
comments nnd criticisms prove Low well the reading was 
digeiited. Even on the very last day of his life, he was looking 
at " Livingstone " and tem-ning something about " Africa." 
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8. Mark his contwtency. Early in We lie had grasped the 
prim&T}' tniUjR of tlie Qoapel, and he heM Uicid lirmlj to the 
end. Many sACoudar; truths ware added, bnt Uicy wcr« kept 
secondary. He never rode a hobby ui Piriuity. Some men 
ride iiver the ficlils of iiiifuiriUeil prophecy, sumo Ivu]i the 
ban-iers of the Church ; bot ho k«pt id Uio old path of Eran- 
gelical truth mid Church order. His ficrmons wtre *lwaya 
good t» hear, his bookx alwii)-» safe to read. In a Clmrgo 
d«lircred in 1651, bo could say, " 1 retain the 8«nliments I 
publicly expresM-d hi 1817." This inspired confidence: and 
tht: idcu uf instability and changeablencas was Dcritr attached 
to hia diaraclcr. lie had no opinion of those irfao, in ord«r to 
give the puhlie the benefit of tlioir ovu thoughts, ncgleetod 
what hud been previously thought and said by oUiers. He laid 
aside a recent comtnentary, unread, because the author pro- 
fessed to hftTO writt«]i it without consiilling previous com- 
mentators. 

9. Mark hia deep »elf-aha$ttMfit. It ran thrtnudl life, and 
fonnd expression everywhere. The " bitter things " lie wrote 
against liinu>elf would make unobacrvaDt men deem him a 
(inner above others. But he only had a deeper insight into 
bin own heart, and a higher sense of tho hoUneas of Ood. The 
extent of the soiTow is the point of different amongst God's 
pcoiiltf, Aud not the extent of Die sin. St. Paul called and felt 
hiinseir Uie "chief of sinnera." In the character we bare been 
coimidtTing, Grace had much to do, and did it. Speaking once 
of having been in the ministiy for fifty-six years, he said, " Ah 
yes; it is a long time to have to answcrfor. None can answti 
for mo but One, and that one Cueist Jf.8Uik. 1 caniiotanswer' 
for myself." A favourite sentence wiUi him was — " Whether 
in man or vfoman, 1 have long ceased to expect perfection in 
this world. As Cecil once said to me, ' Huwever good a person 
may be, he will surely be found to break down Bomewhoro.* " 

10. Mark his jtJeltts to Chrltt. lie never ceased to teach 
and preach Jusua Cii&ist: and when he quarrelled with any 
scheme of doctrine, it wag chiefly becauM it took from Christ 
the boootir due onto lus name. The savour of His name mu in 
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every Bermon, Uie pleftding of His mMils inwked arcry prftyer. 
To add to His dominiQU, to extol flis gmce, and to extend 
His Church was the vcr; joy uf his heart. Kvcry doctrine of 
the GoHpcl )iiul itH nic1i«, but Climt v/tis on the ]>ed«tiUd — uo- 
tbing THH pnt beforn ITiin, nothiug suffered to obware His 
glorj. 

II. Ititrk his MtMOitarti ital. He wished every chaplain to 
be H inimonar}'. He loiled at Beogalce, Hinduslftui, Snuscrit, 
to quaUfy hiinstlf to deal with Missions. His half-expressed 
desire to Itiy down tli« iiastonil stnfT of Calcutta, ntid take up 
Uiat of Tanjore, bad its significaDce. It expressed what he 
often felt. 



la. Mark his jroiPt«*)icfcari(ff. No man stood by the Clinrch 
more Btron^ly tlimi lie did; but he was always ready to hold 
out the right hand of fellowship to those that differed. Hi» 
warfare was defensive. This catholicity isereased wiili his 
years; till, at length. in his "IIiimiliatJoD sermon," he uttered 
those DiemoraUe wordti, siguificBot at all events of his own 
aspiratioDS for India: — " Unity and love prevail amongst 
the different divi&ions of the ProtestaJit family here. \Vc no 
longer Disdntain the old and fatal mistukc thut Christian men 
are aotto co-operato for anything, till they agree in everything. 
Wc now liold tlif antagonistic and true maxim, tluit Cbria- 
tian men should act togotlier bo far as they are agreed." 

13. Mark his unhonntltil lihcrolity. None will know ita 
exteut ; Lint very nearly all that he ever received from India, 
was retunied to India. That was his principle : and even the 
half-year's salary, aaaigncd by law to a liiBhop of Calcutta 
djing itt his post, waa more tlian antieipatcd by the long 
U.it of charities already enumerated. It must not however bo 
supposed that he waH unmindful of his family, lie Sinsisted 
them most affectionately both in public matters and in private; 
and there was not a church, parsonage, or sohonl in their large 
parishes of luUiigtoo and lludderstield to which he was not a 
eontribufor. 

One instance, however, In connection with this topic, may 
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exrite a smile. About the your 1839, a Bam of KOOOj. had 
accumulated in tlic Binliop's liands, aiid he wrote to hiit clul- 
dreu nt home to nek wtiother he should hold it uid seud Uiem 
the iulorest accruing fixira it, or wlu-thcr tht-y would prefer 
having the priucipal to iurest nt home. Thoy preferred the 
latter of the two, and wrote accordingly ; but, befor« their letter 
arriTed in India, Uie idea of the Cathedi'&l had entered the 
Bishop's mind, and he bad mitten to say that the alternative 
no longer cxlst^il — that all hia money waa now devoted — that 
he sent hi» blesMiug — that Oud would make it up to them — and 
they would he no losers. It need not be added that their 
cheerful iic^iiieHcence followed hia detennination. 

During the long period of his cpiscopaoy, he probably 
received something like one hundred and forty tliousand pounds: 
for, besides his annual iitipond, the East India Couipauy, with 
their nc-c-iui tonic <1 libcralit^t*. nlwavitaUowisIn liaiidaome monthly 
mm for travelling oxpcnsesduringthe nsitatioUB: — yet, when he 
died, he left very little more thmt sixthouaand jiounds. Tbi&one 
fact gpcaks volumes ; and renders furtlier comment needless. 



14. Ue feared the face of no man in a rigkteoiit (MM*. When 
he eaw auythbg which requurcd a word of caution, the rank of 
the individuBl never daunted him. The fitting occasion was 
wftteliecl for. the friendly word spoken, or the private note sent 
If tlie desired eflect was produced, he rejoiced; if the inter- 
ference was resented, he bore it aa "a cross," but it never 
matle him angry. Public Bcandals, howjTer, drew from him 
pnblic coudemnatiun ; anil it olten made the breath come 
shoi't to hear him from the pulpit deuoiuice an offence, and 
almost name the offenilcr. On one occo&ion of a public scandal, 
after frequent public demonatrations of tliis kind, he invited 
thirty or forty intlueutiul ludicH to his house, and entreated 
them in privato to stem, by tlieir influence, the current of 
immorality which wna setting in. 

At one peiiod it wiis customary at Government House to 
rise from table soon aft4.>r diimei-, and for the ladies and gentle- 
men to retire togetlier to tlie J mwing-room. A large party 
was thus retiring one evening, wlicn a loud voice was heard— 
" Come tack, come back." It was the Bishop, who, in defi> 
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Alice of all etiquette, thus reminded them tliat " gmce hnd not 
keen said." 



IIS. This lends naturnlly to tlie remfirk. that there were 
peculiaritifn attacliing to liis character which ought not to be 
omitted in tliis enumerntioQ. 

He suffered them to grow, and they becBine inarl(e<l features. 
It was not urigiiiolitj or ecccutriutty, so inticli as peculiarity 
and oddity — an odd way of saying and doing odd things. And 
yet there v;m sometliiag ot origiuality in what whs tbtis done 
and said — Hoinctliitig of set puriioBc — suinctliiug which gave 
point to the expres»ioD, aud took &riii liold upon tlic nioinory. 

It was diiiL-i'niihlf in hitj coiiversatiou. To young chaplains 
when fii-6t thi-y lUTivcd iu ludia, ho would eny, " Vmi kcb the 
»nm for two years." "Don't eat too mach — don't stuff." "The 
most hi>ulthy compli'xion for ludia i» that of a boiled chicken. 
The great secret of lienltli is a contented mind." 

Speaking of a missionary who had sought, and obtained a 
chRtilaincy, he said, " .\h ! he was a tme uiissionajy; perhaps 
there was not a better in ludia. But Salau uiid Kve have 
poFKuaded him to quit the work." 

One of the chaplaiua in the Upper Provinces had preached 
a sermon in his presence strongly directed against Calvinism. 
Tlie ai^ument was ebiborate, aud c-lnini«d to be triumpliuut. 
The Bishop hdid nothing at the time; but when about to 
step into hia palanquin, and leave the station, he shook 
hands kindly with the chaplain's wife, aud thanked her for 
her courtesy, addiug: — "I'lease to tell your huabuud that h« 
has not settled that question ! " 

He would often join together a commendation and a caution. 
Thus, introducing a chaplain to the Governor, lie mentioned 
him as one "who bids fair to be vorj- valuable to US, if only 
God kvcps him humble' 

It Bpjieared in hia actions. When ill once at Serarapore and 
unable to join thu diuncr citck', a Utile portion had bccu sent 
iuto his study. Hti hud ju»t eaten it when thv doctor called to 
enquire after hiy health; "How are you now, my Lord?" 
" Better, tlinnk you. I have been eating a little diuiier." " It 
will be well for you tlieu to lie down by-aud-bye, and rest for 
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an hour or two." He rang lus hand -bell and when the sorvanU 
appeared, said, " Lard Baliib BOta " (The Lord Bishop sleeps). 
The next uigUnt he had left the study, hud down iu bis bed, 
and covered himself up for steep — leading tlio doctor amazed at 
the »udden rvsult of hia prescription. 

Mrs. Ellprton, the Talned inmate of his house, was often on 
the very brink of the grave ; and the great age of bulh, bad 
made tbeiii familiar with dvwth niid ita ucc««aon««. Odd even- 
ing, being vcr; ill, she sent for the Bialiop to bid him farewell, 
and to leave with biu some iniitructiona respecting her conin. 
Ha pTomiiicd OQni[)Uiu:)L-e, and afler awhile left her. During 
the night she rallied, and in the morning sent for him, 
to eoniitermaiid her directionB. He came running np to her, 
and on fiiKiiiig how uiattera stood, said, it was too late for her 
to change : he bad sent for the ondertalier nt once, aa aha 
wished, and the worli was done ! 

It characterised his expoaitions of Scripture, One of 
bis Chaplains wag ordered up to the Punjauh, hnt his 
wife was unwiUing to go. In the course of the morning'a 
reading it happened tlmt this paseage oecurred — " Having his 
children aud bis household in anhjection with all grnTJt^." 
" Now," aaid the Bishop, commcntiugupon it, " I don't call it 
having bis household in subjection wiUi all gmvity, when one 
of my Chaplains is ordercd up to Lahore, and bis wife says 
she won't go I " 

His lectures on the Epistles to Timothy or Titna, to bis 
candidates for Orduiiitiou. have been already alluded to. They 
were invaluable — full of force, and calculated to impress the 
mind most beneficially. But here also be sometimes forgot 
himself, nud said more than ha meant. The caniUdates were 
required to talce down tlie lectures, and the examination of 
their notes furnied part of the preparatory trial. On oa« 
oecssion some quick clever eandidntca took down every word ; 
but before the papers were suhmiUed to the Bishop, tliey 
brought tbem to Mb Chaplain, pointing out many odd remarks 
and strong expreseioiis, nud asking ^^hetller they alimtld be 
left out. " Xot a line, not a letter," eaid the Chaplain. The 
papers were accordingly handed in, aud the perusal of them 
was to tlic Uishop, like a man beholding his nntural £ice iu a 
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gbiM. He coald sctircely^ believe that the expressiona were 
oonwt: knt. uadec«ired on this point, Uiekstrntiming's lecture 
was very much taken up iu modifying the previous stateroeuts, 
and preventing all consequent misuuderstaudings. Especially 
luviug 6nid tliat " lie would ratlier be a poor little Baptist with 
God's grace in his heart, than th« Archbishop of Canterbnty 
without it;" he whs anxious to explain thnt though he stood 
to tlio sentiment, he would not have them picture to theiuselTea 
an Atv:bbi«liop of Canterbury without grace in hiu heart I 

It lioinetimeK appeared in his family devotions. Xotthot 
they wltc tuo rAmiliiLr; for fiiniiharity is tlio mark of a child, 
and God was indeed his Father and his Friend. But be went 
very much into detail, and ran sometimes into discusaiou and 
DarFfitiou. He would tcU buw this thing happened or that; 
why he had done this and why tiiat. If he returned thanks 
for deUverance from shipwreck, lie voold tcl) how the vcwel 
rolled, and the boiler burst, and the passengers were obliged 
to hold by poflt and rail. 

"I am BO surprised at the Bishop's prayers ;" said a lady, 
who was staying at the Palace ; " are they really prayers ? " 
" I will tell him what you Ray," said his Cliaplaiu, "and ask 
him your <)ucstinu." " Tell her," said the Bitthop, when tlii* 
pm^ose was carried into effect, " to read her Bible, and mark 
the prayers of Moses, DaTtd, Isaiali, Jeremiali, Daniel, Nehe- 
miah, and others; she will 6nd thutdiscuwioD nnd uanrutioi) 
is the basis of prayer. All Lhci<e talked with God." 

His peculiarities crept gradually into the pulpit; and many 
stories will be still lingering in India reapcoting them. A large 
proportion of these are untrue, aud vnuish before the 
talismamc touch of tlicsc six words — " I>id yoti hear him say 
M ? " Some have a basiH of truth, but have been distorted. 
One instance of each of these will suffice in the way of illustra- 
tion. In one of the many volumes publinhed by the editor of 
the Life of Janiea Montgomery, a story is told of the Bishop 
which ought to have been previously rerified. It is to the 
effect, that preaching once on the impoi-tancc of honest and 
upright dealings between man and man, and deprecating that 
low standard of raoralily, which in matters of traffic allows of 
tJie suppression of tlie truth, he instanced the cose of the 
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ArchtUncon, ftilliiif; in the daik benentb liiin, wlio had sold 
him H home for tnoi'e than it was woi-tli. Now. wh«n this story 
appenred, tL« author of tlie present work wroU; to the Bishop. 
referred) to it, niiil »slced nhetlicr it vas trae. The ntiswer was, 
that it nafi totalljr uiid entiifljr fitJsit. nitd a fabricatioii from 
beginning to end. And lui to the Archdeacon, his reply is, 
that he never sold the Hisbop a bors« in his life. 

The oLlivr illusti-titioii nm}- be considered as having a grain 
of truth in it The Bishop was preadiing for a church wliivh 
needed fundi;. Ha titatt-d the aniouut required; and t^howed 
bow cuftily it iiiiglil be rnised. " If the Coumissioner," he said, 
" will give ao mnch, and tbc Magistrate bo much, nnd th« 
Ouiniunndaut so much, (rniining do» n IIlp list of Kiiropeaus in 
the statian) the timount is rtusedt nnd tbe church is hiiilu 
Shut the door." The hearers xtorted, for they said within 
tbeniB«tves nuturaUy oiiotinh, that thoy supposed they were not 
to leave the church till eiicb one had paid Jiis quotA. .^nd this 
stor)' gol abroad, and run fnr and wide, even after it whs known 
that a rushing wind, the 8iire precumor of n storm, had 
suddenly t'nlered the ehurcli, blown about the loose niemorftnda 
of tbe Bishop's sermon, tuid li-d to his hasty " Shut tlie 
door." 

Dnt still there is such n tiling as being too much at home in 
ihe pulpit: and many times. tUiuga were said by the Bishop 
which had better hnve been lef^ unaatd. But though men 
might smile — they never slept. India is n slorpy place, aud he 
effectually roused it. And it may be .■surmised ihnt he intended 
to do ao. Hence short strong pithy sentences which might be 
fixed like gondx. Hence fauiiliiir anecdotes of other times and 
earlier diiytt. Kence rt-fercnce to iiiotlere of lood interest, 
ia oft'ensive pnmgraphs in newspapers, to unlawful tlioagb 
fashioimbie »mu8eniL-nts. These were Uic outiicurings of the 
boart, and the iuipulse often of tlte moment — grnphio, pungent, 
and sometimes ludicrous. But nil these peculiarities Kffected 
rot tlie great features of his charncter. There is something of 
nffccUou in the smile they raise. They are always told of the 
" dear old Bishop ; " and they arc recorded here, just as the 
last slight touches are added to a picture, to give it reality and 
life and cliai'acter. 
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As for his faults, they will hare been discerned hj the reader 
long ago. No attempt has been made to disguise or conceal 
them. They all lay upon the side of hasty impulse, quick action, 
sharp words, want of consideration for others, a sanguine tem- 
perament, something of egotism, and occasional inaccuracy of 
statement. If the reader has the heart to dwell upon them after 
the deep self-abasement they have caused, and the lowly con- 
fessions they have called forth, he is of course at liberty to do so. 
They are not denied. All with whom the Bishop came in contact 
have felt them in their turns, but all with one accord enshrine 
his memory in their hearts, all revere his name, all acknowledge 
his worth, all assert his piety, all would fain tread in his steps, 
all say with Allan Webb, apostrophising his Ufeless body, — 

" A BBAVE AND NOBLE SOLDIEB ! A WISE, BOLD LEADER ! I 
ESTEEM IT THE GBEATEST PRIVILEGE OF MY LIFE, TO HAVE 
KNOWN AND LOVED HIM ! "
